READER, 
As touching the uſe and abuſe of Hiſtorie. 


F Hiſtorie were as eaſily conceited and made uſe of,as (according to Baldus) 
it hath true proportion and documents for the government of mans life, I 
ſhould hold itno ſin, fo preciſely to preſcribe a limitation and bound, to 
ſuch as ſhould enter the Liſt, and conſult with example : for what more 
pleaſing to our (elyes, or profitable for focieties could ever befall as, then 
in this Theater of mans life, (wherein Hiſtorie affordeth all ſorts of Actors) 
to ſit and learn prevention by other mens perils, and to grow amply wiſe 

by forraign wrecks? All which being traduced to our private uſe, we may either as partners 
in what we have paſt, or obſervers of future caſualties by precedent events, tie ages to our 
memories. and preventing our eſcapes, by ſurvey of other mens repentance, brihfly begec 
experience by ſight, or foreſight of worldly caſualties,and form a mirrour of fore-paſled er- 
rors, to forejudge our fucure calamities. But for that it behoveth us to enter chis-world! 

Academy the more prepared, the more that H.ſtorie is f:2ught and filled tull with plentiful 

fruit:and whereas the difficulty and difference is alike, to yeeld an upright verdi& both of a 

rhans own, and other mens lifezneither may any nan rightly examine another (how wiſe ſo- 

ever he be) except in equall ballance he weigh his own imperteRtions; it muſt neceſſarily 
follow on both ſides, that with the more wiſedom, and the greater obſervation we ought to 
intertain Hiſtory, leſt ous mind like the wind ſhould wander uncertainly, and our deyotion 
ſhould prevent our reſolution;our eſteem, our knowledge. © For as in an ample and well fur- 
niſhed and afluent banquet; although ſome things, (and they to few men ) ſeem pleaſant, 
otherſome to other are without taſte and leem rarr, and every one judgeth his meat not by 
proof,bur by the palate; yet notwithſtanding there is a certain mean, which either Natures 
ordinary, or thegefined kind of nutriment (being {imple and incorrupt) hath fathioned and 
fixed for moſt apteſt for the body; from which, wholoever varieth, or either beyond mea- 
ſure,or without judgement, followeth his fooliſh appetite, in glutting himſelf beyond diſ- 
cretion,reapeth more incommoditie then pleaſure by theſe plealures : So in the diverſicie of 
mans lite, although a thouſand forms, a thouſand fimilicudes be offered, and that every man 
faſhionerh other mens manners to his mind, yet there is but one trae path that vertue walk- 
eth in, which whoſoever tracteth with judgement, doti truely know the uſe of lite; whereas 
they that ſit in a plentiſull banquet, in affecting all things, can make uſe of nothing. Now 
how many are there, I pray you, that in reſpect of either of their own, or other mens acts 
and words (according to the rule of vertue) can be more choice in judging minds, then 
meazs, and that in this matter ſeemerh not ſufficiently inſtructed? Wherein I wonder thar 
meneſpienot their errors, whereas they imagine that Hiſtory is the inftruor of ſuch as 
read the ſame ; whereas it onely yieldeth matter of inſtruction, even as the banquer mini- 
ſtreth meat according to eyery mans affe&tion. Some theretore are ſeduced with the ſweer- 
neſs of the Stile, and in ſeeking their pleaſure, loſe their profit ; who reapno other fruit of 
Hiſtory then to beguile time,and beger officious idleneſſe, laughing away houres,and nouriſh 
repent-others in reading, glory,hunt it in a ſhadow,where if they could make uſe of it in pro- 
portion,they could not fall to repent it, And whereas no man can aſpire to true glory with- 
out true vertue,neither no wiſe man will hope turther, : yet ſee we many men, that becauſe 
they have read many excellent works,will be Caprictous and pretend wiſedom ; reſemblin 
thoſe Tragedians,who will, after they have diſcharged themſelves of their parts and apparel 
; whereia 
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wherein they counterfaited the Empetour, yet retain his Royall and Princely manners : 
Some triviall and light witted, that made an Eclipſe of a ſhadow,make more of the embleme 
chen the work , the habit then the Door : (o admirall effets worketh Hiſtorie in mens 
minds, Now whereas it is the moſt exa& and chiefeſt intent of Hiſtorie ro awaken mens 
idleneſ(s,and arm them againiſt caſualties,and the whole bent of example hath no orher iſſue; 
it falleth out through mens ſecuritie ( who ſuppoſe that cheir neighbours perils concera 
them not) that whatſoever is of note, is overſlipt with a deaf and fleeping judgement; and 
things that memorie ſhould beft love, are loſt in her, To conclude, 'there are ſome that will 
have every mans ſhooe fitted on their own Laſt,and tie all mens pens to their own pleaſures : 
for which cauſe, partly by reaſon of this ſecrer, partly through this ill ordered, and contu- 
ſed and raſh method of reading, as of corrupt humours, ſo their is grown a certain Kex+iz 
of judgement and reſolution - and as in temperate bodies, meat yieldeth very little profit ; 
ſo reap they no fruit or benefit by their reading. By this, good Reader, thou maiſt eafily 
conceive,how a Hiſtorie ought to be read: how mens lives ought in themſelves to be exami- 
ned: finally how equall a proportion is required in both. And truely in my opinion, the 
chiefeſt ground of this diffculrie,is the perverſneſs of our judgements: which is the cauſe, we 
the rather reſpe& our own inclinations what they are, then the true life' and force of exam- 
ple. Furthermore, this is no leſle miſery then the former, that ſuch as write, ſet down ſuch 
chings as are acted, not onely tor our profit ſake, but to feed their own humours: and like to 
certain Architects, (by interpoſtng their judgements) do vainly-praiſe ſome things, ſuppo- 
ſing that our imitation ſhould be tied co theirpleaſure;z where,it rhey performed what they 
ought to do, the Reader ſhould encounter with no ſuch diſtrations : but now in like man- 
ner as Cooks,who rather reſpe& their maſters pleaſurable taſte, then his profit z would God 
che Hiſtoriographer did not affe& fAlatterie, It therefore appeareth chat in two ſorts (firſt 
in our ogvn judgement ; and next, to the prejudice of thole chat write) we are circumvented 
in that they ſet nor down ſuch events as pals in their own niture, and as they are. For he 
ch#2vSfeh an Heftorie, -isthe Interpreter of thoſe things thatare paſt : whoſe judgemens 
beinkdepraved, it fareth with them as with the pureſt and moſt richeſt wine, which waxerh 
multte by reaſon of that veſlell wherein it is incloſedyor is by ſophiſtication corrupted: which 
-1s the greateſt folly; and moſt incollerable deceic that may betall men, "They therefore who 

' negligently underrake a Hiſtorie, (or ſuppoſe that lite were to be paſt raſhbly; and without an 
\ * exactobſervance of all offices,) are no leſs deceived then'cert2in countrey peſants in the laſk 
troubles in Fraxce(of whoſe folly I drew ſome example) who attempting and entering upon 
a Citie not far off from them, aad lighting into an Aporhecaries ſhop furniſhed with all 
kind of drugs and dainties, and being allured by the pleaſure, odours and delight of the. 
confections they taſted ; and ſuppoſing all tobe of the ſame kind, devoured, taſted, and 

ſwallowed down every thing:whereupon ſome fell fick of feavers, ſome grew phrenſfie, 
and many loſt their lives to pleaſe their appetites atleaſtwiſe,he that icaped beſt, 
gave occaſion of laughter to the lookers on. For aslife, '{o Hiſtorie (the 
image of life ) 1s fraught with pleaſure, and diſpleaſure; and only 
in the uſe of lite, the wifedome of life conſiſteth.

Some there are that having been preſent in perſon, nd, F e-witneſſes in the execution of 

eat affairs, have neceſſarily been inforced to reduce and. digeſt the ſame in writing: nei- 
ther wanted there ſome, who ſeeing occurrences of high and neceflary conſequence ( which 
btherwiſe had been buried in ignorance ) have been incited( in reſpe& of common good) 
to imploy both hand and head, in the publiſhing thereof - now of theſe forenamed caules, 
che two laſt are they that incited me to the like. For the warre which we had with the Ro- 
manes, and the accidents and iſſues on borh parts, (all which in perſon I beheld, and to my 
peril I have learned) do compel me te declare the ſame; and the rather, for that there are 
ſome, who in their writings, have depraved, and perverted the truth, TI have therefore ta- 
ken this work in hand, for that in my opinion, the knowledge thereof will be both pleaſing 
ind profitable to the Grecians: for it ſhall contain the antiquity of our whole Nation, 
their form of Common-weale, both ttanſlated and gathered our of the antiquities and chro- 
nicles of the Hebrewes. Truth it is, that. heretofore and art ſuch time alſo as I compoſed 
the Hiſtory of the foreſa:d warre, Ihad projeted and purpoſed with my ſelf, to lay open 
to. the world, how and whence the Jewes had their firſt original, what alterations in gy 
tune they had talne into, by what law- maker they had been inſtructed in piety, and inci- 
ted to the exerciſe of vertue: how many warres have they ſuſtained by frag and divers 
times, and finally how —__ their will they have been intangled in this laſt warre, which 
they waged againſt the Romanes. But for that the content of chis matter, who too ample

or the greateſt part in deſcribing and diſcovering things that are 

naturall, We ought therefore to know, that Moſes thought ic moſt eſpecially neceſlary, 

either for him that will rightly diſpoſe his life, or impoſe Laws to other men, that firſt and 

in eſpecial he have the knowledge of the nature of God; to the end that concetving in 

his mind the greatneſſe of his works; he might as much as in him lieth , imicate his moſt M 

unequal example; and follow him with all diligence. For it is impoſſible, that a Law- 

maker being void of this contemplation, ſhould have good ſenſe ; or that his writings 
ſhould be of any moment to induce them unto vertue , who ſhould receive thoſe lawes, ex- 

. cept before all things they ſhould learn, chat God who is the Father, and Lord of all, and 
that ſeth all, Frum. happylife unto thoſe that follow him z and contrariwiſe invironeth 
them with great calamities, who forſake the way of vertue and righteoulneſſe, Moſes 
therefore intending to inſtru& his Citizens in this doctrine , began not his Ordinances 

with che Treatiſe of contracts and covenants, which we practiſe one with another, as 
| X other 
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A other law-makers were accuſtomed to do : but he hath lifred their ſpirits on high,to the ead 
they might think on God, and on the ornament of this world made by him , perſwading 
that the moſt accompliſhed work among all thoſe things which God had made in the world 
was the creation of us men. After that he had made them capable of things concerning pi- 
ety ; then might he more eaſily perſwade them in the reſt: Whereas other law-makers, ad- 
dicting themſclves unto fables, havein their diſcourſe impoſed on their gods the infamy 
of iinnes committed by men, and by that means have brought ro paſſe, that the wicked 
ſort are yet more wicked and addicted toevil doing. Bur as touching our law-maker, after he 
had declared that God had in himſelt all vertue pure and unſpotted, he hath thought good 
that men alſo ſhould endeavour themſelves to be partakers of the ſame , and on thoſe thac 
B neither conceive nor believe thoſe things, he inflicterh « grievous and inexorable puniſh- 
ment: Texhort the Reader therefore to examine our writings according to this maxime: 
for to thoſe that conſider after this manner, nothing ſhall ſeem eircher abſurd or unworthy 
the magnificence of God by reaſon thar all things have their diſpoſition conformable to 
the univerſal nature, which our law-maker hath declared ſometimes obſcurely, ſometimes 
in convenient allegories gravely ; and otherwiſe expreſſing that maniteſtly, and publiſhing 
that in plain words, which he ought openly to make known. The cauſes whereof if any man 
would ſearch, he might find a moſt deep and very philoſophical contemplation ; which 
I overſlip ac this prelent, without longer ſtaying thereon : bur if God ſhall give me cime, I 
will inforce my ſelf ro compoſe ir in a volume, as ſoon as I ſhall have finuthed this work, For 
C Chis preſent then I will apply my felt, to expoſe thoſe things which have been done, begin- 
ning at the creation of the world, according as Moſes hath ſpoken, and I have found it wit- 
ten in the holy Scriptures, which teſtifie and intrear to this effeR as followeth:

bin declared by me in the Hiſtory I wrote of the warres of the Jewes. But Lots wife, as they 


retired thence, looking back towards the City and more curiouſly beholding the deſtra- 


Qian thereof, contrary to the Commandement of God, was transformed into « pillar of ſalt, H 


which I have ſeen: for it remaineth even untill this day, As touching Lot, he and his daugh- 
ters fled and dwelt'in a little countrey farre fromthe fire, which was called Zoar (which in 
Hebrew ſignifieth little : ) In this place ( which was void of men, and ſcarit of vituals) Lor 
dwelled a long time, leading a ſolitary and poorelife ; and his daughters ſuppoſing that all 
mankind was extinguiſhed upon the earth, ſubtillycircumventing their father, they lay with 
him when he leaſt (uſpeRted it: and the reaſon'that drew them thereunto was, for that they 
feared leſt mankind ſhould- be ucterlly exterminated, By this their approachment, they 
bare him two ſonnes :* the elder Moab ( which is'as much to ſay as of my father ) and this 
is he that was the father of the AMoabites, which even at this day are yet a great Nation : 
and of the younger ſiſter, came Ammon (which fignifieth the ſorne of Race or kind) and both 
heſe two Nations inhabite the countrey of Celofris, I this ſort departed Lot from the L 
Sodomites. . 0 | 

As touching Abraham, he went and dwelt,in Gear, in the countrey of Paleſtine ; leading 
with him his wife Sar in manner of his ſiſter ; (ufing the ſame ſubtilty which beforerime he 
had practiſed for fear of the Egyptians: ) for he feared Abimelech the King of that coun- 
trey,who ſurpriſed with the love of Sar would have raviſhed her, had he not bin hindred by 
a moſt grievous fickneſſe, which God inflited upon him : ſo thar being out of all hope of 
recovery, at ſuch time as he ſlept, there appeared unto him a viſor, which told him that he 
ſhould rake heed leſt he offered any: outrage to the ſtrangers wife, who was come iato his 
conntrey : and after he was ſomewhat recovered, he told his friends how God had ſent him 
that fickneſle to warrantize the right of the ſtranger, and to preſerve bis wife from vio- 
lence, for that ſhe was not his ſiſter, but his lawfull wife ; willing Abraham thence forward 
to be of good cheer, promiſing him, that the honour of his wife was inviolate. This ſaid; 
he diſmiſſed Abrahams by the counſel of his friends ; and told him that he needed nor to 
ſuſpect his wife, by reaſon ſhe had ſuffered no villany : Aſffuring him that God had care of 
her, and that he delivered her in ſafety to him (being to that end protefted by his mighty 
power) and in confirmation thereof he called God to record, and the womans conſcience, 
vowing that he would not have required her, if he had known ſhe had been married: 
moreover, he required him to be at peace with him, and byjhis prayers to appeaſe Gods 
wrath, which was kindled againſt him. And that if thence forward he would ſtay with 
them, he ſhould want nothing: or ifhe liſted to depart, he promiſed him guides and all o- 1, 
ther things, for which he came unto him: Abrahams anſwered him, that he had in no fort 
diſſembled with him as touching the alliance of his wife ; but that ſhe was his brothers daygh- 
ter, and that he thought he mice not ſafely travel rhorow his countrey, except he had 
uſed that ſubtilty ; avowing moreover that he had not been the cauſe of that ficknefle which 
had befalne him; bur chat he ſingularly affected kis good, and was ready to abide with 
him. 

Whereupon Abimelech imparfed unto him both lands and money, and accorded to con- 
verſe with him in all uprightneſſe, and withour offer of offence, and made a Covenant and 
(ware unto him by a certain pit which was called Berſabe (that is to ſay, the pit of ſwearing or 
Covenant ) which name thar place retaineth untill this day, Not long time after, Abr4- M 
hams had a ſonne by Sars his wife according as God had promiſed him, and he called his name 
Iſaac ( which in the Hebrew tongue fignifieth laughter ) becauſe $4r4 laughed ar ſuch time 
as God had ſaid unto her ſhe ſhould bear a ſonne, having in her ſelf no likelihood of concei- 
ving, by reaſon ſhe was ſtriken in years. For at that time ſhe was ninty years old, and Abra» 
hats one huadred when the child was born, and incontinently the eighth day after was he cir- 
cumciſed; which cuſtome is yer continued amongſt the Jewes, who circumciſe on the

Laban promiſed to give him all the cattell that were born white , and ſometime thar which 
was brought forth Black : and when as that which Facob had named and choſerdid increaſe, 
then did not Zaban perform his promiſe unto him, but deferred him over to the next yeers 
increaſe, by reafon he had alwayes areſpe&t of the greater flock, and promiſed that which 
he hoped would not come'to paſſe, and which ifitfell contrary,he was ready to infringe. And 
as touching the gods, he told him that he might make-ſearch for them. 

This condicion did Laban accept : but Rachel underſtanding thereof thruſt the (aid gods 
into a fack,and made them tobe carried on a Camels back, a fate upon them, ſaying, 
that ſhe was indiſpoſed, by reaſon that at that time ſhe had'her naturall pargations. And for 
this cauſe Laban defiſted trom ſearching any further, ſuppoſing his daughter being ſo affe- 
ed would not conceal or ſer her ſelf ſo neer things that were fo ſacred:and he made a-cove- 
nant with 7acob,that none of them ſhould call ro remembrance the interchangeable unkind-

"Py benefit that might happen to him to impart unto his brother a part: of thoſe commodities, 
''* which hehadreceived at Gods hands, All which they ſignified unto Eſau, who rejoyced 
very much thereat, and went forth to meet his brother, accompanied with four Cs 
armed men. But Facob hearing that he marched forward to meet him, attended by ſo 
many men at arms, was very much afraid.: yet fixing his confidence in God, he provided 
for the time, leſt any detriment ſhould happen unto him, ſtudying every way to defend both 
him, and his, from invaſion. Whereupon dividing his troups, he cauſed ſome to march be- 
fore,and the reſt to follow ſpeedily after : ſo that ifany did aſſault the firſt, they might re- 
tire themſelves to the troup that followed. l 
After this manner having ordered all things about him, He ſent certain with preſents to his 
brother, namely, with beaſts of charge, and a great number of divers kinds of four-footed

Facob took great pleaſure therear, 
and called the place Phanyel, that is to [ay face of God: and for that in wraſtling he had hurt 
his broad nerve, he afterwards abſtained from eating of the ſame, and by reaſon thereof our 
nation donever feed thereon, _.

For ((aid he) ifbefore God and before men it be a wicked and de- "** 
teſiable thihg, ro lay hands on, and to murther a ſtranger ; how much more hainous a crime 
will it be held for us,to be convicted to be the murtherers of our brother ? whoſe death will 
heap ſorrow on our fathers head, and draw our mother into great grief and deſoJation 
through the loſſe of her ſonne robbed and bereft from her, beyond the ordinarie courſe of 
men. For which cauſe, he prayed them to be adviſed in theſe things ; and that they would

And where- 
Nativity,z 583 2s they perceived, that having waſted all their neighbour regions, no man durſt (ally out, to 
encounter them in armes,they marched forward toward Memphis, even uato the ſea; arri- 
ving near no City that either had the heart, or durſt make head againſt chent, By which ca- 
lamities, the Egyptians being over-ſore.oppreſſed, they ſend one to ask counſel of the 
oracle in what manner they might prevent their miſeries; and when as an anſwer was given 
them, That they ſhould chuſe an Hebrew to aſſiſt them inthe warres, the king laws: 4 4 
The Egypri- Þis daughter to give them Moſes , who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 
ans require army. She taking an oath of the king,that no injary or violence ſhould be offered-him, de- 
wow wo be livered him into his hands ; eſteeming it to be a great good fortune for Moſes, that- he was 
pe” called co the ſuccours of her countrey : and contrariwiſe, ſhe blamed the ſacrificers;, who 
were not aſhamed ro demand his aid'and aſſiſtance, whom they had fore-judged ,, and ad- 1 
judged to be lain as their common enemy.But Moſes exhorted by Thermathis and the king, 
willingly took the charge upon him. Whereat the Prieſts of both nations were very joykul - 
for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his vertue and valour he had overcome their ene- 
mies,they afterwards might more eaſily diſpatch and murther him, by ſome treaſon and {i- 
niſter meanes; and the Hebrews conceived an hope, that they might depart out of Egypt,by 
| reaſon that Moſes was the Generall of the army. Moſes therefore making haſte; before. ſuch 
res ere time as the enemies had any notice that he was diſlodged, he levied his army, and condu- 
Echiopians, ed them, not along the banks of the river, but thorow the main land ; wherein he made ma- 
nifeſt his moſt admirable prudence. For the journey by land being very dangerous, by: rea- 
ſon of the multitude of ſerpents, (for the Countrey thereabouts breedeth up all ſorts of 
them, and ſome of that kind, as the like thereof are not ſeen in any place elſe, all different in x 
propriety, malignity , and horrible form, and amongſt theſe likewiſe there are ſome wing- 
ed, andapt to flie, who not onely offend thoſe thatthey encounter on the earth very. pri- 
vily , but alſo towrevery high in the air, who hoyer about to hurt thoſe that are not' aware 
ofthem) he for the ſecurity of his army, and to the end he might march without any 
inconvenience, invented this marvellous and admirable ſtratagem: For he cauſed two pa- 
niers of ſedge to be made, in form of cofers, and filled them with certain birds which were 
called 1bes, who are mortal enemies to ſerpents, and before whom the ſerpents flee; and 
ſometimes, in flying from them like harts, they are laid hold of, and ſwallowed by them. 
Otherwiſe theſe birds are managed and made tame, and are not harmfull co any but to ſer- L * 
pents: of whom I will now ceaſe to write any further, becauſe the Greeks do already know 
what kind of bird it is, 
When as therefore he arrived in the countrey of ſerpents, he let flie his 7bes againft the 
The victory Venemous beaſts, and made uſe of them to encounter the other.

Bur no ſooner was this plague ceaſed, but he preſently 
changed his mind, and would not permic them liberty ro depart, For which cauſe , God 
(ſeeing his ingratirude, and that he would not be warned notwithſtanding he had delivered K 
him from the tormer calamity) he inflicted another plague upon the Agyptians, He there- 
£049. s fore ſent aninfinite number of trogs upon then, that covered and infected the whole coun- 
Another © trey z and the rivers were ſopacked and ſtored with them in ſuch manner, that they that 
Plagucot frogs drew water to drink, found it altogether infected with the putrifation of them, dying and 
rotting in the waters: ſo that the whole countrey was full of filthy mud, by reaſon of the 
frogs that defaced and died on the ſame, They corrupted alſo their meats, mingling them- 
ſelves in their houſes amidſt their meat and drink, and creeping amidſt their chambers; 
from whence an odious ſtench exhaled, by reaſon of the multitude of frogs that lay dead, 
Now whenthe Agyprians ſaw themſelves fo ſore preſſed with theſe evils, the King com- 
manded Moſes, that he ſhould rake the Hebrewes, and that he ſhonld depart. And as foonas L 
he had ſpoken this, the muititude of frogs vaniſhed, and appeared no more, neither on the 
earth, nor in the water, but chat they retained their accuſtomed nature. No ſooner was the 
earth delivered froin this curſe, but Pharaoh forgot the cauſe thereof, and retained the He- 
brewes anew : and (as if he had a deſire to experiment the manners of divers miſeries)he de- 
nied them that iſſue which before time he had granted them : rather inforced thereunto 
by his tear, then forward good liking, For this cauſe, God once again rewarded his fraud, by 
c».8.16. ſending him anothef plague: for a multitude of lice {warmed from the bo:lies of che Egyp- 
nero tians , whence the wretched men periſhed wretchedly ; neither could they exterminate 
that race, either by bathings or inuntions. The king troubled with this caiamity and fear- 5 
ing the ruin of his people, and bethinking him of the ſhameful end thereot( he was con- 
ſtrained co remit the better part of his malignity. For as touching the Hebrewes, he per- 
mitted them to depart; bur (after the plague was appeaſed) he required at their hands,that 
they would leave their wives and children behind them for pledges, till they return: and

the whole night, ſung hymnes and ſongs of rejoyce. Moſes likewiie compoſed an Ode in 
hexameter verſe, containing the praiſes of God, and a thankſgiving for the favour he had 
done unto them, All theſe things have 1 particularly declared, according as I have found 
them written in holy Scriptures. Neither ought any man to marvel at this ſo wonderful a 
diſcourſe, that thorow the ſea there ſhould a paſſage be found, to ſave ſo many perſons in 
times paſt, and they rude and ſimple, whether it were done by the will of God, or that ir 


.chanced of it ſelf, {incenot long time ago, God ſo thinking it good, the ſea of Pamphylia x 


divided it ſelf, to give way to Alexander,king of Macedons {ouldiers, having no other pal-

of victuals, and wholly deprived of waters; and not onely barren of that jy". _ 
which ſerved for the ſuſtenance of men, but alſo everie waies deſtitute * ** 
of paſturage and proviſion tor cattel : for it was not onelie drie, and ut- 

terlie deſtitute of water, but aliod&p rived of all means to nouriſh and increaſe fruit. Now 

they were enforced to proſecute their way thorow this countrie, by reaſon they could nor 

otherwiſe chuſe ; ſo that they were conſtrained to bear with them the water which they

ſo that they reſolved to ſtay in that place , and the rather, in that they found a certain pic 
there, which although it were inſufficient to ſatisfie ſo great an armie, yet for that they 
found it in that countrie, it yeelded them no little conſolation. For they were given to un- 
derſtand, that if they travelled onwards, they ſhould find no water ; and as touching the 
water of that pit, it was lo bitter and unfic for their drinking, that it neither was agreeable 
with mens tafte, nor {upportable for their very cattel likewiſe. Whereupon Moſes ſecing 
them ſo diſcomforted, neither knowing in what ſort to ſatisfie them, in that he had not to 
deal with an oppoſite armie, or enemie, to the end, to enforce and to repel them with va- 

D lour ; and for that ke manifeſtly perceived, that not onely a troup of valiant men, bur alſo 

a-mulcitude of women and children were like to periſh; he was very ſore perplexed, not 

knowing what to do; and on himſelf he heaped the calamity of them all, as if himſelf one- 

ly were to bear the heavie burthen of their miſerie, for all of them had their recourſe unto 

him, and to no man elſe : the women beſought for their children, the husbands entreated 

tor their wives , beſeeching him to take compaſſion of their deſolations, and to furniſh 

them with ſome means to eicape their miſerie. He addreſſed himſelf theretore in moſt , ,.. 
humble manner to beſeech Almightie God, that it might pleaſe him to convert the evil Moſcs beſce.. 
qualitie of the water, and to makeir potable. Which grace and favour heno ſooner obtain- <> 694 ro 

E ed, but he took the end of his ſtaffe , and caſt ir at his feet , and afterwards brake it in the vin warers 

midſt, and clett it long-wayes, and caſt it into.the pit ; giving the Hebrews to underſtand, into Fucer; 
that God had heard their prayers, and that he had promiled them, to give them that water 

they deſired, if ſo be they would obey him, and with alacritie and. diligence perform that 

which ſhould be commanded them. And when they were inquiſitive of that which they 

ought todo; to the intent-the water might be changed, he enjoyned every one of them 

that was of beſt ſtrength and abilicy amongſt them. to draw water ; giving them to under- 

ſtand, that ſo ſoon as they had drawn out great ſtore of water from the pit, the reſt that 

ſhould remain, would be very good and convenient tobe drunk. Wherein they travelled 

in ſuch ſort, that the water agitated and purified by often drawing, became potable and re- ro, 16. x 

fected the weary multitude.

But he perceiving the multitudeſo enraged and incenſed againſt him, ſtrengthened him- 

ſelf in God 3 and warranted by the teſtimony of a good conſcience, and the uprightneſſe 

of his actions, he came out into the micſt of them , who reviled him, and had gathered 

ſtones to caſt at him, And for that he was adorned with a ſingular grace and alluring counte- 

nance, and endued with pleaſing eloquence, and fit to patifie the popularity, he began to 

appeale their wrath ; exhorting them, not onely to forget their preſent difficulties, but alſo 

to remember their fore-paſſed bleſſings ; not permitting, that the travel which they endu- 

red at that time, ſhould drive out of their remembrance the graces and great good turns

- mona larly unto them, how the Egyptians were overthrown, and afflicted, whileſt contrary to 

the people all Gods will, they endeavoured to detain them -. ihow the ſame river, which to them was 

the benetts bloudy and unprofitable to drink of, to themſelves became borh (weet and potable: like- 
had done unto Wiſe, how the ſea retired it ſelf, and furthered both their night and paſſage, werein the 

mem. _ ſaw themſelves ſecure and free from danger z and contrariwiſe, their enemies deſtroyed, 

overthrown, and drowned: and how, even until that day, being diſarmed, they were by 

Gods providence both furniſhed and fortified abundantly. Again, how often God had delt- 

vered them from apparant death and danger, befides all mens opinion 3 who being All.and 

alwaies omnipotent, gave them at that time, no, not the leaſt ſu{pition of his aſſiſtance. For 

which cauſe, they were to ſuffer all things patiently, and to imagine with themſelues, - that 

the ſuccour, although it were deferred, was never too late, which was received before ſuch 

time as the danger had prevailed : and (o to think, that God contemned not t heir perils, 

but that he made trial of their fortitude and free love, to ſee whether they were able and 

willing to abide the want of meat and drink: or rather, whether after the manner of bruic 

beaſts, they had leifer be trained in fervile travel, to the end they might be glutted like 

- them, and made the better able to endure their labour. To conclude, that henothing fear- 

ed his life (becauſe that being unjuſtly (lain, no evil could happen unto him ) but that he 

was fearful of their ſafety, leſt lifting up their hands to ſtone him, they ſhould be thought 

to oppoſe themſelves againſt Gods ordinance. Thus pacified he them, and mollified the tu- 

rie they had conceived to endanger his life : and ſo much prevailed he, that they repented 

Molesimplo- OEM Of that enterpriſe, whereby they ſought to endanger him. And for that he knew that 

cth Guds help. they had ſome reaſon to be thus moved, he adgreſſed himſelf to prayer and ſupplication - 

and aſcending a certain rock, he required Gods help to relieve their infirmities, wants, and 

affliction(, in whoſe hands onely the talvation of the people conſiſted ; beſeeching him in 

- mercie to forgive the people, being exaſperated with extreme miſeries,and by reaſon thereof 

diſtratted, and withdrawn from their dutie, Whereupon God promiſed him to have care of 

the people; aſſuring him, to ſend them a (ſpeedy and preſent deliverance, Which when Moſes 

underſtood, he came down unto the multitude;who perceiving him altogether refreſhed-with 

joy, by reaſon of thoſe promiſes which he had receive4 at Gods hands, exchanged their 

doleſome lamentations into a habit of delight, He therefore ſtanding up in the midſt of 

c. 16.13, Tem, told them, that he brought unto them a moſt ſpeedy remedy for their preſent neceſ- 

God ſendeth fitie, And not long after, a number ofquails (which about thegulf of Arabia multiply and 

quars into  Encreaſe, more then any other ſorts of birds) flew and croſſed the ſea; and being wearied in 

armie. their flight, and accuſtomably accoſting and flying near to the ground,came and fell amid

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A the Camp of the Hebrewes: who caught them, as a proviſion prepared for them by God ; 'w- we? 
and ordained to extinguiſh their famine, Whereupon Moſes once more addreſſed himſelf Tieyrer ef tie 
ro call upon God, yeelding him thanks for the preſent and the future good he had promiſed 17,0 hs, 
him. Whobeing after this manner fed and refreſhed; were preſently ſupplied with a new Nativity, 5tc 
kind of food, For at ſuch time as Afoſes ſtretched out his hands, and prayed unto God, a ne 
Dewe deſcended from Heaven, that thickned betwixt his hands : which, tor that he ſappo- a= bm Ns 
ſed it tobe another kind of ſuſtenance, ſent them by God, he taſted the ſame; and taking with Manna, 
pleaſure therein, for that the people knew not what it was, but thought it to be ſhow which —#*'#/ 
fell in that place, according to the ſeaſon of the year, he taught them, that it was no Dewe 
falling from Heaven, as they ſuppoſed, but that-God had ſent them that grace, tor the con- 
B ſervation arid nouriture of their bodies : and having eaten thereof, he gave them of it, to the 
end he might ſtrengthen their beliet ; who taſting the ſame in like manner as their Chiet- 
tain had done, were greatly refreſhed with the ſuſtenance: for in ſiveernefle and pleaſure, 
it equalled the Honey , in odour, Bdellium ; and in form and greatnefle, the grain of a 
Cortander ſeed: of which, every one gathered. And by Commandement it was enjoyned , "oe" 
that every one of them ſhould parricularly gather every diy the Meaſure of an Aſſaron, which a exmmande- 
is the tenth part of an Epha, to the end that no one {ſhould be ſcanted of this food : which was Ment, how. 
done to that end, leſt the weaker ſhould want, whileſt the ſtronger, through avarice, ſhould wry pay 
gather more then ſufficed them. And if any one, contrary to the preſcript commarid, had tbered. 
gathered more then was permitted him, although he toiled and travelled more then any 
of them, yet was his portion no wales encreaſed by that means; For whatſoever (beſide the 
C appointed Meaſure of the Aſſaron) remained till rhe next morning, was of no value, through 
bicternefle ; and was putrified, through wormes, So divine and admirable was this kind of 
food, and of thar nature, that whoſo had ſufficient thereof, needed no other ſort of ſuſte- 
nance* Moreover, even in theſe our dates, all that countrie is beftrewed and bedewed with 
that kind of Aliment, which God, in favour of Moſes, ſent for the peoples ſuſtenance, The 
Hebrewes call it Manns ; for in our Tongue, May, is an interrogation, ſignifying, whats. _ 
that ? Thus lived they then joyfully, being ſuſtained by this kind of mear, ſent them from g,niceth, | r 
Heaven, and uſed the fame for the ſpace of fourtie yeares, during that time which they lived zx 17.1. | 
in the Deſart. But afterwards when they were diflodged from that place, and encamped arg : "—_— 
D neer to Raphidim, they were extreamly travelled with thirſt  where,upon their firſt artival, ſpac: 06 
they found ſome fey ſprings, but afterwards they found the land wholly deſtitute of Wa- Mann. | 
ter. They therefore once more were incenſed againſt Moſes, But he withdrawing himſelf 28 
apart from the furie of the people, converted himſelf unto God in prayer 4 beſeeching him, phidim, and 
that as he had given them food 1n their neceſſity, he would now alſogive them drink ar thar ® pos 1h 
preſent, wherein they were welnigh choaked with thirſt ; praying him to provide them of _ 
drink alſo, or otherwile, that their meat was unvrofitable ro them: Whereon God preſent- 
ly granted his prayer ; promiſing Moſes, that he would give him a Fountain, and abun- 
dance of Water, trom that place trom whence he leaſt expeRed it, Hereon he commanded | - 
E him, that ſtriking upon the Rock with his Rod, which was there by hard at hand, he ſhould 
from thence ſeek that which they demanded and wanted;affuring him; that every one, with- 
out travaile or labour, ſhould have ſufficient cherefro. Which counfaile when Moſes bad re- 
ceived from Gods hands, he returned unto the people, who expected him, and had their 
eyes fixed upon him : for at that rime they beheld him deſcending from the Rock,where he 
had made his prayer. No ſooner was he arrrived, but he told them that God wouldin like 
ſort deliver them from that neceſſicie, and would graciouſly grant them an unexpeRed re- 
liefz telling them, that a loud ſhould ſuddenly break from the Rock. Bur they being a- 
mazed at that which they heard, and doubting leſt ryred with thirſt, and travailed by jour- \, ,. 
neyes, they ſhould be entorced to hew and cleave the Rock : Moſes ſtruck the ſame in ſuch Moſes frikethi 
ſort with his Rod, that he divided it in ſunder, and deliveredout moſt cleare and pure Wa- [** Jan w_

ter in great abundance. The people were very (ore aſtoniſhed at this fo ſtrange accident : (© there illuerk 
that beholding the Warer, their thirſt was quenched.

and power of the Giver thereof, For this cauſe they highly eſteemed Moſes; ſeeing that 
God had honoured him in this ſort ; and they xbox Gods providence, and their 
thankſgiving, by their Sacrifices ; humbly thanking him for the care be had over them. 
The ſacred Scriptures likewiſe, which are kept and conſecrated in the Temple teſtifie, that 
God had fore-told Moſes alſo, that Water ſhould in this ſort iflue from the Rock. = Map

Mello & Roe. Ur when the renown of the Hebrews waxed great, and was ſpread in the eares of all 
tiaus, chap. . men, ( ſo as the bruit thereof was heard in every part ) it came to paſſe, that the in- 
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pect nothing 
ouT victory, 
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habitants of that countrie were in very great fear : Whereupon(ſending Embaſlages 
the one unto the other) they mutually inciced themſelves to expel and utterly ruinate the 
whole Nation, 


Amongſt the reſt, thoſe of the countrie of Cobol, and the Citie Petra, . (who are called A- 4 


malechites, a Nation very warlike, and, more active then the reſt) were the chief Agents in 
this Expedition : whoſe Kings both encouraged one another, and whetted their neighbour 
Nations to the Iſraelices deſtru&ion , telling them, that a torrain Army, flying from the 
thraldome of the Egyptians, had invaded their countrie, whoſe increaſes were not a little 
to be ſuſpected ; counſelling them (before they had gathered head, and recovered more 
means, and a countrie to dwell in, and withall waxed more confident, by reaſon of their for- 
bearance ) to charge them firſt, rather then to expe their increaſes, and ſo to oppreſle 
them ; eſteeming it a better point of wiſedome, to repreſle their inſolencie and forwardneſle 
in the Deſart, then to expe whileſt they were poſleſled of ſtrong Cities, and rich means, 
For this (ſaid they) is the part of wiſe men, to reſiſt the upriſings and power of their adyer- 
faries; and not to expeR,whileſt by daily exploits they more and more increaſe; and rather to 
provide to prevent, then deliver themſelves from peri]. After theſe Embaſtages, it was de- 
creed by general counſel, That they ſhould endeavour to confront and affault the He- 
brews. Theſe determinations and defignes of theirs, amated and troubled Moſes very much, 
for that he expected no hoſtilitie, When therefore he perceived, that the people were at- 
frighted and amazed, to ſee themſelves (being _ unprovided) to be changed by fo 
ſtrong and well-furniſhed an Armie, he recomforted them, and willed them to berhink 
theml(elves of Gods promiſes, who by his power had ſet them at libertie; aſſuring them, 
that they ſhould overcome all thoſe that made partie and head againſt them, to deſtroy them 
wiſhing them to think, that though they were inferiour unto their enemies in weapons, 
wealth, money, and munition, and ſuch like zyet fince they had God to friend, and ready to 
fight for them againſt their enemies, thar' they ought ro conceive ſuch courage, as if they 
were furniſhed with far more then humane ſupplies. Alleadging further,that they were not 
ignorant, how great an Afſiſter God was,having had ſÞ often tryal of his goodnefle in their 
greateſt dangers, whom both he knew to be an enemie to their enemies, and favourable to 
their proceedings: which favour of his, he moſt manifeſtly expreſſed, by his miraculous de- 
liverance of them from the hunger and thirſt, by yeelding them free eſcape, when they were 
ſhut in by Sza and mountaines: And that which ſhould moſt animate them to the fight and 
victory at that time, was, That after this plague, they ſhould w2nt nothing that appartained 
ro a more commodious and peaceable lite. Moſes thus having encouraged the people by his 
worus; he called unto him the chieteſt of the Tribes, and everie one of them that had the 
charge of them, both in private and publick aſſembly, commanding the younger to obe 


y 
the elder, and the elders to be obedient to their General. But they contemning their dan- L. 


ger, and defirous of fight, hoped that this conflict would prove the final end of their cala- 
mitie. For which caule, they inſtantly beſought Moſes to lead them forth againſt the ene- 
mie, praying him not to dull the alacritie of che ſouldiers, by any untimely delay. Where- 
upon (chuſing out among the whole multitude, ſuch as were moſt fit for Warre) he choſe 
TFeſus the ſoune of Navews, the Ephramite,to lead them ; a man valiant in Armes,and provi- 
dent in counſel, and exceeding in piety, andnot degenerating in that reſpe&t from Moſes 
his Maſter. He alſo in ſuch fort diſpoſed certain Bands, chat he might not in any fort be cut 
off from Water: he left alſo ſo many as might guard che multitude, and keep the Camp 
and weaker company. Thus ſtood they all the night long in a readinefle ro-take Armes, ſuch 
as they had fitted for them, expeRting their Captaines, who ſhould lead them our to fight 
as ſoon 2s Moſes ſhould command them. On the other (ide, Moſes ſlept not, bur nfiryGed 
Foſuah how he ſhould conduct the Armie, | And as ſoon as the day appeared, he encouraged 
Foſuah to\hew himſelf ſuch a one in that battel; as both the place wherewich he was honou- 
red, and the cauſe tor which they fought, required ; wiſhing him, by his prowefle and good 
deſerts, to give life and courage to his ſouldiers that followed him. He likewiſe exhorted 
the chieteſt of che Hebrews in particular, and-in general heartned and emboldned all others

A And as touching himſelf, (after he had thus diſpoſed the Army, by words and. effet) be wAa.u 
retired himſelt unto a mountain, committing the army to Gods protection z; and Foſmehs Theyeer of the 
conduR. Then encountred the Armies on both fides,and every one tought moſt valiancly , L454. 
neither wanted there encouragements on either ſides. And as long as Moſes litted up his Naw, r is 
hands, the Hebrewes had the better againſt the Amalechices. But for that he was unable LYWw 
continually to _ the ſame, (and becauſe he throughly perceived and obſerved, that 2s 
often as he held down his hands, ſo long the enemies drove the Iiraelices to retreat) he wil- 
led his brother Aaroy, and Yrop his ſiſter Martes husband) to ſtand on each fide of him, and 
ſuſtaine bis hands, and ſuccour him, for fear his forces ſhould fail him, Which when they 
had performed,the Hebrews by main force overcame the Amalechites ; fo thar all of them 
B had been lain, if fo be the chale had continued, and had not been cut off by the approach of 
thenight. At this time our predecefſours obtained a moſt happy a neceſſary victory ; For 
they had the upper hand over them that were embattelled againſt them, and aſtoniſhed and 
amated the nations round about,and got great ſtrength and riches by their travel, For be- 
ing ſeized of the enemies Camp, they generally got great riches; and particularly were all 
of them relieved z whereas before that time they had not neceſſary meanes ro maincain 
themſelves. And this viftory of theirs was the cauſe of their very great good fortune, not 
onely for the preſent, but allo tor the time to come : For not onely had they their enemies 
bodies under their ſubſection, but alſo their ſpirits ; ſo as they were feared by all the Nati- 
ons round about, And they multiplied both in ſtrength and riches , for there was a great _ ». 14.

ſes. Knowing therefore (ſaid he) thy vertue, and how worthily thou-haſt behaved thy. ſelf 
toward the people, being the Miniſter of God, as concerning their ſafety , ſuffer them to 
., comprimiſe amongſt chemſelves thoſe aRions and quarrrels that fall amongſt chem, and re- 
. ſervethis intereſt to thy ſelf, that thou maieſt w intend the ſervice of God, whereby 
. thou maieſt more eafily exempt the people from their preſent neceſſities. If therefore thou 
«. Liveſt credit to my counſels in humane affairs, thou ſhalt make diligent ſearch and muſters 
.. ofthy whole Army, and thou ſhalt eſtabliſh Chieftains, that ſhall- Govern over ten thou- 
.. ſands, and thouſands, and five hundrerhs, and over fifties, and ſhalt ordain Governours 0- 
.. ver them, whodividing them by thirties, twenties, and tennes,' may condu and govern 
them, And let ſome be appointed amongſt them, who may receive their Titles, according 
to the number and names of thoſe he commandeth ; who being approved by the whole com- 
.. pany, to be of good fame and upright conſcience, may cenſureand compound all their dif- 
. ferences. And if any controverſie ſhall fall out amongſt any of them, in authority, they ſhall 
. refer the deciding of thar difficulty to thine own perlon. By this means neither ſhall any 
" one of the Hebrewes be defrauded of his right, and thou thy ſelf ſerving God without mo- 
2» leſtation, mayeſt procure God to be more tayourable unto thine Armie. 
This counlel of Raguel highly contented Moſes, ſo that he fulfilled all that whereunto he 
ing the iavention of this policie, neither attributing ir to 
himſelf, bur declaring publickly unto all men, that his father in lary was the inventor there- 
of, He hath likewiſe written in his books that Ragwel was the author of this Goverament-ac- 
counting it no leſſe honour, to attribute praiſe to thoſe that deſerue it, then ſhame to uſu 
upon another mans deſart ; ſo that hereby you may conjecture his yertue -| of which, here- 
after in many places we have more to ſay. Moſes afterwards affembling all the people, rold 
them that he would aſcend the mountain of Sinai, to talk with God ; tothe end, that he 
might afterwards return unto them, and impart unto them whatſoever profitable thing- he 
had received trom him in their behalf, He likewiſe commanded them to pitch their Tents 
about the mouacain,and to have it in reverence,by reaſon of the Proximitie of God, 


CHAP, 1111. 


Moſes aſcendeth the mountain, and receiveth the Tables of the ten Commandements 
at Gods hands, and gave themto the people. 


His (aid, he aſcended the mountain Sinai (which 1s the higheſt , beyond com- 
| pariſon of all that Countrie; and which, by reaſon of his ſtrange height, and for 


but alſo may not be beheld, by reaſon it travelleth the eie.) Further, for thar it is 
reported, that God converſeth and dwelleth on tae ſame, it is held ſacred by the inhabi- 
tants, and dreadful and unaccefſible to all that behold ic. But the Hebrewes, according 
to the commandement of the Prophet, removing their Tents, pitched them at the foot of 


the Hill, ſuſpending their judgments, and expeRting the execution of the promiſes of choſe 


goods which Moſes had fore-prophecied unto them, art ſuch time as he returned from 
God, Andin the mean ſpace, while they expected their Guide, they kept holiday , 
and feaſted , and purified themſelves for the ſpace of three daies, in all forts of purificati- 
on, and abſtinence from the companie of their wives, following that which Moſes had com- 
manded them. They beſought God alſo, that he would be favourable, and aſſiſt foſes, and 
by his means to bleſſe them with ſome favour, that, might make their life good and happy. 
They banquetted alſo in great pomp, and their wives and children were richly attired, 
Now, after they had feaſted fourtie daies ſpace, on the third day, before Sun-rifing, a Cloud 
covered all the Hebrewes Camp (a thing before-time unſeen by them) and ite" all 
che 


his ſteep and inacceſhble ragged rocks, is not onelie unfrequented by men, .

Furthermore, the report that was 


bliſhed as touching that mountain, That God repaired 
and dwelt on the ſame, marvellouſly amated their ſpirits. They thereſore ſad 8.penſive,con- 
B tain'd themſelves within their Tents, thinking that Afoſes 
of God, and expeQing no leſle miſery themlelves. But whileſt they were thus ctoubled in 
thought, Moſes preiented himſelf unto them (with a countenance full fraught with a plea- 
ſing majeſtic, and looks fo contented, as they teſtified the inward conſolation of his mind) 
whom they no ſooner beheld, bur ſuddenly all their fear vaniſhed, and 'in place thereof a 
hope of ſame great good hap ſucceeded , and withal, the ayre; upon his arrival, recovered 
his tormer clearnefle and ferenitie, Hereupon he ſummoned the people tg a ſolemneand 
generall aſſembly, to the end he might report, and they hear, what commandements God 
had given them by him. No ſooner were they afſembled, but he (from an upper place,to the 
eud that all rhe people might bath ſee and hear him) ſtood up and ſpake atter this manner : 
Know (taith he) you Hebrewes, that almighty God, as he hath never negle&ed my praiers 1ſraclices

When the multitude with great joy had heard God himſelf ſpeak unto them (according 
CV De 3s Moſes had foretold them) he diſmiſſed them,and each one departed to his Tent.But ſome 
few daies after they preſented themſelves before his Paviliegbeſeeching him that he ſhould 
bring them thoſe Lawes, which he had received at Gods hands : he to the intent togratific 
them- opened the Lawes, and preſcribed unto each of them -what they ought todo at the 
, ſame time, as in due place it ſhall be expreſſed. But the greater part of the Lawes I deferre 
Moſes rd-.n; till another time, meaning in private to comment thereupon, About the very ſame time, 
cd on the _ , once more aſcended the mountain of Sinai (having premoniſhed the people thereof) 
fourty dbies - aſcended the ſamein their ſights: but when the time ſeemed tedious unto them {for heH 
and foury Was ſequeſtred from them for the ſpace of fourty daies) they were in great fear, leſt ſome 
n.ght , inconvenience had hapned unto them neither were they ſo much agreeved at that which 
had chanced unto them,as for that they were'perſwaded of the death of Moſes. For there fell a 
contention amongſt them, the one affirming that he was dead, and devoured of wild beaſts 
(which was there opinion, who conceived a hatred againſt him) the other ſaid chat he was 
raviſhed up unto God : but they of the wiſer ſort among them, who took no pleaſure to hear 
any one of their ſuppoſitions,contained themſelves , being equally affected in reſpe of both 
the opinians: for that the one ſeemed not to be eſtranged trom humane chance, and the 0- 
ther had ſome correſpondence with-the virtues of the man: ſo that they endured his fortune 
with an equall minde, and lamented their own miſ-hap, in that they were deprived of ſuch 
a Governour and Patron as he was, and whoſe like chey thought 1t a matter impoſſible to 
finde: neither did their care ſuffer chem to hope, neither deprived of hope could they chooſel 
' but complaine : neither durſt they remove their Tents, in that they were commanded to

Moſes two RCommahdements written therein, in each of them five:now were theſe written by the hand

Then was there 
a moſt fine filken curtain drawn about the ſarne,, which hanging from the chapiters of the 
baſes, and-incloſtng all that place, ſeemed to differ innothing from a wall, And after' this 
manner were the tlitee ſides of the incloſure arrounded. But the fourth fide, being of 
fiftic cubits , was the front of the whole frame 3” the door whereof was twenty cabits 
wide , _ on both fides double barres in ſtead of poſts; and theſe alſo 'were of filver, 
except the baſes which were of brafle; and on both ſides there ſtood three barres well faſt- 
ned, which were alſo hang round about with a Curtain of woven filk : but at the gate,there 
hung a vail of twenty cubirs long, and five deep, woven of purple, violet and fine filk;, 
embroidered wich divers flowers , without any figures of ſenſible creatures - within the 
gates there was a brazen Ewer, with a foot of the ſame merall, wherein the Prieſts migtic 
waſh their hands and feet. And after this manner was the incloſure of the Court ; In the 
midſt hereof heplaced the Tabernacle, turning it roward the Eaſt, that the rifing Stmine 
might ſhine upon it : the length chereot was thirty cubirs , and the breadth twelve: the 
one of the walls thereof was towards the Sourh, another towards the North, but the 
hinder part was towards the Weſt ; and it was as high as long; and on each fide there were 
twenty woodden plankes tourfquare, and joyned together, tour fingers-thick, and a cubic 
and a half broad, lined both within and without with plates of gold ; and every boord, had 
two hinges, which were pat thorow the two baſes that were of ſilver, and in cheir ſockets 
received rhe hinges of the boords ; the planks of the Weſt wall were fix in number, and 
gilded both within and without, all of them ſo cloſed ſorter, as it ſeemed to be but one 
wall. But on both ſides there were certain boords nearly joyned together, which in breadth 
contained the meaſure of one cubit and an half, and in thicknefſe, the third part of a, band 
breadth, and ſo made up thirty cabirs ; but fix boords made up the nine cubits of the hinder 
wall, to which were joyned other two boords cut half a cubit broad, which they placed 
in the corners in ſtead of whole ones: every boord had rings of gold faſtned to the outward 
front thereof, riveted in order, and anſwering one another on every fide. Thorow theſe 
rings were put certain bars which were covered with Gold, every one five cubits long, 
which joyned the bootds together : and the end of every barre was pur into the beginning 
of the other, after the manner of a box. And on the backſide of the walles of the Taber- 
nacle, there was one tank of barres placed long-waies , paſſing thoroy all the plankes, in 
which by hookes or haſpes, the f1des of either were held together, and riveted and faſtned 
one within the other ; by which means the tabernacle was ſecured from the force of winds, 
and kept ſteddy and immoveable. Within the length thereof was divided into three parts : 
next to one part thereof containing ten cubits , on the inſide were placed four pillars made 
of the ſame work and matter, planted on like baſes, and diftant one from the other by e- 
aall ſpaces overthyart, beyond theſe was the ſecret place, The reſt of the Tabernacle was The Taber. 
for all the Prieſts , and this tripartite diviſton of the Tabernacle reſembled the nature of the nic. 
world ; for the third part (which was contained within the four pillars, to which the Prieſts 
had no accefle) dtd in a manner repreſent heaven the ſeat of God : but the ſpace of twenty 
cubits (which was onely permitted to the Prieſt, and was unacceſſible to others) reſembled. 
the ſea and land, In the front where the entrance was, they placed five pillars upon brazen 
baſes , after theſe thte Curtaines were ſpred about the Tabernacle, wovetr of filk, and em- 
brotdered with purple, violet, and (carter colours ; the firſt of cheſe was ſpred ten cubits e- 
very way, and was drawn about the pillars, which ſeparared the Adyt from the other ſpace, 
and fevered ir from rhe fight of men; atid all rhis Temple was called;holy.

Sichence, that cuſtome hath continued, after the 
building of the Temple, that another ſuch like Veyl (as this) ſhould be ſpread in the en- 
trance, Beſides this, there were ten other Veyles, four cubits broad, and twenty eight cu- 
bits long, with certain golden hookes, enchaſed the one within the other, to the end tocon- 
joyn them, (o that they ſeemed to be one; which being ſpread, did coyer the Tabernacle 
in the upper part, and the walles on che fides, and behind , not extending to the earth within 
The Sanfua- the compaſle of a foot. Moreover, there were eleven other hangings of equal breadth, buc 
We loager z namely, _ one of them of thirty cubits, woven with as great Art of Haires, as 
the other our of Wool; which covering all the reſt, extending to the earth, reſembled the 
form of a Bed-chamber ; one of them covered and extended from the front, which _

South wall, was placed a Candelſtick of molten gold (but not ſolid) of an hundred pound The golden 
weight (this weight the Hebrews call Cinchares, the Grecians name it a Talent in their n4lcft-ce, 
tongue) and it was wrought with bowles, lillies, pomegranats, and little cups; then ariſing 
upwards from one baſe, it was divided into ſeven branches, according to the number of the 

B Sun & the reſt of the Planets: is ſtretched out likewiſe into ſeven heads having orderly cor- 
reſpondence the one with the other, on which were planted ſeven candles, according to the 
number of the ſeven planets;which branched out towards the Eaſt and Sourh,in that the 
Candleſtick was ſer ſtdelong. Between this & the Table (as is ſaid) was a little Altar erected 
for incenſe, made of laſting wood likewiſe, and covered on every fide with a folid plate, be Altar of 
being a cubit broad from every corner, and twice 3s high, on which there ſtood a little hearth 
environed with a golden crown on every fide, in which were rings with their bars and ſtaves, 
whereby it might be born by the Preiſts in the way. There was another Altar of wood alſo 
before the doore of the Tabernacle, covered with plates of brafle, five cubirs ſquare, and 594 35-1. 39 
three high, decked with gold in like ſott, and plated with braffe, the hearth whereof was * 

C madeatrer the manner of agrate: for the earth received whatſoever fire fell from above, by 
reaſon there was no baſe there under, but neer unto the Altar there were tunnels and pots, 


and cenſors, and cups, with other inſtruments made for the divine ſervice, all which were 
of pure gold,

D the high Prieſt. And firſt of all as touching the ordinary Prieſt. When as the Si- 1,03 
crificer purified according to the purification, which is ordained by the law) addrefleth 
himſelfe to ſacrifice - he firſt of all inveſteth himſelf, with Manachaſſes (which is as much Manachaſſes, 
to ſay, a trafle or reſtrainer, which is a kind of breach or flop, covering the priviries, 
made of woven filk) where thorow he thruſts his feet, as ina pair of upper breaches, and 
faſten the ſame about his loins: On this he caſts a linnen ſhirt or ſurplice, made of double chcromene. 
linnen (which we call Chetomene) and the word fignifieth a linnen garment or ſurplice ; 
for we call linnen Cheton (that kind of garment is a coat comming down to the ankles, 
bound to the bodie ; having narrow fleeves about the armes) which 1s tied upon the breſt 
E alittle beneath the armeholes, with a girdle four fingers broad, inwardly votd, ſo wrought 
as it ſeemed to be like a ſerpents skinn,) Itis likewiſe pictured with red, purple, Hya- 
cinthine, and filken lowers, but the ground is onely filk ; which being twice doubled abour 
his breaft, extendeth down to his ankles art ſuch cime as he deſiſteth from {acrifice, ) and 
this ſeemed they to wear in way of ornament) but when as he is to miniſter in ſacrifice, then 
(leſt blown up by the wind, it ſhould hinder his work) he caſts it on his left ſhoulder. This 
girdle Moſes calleth Abaneth, and we by a word borrowed from the Babylonians, name ir OT 
Emian, (tor (o they call it. This coat was 1n no manner pleired, and in the neck hath a broad —__ 
opening, faſtned about the two ſhoulders with claples, from the edg of the coller to the watabaſianss, 
breſt and the middeſt of the back: This call they Maſs abaſsanes, Bur on his head he weareth VMalnacmphe- 
a hat (not made with a high crown, neither comprehending the whole head, but ſomewhar *©* 
more then the halt: ) this is called Maſnaemphthes ; which is decked and dight after ſuch a 
rate, that it ſeemed a Chappler made of a thick Riban, or of woven linnen oftentimes dou- 
bled and fowed, which in the upper part is covered with another linnen, deſcending to the 
front, hiding thoſe ſeems of the Riban which were unſeemly to be beheld : this is curiouſly 
fitted, leſt during the time of ſacrifice it ſhould flip off, Such in generall were the orna- 
meats of the prieſts, The High 
The high Prieſt alſo uſeth the very ſame (omitting none of thoſe things which we have Pits oma- 
reckoned up) but beſide the reſt he put on a4 Hyzcinthine coloured coar, extending in ethic 
tengthto his hammes (which our countrey call Mechir ) this girdeth he unco him with a

not made of two pieces (as having ſeams on the ſhoulders, and on the fides) bur along vail 
woven and left open inthe choller, not athwart, but long-waies, from the breaſt to the 
middeſt of the back, To it is a riband or hemme faſtned, leſt the opening ſhould be percei- 
ved : it is likewiſe open in that place where the hands ſhould be pur out, Beſides theſe ve- 
ſtures, he hath a third called an Ephod (reſembling a Grecian frock, that is made after this 
manner,) It is woven of divers colours, intermixed with gold ; in the midſt of the breaſt 


there is a ſpace left open (the ſleeves are made in ſuch manner, all the reſt in ſuch ſort com- H 


poſed, that ir ſeemerh to bea coat , in this void ſpace thereis a piece enchaſed of the bignes 
of a (pan long, embroydred with the ſame colours, gold, and flowers, as the Ephod is, This 
piece is called Efſen, thar is as much to ſay, as Rationall (which wholly filleth the ſpace 
chat was left void by them that have woven the Ephod.) And this peice is joyned with che 
Ephod, and to every corner thereof with buckels of gold, which are tied with a lace of Hy- 
acinth applied to tie them together with theſe buckles, And to the end the ſpace between 
the buckles be nor ſlack, they filled the future with a Hyacinthine thread : but on either 
ſhoulder two Sardonix ſtones enchaſed in gold (in ſtead of buttons) do tie the hood or E- 
phod, in theſe are ingrayen the names of Facobs ſons in Hebrew Chara&ers, in either ſtone 
fixe : fo that the elder of them wereplaced on the right ſhoulder. Moreover twelve precious 
ſtones diſtinguiſh the Efex or Rational it ſelf, of excellent greatneſle and beauty, which for 
their ineſtimable price could not be bought by any private nian, They were inchaſed three 
and three in four ranks in certain crowns of gold, to the end they might nor fall out : in the 
firſt order was a Sardonyx, a Topaze, and a Smarazd: inthe ſecond a Carbuncle,a Iaſpis, and a 
Saphir: inthe third, a Lyncurins, an Amethiſt, and an Agate: in the fourth, a Chryſolite, an 0- 
2x, and a Berill ſtone, In theſe were the names of Facobs ſons engraven, whom we eſteem 
tar the.firſt authors of our Tribes (every ſtone being honoured with a ſeverall name, ac- 
cording to the order of their birth. But whereas theſe rings (whereof before we have ſpoken) 
are weake, and cannot ſuſtaine the weight of the precious ſtones, they made two grea- 
ter in the top of che Rarionall inclining coward che neckward, being eminent above the

rexture, which might receive the golden chaines that were made, which met at the top K 


of the ſhoulders to be faſtned with the litcle chaines, the ead whereof was crooked and con- 
veighed certain pipes, put thorow the rings , and were more prominent then the brimme 
behinde the Ephod , to faſten the Rationall, to the end it ſhould neither ſway this 
waies nor that waies, To the ſame Rationall alſo was there a girdle ſewed, diſtinguiſhed 
with the (aid colours and gold z which comprehending the whole ; and again knit upon the 
[came, was ſuffered to hang downwards. And as touching the fringes,they were ſhut in hol- 
low loops of gold from the one end to the other. Now his hat was ſuch as the other Prieſts 
uſed, on which there ſtood an other ſewed thereto, and Aouriſhed with Hyacinthine - this 
after a triple order was invironed with a golden crown, in which there were divers veſſels 
of gold made after ſuch a fort as may be ſeen in that herb which we call Daccharus, and a- 
mong the Grecian herbaliſts, Henbane. And leſt any man that hath heretofore ſeene the 
{ame, ſhould be ignoranr of the nature thereof, or rather knowing the ſame, hath not ſeen 
the herbe ic ſelt : I have thonght good co ſer dowa the deſcription thereof in this place. This 
herbe is of the hight of three ſpans, it hath a root like a Tarnep or Navew (and he ſhall 
not erre, that in regard thereof ſhall compair it therewith) ic hath leaves that reſemble 
Smallage or Racquet: this out of the ſtem thereof yeelderh forth a certain bud cleaving to 
the branches of ic, inveſted with a coat, which ic caſteth off when the fruit waxerh ripe. This 
bud is as big as the joynr of alittle finger, having a circumference like unto a cup ; which I 
will deſcribe more fitly once again , that the ignorant may the better diſcover it. In the 
lower Part thereof about the bottome it reſemblerh in roundneſle a halfe yowle : and ac- 
cording as it growethevery part thereof is ſtreightned, untill being again dilated in che ex- 
tremity or brim thereof, it end in a partition, not much unlike to a Pomegranate cut in the 
middeſt, co which there is annexed and groweth a round coyer 3s if turned and fra- 
med on purpoſe, having thele eminent clefts (as I ſaid) like to the middeſt of a Pomegra- 
nate, reſembling the pointed and ſharp thorns, and pricking blades. Now it containerth a 
certain fruit under the cover, and in the whole Cup is like ro the ſeed of the herb Sideritis, 
his lower is not much unlike chat which ſpringeth from the Poppey, Such was this o_ 
about 
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A about che neck, and che two Temples, for theſe cups came not neere the front or brow. For ALFA 
on the (ame there was as it were a Bend of Gold , on which the name of God was engraven. 


Such were the ornaments of the high Prieſt.

Muxex: the Hyacinth fignifieth the Ayre: and as-touching the Scarlet, ic fignifieth the 
Fire. The Tunicle likewiſe of the high Prieſt demonſtraceth che Earth , for it is made of Lin- 
nen, The Hyzciach ſheweth che Pole: che Pomegranars reſembled the Lighcning,as the Bells 
che noyſe of the Thunder, The Sircot ſhewerh , that the whole World iscompaſſed of foure 
Elements, reſembled in his foure colours : to which Gold is annexed ( asI interpret it) for 
chat_ Light.is annexed to all things, Eſſen alſs is planted in _the middle thereof , in ſuch 
ſort., 8s the.Earth obtainech the middle place of,the World: Likewiſe , the Girdle where- 
with heis girc, reſemblech che Sea , which entaldeth and begirteth all things, The two Sar-

he refuſed all honours which were offered him by the people , neither applied he. himſelf anto 
any other thing but to the ſervice of God: neither did he aſcend any more up to the moun- 
tain of Sinai , but entred into the Tabernacle to take counſell at Gods hands in thoſe things , 
whereof he had need tobe informed, He demeaned himſelf like a private man , not onely in 
his apparell , but in all other things , and lived very popularly, perſevering in that. familiar 
and civill courſe of life, and challenging nopriviledge above any man ; but onely in thoſe 
things which pertained to the adminiſtration of the common-weale, | . 


Beſides theſe , he reduced under writing both. the laws and ordinances. as touching poh-

and live without cauſe of controverſte the one againſt the other. And all this eſtabliſhed hie , 
following thoſe direftions , which God inſtructed him in. But now will I return and bend 
my ſtile to diſcourſe upon chart which .] have omitted in the ornament of the high Prieſt fox 
this apparel! of theirs leaveth nor any occaſion to. falſe Prophiers, to execute: their wicked 
impoſtures: and if there be any ſuch, as dare intermeddle with .that which appertainerh,co 
Gods Majeſtic , this. habit maketh them knovw , that it. is in Gods power to be; preſent with 
the ſacrificers, at ſuch timeas ir pieaſerh him , and.to be abſent. when himliſtech : which AE 
God would have mide known nor onely tothe Hebrews, but to all thoſe ſtrangers , who by A miracle of 
any occurrence might be, eye-witneſles:of the ſame. For of thoſe ſtones which the high "hy 
Prieſt bare on his ſhouldess (which were Sardonrxes, whoſe nature is ſo notoriqus to all men, Pricfis veſt- 
D that it were unneceſfarie to reveal ig ) the one ſhined at ſuch time 'as there was any offering ; men. 
and that other which was faſtned on his right ſhoulder ,, ſhined yery clecrly- at ſuch time as 
God was preſent at the ſacrifice , and caſt his rates a fare off, that ic might be perceived by 
thoſe that beheld the ſame , both contrary co his nature and cuſtorhe : which truly deſerveh 
admiration amongſt all men, except thoſe who chrough contempt of Religion, do h 
after an opinion ot wiſedome. But that which I will now ſpeak of , is more to be admired at : 
which 1s , that by the twelve ſtones which the high. Prieſt bare ( ſewed and enchaſed in his 1 
Rationall in the midſt of his breſt ) God was wont to fore-ſignifie vitorie to thoſe that C9 
were addreſſed to batrell. For ſuch brightneſſe hghrned out of them, even before ſuch Cl 
time as the army did diſlodge or enterskirmiſh , that it was notoriouſly known to the peo- 
ple, that God was preſent and ready to affiſt them: for which cauſe the Greeks making ac- 
E count of our manner of living z in that they had no power or reaſon to contradi& it , have 
called that Rationall which we terme Eſlen ( moved thereunto by this exprefſe miracle 
which may not be contradiQed..) This Rationall and the ſtone Sardonix gave over to ſhine 
tivo hundred yeers before I began to write theſe Antiquities; by reaſonot Gods wrath 
which he had conceived through the breach of his laws ( of which at .aniother time I will 
more fitly intreat , an4 at. this tune continue and proſecute my intended diſcourſe and pur- 
poſe, After the Tabernacle had been thus conſecrated , and thar which appertained to the 
. . Prieſts was ſet n order , the people was perſwaded that God dwelt with them in his Taber- 
nacle, and began to ſacrifice and fing hymnes of praiſes, as to him that had driyen farre from The faurifices 
them all ſuſpitton of evill , and from whom they expected in time to come farre better and and gifts «f . 
F more proſperous things ; and both in generall and in particular they offered gifts unco God 5* P.nee*® 
| according to their tribes : for the governours of the tribes ( aſſembling themſelves toge- 
ther two by two ) prepared a chariot and a yoke of oxen, ſo that there were fix chariots to 
hear the Tabernacle by the way. Furthermore, every one of them offered a viall ahd a cen- 
ſer, and acofer ro keep incenſe in , which was eſteemed co be worth tea dariques ; and this 
was filled with adoriferous perfumes , and the cenfer was of filver , and both of them toge-

They offered likewiſe a calf, and a 

Naivi,z50g. ramme, with a lambe of one yeer old, for a burnt-ſacrifice ; and a goar for a finne- offa1 ing, 

LEVY All the other governors likewiſe brought every one of chem their ſacrifice called Sajutarie ,

ced them during the terme of twelve dayes every one. But Moſes afcended no more to the 

mountain of Sinay, but entred into the Tabernacle , where he was inſtructed by God of that 

which he had rodo, and what-laws he ought to make , which are ſo good and laudable as 

they ought not to be atrribated to humane wiſedome: They have been faithfully obſerved 

likewiſe alwayes , becauſe they are ſuppoſed to be received from God. So that nor any one 

MEG SINS of his laws have been cranſgreſſed by the Hebrews , neither in peace ( at ſuch time as they

the buyer that is due unto him, and retaineth 'thie land to himfelf;- And if the profits and ex- þ 
pences.are anſwerable-the one untotthe other, the reſtitution-is- made to him that had rhe 
ancient.inheritance, He ratified likewiſe the ſame law in houſes that were bought in villages 
or cities, For it he that ſold, counted down the money he had received betore the year were 
finiſhed ,. he compelled the purchaſer to reſtore him his houſe : - and it he ſtayed rill the year 
werefully-finiſhed, the poſſeſſion and free purchaſe remained unto him that bought it. 
Moſes received this diſpoſition of his laws from God, at ſuch time as his flocks fed ar the 
foot of the mountain of Sinai, and he gave them in writing to the Hebrews. 


CHAP. XI. 


The Lawes and cuſtomes of Warre. 


Fcer that thele Jaws had been after this manner digeſted, Moſes addreſſed himſelf to 
A «x affairs and laws of warre(tore-thinking him of thoie barrels which ſhould follow.) 
He therefore commanded xhe Governours of the tribes (the tribe of Levi onely ex- 
cepted) to take a preciſe view. and mufſters of thoſe men that were capable and able to bear 
arms (for the Levites were ſacred and exempt from thoſe fun&ions) and the ſearch being 
made, there were found fix hundreth and three thouſand, fix hundreth and fifty fighting 
men, betwixt the years of twenty, and fifty, But in ſtead of Levi he choſe Manaſſes, . ſon 
of Fſeph, and Epby aim for his father Foſeph: tot 1» :agch had Facob entreated at Foſephs jr 
hands, that he would give him bis ſoanes, that he 11iztic 200pt them (as it hath been afore- 
time declared.) When they pitched rhe Tabernacle, :: was planted in the midſt of the camp, 
euarded and defence with-the tribes which were:inca ped three by three on every fide. 
There were certain waies or paths likewiſe laid ont berwecn thern, and a market place was 
quartered out,and ſhops for all forts of merchanciſe diſpoſed by order,and workmen and arti- 
zans of al-occupatiens, travelling in their ſhops ; ſo that to look upon it, it reſembled a city 
that marched and encamped, | 
The Prieſts firſt were planted next unto the Tabernacle, and after them followed all the 
community of the Levites (for there was a view alſo made of them accounting all the 
males exceeding rhe age of thirtie dayes ; and they were counted ro be twentie and three 
thouſand, eight hundreth and eightie,) And when it chanced that a cloud deſcended upon 
the Tabernacle, then reſted theyas if God thought good to reſt in that place; andif itde- 
parted from the ſame, then removed they likewite. He invented alſo 2 certain kind of 
Cornet made of filver, and fragned after this manner. In length it was almoſt a cubir,and ic 
was like the narrow whiſtle of a Fite, bur a litcle more thicker, yet nevertheleſſe,it was wide 
enough for the ſpace of the mouth, to the end to receive the breath, and the end thereof 
was made like alittle Bell, in torm of a trumpet. They call ic in che Hebrew rongue a Aloira. 
There were two of them, whereof the one of them ſerved to aflemble and call the people 
to publick-aſlemblies.z and the other to, convocate the Governours when they were to con- 
(ult upon affairs of eſtate; and it both of chem were ſounded, then all of chem in general! 
oathered together. When the Tabernacle was removed, this manner was obſerved; As 
ioon as the firſt charge was ſounded, they that were incamped toward the Eaft, firſt of all 
diſlodged : at the ſecond charge, they to the Southward difincamped; rhen was the Taber- 
nacle unpitched, and caried in the nudft, fx of the tribes marching before, and fix of them 
after: the Levites were all about the Tabernacle. And when they ſounded the third time, 
the quarter toward the Weſt- ward removed : and the fourth was that to. the Northward. 
They made uſe alſo of all theſe Cornets in the divine ſervice, with which they ordered the 
{acrifices on the Sabbath and other daies. Then alſo was the firſt paſteaver celebrated with 
folemn offerings after their departure out of Egypt, they being in the defarr. X

Ot long after this, they removed their camp from che mountain of Sinai : and ——

their Seditions, and lay the faulr of their laborious pilgrimage upon Moſes ; objecting , that rr 
B by his perſwaſion they had left a fertile countrey, and now not onely that they were deſti-1 
tute of the plentie thereof, bur alſo in ſtead of hoped felicitie, forced to wander here and 
there in extreme miſerie, and travelled with want of water: and that if Manna likewiſe 
ſhould in any ſort fail chem, of were like all of them , without queſtion, to periſh for want 
of ſuſtenance, Hereunto annexed they divers contumelies , which were every where inflited 
againſt him, being a man of ſo great deſert and conſequence, Mean while there aroſe one 
amongſt the people , who ( admoniſhing them of the fore-paſſed benefits received by rhe 
hands of Moſes) counfelled them to be of good courage; aſſuring them, that at that time they 
ſhould not be fraſtrace either of that hope , or help, which they expected at Gods hands. 
But the people were the rather incenſed againſt him by theſe words , and more and more * 
C whetted their (ſpleens againſt che Prophet : Whoſeeing them ſo deſperate, willed them to 
be of a good courage; promifing them, that alchough by injurious ſpeeches he had unde- 
ſervedly been offenced by them , yet that he would give them ſtore of fleſh, not for one day 
onely , bur alſo for many, But they being incredulous , (and ſome one amongſt them de- 
manding, how he could make proviſion tor ſo many thouſand men ) God (ſaith he) and I, 
although we be evill ſpoken of by you, yet will we never deſiſt ro be carefull for you, and ».

dured, by reaſon that fo covertly he had infinuared himtelf into che Government, that be-**

gavelt us a paſſage thorow the ſea, in whoſe bottome and womb afcerward the Egyptians © 
were drowned ; that gaveſt us armes,when we were unweaponed; that madeſt the bitter wa- << 
ter ſavory and fit to be drunk of; and inour (carcity of water enfercedſt drink for us out of << 
the bowels of the hard rock, when we found no meat on the land, didſt ſend it us from the © 
ſea; Moreover (as a thing never before heard of) affordedſt us meat from heaven, and haſt << 


E <ftabliſhed our eſtite with laws and cuſtomes : Be thou, O Lord; my Judge in all chings,and © 


my unpartial witneſte, that neither I have been corrupted by any bribe of any particular He- © 
brew, to favour injuſtice, neither that I have ſuffered a poor man in his juſt cauſe to loſe his © 
right againſt a rich adverſary, And now having adminiſtred the Common-weiale with all fin- <* 
cerity, I am called in queſtion for a crime, whereof I am altogether guiltleſſe, as if I had be- © 
ſtowed thy Prieſthood on my brother for private affeion, aud not tor thy command ſake : © 
make it known that all things are diſpenſed by thy providence, and that nothing is brought © 
to effe& by caſualty, but by thy ſpeciall ordinance : And to expreſſe that thou haſt care of <* 
the Hebrewes, teſtifie the ſame by thy juſt puniſhment infli ted on Dathas and Abiram, who © 
accule thee to be inſenfible, agd boaſt that thou art circumyented by my ſubtilties.

Whileſt he ſpake theſe words, and intermixed them 
Nathvite,! 599 yyich teares, the earth inſtantly trembled, and ſhaking begati to remove(atter ſuch a mannap 
FA 25 when by the violence of the wind a grear billow of che lea fAloaceth and waltreth.) Hereac 
Abiram ſwal- Were all the people amared. But after that, a horrible and ſhatrering noiſe was made abour 
lowed vp. their Tents,the earth opened,and {wallowed up both them and all that which they eſteemed 
3143233 gear, which was after 2 manner ſo exterminate, as nothing remained of theirs to be beheld. 
Whereapon in a moment the earth cloſed again, and the vaſt gaping was faſt ſhur, ſo 2s 

there appeared not any ſign of that which had hapyved, Thas per:ſhed they all, leaving be- H 

hind:them an example of Gods power and judgements, And this accident was the more 

milerable-in that there were no one, no not of their kinsfolks or allies that had compaſhon 

of them-ſo that all che people whatſoever, torgetting thoſe things which were paſt, did allow 

Gods Juſtice with joyfull acclamations, eſteeming them unworthy co be bemoned,bur/ts be 

held as the plague and perverters of the people. After that Dathes with his Farhily was ex- 

tinguiſhed, _— aſſembled all thoſe thac contended for the Priefthood together, commicr- 

ting again the election of the Prieſthood unto God, concluding that the eftate ſhould be 

ratified to-him, whoſe ſacrifice was moſt acceptable in Gods ſight, For which-cauſethe 

two hundred and fiftie men aſſembled themſelves, who were both honoured for the vertue 

of their Anceſtors, and for their own abilities far greater then theirs : with theſe alſo ſtood 

Aaron and Chore, and all of them offered wirh' their cenſers before the Tabernacle, with per- 

fumes ſach as they brought with them ; when ſuddenly ſo great a fire ſhone, as neither the 

like was ever kindled by mans hand, nor uſually breaketh trom che bowels of the burning 

earth, neither was ever quickned in the woods, (plic and born down in the ſummer time by 

a Southern brize, but (ſuch a one as ſeemed to be kindled in Heaven moſt brightſome and 

Chore with flaming : by force and power whereof thoſe two hundred and fittie ( together with Chore ) 
two hundres. ere ſo conſumed, that there ſcarce appeared any reliques of their carcaſſes + Onely Aaron 
is conſumed TEmained untouched, to the end it might appear chat this fire came from Heaven, Theſe 
with ire. things thus brought topaſle; Moſes (intending to leave a perpetuall memory to poſterity of

What things happened in the thirty eight years ſpace to the Hebrewes in the deſart. 


Nun bt), 1,2; Feer that by {o evident an Argument it appeared very fafficiently, that Aaron nei-

_ E election had obtained the Prieſthood ; he ever afterwards held ic without any con- 
con againit fradiction * yet for all this, the ſedition w3s not ſafficiently ceaſed, bur that it le out 
Moles, with a more urgent fury then ac firſt : for it zook his Originall from ſuch cauſes, thar it 
might eafily appear chat it would be of long continuance. For whereas this perſwaſton had 
once taken root in the hearts of men, that nothing is brought to paſſe without Gods will, 
they imagined that God wrought theſe things in tayour of Moſes; to him therefore impu- 
ted they all cheſe things, as it God'had not puniſhed thoſe men through the hate he bare 
againſt their fins, but only on Aſſes ſolicitation: and they were ſore aggreived that Moſes 
(having given this maim untothe people, 'by the loſs of fo many Noble men, that onely 
periſhed through the zeal chey bare to Gods Service) not-only had done them-open wrong z 
but that which was more, had affured the Prieſthood to his brother after ſuch a manner;that 
thereafter no man durſt oppoſe himſelf tro-purchale the ſame; ſeeing how-unfortunately thoſe 
others were overcome by a violent death, Moreover'the kinſmen of thoſe that were ſlain, 
ſollicited and ſtirred che people, praying them to reſtrain the prideand overgreat power of 
Moſes, in tharit lay in theirpoer eaſy co perform the fame, But Cs percetving that M 
| the people was incenſed, and fearing left once 'more 'they ſhould berhink them on ſome 
Innovation, whereby ſome great misfortune'mighc ſacceed, he aſſembled them together, 
and gave audience to their accuſations : and without replying any wayes (for fear he mighe 
the more incenſe them ) he ' onely commanded thetheads of the Tribes, that each of them 
ſhould bring a rodd, wherein the name; of each Tribe ſhould be written, promiſing that 
the Prieſthood ſhould remain with them, in whoſerodd God-ſhould fhew any figne.

azar, to whom by elderihip the ſuccefſion appertained. And thus (in the fight of the peo- 
ple) he died in that very year werein he loſt hus ſiſter, and in the hundreth twenty and third 
year of his age. He departed on the new Moon, in the moneth of Auguſb,.(called by the 4- 1

CHAP. V.

Numb. 21. Ut when Moſes perceived , that the Amorites were diſpoſed to hoſtility; for 
de - cy which cauſe, ſuppoſing that the injury and contempt was. not to be endured, 
EE. and feeing the Hebrews were an intraQtable kind of men, ( and ſach, as either 


ſclve»ro hight by idleneſſe , or want , might be eafily perſwaded to renue their former ſeditions and x, 
*gaintthe  curnults, and being willing to prevent all theſe occaſions) he asked counſell at 
Gods hands, whether he would permit him to enforce his paſſage by the ſword, Now ; 
when God had allowed his purpoſe, and befides that, promiſed him the vitory,he was great- 
ly confirmed in hope, and animared and encouraged his ſoldiers ; telling them, that the 
time was now come, wherein they might enterpriſe their long deſired Warre with Gods fa- 
vour, and his approbation and encouragement : who rejoycing at this liberty chat was grant- 
ed them, ſuddenly took Armes, and ina ſer batfel haſted ro charge the enemy. On the 0- 
ther fide, the Amorite (as ſoon as he ſaw them march forward, and begin the onſet) forget- 
ring his former fierceneſle, was both himſelf terrified, and his ſouldiers likewiſe (who be- 
The 117, fore the ſight of their enemies, were as cruel and bloody as Lyons) now waxed as fearful M 
oventhrow the and as meek as Lambes. Sothat they ſcarcely had endured the firſt aſfayle, bur that 
Amorte;,and fled; repoſing the whole hope of their proſperity intheir retreat. they truſted likewiſe to 
ighr, their walled Townes (which notwitſtanding did nought at all avail them.) For no ſooner 
did the Hebrews perceive, that their enemies began to truſt their feer, and that their ranks 
werebroken, but they more frethly purſued them, and brought them to extream fear, So 
thar being utterly put to flight, and'difperſed upon the field, they were enforced to flie unto 
cheir Cities, Yer ceafed not the Hebrews to purfane them more fiercely, but _ more 
and more to moleſt them with thoſe kind of fed. om wherein they were exerciſed before 
time, For being expert and well trained in the Sling and Bow, and perfe& in caſting-the

all thoſe that had turned cheir backs to flie) were purſued with all kinds of miffile weapons TING 9h, 
and darts untill they were all flain, The king Sehoy himſelf alſo was flain in this fight, And 8, '." w_ 
the Hebrews ſpoiled thoſe that were lain, and carried away -great ſtore of pillage. They Schon King 
had likewiſe great foyſon and abundance of all kindes of fruites (in that the harveſt was not ping wrong 
as yet gathered,) Thus paſſed the Army through the whole countrey, forraging and ſpoyl- 

B ing the ſame without any reſiſtance , by reaſon that the enemy was diſcomfited, and that all The t1ebres 
his forces in warre were defeated. This was the deſtruQion which hapned to the Amorites, pe the 
who neither uſed their counſell EY, nor managed their warre-valiantty. But the He- hay 
brews occupied their countrey ({cituate between three rivers, after the manner of an Iland.) ; 
For the banks of Armor do terminate the Southerne coaſts thereof, and Fobacchus the Nor- 
therne, which flowing into Forde, leeſeth his name : now the Weſtern coaſt is. watered by- 74. a 
the river of Fordan. Amidlt this proſperous eſtate of the Iſraelites, there aroſe a new enemy the Land of 
againſt them, called og king of Galadine, and of the Countries of Gaulanitis, who.came as *b< Amorires, 
a friend and companion to aſſiſt Sehon ; who ſeeing his fortunes and eſtate (o - deſolate ,and NEO INTYY 
deſperate, yet in hope to obtain the victory, derermined to make triall both of his,own p50 750% 

C mens vertue, and his enemies valour : which hope of his failed him, for he both died in the with his aroy . 
battel, and his whole hoſt was likewiſe diſcomfired, But Moſes no ſooner overpaſſed the | 

, Aoud of Fobacchn,but that entring 0gs kingdome,he overthreyy one city after another 8 de- 
ſtroyed all the inhabitants thereot (who for riches and fraitful paſtures exceeded all other 
men of that countrie.) og alſo was a man of a moſt heroicke and high ſtature, and nothing 
inferiour thereunto either in ſtrength or vertue ; the —_—_— of whoſe ſtrength and ſta- 
ture was extant in the ſack of the chief city and palace of the country of the Ammonites,ca!- 
led Rabatha, where there was an Iron bed found of four cabits breadth, and nine in length. 
The fall of this man did not onely further the-preſent felicity of the Hebrews, but alſo bes: 

D camethe cauſe of many their furure and more fbrtunate ſucceſſes; for they-rook fixty welk 
fortifled cities which were under his government ; and. what with their privy preyes and rerun py 
publique pillage, they were all enriched. After this, Moſes removed his camp-toward For- Hictico. 
dan, and pitched it in a broad plain neere unto the City of Jericho (which is'nch and fruitful . 
and aboundeth with palme trees.and balme.) And now were the minds of ' the Kraelites in 
ſuch ſort confirmed,as they. deffred nothing more then war,and battel ; and-Moſes thinking 
good to make uſe of this their forwardneſle,(having ſacrificedto God in way of thankſgi- 
ving,and feaſted the people)he ſent part of them armed to deſtroy the countrey of the Madia-

thouſand ſouldiers , and appointed Phznees Captain over theſe Forces, by whoſe induſtrie (as 

alittle beforeT have declared ) both the Laws were fatisfied , and Zambri ( that brake the 

fame) was puniſhed,

enemies. Who perceiving that he was diſpleaſed ( leſt he ſhould ſeem to be deſervedly in- 
cenſed againſt them) anſwered, that neithet through fear they fled danger, neither by reaſon 
of floth ſhunned labour, but onely ſhot at this, that keaving their prey in commodious places, 
they might be more fit to enter conflict: ſaying , that they were readie (if ſo be they might | 
receive Cities for the defence and receipt of their wives , children, and ſubſtance) to fol 
the reſt of the armie whither-ſoever they were conducted ; and to adventure their lives with 
them, for the common ſuccefle. Whereupon Moſes (allowing their forwardneſle , and aſſam- 
bling - Eleazar the high Prieſt , and Zeſss , with the reſt of the Magiſtrates).granted them the 
land of the Amorites, with this condicion, that (together with the people joyned unto them 
in conſanguinitie) they ſhould warfare againſt their commoa enemie, till all things weregc- 
compliſhed according to their deſire: and by this means having received that which they 
demanded , and builded them walled Cities, they left their children , wives and ſubſtance in 
Nunb 35.34. Ihe fame. Afoſss alſo builded ten Cities in that Region (which are to be reckoned in thenum- K 
&c. ber of choſe tourtic and eight ) in three whereof he appointed SanAuartes and places of re-

The Chanoor appointed them chetir rerme of exile till ſuch time as the high Prieſt died , under whom the

And during the time of their exile , it was not lawfull tor any of the kinne-to take revenge 
againſt the offender by his death, onely at ſuch time as he found him without the Citie of re- 
fuge': and that right he onely ratified ro thoſe that were a kinne, but not unto others. Now 
the Cities of refuge were theſe : in the confines of Arabia, Boſorz in the Region of Galade- 
na , Arimanum : in the countrey of Bataneades , Gauladeaman : And after the conqueſt of

theplace where the dead bodie lieth: and ler the townſhip that is found to be neareſt, and 
the inhabitants thereof, buy a Heifer : which they ſhall bring into a place unlaboured and 
unplanted, where they ſhall(after they have cut the nerves of the neck)kill it, and the Prieſts, 
the Levites and ancients of the Citie ſhall waſh their hands in the blood : then ſhall they lift 
up their hands over the head of the (aid Heifer, and crie out with a loud voice, that they 
have their hands clean from that homicide, the which they have not done, neither were they 
preſent as ſuch time as it was perpetrated ; and they ſhall call upon the mercie of God, beſce- 
ching him not to permit that any ſuch grievous accident ever fall out in their countrie, 

The government of the Peers is the beſt kind of regiment of all other ſorts of govern- 
ment : take you therefore heed that you deſire no other form of policie, but retain and con- 
tinue the ſame, having no other ſuperiours but the laws ; and managing your affairs by your 
ſelves. For it ſufficeth you that God is your Prince. 

Yet notwithſtanding, if you ſhall grow in defire @&to have a king , ſee that ye ele& one of 
your own Nation,that he in all chings may be ſtudious to procure juſtice,and all other vertues 
perſwading himſelf that God and the laws are moſt upright: Let him not undertake any 
thing without the advice of the high Prieſt, and the counſel! of the Elders. Let him nor have 
divers wives, neither let him hunt after huge treaſures,nor multitudes of horſes : for fear leſt 
poſſeſſing them, he become fo inſolent, as that he raiſe his power and will above the laws - 
and if you ſce him afteioned unto theſe things, beware leſt he grow more puiſſant then is 
expedient for you, 

It is not lawful for any man to remove the land-marks, neither of his own land, or any 
other mans whatſoever ; for by this means is the peace conſerved ; Let each one therefore 
forbear to remove them, becauſe they are as the voice of God, aſſured for ever. For warres 
and ſouldiers are raiſed thereby, when ſuch as would augment their inheritance, ſtrive al- 
waies to enlarge the bounds of their dominion : and they that are ſo hardie to remove the 
ſame, are not farre from contempt of the laws, 

He that ſhall plant a piece of ground, and the trees begin to fruftifie before the fourth K 
cer, the firſt fruits thereof ſhall nor be offered unto God, neither inall any man eat thereof, 
y reaſon that the time is inconyenient, and permitteth not that the trees ſhould fructifie as 

yet ; and nature her ſelf is as it were inforced before her time, whereby the fruit is neicher 
convenable for God, not convenient for the uſe of man, Bur all that fruit chat ſhall grow in 
the fourth year (for then is the time that the trees-ſhould bear) ſhall be gathered and broughe 
into the holie Citie (rogerher with the tenth of all other fruics) and they ſhall be eaten du- 
ring the feaſt which the Lord thereof maketh to his friends, and with orphans and widows, 
but in the fifth year it ſhall be lawful for him to gather the frait for himſelf. 

Sowe not a feld that is planted with vines, tor it ſufficeth that it nouriſheth one ſort of 
plants : ſo that it needeth not to belaboured and manured with the plough. The land is to T. 
be plowed with oxen : neither are any other ſorts of beaſts ro be yoked with them, but the 
tillage muſt alwates be performed by beaſts of the ſame kind, 

The ſeeds alſo ought to be clean and without any mixture; {o that two or three ſorts ought 
not to be ſowed together: for nature alloweth not a commixion of things that are different, 

Ic is not lawfull allo to cover the female with the male of another kind: for it is to be 
feared that this filthineſle ſhould draw men to forget themſelves; and grow in contempt of 
that (ex which is appropriate unto them - for it often falleth out, that from ſmall beginnings, 
things wax worſer and worſer, For nothing ought tobe admitted,by the imitation whereof, 
there might chance to grow any maime in policie : for which cauſe the laws difſemble not 
(no not the lighteſt things,) to the end they may no way ſeem to be deficient in their nature, 

They that mow and reap corn, ought not to glean, but to leave ſome eares for thoſe that 
are in neceſſirie, to the end to ſuccour them, They likewiſe that plant vines, ought to leave 
ſome cluſters for the poor, and ſome fruit on the olive-trees, to the intent that they thar 
have none of theſe, may gather ſome little thing for their relief : for the owrers of the field 
ſhall not reap ſo much profit by the ſparing inning of their corn , as may be compared with 
the good and profit which the poor ſhall reap by their gleaning : tor God will bring to paſle 
that their land (who regard not their particular profic, but ſhall have care of the nouriſhment 
of thoſe that are in neceflitie) ſhall be farre mare fat and fertile to bring toxth and nouriſh

Let not any one among the Iſraelites uſe any mortall Poiſon , nor any Drug , that may do 
hurt unto any man : and if any man be found with ſuch things about him ler him die, dying 
that death which he determined they ſhould ſuffer , for whom he had prepared the Poiſon. 
Whoſo hath maymed any man , or pul'd out his eye , let him in like manner be maymed and 
blinded, being deprived of the (ame member of his bodie whereof he hath deprived another 
man, except he that is maymed, had rather have a pecuniarie amends: by reaſon , that the

Law temicteth it'to the eleion of the offended, toeſtimate his injurie z and if he will be 


more ſevere, he may, If any one have an Ox that ſtrikerh with his horn, let him kill him: and 
if the ſame Ox ftriketh and killeth any man in the field , or mow; let him be ſtoned to death, 
and let no man eat the fleſh thereof, And if it be proved , that the maſter which oweth the 
ſame , hath heretofore known the qualitie of the beaſt, and hath not taken order he ſhould ds 
no harm , let him alſo be put to death , as being the author of the murther committed by the 
Ox.

Lec 
bim that receiverh any thing in truſt, keep it carefully ; asa thing ſacred and divine; and ler 
neither man nor woman attempt to alien that which is committed to his cuſtodie , Although 
thereby he might gain an infinite ſame of gold, and although there were not any man chat 
could convince him thereof. For ſince that gerierally the conſcience knowerh the ſame , eve- 
rie'one-ought to endeavor himſelf ro deal uprightly z and ſuppoling himſelf co be a ſufficienc 
witneſle againſt himſelf , let him do thoſe things which are laudable in the ſight of men, bue 
in eſpeciall that which is pleaſing'to God, from whoſe ſight no wrofigtull dealing is conceal- 
ed. If notwithſtanding he to whom. this truſt is committed (without any fraud on his pur? 
ſhall chance to loſt the thing that is ſoleft in truft, let him; preſent himſelf before ſeven 
Judges , and there take an oath», that nothing isloſt by his will; or weering, and that he hath 
not converted any part thereof to his own uſe; whereupan let him be diſmiſſed, without any

For whereas there are divers Commanders, it fallech out, chat 
that which oaghe neceſſarily and readily to be execuced, is hindered; and commonly the iſſue 
is unfortunate, where there are divers Commanders. Let your Army be generally levied of 
men that are ſtrong in body, and hardy in courage ; and ſequeſter from your Army him that 
is fearful, left ſuch men hapning to flie when they ought to fight, do give your enemies the 
advantage, . Let them alfo be free from War, who having built them anew houſe, haye noc 
enjoyed the ſame for a years ſpace z as alſo he char hath planted a vineyard, and hath nor ga-, 
rhered the fruit thereof ; and beſides theſe, he that hath wedded a wife, and hath not as yet

B when R4hah had gocten ſome privare intelligence, ſhe hid-the Spies under: certain packs of he Sel 
lnnen,which ſhe dried: neer unto the walls, and told them'thar were ſent by the king, that " 
certain ſtrange gueſts a lircle betore Sunne-ſet had ſupt iri her houſe, bur that they were de- 
parted, who if they were ſu{peted by the king as ſuch, as intended any detriment to the 
Common-weal, they might with lictle labour and purſiit be eafily ſurpriſed in their way. 
They hearing tlie woman ſpexkafter this manner, and imagining no ſubtiltie or deceit in 
her; returned back again withiour ſearching the hoſtrie, But after they were bufied and tra- 
velled in the purſuit-and ſearch-afrer them every way, and traRting of everie path, whereby 
they might be fuſpectad totravell rowards Jordan, and perceiving no ſigne of their flight, 
they deliſted ame further to purſue them, - No fooner was tlie tumult appeaſed, but Rahab 
C calleth forth the Spies and. told them the dan ers to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelf for their 
ſecuritie ſake -(4or.had ſhe been convinced to haveconceiled them, ſhe mighr by no means 
have eſcaped the puniſhment of che king, but that boch ſhe and all her family had miſerably 
periſhed - ) She therefare required them, that ar fuch time as they ſhould be Lords of the 
countrie of Canaan, and had both the occaſion-and power to requite her courteſies, that they

would have her in remembrance, This ſaid, ſhedifmifſed them (to the erid they might re- 
turn, home again.) But before their deparrure ſhe took an oarh of them, to warrantize both 
her;{elf, and all chat which. appertained mito her, at fuch rime'as they ſhould become maſters 
of the Citie, and had deſtroyed all the citizens thereof, according ro the arreſt and ſentence 
given againſt cheim,; which ſhe knew ſhould come to paſſe, having certain apprehenſion of 
D the ſame , by certain fignes and tokens from God + whereapon for the preſent with many 
thankſgivings they proteſted,and for the future avowed and ſwore into her, to acknowledge 
her kindnefle notin words, but in deeds, Ac fuch time therefore as ſhe ſhould perceive that 
the City was ready to be {urpriſed, they counfelled her that ſhe ſhould retite all her ſub- 
ſtance, and all choſe that appertained unto her, into her houſe; and that before the door 
thereof, ſhe ſhould ſpread ſome crimſon garment,to the intent that the Generall perceiving 
the ſame,might inhibite the ſouldiers from pillaging and ſpoyling her houſe - For(ſaid they) 
we will give him notice hereof (by reaton of that willing torwardnefle that hath been in thee 
x, fo fave our lives )and if by misfortune any of thy friends diein the combae, do not impure 
the fault unto vs z and we befeech God (by whom we have ſworn) rhat he be nor difpleaſed 
hu any of us ; except againſt ſuch as falſifie their oaths. Having after this manner accord- 
ed upon the covenant, they let down one another from the wall;and when they were arrived p..;.1,2.;, 
in ſafety among their nation, they recounted unto them all that which had hapned fince Jeſus pafitth 
their arrival in the city, Foſuah hereupon declared unto Eleazar the high Prieſt and the reſt qr os 
of the Elders, what oath his Spies had ſworn unto Rahah,who all of them ratified the promiſe 
they bad made, Burt the Generall was penfive and ſore troubled,for that he knew not which 
way he might paſle the river of Forden by reaſon that for the preſent it was very deep and 
without bridges, For,before that ctime there was not any bridge buile thereupon; and if they 
would have built one, the enemie would have interrupted them : and further beſides tha 
F there were not any places convenient to tay in. But God made him apromiſe that he would 
make the waters fall, and give them pafſage there-through. Foſuah therefore encamped his 
hoſt for the term of two daies (to the end he might paſſe over his whole 'army, and the 
reſt of the people, after this manner following.)

ſword conſumed. And Foſuah pronounced curſes againſt thoſe, who ſhould afterward endea- M 
vour to erect that which he had ruinated:namely,that he that ſhould lay the firſt foundation, 
ſhould be deprived of his firſt begotren ſonne,and he that ſhould finiſh the work, might loſe 
his youngeſt ſonne; neither pleaſed it God that this imprecation ſhould be fruſtrate, as here- 
after it ſhall be ſpoken. At the ſurpriſe and ſack of this Citie,there was gathered an infinite 
quantitie of gold, filyer , and brafle ; ſo that no man brake'the edict, or ſought any prey or 
lucre thereby for himſelf, Thele ſpoils Feſ# delivered unto the Prieſts, to be laid up in the 
treaſurie, and after this manner was the City of Jericho deſtroyed, But Achar the ſonne

C miſed by divers fignes , that thou wouldeſt giveus this countrey to inhabit in , and that our «« 
army ſhould have alwayes the upper hand in battell , and of thele thy promiſe$ we haye of- te 
rentimes experimented the eyent, But now beyond all expeRation ( having received an o- «« 
verthrow and loſt ſome of our ſouldiers ) being terrified by this accident , and ſuſpicious of «« 
thy promiſes to Moſes., we both abſtaine from war, and (Jafeer ſa many (enterprizes and en- «« 
crances of war ) we cannot hope of any tortunate or ſuccesfull proceedings. Be thou therefore « 
afſiſtagtunco us, O Lord (for it lyeth in thypower ) and by thy _merey relieve our preſent 
ſorrow with a largefle of victory , and take from us the thought of deſpaire wherein we are 
to0 far plunged, oſuah lying proſtrate on his face , made this prayer unto God, who preſent- 

D ly anſygered him, that he ſhould ariſe ; commanding him to purge the armie of that pollution Gods anſwer 
char /had hapned therein, and of a theft committed by one of the maltitude , who was fo har- nl re " 
dy as to violate and conceale thoſe things which were conſecrated unto him, aſfuring him * 
that that cauſe was the means of the preſent calamitie - but that as ſoone as he had ſearched 
out , and puniſhed the ſacriledge , the Iſraelites ſhould become fortunate and obtaine the vi- 

&ory. This Oracle Toſuah declared unto the people, and calling for the high Prieſt and the 
Magiſtrates, he caſt lots upon the tribes, and when as the lot had fallen on the tribe of 7a, it

charias kinred , they examined the ſame once more man by man ,and found out Achar : who 4cbar found 
having no means todeny the ſame, and being diſcovered by God himſelf, confeſſed the fat , 110% ines.

x death , he was by night buried after an ignominious manner, according as he deſerved it. But 
Toſuah having purified the people, led them forth againſt 4iney, and laying an Ambuſcado oy

ed but all the reſt of the inhabitants were put to the ſword, From that cime forward the Iſ- 
raclites behaved themſelves more mildly towards => enemy, and imployed them 1n _ 
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ODIOE cheir lands, and husbanding their fruits: and being grown in riches they followed the de- G 
wa cd . * lights and pleaſures of the world; yea in ſuch fort grew they diſſolute, that they had no 
b-fve chrjls mind neither of their policy, nor the laws of their foretathers, Whereupon God was grie- 
"2-9,'439- yoully incenſed againſt them, who gave them to underſtand, firſt of all, that contrary to his 
' E£ZVFv command they had ſpared the Canaanites : and afterwards, that thoſe Canaanites in time to 
fius chap.6, come ſhould exerciſe great cruelties againſt them. And although they were aſtoniſhed ar 
ys. \.x 4/ +; that which was declared unto them, yet notwithiſtanding they took no pleaſure in feats of 
The .{raclires armes, both for that they had received many profits by the Canaanites, as alſo for that (be- 
omir ware. ing effeminate through delights) they were unapt for labour. It hapned them at ſuch time 
as their Ariſtocraticall government was — and that they reſpected not their elders, 
or any orher magiſtrates beiore-time ordained; and were extreamly addicted unto gaine, 
and infinitely took pleaſure cherein z chat amidſt their greateſt ſecurity, a grievous mutiny 
and commotion was once more raiſed amongſt them,ſo that at length they fell at oddes one 
with another, on that occaſion which enſyeth. 

A certain Levire and one of them of the common ſort, that dwelt within the dominions of 
Tadg.r3.ter theEphramites, took a wife that was born inthe city of Bethleem, which pertaineth to the 
4 be hiftory of Uribe of Fuda,whom (by reaſon of hier incomparable beauty)he moſt incicely loved; and found 
the Levites Himſelf much aggrieved,for that he found not her affetion anſwerable to his love: at laſt his 
vw paſſion ſo much prevailed with him, as they grew at oddes, and fell into contentious mil- 
likes, whence at laſt it fell ont that the woman(ctired with diſquiet) forſook her hasband, and 
went and dyvelt with her father. The husband ſore aggrieved thereat (by reaſon of the love I 
which he bare her)came unto her fathers houſe and appeaſed the difference,and was reconci- 
led unto her : There abode he for the ſpace of four daies,being friendly entreated and enter- 
YAH ined by his wives farher and mocher.On the fift day,he thought good to return to his own 
The veer of ie AVVElling, and both of them departed about mid-day (by reaſon that the father and che 
w271d, 2426, mother gave them a loath farwell, and conſumed the better part of the day in entertain-

2e3”" ian was mounted, Now when they had travelled the ſpace of thirty Stadia- or furlongs, 
Thirty Stadia and that they drew near the City of Jeruſalem - their ſervant counſelled them to take up 
arefour Ita- their lodging in ſome place, for fearleſt by their late travell they mighr fall into ſome 
Two teatan Uifaſter, the rather for that they were not farre from the enemies g's 2e that the pre- 
miles and a ſent time was ſuch, as might make thoſe things that were moſt aſſured, ſuſpeRed. . But this K 
__ opinion of his plesſed not his maſter, who would not lodge amongſt thoſe of a forrain naci- 
on(for the City pertained to the Canaanites)but his intent was.to paſle further, and travell 
yet twenty furlongs more, to cake up his lodging in one of their cities. This advice of his be- 
ing allowed, they came to Gaba of the tribe of Benjamin,when it was late : and whereas they 
found no man in the nzarket place that might lodge them at length a certain old man, re- 
turning out of the countrey t9 his houſe (who was by birth an Ephraimite, and dwelt in that 
city) meeting with him asked hitn what he was,and for what cauſe ſo late as it-was he ſought 
for his ſupper ? He anſwered that he was a Levite, and that he brought his wife with hum 
from her father and mother, and was returning unto his houſe, which was amongſt the Tribe [, 
of Ephraim, The old man having regard unto his parentige (by reaſon that he was of the 
ſame tribe, and that by good hap they had after that manner met the 'one. with the other) 
4 0.2.2,9426- lodged him in his own houſe. Bur certain young men amongſt the Gabeonites, perceiving 
wickednefle of NE WOman in that place, were raviſhed in admiration of her beauty and good graces, and get- 
the Gab o- ting ſome notice afterwards that ſhe had been brought chither as a ouſt, they (er light by 
moOY him (by reaſon of his weakneſle and age, and the ſmall retinue that he hadin his houſe) and 
came and knockt at his door. Theold manrequired them to depart, and that they ſhould 
offer him no violence, nor to her, outrage. But contrariwiſe they importuned him to deli- 
ver them his gueſt, and that done, they promiſed him in ao ſort to procure his further 

moleſtation, But although that the old man alleadged that ſhe was of his parentage, and 
that her husband was a Levite, and that they ſhould commit an hainous offence , in  fin- M 
ning for their corrupt pleaſures ſake againſt the lawes : yet had they no regard of equity, 
but mocked him, menacing him likewiſe to murther him, becauſe he hindered them from 
ſatisfying their luſt, Finally,he was driven to that exigent, that (ro the intent they ſhould 
not offer violence to his gueſt, and a ſtranger) he abandoned and proſtituted unto them 
his own daughter , ſuppoſing it to be leffe inconvenient to let them ſatisfie their unbrid- 
led concupiſcence on her, then that his gueſt ſhould ſuffer any villanie ; at leaſtwife he 
made this account, that by this means he hould not be guilty of any injury done unto them- 
Notwithſtanding all this, they intermitted not to-ſollicite and urge the delivery of the 
woman 
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A woman (being incenſed in unbridled luſt towards her. ) Contrariwiſe he beſought them that - we 
they would not be ſo audacious as to violate the laws:but they ſeconded the:r diſordinate de- Tie ee of the 

fires with extreme violence , and raviſhed her perforce, and led her co their own lodgings, Frog 

Afterwards ( when as during all the night time they had lewdly appeaſed their luſt on her ) Nattvin,143s: 

they thruſt her out of doores from them upon the break of day, Bur ſhe being wholly deſo- wW WO 

late, and diſcomforted by this diſaſter , returned to her lodging, and both by reaſon of the 

agonie which ſhe had ſuffered , as alſo for the ſhame that hindred her from appearing before * 

het husband, who would be incredibly and extremely tormented with that accident , ſhe fell 

down and gave up the ghoſt, Her husband ſuppoſing that ſhe was onely ſeized with ſome 

ſound ſleep (not ſuſpedting any other inconvenience) thought to awake her, with that delibe- 

- ration t9 comfort her , becauſe ſhe had not willingly condeſcended to their violences and 

luſts , but maugre her reſiſtance was raviſhed by them, and taken out of his lodging. But ſo

eagerly the enemie infiſted : fo that all they likewiſe, who through age arid weaknefle were 
left in the citie , (allied out as companions and ſharers'in'the future prey, But when as they 
were drawn farre enough from the city, the Hebrews ſtaied, made head , and fought againſt 
them. Then gave they a ligne to thoſe that were in ambuſh , in ſuch ſort as was accorded a- 
mongſt them: who ſuddenly iſſuing out together , ruſhed in upon their enemies'with a huge 
crie, Who ſeeing themſelves ſo ſuddenly ſarprized, knew not what tv do, bur retiring them- 
ſelves into certain Barricadoes, they detended themſelves with arrowes , but all of them were 
{lain , except it were fix hundreth : who making head , and cloſely fillerted and embartelled H 
together, thruſt themſelves deſperately into the midſt of their enemies, and by this means 
eſcaped they into the mountains bard by , where they encamped. All the reſt to the number 
of 25. thouſand or there abouts were {1:in. And the Iſraelites burned Gaba utterly , and 
{lew both the women and children. They exercited no leſſe juſtice on the other ci:ies of 
Benjamin (0 much were they fleſhed and tranſported with furie. And for that 1abes (a citie 
ofGalaad) would not joyn ith them in batrell againſt theBenjamites, they ſent cwelye thou - 
ſand choſen men out their companies to deſtroy the ſame , who ſlew all thoſe that might 
beare armcs, with their wives an: children , except foure hundreth virgins, So much | a 
and furie had they conceived through the accident that chanced ro this woman, and the 
deſpight they had conceived againſt the Benjamites for provoking them unto armes : which 
furie when it was ſomewhac appeaſed, they repented themſelves , reputing themſelves to 
be deprived of orle Tribe : And although they thought 'them juſtly oppreſſed in bartell 
( by reaſon they had offended againſt the laws of God ) yet celebrated they a faſt in the be- 
halte of the dead, They ſent Embaſſadors alſo , and revoked thoſe fix hundreth that were 
fled , and held a certain rock- in the deſare which 1s called Rhoa. The Embaſſadors com- 
plained not onely for that the warre had extinguiſhed thrm , bur alſo for the Iſraelites had 
loſt their Parents : and by theſe perſwaſions they prevailed io much , that they bare their 
croſle and lofle with leſle gtief , and they came unto them and belought them that they 
would not give ſentence of the totall extin&ion of the tribe of Bezjamn, We grant you (ſaid K 
they) the revenues of your whole tribe; and as much bootte as you may drive away. But they 
acknowledging their 'injuſtice ,' and that' they were condemned by the juſt judgement of 
God, returned into the poſſeſſions of their tribe - and the Ifradlites gave them in marriage 
thoſe foure hutidrerhi virgths of Tabes : and forthe reſt ( which were two hundreth) they de- 
liberared with themſelves hoiy they migtit provide them of wives, to the intent they might 
have iffae;” And when as before time in the beginning of theit warre it was decteed by an 
oath ,'that none of thein'might mateh his daughcer with any of the tribe of Bexjamin, there 
wete {one of them that thoughe goo] rhat the oach mighr be ſuſpenſed withall ) by reaſon 
it was grounded upon wrath , and not 6n judzement) alleadging further , that they ſhould do 
nothing contrary to the will of God, -if they might ſave a tribe which was in danger utterly L 
to be excinct : That perjuries were dangerous and noyſome , not at ſuch time as they are iti- 
forced by conſtraint , but when they are practiſed with an intent to doevill, But when as the 
Eldets reclaimed here-agaitiſt ( abhorring the mention of perjurie) there aroſe up a certain 
matvamongſtrhem, thar faid he had a policy , wherby withour breach of oath che Benjamites 
might light pon wives, And being commanded by the Senate to exprefle che ſame , we 
have'a cuſtome every yeer (faid he) ro affemble and keep a feaſt ar Siloe, and for compani- 
ons ifi-chole our congregations we have both our wives and daughters : as many of theſe as 
they can raviſh\, let the Benjaimites lay hvld of, without reproofe (neither being inhibited 
fior encouraged by us ) ant if chieir fathers ſh4ll be di(pleaſed* therewith , and (hill re- 
quire reveige, we will ſay that they ar in'the fault who have negligently kept their daugh- 
ters , and that we ought not too much t6dwhert out wrath againſt the Benjamites, for that we 
had too much already uſed and abuſe the ſame tovird them.” THis ſentence was allowed 
by all of chem, .ahd it was decreed , that'it was' Iaivfull for this Benjamites to raviſh and 
violently take to themſelves' wives amongſt them, Now whien the feaſt was at hand , 
the rwo hundred Benjamites ( of whom we have ſpoken) came two by two, and thres b 
three, arid lay iri artibuſh neer unto thecitie (amongſt the vines and other thickets , and cloſe 
places , in which they might hide themſelves to ſurprize the Damioſels, ) Now they ſuſpect- 
ing nothitig , ſecurely and pleaſantly wanroned on their way : but the young men breaking 
from the ambuſh , laid hold of them ( o_ ſcattered and divided' here and there) ang 
after they had married them , they departed Home to labour their land , and began ro ſtudy 
/ a neiv 
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A anew how torecover their former good hap, Thus the Tribe of Benjamin (which was wel- wot 


nigh utterly exterminated) was reſtored tohis former dignity after this manner, by the Tee of the 

wiledome of the Iſraelites : and it incontinently flouriſhed and increaſed.in a little time, as rr rs 

well in number of mea as in all other things.

place that were fit and convenient for them to eſtabliſlr and fix their colonies in. Theſe tra- 

velled a daies journey not farre from the mountain of Libanus, and more lower then are 

the ſources of Jordan,bordering upon the great plainof the city ot;Sidan. In which place 

(having obſerved that the land was good and fertile in all ſorts of fruits) they made it known 

unto their people, who travelling thicher with their army, -builded a city in that place cal 

led Da (by the name of the ſonne of Facob ſo called, andin honour: of the tribe of Dan. )Ma- 11. of pan 

ny adverfities betell the Iſraelites from that time forwards; both for chat they were unexer- ſeck our a 

ciſed in travel, and tor that they contemned piety, .

Eglons famili. bEloved and eſteemed amongſt all thoſe courtiers that were neereſt about the King, It chan- 
artie. ced one day , that bearing certain preſents unto the King ( attended by two of his houſhold 

v.79 fervants) he ſecretly girt. a dagger to his right thigh , at ſuch time as he encred in to the I 

king - now it was about mid-ſummer and mid-day likewiſe ; whereby the watch was growne 
the more careleſſe and flothfull , partly by reaſon of the heat , and parely for that the guard 
were occupied about their dinner.

But 7odes giving private notice hereof to them of Jericho , offered himſelf to be their leader 
in the recovery dſdheir former liþertie: who ( willingly accepting thereof ) preſently rooke 
armes , and (ent trumpets to publiſh the ſame chorew the whole countrey : ( for atter char 
manner were they wont to aſſemble the people.) They that were about Zglon , were wholly 
ignorant of that which hapned: bur about the even-tide ( fearing left ſome miſhap had be- 
v.:9,z0o, falne him) they encred into the place where he was , and found him dead ; whereat they were 
The Moabites greatly aſtoniſhed , ſoas they knew not what to doe.

affiring them, that the, vitorie ſhould be theirs , and that God would both aſſiſt and help Gr dens 
them Whereupon they charged the enemie , and there ſuddenly fell a ſtorm of rain , mixed 

with hail , which the wind drove againſt the faces of the Canaanites, and took away their 

ſight, making choſe that carried Darts, and ſuch as ſerved with the Sling , unprofitable in 

their ſervice ; the Targettiers likewiſe having their hands benummed with cold , could 

ſcarcely wield their ſwords. But the tempeſt beating on the backs of the Iſraelites , not onely 

wrought them leſle offence , but made them alſo more forward ( being whetted thereunto 

by the manifeſt ſigne of Gods fayonr and preſence.) Whereapon difarraying and breaking 

thorow their enemies battell, they made a great ſlaughter of them ſoas part of them fell by 

the weapons of the Iſraelites, the reſt were over-runne by their own horſemen and Chariots.

and appropriate the ſame unto themſelves, laying , Thar they are many , and all valiant men 
at arms. To the end therefore that they may conceive his handy work in their deliverance, 


he counſelled him , That about the mid-time of the day, at \uch time as the heat was moſt 
vehement , heſhould condu& his Armie to the river; and that being there, he ſhould dili- 
gently obſerve thoſe that bowed themlelves ro drink , which he might eſteeme for men of 
valour ; but all thoſe that drank haſtily and with noile , ſhould be marked as men fearfull, and 
afraid of the enemie. Gedeon did according as God had commanded him : and the:e were 
found three kyndreth men that lifred water to their mourhes with their hands , with fear and 
trouble. GodFilled him, that he ſhould afſail the enemie with choſe three hundreth ; pro- K 
miſing, that he'gould give him the vitorie. Abour this time were they encamped upon the 
bank of Jordan', readie to palle the Foord the next morrow. But Gedeon was ſore troubled,by 
reaſon that God had before-times told him , thar he ſhould affall the enemie by night. Bur 
God willing to' deliyer him of his tear , commanded him to take one of his ſouldiers with 
him, and enter the camp of the Madianites, affuring him, that he ſhould be both adviſed and 
encouraged by themſelves, Whereunto he obeyed; and tor his berter aſſurance , he rook with 
him one of his ſervants. Now as he drew nigh a certain Tent he perceived, that they that 
were within the ſame , were-awake, and that one of them with 4 loud voice told his compa- 
nion the dream which that night he had had , which Gedeon over-beard, and thus it was: Him 
ſeemed , that he ſaw a barley cake (ſo lothſome, 2s no man would teed upon the ſame) which 
rowled thorow the camp , which firſt over-th- ew the Kings Tent , and afterwards che Tents L 
of all his ſouldiers , alledging , that this Viſion ſignified the loffe of the whole Armie. An- 
nexing to this his allegation, the reaſons that induced him thereunto, namely , char of all 
ſorts ot cora , barley is moſt contemptible : and amongſt all the Nations of Afta, there were 
not this day any people robe found more diſgraced and contemned then the Tiraelices ; and 
that in this reſpe& , they reſembled barley. That which at this day {cemeth to encourage 
them, is Gedeon, and the Armie that is with him: and whereas this Cake turned to overthrow 
our Tents, I fear me leſt God hach given ſome ligne of v;Rorie unto Geaeon, Gedeon (having 
over-heard all theſe things) conceived good hope, and tempted with a vailant heart, prefent- 
ly commanded his domeſtical feryants toarm 'themſelves , diſcourfing unto them the Vition 
which appeated-to their enemie. Whereupon they ſpeedily-prepared themſelves at his com-. 14 
mandment , rum!nating and hammering intheir .mindes upon that diicourſe which he had 
declared vnto them, About the latter watch of the night, Gedeop led forth his Armie, and di- 
vided them into three .Bands , and in every Band he put an hundred men - all of theſe bare in 
their hands emptie Pots, in whichwere hidden:burning Torches , in ſuch ſort, as che enemie 
mightnot diſcover them , when they ſallied out, Moreover, 'they bare Rams-horns in their 
right hands, which they uſed inſtead of Trumpets, The adverſe Armie: took up much 
ground (by reaſon that they had a great number of Camels , and were diſtribured by Na-

upon the ſonnes of Gedeon ) baniſhed Abimelech out of their Citie, and the whole Tribe. 
Whereupon he reſolved to do ſome miſchiet to both the Citie and Citizens. And for that 
their Vintage was at hand, and they durſt not gather the fruir, fearing leſt they ſhould receive 
ſome injury at the hands of Abimelech , by good hap about that time a certain Prince, called 
Gaal , retired thither with a troop of ſouldiers, and his kindred : Him did the Sichemites be- 
ſeech, that he would grant them a Convoy,whileſt they had gathered in their Harveſt. Which 
requeſt of theirs being accepted by Gaal, they iſſued out with their forces, being ſeconded by 
him, and his, and ſecurely brought in their fruits: and feaſting one with another in companies , 
they were ſo bold as to {offe at Abimelech, and the chieteſt of his followers. And the chiefeſt 
of thoſe ſtrangers among them , that came into their Cirie to thezr aſſiſtance, ſurpriſed by 
Ambuſcado divers of Abimelechs people,and ſlew them. But Zebel, one of the Sichemites, and 
Abimelechs Hoſt , ſignified unto him by a meſſenger , how Gaal incited the people againſt 
Fo in wait for him neer about the Citie , promiſing him that he would 

bring Gaal thither , to the end that he might eaſily revenge him of that injurie which his 
enemie had offered him, Which done, he promiſed to work ſo wiſely , that he would recon- 
cile him to the peoples favour again. And when as Abimelech had choſen a place fit tolie in K 
ambuſh, and Gaal with Zebel, too carelefly lived and walked in the ſuburbs, at length he ſud- 
denly eſpying certain armed men, cried out to Zebel, That he had diſcovered the enemie ; 
whereunto Zebel replied, that they were the ſhadow of Rocks, But Gaall drawing more neer 
unto them , and perceiving apparancly whg they were, anſwered Zebel, That they were no 
ſhadows, but ambuſhes of men, Whereunto Zebel replied , Doeſt thou not objeR cowardize 
ro Abimelech: why therefore ſheweſt thou not thy great valour, in aghting with him ? Gaal 
confuſedly amazed , affailed the ſouldiers of Abimelech: in which conflict , certain of his fol- 
lowers were ſlain , and he himſelf fled into the Citie (giving example unto the reſt to follow

that there was no reaſon why they ſhould ſuffer for thoſe offences which were committed by 
Sampſon,and that in eſpeciall,becauſe they payed them tribute. The Philiftines replied, That 

except they would ' be maintainers of this ac of injuſtice, they ſhould deliver Sampſon 

unto them, They therefore (defirous that the Philiſtines ſhould have no cauſe of quarrel

good means to rid themſelves of the ſame,When as therefore the Princes of the five Cities, 
of Geth, Accaron, Aſcalon, Gaza, and Azot, were allembled, they conſulced amongſt them- 
ſelves what. were beſt to be done, and firſt of all they reſolved to ſend back the Ark unto 
choſe to whom ir appertained, whole captivitie God did revenge, in that with it many 
plagues entred into the ſame Region, and ceaſed nor to waſte both their men and their 
Countrey. There were ſome that (aid, that chis reſolution was unſeemly to be executed, 
denying that theſe things ſhould be imputed co the captivitie of the Ark (whoſe power if 
it were (o great as they intended, or 1f God had any wayes care of the ſame, he would never 
have permitted it to have fallen into the hands of men of a contrary religion) perſwading 
them to digeſt theſe misfortunes with an equall mind, and fo to think that all theſe things 
were nothing elſe but the effes of nature, which in certain periods of times is wont toin- 
generate in mens bodies, in the earth, and in plants, (. and in other things ſubject to her 
power) theſe kinds of alcerations and mutacions.Bur the counlell of choſe men, that had ap- 
proved their underſtanding and wiſedome in-times paſt, was preferred before their opinion. 
For the aſſiſtants ſuppoſed thac in this deliberacion, as alſo their opinion and counſsll was 
moſt convenient. They therefore adviſed that the Ark ſhould be ſent back and not retained, 
and that the five Cities ſhould dedicate five golden ſtatuaes in teſtimony of their gratitude, 
becauſe they had been preſerved by his tavour from thar plague, from which by humane re- 
medies it was impoſlible to eſcape; they annexed alſo ſo many golden mice unto them, like 
anto thoſe that ſpoyled their Countrey. All cheſe locked in a cheſt and laid upon the Ark, 
they commanded that anew Cart ſhould be builc, and chat they ſhould yoak and tie tothe 
ſame certain Kine that had new calyed, locking up their calves trom them, leaſt they ſhould 
be an impediment to their dams, and ( co the incent that through the defire to ſee their 
young) they ſhould haſte the faſter. Thar done, that driving the Chariot and them, they 
{hould leave them in a place that had three wayes, and ſuffer chem to draw that way that 
them liſted , and if they took the way of the Hebrewes, and ſhould travell n__ their 
Countrey, they then ſhould aſſure themſelves that ic was the Ark which was the cauſe of 
their evils; bur it they drew another way, let them (ſaid they ) be driven back again, being 
moſt aſſured that the Ark hath no ſuch vertue in ic, This counſell was approved by every 
one of the Aſſembly, and preſently efte&ed: fo having prepared all thoſe things whereof we L 
have ſpoken,they brought the Chariot into a high way that extended three wayes, and lea- 
ving it 1n that place, they returned back again,

But Saw being defirous incontinently to aſ- 
ſail the exemies camp, and ſack all that was therein before the day-ſpring, whileſt his men of 
war diligently followed him, and ſhewed great forwardneſs 1n the execution of his com- 
mand: the King asked counſel of the High Prieſt Achitob, whether God would give him 
the victory, and permit thoſe that ſhould enter the enemies camp, to rerurn from thence 
with victory. The High Prieſt certified him chat God returned him noanſwer : which when 
he underſtood ; Ic is not without cauſe, ſaid he, that God is thus f1lent, who heretofore 
was wont to givea willing anſwer in that which we ought to do : but there muſt needs be 
ſome hidden fin in us,thar breeding an offence in him, procureth him to be falenc.

This valour and courage of the young man moved 
the whole multitude to remorſe and commiſeration; ſothat they (wore all of them that 
they would not ſuffer that 7onathan, who was the Authour of fo famous a victory, ſhould be 
ſlain: and therefore reſcued they the young man from his diſpleaſed father, and made vows 
unto God,to the end he might pardon him that fault. Saul, after he had ſlain about fixe 
thouſand of his enemies, returned with victory to his own home, and raigned afterwards 
very happily,and overcame by force the Ammonites, Philiſtines,Moabites, Idumeans Ama- L 
Oba or Scba, lechites,and King oba that dwelt near about him. He had three ſons, Fonathan,Foſuah,and Mel- 
chi, and two daughters, Merob, and Michol. The Generall of his Army was Abner the ſon 
of his uncle called Neer ; for Neer and Cis Sauls tather,were brothers and ſons of Abiel. He 
was very rich both in Horſe and Chariots, and againſt whatſoever enemy he marched forth, 
he alwayes returned with vi&ory ; ſo that he reduced the affairs ot the Hebrews to happie 
eſtate, and ſo much increaſed their power, that they were feared by all thoſe Nations that 
2-47.

in the firſtwar at Hebron ; but in truth it was but the ſuſpicion of his greatneſſe and honour, 
fearing leſt he ſhould be deprived , and Abner inſeated by obtaining the next degree of ho- 
nour unto David, Hereby may a man conceive how many and how mighty things men at- 
tempt and hazard for their avarice and ambition ſake , and to the end they may not be infe- 
riour unto any others in thoſe matters. For when as they defxce to attaine riches and honors , 
they atchieve it by ten thouſand miſchiefes ; and at ſuch time as they teare to be diſpoſleſt , 
they ſtrive to continue their eſtates by means more pernicious , becauſe they think it to be 
the lefſe ſinne, and that the calamity is lefſe ative, rather not to have obtained to any great- 
nefle and power , then after the poſleſſion thereof , to fall into diſgrace. Thence it cometh , 
that all of them intend and practiſe many hazards and difficuit encountries , through the 
fear they have to loſe their degree. Bur it (ufficerh to have briefly touched his point. David 
having notice of the muither of Abner , conceived a great grietein his heart , and called all 
his aſhſtancs co witneſle, lifting up his hanus unto God , and proteſting that he was no parta- 
ker of the murther , and that Abney had been {lain without his commandement or will. He 
likewiſe uttered moſt grievous curſes againſt the murtherer , his houſe and accomplices , by 
which he , wiſhed them to bE«ubje& to che tarall penaltie of murther : tor he greatly fuſpe- 
Redleſt he ſhould be held in ſaſpicion to be aparty in that which had hapned unto Abyer , 
contrary to his faich , oath and promiſe , which he had paſt untohim, Moreover , he com- 
manded that all the people ſhould weepe and lament for him , and that the funerals of his 
body ſhould be honoured according to the accuſtomed taſhion , in renting ;of garments and 
putting on ſackcloth : and that the ſame ſhould be done , the coffin being carried before , 
which both he and the chiefeft Governours of the Tiraelites followed , beating on their 
breaſts, and ſhedding tears, and teſtifying the love which they bare unto him during his life, 
and their diſpleaſure to ſee him dead , who had been murthered contrary to their will and in- 
tention. He was entombed in Hebron with great magnificence, and Epitaphs compoſed in 
his praiſe by David himſelfe , who ſetting himſelfe on the tombe firſt of all lamented , and 
gave others caule of lamentation, And ſo much was he confuſed at the death of this Aber, 
that he (wore to forbeare all kinde of meat uncill the ſunne-ſet, notwithſtanding all the in- 
ſtances of his friends, whourged him to take refection : which act of his purchaſed him much 
good will and love amengft the people. For they that loved Abyer, were very glad to be 
witneſſes of that honour which he did him in his death , and that faith which h& maintained LL 
in honouring him, every way according to the cuſtome, as it he had been his kinſman or 
friend, and not embaſing him with a vile and contemprtible tombe , as if he had been his ene- 
mie. And in generall , all of them were ſo glad of the courtefie, (weetneſle and royall nature 
of King David, that they eſteemed in like caſe,that he wonld have the like eſtimate of them, 
as they ſaw him have of deceaſed Abner. And by this means David happily maintained his 
credit , andincreaſed the peoples good opinion of him , eſcaping thereby the ſuſpicion and 
conceit that he might in 72k {ort have been acceflary to his dearth, He proteſted alſo unto 
the people , that he conceived no (mall griete at the lofle of ſo good a man, declaring there- 
by that it was no (mall ſtaine unto the ſtate of the Hebrews to be deprived ofhim , who had 
the means to maintaine their peace by his good adviſe, and to ratifie the ſame by his execu- M

ment of ſo many Nations. For he was valiant beyond compariſon ,and in thoſe barrels which 
he fought for his ſubjects, he was the firſt that thruſt him into danger,and exhorted bis ſou!- 
diers to behave themſelves valiantly, not commanding them like their Governour;buc tra- 
velling and fighting with them as their fellow ſouldier, He was ſufficient both in know- 
ledge and forefighr, both how to accept of the preſent, and how to manage his future occa- 
fions : he was moderate and juſt, courteous, and fayourable to thoſe that were afflicted, and 
both juſt and gentle, which are thoſe ornaments wherewith Princes ought to be beautified: 
and in this great authority wherein he was placed, he ſtepped not any wayes awry,bot1n re- 
ſpect of Ur/as wife. He left as much or rather more riches behind him, 'then any other King 
of the Hebrews, or other Nations 'had done, His ſon Solomon buried him moſt royally in

Seven yeers after the Temple had been thus builded (as it hath been heretofore decla- 
finus,chap. 5. red) he began the building ot his Palace, which he ſcarcely finiſhed in thirteen yeers ſpace 
Soloment 2- (for he was not ſo intent and earneſt in building therof,as he was in the ſtructure of theTem- 
in thiccen ple,) For although the Temple was very great, and of incredible and marvellous magnifi- 
years, cence; yet ſo it is, that God (for whom it was made) aſliſting the workmen, it was thorowly 
finiſhed within the term of the years aforeſaid. But the royal Palaces, being far leſſer then 
was the temple, were builded more flowly, becauſe the ſtuffe had not been prepared ſo long 
time before, neither with ſo great affe&ion; and the rather, becauſe the Palaces that were 
builded, were not for God, but for Kings: Notwithſtanding, this honſe was builded very 
magnificently, according as the wealth of the countrey and the power of the Hebrew King 
required, Burt it ſhall not be amiſſe if I declare all the order and diſpoſition of the ſame 
houſe, that by the deſcription thereof the Reader may both gather and conſider the whole 
amplitude thereof: It was a great and goodly lodging, ſuſtained by divers pillars, prepared 
v.8. toreceive and contain much people at the time of their aſſemblies, wherein they increa- 
The Hall. red of affairs,and held pleas, It was a hufdred cubits in length, and in breadth fifty , 
The Tribunal. nd in height thirty , comprized under ſixteen ſquare pillars covered with Corinthian 
work, with ſtairs of the like meaſure, and carved gates, both pleaſant for fight, and fit for 
fortification. 
In the midſt of this ſpace, and hard by the Temple, there was another ſquare Pavillion 
thirty cubits large, ſuſtained with ſtrong pillars, within which there was another magnifi- 
'v. 8. cent Tribunal,on which the King fate to give judgement ; unto which there was annexed 
Ton Cons another Palace prepared for the Queen. All the chambers, as well thoſe that were ordi- 
ther Palaces of narily in uſe, as thoſe for recreation after he had retired himſelf from publick affairs , were 
a+ 4 . adorned with planks of carved Cedar, and were builded partly of ſtone tenne cubirs ſquare, 
Tm. artly of curious marble, and very rarely and cunningly wrought (ſuch as are wont to adorn 
ps Hy and Palaces) and are found out by the moſt curious and cunning Maſons, And 
jomens P2= that which madeit more beautifal, were three panes of Tapiſtry, and the fonrth admirable 
Chambers of for the artificiall engravings : for the workmen had made therein trees and plants of divers 
—_— ſorts, ſhadowed with their branches and leaves, hanging in ſuch ſort, that to behold them,a 
of gold. man would have thought that they ſhook,the workmanſhip was ſo exquiſite and curious thar 
covered the ſtone. The reſt, as farre as the roofe, was enchaled, and flouriſhed with divers 
antiques and pictures, Furthermore, he builded other places of pleaſure, with very long 
porches to beautifie the Palace ; amongſt which, there was one moſt magaificent to make 
banquets and feaſts in, which altogether was adorned with gold: and all the neceſlaries be- 
® longing thereto, and to the entertainment of thoſe that banquered, were of gold. Ir is a 
x King. zo. great matter to number the hugenefle and variety of theſe royal lodgings, both greater and 
lefler ; of thoſe that were hidden under the earth, as of thoſe which being lifted up in the 
air, did moſt apparantly manifeſt their beauty : the pleaſant arbors likewiſe delightful co 
behold,and moſt contenting in ſummer, for that they were covered and warranted trom the 
heat. To ſpeak in a word, all the building was made of white marble, of Cedar, of gold, and 
of ſilver : the floores and walls were figured with diverſity of flowers and of precious ſtones, 
inchaſed in gold, after the manner of rhe Temple of God, which ſhined with ſuch like orna- 
Solomons ments. There was likewiſe ereed a moſt mighty Throne, made in form of a Tribunall, 
2 made with fix ſteps of pure Ivory : on each ſide of which there ſtood two ramping Lions, and the 
3 Reg 5, like number were placed above. The ſtage of the Throne was after the form of hands, that 
aid hold on the King: and he ſate upona half Oxe looking backwards : and this Throne 
was all invironed with gold, 

Solomon builded all this that hath been ſpoken of,in the ſpace of twenty years,being furni- 
ſhed by Hiram King of the Tyrians for theſe his buildings, with great ſums of gold,and farre 
more greater of filyer,beſides a quantity of Cedar and Pine-trees, Solomon alſo remunerated

from God, For they diſcomforted five hundred thouſand of their enemies; and took their 
moſt defenced places by force and ſpoiled them.

This counſel of his was generally allowed, Whereupon, Zl;z5 commanded the falſe Pro- 
phets firſt of all to chuſe themſelves an Ox, and to kill che ſame, and afterwards to call upon 
the aſſiſtance of their gods ; and when it manifeftly appeared that their prayer and invoca- 
tion'was of no force, El;as began to mock then, ſaying, Why call you nor out upon your 
gods with aloud voyce* for it may be they are on ſome voyage, or elſe haply they ſleep. 
Whileſt chus they had invocated from the morning nntill mid-day (cutting themſelves with 
knives an1lances, according to the cuſtome of their countrey ) Elzas that was to make his 
ſacrifice, commanded the falſe Prophets to ſtand aſide, willing the people to draw near unto 
him, and obſerve, for fear leſt ſecretly he ſhould convey fire under the wood, When the

_ doarin: Tribes of Iſrael, and made an Altar, and digged a deep trench round about the ſame; and 
timed by mi. Afterwards heaping wood upon the Altar, and laying his ſacrifice thereupon, he commanded 
rac. them to fill four tunnes with fountain-water, and to pour it upon the Altar, in ſuch ſort as 
the trerich might receive and drink up the water.

| whileſt thus he ſate, he commanded his ſervant alſo to get up upon a certain rock, and to look 
toward the ſea, and to tell him if he ſaw any clouds ariſe in any part ( for till that time the 
air had been alwayes clear. ) His'ſervant having often aſcended the rock, and returned 
him anſwer that he ſaw nothing : at length mounting up the ſeventh time, indeſcending he

intermixed with rain, fell upon the earth, and the Propher ſeized by che Spirit of God, 
ran with the Kings chariot as far as Jezrael a City of Aﬀer.

| prayed God that he would take him ont of the world, by reaſon he was no better then 
yo care for others, for which cauſe he ſhould defire to live after them: he fell aſleep under a certain 
"tree, and after that ſome one had awaked him, he aroſe and found bread and water ready 
prepared by him. When as therefore he had eaten and was recomforted, he went unto the

(according to the Kings directions) required that Achabs goods, his children and wife ſhould 

be at Adabs command : which it he would confeſs, aud ſuffer him to ſeize ſo many as beſt 

liked him, he would levie the ſiege, and batter the Citie no more.

(for that the Syrian had demanded no leſs at his hands in his firſt Embaſſage: ) Bur that now 
he required that his ſervants might be admitted to.ranſack all their houſes, tothe end they 
may leave nothing therein that was worthy regard; willing by this means to take a pretext 
of making war,knowing well (ſaid he) that I will ſpare nothing that is mine for yolr ſatety.

armour and weapons behind them, and fled from their camp ; and their King likewiſe was ſo 
hocly purſued, that he ſcarcely had opportunitie to ſave himſelf by the ſwitneſs of his horſe, 
Achab made a long chaſe in Chonie, the Syrians, and ſlaughtering them that fled , he 
ſpoyled their Camp likewiſe, and carried thence great riches, and a huge quantitie of 
now filver. He took Adabs Chariots and horſes alſo,and with them returned back into 
the Citie. 
But whereas by the advice of the ſaid Prophet, he was perſwaded to prepare and keep an 
army in rea dineſs againſt the next year(for that the Syrians were like, nay rather reſolved to 
charge himagain) the king intermitted no preparation that concerned the war, For Ada 
(being eſcaped from the fight with thole fey forces that remained after the battel) con- 
ſulted with his friends , how he might warre againſt the Iſraelites, Who adviſed.him from 
thenceforth never more to fight with them in monncainous places , for that their God was 
powerfull upon the mountains, and for that cauſe they had been overcome by them : bur if 
he fought with chem in the Plain , both he and his ſhould be aſſured co have the upper hand. 
Moreover they counſelled him, that he ſhould diſmifſe thoſe Kings that he had confedera- 
red with him, tocheead that each of them might return into his owrtcountrey, and that in 
their ſtead he ſhould retain their forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chieftains; beſides 
(to ſupply their places that were loſt ) rhey adviſed him to leuie horſemen aud chariots tho- 
row all his Countrey.

Ereupon Achab called for the Prophets ( who were in number four hundred.) and 
PH eonmmic them to inquire of God, whether he would give him the victory in 

that battel- which he enterprized againſt Adad or no, and whether he ſhould re- 
cover the Citie which he intended to beftege ? Who anſwered and caunſelled him to ha- 
zard the batte], in that he ſhould have the upper hand over the Syrian, and ſhould take 
him priſoner as he had done betfore-time. Foſaphat underſtanding by their words that 
they were falſe prophets, asked Achah it he had not any other Prophet of God, who

might more exactly certifie him of that which might ſucceed. Achab anſwered, that he ' 


had one as yet remaining, but that he hated him becauſe he propheſied nought elſe but 
miſhap and miſery unto him,and had foretold him that if he ſhould fight againſt the Syrian, 
he ſhould be overcome and ſlain ; and for that cauſe he held him at that time in priſon, ſig- 
nifying unto him that his name was Mzcheas the ſonne of Imlah. Foſaphat required thar 


C be might be brought into his preſence , which was accordingly performed by one of his 


Eunuchs ; who by the way certified Micheas, that all the other Prophets had Propheſied 
to the King victory. But Micheas told him that it was not lawful tor him to lie againſt 
God, but that it concerned him to ſpeak that which God ſhould inform him of, concernin 
the King, As ſoon as he came before Achab, and was adjured to ſpeak the truth, he ſaid, 
that God had ſhewed him the Iſraelites put to flight, and diſperſed by the Syrians, thar 
purſued them no otherwiſe then ſheep withour their ſhepherd, All which Gaalfech no leſle 
({aid he ) bur that the reſt of the people returning home in ſafety,  Achab onely ſhould be 
{lain in the battel, When Mzcheas had ſpoken after this manner ; Achab turning himſelf to- 
wards Foſaphar; ſaid unto him, I told you before this, how this fellow was affeted towards 
me. But Miccheas conſtantly avowed, that he Propheſied nothing bur that which God had 
commanded him to ſpeak, afluring Achab that he was ſollicited by the falſe prophets unto 
war under hope of yiftory, whereas he ſhould aſſuredly periſh in the battel, Theſe words, 
of his made Achab much diſcomforted. But Sedechias one of the falſe prophers ſtepped 
forth, and exhorted him to ſer light by Micheas words, the rather for that he ſpake untraly. 
And in confirmation of this his allegation he alledged Zlzas, ( who was a farre more skilfull 
Prophet in tore-relling things to come, then Mzicheas was ) yet that the ſame Elias had fore- 
told chat the dogs ſhould lick Achabs blood in the City of Jezrael in the field of Naboth, 
becauſe Naboth had been ſtoned to death by the inſtance of Achab. Whereby ir appeared 
maniteſtly, that ſince he contradicted a Prophet ſo excellent as he ivas, he lied in ſaying that 
the King ſhould die within three dayes, Moreover (ſaid he)it ſhall appear whether he be truly 
ſent from God or no, it as ſoon as he ſhall receive a buffet from me, he cauſe my hand to wi- 
ther, according as Fadon made Feroboams hand ſhrink, at ſuch time as he thought to appre- 
hend him. For I think(faid he) OKing that thou art aſſuredly informed hereot:which ſaid,he 
ſtrook him, and for that no inconveniency fell upon him, by reaſon of that his audatious at- 
rempt, 4chab aſſured himſelf, and recovered his courage, and forwardly et forth againſt the 
Aſtyrian army. For as it is to be ſuppoſed, the will of God was of ſuch. power, that it cauſed 
the talle prophets to triumph over the true: which was the cauſe that the falſe prophers were 
truſted more then the true, to the intent that Gods preordained will might be fulfilled. Bur 
: Sed:chias made him iron horns, and ſaid unto Acþab, that God by thenr ſignified unto him 
chat he ſhould ruinate all Syria, but Xſicheas Propheſied to the contrary, that within yery few 
dayes Sedechias ſhould'walk from cave to cave tohide himſelf, and avoid the puniſhment of 
his falſhood. Achabdiſpleaſed hereat,commanded that he ſheuld be led thence, and kept pri- 
{oner with Achwon the Governour of the City, yeelding him no other allowance but bread 
and water for his ſuſtenance. Thus marched theſe two kings with their armies againſt 
Ramath which is in Galaad: which when the king of Syria underſtood, he drew his Army 
into. the field, and came out to meet with them, and encamped near unto Ramath. Now. 
was it concluded betwixt theſe two confederate kings, that Achab (hould enter the bartell

But although they had tought trom the morning uncill the evening,and 
had the upper hand ; yer ſlew chey no man (becauſe they ſought after no other but Achab to 
v.34. = him to the ſword ) whom notwithſtanding they could by no means meet withall, Ac H 
Achab wound- Jength one of Adads ſervants called Aman, ſhot at random amongſt the enemies, and by for- 
ed vy 3".3- tune hurt Achabin the breſt, and ſhor him thorow the lungs, This hurt of his concealed 
rel dieth, he from his ſouldiers , for fear leſt they ſhould be diſcomtorted.

The other Foram 
King of Jeruſalem (for he likewiſe was ſo called, as we have heretofore declared) by mur- 
thering of his brethren and his fathers friends, who were Governcurs, obtained the King- 
dome, and became ſo wicked and impious, as he differed in nothing from the Kings of Iſrael, 
who tranſgrefled the firſt lawes and ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the ſervice 
RAN od, For Athalia Achabs daughter his wife taught him to execute divers miſchiefs, and 
well, 5:2, amongſt the reſt to adore ſtrange gods.

do-- Furthermore, becauſe he had murthered his brethren, and ſlain upright and vertuous 
men, - The Prophet likewiſe certified him by letters, what puniſhment he ſhould endure, 
namely, the ruine of his people, the death of his wives and children, and laſtly his own death: 
which ſhould happen unto him by a ficknels in his belly, wherewirh he ſhould be ſo rormen- 
red, that his entrails ſtrangely rotting within him,ſhould drop out of his belly, and that he 
himſelf ſhould ſee his miſery, which ſhould be ſuch as neither might be recovered by me- 
dicine, or ſhould ever leave him untill he had finiſhed his dayes.

Whereupon the high Prieſt uſed Thc retoring 
preſent diſpatch in levying the money , wherewith the people were highly contented, He Om.

there was a little crannie left open) which he placed neer unto the Altar , commanding that 
every one ſhould offer according to his devotion , and put in his offering thorow the cranny

He taught his ſouldiers to march in a ſquare battell (in manner of the Macedonian Pha- 
lanx ) arming eachof them with ſwords , targets , and corſelers of braſſe , with arrowes,and 
darts, He made alſo great preparation of divers engins to batter Cities , and to ſhoot ſtones 
and darts, beſides divers hookes , and other ſuch like inſtruments. But whileſt he was intent 
on theſe ſtudies and preparations , he grew inſolent and proud , and being pufted up with 
mortall arrogance, he contemned the immortall force , which endureth for ever (which is 
pietie towards God , and the obſervation of his commandements, ) For which caule he was »6. 
overthrowne by his proſperitie, and fell into his fathers finnes , through the happineſle and 
greatneſle of his eſtate , wherein he could not ——_—_ containe himſelfe.

Hereupon the King ſwore unto him that he ſhould not die, neither that h: would deliver him 
into the hands f the Gevernours: for which cauſe Jeremie grounding himſelf upon the faith 
which he had plighted unto him,counſelled the King to yield up the Citie to the Babylonian, becauſe 
that God had Filed him to fignifie unto the King, that if he would ſave. his life, and avaid the 
eminent danger, and ſave his Citie from wter ruine, and preſerve the Temple from burning, he H 
ſhould ſubmit ; or otherwiſe, that none bat he ſhould be the cauſe of all. thoſe evils that ſhauld hap- 
pen unto the Citie and Citizens, and of that calamitie that ſhould confound both him ad all his 
family. When the King heard this, he told him that he wonld do according as he had rounſelled 
him, and perform whatſoever he thought neceſſary to be done : but that he feared his friends, who 
were alread f the Babylonian fattion, leſt feing accuſed by them, he ſhauld be delivered ( by th:ir 
means, and the Kings diſpleaſure ) unto death, But the.Pr:phet encou- aged him, telling him 
that his fear was in vaing ;, aſſuring him that he. ſhould ſuffer no evil, if ſo be he yielded np the 
Citie: and that neith r his wife, nor children, nor the ſacred Temple ſhould endure either diſ- 
after ,death,or overthrow. ;

that every one of them ſhould be gelded, — as they were accuſtomed to deal with

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young children of othet Nations; whom he ſubdued by force. He allowed them vieual G - 
from his own cable, and they were taught and inſtruted in the diſcipline of the countrey, 
and in theChaldee congue, Theſe were very aptto learn wiſdom : and for that cauſc he 
commanded that they ſhould be trained up inthe exerciſe thereof. Of theſe were four of 
Zedtkias kindred,fair in body,and vertuous in nature, who were called Daniel, Ananias, Nt- 
ſael, and AFarias z whoſe names the Babylonian changed, and willed them to be called by 
other names, diſtin and different from their own: Danze! vas called Belthaſar ; Ananias, 
Sidrach, Miſael , Miſach , and AJarias, Abednago. Thelc did the King eſteem very highly for 
their excellent nature, and for the great affeion that they had to attain unto learning and 
wiſdom, wherein they prcficed greatly, and were for that cauſe highly reckoned of by 
him. And whereas Daniel and his kinſmen thought goodto live auſteerly, and to abſtain pq 
from thoſe meats that came from the Kings table, and in gereral from all things that had 
lifc,they went to Askenas the Eunuch (who had the care and charge over them) beſeechi 
him to convert thoſe meats to his own uſe, which were ſent from the Kings table, wy 
allow them herbs and dates, and ſuch things as had no life ; becauſe they intendedto hold 
that courſe of life and to forſake all others. .Askexas rold them, that he was ready to con- 
diſcend unto their demands; but that he feared, leſt being called for by the King,they ſhould 
be found to belean in body,and diſcoloured in face(for withour doubt following that diet, 
they muſt ncedly loſe their colours, and be leſs diſpoſed in compariſon of others) which 
might be the cauſe co bring him into hazard of his head. They perceiving that Askenas in- 
rended noughtelſe bur his ſecuritie, perſwaded him to allow them but tendayes of appro- 
bation, under condition, that jf by that regiment of diet, their habitnde of body ſhould not 
be any wayecs altred, they might continue in that faſhion of life and dier, which they had in- 
tended from that day forwards : but if they ſhould be found lean and weak, and leſs propor- 
tionable then they that ted upon the Kings allowance, that then they ſhould return ro 
their accuſtomed diet. Now it ſo fell our, that not only their bodies were berter in growth, 
but they ſeemed rather better fed, and of ataller ſtature then the reft : ſo that they that 
lived upon the Kings ordinarie,ſcem'd lean and weariſh;whereas Daxiel and his companions 
made ſhew,as if they bad been nouriſhed with daintics,and brought up in abundance. From 
that time forward, Askens took all that which was allowed the four young men from the 
Kings table, and boldly kept it to himſclf, giving them in ſtead thereof, the dier that chey 
choſe and delighted in. They having their ſpirits more pure and ſubcil ro comprehend K 
their maſters inſtruions, and their bodies more ſtrong ro endure labour (for their ſpirits 
were not charged with diverſity of meats, nor their bodies effeminated for the ſame cauſe) 
attained the more readily to all chat doQtine that was taught them by the Hebrews and 


PFRLAL Chaldees: Daniel eſpecially having profited in wiſdome, ſtndied the interpretation of 
The y:45 of the dreams, and God appeared unto him.

And for that cauſe (ent he for his Chal- 
dees and divines, telling them chat he had dreamed a dream, bur that he had forgot the 
ſame, commanding them to declare unto him what the dream was, and the fignification L 
therof alſo. Wherunto they anſ.vered,that it was impoſſible for men to ſound out the ſecret 
thereof; notwirhſtanding they promiſed him, that if he would declare his viſion unto chem, 
they would cauſe him to underſtand the fignification thereof. Hereupon Nabwchadonoſor 
threatned them with death, except they repreſented his dream unto him ; and they proteſt- 
ing that they could not fulfill his requeſt, he commanded them all to be ſlain. But Daniel 
hearing how the King had condemned all the Sages to death, and knowing that both he and 
his- companions had part in that danger, addrefſed himſclf ro 4riocha the Captain of the 
Kings guard, requiring him to inform him, for what cauſe the King had adjudged the Chal- 
dees and Sages to be put to death: And boring intelligence what had happened as touching M 
the dream,8& how the King by forgetting the ſame, had charged them to inform him therin, 
and how they had anſwered thar it was impoſſible for them to perform the ſame, and how 
thereby they had provoked the King to diſpleaſure : he beſought Ariochus ro go unto the 
King, and to procure one nights reprieve in the behalf of the Egyprians and Chaldees, in 
that he hoped during that night time to beſcech God, and intreat from him both che dream 
and the ſignification thereof. Hereupon Ariochas told the Kingghat Daniel had requeſted, 
who reſpited the execution of the Magicians for that night, untill he mighe ſee what 
would become of Daxiels promiſe : who retyring himſelf with his companions inte his 
chamber, beſoughrt God all the night longto manifeſt unto him the dream, and deliver

they ſought by this device to entrap Darzel, told them that he liked of the decree, and pro- 
miled to confirme the ſame,and propounded a publick edi&,wherein the Princes reſolutions 
were ratified, Now whileſt all men endeavoured through fear,carefuily and deligently to ob- 
ſerve this edi, Daniel ſer light thereby, and according to his accuſtomed manner ſtanding 
in all mens fight,he worſhipped his God,and prayed unto him. Whereupon the Princes (ha- 
ving got that occaſion which they long expeed ) came readily unto the king, and accuſed 
Daniel for that he onely amongſt the reſt had' preſumed to infringe their decree : urging 
moreover; that he did it not for the religion ſake that was in him, but becauſe he was obſer- 
ved and watcht by his maligners, And for that they feared leſt Dari by reaſon of the great 
afteRtion he bare unto Daxiel, ſhould be ready to pardon him (notwithſtanding he had tranſ- 
preſſed their edi&) they concluded npon no milder judgement, but that he might be caſt in- M 
to the Lions den, according to the forme of the edit, Darius hoping that God would de-

For (faid he)O Lord, tt rhon hadſt not been favourable unto me,T had not obtained 
it. After he had ar this time, and inthis fort given thanks for the preſent, and prayed God 1Þ; 15 ...

Over this work thoſe Levites that were above twenty years of age, were overſeers : with 
them alſo was Feſws,and his ſons and brothers PE Zolimiel the brorher of Fuda the 
ſon of Aminadab, and his ſons, And through the diligence that theſe overſeers of the Temple 
uſed, it was ſooner finiſhed, then it was expefted. As ſoon as the Sanfuary was builded, 
the Prieſts apparelled in their accuſtomed habits, and the Levites, and the ſonnes of Aſaph 
aroſe, and with Trumpets prayſed God, according as David firſt of all had ſer down the 
manner of his ſervice. The Prieſts and Levites with the Elders of the Tribes, ca'ling unto 
their minds how great and precious the firſt Temple was, and beholding that which was 
builded upon the preſent, far inferiour tothe precedent, and perceiving how much the anci- 
ent wealth and dignitie of the Temple was abaſed ; they were confuſed thereat, and being 
unable to overcome their paſſion, they burſt ont into lamentations and tears, But the peo-

| inſtantly proſecuted his purpoſe , ſetting light by all occurrents : ſo great was his affefion to 


accompliſh his intent. And for thatcaaſe did he carefully and integtively ſtand upon his 
guard, not for that he feared death, but for that he beleeved that after his departute ihe Jews 
would not finiſh the building of the wals. He commanded afterwards , that the workmen in 
their travell ſhould have their furnitures faſt by them , ſo that both Maſons and labourers 
carried their. (words, 

Moreover , he gave order that they ſhould have their targets by them z and he placed cer- 
tain trumpetters , ſome five hundred toor diſtant the one from the other, charging them that 
as ſoonas they diſcovered the enemy from any part , they ſhould incontinently ſound the 
allarum, and give notice unto the = toarm themſelves , andprepare for the fight , for 
fear they ſhould be ſurpriſed and found naked. He himſelf alſo walked the round R t the 
City by night time , withan warm 1 courage, and without either eating or ſleeping at 
his pleaſure , bat onely for neceflitic {lake : and this labour endured he for the ſpace of two 
yeets, and three monerhs: for the wall of Jeruſalem was builded again in that time, in the 
eight and.ewentieth yeer of the reigne of Xerxes , and in the ninth moneth. After the Cicy 
was fortified , Nehemias and the people offered ſacrifices unto Gad , and ſpent eight dayes in 
feaſting. When the rumour was ſpread abroad that this building was finiſhed, the inhabitants 
of Syria weve ſore diſpleaſed. But Nehemi.a yore ing that the Citie was weakly manned , 
beſought the Priefts and Levites totorſake their dwellings without the City, and to come 
and dwell wichin , and to that intent he builded them houſes upon his own charge, He or- 
dained likewiſe , that they that intended their husbandry , ſhould bring the renths of their 
fruits unto-Jerufalem , to the intent that the Prieſts dt orien by enjoying their continuall 
maintenance , might intermit ao time in the ſervice of God: wherein he was willingly obey- 
ed, By this means , the City of Jeruſalem was very well peopled, After that Nebemias had 
honourably executed divers other worthy actions deſerving praiſe, he died at ſuch time as 
he was ldaden with age. He was a man of good nature, juſt and highly affeRionated cowards 
his countrey - he left the City of Jeruſalem incompaſſed with a wall, for a perpetuall memory 
of his loyvguato his couritrey, All theſe things happened during the reigne of Xerxes, 


CHAP. VL ' 


How during the reigne of of Artaxer xes, the whole Nation of the Tews were 
in danger to be extinguiſhed by Amnans teachery, 


Racy Frer the death of Xerxes , the Kingdome- fell ro Cyr#s bis ſonne , who by the 
IF, Grecians was called Artexeyxes. Under his government all the race of the Jews, 
FI both men, women and children, were in danger to be utterly exterminated: the 
ABI cauſe whereof T will hereafter declare. Bur firſt of all it behovech me to ſpeak 

no fomewhar ofthe King , and declare how it came to paſſe, that he married an 
Hebrew woman of the bloud royall, by whoſe means (as it is ſaid) our nation was preſerved. 
After that Artaxerxes had taken the Kingdome upon him, and eſtabliſhed Governours over 
one hundred and ſeven and twenty Provinces , from Iadia as farre as Mchiopia z in the third 


Nativicy, 521, Yeer of his reigne , he entertained and feaſted all his, friends with great magnificence , the

tie. ) He feaſted after this, for the ſpace of (Eaven daies the Embaſladours of all nations in _—_ C _

- whoſe pillars were of Gald and filver, covered with linnen and ſcarlet vails; which were of N-vvin,4: 3. 
that greatneſle, that divers thouſands of men might take their refe&tion cherein; All che , 
cates were ſerved in veſſels of Gold, inriched with precious ſtones very glorious to behold. 
The King likewiſe commanded his ſervants (that attended the feaſt) chat they ſhould en- 
force no man to drink,by filling continually,according to the manner of the Perſians,but to 
permit every one of the gueſts to drink according to his diſcretion. He ſent alſo thorowout © 
all the Countrey, commanding a ceſlation from all Jabour, and that every one ſhould make © :.v 19,7; 
holiday for many dayes in honour of his royalty, The Queen Yaſthi alſo made a bariquet Yn: 
unto her women in the royal Palace, Now whereas the King was deſirous toſhew the ma- eth for Vaſthi 
jeſty of his Queen to thole he had invited, he-ſent unto her, commanding her to reſort un- rofl ary oh 
tothe banquet in more royal manner then thereſt of ker acrendants - but ſhe roo curiouſly ſer, Ros 
- tied to the obſervation of the law ofthe Perſians (which forbiddeth women to be ſeen by fore is caſt of 
ſtrangers) went not into the King : and notwithſtanding he ſent his Eunuchs divers times fe 
unto her, yet perſiſted ſhe in her refuſal to come unto him, Whereupon the King ( moved rieyear of tt6* 
with diſpleaſure) gave over his banquet, and arifing therefro, he called unto him his ſeven wer, 3 545. 
Counlellers, to whom (according to the uſe of the Perſians) it belonged to expound the %/* ©" i 
C Laws ; and accuſed his wife, telling them how ray he had been wronged by her, for _ & 
char being ſent for by him divers times to accompany him at his banquet, ſhe had every 
way refuled to obey him : he theretore commanded them to declare their opinion, what 
puniſhment appertained to her, One amongſt chem called Mychexs anſwered, that the 
injurie was not onely offered unto him, but to all the Perſians : who being after that manner 
deſpiſed by their wives,were like to paſle their lives ignoeminiouſly,for chat no one of them 
wou!d acknowledg duty towards their husbands, taking their example from the Qneens 
diſobedience, which ſhe ſhewed towards him, who was the Governour over all. Whereupon 
he concluded, that ſhe that had thus diſhonoured him, ſhould be grievouſly puniſhed: which 
done he thofight it meet that this ordinance of the Kings might be publiſhed thorow all 
D Nations, that Queen Yaſthi ſhould be ſeparated from his bed, and another woman choſen 
in/her place. But the King who vehemently loved her, and could hardly endure to be ſe- 

ated from her; knowing that he could not keep her contrary to law,was wholly devoured 
in ſorrow, for that he might not be maſter of chat which he deſired. Which when his fami- 
liars perceived; they counſelled him to forget the memory and love of a woman ſo unpro- 
fitable, and to ſend and ſeek out thorow all his countries for the faireſt woman amongſt 
them, whom he might chaſe and take to wife, that ſurpaſſed all others in beauty; for that 
by the interview and company of another woman, the great affe&tionwhich he bare unto 
Yaſthi, might be extinguiſhed, The King allowing and ratifying this counſel of theirs, ſear 
out certain meſſengers and deputies, commanding them to bring unto his preſence the 
faireſt Virgins that were to be found in his Kingdome : when as therefore they hid aflem- 
bled a great number of them, they tound in Babylon a young Orphelin (without either fa- 
ther or mother) who was brought up under her Uncle (whole name was Mardochens) of the 
Tribe of Benjamin, and one of the greateſt men amongſt the Jews, It came to paſle,that this 
Eſther (tor ſuch was her name) was judged to be the faireſt amongſt the reſt, who for her 
amiable countenance, wade all men to ſtand and gaze to behold her.She therefore was deli- 
vered in charge unto one of the Eunuchs, who carefully attended her with all the diligence 
that was poſlible,decking her with odors and precious pertumes, according to the cuſtome 
of noble women; and after this manner were four hundred Virgins entertained for the ſpace .. 
of ſix moneths. Now when he that was put in truſt with this commiſſion,thought theſe Vir- k 
F pins to be ſufficiently prepared,and that they deſerved to approach the Princes bed, he ſent wing; ay 
every day one unto the King to keep him company : who after ſome embraces ſent her 6fore the nati= 
preſently back again unto the Eunuch, Bur when as Eſther came unto his preſence, he ſet- 7%” CRP,

God for her: he likewiſe himſelf beſought him that it might pleaſe him ar thar prefent co 


E have compaſſion on thetr deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation ; as before that time he had often- 
times had care of them - and that as he had pardoned them at ſuch time as they. had offend- 


ed; ſonow alſo ar this preſent he would deliver ghem from that perdition which was de- 
nounced again/i them. For that they werenot in danger todie infamoutly for any offence of 
their own, bat becauſe he onely had incenſed 4was unto diſpleaſure, in that.he would agt 
adore him, or perform chat honour unto him,which is anely due to God :for:which cauſe in 
deſpight he had imagined this thing againſt them,who would not tranſgrels the divine ordi- 
nances. The people likewiſe prayed to the like effe, beſeeching God that he v ould have 
care of their prefervation,and warrantize the Iſraelites in what place ſqever they were, from 
the miſery at hand, which was before their eyes,and already expeted by chem. Eſtber alſo 
beſought God (according to her countrey maaner)caſting her ſelf proſtrate on the earch,clo- 
thed in ſackcloth, and abſtaining for three dayes ſpace from meatand drink, and what-thing 
{oever elſe was deleable,beleeching God to have compaſſion upon ber, that . when ſhe pre- 
ſented her (elt before the King, ſhe might have words fit to perlwade and mollife him, and 
grace and beauty far more amiable then ever ſhe hat,to the end that by theſe rwo means the 
migtit be the better enabled to appeaſe the King, it fs be he were diſpleaſed agaia(t her; and 
to {uccour her brethren agicared and tofled inextreme danger, where-through the King 
might-enforce his hatred againſt the enemies of the/Jews, and take compaſſion of their im- 
mtaent danger, which without his preveation; would ſurely tall upon chem. Afrer ſhe had 


in this ſort tor three dayes ſpace both faſted and prayed, ſhe caſt off her mourning Hue. Jews. 
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LS and changed her habit, attiring her ſelf like a majeſticall Queen, having two of her ſervants (; 
walls y :* on whom ſhe leaned, and the third that followed her, carried up with - 4 tops of her'tingers 
before the Nati. BET train, which was largeand trailed on the ground: andiin this equipage came- ſhe unto 
pe of cb:ift, the King, having her cheeks ſtained with crimſon bluſhes, making ſhew of Majeſtie mixed 
Sv : Withbeautie,and not altogether eſtranged from fear, But when ſhe beheld the King ficting 
aloft in his throne, glorious in his Sonnen diſtinguiſht with gold, and adorned with pearl, 
and rich ſtones, . a certain fear ſuddenly fell _ her; and by chance he had caſt a frowning 
and irefallook on her-> whereupon being preſently aſtoniſhed her members failed her, her 
colour faded; and ſhe fellbetwixt her handmaids armesin a ſwoune. Hereon, the King(by 
the will of God, as I verily'eſteem) changed his affe&ion; and ( ſuſpeRting leſt fear ſhould 
cauſe his wife to fall into ſome grievous accident) he ſuddenly.leapr: from his Throne, and H 
embracing her with both his'armes, be raiſed her np, and kiſſed her, and ſpake comfortable 
words unto her, praying her to be of good courage, and not to ſuſpe& any finiſter misfor- 
tune, for thatſhe came untohim without any motion of his: That the ordinance was onely 
made for his ſubje&s, for which cauſe he willed her ( who was equall in government with 
him) to fear nothing : whereupon he took his Scepter in his hand and _laid it.on the Queens, 
neck (according to the: law) enforcing himfelf to deliver her from all fear ; by which means 
ſhe recovered her yigour and courage; and ſpake after this manner :'O King ( ſaid ſhe) I 
cannot eafily expreſs unto you the inconvenience that-is ſuddenly fallen upon me 7- For as 
ſoon as T beheld the great fair,and redonbted Majeſtie of your perſon; my ſpirits forſook me, 
and my heart failed me. Now whileſt ſhe ſpake theſe words with pain and feebleneſs, the I 
King was rouched with compaſſion , {o as he animated and encouraged her, and command- 
ed her to expe nothing but good; yea ( ſaid he) if: thou demandeſt the half of my king- 
.4.,, dome, I will grant it thee.  ' But Eſther onely requeſted this at his hands, that onely he 
and his intire friend Aman would vouchſate to grace her with their preſence at her banquet : 
Which the King'readily granted her. Now when they were come unto the banquet,and in 
the midſt of theit cups, the King commanded Eſther to ask what ſhe would, and he would 
grant it hez,/affaring her that he would refuſe her in nothing; yea, although ſhe demanded 
the half of his kingdome.But ſhe deferred to diſcover her ſuit untill the next day, requiring 
him once moreto repair with Am»»« unto her banquet. When the King had promiſed. to 
reviſit her, 4m1an departed with great joy, - for that he alone had the credit co banquet with K 
the King andF£fther,and no other had ever obtained the'like honour amongſt any Kings of 
that dominior,” -But ifthis return perceiving Mardochews in the Court, he was fore moved, 
becauſe that (notwithſtanding he had tookt upon him) he had not done him honour : when 
as therefore he came home'unto his houſe, he called Zaraze his wife, and his friends, and 
told them what honour' not onely the King, but the Queen alſo had done him ; and 
how he only with the King had ſupped that day with the _ , and was invited the next 
Amans barred day alſo to banquet with the king : notwithſtanding he told them that he was diſcontent- 
againſt Mar- £8, becauſe he ſaw Mardecheys the Jew in the Court, Zaraza his wife told him, that he

God mocked at Amans curſed hope,and knowing certainly what ſhould happen, took plea- 
ſure x0 ſee it prepared. For the very ſame night he deprived the King of fleep , who very 
loth to ſpend the time idlely whileſt he was awake, bur to imploy it in ſomething thar 
was profitable for his kingdome, he commanded his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles 

A laudabl: Of the kings his predeceflors,and of thoſe things that were done by himſelf,and to read the 
cultome in 2 ſame, When 3s therefore they were brought and read, he found that a certain man whoſe 
E646.

Now when the officers had brought the King tidings that Aman was before the palace ; n«:iviy, 419. 
they were commanded preſently to call himin. As ſoon as he came into the Kings preſence TVs 
he fd unto him: Knowing that thou art my affectionate and onely friend, I prithee give 
me thy counſel, how I may — honour him, according to my greatneſle, whom I do 
moſt affeionarely love * Aman thinking the advice he ſhould give, ſhould be given for him- 
ſelf (becauſe he ſuppoſed that he onely was beloved by the King more then all others) coun- 
ſelled him that which in his opinion was the beſt, in this manner. For ({aid he) if you intend 
to inveſt the man with glory, who (as you lay ) is beloved by you, cauſe him ro be mounted 
B upon a brave horſe, and let him be apparelled in a royal habit, and put a chain of gold about 
bis neck, and let ſome one of thy chiefeſt friends march-before him, and proclaim thorow- 
out the City, that thus is the man honoured whom the king loveth. Aman gave this coun- 
(el, in that he hoped that.it ſhould be his own fortune, But the King (highly contented with 
this his advice) turning towards him, ſpake thus unto.him; Thou haſt an horſe, a garmenr, 
and a chain, ſeek our therefore the Jew Mardochens; and give them him, and march thou be- 
fore him, making this publick crie: For (ſaid he) rhou art mine inward friend, and itis very 
decent that the execution of that thing be committed to'thy truſt, which thou haſt ſo faith- 
fally counſelled. And this command 1 te bedone in this fort ; becauſe Mardochess hath been 
the preſerver of my life. Aman hearing theſe words, beyond all expeRation, was confuſed 
C in his ſpirit, and being wholly diſcomforted, knew not which way to turn him, he therefore 
iſſued our, having with him the horſe, che purple habit, and the chain of Gold, Meeting 
therefore with Mardochens beiore the palace, who was clothed in ſackcloth, he enjoyned him =.” 
to lay his mourning habit afide, and to cloath himſelf in purple. But he (who was wholly 14,064 
ignorant of that which had happened, and ſuppoſing that he mocked him) ſaid : O rhou wic- to Maide- 
kedeſt man amongſt men, doeſt thou thus mock at our afflitions? Notwithſtanding, being 
afterwards informed that the King had ic ſtowed this hanour on him for ſaving his lite, a 
diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs that would have ſlain him, he put upon him the 
ſcarlet habit that the King wore ordinarily,and pur the chain about his neck, and afterwards 
mounting his horſe, he went round about the City: Aman alſo walking before him, and =». rr. 
D crying, that thus ſhould be dealt and done with him whom the King honoured, loved, and 
chought worthy of eſtimation. Now after they had circuited the whole City, Mardocheus 
gave his attendance on the King, but Aman came not in preſence; ſo much was he aſhamed *:** 
at that which had happened - tor which cauſe he repaired home,and told his wife and friends, 
with tears, of all chat which had hapned; who told him, that it was no waies poflible for him 
co revenge himſelf as yet on Mardecheus, becauſe God was with him, 
Now whileſt they were diſcourſing and debating this matter together, Eſthers Eunuchs py 7. 4. 
came to haſten Amay to the banquet, and Sabuchads one of the Eunuchs ſeeing the gibber 
erected in Amans lodging (whereon he intended ro execute Mardocheus) demanded of one 
of the ſervants, wheretore it was raiſed up: and underſtanding that it was for. the Queens 
E uncle, whom Aman would require at the Kings hands,to the end he might put him to death, 
for that time he held his peace. But when the King being ſeated with Amar at the banquet, 
required the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began ro v2 
lament the danger of her people, ſaying, that ſhe with her whole Nation were made a prey 
td the ſword, and that for that caule ſhe brake out into that diſcourſe» For (ſaid the) I had 
not troubled your Majeſty; neither had I been aggrieved, if you had commanded that all * ». 3, 4. 
the Jews (hould be ſold, and led away captives to extream milery ; for that afflition might 
have been born : ſhe therefore prayed him to redeem them from thoſe miſeries. When as _ 
therefore the King demanded who it was, that practiſed that tyranny, ſhe began publickly 
to accuſe Amay, iaying,that he alone was that wretched and envious man, who had com- 
plotted their tragedy. Hereupon the King was very ſore troubled, and roſe from the ban- 
F quet todepart into the garden: then began Amar to pray and beſeech Eſther to forgive him 
his offence, for rhar at that preſent he was in a dangerous eſtate. Now whileſt he was fallen 
upon her bed to beſeech her favour, the King entred, and grew the more diſpleaſed at that -, 8, s, xo, 
he ſaw,and (aid, O chou curſed amongſt men, dareſt thou attempt to enforce my wife? Aman —_ n—_ 
was wholly confounded with this queſtion; ſo as he tiad not a word to an({wer him. Hereupan jjc, and cruet. 
the Eunuch Sabuchadzs ſtepping forth, accuſed him for that he had found him in his lodging «y diicovered, 
erecting a gibber for Mardochens, aſſuring the King that one of his houſhold ſervants had pry = 
cold him it, at ſuch timeas he was ſent ro _— him to the banquet; alledging moreover, _- the gallows.

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mow oftie no other death, but that which he intended againſt Mardochens , and thereupon preſently 
tefore £28; commanded that he ſhould be hanged upon the ſame gibber, untill he were dead.

As ſoon as-che Poſts had received theſe Letters,they preſently mounted on hofſeback,and 
rode each of them his appointed way; and Mardochexs being cloathed in a royal habit, and 
adorned with a crown of | ore on his head, and a chain of gold about his neck, iſſued forth : \Þ« Jews re- 
and the Jews of Suſan, ſeeing him thus honoured by the King, ſuppoſed that his good hap «nf. ra 
was an aſſurance of their own: and when the Kings Letters were publiſhed, a joy as it were mics, 
a bright beam of conſolation environed the Hebrew Nation, as well thoſe that were in the 
City of Suſan, as they thar were amid the Countrey , ſo that divers men of other Nations 
circumciſed themſelves, for fear they had of the Jews, ſuppoſing that in fo doing they ſhould 
be in ſecurity, For the thirteenth day of the twelfth moneth (by the Hebrews called Adar, 
and by the Macedonians Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the Kings Letters certified them, that 
they thould exterminate their enemies on that very day, whereon they themſelves were in 
danger to be exterminated. The Governours likewiſe of the Provinces, the Lords, Kings, 
and Secretaries, did honour to the Jews: for the fear they had of Mardocheus conſtrained 
them to moderate themſelves; and after the Kings Letters were publifhed thorow all the 
Coubtrey, it came to paſle that the Jews {lew about five hundreth of their enemies. But 
after the King had declared unto Eſther, the number of the dead thar periſhed in the City, ejver g. v.z, 
ſuſpeRing with himſelf what might happen thorow the whole Countrey, and had likewile 5: 10, 13- 
queſtioned with her if ſhe requeſted any turther matter, promiſing her that he would ſee ic 
executed : ſhe beſought him that it miyhi be lawful for the Jews to revenge them yer once 
more the next day upon their enemies, and to hang Amans ten {ons upon the gibber: which 
the King (being loth to contradict Eſther) permitted the Jews todo: they therefore return- 
ing the 14, day ot the moneth Diſtre, flew about three hundreth more of their enemies , yer 
D aliened they not in any ſort the {malleſt portion of their goods. Furthermore, the Jews flew 
inthe champain Countrey, and inthe Cities, about ſeventy five thouſand of their enemies, 
whom they diſpatched the thirteenth day of the moneth, and ſolemnized the day following. 
The Jews that 1vere at Suſan afſembled themſelves ikewiſe on the fourteenth day of the 
monech, and banqueted the whole day. Whence it cometh to paſle,thar all the Jews which 
are throughout the world, keep and .ſolemnize this day for a feſtival, and ſend Preſents 
the one unto the other, Mardecheus allo wrote unto the Jews, who lived under the Empire 
of Artaxerxes, commanding them to obſerve thole dayes, and to folemnize them willing 
them to charge their Succeſlors to do the like, to the end that this teaſt might continue for 
ever, and out-live all oblivion. For ſince on that day they ſhould have been made away 
E by Aman, they ſhould do well if after they had eſcaped thar danger, and taken revenge on 
their enemies, the very ſame day they ſhould obſerve the ſame to give thanks unto Gad: 
For this cauſe the Jews keep a ſolemn feaſt on theſe dayes, and call it Purim, as who ſhould __ 
ſay, Lottes, But Mardochers w3s great and mighty with the King, adminiſtring the King- * chore ” a 
dome with himz he had alſo a part of the greatneſle of the Queen : and tor this cauſe the LED 
affairs of the Jews had better {ucceſle, then was hoped for.

is 004p.% he paſſed further, ſpoyling of his Countrey ; he gathered together both his horſemen and 
toormen, relolving to make head againſt the Macedonians, betore they ſhould gain all Afia: 

he therefore paſſed Euphrates, and Mount Taurus in Cilicia, to encounter and fight with 

his enemies in the Countrey. Sanaballath joytul of Darius deſcent, incontinently told Ma: 


paſſes th.t he would fulfill his promiſes, as ſoon as Darixs ſhould return from the conqueſt of 
his

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that the Macedonians would not abide the batrell againſt the Petſians by reaſon of their great 
multicude z but it fell ont alrogether contrary to their expeRation. For the Perſian encoun- 
tering wich the Macedonians was overcome, andafter he had loſt the greater patt of his 
army, and left his mother, wife and childrenpriſoners, he himſelf fed 'into Perſia, Alex- 
ander arriving in Syria, ſeized Damaſco, took Sidon, and beſieged Tyre: and by tis letrers 
ſent unto the high Prieſt of the Jews, he requited him to ſend him ſome ſupplies in kis'warre; 
aud to (ell his army vidtuals for their money ; aſſuring him that if he deſired the frieridſhip of 
the Macedonians , he wonld give him that tribute which he paid to'-Darizs , beſides other 
good turnes, The high Prieſt anſwered Alexanders meſſenger, that he had ſworn unto Darizs 
never to beare arms againſt him , during his life time; againſt' which oath of his , he would 
never work ay indignitie. Which when Alexander heard, he was ſore difpleaſed, and tefolved 
notwithſtanding to continue the ſiegeat Tyre, untill ſuch time as it was taken; yer-threat- 
ned he that as ſoon as he hadraken'the ſame , he would lead forth his army againſt the high 
Prieſt, to the end that all men might know to whom they ought to keep their faith, For 
which cauſe (paring no labour , he overcame Tyre, and after he had givenorder to the eftate 
thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with Bahemeſes the Captaine of the garriſon thar 
held it. But $4naballath friding a fir opportunitie to make himſelfe great , forſook Darivs and 
followed Alexander , leading with him eight thouſand of his ſubje&s: and finding him upon 
the beginning of the ſiege of Tyre , he offered to ſurrender him all thoſe places wherein he 
commanded , acknowledging him for his Lord more willingly then he had Darius, Alexander 
accepted him willingly : whereupon , Sanaballath freely informed him of the whole eſtate , 
giving him to underſtand that Maraſſes ( who was brother to 7addns the high Prieſt of the 
Jews) was his ſon in law , who with divers of the ſame nation , were defirous ro build then 
a Temple io the countries under his dominion , affuring the King of much profit thereby, 
becauſe info doing , the force of the Jews ſhould be diſmembred into two parts, and they 
might not conſpire rogether to'make any new inſurre&tion ortrouble, as in times paſt they 
had done during the government of the Kings of Aſſyria, 

. When Sandballath had permiſſion from Alexander to build his Temple , with the greateſt 
ſpeed he might , he finiſhed the ſame , and made Manaſſes the high Prieſt theredf, ſuppoſing 
that it was the greateſt advantage that- might happen ta his danghters children. Seven 
moneths after the ſurprizall of Tyre , and two after the taking of Gaza , Sanaballath died. A- 
lexander alſo razed Gaza, and prepared himfelfe to come ſuddenly upon Jeruſalem. Which 


* when the high Prieſt 1addys underſtood , he was much grieved, and fore afraid, not knowing 


how to grow in fayour with the Macedonians : and on the other fide knowing that the King 
wasdiſpleaſed agairſt him (becauſe befote-time he had diſobeyed him: ) He therefore com- 
manded the people to make their prayers unto God, and he in his own perſoa offered facri- 
ficez requiring God that it would pleaſe him to be a ſhield of detence, and (uccour to their 
nation , and to deliver them from thoſe imminent dangers wherein they were plunged, But 
the next night following , whileſt he ſlept, God appeared untohim , and willed him to ve of 
good courage , and commanding him that as ſoon as he had circuired the wall , he ſhould 6- 
pen the gates boldly, and command the reſt of the people to attire themſelves in white ; and 
that accompanied with them , he ſhould march forward in thoſe Prieſtly ornaments, which 
were ordained by thelaw; 'to the end that in this equipage they might goe and meet with 
Alexander, without any apprehenſion of any future evill, becauſe that God had peryerted che 
ſame. As ſoon as he awaked from his fleep, he was very joyfull, and certified the reſt of this 
prediction of God , as performing that which had been commanded him , he expected in 
this manner the approach of the King ; and when he knew that he was not farre off trom the 
Citie , he marched forth to meet him , accompanied with the Prieſts ,.and amultitude of 0- 


ther nations ; neer unto a place called Sapha, which word fignifieth a watch (by reaſon that 
from that place a man may diſcoyer the Citie and Temple of Jeruſalem) The Pheenicians 
and Chaldzans that were of Alexenders train, grounding their hopes upon his diſpleaſure , 
made their attcmpr to ſack thecitie, and rohew the high Prieſt in pieces: bur it fell onr 
uite contrary , For Alexander elpying che people from a farre in white raiments , and the 
rieſts going before them in their finerochets , and the high Prieft atcired in a robe of pur- 
ple , brodered with gold, having his Miter on his head, and his plate of gold , wherein the 
name of God was written , Alexander himſelte marched forward before the reſt of his'com- 
pany, and fell proſtrate on his face before that Name , (aluting firſt of all the high Prieſt; and 
at the {aine inſtant all the Jews together ſaluted che King with one voice , and circled him-in

A his enemies, For not Sadly he, but.al(o all the Aſians perſwaded themſelves moſt aſſuredly , SAL

Temples he offered ſacrifice, accarding to thetugh Prieſts dire&ion-, whom he honoured 
tion ofhis likewiſe with very great reyzrence. And when as likewiſe , 1addus ſhewed him the prophecy 
Danich pro of Daviel,.yherein hedeclared thag a certain man of che nacion of the Greeks , ſhould de- 
phecy his troy theeſtate of the Perſians, and thatin his opizion it ſhould be » thereof Alexander was 
bouncy tothe yery joyfull ,and'diffimifled the multitude that attended him , for that time. The next day 
FE aſſembling the Jews,; he commanded them to demand certain favours at his hands: where- 
upon the high Prieſt anſwered, that he required the exerciſes of the ordinances of their fore- 
tachers;&chat every ſeventh yeer they might be exempted trom tributes. Which was granted 
them tylly, 'They,beſought him likewiſe, that by his permiſſion the Jews that were in the 
countries of,Babylon and Media, might live according to their laws. And he promiſed them 
willingly. co doe all that which they defired,, He;made Proclamation allo amogg the people , 
that if any one of them ſhquld beare arms with him ( in living according to the cuſtome of 
their nation) he was ready to receive them with him: and divers took pleaſure to ſerve un-, 
der him in the warres. | | C. | 
- After that, Alexander had in this ſort demeaned. himſelfe in Jeruſalem, he marched with 
his acmie againſt the neighbouring Citie: and whereſoever he went , he was received with 
great, affettion. But the Samaritans , whoſe Metropolitan Citie at that time was-Sichem (fi- 
cuate neer untothe mountain of Garizim , in which there dwelt divers Jews alſo , that wetE,K - 
revalted from their nation), ſeeing how magnificently - Alexander had entertained the Jews, 
the Sawari- they reſolved to demean themſelves like Jews.

No 2 metrius Phalereus Maſter of rhe Kings Library, eadeavoured to his uttermoſt ro ga- 
finus,chap, z, Ter up att Torts of books that were in the wi, and bought all that which, was 
de Library agreeable to the Kings intent, who above all things was curious to aſſemble diverfity of 
Philadelphus, books. He being one day demanded by the King, how many thouſands ef volumes he had 
already gathered : heanſwered him, that he had already aſſembled about ſome two hundreth 
5 Ehouſand volumes ; bur that ſhortly he would gather to the number of five hundreth thou- T, 
—"{ ſand. Beſides, he certified him, that he had been lately advertiſed that there were divers 
volumes among the Jews, wherein many things as touching rheir laws and policies were 
written, which were worthy of note, and deſerved to be put in ſo memorable and famous a 
Library as his was : which being wricten and ſer down in the Hebrew tongue, were very la- 
borious and difficult to thoſe that ſhould attempt to tranſlate them into the Greek t5ague. 
for their characters ſeem to have ſome reference to the Syriack, and their pronunciation 
likewiſe not much difſonant from the ſame ; notwithſtanding they have their phraſe 
proper and peculiar unto themſelves. For which cauſe there was no impediment, but that. 
they might be tranſlated - for the King defraying the charge, might eaſily cauſe it to be M 
done, to the end that being faithtully tranſlated, they might be afterwards placed in his Li- 

- brary. Hereupon the King praiſing Demetrizs care in colleCting and gathering Books, wrote 
unto the High Prieſt of the Jews, command ing that this tranſlation might be finiſhed. In the 
mean rime a certain man called 4rifteys, who was intirely beloved and befriended by the 
King, by reaſon of his modeſty, and had divers times before that preſent, reſolved with him- 
ſelf to ſolicite the King, to diſmiſſe all the Jews thag were in his kingdome, (uppuſing thar 
at that inſtant he had RB opportunity offered him to make his requeſt, he ſpake unto Soſibs 
the Targntine, and Andrew the chiet Captain of the kings guard, beſeeching them to fa- 
your him in that which he intended to move the King in. Having therefore ſounded the 


affections of theſe noble men, he addreſſed himſelf unto the King, and ſpake unto him _

this manner: Since, my Soveraign, it behoveth us nor to deceive our-ſelves by diffimul

For that ho- © 
nour therefore which you owe anto God, ſend back theſe people inte their countrey, and © 
permit them to inhabit the ſame, who amongſt all men are moſt ſingularly affeted ro their © 
religion, Neither hath your grace occafion to ſuſpect, thar I offer theſe ſupplications and << 
prayers unto you in their tavour, and for their profit, becauſe I ameither allied or deſcended © 
of any of their tribes : But where there isbur one God, who is the Maker of all men, and I © 
my ſelfam aſſured, that he takerh pleature in thoſe men chart addi themſelves to benefi- © 
cence, this is the onely cauſe that inducerh me to make this requeſt unto you, When Art- 
ſtews had ended this diſcourſe of his, the King beholding him with a cheerfull and pleaſanc 
countenance, asked him how many thouſands he thought they were, whoſe liberty he re- 
quired ? Axdrew (being hardat hand)anſwered, that there were more then one hundreth 
and ewenty thouſand. Whereupon the King replied , Is this demand, Arif.eus, a matter of 
ſmall conſequence, which thou requireſt ? Soſibius and the other aſſiſtants anſwered, that his 
reacknowledgement which he made unto God, who had given him the Kingdome, was wor- 
thy the greatneſle of his courage: ſo thar rejoycing at this their content,he charged them at 
ſuch time as they delivered the men of warre their pay,they ſhould over and above the ſame 
pay every one of them that had priſoners with them, fix{core drachmes:and as touching the 
requeſt made by them, he promiled them to diſpatch hislerrers patents, in moſt ample man- 
ner, to bring a happy iſſue to Ariſtess ſuit; or rather to ſatisfie the will of God; which was 
eſpecially to be relpeted, Whereunto conforming himſelt, he ſent out his Proclamation - 


certifying thereby that he not onely ſer chemat liberty, who had been brought thither, The King of

this effe&t: Whoſoever of you that in my fathers ſervice (by bearing arms under him) have « 
made any roades into Syria and Pheenicia, and after the conqueſt of Judza have taken any < 
priſoners, and brought them into our Cities and Countries, with an intent to ſell them : all c 
they alſo, who have heretofore detained any, or at this preſent have any ſuch captives in <, 
their poſleſhon, they are to ſer them ar liberty thar live under their thraldome, receiving cc 
for the ranſome of every perſon ſix{core drachmes; namely, the men of warre, at. ſuch time 
as their wages ſhall be paid chem: as for the reſt, they ſhall receive their money our of the « 
Kings treaſurie. For I am of that opinion; that contrary to my fathers mind, and againſt all cc 
right, they have been taken priſoners, and that their Countrey hath been in this ſort evilly cc 
intreated, by the inſolency of the ſouldiers, who have thought to make their profit and «c 
merchandize by them, in transferring them into Egypt. Having therefore an e{pecial re- cc 
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world 
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ſpect of juſtice, and intending to ſhew mercy to thole who'are wrongfully oppreſſed, I com- « 
mand that all thoſe Jews, who are detained in ſervitude be diſcharged, and that they who « 
hold them caprive, receive the ranſome/publiſhed by us ; ſo as no deceit or fraud be uſed «c 
therein, And to the end that our ordinance be exactly and fully fulfilled, our will is, that « 
this Edict of ours be publikely proclaimed three dais after it ſhall come -unto your hands, cc 
and that thoſe, who hold ſuch priſoners in their poſſeſſion, declare how many priſoners they cc 
hold.

Theſe things being thus magnificently exployted, according to the Kings command, he 
gave Demetrius in charge to make a Decree, as touching the traflation of the books of the 
Jews. For the King did nothing raſhly, but adminiſtred all things with great wiſdome,and 
circumſpeRion , and for that cauſe the copy of Demetrius ſuggeſtion, and the letters ſent to 
this effect, are orderly regiſtred, and recorded in writing : the number likewiſe of the pre- 
ſents that were ſent, and by whom they were offered. So that whoſoever ſhall behold the 
ſame, he ſhall incontinently judge by the curious workmanſhip, the high perfection of the 
workman, and by the excellencies of the pieces, he ſhall incontinently know by whom each 
of them was faſhioned, The copie of the advice and ſuggeſtion made by Demetrius is this :

» hoveth thee to have them exactly gry pry for ſince that thoſe laws proceeded from 
» God himſelf, it is moſt cercain that of all other laws in the world they are the wiſeſt and in- 
2>corrupteſt, For which cauſe, Hecates the Abderite faith, that either Poers nor Hiſtorians 
» have made any mention of them ; neither of thoſe who have been policied and governed 
» under the ſame: becauſe in themſelves they are. pure, and are not to be declared by 
2 impure lips.May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſtie to write unto the High Prieſt of the Jews, 
»” commanding him to ſend you fix Ancients of every tribe, ſuch as he ſhall know to be moſt 
» expert in their law, 'by whom we may clearly apprehend che ſenſe contained in thoſe books, 
» to the end that having the faithful interpreration of thoſe things that are contained there- 
»in, wg may collec and gather them together,to the full ſatisfaction of your Majeſties delire. 
When the King had in this ſort been both adviſed and ſuggeſted, he wrote unto Eleazar the 
high Prieſt of the Jews, as touching this matter : giving him likewiſe to underſtand of that 
liberty by him granted unto the Jews that were in kis kingdome: He ſent him alſo fifty 
talents of gold, to make cups, ewers and veſlels, with an infinite number of precious ſtones, 
commanding his Cofferers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſuffer the workmen co 
chooſe what ſtones they liked beſt, Furthermore, he willed char 2 hur-drech calents ſhould 
be given for the ſacrifices and oblations, and other uſes of the Ten: 5c Burt after that I have

After the deatth of 0xias the High Prieſt, his ſonne Simv0n firnamed the Juſt, ſucceeded 
him in his place, who for that caule was fo called, by reaſon of the piety which he ſhewed 
toward God,and good affte&ion which he bare unto his Countriemen. This Sion dying and 
leaving behind him one onely ſonne, of young and tender yrers, who was called Oniac :

The King deſirous to take it | 7h in all dimenſions, deſired to'kiiow rhe preatheſe of Tabic 


that which was ar Jerufalem, to the intent that he might canfe jrro Hefarre greater. Ard 
having certain notice how great it was,and that there was no lerbur that he might make his 
far greater,he ſaid that he would haveit five times greatev then the orher : but char he fea- 
red leſt being ſo grear, it would be unfit to offer ſacrifice therenpon ; and his intention was, 
chat the ablations which he offered, ſhould not onely ferve for ſhew, bur char rhey might 
alſo be fomewhar proper for the'uſe and fervice ofthe Temple. For this caufe, conetnding 
chat the firſt was of ſufficient and convenatble mexſure, he reſolved his ſhould not exceed the 
other in grearneffe; bar thar equalling the ſame*in qurarxitic of gold, it might exceed the 
other in variety and beauty of workmanſhip. For he was ingenious to obferve the nature of 
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divers things, and to invent new and unexpected faſhions : ſo that by his ripe judgrgent, be &G 
ſhewed the, workmen ſuch inventions, as beforctime had not been in uſe ; and commanded 
them to make and finiſh chem, having alwayes an eye tothe module; that he had-propoſed 
Pea ro; work by. He undertook therefore to make the Table of rwo cubitsand a half in 
ength, , of one in breadth, and of one and a bal .in height all. of maſſie gold : about the 
which there was made a border, a hand breadth large z enriched with moving waves, on 
which there, was a bend graven with admirable art, appearing on three ſides : For being tri- 
angularie, cverie angle preſented the ſame engraving z ſo that when it was turned, it ſeemed 
that one and the ſame, and no wayes different figure, repreſented itſelf : within the inſide 
of this border it was inchaſed with divers goodly figures, but on the outfide it was far more 
excellently beautified and wrought, becauſe inthar part it was moſt open to the cy:, For 
this cauſe the upper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts, & of three angles, which 
(as we (aid) were apparent at ſuch time as the Table was turned, each one ſeeming of equal 
magnitude with the other, Upon the graven bends there were precious ones inchalcd, 
diſtant by equal proportion the one from the other, and faftned by golden buttons tied by 
loopes. . The fides of the borders (which preſented themſelves to the eye) were beautified 
with rich ſtones, diſpoſcd after the manner of an oval ; and there was a border of golden 
twigs engraven round about the Table : under the ovals there was a crown garniſhed with 
cluſters of divers ſorts of fruits, the cluſters of grapes hung down, the ſpikes of corn ſtood 
upright,: and all was incloſed with pomegranats, and the precious ſtones were inchaſed in 
gold thorow the whole circuit of the Table, to preſent each ſort of fruit intheir native co- 
lours. There was alſo a rank of ovals under the crown, not unlike to the former, made of 
gold : ſo that on both fides,both the varictie and delicacie of the work appeared,both in the 
bends and borders z as alſo in the Table, ia which there appeared nor any difference, on 
whatſoever fide it was turned;and from the top unto the lower foot one and the ſame work- 
manſhip appeared. For it had a plate of gold ſome four fingers broad, comprehending the 
.breadth of the Table, on which the. feet of the ſame were ſtaied, which- were afterwards 
faſtned to the border by buttons and claſps of gold, to the end that the excellent and curi- 
ous workmanſhip might the better be ſcen, and that on, what fide ſoever it were turned, ix 
might alwayes ſeem the ſame. They engraved alſo on the ſame a labyrimb, in che midſt 
whereof there were divers kinds of precious ſtones, ſhining like ſtars : and og che 
reſt there were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt orient brigheneſs, - as alſo all other forts of 
ſtones that cirher are eſteemed or deſired. for their beautic or price. Near unto this laby- 
rinth from the one end unto the other, chere were certain corded. plates in the middle like 
heyy bus or Loſenge, upon which there were certain pieces of Cryſtal and Amber, 
enchaſed and placed the one by the other in equal-diſtance, and proportion : which gave a 
marvellous,contentment to whomſoever beheld che ſame; The Chaprers of the feet were 
made afterthe form of a Lily; the lcaves. whereof bent themſelves under the Table,where- 
as otherwaies the ſtalke ſeemed to be ſtretched out ſtraight. The baſe of the ſame was an 
hands breadth large, -adorned with, a Carbuncle inevery part. The breadth thercof was 
cight fingers, pp Which all the plate of the feet was ſtaied ; and on every one of them was 
there engraven by curious workmanſhip, Ivie and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of 
grapes, ſo made to life,thatthey ſeemed to be very grapes indeed For the whole was fo ſub- 
tile and delicate, that when the wind blew, the workmanſhip waved and was carried up on 
bigh, ſo that it ſeemed thar theſe fruits were rather natural, ghen counterfeited by art. The 
work was made after anew faſhion, as if ic confiſted of thiee pieces : and notwithſtanding ir 
was {o well ſhut and cloſed rogether;thar the ſeams and joynts might, not any waycs be ſeen: 
The thickaeſs of the Table was nolefſsrhen half a cubs.  -....... LS 

See here vvhat this preſent vvas,which through intire affeRion the King preſented: vvhere- 
in the, price of the ſtuff, the diverſitie and beautic of the vyorkmanſhip, and the excellency M 
of the engraving vvas accompliſhed in-perfe&tion, Mareover in this he ſo far excceded him- + 
ſelfro perform ſo much, that if it might not ſurpaſs the other vvhich vyas already inthe 
Temple, ar leaſtwiſc in art, nevv invention and excellency of proje&, it might be far more 
excellent and admirable. He gave beſides this, rwo veſſels of gold, ſcaled fromthe botrom 
as far as.the half. part of the Cup; and befides thar,. inriched with divers precious. ſtones 
curiouſly and diverſly cnchaſed, And inthe midſt of them there was a labyrinth a cubir 
high,made of all ſorts of precious ſtones, and at the foot thereof were ingraven ſpires, after 
the manner oftwigs, and faſt by them a certain fold like unto a net made inoval faſhion, 
chat aſcended cvenunto the brims. The midſtthereof was filled with lictle rargers, of che

And theſe were the preſents which were ſent by this King to be dedicated in the Tem- 
ple of Jeruſalem. All which being conſecrated and laid up in the Temple by the high Prieſt 
Eleazay, after he had grearly honoured thoſe that brought them thither, and delivered into 
their hands certain preſents to be tendered in his behalt anto the King, he diſiniſfed and 
ſent them back again. No ſooner were they arrived in Alexandria,but the King (having no- 
tice thereof, and how the ſeventy ewo Elders were come with chem) he ſent to ſeek out his cemung ro A- 
Embiaſſadours, Andrew- and —_— who came and preſented him with letters from the 


high Prieft Bleazar, and anſwer 


their work. 


im to all that which he demanded of them face ro face. 


And being deſirous to'communicate with the Elders that came from Jeruſalem to expound 
and interpret the Law, he contrary to his ordinary cuſtome and manner diſmiſſed all thoſe 
that reſorted thither for their particular affairs,to whom he was accuſtomed to give audience 
every fifth day ; as it was his ordinary manner al(o to give monethly ſatisfaction to forrain 
Embaſſadours. Having therefore for that time diſmiſſed them, he kept thoſe by-him whom 
Fleagay had ſent unto him 5 who coming to his preſence (accompanied with thoſe preſents 
which the high Prieſt had delivered them to prefent untokim, with the Originall wherein 
the Law was written with golden letters) he asked them where their books were: and chey 
diſcovering and opening them,ſhewed them uaco him. After the King had ſeen them, he was 
very much aſtonithed, to ſee the membranes and parchmenes ſo delicare, and to behold che 
whole form thereof ſo perteRly conjoyned,that it was impoſſible to difcover the ſeams : and 
he told them that he gave them thanks, for that they were come unto him, and more great 


thanks unto him,that he had ſent them, and the greateſt and moſt ſpeciall thanks unto God, 


who was the Author of theſe lawes, Whereupon the Elders and thoſe that affiſted them, 
cried out altogether, and wiſhed that all good hap might befall the king - who through the 
exceſſive joy that he conceived, burſt out into tears : For netwally extreem joy and moſt 
grievous ſadneſs have like effetFs. After he had commanded that theſe books ſhould be com- 
mitted to their truſt, who were deputed to chat office,at length he ſaluted the Elders, telling 
them that it was very behoovefull for him firſt of all co debate withthem upon the matter, 
to which intent he had ſent for themzand afterwards to give them entercainment-In a word, 
he confeſſed unto them, that cheir acceſs was ſo gratefull unto him, that he promiſed rhem, 
ſolong time as he lived, he would every yeer renew and honour the memory of the ſame, 
(and by good hap it was the very ſame day wherein he overcame Antigonus by Sea, ) His 
pleaſure was al{o,that they ſhould be his gueſts, and he cauſed divers goodly lodgings co be 


affigned them under the Caſtle, 


Nicanor likewiſe,who had the charge to entertain ſtrangers,commanded Dorotheus (who 


was ordinarily imployed ia the ſame) to prepare for every one of them ſuch things, as were 
neceſſary for their diet and entertaiament. For ſo was it ordained by the King, that in every 
Citie chat had any particularity in their manner of life, there ſhould be a Commiſlary ap- 
pointed to provide for forriners that arrived inthar place, to the intent they might be in- 
treated according to their cultomes : intending thereby, that their entertainmenc ſhould be 
the more agreeable-unto them, and that they mightbe rhe leſs tired with forrain novelties, 
This cuſtome of his was put in practice at this time by Derotheus care and exact diligence, 
whoin his own perſon-diſpoſed allthat which was neceſſary for that hoſpicalicie. He pre- 
pared two places to banquet in, in two ſeverall parts en. as the King had commanded

entred they the. kings Palace,and after they, had ſaluted him, they retired themſelves to their 
accuſtomed place ; and after they had waſhed their hands in the ſea water, and were puri- 
fied, they ſet them down in that manner to proceed and proſecute their. tranſlation. Now 
when the law was fully interpreted, and the work was fully finiſhed in the ſpace of ſeyentie 
and two dayes : Demetrius allembled all the Jews in that place where che law had been tran- 
ſlated,and cauſed it to be read over in the preſence of the interpreters chemſelves. Which 
done, the Aſſembly approved the Expoſition of the Interpreters ; and prayſed Demetrius, 
by whoſe ſuggeſtions, ang invention they enjoyed ſo great a good, They requeſted likewiſe 
that this Expoſition ſhould be peruſed.and over-read by the Nobles and Governours. After L 
this,both the Prieſt, the Elders of the Interpreters,and the Magiſtrates of the people requi- 
red,that ſince chis tranſlacion was ſo bappily atchieved,it might remain unaltered;ſo chat no

Which reſolution beingallowed by all men, it was ordered, that it any man perceived any 
thing in chat Tranſlation, which was either exuperant or deficient, he ſhould conſider there-

of his Poems of a certain hiſtorie written.in the ſacred Scriptures , was ſtrooken blinde z and #-t+47,3 20, 
acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceed from his audacious preſumption , he was reſtored v9 
his ſight afrer he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure. 

When the King had conſidered on theſe words, according as Demetrius had diſcourſed 
them unto him , he proſtrated himſelf on the earth , and commanded that the books ſhould 
be carefully kept, to the end they might continue in their pure integrity. Furchermore, he 
exhorted the Tranſlators to repair oftentimes unto hum from Judea, aſſuring them that in 
ſo doing , the matter would redound both to their honour and profit, telling them that for 
that time he thought good to diſmiſſe them - but when they ſhould return unto him again of 
their own motion, they ſhould obtain all chat which their wiſedome deſerved, or his magat- REIT” 
ficence might impart unto them, This (aid , he gave them leave to depart, after he had given bo 46 gots 
each of them three ſeverall ſutes of apparell, two talents of gold , and a cup that was in value King beſtowed 
worth a talent, and a certain bed or curious ſeat to fit and banquet upon, This gave he them norm z 
for themſelves, But to Eleazar the high Prieſt he ſent by them ten couches , whoſe feet were thoſe h- ſen 
of ſilver , and the furniturecorreſpondent , and a veſlell of thirty talents. Ten purple robes *2 Elcazar, 
likewiſe, and a magnificent Crown , and one hundred pieces of fine linen : and beſides that , 
he ſent in way of preſent unto the Temple , Ewers , Baſons , and two golden veſſels: beſeech- 
ing Eleazar by his letters, thatif any one of his ſubjes had a will ro come unto him , he 
would permit him , affuring him that he would highly eſteem the converſation of ſo learned 
men: and that he had riches which he would imploy with great plea(ure in ſuch affairs, See 
here how Ptolomey Philadelph eſteemed and honoured the Jews, 


CHAP. IIL 


How the Kings of Aſia honoured the nation of the Tews , and gave them liberty and free- 
dome to dwell in thoſe Citzes that were builded by them, ! 
Hey received honour likewiſe at the hands of the Kings of Afia, becauſe they £,099,%* 
had born arms under them. For Selexcus ſurnamed Nicayor , highly reſpected The immuni- 
them , and permitted them to dwell in thoſe Cities , which he built in Afia and |* _—_— 
lower Syria ; yea in Antioch likewiſe , which was the Metropolitane and chief Citie. MOre- tothe Jews by 
over he ordained, that they ſhould be held in as great eſtimation, as either the Macedonians >*Icucus

or Greeks that inhabited therein: fo that even unto this day that order is continued ( as of Syiia, "_ 
it appeareth by this ) for that the Jews refuſing to anoint themſelves with forrain oyl , do 

recelve a certain ſumme of money from the maſters of the exerciſes in lieu of the oyl; Which 

when the people of Antioch intended to aboliſh, during the preſent warre, Mutianss at ,,_ _.., 
that time Governour of Syria, oppoſed himſelf againſt chem. Again , when as Yeſpaſian in Antioch 
and his ſonne Titus had conquered the world, although the Alexandrians and Antiochians continued to 
required them , chat the priviledges that the Jews enjoyed might continue no more; yet ' has 
could they not obtain the ſame, Whereby the humanitie and valour of the Romans may 

appear, and in eſpeciall of Yeſpefianand Titus, that notwithſtanding they had been ſo tra- 

velled by the warres of the Jews, and were ſo bitterly incenſed againſt them , for that they 

had not by laying down their arms ſabmicted themſelves , but had continued warre againſt 

them to the uttermoſt z yet deprived they them nor of their fore-ſaid priviledges , but ſur- 

mounted their diſpleaſure, which they had long before conceived againſt them : and in like 


| ſort hadnot regard co the requeſt of two ſo puiſlant cities , as Alexandria , and Antioch were: 


In ſuch ſort as they granted nothing in fayour of them, neither ordained any thing in disfa- 
vour of thoſe whom they had overcome in warre ,. to the intent to aboliſh one onely jot of 
thoſe priviledges which they had in times paſt ; but (aid that they that had reſiſted them by 
arms , and who had been overcome, were ſufficiently puniſhed tor their obſtinacy : and as 
rouching thoſe that had not commirced any offence , they ſaw no reaſon to deprive them of 
their rights and prerogatives. We know likewile , that Marcus Agryppa was of the ſame opi- 
nin, as touching the Jews. For whereas the Ionians were ſediciouſly bent againſt them , 
and beſought Agryppa that it might be onely lawfull for them to make uſe of the priviledge , 
which Aztiochus Seleucus Nephew (whom the Greeks intituled by thename of God ) had 
given them, requiring thar if the Jews were of their blond , they might be tied ro adore the 
lame gods which the Tonians worthipped: When as therefore this matter was referred to the

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FCRAD) determination of the Judges , the Jews had the day, and obtained the libertie to live accor- (; 
The y-4 of the ding to their own laws and cuſtomes: and he that at this time pleaded their cauſe , was Nt- 
arytss a; Ccholas Damaſcene. For Agripps pronounced , that it was unlawtull for them to.innovate any 
net v::3,289, wayes: Andif any man defire to have exa&t knowledge hereof , let bim read the hundred 
LY twenty three,and twenty fourth book of the hiſtories of Nicholas, Neither ought this judge- 
ment of Agrippacs to ſeem in any ſort ſtrange : for at that time our Nation Fad not by any 
warres procured the Romans diſpleaſure. But upon juſt occaſion may a man admire the 
magnanimitie of Yeſpaſian and of his ſonne Tits , who behaved themſelves withſuch mode- 
ra ion after ſogreat a warre, and ſo grievous bartels , as chey had tought againſt us, 
antics oe NOW Will Ireturn to my purpoſe,from whence I have digrefled, Ar ſuch time as Antiochus 
prear, King of (NE great reigned in Aſia, the countrey of Jewry was grievouſly ſpoiled, and both the Jews H 
Aa & Syria, and the inhabitants of Cceloſyria endured many miſeries. For Amtiochus making war againſt 
rag the  Ptolomey Philopator and his ſonne, called Prolomey the Famous, they were pitifully perplexed. 
| For whether Amntiochus either overcame or was overcome , they were continually ſpoiled : 
ſo that betwixt the proſperitie and adverſitie of 4wtzochus , they fared like aſhip tofled and 
tormented with a ſtorm, Finally , after Axtioobhus had overcome Ptolemey , he'conquered 
Jewry. After the death of Philopater, his ſonne'ſent a great army into Caelolyria under the 
conduct of Scopas , who ſeized a great number of thoſe cities; and our Nation allo was infor- 
FAANWP) ced by warre, and conquered by him. Not long after this, Antiochus fought with Scopas, 
The yeer of the neer unto the flood Jordan, and obtained the yiory , diſcomfiting the greater part ot the 
Hwy) Loa enemies armie z at which time Antiochxs recovered again thoſe cities of Cceloſyria, which I 
Nativity, 222, Were before-time ſurpriſed by Scopes. He took Samara alſo:which when the Jews perceived, 
LAY. they ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord unto him, and having entertained him in the 
citie of Jeruſalem, they gave both his Army and his Elephants abundance of provifion, and 
willingly aſſiſted him with their forces , to ſubdue thoſe garriſons which Scopas had planted 
in the fortreſſes of the higher city. For which cauſe Antiochus ſuppoling it to be a matrer be- 
hovefull for his honour, coacknowledge and remunerate the affe&ion and forwardneſle 
which the Jews had expreſſed in his ſervice, wrote unto his Captains and frieads, lignifying 
unto them how forward che Jews had been in his'warres - and to expreſle likewiſe what gifts 
he intended to beſtow upon them. 
Hereafter I willinſerr the copie of his letters, which he wrote in favour of them, after I K

After this, Antiochus contradted alliance and friendſhip with Ptolomey , who gave him 
his daughter Cleopatra in marriage, and affigned him for her dowrie Ccelolyria, Samaria Iu- 


dea,and Phoenicia, and for that theſe two Kings divided the tributes berween them, the 
chicteſt in authority in every province, redeemed the exaRion of their countrey, and paid rancs moleſt

CHAP. IV. 


Joſeph: the ſonne of Tobias preventeth the imminent calamity of the Fews, and 
bicometh Ptolomies friend. 


Ut a certain man called Foſeph, rhe ſonne of Tobias and of Ones lifter who was 
B the high Prieſt; being young in yeers (bur honoured in Ierufalem tor his wiſe- 
dome, fore-fight, and juſtice) having certainnotice by his mother of the arrival 
of this Embaſſadour, came unto the City (for he had been abſent in the village of 
Phicala where he was born) and ſharply reproved 0#ias his Uncle on the mothers fide 
for that he did nor any wates, provide for the ſecurity of his Citizens, but fought to 
draw his countrey-men into a generall hazard, for thar he retained in his hands that mo- 
ney which was levied for the tribute » Whereby he told him that he had obtained the go- 
vernment over the people, and purchaſed rhe High Prieſthood. And thart if he were fo C 
wirched with money, that for the love of the fame he could have the patience to ſee his 
countrey in hazard, and behold his citizens alfo ſuffer all that which cruelty could infli& 
upon them ; he connſelled him to repair unto the King, and to require him to beſtow the 
whole or the half of the tribute upon him. Hereunto 0xias anſwered,that he would no more 
execute the government, and that if it were poſſible for him, he was ready to give over the 
Prieſthood, and that therefore he would not repair unto the King, becauſe he was not any 
wgies mooved with theſe occurrences. Whereupon Foſeph asked him, if he would permic 
him in the peoples behalf ro go Embafladour unto Ptolomey. Whereunto 0nias anſwered that 
he gave him free leave. Upon this occaſion Foſeph went up into the Temple, and ſummoned 
the people to a generall aſſembly, exhorring them to be no wayes troubled, and to conceive 
no fear through the negligence of his uncle 0xias,requeſting them robe confident in hearr, 
and eſtranged from all finiſter ſuſpition ; promifing them that he himſelf would go in Em- 
baſfage unto the King, and faithfully plead their cauſe before him, and perſwade him that 
they had committed no inſolent negle&, or contempt againſt his Majeſty, Which when the 
people underſtood,they gave Foſeph hearty thanks. Whereupon he preſently came down 
from the Temple, and honourably entertained che Embaſſadours that came from Prolowey, 
and having preſented them with gifts of great price, and feafted them magnificently for 
many dayes, he ſent then back to their Prince;affuring them char he would in perſon follow 
them. And the rather was he incired to this journey, becauſe the Embaſſadour had perſwa- 
ded him to repair into Egypr, under ſuch affurance, that he would obtain all his requefts ar 
Ptolomeys hands; the rather tor that he was wonne with the young mans free ſpirit rnd noble 
entercaimnent. 

Aſſoon as the Embaſſadour returned into Egypt, he certified the King of 0145s ingrati- 
tude,and Foſephs hutmanity-certifying him that he would come in perſon to entreat pardon 
for the people, for that offence they had committed againft him z and rhe rather, for thar 
he was in efpecial authority among the people : and {@'farre uſurped he upon —_ praiſes 
that both the King and the Queen Cleopatra had a good opinion of him, notwithſtanding he 
was as yet abſent, But 7oſeph ſent unto Samaria to his friends,and borrowed money, making 
his preparation for his yoyage, Having therefore furniſhed himſelf with apparel, veſlels, and 
hories, with the expence of almoſt twenty thouſand drachmes, he arrived in Alexandria, 

Act that very time it chanced that the Princes, and governours of Phoenicia and Syria 
repaired thither to buy their tributes : for the King was accuftomed every yeer to ſell them 
to the men of moſt reſpect in every City: Theſe meeting with 7oſeph on the way, began to 


them rointrabir the ſame. When the Tews were aſcertained of his complaints, they were G 
confaſed, and'amazed - but Oniee was no whit moved thereby,becauſe he was wholly given 
over to coverteouſneſle,

mock art his baſenefle and poyerty, Bat when he came to Alexandria, and had intelligence M 


that the King was at Memphis, he ſet forward and w:nt out to meet him. When as there- 
fore the King, accompanied with the Queen and Athenion his friend, who had diſcharged 
the place of Embaſſadour in Jeruſalem, came riding onward in his chariot z Athenion (who 
had been honourably entertained by zoſeph) perceiving him upon the way, certified the 
King, that it was he, of whom he had om upon his return from Jeruſalem : proteſting on 
his behalf that he was both a goed and honourable young man, Whereupon Prolozmey em- 
braced him above the reſt, and madehim mount his chariot, Where. he was no fooner 
ſeared, but the King began to accuſe 07145 for that which he had committed. But 7oſeph 
ſaid unto him, Pardon him, O King, and have reſpec to his old yeers. For you know that

Palace, and that daily he ſhould accompany him at his Princely table, | 
As {oon as the king came back to Alexandria, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Foſeph fitting 
near unto the King, were ſore diſpleaſed: and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
receive the aſſurance of their tribute,they thar were of the greateſt reckoning in their coun- 
trey farmed the ſame ; ſo that rhe tributes of Cceloſyria, Phoenicia,  Judea, and Samaria, 
amounted together roeight thouſand talents. Whereupon Foſeph arifing, blamed the far- 
mers, for that th ey had plotted amongſt themſelyes to beat dowa the price of the tributes, 
romiſing to give the double, and that he would likewiſe return the forfeitures that were 
levied upon the goods of ſuch as offended , which were tarmed together with the tributes, ,,...n..., 
The King gaveear te this diſcourſe of his with great content, and faid, that he approved of Caloſyria 
theſale © eſe tributes unto Foſeph,who in this ſort augmented his revenue. When as there- > 4 on 
fore he was demanded whether he could give ſureties! he made him anſwer with a bold cou- \**P® 


: . rage: O King (ſaid he) I will give thee ſuch pledges as are both worthy and honourable, and

This favour of his dilpleaſed thoſe Governours of the 
Cities that were come into Egypt, 1n that they ſaw themſelves contemned and conſtrained 
to return with ſhame unto their houſes, Eut Foſeph obtained 2000, footmen from the King, 
rs the end roenforce the tribute from thoſe Cities, who were negligent in their: payments: 
and after he had borrowed five hundreth talents of the Kings friends in Alexandria, he de- 
parted into Syria. | £ 
As ſoon as he came to Aſcalon, he demanded the payment of the tribute as the citizens 
hands, which they not onely refuſed to perform,but moreover upbraided him with injurious 
words. For which cauſe laying hold on about ſome twenty ef the Principals among them, he 
put them to death: and having gathered their ſubſtances together, he ſent the King' ſome 
thouſand talents, certifying him of that which he had done. Prolomy admiring at his wiſ- 
dome, and allowing of his execution, permitted him to diſpoſe of all things at his pleafure, 
The Syrians underſtanding hereof,were fore abaſhed , and perceiving that the Aſcalonites 
were ſlain by Foſeph, through the ſeverity of his juſtice and their diſobedience, they opened Th* aw :

wiſdome to keep and entertain his good hap, by thoſe riches which he himſelf had gotten: 
Por he ſent many preſents both to the King and Queen', and beſtawed liberal bounty 
both on their familiars and fayourites, and alſoon all thoſe which had any authority, -credit 
or favour in the Court, to winne and bind them unto him by his benevolence, And in this 
felicity of his continued he the term of twenty ty7o years ; during which time he was the 
father of ſeven children by one wife, and of another called. Hircanss, whom he begot 
on the daughter of his brother Solymins , whom he married upon this occaſion which 7crephs what 
enſueth. and children, 
Walking upon a time in Alexandria in the company of his Brother (wholed with him his 
daughter already marriageable, to the intent to beſtow ker'upon ſome Jew of good quality) 
whileſt he (ate at meat with the King, there entered into the banquet a cercain fair damoſel, 
trained up in dancing,with whom growing enamoured, he rold his brother ' thereof; praying 
him ſich by the lawes of their countrey it was forbiddem:thata Jew might marry with a.tran- 
ger, that he would hide his faulr,and be a fairhtull affiſtant:unto him,to the end that he might 
enjoy her whom his heart deſired, His brother promiſed himro ſhew his willing forwardneſle 
herein; and in the mean time he adorned and decked hisewmn daughter ; and broughther by 
night unto his bed: whereupon he lay with her(not knowing who ſhe was, by realon he bad - 
drunk overmuch) and had her company. Which coming topaſle divers times, he was as yet 
farre more burningly inflamed with the love of this Pancer, and told his brother that he

ſuffer his brother to fall into diſhonour. After chat Foſeph had praiſed the kind and naturall 
afteRtion of his brother towards him, he took his daughter to wife, who bare him a ſonne 
called Hircanys, as it hath been ſaid,” Who being thirteen years old, gave teſtimeny of that 

m_ _ naturall ſpirie, and dexterity that was in him ; by reaſoa whereof his brethren conceived a 

Ga dncfſe; CErTaiN hatred againſt him, the rather, for thar he excelled them in all things, and had ſuch 
parts in him, as might draw them toemulate him, Whereas therefore Foſeph was defirous to H 
know which of his children had the ripeſt judgment, and underſtanding ; he ſent them one 
after another to thoſe Maſters, who were moſt renowned for Science in that time; bur all of 
tl.e nreturned back unto him rude, and illiterated, by reaſon they were negligent and idle, 
Whereupon, he ſent Hircanus the youngelt of them after all the reſt, into a deſart place di- 
ſtant from the high way ſome ſeven dayes journey, and gave him with him chree hundreth 
couple of oxen, to ſowe the ground in that barren place, hiding from him before his depar- 
ture the yokes that ſhould couple them together. 

When as therefore he came unto the place,and perceived that the yokes were miſſing, he 
asked advice of ſome of the husbandmen: who counſelled him to ſend ſome one back unto 
his father to fetch the couples. But he ſuppoſing that he ought not co lote ſo much time as 
would be ſpent in ſending back a meſlenger, deviſed a cunning expedient ſtratagem, more 
then might be expected from one of his years. For he cauſed ten couple of oxen to be {lain, 
and diſtributed the fleſh amongſt his kin, and made them cut the skinnes, and taſhion 
couples thereof, and having yoked his oxen, he cauſed the land to be manured, according 
to his fathers direttion;and afterwards returned home unto him. V Vho loved him the more 
intirely, by reaſon of bis wiſdome, and the ſubrilty of his underſtanding ; praifing beſides 
that his reſolution and execution, eſteeming him the more, tor that he was his onely true 
ſonne;tothe general diſcontent of the relt. 

os -_ VVhen as therefore news was brought unto Foſeph,th2t about that time King Ptolomey was: 
Hicaws oo Dlefled with a young ſonne, and how all the chieteſt Lords of Syria,and the Countries under 
Prolomey. his obeyſance, repaired to Alexandria in great pomp to celebrate the birth day of the Kings 
ſonne ; he being of himſelf unable (by reaſon of tus age) to repair thicher, he ſounded his 
children,whether any one of them would go and viſit the King. When as therefore the eldeſt 
ſonnes had excuſed themſelves, and made retuſal ro undertake the journey, pretending 
thatthey were of inſufficient ability to pertorm the meſſage, .and all of them gave counſel 
that their brother Hircanus might be ſent : Foſeph took great pleaſure therear, and calling tot 
Hircanus, asked him if he would go to King Ptolomey : whopromited ro undertake the jour- 
ney, and told his father that he needed no great ſumme of money to perform the voyage 
becauſe in the way he would travel frugally, and content himſelf for the whole expence 
with cen thouſand drachmes. Foſeph was very glad to hear of his ſonnes/prudence ; and after 
Hircangs had kept filence for a while, he counſelled his facher, chat he ſhould not preſent the 
FA AG?)

Arion asked him how many talents he would have * hoping that he would crave but ten, or 
ſome lictle overplus: but when Hircenus hal told him that he had need of a thouſand , he 
waxed yvroth and reproved him for his prodigality, telling him how his facherhad gathered 
his goods with much travel], and: chrifty (paring , and — his demands, he prayed him 
to imitate his fathers example who begor him: and in a word he told him,that he would de- 
liver him no more then ten calents ; and that for noother uſe, then to 'buy gifts to preſent

Furchermore, he alledged, that he paniſhed' his fathers ſervant, becauſe he had difobeyed 
his commandement, which he onght not to do, whether his maſter- were eicher,noble or 
ignoble: and if (ſaid he) we chaſtiſe not ſuch men;as- they have deſerved, expe& (O King ) 
that-you alſoſhall be neglected by your ſubjeR. | 

When Ptolomey heard theſe words, he began to ſmile and wonder at the magnanimitie of 
the young man. Arion perceiving that the King held himſelf ſatisfied, and that he was like 
to have no afliſtance at his hands, delivered H*rcanus the thouſand talents,and by this means 
_ was heſet at libertie. Same three dayes after, Hircanus came and ſaluted both the King and 
Queen;who entertained him graciouſly, and feaſted him kindly, for the affetion ſake which 
they bare unto his father. He privily enquiring among the Merchants, bonght one hundred 
young lads well lettered, and in the tower of their age; paying a talenc for every. one ;, and 
the like number of Virgins for ſomany talents. Being thereforeinviced to a banquet by the 
King, with-all the Princes and other Lords, he was\placed beneath them all, becauſe that (by 
reaſon of his young yeers) they that aſſigned the places, according to every mans dighitie, 
made ſmall account of him. Now when as all the gueſts, after they had eaten their meats, 
laid'all their bones before Hrrcanus, fo that the table was loaden round abour. him, - a:certain 
pleaſant fellow of the Kings called Triphon (whoſe merrie conceits and jeſts the King very 
willingly liſtaed unto). during the time he was at meart, being ſollicited by thoſe that were 
at the rable, came unto the King, and (aid unto him - 


See here, my Liege, what ſtore of bones are before Hircanus ; hereby you may conjeQure, that Hircanus jc fts, 


his father hath fleeced all 'Syria, as he hath bared theſe bones of fleſh, The. King laughing at 
Triphons words, asked Hircanus how he came by ſo many bones befbre him ? Not without great 
canſe (ſaid he) O K ing's or doges devoure the fleſh with the bones, as theſe do ( 1n.which ſpeech 
he zlanced at thoſe who ſate with him at the table, becauſe they had no bones before them : ) but 
men eat the fleſh, and caſt the bones away. 4s 1 do, becauſe 1 amaman, The King wondering 
Cn anſwer, commanded all the reſt to applaud him in-approbationiot his wittie 
urbanitie. | 

The nexc day he ſought out all the Kings friends, and the principals in Court,and ſaluted 
them one by one,enquiring of their ſervants,what preſents they would court the King with 


and other ſome that were in dignitie, woald preſent them according to their abilicte, 


preſent, pretending that he had no more but five Talents. All which thele ſervants preſently 
reported to their Maſters : who were very joyfull chereat, for the hope they had conceived 
that Foſeph ſhould be blamed, and would offend the King through'the abjeRaels of his pre- 
ſent. Now when the day of the ſolemnity was come, and they likewiſe that pretended to 
preſent the King moſt magnificently,offered no more then twenty Talents : Hircanus pre- 
ſented the hundred young Lads he had bought to the King, and the Virgins unto Cleopatra : 
for whom he had paid a Talent by the pow]. At this unexpected magniticence of his gift, all 
men were amazed: but beſides this, he gave gifts of divers Talents to the King and Queens 
favourites and ſervants,and their attendants; whereby he warranted himlelt from the danger 
. that might fall unto him by their means. For the brothers of Hircanus had written unto 
them to marther him, Prolomey was highly delighted in the great magaificence of this 
young man, and willed him to ask whatſoever gift he beſt liked at his hands. Bur he requi- 
red no other thing, but that it would pleaſe the king torecommend him by his letters, to his 
tarher and brethren. When as theretore che king had ſingularly bonoured him, and had 
given him many bountifull rewards,he wrote unto his facher and brethren, and all his Go- 
vernours, and Commiſlaries, and in that fort ſent him away. His brothers hearing news 
how he had in all things highly concented the King, and that hereturned with great glo- 
ry,they iſſued out to meet with him, with an intent tro murther him, with their. fathers 
knowledge, For he being diſpleaſed wich him, by reaſon of his aboye named large expence,

T that ſ2me time there dwelt a certain man in Modin(a village of Jury)whoſe name 

was Matthias, vwvho vvas the ſon of Fob, and yyho vyas the ſon of Simen,che ſon 

of CAſmonens a Prieſt of the rank of Foarib, born in Jeruſalem: This _—_

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A had fiveſons, Fohn called Gaddis, Simon called Matthes, Fudas called Macchabeus, Eleazar SS 
named Awran, and Jonathan called Apphus. This Matthias oftentimes complained unto his uu of the 
ſons, as touching the miſerable eſtate of their Common-weal, - the ſack of their City, the befur- he Ne. 
ſacriledge of their Temple, and the miſeries of the people, telling them that it were better tiviy of cinif, 
for thera to die for the Law, then to live in ignominy, When as therefore the Commiſla- **5- - 

- ries deputed by the King, came unto the Boroughot Modim,. to conſtfain the Jewes to LY ap 
perform that which was enjoyned them, and to command them to ſacrifice, according to p.ery of Mar- 
the ordinance; requiring Matthias (who ſurpaſſed the reſt in honour, and other qualities, *** 9% bis 
bur in eſpecial in excellency of deſcent and nobilicy) to begin firſt of all to offer ſacrifice, 
ro the end that the reſt might follow him and be induced by his example; promiſing him 
that in ſodoing, the King would honour him greatly : Matthias anſwered thereunto, That 

B he would in no ſort commit that idolatry, _— them, that notwithſtanding all other Na- 
cions of the world, either in reſpec of ore or for fear of juſtice ſhould obey the EdiQts of 
Antiochgs ; yet that neither he nor any of his children could or would be induced to forſake 
their fathers Religion, Now as ſoon as he had returned this anſwer,and held his peace,a cer- 
rain Jew ſtepped torth to offer ſacrifice according to Antiochus ordinance ; wherewith Mat- 
thias was in fach ſort diſpleaſed, that both he and his ſons fell upon him, and with their An apottara 
ſwords hewed him in pieces. He flew Apeſles the Kings Captain ikewiſe,with certain other _ by Mat- 
ſouldiers who would have withſtood him. And not content herewith, he overthrew the * 
Altar, crying out with a loud voice ; It (ſaid he) any one be affetioned to the Lawes of his _ 
fathers, and the ſervice of God, let him follow me : and this ſaid, he ſuddealy retired him- Mauhias wits 

C ſelf intothe delart with his ſons, leaving the Borough utterly diſpoſſefled. The reſt doing Þ's ſons fieth 

the like, retired themſelves into the deſart, with their wives and children, and made their 1372 i 
habitation in certain caves. The Kings Captains having intelligence hereof, gathered thoſe 
forces that were at that time in the Cittadel of Jeruſalem, and purſued the. Jews into the 
defart, And having overtaken them, they laboured firſt of all, to make chem ſubmit them- 
ſelves, and to make choyce of that which ſtood with their profit, rather then to ind:nger 
themſelves, 'and intorce them to chalt'ſe their diſobedience, with blood in war. But the 
Jews reſpected them not a whit, but contradifted them in their demands, who had already 
concluded and reſolved among themſelves, rather to dye then commir (uch an impiety : For 
which cauſe they (who omitted no opportunity) aſſailed the Jewes on a Sabbath day, and 
D burned them within their caves, who neither reſiſted their enemies, nor ſo much as cloſed 
up the mouthes of their caves: And therefore abſtained they trom all defence by reaſon 
of the day, relolving with themſelves, in no ſort to. violate the Sabbath day ( for we are 
commanded to ceaſe from all labour on that day). There were therefore about ſome thou- The Jews are 
ſand ſtifled in their caves ; accounting both men, women and children, Yet notwithſtand- {29.07 he g 
ing, divers eſcaped, who joyned themſelves with Matthias, whom they appointed like- wh.ch ita gb-

V \ / had hapned: he therefore aſſembled all his forces, and hiring divers ſtrangers Pay at 
and mercenary Iſlanders, he prepared himſelf to invade Judza about the Spring OG 
time. But after the muſter of his Army, when he truly found thar his treaſure failed him, 
and that he was in great ſcarcity of money (for all his tributes were not truly paid him, be- 
cauſe the Nations were rebellious) being likewiſe in his own nature a man of great and mag- 
nificent ſpirit, that could not be contented with that which he then had, he reſolyed firit 
of all ro go into Perſia, to gather his tributes, He therefore let the charge of his affaires Antioch 
with Zyſias (aman very much eſteemed by him, and ſuch a one as goyerned all the Countrey commicing 
from Euphrates, as far as the borders of Egypt, and the lower Aſa) giving him likewiſe a his Kingdome, 
part of his Army and-ſome of his Elephants. To him had the King given charge to ſee his L_ fy 
{on Antiochus well and carefully trained up, untill his return : commanding him expreſly, chaige ; nf 
that when he had conquered Judza, he ſhould make the Inhabitants thereof his ſlaves, and © iato Per- 
ſell them to thoſe that would give moſt, and deſtroy Jeruſalem, and utterly abokih that race. * 
The King having given this charge to Lyſ#.s, led forth his Army towards the Countrey of 
Perſia, in che hundred fonrty and ſeventh year : and after he had paſſed Euphrates, he mar-

werld, 3802. ted (Oo many times, Fudas aſſembled the people together, and rold them, Thar after they had T, 
- or Sy obtained ſo many viRories through the mercy of God, it behoved them ro aſcend up unto 
qe ping Jeruſalem, and to purifie the Teinple that was deſolated , and to offer thole ſacrifices ordai- 
ned by the Law. Aicending theretore thither with a multitude of peopie,he found the Tem- 
ple delarr, and the gates thereof burned, and grafſe growing within the ſame, through de- 
ſolarion. Being therefore confuſed with fo pittous a ſpe&acle, he began to weep with all 
thoſe that accompanied him: And having choſen our certain of his beſt {ouldiers, he com- 
manded them to entorce che garriſon that were in the fortreſle ; whiles he himſeit purged 
the Temple. Which command of his being exadly and reſolutely fulfilled, he ſent for new 
veſlels, acandleſtick, arable, an altar of incenſe,all made of gold. He pur alſo veils or hang- 
ings tothe doors, accuſtomed to be ſpread abroad; and ſet gates to the Temple. And having 4 
thrown down the altar of burnt-offerings, which had been prophaned by Antiochus, he buil- 
ded a ne\y of all ſorts of ſtones, neither hewen,nor hammered,according to art. The five and 
twentieth day of the moneth of Chaſleu (with us-September) there were lights ſer upon the 
candleſticks, and perfumes laid upon the altar, and loaves impoſed upon the Table, and ſa- 
crifices offered upon the new altar, All which happened the ſame day three years, wherein 
The Temple before-time the ſacred Religion was changed into prophane and hateful impiery, For the 
coir dctulare temple was ruinated and left deſolate by Antiochus, and remained in that eſtate for the ſpace 
years ſpace, Of three whole years.

rejoyced they at this reeſtabliſhmear, ſeeing that contrary to all hope after ſo long time, re —_

Theſe did he en- 
counter with and overcome, and took their City of Tazor, and burned it, and led away their 
wives and children into captivity,and afterwards returned into Iudza.The neighbouring na- 
tions hearing of his departure, afſembled themſelves together in Galaad againſt the Tews,

ma,ſent letters unto Fudas,giving him to nnderſtand,that Timethews intended to ſurprize the 
place whereunto they were retreated, and requeſted him to deliver them from this danger.

When Nicaxer ſaw that his intent 
and ſubtilry was diſcovered, he reſolved to make open war upon 1udas,and to bid him battell

awrnon A +. {trained Iudas to retire himſeltinto the fortrefle in Jeruſalem. When as therefore Nicavey re- 
people,char turned from the fiege of 1»dac in the temple of Jeruſalem, certain of the Prieftsand Elders 
except they = Went out to meet with him, andafter they kad done their reverence, they ſhewed him thoſe 
gg os ſacrifices, which (as they ſaid) they intended to offer unto God for the kings proſperitieand jy 
deſtroy the health. But he blaſpheming,threatned them, that if the people did not deliver 1udas into his 
Temple, hands, he would deſtroy the Temple upon his rerurn, and with theſe menaces he departed 
out of the city. Which when the Priefts heard, they began to ſhed aboundant tears, praying 
God that it might pleaſe him to defend his ſacred temple, together with thoſe which calle 
on his name therein, from the violence and outrage of theirenemies. 
Whenas therefore Nicanor departing from Jeruſalem, arrived neeruntothe borough of 
Bethoron, he encamped there ; and to that place a great ſupply of ſouldiers came unto him 
out of Syria. Now 1udas was incamped in another borough called Adas, about thirty fur- 
longs diftant from Bethoron, having with him at the moſt not above one thouſ: _ =

Whereupon the 
inhabirants thereabour underſtanding hereof, berook them to their weapons, and meeting 


with thoſe that fled in the foreward,flew them, ſo that no one eſcaped from this bartel,not-

teenth day of the moneth Adar, as our countrey-men call ir, and the Macedonians Diftre : adar, Marck, } 
And hereof cach year there is both a ſolemn feaſt & memorial obſerved. From this time for- 

ward the nation of the Jews were in quiet withour any invaſion, and lived in peace for a little 

time:but afrerwards they were troubled with the like combars and dangers. Whereas there- 

fore the high Pricſt ,4lcimus intended to beat down an old wall of the SanAuarie, which aicimus the 
had been builded by the holy Prophets, he was ſuddenly ſtruken by God; ſo that.he incon- bigh Prieſt 


C \inent]y loſt his ſpeech, and fell ro the ground and after he had indured many grievous tor- _ 


ments tor divers days, at laſt he died miſcrably,after he had enjoyed the Prieſthood for the 
ſpace of four years.

When the Embaſſadours were ſent from Fudar, were arrived in Rome;the Senate 


entertained them , and after they had diſcourſed with them upon the occafion of their Em- 

baſſage, they accepted and concluded upon their alliance, and made a Decree, the Copie 

whereof was then brought into Judza;and the original reſerved inthe Capitol, engraven in 

a Table of Braſs. Which arreſt or Decree of the Romans, as touching their alliance and Th. qearee os 
good-affetion they bare unto the Jews, contained theſe Articles :' That noman under the the Romans 
obedience of the Romans, ſhould maintain warre againſt the nation of the Fews : neither ſhld w— ”:

was a Valiant man,a great warrier, & very reſpe&ive of the commandments of his father Atas- 
thie,having done and ſuffercd all thaz ho might for-cheliberty ofhis countrey. Being there» 
fore after this manner adorned with vertue, he hath'left bchind him a perpetual renown of 
his worthy ads, and an honourable memory of himſelf obrained by the liberty, in which x 
he re-eſtabliſhed his nacion, retiring them from the ſervitude of the Macedonians: who dis 
ed al(o after he had diſcharged the office ofthe high Pricſt, for the ſpace of three years.

Ut 70nathan knowing his deliberation: ſent an Embaſſadour unto him to conclude a ji;9, 
peace and amitie betwixt them , with this condition , chat they ſhould each of them keth peace 
deliver up thoſe priſoners that were taken on either fide. Bacchides ſuppoſing that withlonathan. 
bis requeſt would be to his great honour, and that a fit occaſion was now offered him, where- nan. 
upon he might raiſe his fiege without any diſgrace , promiſed 1onathes his friendſhip ; ſo that mas punid.ing 
F both of them ſwore from chat time forward never to make warre the one againſt che other z ** 4 _ 
and each of them both received, and reſtored their priſoners, Thus returned Bacchides into 
Aatioch unto his King , and after that retreat he neyer made warre again upon Indea. But 
Tonathan having obtained this ſecuritie , went and dwelt in the rown of Machmas : where ad- 
' miniſtring and governing the Common-weal , he executed ſuch ſevere juſtice on rhoſe that 
vers revolted from thereligion of their countrey,that he cleanſed the nation of all ſuch kinde 
of men.

A Jeruſalem builded, according to Moſes lawsand ordinances, was the lawfull Temple;butthe FR Ng 
Samaritanes maintained,that that which was -builded on mount Garizim, was the true Tem- 7h ye of the 
ple. They therefore beſought the King thatit would pleaſe him to fit in judgement, with ROS ng, 
the afliftance ofhis friends, to hear their allegations in this behalf, and to condemne the » of chrif, 
party unto death, who ſhould be found faulty in his procefſe. Now the. advocates which '5*: | 
pleaded for the Samaritans, were Sabbeas and Theodoſizes : and Andronicus the ſonne of Meſ- 

{alam defended the cauſe of thoſe of Jeruſalem,and the other Jews, And both of them ſwore 
both by God and the King, thatthey would bring their proves according to the law , be- 
ſgeching Prolozwcy to adjudge him;todeath, whom he ſhould finde to have falfified his oath. 
The King therefore fate down with his friends, both to hear the cauſe, and determine upon 
their differences. But the Jews of Aiexandria were ſore moved anddiſpleaſed againſt them, 

B that haddrawnthe preeminence of the Temple in Jeruſalem into queſtion, and were highly 
diſcontent that a Temple ſoancient and famous, and ſo efteemedand honoured thorow the 
whole world, ſhould in ſuch ſort be diſgraced. When as therefore the day of audience was 
come, Sabbeus and Theodoſiuc ſuffered Andronicus todeclaim firſt: who began to approve the 
lawfulneſſe, holineſſe, andreligion of the Temple in Jeruſalem out of the Law ; and by the 
ſucceſhve government of the high Prieſts, who from father to ſonne , and from hand to 
hand, had received this honour; therein alleadging that all the Kings of Afia had Raonred, 
the Majeſtic of that place with preſents and rich oblations : whereas neither in record 0 
men, nor courſe of antiquity, the Temple of Garizim had been.in any eſtimation. By theſe 
and ſuch like words, Andronicus perſwaded the King, that the Temple of Jeruſalem was 

C builded according to the ordinance of Moſes, inviting him toadjudge Sabbews and Theodoſins 
todeath. This may ſuffice as touching the differences of the Jews of Alexandria, and ſuch 
things as betellthem during Prolomey Philometors time.

ALEXANDER after DEMETRIUS death honoured JONATHAN greatly. 
FTER that Demetrius was ſlain in fight (according as we have heretofore decla- ny þ wry 
red) Alexander was King of Syria, who wrote to Ptolomey Philometor, requiring his 1. Mar. 11: 
daughter in marriage, telling him that it waga matter anſwerable ab bg. a So Ss... 
contract affinitie with him; firſt, ſince he had obtained his fathers Empire by the nick Ci 
favourof God : and next, for that he had overcome Demetrius. Prolomey yeelding a willing opara, Prolo- 
care totheſe his demands, and entertaining them with great pleaſure, wrote back that he "**4augliter; 
was very glad that he had recovered his fathers kingdome 'Prompiling Tim to give him his 
daughter in marriage; giving him to underſtand, that he would meet him at Ptolomais, and 
bring his daughterunto him to that place, aud there celebrate the nuptials. After he had 
written theſe letters, Ptolomey made his ſpeedie repair to Ptolemais, and led with him his 
daughter Cleopatra ; where meeting with Alexazacr {600098 to their appointment ) he 
delivered him his daughter, with ſucha dowry of gold and filver,as well beſeemed his kingly 
E magnificence, Unto he ſolemnifing of this marriage, Alex«nder by letters invited the high 
Prieſt 70»4han, commanding him to repair unto him to Ptolemais. Where, after he was ar- 
rived,and had both preſented his ſervice with other magnificent preſents to both the kings; 
he was highly honoured by both, inſomuch as Alexander conſtrained him to put off his ordi- 
narie garments, and to put on apurple robe, and after that to fit upon a royall Throne: com- 
manding his Captains to march before him thorow the Citie ; and to command by publike 
edict, that no man ſhould dare to ſpeak any thing againſt him,neither offer him any cauſe of 
diſcontent in what ſort ſoever, Allwhich the Contains performed ; ſo that they, who pur- 
ſely and maliciouſly repaired thither to accuſe him,ſeeing the honour that was done unto 
m by thispublication, fled away haftily,for tear leſt ſome miſhap ſhould befall them. This 
F King Alexander loved Ionathas fo intirely, that he afforded him the chieteft place amongſt 
the number ef his deareſt friends.

ſengerunto the high Prieſt 19narhay, ſignifying unto him, that it was not convenient that he 
onely ſhould live in aſſurance at his own eaſe and in authority, without ſubmitting himſelf 
untoa King ; and that it wasa great indignitie for him in all menseyes, for that he had not 
inforced himſelf to ſtoop under the obedience of a King. For which cauſe (ſaid he) deceive - 
not thy ſelf, neither hope thou by ſculking in the mountains, or depending on thy forces, to 
continue thy greatnefle ; but if thou truſteſt to thy power,come down into the field,and en- 
counter with me and my army in the Plain, tothe end that the iſſue of the victory may ſhew 
which ofus is moſt valiant.Be not thou ſo ignorant that the nobleſt of every City bear arms 
under one, who have alwayes overcome thy predeceſſors. For which cauſe 1 challenge thee 
to meet me in that place where we may uſe our ſwords and noftones ; and where the vyan- 
quiſhed ſhall have no advantage by his flight. /9nathaz whetted by this bitter meſſage, choſe 
out ten thouſand ofhis beſt ſouldiers , and departed from Jeruſalem accompanied with his 
brother Sim-0»,and came unto Joppe, and eacamped without the City (becauſe the citizens 
had ſhut the gates againſt him) fer they had a garriſon planted in that place by Apolſonins. 
Butasſoon as addreſſed himſelf to batter the Citie, the inhabitants were afraid , for fear 
leſt he ſhould ſurpriſe the ſame by force,and for that cauſe they opened him the gates. Apol- 
lonius daer ern oh that Joppe was taken by 19nathan , he took three thouſand horſemen, 
andeight thouſand footmen with him, and came into Azot;whence he departed, leading our 
his army with a ſober march, foot by foot; and arriving at Joppe, he retired back to draw 10- 
»ahaninto the field, aſſuring himſelfupon his horſemen, and grounding his hope of victory 
upon them, But 79nathan ifluing out boldly,purſued Apolionins as farre as Azot : who finding 
himſelfin the champain field , turned back upon him and charged him. 7onathax was in no 
ſort abaſhed toſee the thouſand horſemen , that Apolonius had laid in ambuſh neer unto a 
certain ſtream, to the end they might charge the Jews behinde,but diſpoſed his armyin ſuch 
ſort, that his ſouldiers on every fide turned their taces upon the enemie ; commanding his 
men todefend themſelves on both ſides, fighting with thoſe that affailed them either in the 
vantguard or the rereward; This battell continued untill evening,and 7onathan had given his 
brother Simoz a part of his forces,charging him to ſet upon the enemies battell : as for him- 
ſelf, he drew himſelfand his ſouldiersintoa form ofa battalion reſemblinga Tortoiſe, to the 
end that being covered with their bucklers,joyned the one with the other, they might bear 
off the horſemens arrows: to which allof them ſhewed themſelves obedient. The enemies 
horſemen ſhooting all their arrows againſt them, did them no harm; for they pierced not as 
farre as the fleſh, but lighting upon the bucklers (encloſed and faſtned the one within the 
other) they were eaſily beaten back and born off, and fell down being ſhot all in vain, But 
when as the enemies were wearied with ſhaotihg from betimes in the morning untill even- 
ing,and that Simor wt they could charge no further, he ſet upon them with his ſoul- 
diers ſo couragiouſly, that he put themallto flight. The horſemen of Apollonius m__ 
thatthe footmen were difarraid, grew heartlefſe likewiſe,and wearied alſo, forthatchey ha 

fought untill the evening : and having loft the hope that they had in their footmen, they 1g 
took their flight in great diſorder & confuſion: ſo that they brake their ranks ofthemſelyes, 
and were ſcattered thorow all the plain. 10athan alſo purſued them as farre as Azot, and ta- 
king the City by aſſault, he flew divers of them, conſtraining the reſt that were indeſpair to 
flic intothe Temple of Dagon, which is in Azot;and taking the Citie by aſſault, he burned it 
with the villages round about, and ſpared not the temple ot Dagon, but burned it & allthoſe 
that were therein. The number as well of thoſe that were ſlain n the battell, as ofthoſe that 
were conſumed by fire in the Temple,was eight thouſand men. Having therefore in this ſort 
diſcomfited this army, he departed from Azot,and marched towards Aſcalon : and as he was 
encamped without the City, the Aſcalonites came out untohim, and both Py _

C him, and ſent him back to Jeruſalem, When Ptolomey was come to Ptolemais, he hardly ef- cccrrained by 
caped death, and that contrary to all expeRtation by Alexanders own com plotting, and Am- bin. = 
wonigs his friends mediation: Whuch treachery bemg diſcovered , Ptelomey wrote unto berry I 
Alexander, requiring him that Ammonius might be puniſhed for his treaſon and conſpiracies Pro omey and 
practiſed againſt him , which in their natures required a ſevere and cruel puniſhment. But MR 
ſeeing that Alexander delivered him not upinto his hands, he conjectured and concluded, c:.q, away 
that he himſelt was the author thereof, and conceived a hainous diſpleaſure againſt him; In his daughter 
like manner before that time Alexander had offended the Antiochians, by the means of the RES 
ſaid Ammoninus, who had loaden them with many wrongs and incommodities: but in the end hcr to Deme- 
Ammonius Was puniſhed for theſe his outragious miſdemeanors,and diſgracefully (lain like a crivs for tis 

pn \Yoman, whileſt in a womans arcire, he ſought to hide himſelf, as we have expreſſed it in ano- "*** 
ther place. - © 

A. that time Proloyzey began to accuſe himſelf for beſtowing his daughter in marriage on. 

Alexander, and for refuſing Demetrius to be his friend and contederate: fo that he brake off 
the affinity that he had with him , and after he had withdrawn his daughter from him, he 
preſently ſeat Ambaſſadors unto Demetrius to confirm a league of peace and affinity with 
him promiſing him to beſtow his daughter upon him in marriage, and to eſtabliſh him in his 
fathers kingdome. Demetrius very joyful ro hear of this Ambaſlage, accepted both of the 
confederation and marriage, There onely. remained one difficulty for Prolomey to ſurmount, 
which was, how he might perſwade the Antiochians to admit Demetriss, againſt whom they 
pg Vere {o grievouſly incenſed, for the indignities which his facher Demetrius had offered them; 
but this difticulry overcame he by this means that enſuerh, The Antiochians hated Alex- 
ander, becauie of  Ammonins (3s we have expreſled heretofore) and by that means were the 
more eaſtly drawn to drive him out of the City. He perceiving himlelf to be thruſt out of 
Antioch, cameinto Cilicia, Whereupon Prolomey came unto Antioch, and was both by the 
Citizens and ſouldiers therein proclaimed King, and was conſtrained to take two. Diadems, 
the one as King of Afia, the other as King of Egypt. He was a man of agentle and juſt na- 
cure, no wayes ambitious ;, but {ach.a one as did prudently forecaft what was roenſue: ftrt- p,jomey per- 
ving by all means pofſible'ro avoid the hatred and jealouſie of the Romanes, For'which cauſe ſwaded the |

ginning ſet light by the engines that _ had raiſed to ſurpriſe the place,in the ſtrength 
whereof they repofed too much confidence: Butin the end, ſome of theſe miſcreants break- 
Jona%a" 3?” ingout by night, came unto Demetrins and certified him of the ſiege ; who was ſore diſplea- 
tus by pre- ſed therear, and taking a ſtrong army with him, departed from Antioch to make war upon 
lents, Fonathan.

(with thoſe whom Jonah had fent him) mdCharped them - bur hewas forced to retire : 
and overcame by them, who were aſſembled in that place to the number of many thon- 
ſands. For which cauſe the Jews perceiving that the Antiochians had rhe berter hand, they 
mounted upon the batclements of che Palace, and from rhence darted and ſhot againſt them, 
without any endamagement to themlelves { by reaſon of the diftance and height of che

the you The Antiochians perceiving that they could not remedy rhe fire, nor exrin- 
guiſh rhe ſame, berook them to flight., and the Jewes chaſing them trom houſe to houſe, 
purſued them after an incredible manner, When theKing perceived that the Citizens of 
Anrioch ranne here and there to fave their wives and children, and for that occaſion had 
given aver the barrel, he ſet upon them in a certain narrow ſtrait, whereas divers of chem 
wereſlain, and all ar laſt enforced to caſt down their weapons, and to yeeld rhemfelves ro De- 
metrins mercy, who pardoning them their rebellion, pacified rhat fedition. After thus he re- 
wards the Jewes with part of the pillage, thanking them as the onely authors of his victory. 
E Whereupon he ſent chem back to Fonathan, with no {mall acknowledgement and reſtimo- 
ny of their proweſle and virtue. But afterwards he diſcovered his evil nature towards him, 
and falfified his promiſes, menacing him to make warre upon him, except he paid him chole 
tributes, which the people of the Jewes oaght, and were wont to pay unto the Kings an- 
ceſtors before crime. And theſe deſignes of his had he executed, had not Tryphox hindred

, unto him and Tryphoy, proteſting that he was their friend and ally,,and thar; he would fight 
on his ſide againſt Dexzetrins, who negleting thoſe benefits which he had received (not- 


- g09d, which he had fo kindly excended towards him. 


Bur after that Antiochus had granted him leaveto leyie .a great army, Qutiof Syria..and 
Phcenicia,to fight againſt Demetrius followers, he addreſſed himſelt-incontyiently into, the 
Cities, who received him very magnificently ;,yer did chey not afford him-any men of war. 
Coming from thence:unto Alſcalon, the Citizens, in honourable aray came out to. meet | him 
with preſents ; whom together with the Cities of Caeloſyria, he exhorted to torſake Dexe- 
trius part, and to follow Antiochss, to the end,that joyning themſelves with him,they mighc 
all of them combine their forces againſt Demetrius, and take vengeance of thoſe miichiets 
which they had oftentimes endured by his means : and which it they prudently examined, 
they had many reaſons to proſecute their revenge. After he had perſwaded theſe Cities to 
enter into confederaticn againſt Demetrius, he came to Gaza, to induce them likewiſe,,and 1 

reconcile them to Antzochus, But he found,the Gazeans to be of a farre contrary diſpoſition 
then that which he expected; for they flacly-refiſted him : and although they were intended 
to forſake Demetrius,yet would they pot joyn-their forces,or ſubmit the City to his govern- 
ment. For which caule Foxathan befiegedgheir City, and (poiled their countrey: tor with 
the one halt of his army he begirt, Gaza; and with the other halt he over-ran the countrey, 
ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gazeans ſeeing theſe miſeries which they were .con- 
ſtrained to endure,and perceiving that no ſuccours came unto them from - Demetrius; but 
that their own overthrow yas at hand, and their aſſiſtance far off: and that which was worle, 
moſt uncertain: rhey thought it to be the wiſeſt part for them to forlake the one,and follow 
the other. Whereupon they ſent meſſengers unto Fonathan, proteſting that they would be x 
both his friends and confederates. For, mendo unwillingly take know!edg of thei profit,

ſurprize the ſame, they that were beſieged waxed atraid, leſt it he ſhould take the town by 
force, they ſhould loſe their lives. For which cauſe, they (ſent an Herald unto Simon, re- 
queſting hum that he would permit them to depart out of Bethſura with the ſafety of their 
lives and goods, and go unto Demerrins : who ſatisfying their demands, they preſently de- 
parted out of the City, and he planted a Garriſon therein of their own men, in place of che 
Macedonians. In the mean while Foxathan, who was in Galilee, cauſed his army to dif- M

two Generals of Cleopatras armie, died in Coeloſyria , being in purſuic of Prolomey. Cleopatra 

having tydings of her ſonnes enterpriſe, and that che ſucceſle and fortune he expected in Protomey 
Egypt had failed him , ſhe ſent part of her armie todrive him our of the countrey ; ſo that he friven our of 
was enforced to return back again out of Egypt, and to goand ſpend his winter at Gaza, phjtniasve. 
Mean while Cleopatra befieged and took the citie of Prolemais, whither Alexander reſorted figed and ra 
unto her, with =_ preſents , and an anſ{werable reſpe& unto his fortune, who had been (0 - . dy Cleo: 
untowardly handled by Ptolomey , having now no other recourſe left him but to her favour 

and affiſtance, Upon his arrivall, certain of her familiars counſelled her tolay hands on him , 

and to ſeize the countrey : and not to permit that ſo great a number of Jews , and they ſo ya- 

liant men , ſhould become ſubjets unto one man. But Anenzas gave her counſel] to the con- 

trary , alleadging that ſhe ſhould commit.an a of great injuſtice, if ſhe ſhould depoſe him , 

who was her allie , from the government z who was beſide that , very neerly allied unco her, 

For (ſaid he) I would you ſhould know , that by commitring this wrong , you ſhall raiſe in all 

the reſt of nod ge a hainous hatred againſt you. Cleopatra conforming her ſelf according to Alexanders 
Ananies counlell , reſolved with her ſelf to offer Alexander noinjurie; but inſtead thereof, Peace with 
ſhe entertained him as her allie and friend, at Scythopolis a Citie of Cceloſyria. Now when ava © 
Alexander perceived, that he was diſcharged of the fear which he had conceived in reſpect of a4. M 
Ptolomey , he incontinently diew his army into Cceloſyria, and after ſix moneths ſiege, world 1973. 
took Gadara: he took ſhortly afrer Amath alſo (which is a great fortreſle belonging to the #efor cirits 
inhabitantsabout Jordan) where Theodore the ſonne of Zexon had hoorded up the richeſt and "7222"; 
goodlieſt part of his ſubſtance: who ſurpriſing the Jews at unawares, ſlew about ten,chouſand A" xinder ta-

This did not any wayes aſtoniſh Alexander : but notwithſtanding the dyſaſter , he marched 
forward toward the cities Raphiaand Anthedon , which Herod afterwards called Agrippias , 


D fituate on the'ſea-coaſts , and rook them perforce z and ſeeing that Prolomey was retired from 


Gaza into Cyprus,and that Clespatra his mother was in Kgypt,he beſieged the citie of Gaza, 

and ſpoiled all the countrey round about it , by reaſon of the diſpleaſure which he had con- ,, , ,_ 
ceived againft the citizens, for that they had ſought their aſliſtance at Prolomeys hands againſt 6 p«h Gaza, 
him. Againſt him Apelodotus Captain of the Gazeans made a ſally by night, and entred the Ayollodorus 
camp of the Jews , having onely with him two thouſand ſtrange ſouldiers , and one thouſand {15 —_ 
of his own followers. And as long as the night laſted , the Gazeans had the upper hand , be- of the jews. 
cauſe that they made their enemies beleeve that Prolomey was come to their reſcue, and to 

aſſault the Jews afreſh : but as ſoon as the day appeared, and this opinion was found falle, as 


ſoon as the _ were aſſured of the truth, they turned back upon them, and gharging the 


E Gazeans, they ſlew about ſome one thouſand fighting men of them. 


All this notwithſtanding, they bethought them on no ſurrender, but ſtood out, being nei- 
ther amated with loſle of men , nor lack of proviſion whatſoever , reſolving themſelves rather 
to endure any miſery , then to ſubmit themſelves into the hands of their enemies: and that 
which made them more confident , was the hope of help which they expected from Areas Areras King 
King of Arabia, whe had promiſed nolefſe. Bur it came to paſſe that Apollodotus was (lain be- * >rabia tlar- 
fore his arrivall , and the citie taken, For Lyſuwachs his brother conceived a jealoufic againſt ;c1,, .. 
him , by reaſon of the good opinion which the inhabitants had of him, and having lain him, hope of reſcue, 
and gathered thoſe fighting men that he might , heyeelded up the citie unto Alexander, Hmatus 
who at the firſt made a peaceableentrie, but afterwards diſperſed his ſouldiers, and gave cher Apollo- 
them licence to execute all hoſtilitie againſt the citizens : ſo that they ated their craeltic 49, and be- 
in every place, and ſlew many of the Gazeans: Neither died theſe citizens unrevenged , bur (int ant? ©® 
ſo manfully behaved they themſelves , that they butchered no leſſenumber of Jews, then 
they murthered citizens among them. Some of them likewiſe perceiving themielves to be 
alone, ſet fire upon their houſes , raking away firſt that which was therein to the intent that DV. 
the enemy might beenriched with none of their ſpoils. Ocherſome killed their wives and vm 
children with their own hands , mearfing this way to deliver them from the enemies ſervi- 
rude. But rhe Senators, to the number of five hundreth, were fled into the Temple of Apollo 
(for at ſuch time as the enemy entred the rown , they wereby chance aſſembled in coun(ell) 
all theſe did Alexander put to the (word, and inftantly razed and levelled chat Citie with the 


ground 
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ground : which done, he returned to Jeruſalem, after he had ſpent one whole yeer at the G 


liege before Gaza. 

About this time Antiochus , ſurnamed Gryphys , died by the treaſon of Hirclrow , in the 
fourty ane fifth yeer of his age , and in the nine and twentiethof his reign, His ſonne Selewcus 
had the Kingdome after him , who made warre againſt his uncle  Antiochas , ſurnamed Cyz#- 
cenus , and having overcome and raken him,he ſlew him. Not long after, Antiochus the ſoane 
of Cyzicenus , and Antoninys , ſurnamed the Devout, came to Arace,and placed the Diadems 
upon their heads, and made warre againſt Seleucus, whom they overcame in one conflict, and 
drave him out of all Syria, who flying itto Cilicia , and arriving again inthe citie of the 
Mopfeates, he exated a ſumme of money at the citizens hands. Bur the people were ſo in- 
cenfed, that they ſer fire on his palace; whereby it came to paſle, that both he and his friends 
were burned to duſt. During the time that Amtiochus to ſonne of Cyzicenus reigned in Syria , 
another Antiochns , Seleucus brother , made warre againſt him z but he was not onely over- 
come, but both he and his army were put to the ſword, After him , Philip his ſonne took che 
Diadem, and governed in certain places of Syria. 

Mean while Prolomey Lathurns ſent to Gnidws for his fourth brother Demetrius Eucerus, and 
made him King of Damalco. Againſt theſe two brothers Antiochus made a manly and valiant 
reſiſtance, but died very ſhortly after. For repairing to Laodicea to fuccour the DR of the 
Galadenians , who made warre againft the Parthians , he died fighting valiantly z anc his two 


fghrerhagainft brothers , Demetrius and Philip poſſeſſed Syria , as hereafter ſhall be declared. As for 4lex- 


ander ,2 domefſticall edition was raiſed againſt him , tor the people aroſe and mutined at ſuch 
time, as he affiſted at'the Altar to ſolemnize the feaſt of Tabernacles , and during the time 
that he intended the ſacrifice , they caſt Citrons at him - for (as we have declared elſewhere) 
the Jews have this cuſtonie , that on the feaſt of the Tabernacles , eachone bringeth a branch 
of Palm, and of Citrons. They upbraided him alſo with many injurious ſpeeches, reproach- 
ing him, that he had been priſoner in warre z and that he was alſo unworthy of the honour of 

ſthood. Whereupon, he being moved by theſe _—_— ſlaughtered about fax thou- 
ſand men - and having made an incloſure of wood about the Temple and the Alcar (as farre 
as the place whereinto it was lawfull for none to enter but the Prieſts) he kept there, rothe 
intent the people might noe a him: he entertained alſo certain ſtrange ſouldiers 
Pifidians and Cilicians, For in that he was at oddes with the Syrians,he made ne uſc of ther,

After this, having overcome the Arabians, he conſtrained the Moabites and Galaadites to |. 


pay him tribute , and deſtroied the Citie of Amath whileſt Theodore for fear gave over to re- 
fiſt him, But encountering with 0beds the King of Arabia, and being ſurprited and berraied 
by an ambuſcado in certain miry and emhaunted places, he was thruſt by the prefle of che ca- 
mels into a deep trench (neer unto Gadara a village of Galaad ) from whence healmoſt de- 
ſpaired to eſcape: notwithſtanding, avoiding that danger, he came to Jeruſalem, And be- 

1des this his laſt miſhap, the people hated him, againſt whom he made warre for the ſpace of 
ſix yeers, and ſlew at the leaft fiftie thouſand of them + and the more he intreated them to 
compromit theſe hainous debates between them , the more grievous diſpleaſure conceived 
they againſt him , becauſe of the inconveniences they had ſuffred - fochat when he demanded 


of them what they would have him to do, they all of them with one voice cried out , that he L 


ſhould kill himſelf, And therenpon they preſently ſent meſſengers ro Demetrins Ewcerns , te- 
queſting him of his tzvour and aſſiſtance. 


CHAP. XXII, 
Demetrius Eucaerus overcometh Alexander in battell. 


E coming onward with his army , and taking with him thoſe who had inciced him 

H to the enterpriſe, came and encamped neer unto the citie of Sichem, But Alex- 
ander gathering together ſome twenty thouſand Jews ( whom he knew to be 

well affe&ed towards him ) with fix thouſand and two hundreth mercenary ſouldiers and 


ſtrangers , marched forward againſt Demetrius , who led wich him three thouſand horſe- yy 


men, and fourtie thouſand foormen. Both on the one and the other fide there fell out 
many ſubtill ſtratagems: the one of them w_— on the one fide to inveigle and withdraw 
the forrain ſouldiers, who were Grecians ; and the other inforcing himſelf to reconcile 
theſe Jews that were of Demetrius followers to his faion: bur neither the one nor other 
prevailed ought at all by theſe divices: fo that finally they were driven to decide their quar- 
rell by the ſword - in which encounter Demetrius had the upper hand. For all the apr, 71 
that were on Alexanders fide, were every one hewed in ey » after they had made ſuf- 
ficient proof both of their faith agd valour.

Hyrcanus followers ſubmitted themſelyes of their own accord to Ariſfobuls. Through which 
accident Hyrcaums Was inforced to flie to the fortreſfe of the higher City, where Alexandria 
Ariſtobulus mother had impriſoned both his wife and children. ( as betore this is ſpecified.) 
Thereſt of the faction for fear of his brother who had gotten the victory, retired themſelyes

To this demand of theirs, Ariſtobulus and the Prieſts that were witt/him, willingly 
condeſcended, and let down the perfixed price, and delivered the ſame from the wall : bur 
the others, after they had received the money, delivered them not thoſe beaſts which they 
required them to ſell them tor ſacrifice, but ſo far were they given over to impletie, that 
they falſified their oaths not onely toward men, but defrauded God alſo, in denying that 
whuch they had promiſed toward the furniſhing of their ſacrifice, For which cauſe,the Prieſts 
(being defrauded in this manner contrary to the oath.and proteſtations of cheir adverſaries)

farh,and the and Perjurious impietie : neither did God defer their puniſhment any long time, but in- 
revenge there- continently after he ſenta great and violent wind, that ſpoyled all the fruits of the countrey;

He complained likewiſe of thole incurſions, that both by land and ſea Ariſtobulus followers

a violent and turbulent man. To this accuſation of his, a thouſand of the principalleft of -— 
the Jewes (drawn on by Antipaters perſwaſion ) ſubſcribed, who averred and juſtified the Airbus _ 
ſame. Bur Ariſtobulus anſwered, that Hyrcanus was diſpoſleſled of the kingdom, by reaſon of fore Pomiey : 
his incapacity and natural defeRts; allgadging for himſelf;that the government was enforced 
on him by a neceſlity, for fear it ſhould be tranſported to others: 1n effe&, he proteſted thar 
he challenged no other Title, then that which his father Alexauder had had. He brought in 
alſo for his witneſſes certain arcogant young men, who were hated for their pomp, purple 
robes, their curioſity in painting and curling thei hair, and bard horſe , and other brayeries 
which they preſented, not like men that intended to expe judgement, bur as if cheir pre-

B the third moneth,and on a faſting day,in the hundred ſeventy ninth Olympiade, in the year the Tent. 
wherein Cajus Antonins,and Marcus Tullins Cirero wete Contuls)the enemy entred the tem- 
ple by force, and flew thoſe that withſtood them. Yet notwithſtanding all this, che Prieſts 
ceaſed not to exerciſe their accuſtomed ſacrifice : and neither the hazard of their lives, nor 

| the great number of thoſe that were dead, could force them tofly , but that they held ic 
more convenient for them to endure all chings that might happen in attending upon the Al- 
tar, then to tranſgreſſe or vary one jot from their ordinances. And:that this may ſeem to be 
no fable or praiſe of their difſembled devotion, bur the exact and perfe& truth, all thoſe that 
write the Hiſtories concerning Pompey and his acts, do witneſle nolefle: amongſt the num- 
ber of which, are Strabo, Nicholas, and Titus Livius the Roman Hiſtoriographer, the moſt 

C famous among the reſt.The greateſt of thele rowers was battered by theſe engines,and fell, 
bearing agreat pane of the wall to the earth with it which was the cauſe that the enemies in 
multitudes brake in by the breach. The firſt that aſcended the wall, was Cornelius Fauſtus 
the ſonne of Sy/{a, with his ſouldiers. After him mounted the Centurian Furius, accom- 
panied with thole that followed him,on the other fide, and thorow the midſt of the breach; 

did the Centurion Fabiys enter with a ſtrong (quadroa, The whole circuit was filled with 
murthers; and ſome of the Jewes died by the Romanes ſwords; otherſome ſlew one ano- 
ther ; the reſt caſt themſelves down headlong from the ſteepie places : many likewiſe ſer 
fire on their houſes, and conſumed themſelves therein, for fear they ſhould behold the execu- 
D tions that were performed by their enemies, Theredied about twelve thouſand Jewes, and 
very few Romans, Abſalom alſo, who was Ariſtobulus father in law and uncle, was taken pri- Tvelvetbou- 
ſoner, Thereligion of the Temple likewiſe was got a little prophaned.

F Scythopolis, Dion, Samaria, Marifla, Azot, Jamnia, and Arethuſa, he reſtored them to the —_ 
ancient inhabitants thereof, all which were fituate in the heart of the land: Beſides, Gaſaz 
Joppa, Dora,and the rower of Straton(cities fituate upon the ſea-coaſt, and ruinated before- 
time with divers wars) he ſer at liberty, and annexed chem unto the province. As for the 
tower of Straton, it was magnificently builded by Herod, and decked with gates and faire 
Temples,and the name thereof was changed,and calledCzeſarexThus Hyrcanus & Ariſtobulus 
through their difſenſions and civil broyles, were the cauſe of that ſervitude and miſery that 
tell upon the Jews.

CWASGIY Ot long after this, Alexander Ariſtobulus ſon, made divers inroads into' Jewry : 
ors ol N for which cauſe Gabinizs came from Rome into Syria, and ( beſides other things 
before Chrifts _ ® worthy of memory which he atchieved) he led forth his army againſt Alexander, 
Nivig.6o. for that Hyrcanns had not as ma ſufficient power to reſiſt him, being otherwiſe exerciſed in 
LEY building the walls of Jeruſalem that were beaten down by Pompey; notwithſtanding the 
ms wy " Romans that were in Jewry hindred him from performing the ſame, This Alexander tra- 
al.,t.  velling thorowthe whole countrey, aſſembled divers Jewes; ſo that in ſhort time, having 
wa foti- oqtten together 10000, footmen, and fifteen hundred horſe with good munition, he forti- 
Fed the Caſtle of Alexandrion near unto the City of Coreas. He fortified M ichzron al- 
ſo in the mountains of Arabia. Gabinius therefore came forth againſt him, having ſear be- 
fore him Marcus Amonius accompanied with otber Chieftains of war, who armed the Ro- 
mans of their train, and the Jewes that were under their obedience , whoſe Captains were 
Pitholaus and Malichus. They took alſo thole allies whom Artipater had hired, and in this 
equipage came they to make head againſt Alexander.

made himſelf maſter of the Citie, When Herod and Pheſelvs underſtood of the' traiterous VV %IJ 
conſpiracie attempted againſt their father , they were grievouſly incenſed againſt Malichus, 
But he denied all, and in eſpeciall abjured the intent or practice of the murther. Thus died c.q ron teray 
Antipater a juſt and vertuous man , and ſuch a one as dearly loved his countrey. But Herod , to be poiloned, 
who was his younger ſonne, incontinently reſolved to revenge his fathers death, and came 
forth with an army againſt Aalichus : Bur Phaſelus , who was the elder , determined to cir- 
cumvent him by policie, for fear leſt he ſhould raiſe acivill warre, He therefore accepred of 
B Malichus juſtifications , and made a ſhey that he ſuppoſed that he had in no ſuch ſort ſought 
.. Antipaters death , and onely intended his fathers monument and funerals, Mean while , FHeyod 
reſorting to Samaria , and finding it in deſperateeſtate, reſtored the fame, and pacitied the 
difſenſions that were amongſt the inhabitants.. Not long after (by reaſon of a feaft) he came 
to Jeruſalem with his men of warre. Whereupoa Aſelzchus being afraid of this his acceſle , 
perlivaded Hircayys that he ſhould not permit him to enterinto the City z whereanto Hirca-

After therefore that Casſius had taken Laodicea, and the inhabitants of the coun- 
rrey cametogether , bringing with them-crowns and falyer to preſeat him , HerodexpeRted 
that Malichus in that place ſhould receivetns puniſhment + bur he entring into" ſuſpitiea of 
ſome practice , at ſuch timeas they drew neer unto Tyre in Phcenicia , attempted farre 
x greater things. For whereas his ſonne'was a hoftage in Tyre, heentred the Cicie within- 
cent to draw him thence. and afterwards to return into Judza. Afterthis, ufurping up- 
on that opportunicie which he hadby reaſon of Casſwws-rroubles ( who haftily marched for- 
ward to meet with Anthony) he determined to draw the people to an infarretion, and ro 
make himſelf Lord of rhe countrey - But God —_— tus anjuſt purpoſes - For Herod 
being amanof a ripe judgement , incontinently diſcovered his pretence, and ſent one of 
his ſervants before , as if under purpoſe'to prepare abanquet , becauſe he had told him be- 
foretime that/he would entertain all his folowets: but in effe& , he ſent him to the Captains 
rocommand them to iſſue out with their daggets , and to meet Malichys ; who marching 
forth and meeting him neer unto the ſhore of the City upon the ſea coaſt , ſtabbed him in 
that place with their daggers.

Furthermore, after 
that Phaſelus was come out to meet with him , and had courteouſly entertained him in his 
houſe , Pacorus perſwaded him to goe Embaſſadour with him to Barzapharnes , laying 2 baite

bo anon after, he began to praQtiſe treachery, For Phaſelxs and his attendants were con- 
ducted to a lodging that adjoyned the ea, where GT that Antigonus had promi- 


D (4 one thouſand talents, and five hundred virgins tothe Parthians , he began alreadie to The Parthians 


ſuſpe& the Barbarians, For a certain friend' of his had given him an inkling that there were <2=p!or crea 


reaſons intended againſt him that very night, and tha his lodging was privily beſet with a punt 
guard. And (urely ———_—_ , had they nor that the Parthians (who 
were round about Jeruſalem ) be ſeized of Herod, fearing leſt he having an inkling of 


their dyſaſter , ſhoald berake himſelf roflight. And that this was true, they incontinent- 

ly gathered by the guard that was ſet about them : For which cauſe there were certain of 
Phaſelus friends , who counſelled him , that without any moredelay, he ſhould betake him to 

his horſe , and flie from thence: and amongſt the reſt , ofilias was moſt earneſt , who had 

wrought out of S4ramati a rich Syrian (who offered them his ſhips that road hard by to fur- 
ther their flight ) all that which they pretended. But Phaſelss would neither forſake Hir- 
cans, nor leave his brother Herod in danger , but repairing to Barzaphaynes, he told him, that 
he did him wrong to uſe theſe ſiniſter praices againſt them, For that if he had need of 
money, he was more likely to receive it at his hands, then from Antigens z and howſoever 
he wrought, it was an intolerable injurie to put Embaſſadours to death, who came unto him 
under pledge of his honour , and/had no wayes offended him, But the Barbarian hearing 
theſe things, proteſted by an oath , that no one point of that which he had ſuſpeted , was 

true; bur that he was onely troubled with falſe ſurmize : whereupon he preſently departed 
to Pacorus. 


CHAP, XXV. 
The Parthians lead away Hircanus and Phaſzlus into captivitie. 


S ſgon as he was departed , certain of the Parthians took Hircanys and Phaſelus pri- ,, 
ſoners, who mightily derefted their perjuries. But the Eunuch chat was ſent unto phaſztus ſur- . 
Herod, had commandment given him to entice and train him without che city priſcd by the 
walls,and afterwards to apprehend him.

(with as great honour as may be imagined in ſuch a deſperare eſtate) depriving his enemie Þ<5 our! " 
of that power which he intended to practiſe in ne, him at his pleaſure. It is ſaid auigonus 


that the wound being very deep, Antigenss ſent privily Chirurgeons to cure him and that ax (ry 


C under colour of healing him,they ſhould pur poyſon into the ſame, where-through he might ,,0.Þ 


die. But before Phaſelus gave up the ghoſt, he underſtood by a certain woman, that his bro- ttead of cufag 
ther Herod had eſcaped from his enemies: for which cauſe he endured his death with farre *'®- 

greater cheerfulneſs and conſtancy, ſeeing that he lefr behinde him ſuch a man, as would 

revenge his death, and puniſh his enemies. But Herod was no ways diſcomforted with the

Embarking himſelf 
therefore to ſail into Pamphilia, he was toſſed with a moſt cruel ſtorme, ſo that with great 
danger ac laſt he arrived in Rhodes,; having been inforced in the tempeſt to caſt into the ſea 
a good part of his ſubſtance. There met he with Sappines and Prolomey two of his endeared 
friends. - He found; alſothat the city of Rhodes had ſuffered much miſery by Caſciss 
wars: and-although his means wete very ſcant, yet profited he them in what he mighr, 
and cauſed their walls ra be repaired, notwithſtanding that by ſo doing, he greatly hin- 
dred bimſelf. After hat, he cauſed a little _ co be built, and embarked bimſelf _ 
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FRADP) his friends.to repair into-Italy, and arrived mx Brundufium, and from thence went tro Rome. G 
The yeer of um. Fe firſt towhom he difcovcred his misfortunes, was Marcus Antontus: to whom he report- 
bfwe chan (ed all the occurrences in Judza,. and how his brother Phaſalus was taken by the Parthians 
Natvirie,39; and flain;and how Hircawns was impriſoned with him. The manner alſo how they had eſta- 
bY bliſhed-rfwtigonas King, under promiſe'to give them onerhouſand ralents, and five hundreth 
ef the faire women,whom he intended coichuſe out. ot his own race.

VWAereupon the Senate being afſcmbled, <Meſſals and 4tratinus brought forth Herod, and 
ed into the | Ifter they had praiſed him, and recited the benefits which che Romans had received by his 
Senate, and facher,and the great affetion and will which he bare to the people of Rome; they ac- 
. declarediing. c\ſed and declared Amigenus for the Romans enemy, not onely tor his ancient crimes, but 
alſo for that in contempt of the Romans he had reccived the kiagdome from the Parthians. 
Whileſt the Senate was ſore difpleaſed at the reporc of theſe things, Antonins aroſe,and de- 
clared openly before them all, rhar-in furtherance of the Parthian war, it were not amiſſe 
that Herod ſhould be made King:which opinion of his was generally allowed, and finally ra- 
tified. The principall demonſtration of the love and affetion which A4#tonins bare unto 
Herod, was, that he not onely obtained” him the kingdome, beyond all hope : for never 
Herodineng. Thought hethat the Romans would grant that digniry unto him, who were wont to reſerve 
ing the kiog- that honour to thoſe of the kings blood ; and therefore he intended to have demanded « 
domeforbis for his wives brother Alexander,and nephew to Ariſtebulas by the fathers fide, and to Hirce- 
eocyer-rhe.* 2995 by the mother (which Alexander, Heredafterward put to death, as it ſhall be declared in 
ſane hioſelf, place conveniem) but alſofor that within the term of ſeven dayes, he ſent him our of Iealy

Ariſftohulus. As ſoon therefore as the feaſt was over-paſſed, he ſojourned in Jericho, *where 
Alexandra entertained him. In that place he uſed Ariftobulus with all kindneſſe, to the end 
todraw him to ſome place,where he teared nothing, playing alſo with him, and counterfeit- 
oheochy after the faſhion of the young men to gratifie him.

All thecicie alſo was maryelouſly amated, neither was there any private familythat thought 

not it, folf touched by this inconvenience, but, imagined the loffe in particular to concern 

himſelfand no other, 'But above all, when Alexandra had notice of this wicked deed, ſhe 

was more paſhonace and perplexed thegany other, being ſo much the more diſcomfited, for 

that ſhekgew how all chungs had hapned. Bur the fear of a far greater miſchief conſtrained 

ae lamentt- her t0xepeaſle ber paſſion, in ſuch ſort, that divers times ſhe was ready to bereave her of her 

Robulus death. OWN life, and diſpatch her felt out of miſery with her own hands. But ſhe contained her ſelf, 

tothe end, that ſurviving (and iring alin her ſon, who was ſo traiterouſly and frudulencly 


flain, ang prolonging her owa life without giving any ſuſpicion or ſhadow, that ſhe ſuppoſed 
her. ſor 50. be thus curſedly murthered) ſhe might, with more oprortunitie expe& the occa- 
ſion t9 revenge her ſelf: For which cauſe, ſhe diſſembled all things, governed her greif, and 
made ſhew that ſhe knew nothing of that which was either oma, 14 or had hapned. As for 
Herod, he laboured by all means to perſwade the ſtrangers, that this death had befallen 4ri- 
fPobylus without his knowledge ; and did not onely prepare that which was requiſite for the 

Herods cour»- funerall,bug/yext himſelf likewiſe,and made ſhew of a man truely devoured in this ſorrow :

was truly touched with compaſſion, notwithſtanding, that he imagined that this death of

wrath and heat with a deſire of revenge, She therefore certified Cleopatra by her fra of Herods 
rivateletters of Hereds Treaſons,and her fons moK miſerable and untimely death : Cleopatra gant ane 
B g before that time defiraus to afliſt her, and having compaſſion of her miſery, undertook rous murther. 
the matter, and ceaſed not to incite Antony to revenge Ariſtebulys death, telling him that 
it was an unpardonable crrour, that Herod being created King in ſuch a ſtate, whereunto he 
had no right, ſhould be ſuffered ro praftice ſuch conſpiracies againſt the true and lawfull 
Kings. Antoyy perſwaded by theſe her words ( as ſoon as he came to Laodicea) ſent for 
Herod to the end, that making his appearance he might anſwer that which might be obje- 
Red againſt him, as touching Ariſfobulns death - for he diſliked the act, notwithſtanding, 
that Herod himſelf had attempted it. But although Herod was affraid of this accuſation, 
and did not 2 little ſuſpect Cleopatra diſpleaſure { for that ſhe ceaſed not continually to 
provoke Antoay againſt him) yer obeyed he this commandement, and tranſparted himſelf 
C thither (the rarher for that he durſt not otherwiſe doe) notwithſtanding, he left his Uncle 
Foſeph behind him, committing the goverument both of the Kingdome and his priyate A waa 
eſtate unto him, giving him ſecret inſtructions to kill Mariazee, if ſo be that Autopy ſhould ;, repair als 
happen to do him any miſchief, For he loved her . fo extreunly by reaſon of her beanty, Antony, com- 
char he ſuppoſed himtelt injured, it after his deceaſe ſhe ſhould be beloyed by any gather ; —_— 
and he openly declared chat all that miſery which befel him,proceeded from 4xtonies paſſion, charge he 
and intire affection, and admiration of her beauty, whereof he had beforetime heard ſame O—_— 
report. As ſoon therefore as be had in this ſore diſpoſed his aFairs, 'notwithRandiug; he had tg fs wite, 
little hope of good hap, yer repaired he tD Antery, | 111 lc; 
But Foſeph governing that Kingdome that was commitred to his hands, conyerſed givers 
times upon this occaſion with Mariamme , and communicated oftentimes with her, not 
D onely for publike profit ſake, but alſo to do her that honour which ſo great a Princeſle deſer- 
ved. Ar ſuch time therefore as he ſecretly deviſed with her, as touching the frieadſhip and 
ardent afteftion which Herod bare unto her, his ſpeeches were jeaſted at after the manger of 
Ladies,but eſpecially flouted at by Alexeudrs For which cauſe Foſeph, being over-forward 
to exprefſe the Kings good will cowards her, proceeded fo far, that he diſcovered the com- 
mandment that was given himzthereby to make maniteſt, that it was not poſſible for Hergd 
tolive without her,and that ifany inconvenience (honld happen uatohim, he would not in 
death alſo be diſ-joyned from her, This diſcourſe of Foſephs was not interpreted by the 
: Ladies, as ademonſtration of his good will, þut racher as a manifeſtation of Hereds malig- 
x vicie; who dying, defired alio that they ſhould periſh, and interpreted that which.he had 
{poken,zs the ceſtimony of tis tyrangqus and malicious heart. Ac that time there was aur a foolith ru- 
mour ſpread in the Citie of Jeruſalem by Herods maligners, that Antony bad infſuch fart cor- mour of He- 
mented him, that he. was dead.

By theſe and ſuch like reaſons and probable conjeQures, they - 
deterred and dilwaded himfrom adventuring upon his apparent danger; and attempring ſo Herod bring- 
hainous ana&: ſo that comrariwiſe'they-induced him to offer Cleopatra many richipreſents, ©, CHorus 
and ro.conduct her onwatd on het way towards Egypt; . way towards 
| _ Asoan therefore:as Antowins was feized of Armenia; he ſent 4rtabazes, Tigranes ſonne;, 1 8 
with all his:children, who were great Princes; priſoners into Egypt, and preſented them to 
2 Nn 3 Cleopatra; 
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FSA" Cleopatra, with all thoſe precious Jewels likewiſe,  which:were taken by him,or found in the (; 
To pen Kingdom.But Artexies his elder ſon (whoat that time had faved himſelf by flight) reigned 
befoe Coriſts * in Armeniatwhom Archelaus and Nero the Emperour drove out of his Kingdome, and placed 
Nativig, 31, his younger btother Tigrares in his room. as it ſhall be declared hereafter. As for the tri- 
LVRes butes of the countries which Herod was bound to pay unto Cleopatra, for the lands beſtowed 
on her by 4ntonixs, ' he withour deceit juſt! _ them, ſuppotingit to be very incident to 
his ſecuricy, to continue himſelf in her good favour. © As for the Arabians, they ſecing that 
pedo & Ruf- Herod had the leyying of ſucha tribute, payed him for ſome little time two hundreth talents 
WE IREs* your ; but afterwards they grew flow and negligent in their payments, and ſcarcely ſatisfi- 


the half, and that alſo very negligently. 


CHAP. VI. 


Herod maketh war with Aretas at the ſame time that Antonius © overthrown 
by Auguſius Czſar in the Attian war. 


Retas demeaning himſelf thus ungratefully, and refuſing to doe that which in righe 
A he ought to perform; Herod made a ſhew to take armes againſt him, but deferred 
his revenge in regard of the contentions amongſt. the Romans. For ar that time 
nought elſe was expected then the Actian warre ( which fell in the hundreth, eighty and 
ſeventh Olympiade) in which Auguſtus Ceſar determined to trie his Title with Antonius 1 
GRIDS for the Monarchie. In the mean while Herod, who had already for many yeers been 
aſt Antoni- Maſter of a peaceable and fruitfull Countrey, from whence he dtew ricti revenews and ma- 
wie againſt. ny forces, gathered divers companies of men with the greateſt expedition that he might, 
Herod is inci- tO ſUCCOUr Antonius. But he by letters fi ified unto him, zhat he had no need of his affi- 
red by lerrers ſtants * notwithſtanding, he commanded him to make a road upon the Arabian, whoſe 
_ CIT perfidious dealing Antonsws had not onely underſtood by Herod himſelf, but alſo by Cleopa- 
patres advertiſements, For ſhe very cunningly conceived, that it would redound unto her 
profit, if one of theſe two ſhould overthrow the other, - Herod according to theſe inſtructi- 
ons from Axtoniue, returned back into his Countrey, and retained his Army alwayes read 
about him, and incontinently with the ſame invaded Arabia, and with his forces both K 
horſemen and footmen came direly to Dioſpolis, where the Arabians (having notice of his 
Herods barrels intended war againſt them) came out to meet him. - In this place fought they a moſt cruel! 
and conqueſts. battell, wherein at laft the Jews had the upper hand, - After this, a great Army of Arabians 
aſſembled themſelves at Cana, a certain place in Cceloſyria. Whereof when Herod was fore- 
_— - ; * .dvertifed, he marched forth againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his forces. 
b:fore Cliſtks As ſoon as/he drew neer to Cana, he determined to incamp in that place, and after he had 
#4119it1,32- well fortified and entrenched his forces, toſet on the enemy upon the firſt opportunitie : 
but whileſt he imployed himſelf in the execution hereof, all the army of the Jews cried our, 
requiring him without delay, to leade them forward againſt the Arabians. And thus highly 
were they encouraged, both in reſpe& of the configence they had-in the good adminiſtration 
and ordering of their army, as in regard of their forwardneſſe, who had been actors in the L 
former war, and partakers of the vitory z ſo that they ſcarce gave their enemies leiſure to 
ſettle themſelves to their weapons. When as therefore Herod perceived that the heart and 
forwardnefle of the ſouldiers could hardly be appeaſed; he thought good to make uſe of 
the readineſle of his army, and arming himſelf,he marched formoſt ; being ſeconded by his 
ſouldiers in battel array, with a ſouldier-like march. This ſudden approach of his wonderfully 
abaſhed che Arabians : For _—_ for a while they raade head againſt them; yet perceiyi 
| their enemies full of heart, and themſelves unable co refiſt them, divers of them retrea 
and betook themſelves to flight:ſo that all of them-had been utterly defeated, had not 4the- 
io endamaged Herod and the Jews. For he having the command of-that army which Cleopa- 
Cleovarras #4 had in that place ; and beſides that, bearing a privie grudge towards Herod, diſpoſed his M 
Chiekalo ©. army 8 areadineſle, and expecting the event of the battel, reſolved with himſelf to contain 
verthroweth his forcesif the Arabians overcame the Jews;and fo if they had the worſt (as indeed ic came 
NN topaſſe) to ſet upon the Jews, who ſhould be ſpent by that time ,, and ſurprizing them ar 
unawares even in the height of their hope of good hap, to maſlacre and ſlaughter them 
_ _ with his freſh ſupplies. Whenas therefore the Jews had ſpent all their ſtrength againſt 
The Arabians their profeſſed enemies, and expected nothing lefle then the aſſurance of the victory, he 
the Barrel kill charged and overcame them who had retreated into certain rough &:difficult places (where- 
tholc that fly, ynto their enemies were better accuſtomed then themſelves ) where: being grievouſly 
and rake es. vounded and illintreated by the Arabians, who returned back and ſer upon them, _

of them recovered the campe. Herod lofing the hope of this battell Des on harleback as.7% yet of tbe 
faſt as he might, -ro bring on freſh ſupplies: bur norwithſtanding all his ekpedirion abd dili- 7942235 
gence; yet could he not. recover. the place in due time, but that che campe of the Jews was Natviy,: 5, 
raken and ſacked ,..and the Arabians obtained no ſmall good x1 beyond thi expectation ,vowwy 
becoming Lords of that victory which was wholly unexpeted by them , and wherein they. 
ſlew.2 great number of their enemies. . From that-time forward , Herod beganrto:make certain 
incutfions and roades into Arabia, preying.the countrey ,- and doing them  nauth miſchief : 
He incamped hirſelt likewiſe upon the mountains, forbearing codraw his wholeforces into 
the field; notwithſtanding by his diligence and induſtry in travell , his labours were not fruic- 
lefle; -but chat prevailing in ſome exploits , be ſought out all means to aboliſh and pur away

As for Herod, after he had offered ſacrifice, according to the cus 
ſtome-, be drew his army forth , and led chem with great confidence againſt: the Arabians, 
and paſſing Jordan , he encamped neer unto the enemy , with an intent to ſurpriſe a fort (ci- 
tuate between them both: making this acconne that 1t would farther him much:}, either if 
upon the preſent he ſhould be drawn forth to fight, or if it concerned him to march onward, 
for that this place ſhould ſerve him to encamp in with more ſecuritie. The ſame reſolution alſo: 

B had the Arabians,for which cauſe they fell to skirmiſh in that place,wherein the firſt on both! | 
ſides that gave the charge, and afterwards ſome other followers were ſlain: fo that thoſe of 72 Arabians 
the Arabians fide being overcome, betook them to retreat. This ſuccefle of theirs bred by Herod, 
no little hope in the Jewes, who ſeeing the enemies army addreſſed to attempt.any thing ra- 
ther then to fight , waxed the more hardy to aſlail the Arabian in his trenches ,-and beat him 
from his camp. They being forced by theſe aſſaults, drew forward.to their defence in great 
diforder, bringing neither courage nor hope of victory with them : yer notwithſtanding 
they defended themſelves , both in regard of their great number, as alſo in reſpe of that ne- 
ceffity whereunto they were inforced Dy the Jews. The skirmiſh on both ſides was hot, and 

C divers on either party were put tothe{werd: but in the end, the Arabians being put to the 
worſt, turned their backs.

Bur 
Herad proteſting afid bringing forth his. lecter in an openaſlwibly , commanded him atrer- 
wards to;be'put to death, Thus are thefe marters regittred in Hey vds commentaries : for by 
ſome are.chey delivered octierwiſe., namely , that he was exetated nor for this crime which 
he had commitred, bur for foe treafons againft the King. F6t they write ro thisvffe&., that 
Herod at a certain banquet ( diſſembling his ſuſpition ) demanded of Hircaxns , whether he 
had received any letters from Malchys : and that he anſwered , that he had reccived letters, 
bur (uch as contained nothing elſe but'officious ſdlutations. Further, that another asked him, 
whether he had received any preſent therewithall : and when he had anſwered , thar he had + 
received nothing butfour courfers for his faddle :-rhe. King wrefted 'rhis to a capirall offence 
of corruption and treaſon , and commanded him preſthcly to be led co death. Now that he

A Thus ended Hircanus life , after his variable and adverſe fortunes, wherewich during all his —_ bogs 
life time he was afflicted, For at ſuch time as his mother Alexaudralived, he was created high je chajts 
Pcieſt of the Jews , and abtained that honour for the ſpace of nine yeers : and after his mo- #«iviy, 25. 
thers death, he had ſcarcely governed the Kingdome for theſpace of three moneths , but GS /Ie 
that he was expulſed by his brother Arifobulus;and afterwards reſtored by Pompeys affiſtance, 
and receiving all his former honours , he livedin fall poſſeſſion of them for the ſpace of 
fourty yeers. After this he was once mote diſtaſted by Antigenss ; and being maimed in his 
body, lived certain yoo in captivitie among the Parthians : from whence not long after he 
rerurned home z and though he had many things promiſed him by Herod , yet after ſo many 
alterations of fortune, he obtained nothing at his , and that which amongſt all the reſt 
B is moſt of all to be lamented , as we have ſaid, he was unjuſtly put ro death , an innocent, and 
in his old age. For he was a lover of juſtice, and an obſerver of perpetuall modeſtie, and go- 
verned his Kingdome for the moſt part by other mens dire&ion, being onely guiltie in him- 
ſelf of ignorance and the love of idleneſfe. Traly , Amtipater and Herod by this mans good- * 
neſſe obtained their ſo great riches : for which deſerts of his , againſt all law and right , be 
vas cruelly-put to death, . 
But Herodafter Hircanus death , addrefled himſelf to perform his journey towards Ceſar : Herod: + 
and having little hope of any good fortune, inregard of his friendſhip with Antonius , he 32009. 
grew deſperately jealous of Alexandra, for fear leſt ſhe taking opportunitie of the rtime;ſhould be repaired ro 
© incite rhe people. to rebell, and fill che Kingdome with domeſticall ſedition + for which ©=** 
cauſe, co;nmitting the government or the eftate to his brother Pheror as, he left his mother 
Cypros , his ſiſter, and all his Kindred inthe caſtle of Maſſada, and commanded his brother , 
that if any misfortune ſhould befall him, he ſhould retain the Kingdome in his own hands 
and maintain it. As for his wife Mariamme , for that by reaſon of certain diſlikes betwixt 
her , his mother , and ſiſter , they might nor live together , he lefc her with her mother in the 
caſtle of Alexandrion , and committed them to the cuſtody of his Treaſurer lſeph, and So> 
hemus the Iturian , and with her the keeping of his Caſtles , both which had alwayes been 
his faichfull friends , and to whom in way of honour', he conimiitted the caſtodie of theſe 
princely Ladies, But he gave thera alſothis commandment , char if they ſhonld' be cerci- 
D tied thar any finiſter miſhap had befallen him , - chey thould preſetitly Kill them'borh, and 
to the utmoſt of their power , continge the Kingdome ia his children, and his brother

:ainech boch Alſo the greatneſle of his cqurage; requiring moreover at Ceſars hands , that Alexander, who 
Czfor and his was one of Antonies deareſt friends , might not be ſought out to be puniſhed : yer norwith- 
wa Pc "= ftanding he could not obtain the ſame , by reaſon of an oath chat Ceſar had paſt before he 
'*  ſollicitedhim. Thatdone, he returned backagain into Jewry, with more greater honour 
and aſſurance, then before z, whereby he ſtrook them with wonderfull amazement , who &x- 
pected his. contrary ſucceſſe, as if by Gods eſpeciall providence he alwayes over-went his 
dangers , to his great honour. Incontinently t » he prepared himſelf to entertain 
Ceſar , who returned out of Syria to take his journey into Egypt» and received him at Ptole- x 
mais, with all royall honour , and gave his army preſents with all abundance of munition : ſa 
that he was accounted for one of Ceſ«rs moſt tonate friends , and rode about with him , 
at ſuch time as he took the view of his army: he entertained him alſo and his friends wich 
one hundred and fifty men, adorned with moſt rich and ſumptuous apparrell, And for thar 
He.od yiverh they were to paſſe thorow a countrey, wherein there was great ſcarcity of water, he furniſhed 
Czlarcizbt themboth with water and wine z ſo that they needed neither of them. He gave Ceſar alſo 
ho eight hundreth talents , and fo royally (atisfied he all men , that they confeſſed themſelves 
to have had farregreater entertainment, then the revenews and profits of his Kingdome 
could affoord them. By which means he gave the more ample teſtimonie of his forward 
friendſhip, and free affetion rodeſerve well : and making uſe of the opportamitie of the time, 
he obcained the reputation of a Prince of an heroick and noble ſpirit z ſo that he was held in- 
ferior unto no man, for the good entertainment that he gave to the chiefeſt Romans in their L

Mariamme & Ut. as ſoon as he he returned into his Kingdome , he found all his houſhold troubled, 
Alexandra dif B and both his wife Mariamme and her mother Alexandra grievouſly diſpleaſed 
ous _ with him. | For they ſuppoſed ( and not without cauſe ) chat they were not ſhut 
; up in that Caſtle for their ſecurities ſake , bur as it werein apriſon z ſo that, inas much 
as they neither might make uſe of other mens, nor enjoy their own goods , they were 
highly diſcontented. AMariamzme alſo ſuppoſed that her husband did but diſſemble hus love, 
rather for his own profit and commodity, then for any intire affection he bare towards 
her. But nothing more grieved her , then that ſhe had not any hopeto live after him, it fo 
be he ſhould happen to die, eſpecially for the order he had left concerning her - neither could 
ſhe ever forget what commandment before that time: he had left with zoſeph; ſo that by 
all means poſſible , ſhe laboured to win the affeRions of thoſe that had the charge of one

ed her with diſcontent. For when as Herod beyond all expectacion arrived-in his countrey, 
being adorned with mighty fortune, he firſt of all, as it became him, certified his wife of his 
_—_ tidings and happy ſuccefſe, whom onely amongſt all other his friends and wives, he 
C embraced and'ſaluted, for the pleafing converſation and affeRion that was in her. Burt ſhe, Hero bur 
whileſt he ted unto her theſe fortunate events of his affairs, rather entertained the cold y cncer- 
ſame with a diſpleaſant attention, then applauding joy: and theſe iffeRtions of hers likewiſe Fd 27 
ſhe could not conceale. For at ſuch time a3 he folded his armes about her neck, ſhe unfold- me. 
ed her ſorrow inther fighes; ſo ſimple and unfeigned were her. affeRtions; and ſeemed racherto 
be diſpleaſed then appeaſed by his narrations, Whereupon Herod was fore troubled, percei-, 
viag theſe things nor onely ſuſpected, but alſo fully manifeſt: bur, above all, things he was rd or- 
diſtracted, when he conſidered the incredible and apparent hatred that his wife had, concei- his wikes alles 
ved againſt him, which in ſuch ſort incenſed him, thar he could not reſiſt the love that had tins diſta- 
D tainted him,ſo that he neither could continue in wrath,nor liſten long to peace z and being yrs NE 
unreſolved in himſelf, he nowgwas attempted by this ,, ſtraight diſtracted by a contrary affe- 
ion: ſo much was his mindTravelled between love and hatred, that when as oftentimes 
he defirgd to puniſh the womans pride, his heart by loves mediation failed him inthe enter- 
prize.

Whereupon there grew a great enmity and unrecoverable hatred between the Ladies , 
and from thence alſo there arole an occaſion of greater accuſations and caluraniation then 
before. Thele ſuſpitions were nouriſhed amongſt them, for the ſpace of one whole year af- 1x 
ter Herods return from Ceſar ; and finally this long contrived and fore imagined hatred ar 
laſt brake our violently upon this occaſion that enfueth: When as about mid-day the King 
had withdrawn himſelf into his chamber to take his reſt, he called Mariamme unto him to 
ſport with her, being incited thereunto by the great affetion thar he bare unto her, - Upon 
this his command ſhe came in unto him, yet would ſhe not lie with him, nor eritertain his 
courtings with friendly acceptance, but upbraided him bitterly with her fachers and bro- 
thers death. The King took theſe reproachtfull words in very evil part, and was almoſt rea- 

- dy to ſtrike her: but his ſiſter hearing a greater ſtir and noiſe within then was uſual, ſent in 
the Butler, who long before that time was ſuborned by.her, whom ſhe commanded to tell 
the King, that Mariamme had prepared a drink for him toincite and quicken him unto love; 
willing him that if the King ſhould be moved therear, and ſhould demand what he meant, he I 
thould certifie him,thatMariamme having prepar'd a poyſon for his grace,had dealt with him 
ro Geliver it to his Majeſty,Charging him moreover, thar if the King in hearing him ſpeak of 
this potion,ſhould ſeem to be moved therewith, that then he ſhould proceed no further in his 
diſcourſe, He therefore (being in this manner before-hand inſtrated what he ought to do) 
at that very inſtant was ſent to diſcover his treachery unto the King, for which cauſe with a 
ſober and ſtayed countenance he entred in unto him, being ſeriouſly and well prepared to 
diſcourſe, and cold him that Mariamme had bribed him to preſent tus Majeſty with an amo- 
rous cup of drink. Now when he perceived that the King was troubled with theſe words, he,

vernors, as-itchey were the authors of all their evils. Yer did the King bethink himſelf how 
he might remedy theſe inconveniences, but hardly could he find the means, for that their 
neighbors had no means to ſell them-yiRtuals,becauſe they were noleſle affliedrhenthem- ;;,_; v4 
ſclves:& although he might have recovered ſome little means for a great ſum of money ;yct money of all

relieved : and by this means he with all diligence reſtored his zfflied Kingdome,and com- 
forred his neighbours, who were opprelſcd with the like calamity.

inveſted the lower part thereof with another wall; under whicki to the Southyard there lieth 
a moſt deep valley. This wall was made of huge ftones, cloſe faſtned the one nato the 0- 
ther with Lead,ſhutting all within his encloſare, and extending it (elf very deep , fo that the 
greatneſſe and height of this four ſquare building was an incredible thing to be imagined, 
The greatneſle of the ſtones appexred in the Front, but on the inſide they were faſtned 
together with clapſes of Iron, which fortified and.ſtrengthned the building for ever againſt 
all injuries of times. This work having been thus continued to the top,and the void ſpace 
between the wall and the riſing hillock filling up the floor above, was made plain and equal, 
The whole circuit of the Tower contained about four ſtades or furlongs, a ſtade or furtong 
in length to every pane from angle ro-angle, On the inſide and neer unto the top there 
was another wall of ſtone extended along che Eaſtern ſtde; having a double porch of eqyall 
greatneſſe with that of the wall, and placed in the midſt of the Temple, and openeth righr 
the gates thereof, which the Kings beforetime had adorned, Round about the Tem- 
ple were planted thoſe (ſpoils which were taken from the Barbarians, which King Herod had 
placed there, with all thoſe ſpoils which he had caken from the Arabians. In a corner on 
the North fade there ſtood a very _ and defenced Fortrefle, builded by the Aſmonians, 
who were Herod predeceſſvurs,and had been bothy Kings and high Prieſts, and had impoſed 
a name on that Tower which was Batis, in which they

Vader whoſe the high Prieſt was wont to be adorned at that time ho when he was to offer ſacrifice. 


King Herod kept the ſame inthat ==, and there remained it after his death, - uncill the 
time of Tiberias Caſar : under W Vitelias governour of Syria came unto Jeruſalem 
where he was entertained by all the people with as great magnificence as was poſſible : and 
being defirous to acknowledge the favours that he had received at their hands, being re- 
queſted by them that they might have the keeping of the high Prieſts Ornaments, he wrote 
unto Tiberius Ceſar to grant them that fayour , and till the death of King Agrippa, the 
Jews had the ſame in their poſſeſſioa.But afrer that Agr ippe was dead,Caſs:ns Longrnes that 
governed Syria,and Cyſpins Fadys Lieutenant of Judea, commanded the Iews toreturn the 
ſame into the Fortreſle Antonia, ſaying, that che Romans ought to be Lords thereof, as 
they had been in timespaſt. For which cauſe the Jews ſent Embaſladours to Claudius Ceſar, 
ro requeſt his favour therein, who arriving at Rome, found the young King Agrippu there, 
who beſought the Emperour that ic might be lawfull for him to have the keeping of the ha- 
bit :who commanded Fitelizs the Governour of Syria,to deliver it into his hands. Before- 
time it was kept under the (cal of the high Prieft,and the cuſtody of the Treaſurers, and on 
the Eve of a cercain (olemae Feaſt, the Treaſurers: went ap to the Captain, who kepr the 
Fortreſſe/for the Romans, and after they had opened their ſeal,they cook the habir:and afcer 
the Feaſt was paſt, they returned it back again unto the ſame place, and ſhut it up under the 
ſame ſeal in the preſence of the Captain, All which we have thought good co lay open, co 
make the diverfitie known that was uſed in that care. 

After that Herod had in this ſort builded this ſtrong Tower for the ſecurity and guard of 
the Temple,he called it Antonia, for the love of Antennas his friend, and one of the chiefeſt 
men in Rome.In the Weſtern part of this porch,there were four gates, whereof the one ope- 
ned upon the Kings Palace, to which there was a dire& way thorow the midſt of the yalley; 
the two others led unto the ſuburbs : and the fourth opened upon the reſt of the City, aud 
cave open paſſage unto the ſame, by the means of anumber of ſtars,by which men might de- 
icend to the foot of the valley;zand from thence there was analſcent by other ſtairs to afcend 
upwards, - For the Citie was (cituate neer unto the Temple,atter che manner of a Theater ; 
and was bended to the Southward by a deep valley. As touching the fourth fide turned to- jy 
ward the South,it had likewiſe certain gates in the midſt thereot ; and upon the ſame there 
was a triple gallery very royal and Princely, the iength whereot extended from the orientall 
valley as tarce as the Weſtern, For it was impoſhble to extend 1t any further, This work was

In the midſt, and not far off from the other, ſtood the ſecond ;, whereunto coug,, inco 
there was an aſcent made with few ſteps.It was incloſed with a ſeparation of ſtone, with an 73> 25d ns 
inſcription, forbidding any ſtranger to enter the ſame upon pain of death. This inward porch Jems might 
both to the ſouthward and to the northward had three gates,in rank equidiftant the one from ©: 
the other ; and toward the eaſtward had one great gate, by which thoſe men entered ; who 
werecleanſed with their wives. For beyond chat place it was not lawfull for the women to 
have acceſſe, But the third inward ſpace was onely acceſſible by che Prieſts. In it was the 
Temple, 8 before the ſame theAltar,on which they were wont tooffer burnt ſacrifices unto 
God. But Herod durſt not enter the iriteriour ſanuary, from whence prophane men were 
excluded by the law : but by the mediation of the Prieſts he intended che ſtrufture and 
building of che inward porch, and finiſhing in eight years ſpace the. reſt of the edifice, at 
length alſo he finiſhed the Temple it ſelfby the endeavours of the ſame Prieſts within the 
term of one yeat and fix moneths. By which means the people were repleniſhed with the 
tulneſle of joy,and every one gave thanks unto God for that che whole work was finiſhed ſo TO IE 
ſpeedily, and wiſhed al happineſſe co the King for his.coſt and diligence in the execution ,%+ mc 
and finiſhing thereof : and they celebrated a great feaſt in honour. of che reſtauratioh of the Temple.

Abour the very time ot the celebration of this feaſt, in the honour of the reedification of 
the Temple, the Kings day of Coronation fell out, which he was wont tg ſolemnize every 
yeer with great joy: and for this twa-fold occafion che ſolemaitie and joy was far more 
ſumptuous and compleat. The King alſo cauſed 4 conduit of water to be made, and con- 
veighed by pipes under ground,drawing it from the Caſtle Anronia unto the Oriencal gate

Wherefore they endeavaur to take from others that, which by no means 

they would premit to be taken from themſelves * as who would ſay, it was nut as great an offence 

to hinder other mens Pietie and Devotion, as negle(t their awn. Let us conſider whether there 

be any Cittie or Nation, that doth not account their felicitie to be ſcituate in your Dominion, 

and the power of the Romans ? Or u there any that deſireth your Honour and Power to decay 

apd be of no force * Truely, none that « wiſe "yy there i none, whom either publickly , or 

privately, it concerneth not : but theſe goon e oxuering to take from us yoar libertie, do 

alſo as it were deprive themſelves of all benefits which they have received at your hands, which 

are infinite. For what abenefit is it, that whereas other Nations living under the Dominion M 
of rigarous Kings conſtituted over them ; theſe do onely obey the Romanes, and live in happie 
peace and tranquilitie ? But as for our affairs, were n0 man troubleſome unto us, yet are they 
zot ſuch as deſerve to be envied, For enjoying the'common felicitie which others your ſubjetts 
doe, we deſire nothing of high eſtimate or worth, but onely vequeſt that we may live according 
to the Religion of our Countrey, which of it ſelfe is not to be envied at, but may be profitable 
for therp that permit it. For God doth alwayes love them, who bonour him, and them who doe 
not binder his hanour. What is there in our Religion offenſive to axy man ? nay, what ts there 
that ic wot according to all Pietie and Fuſtioe rag allthings continue and are of 14 ? For 
peither do we conceal what life we follow, nor the labours and exerciſe we uſe, "ſe oe

omes thereof, eſteeming this cuſtome not to be of ſmall force to corref# and amend our manners, Th yes of ie 
Lark our cuſtomes having in them nothing that fn td ark them , can juſtly reprehend , ef Ori; 
they are now alſo , though many are perſwaded the contrary , conſecrated and confirme by their Nativin, 8. 
antiquitie : So that we muſt needs make a conſcience of it to forſake our lawes , that have endur- 
ed ſo many ages. Theſe are the injuries that theſe people by wiolence offer us ; they ſacrilegiouſly 
take from us the money dtdicated to God: they impoſe tributes wpon us , who are free: they upon 
feſtivall dairs force us to their tribunals , to law and other prophane buſineſſe , without any ne- 
ceſsitie , but onely in contumely and diſgrace of our religion , which they know well ini the mean 
B while that they perſecute with unjuſt and unlawfull hatred, For your Empire , equally provi- 
ding for the good of all your ſubjetts , doth not onely noariſh the mutuall concord of them all , 
but alſo _ hatred and malice, Theſe are the injuries, moſt worthy Agrippa , whereof 
we ſeek redreſſe at thy hands , requeſting thee that hereafter we may live according to our religion as 
beforetimes,and that our adverſaries may have no more authoritie over us then we over them:which 
is not onely juſtice and equitie, but already alſo granted by your clemency. And there are ye ex- 
tant to hefics in the Capitol many decrees and ordinances of the Senate concerning this matter , 
engraven in braſſe which are read untothis day: doubtleſſe 7-4 our truth and fidelitie ſo oftentimes 
tried: or at leaſt , though we not deſerving it , yet holy and inviolate. For you doe not onely 
not withdraw from us and all other nations your former benefits granted unto us , but you dora- 
C ther every day beſide all hope and expettation increaſe them : all which time will not ſuffer me 
to recount And that we may not ſeemt vainly to boaſt of our duties and officiouſnes towards 
you , and alſo omitting other things that are paſt ;, our =p now ſitting with you can ſufficiently 
teſtifie it ſoto be. For what kinde of love and good will hath he omitted to ſhew unto your na- 
tion ? where was he not proved trufty ? what hath he not deviſed to honour you ? where ſtood you 
in need, when he was not the firſt manto help you ? Why therefore ſhould not we recerve ſome 
' favour for his deſerts * I will not omit to put you in minde of the fortitude of his father Anci- 
pater , who came with 2000. ſouldiers to aſsiſt Caſar in the Egyptian wars , wherein he ſo v4- ; 
liantly behaved himſelf , that neither by ſea nor land axy one in thoſe wars deſerved wore com- 
mendations then himſelf. I will not recount at this time how much good he did Czfar , in thoſe 
D Tarres, and what and how great rewards he therefore received : but rather 1 ſhould firſt of all 
put you in remembrance of the letters that the Emperour writ unto the Senate concerning this mat- 
ter , wherewith he obtainedfor Antipater the honours and priviledges of the Citie. For this 
onely argument had been ſufficient to have declared that we did not obtaine ſuch favour with- 
out deſert , and requeſt thee now to confirme the ſame , of whom we might juſtly ha new 
benefits , ſeeing ſuch friendſhip and familiarity between thee and our King. For we under - 
flood by our nation that dwell in Fudza., how many offerings thou diddeft there ſacrifice anto our 
god , and with what vows thou honouredſt him: how thou feaſtedſt the people , and was't delighted 
in that mutuall hoſpitalitie. All which are as it were an argument of the friendſhip confirmed be- 
tween ſogeeat 4 Roman Prince, and the nation of the Fews, even in H houſe. By all theſe , we 
E humbly requeſt in the preſence of the King nothing but this onely, that thou wouldeſt not permic 
us deceitfully to be def auded of that , which you your ſelwes have already granted unto the nation

4 Mo no one of the Greeks offered to oppoſe himſelf againſt that which Nicholeas did 
ſpeak : for this was no contention toa Judge concerning — but onely a deprecation 
and ſupplication to avoid injurie. Neither did they denie it: onely thus they excuſed them- 
ſelves, that the Jews dwelling amongſt them , were troubleſome unto them. But the Jews 
ſhewed themſelves to be free citizens, and tolive according to their religion and laws of their _ 
countrey , without any mans moleſtation or injury.

hereby be the more incited thereunto , eſpecially ſeeing that without violating the law of 
nature,it is not lawfull to think any ſuch thought: for no man can affe@ his fathers Kingdom, 
but hedoth alſo defire his fathers death, ſeeing that itis not permitted men to ſucceed thoſe 
in the Kingdome who are yer alive. He alleadged mereovar , that for his part he had had a 
care that they ſhould want no_ conyenient for a kinde father to proyide for prince! 
children , neither ornaments, nor fo 


owers , nor delights: tha alſo he had provided for them H 
wives of noblerace , and had married one of them unto his fiſters daughter z and the other 
unto Archelaus his daughter King of Cappadocia : and which was the greateſt matter of all , 
he had not uſed the authoritie of afather againſt them after theſe their enterprizes , buc 
þrought them unto Ceſar their common benefaRor z and that forſaking his own right of a 
father who bad been injured , or of a King , againſt whom treaſon had been wrought , he was 
now content to debate his matter with them before ſuch a Judge, as well knew how to de- 
cide the thing in queſtion according to right and equitie : yer requeſted he him that the of- 
fence of theirs might not be left unpuniſhed , nor he forced to lead the reſt of his life ſtill in 


ynous offences,and to eſcape unpuniſhed,, after the violating of all laws of God and nature. 
Herod having with a vehement voice objedted theſe accuſations againſt his ſons before Ceſar ; 
the young men were not able to abſtain from tears whileſt he was yer ſpeaking , and having , 
ended his ; prey they wholly reſolved into tears: not for that they were guilty of thoſe im- 
pieties laid unto their charge , bur for that they were accuſed by their father, againſt whom ic 
was not decent to ſpeak freely for themſelves , nor expedient to refuſe to defend their own 
cauſe, Wherein they remained doubtfull what to doe , moving the auditors to pitiethem by 
their tears and lamentations., and carefull withall leſt ic ſhould be thought that their guilty 
conſcience did ſo trouble them , that they were not able to ſpeak in their own defence, ſeeing 
that indeed it was their want of skill and tender yeers, by reaſon whereof they were fo a- K 
mazed. Which olſo + well perceived, andall that were preſent were ſo moved to com- 
paſſion , that neither their father,who was their accuſer,could long refrain from being moyed 
hereat tocompaſſion.

of Alexanders defence, and how the two brethren were reconciled unto their father Herod. 


were preſent partly to pity them,partly to ſhed tears of compaſſion: the one of them 
named Alexander , who was the elder , framing his ſpeech unto his father , began x, 
thus to purge himſelf of the crimes objected againſt them, 

My father , how well and friendly minded thou art towards us , this preſent judgement declareth: 
for hadſt thow, determined any heavy ſentence againſt us ,, thow wouldeſt not have brought us be- 
fore him , who 15 the preſerver of us all : for thou mighteſt being' a King , or for thy autho- 
ritie over us as 4 father , have puniſhed us for our offence according to thy power, but in that 
thou haft brought us to Rome, and made Cziar our Fudge, it is an argument that thoy ſeekeſt 
to ſave us: ; no man brings any one ts the Temple whom he purpoſeth to deſtroy : which greatly 
aggravateth our cauſe , who doe cenſure our ſelves unworthy toltve',' rather then toincurre an 
opinion of ampicty committed againſt thee ſuch a father, How far more expedient is it to die guilt- 
leſſe , then to live ſuſpected of ſuch offences * Wherefore , if truth; be our patrone ,” we ſhall M 
be h4tf) either by thy own judgement , or for that we have eſcaped danger: but if calumnis- 
tions ave prevaile againſt us , it is ſuperfiuous and to no purpoſe that we live. For what good 
would it do? «s , if we live in continuall ſuſpicion ? It is a probable accuſation to accuſe our yeers , 

«5 having affetted the King dome 1, and our unfortunate mothers calamity maketh it ſeeme more pro- 

bable. But conſider I beſeech thee , if the ſame crime may not as well be ramed againſt any one 

whomſoever , as againſt us. For any King having children by a wife that is now dead; may if 

it pleaſe him ſuſpett them, as prattiſing treaſon againſt him their father, Bit ſuſpicion is not ſuf - 

ficient to prove 404n impions and guilty : wherefore bring any one forth that can tell any argu- 

gent of this crime by us to have been attempted ; which may adde ' credit to this calumniation ;

- _ yr A, the 28. yeer of Herods reign, in the 192. Olympiade, In the dedication hereof , 
world, 3937. there was greatpompe and ſumptuous preparations : for all muſicians were brought 


before iris thither toſtrive one with another , who was moſt excellent in theirarr; and champions 
TEVN that wraftledbei and anointed with oyle : there was alſo a great many that fought 
way) RuF- with (words , a great number of ſavage beaſts ; andall things elſe thar at ſach times 
are, *** wereuſed, andinaccount, eitherat Rome or in other countries, Theſe ſports werealſo 
Czlareais conſecrated unto Ceſar, and were to berenewed every fifth yeer. All this proviſion the 
2==4 King at his owncoſt and charges provided to be brought from a 4 um whatſoever, to 
coremen. ſhew the greatneſle of his magnificence. 7ulis , Ceſars wife alſo beſtowed much of her 

' own to the furniſhing hereof , and ſent many precious things ont of Italy , ſo that the worth 

of them all amounted unto five hundreth talents. And a great company being gathered to-

Bout this time Czſarea was finiſhed , the tenth yeer after it was begun to be buile , K 


gether to behold-rheſe ſports, he receivedall Embaſſadours ſent unto him from other na- L 


tions, tothank him for the benefits he had beſtowed on them , and he lodged , feaſted and 
ſported them : and being all day long amongſt the people to ſee thoſe ſports, at night he re- 
ceived them with banquets , and ſhewing them his ificence z and gained great praiſe 
and commendations for a worthy King, For , hein all things ſo provided, that the laſt was 
more pleaſing and gratefull then the firſt , and cauſed him ro be more admired. And it is re- 
Cz: and a- Ported that Ceſar himſelf and 4grippa often did ſay, that Herods magnanimyty was greater 
grippa com- - then his preſent revenues could bear , and that he well deſerved an Empire , as big as all Sy- 
wend Herods r;2 1nd Egypt. Theſe ſports being ended , he builded another town in a field , called Ca- 


magnanimirty, 


Antipacds is - Pharſaba, chuſing for it a watery ſoyle fit for plants : the Citie was compaſſed with a river; M 


buile. and he alſo planted round about it a wood full of moſt goodly trees. This town he called 
TRps ci Antipatris , after his fathers name Antipater, After which he alſo builded a caſtle about Jeri- 
bk. Cho,called after his mothers name, Cyproy which was very ſtrongly defenced , and adorned

He alſo builded the greateſt part of the publick ihe Tempte 

houſcs andplaces inthe citie by Atium, which Ceſar built for the Nicopolitanes there in- <f Pyrbius, 

habicing,and that with his own proper coſt and charges. He alſo for the Antiochians inhabi- 

tirig the greateſt citie of Syria, builded porches on each ſide of the greater freer, thar goerh 

quice cthorow the midſt of the citie, and doth as it were part it intorwoz and the ſtreer ic 

{clf chat lay open, he paved with poliſhed ſtone ; which work was as great a commoditie ro 

the inhabicants,as a beautie unto their Cirie, He alſo helped ro maintain the ſports ar Olym-,,,, 

pus with yearly revenews, that now for want of maintenance began ro decay : ſothat by olywpus, 

his means there were more ſolemn ſacrifices,and all chings more ſum $ to pleaſe them 

that came to behold them : for which his liberalicie he was declare ped; maſter and 

maintainer of choſe ſports. Itis admirable to ſee. in one man ſuch diverfitic of minds: for yy, yecoq 

an the one (ide if we reſpeR his liberalitie and beneficence towards all men, we muſt needs was liberalco 

ſay, he wasof a moſt free and bountiful nature; contrariwiſe, if we conſider the injurics f*2nger1, 3nd 

and crucltic he ſhewed againft his ſubjeQs and deareſt friends, we muſt confeſſe him to have own nation, 

been a hard man, and intraRable,and who paſſed all bounds of modeſtic; ſo that we would 

think him to have been of two contrarie diſpoſitions. But I am otherwiſe perſwaded, and 

think that both theſe did proceed from one matter : for becauſe he thirſted after gloric and 

honour, and wholly applicd himſelf thereunto, he became liberal whereſoever he was, in 

hope cither to reap preſent thanks for his labour, or a future remembrance. Wherefore 

ſpcading above his revenewes for this matter, he was forced co be chargeable unto his ſub» 

zes : for it was neceſſary that he that ſo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch huge ſuns of money up- 

on others, ſhould ſome where get ic, though with evil means. Liſtly, ſeeing himſelf for 

ſuch like injuries hated of his ſubjets, he chought ita hard matter to get their good wills: 

which he could do no waies elſe, but by remicring the tribute they paid him. Wherefore 

he abuſed the hatred of his people for his own commoditie : for if any one of them did not 

D tolerate that ſlaveric wherein they lived,or did endeavour to ſhake off the yoke of his domi- 

nion, againſt ſuch-heuſed a marvellous cruckie ; and outraged them no lefſe,then as if they 

had been his enemies, neither reſpeRing friendſhip nor kindred ; for that he defired alone to _ greedy 

be honoured of all men. And how greedy of honour he was, we may gneſſe by the honours ***0u"e 

he did unto Ceſar, Agripps, and others of their friends : for he deſired to be an example to 

his ſubjeRs, that as be himſelf honoured men better then himſelf: ſo they thould all ho- 

nour him likewiſe: thereby declaring what thing he did naturally moſt deſire, Butche 

Jews rcligion doth not permic them licence to honour Potentates, who of neceſſitic ought 

ro have greater care and reſpeR of right and cquitice, then of ſuch officiouſnefſe roward ſu- 

periours : for it was diſprofitenough untothe Jews, that they could not with ſtatues and 

x Temples obtain cheKings favour, and with like flaweries ſatisfic the fond appetites of a vain- 

glorious man, And this ſeemeth tometo be the reaſon that Herod was unjuſt, and hard ro- 

wards his friends, and co thoſe whom he made partakers of his counſcls and enterprizes ; 

and frank and bountiful cowards ſtrangers.

__" not be conſtrained upon their Sabbarhs roappear before a Jadg. 27. Agripps wither 
health to the Cyrenian Magiſtrates and Senate. The Jews inhabiting amongſt you, for 
whom dnguſin hath alreay writen urzo Flevias che Prefident of Libya,andunto other 
Magiſtrai&s of that province, are not to be hindred from ſending their holy money to Jeru- 
falem,as their caſtome is:and = 4 have now complamed untoſme;that they arc moleſted by 
the falſe accuſations of ſome bad people, and forbidden to do ir under pretence of a certain 
rribute, which notwithſtanding they are nor to pay, Wherefore I command that they may 
be perniittedto live afcer their cuſtome,and free fromal! ſuch marters : and if in any of your 
Ciries any ſacred money of theirs be intercepred, that by certain perſons which you know

The 
Jewsof Afta in che Idesof Febtuary, I icing in the judicial ſeat at Epheſus, ſignified un- 
to me that Cx/ir 4 and Agripps have permitred them to uſe their countrey cuſtomes ; 
and every one, according as he thinketh good,to contribute his firſt fruirs for religion ſake, 
to be carried without let or hinderance unto the Temple of che moſt mighty God : and 
they deſired me to ratific by my conſent, that which they had already granred them by the 
above named Emperours. Wherefore I would have you to know , Fa I alſo, according 
unto Ceſars and Agrippes decrees and ordinances, do permit and grant them alſo to do all 
things they pleaſe, according to their countrey cuſtomes, forbidding any man to hinder them 
therein.” 
I have thought good to annex theſe decrees, for that I knowthat theſe my writings will 
come uhto the Grecians hands,that T may ſhewrhem;that in former ages we were ſo cſtec- M 
med of the publick Magiſtrates xbat none were permined-to hinder us from uſing ovr caun- 
erey rites and ceremonies,ahd chat by their canſen we ippedGod inour ownreligion 
- which Ido inculcatethe oftner,thar I may move-ſtrangeand forrainnations,andrake away 
their hatred conceived againſt us, whichis without all reaſonable cauſe. For no nation doth 
alwaies uſe the ſame cuſtomes, but almoſt whole rowns among them doſometimrs altcr 
and differ fromthe reſt ; yer & juſtice equalſſiero be deſtribured unroall men;which' 5 
profitablezas well corhe Greeks ns to orher barbarous nations, which'is greatly obſc 3 
our laws; which if we follow and violate not, ateable 0 make all nations love us. Wherfore 
we requeſt all men not ro deſpiſe us, for that we differ from them in religion; but favonr us

the Sepulchre : of which building Nicholays alſo a writer of thar time, maketh mention ; but Nicbol-us the 


he ſpeaketh not how they wenr into the Sepulchre of David,thinking that therein he ſhould EP ro 


not keep decorum.,lit he-ſhould make menrion thereof, Whereia he followed this accuſtomed 

order:for this writings were to come to the ears of rhe King yer living, wherein he did onely 

curry favour ,mentiofiing onely rhar, that might redound unto the Kings credit : fo that ma- 

ny of his open and wicked pranks, he did eirher colour under ſome other pretence, or elſe 

if waies poſſible he endeavoureth ro hide them, For he'doth asit were tell a cale of Herods 

ctuelty agatnft Marianme and his ſonnieszas though he'did thereby deſerve credit and praiſe, 

accufing her of adultery , and chem as Traitors unto their father : and this he doch 

clean through his works, too much exrolling the Kings good deeds, and too diligently ex- 

cuſing Nis bad deeds and iniquities. Bur & I have ſaid, we muſt pardon him, who did not ſo 

much write to leavea meriory of things done unto after ages, as to pratifie and 'pleaſe his 

King, But I, who come of thelinage of che Aſinonian Kings, and execure the office of a 

Prieſt, account it a ſhame to lie : and dointend truly to recount the hiſtory of all - things J-ſcph came 
that were acted and done; yet with a reverence of the poſterity of chat King, who do alſo of che Prieftty

now bear ſway and rule ; yet with their pardon and leave,having a greater care to the verity monians,

After the Sepulchre was thus violated, Herods houſe began to decay, whether revenge 
lighting upon that part Which was already ſcarce ſound, or wherher by meer chance ſuch 
Famics at that rime befel him, as might juſtly be thought the reward of impiety. For 
there was a diſcord in the Court not anlike to civill wars, every one ſtrivin againſt other 
with hatred and forged accuſations : bur eſpecially Antipaters politick praftice againſt his 
brethren was to be noted, who intangled them by other mens forged accuſations, himſelf Aatipmcers 
oftentimes ſeemed ro take upon him their defence, that making a = of good will unto ty plorcing 
vhein, he might ſecretly oppreſſe them che ſooner ; and he did fo craftily circumvent his fa-y52p3 his 
ther, that his father deerned him to be his onely conſerver. Wherefore the king commen- ge 
ded Ptolomens his procarator unto Amtipater his ſonne, and did communicate all his ſecrers 
unto his rhother, ſo that all things were done according as they pleaſed, and they made him 
m— with thoſe; againſt whom they knew the kings diſpleaſure might redound unto 
their profit. 

Bu. Mariammes children didevery day ſtomach the matter more and more, diſdaining to 
. 6 place unto their inferiour: and for cheir-nobility not enduring to be removed from The womert 
their places,and not to keep their indignity alſo;their wives did the like, and A{txanders wife * Giſrord ar 
Glaphyra who was the daughter of Archzlans King of Cappadocia,did grearly envy and dif- Oe 
dain Salome, and ſhe alſo her again, both for the love rhar ſhe bare unto her husband , and 
for that ſhe diſdained(as women are wont)thar her daughter married'unto Ari/fobulgs,ſhould 
be in equall honour with her. '?hzroras alſo the King brother had ahand in this other con-

and Alexander were alone, | that then they were wont to talke of Marriamme their morber, 
and uſe reproachtul words againſt their father ; and threatning, that if they ever did obrain 
the Kingdome, they would make the ſons of the King, whom he had by other wives, no- 
taries and townclarks, and ſo they might reape profit of their learning which they now 
ſtudied for: and whenſoeyer they ſaw any of the Kings wives wear any of Mariammes ap- 
parel, that then they vowed inſtead of that attire, to cloath them with ſackcloth: and ſhur 
them up where they ſhould never ſee Sun. Salome preſently told all this to the King : 
who though he were much grieved herear, yer he choſe rather to ſeck to amend ir, then to 
puniſh them: for he was greatly incited againſt then by ſuſpicion, and every day waxing 
worſe and worſe, at laſt he believed all'the reports of any whemſoever. But he then eon- 
rented onely ſharpely to chide his ſons,and pacified with their excuſes and anſwers, he for 
that time was quiet. 

But preſently the miſchicf was again ſet on foot : for Phereras the Kings brother, meeting 
xo creat AEXAPAT; WhO(as we have ſaid) was Glaphyra her husband, who was daughtesto Arche- 
LN laws,he told him that he heard by Salowe,that Herod was far in love with Glaphyra,ſo rhat he L 
Pheroras, for could nor ſhake off this affeRion. The young man hearing this, became jzalous,and was in 
affirming at a great rage; and now what honour ſoever or gifts Herod for the love of his ſon gave her, 
wich Glajhyra Alexander did interpretit inthe worſt ſenſe, being now made jealous by that which, he had 

heard of Pheroras;and not able to put up ſach injuries as he thought;he went unto his father, 

& wich tears recounted unto him what Pheroras had told him. But Herod was hereart the more 

enflamed, not enduring himſelf falfly ro be accuſed of fo ſhameful afz, inveighing againſt 

thegreat malice of his triends, who for his great good turns he did them, ſo rewarded him. 

And preſently ſending for Pheroras, very ſharpely began to chide him,ſaying : 0 moſt imp:- 

ous that liveth amongſt men | art thou become ſo ungrgteful, either to ſpeak or think ſuch a mat- 

ter of us * Thinkeſt thou that I do not perceive thy drift ; that thou ſpakeſt not theſe words unto M 

my ſon to diſcredit me,but alſo tothe intent by this means thou mighteſt work ſome treaſon againſt 

me, and cauſe me to be poiſoned? For who but agood ſon,as this is, would ſuffer his father, fuſpet- 

ed for ſuch a matter, to live, and not to be revenged of him for ſuch offence * Whether ih thou 

think that thou didſt put theſe ſpeeches into his mind, or by them a ſword into his hand to kill his 

father withal ? or what was thy intent, ſeeing thou hateſt both him and his brother,and onely coun- 

terfeiting gqod will toward me,'o belie me,and to report that of me, that without impitty could not 

be thought : get thee hence, thou wretched imp, ſeeing thou haſt thus abuſed thy brother; who 
hath well deſerved at thy hands ; and do as thou wilt all thy life time, my ſelf will endeavour 
to be better unto my chilaren,then 1 have been, and neither will 1 puniſh them as they deſerve,but f 
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*A will honour them above their merits. The King having diſcharged his choler egainſt his 
brother Pheroras, and he being taken in a manifeſt fault, anſwered, that that report was 
firſt deviſed by Salome, of whom he heard it: which ſhe (being then preſent) hearing, be-

gan to exclaime, ſaying, it was not her deviſe, and that they all laboured co make the 1ivice, 7. 


King hate her,and put her to death, being one who did eſpecially wiſh him well ; and what 
in her lay, ſeeking his ſafecie, and that now he was in danger of more treaſon thenever be- 
fore : for (ſaid ſhe) I was the onely cauſe that you did put away the woman, whom yon ſo 
doatcd after,perſwading you to marry thc Kings daughter : and this is the cauſe that you 
hace me. With theſe ({peeches tearing her hair,and ſtriking her breſt, ſhe made a ſhew of 
innocency: bur this her geſture was a colour to hide her bad intent. So Pheroras was left in 

reat perplexitie,not knowing what to ſay or do; and finding no pretence to excuſe his fact: 
Pr on the one fide he contefſed, that he told it unto Alexander and on the other, he could 
not make Herod believe, that he heard ic of Salome. This contention endured a good white: 
at laſt the King being wearied , ſent away his brother and his ſiſter: and greatly commend- 


ing his ſons moderate mind,and that he had given him intelligence. of thoſe ſpeeches, very 
lace in the night, he went ro ſupper.

After this contention,Se/ome was hardly thought of becauſe ſhe was judged to bethe au- _ _— 
thor of this ill report, and the Kings [wives wiſhed evil unto her, becauſe they knew herto TOO 


be of ſtrange qualities and hard co pleaſe, and ſo variable, that according tothe time, one 
C while ſhe would profelle friendſhip , and preſently after hared. Wherefore they till had 

ſomething to inform Herod of againſt her, raking occaſion hapning by chance, which was 
this : There was a K'ng of the Arabians, named 0bo4as, a floarhful man, and one given to 
idlenefle : and th:re was one Syllavs that did govern all his affairs; this man was a crafcy 
fellow, and inthe prime of his youth, and very beautiful. This Sy/levs coming unto Herod 
about ſome bufineſſe, and viewing $elewe, who then {ate at ſupper with him, began to ſer 
his mind upon her: and fiading ſhe was a widow, he entred intotalke with her : and ſhe 
finding her brother no not ſo fiiendly unto her as before he had been, and alſo inrangled 
wich the beauty of this young man,did not greatly deny to marry hims and many feaſts 
being made at that time,they ſhewed evident figns of their mutual conſent, and love one un- 
to another. The Kings wives told the King of this in ſcoffing ſore, Herod herewith not con- 
rented, demanded of Pheroras how the matter ſtood, and willed him at ſupper timeto note 
if he could cſpic any rokens of familiaritie berwixt them: and Pheroras told him that by 
ſigns and murual viewing one another, they ſufficiently ſhewed their intents. After this

the Arabian being ſuſpced,departed into his own countrey. But ewo or three moneths af- ring, Salome 
ter he came again into Judza onely for this purpoſe, and talked with ' Herod rouching this ©? wife, was 


mantec,requeſting him to ler Se/ome be his wife: ing that that affinitie would be profi- 
table unto him for the traffick between his people and theArabians, whoſe Prince he was to 
be,and did already cnjvy a great part-of the dominion. Herod told all this unto his ſiſter,and 
asked her if ſhe would marry him and ſhe anſwered,ſhe would. Then they requeſted that 
Syllens ſhould becomea Jew in religion,or clſe it was not lawful for him to marry her. He 
would not condeſcend hereunto, affirming that he ſhould be Roned to death by his people, 
ifhedidit; and ſo he departed withour ining his purpoſe. From that time forth, Phe- 
reras,and eſpecially che Kings wives accuſed Salome of intemperancie,affirming that ſhe had 
had the company of the Arabian. Now Hered determined to marry his daughter unto Sals- 
wes ſon,whom Pheroras refuſed for the love of his maid; which ſon of Salowes was her eldeſt 
that ſhe had by Cotab#»s; and that to ſhew his good will toward Salome his ſiſter. But he 
was diſlwaded by Pheroras, whotold him that the young man would never love ſuch a fa- 
ther in law, becauſe of his fathers death, perſwading bim rather to marry her to his eldeſt 
ſon, who was toſucceed him in his Tetrarchy,which be caſily perſwaded the Kin unto,and 
ſo obtained pardoa for his former offence. Whereforethe 


was married unto the young man, who had a hundred calents in dowry with her, mote then 
otherwiſe ſhould have been given with her. 

_ Butall chis whilethis diſſenſion of Hereds houſe did not ceaſe, but rather increaſed,be ha- 
vinga ſh:mel ul beginning, and coming to a ſorrowful end. Herod had three Eunuches, 
whom be greatly eſteemed fortheir beautie:one of them was his butler; the other his cook; 
and the third his chamberlain : whom alſo he was wont to employ in ſerious affairs of his 
Kingdome,Some one or other informed the King, that theſe three Eunuches were corrup- 
ted by his ſon Alexander wich great ſums of money, and being upon tortures examined jf 
they had accompanied with him, they confeſſed all : yer they affirmed thar they knew ng

Herod hearing this, fear and anger did invade him, by reaſon that his ſons words ſeemed H 
both contumelious and threatning:and being for both theſe cauſes in a rage, he feared ſome 
greater matter to be put in praRice again him, which he could not ſuddenly, and having 
fo little warning avoid; and not daring to make open inquiry, he ſet ſecret ſpies awork, to 
tell him how all matters ſtood, himſelfnow miſtrufting all men,and accounting it his ſecu- 
ritic to miſtruſt all, everi them that deſerved ir not: and not moderating his ſuſpicious 
mind, now whoſoever was the, neareſt unto him, was the moſt ſuſpeRed, as of moſt power 
to injure-him. As for others, that were but onely named by his ſpies, he ap_w/ eſteemed 
He-od credic- jt his ſafety to put them to death. Then they of his " one being carctull to ſave 
_— caler, himſelf, were one turned againſt another, eycry ohe deeming it his own fafctic to prevent 
ny Lay + others, by accuſing then unro Herod : which done, preſently they incited other mens envy I 
uyjuſtly, againſt him, and every one of them todeſire ſuch meaſure as they had meaſured unto 0- 
chers:and chus they alſo revenged their private quarrels;and preſently after,they themſelves 
were taken, and did by :other mens means ſufferthe like, being entrapped in the ſatne trap 
they ſer for their enemies.

tipater was the.cauſe of all this miſchiefy who from the firſt time thac he perceived bis father L 
to be fearful and ſuſpicious, till after that joyned With'him as contiſeller, and as it were in- 
Antiparer the Creaſed his rage and crulty ;; and then he galantly pHyed tus part, etideayouring, that who- 
cauſc of all ſoevef: would refiſthim, ſhould be made away.

There werealſo found ſome of this young mans ww 
letters written unto his brocher,complaining ofthe injurious dealing of his father, who had The yer of the 
given certain grounds unto Axtiparer, the yearly revenwes whereof amounted unto two before thy 
hundred talents. Then Herod thinking himſelf to have probability enough, his former Nativity, 7;

began to rage, notwithſtanding that himſelf did ſcarcely believe the informations againſt 
him : neicher could he himſelf deviſe any cauſe wherefore they ſhould ſeek to work treaſon 
apainſt him. And thoſe complaints ſeemed childiſh: neither was it probable that having 
openly killed his father,he would afcerwards have gone ro Rome, Wherefore endeavouring Atcxander be- 
ro find ſome ſtronger argument of his ſons impiery, and becauſe he would not be thought j18in priten, 
raſhly co have committed his ſon to priſon, he cauſed the moſt noble and eminenr of all were rorcured.

Whileſt thus. all the Court did reſound with fear, trorments, and contentions, a certain ters to Rome 
man accuſed Alexander to have ſent letters to his friends at Rome, to intreat them ro cauſe —_ his fa- 
him to be ſent for by Ceſar thicher, that he _ accuſe his father of certain conſperacies 
againſt Ceſ«r, and how he more eſteemed the friendſhip of Mithridates King of the Parthi- 
ans, then the friendſhip of the Romans ; affirming alſo, that he had poyſon ready prepared 
at Aſcalon. Herod hearing this, was comforted by the Paraſites about him, as aving not 
done any thing raſhly;and ſo he gave now full credit ante all: yer the poyſon was diligently 
ſought for, but could not be found. Alexander being now oppreſſed with this calamity, he Alexander 
yet took courage, and becauſc he would more incite his fathers diſpteaſure againſt him, he wes rey = ; 
did notdeny it : perhaps meaning to make his father aſhamed of himſelf, forgiving credit ,yo hal a 
ſo eaſily unto forged tales ; or ar leaſt, if hecould not effe&t that,entangle all che Court and handin ir.

ters unto Olympus and Yolwmnius, commanding them in 'the way as they went, to'paſſe by xx 
Eleaſa a town of Cilicia, and deliver certain letters unto trebelins himſelf ro the fame et- 
fe; and that from thence they ſhould go to Romezand if ſo be when they came there they 
found that Ceſar had been reconciled unto him by 'Nicholaus his means, that then they 
ſhould alfo deliver certainlerters unto him, declaring all that was paſt between him- and his 
ſonnes, ind the proofs alleadged to convince the young men. Archelans writ again unto He- 
rod, that indeed he would have entertained the young men, for fear that any greater. miſ- 
chancefhould befall them or their father, by reaſon of the ſuſpicion againſt them, yer was he 
not minded to ſend them to Ceſar, nor to have confirmed them in any malicious courſe. 
The meſſengers coming to Rome, found Ceſar reconciled to Herod! and delivered the let- 
ters unto him. For Nicholaus his embaſlage was to this effe: So ſoon as he came unto Rome 
and had entred the Palace, beſide the charge he had given him, hedid alſo undertake to ac- 
'cuſe Sylleus, For he perceived the Arabians at variance amongſt themſelves, and that ſome 
of them-had declared all Syllzxs his bad praftiſes, and that by his means and procurement 
many of-0bedas kinſmen were murthered, as his adverſaries manifeſtly proved, by certain of 
hisletters which they intercepted, 
Now-Nicholaws deſirous to recancile Herod unto Ceſar, omitted not this occaſion by 


Helio & Rae chance offered him for he well kneyy that if he began with the Kings defence, he ſhould 
14, © then'find a hard and heavy Judge againſt him ; bar it he began to accuſe Sy{leus, he ſhould 


find alſo fix occaſion to plead his Kings cauſe, Wherefore Nicholaus taking upon him to 
prove the accuſation-againſt him at the day appointed, he accompanied with the king Aretas 
Embaſſadours,accuſed Sylews as a murtherer of his Lord and King, and many other Ara- 
bians,and that he had borrowed mach money to trouble the peice of the Common-wealth, 
and that he had corrupted many women, and honeſt matrons both at Rome and in Arabia. 
He added hereuato a moſt me crime, to wit, that he by his lies and falſe reports had 
deceived'\Cefur, whom in all things he had mifinformed concerning that which Herod had 
done. Which when he once mentioned, Ceſar commanded him to omit the reſt; and onely - 
ro recount the matter concerning Herod, whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an 
army, and did {lay two thouſand and five hundreth men, and carry away captives and robbe 
and ſpoil che countrey © Nicholays anſwered, that to theſe demands himſelf was able to an- 
ſwer, that Herod did none of theſe, or at leaſt very little hereof; which he did recount , and x, 
that he did not deſerve any diſpleaſure.

JF Frod receiving this: letter, rejoyced above meaſure, bothifor-'that he had again 

Howe Cefars favour ; and alſo for that Ceſar had given him fall authority to do 
what he pleaſed unto his ſonnes.- And yet I know not how it came to paſle, 

that he who in his proſperity was a hard father, yer did ſhew himſelf not raſh in 
putting his ſonnes to death: and now his eſtate being bertrer chen ir was, and he recove- ,,, .-__ 
ring his wonted aſſurance, he now began anew hatred, Wherefore by letters he called blerh all char 
togerher all thoſe whom o__ appointed, onely Archelaus excepredsither for that hehated C=ia: yd, 
the man, or elſe for that he feared he would have withſtood that his purpoſe: and when they x4 i 
were all come together, as well the Preſidents as the reſt who were- called out of divers

what ks what his friends at Rome thought of his ſonnes? He anſwered that they judged the young 

Rome thought Mens intents 1mpious, and that they alſo judged that they ought to be bound and impri- 

o husſonncs. foned, and then after due conſideration,it it were ſo thought expedient, to be put to death, 

leſt the King might be thought rather to have given place unto his choler then unto reaſon, 

yet if it might ſo pleaſe him, they thought it beſt to acquit them, leſt otherwiſe he do that 

whic h hereafter he may repent when it is too late. And this was the opinion of moſt of his 

friends at Rome. Then the King along time pondred thele his words, and madeno reply, 

but commanded him to fail a long in his company. Ac his arrival in Czſarea all men were 

careful what ſhould becoine of his ſonnes, expeRting an end of that tragedy, for they greatly 

feared that by reaſon of the old diſcord he would now cut them off ; yer notwithſtanding 

they were ſorrowful for them : yet it was dangerous either to ſpeak raſhly, or to hear any 

thing ſpoken freely concerning them, but in their hearts compaſſhonating them, they con- 

cealed their grietes. Onely one amongſt all the reſt, an ancient ſouldier oz the Kings named 

Tyrolpcaketh Tyro , others diſſembling their grief, ſpake freely what he thought : this Tyro had a ſonne of 

nor olſerving Alexanders age, and beloved of him, OE Alexander much accounted of. This fellow many 

woJ.fty. he & times amidſt the multitudes exclaimed, that truth and equity was now baniſhed from out of 

th Captains the world. and that in their ſtead, malice and untruth reigned : whereby there was ſuch a miſt 

foncd. *  andafog cauſed over the whole world, that no man could ſee his own errors. This his free 

ſpeech,rhough it was not without danger, yet all men hereat were moved; for that he had 

ſome reaſon to ſhew his fortitude in ſo dangerous a time, and every one was willing to hear 

his ſpeech - and though themſelves for fear were filent, yer did they not reprehend him for 

Gerking freely. For the expeRation of the event of ſo great miſchief was able to have wreſt- 

ed from every one of them words of commiſeration. 7yro with great audacity alſocame un- 

to the King, and beſought him that he might calk with him alone: which che King-granting, 

he uſed theſe words with great lamentation: I can no longer, O my King, fappretie this my 

grief, which cauſeth me ſo boldly to ſpeak, though with my own perill ; yet if1t pleaſe thee, 
my King, that which I intend to ſpeak ſhall be for thine advantage. 

Where now,my Lord,are thy wits? where is that thy couragious mind ever hitherto able 
ro match all difficult buſineſſes whatſoever? how hapnerh ir that thou haſt ſo few friends and 
kindred? for I account not them kinſmen or friends, that permit ſuch wickednefſe and ha- 
tred in thy Court, which erſt was moſt happy and fortunate, And what artthou unto thy 
ſelt:wilt thou not look and ſee what is done? wilt thou put to death the two young men born 
unto thee by the Queen thy wife,who abound in all vertue, and commit thy (elf now in thy 
old age unto one onely ſonne, who nouriſheth impious hopes and defignes * and te thy kin- 
dred who by thy own cenſure have often deſeryed death * Doeſt thou not perceive that the 
people keeping themſelves quiet and ſtill; do both condemne the errour of thy 'friends, and 
alſo pity and compaſſionate the two young men?Moreover,all thy ſouldiers and the Captains 
themſelves have compaſſion on them, and curſe the authors of this unfortunate calamity. 
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A The King at firſt took theſe wards of 7yro in good part, as being ad moniſhed of the perfidi- Sw 
ons dealing of them about him,and his own calamitie.

Having ſpoken theſe words, the King commanded him to be apprehended, and the T:caon a- 
Barber, and Tyroand his ſon to be tortured, Tyro his ſon ſeeing his father in moſt miſerable a a.[t the 
torments, and that he ſtill perſiſted in them (and by the kings diſpleaſure, conjeturing that **'® 

there was no hope of life) told them that tortured his father, that he would confeſle all che 

eruth, conditionally that his father and himſelf mightbe no more tormented: and having his 

requeſt granted, he told them that it was agreed, that Tyro withhis own hand ſhould have 

killed the King : for he could get opportunitie to come unto the King when no manelſe 

was with him,and ſo he would kill him, and for Alexanders ſake endure any torments what- 

ſoever. This ſpoken, he delivered himſelf and his father from further cortures - but it is un- 

certain whether the tale he rold was true, or whether he deviſed it to free them both from

For in all theſe things they were excellent, and eſpecially 4/:zxander the 

eldeſt of them.It had been enough for him, ſuppoſe he had condemned them, either to have 

kept them in perpetual priſon,or baniſhed them into ſome far Countrey, ſeeing that he was 

aſſured of the Roman power,under whoſe proteRtion he neither needed to have. teared inva- 

fion,nor ſecret Treaſon againſt him, For ſo ſoon to put them todeath, onely ro (atisft& his 

own furious will, what elſe doth it betoken, but onely an impious liberty caſting off all fa- 

cherly. humanity and kindnels * eſpecially ſeeing that he-was aged, whoſe yeers. could neither 


le norance.nor thar he was deceiyed. For neither was he the more excuſed by che delay

The King procured theſe marriages through the 
compaſſion he had of thoſe Orphelins , thinking by theſe muruall alliances to cauſe- 4nti- 
pater to be their friend. But Artipater conceived no lefſe hatred toward the children, then 
he had done malice towards their tather, for the care that Herod had of them, increaſed his EI TI 
harred,in that he pretcided to be the greateſt among the brethren, and he eſpecially feared cc his bro- 
leſt when they ſhould grow to mans eſtate, they would reſiſt his power, being aſſiſted by hers children, 
king Archelans, as his tonnes in law z and Pheroras who was a Tetrarch ſhould do the like,for 
that he had married hisſonne to Alexanders daughter. And ſo much the more was he jacited, 
becauſe all the people had compaſſion of theſe Orphans, and had couceived a hatrediagai 
him, who never ceaſed to expreſle his malice againſt his brethren. He' theretore deviled' all 
the means that were poſſible to diſanull the decrees which his father had reſolved upon 't ROPER: - 
this effect, being very loath that they ſhould ever live tobe partners with him in the. king-: ther to break 
dome, So tharat laſt Herod condeſcendeth to Antipaters demand, which was, that he might off the marri-., 
marry Ariſtobulus daughter, and his ſonne he eſpouled to Pheroyas daughter: and thus! were: 385 Þ* min

intending that he ſhould make head againſt thoſe that would aſſail him, and promiſing him | 
that boch his land and his Souldiers thould be exempt from all tributes, and payments of 
cuſtomes. This Babylonian Jew was induced by thele offers of his ro come, and cake pot- 
ſeſſion of the place, where he builded a borough, called Bathyra, This man oppoling him- | 
ſelt againſt the Trachonites, defended them of the countrey, and thole Jewes that came , 
from Babylon to Jeruſalem to offer ſacrifice, from all incurſions and robberies of the Tra- 
chonites : and divers that obſerved the Religion of the Jews, reſorted unto him from all 
places, ſo that this countrey was very well peopled, by reaſon of the entianchifement of che 
tribute, which continued during Herods life-time. 
But Philip, who ſucceeded him, exacted afterward ſome ſmall tribute of them, and chac 
but for alittle while. But Agrippa the great, and his ſon of the ſame name, vexed them very K 
grievouſly with taxations ; yet permitted them to enjoy their liberty, whoſe ſucceſlours 
the Romans impoſed many grievous tributes upon them, yer continued their freedome, of 
whom hereafter we will more particularly and largely diſcourſe in due place, and in procetie 
of my hiſtory. Now this Jew Zamaris, to whom Herod had given the poſſeſſion of his 
countrey, died, after he had lived vertuouſly, and left a vertuous oft-ſpring behiad him, 
amongſt whom was Facim renowned for his dexterity on horſeback, who with his troop of . 
Jacim and2hi. horſe was of the King of Babylons guard. This Facim died when he was very oid, and leit

This permiſſion was granted him under the hope that his father 
had, that he would behave himſelf faichfully, and affe&tionately rowards him: bur he abuſed 
his authority more audaciouſly then.could be expected ; for he traiterouſly coloured his con- M 
ceived malice, and eafily drew his tarher to believe him in whatſoever he ſaid. He was feared 
by all men,not onely for his force and-authoricy,but tor his ſubcilties and policies. But above 
all the reſt, Pheroras reſpeted him moſt,and was in like manner as greatly eſteemed by him. 
Fhczeras de- For Antipater bad circumvented bimyby the means of certain women, who favoured his fa- 
men, > Ron: for Pheroras was commanded by his wife, his mother and fiſter in law, norwithſtand- 
ing that he hated them, by reaſon of the outrage-chey had offered to his daughters who were 
virgins ; neverthelefle he was enforced to diflemble all chings, becauſe hecould do nothing 
bur that they were alwaies round. about him, and had ſuch maſtery of his affairs, that they 


wrought him ta perform whatſoever they pleaſed, To theſe likewiſe, was - Antiparer nearly

But 1n ſecret they intermitted not their accuſtomed 
B friendſhip, and continued their intercourſes with more privie affability ; and ſuch was their 
ordinary demeanour and behay1our:yet was not Salome ignorant hereof, neither when they 
tirſt deviſed this drift, neither afterwards when they put it in execution:tor ſhe diligently no- 
red all things,and aggravated the {ame in their reports to her brother, whom ſhe informed of Salome d'ſco- 
their ſecret aſſemblies and banquetring, urging their ſecret conſultations, which (as we ſaid) _—_ pate 
had no other iſſue but his ruine, except upon their diſcovery he' ſought to reprefle them in war hr 
time. Further, that for the preſent they behaved themſelves like enemies in outward ſhe, Ladics and 
and all their ipeeches tended to diſgrace one another ; but thar in ſecret they were friends, ***'* 
and that in private they entertained their amity, and promiſed each other their mutual aſ- 
ſiſtance to ſtrengthen themſelves againſt thoſe ro whom they were loath their friendſhip 
C (hould be diſcovered.

that by many and mighty preſents he wrought them thereunto. He himſelf alſo wrote unto 
his father colourably,after a manner excuſing the young men,and imputing their words unto 
their indiſcretion and young years. Mean-while, he buſted himſelf in accuſing Sy{eus, and 
courted the chiefeſt Romans, buying divers ornaments and jewels to preſent them with, to 
the value of two hundreth talents, And it is to be wondred at, that ſo great matters being 
brought on foor againſt him, ſeven moneths at leaſt before his return into the countrey of 
Judza, that no inkling thereof came unto his ears. But the cauſe partly was, the diligent 
ſearch and watch that was kept upon the high waies, and partly the hatred that all men had 
conceived againſt Antipater, For there was not any that would put themſelves in hazard to 
procure his {ecurity.

About the ſame time 2nintilizs Yarus, who was ſent to ſucceed Saturnine in the goverh- Quinilius 
ment ot Syria, was at Jeruſalem, and drew thither at that inſtant upon Heyods requeſt, ro af- V4, gover- 
fiſt him with his counſels in his preſent and weighty occaſions: now whileſt theſe two fate 
and conſulted together, Antipater came in before any man expected him, and in that purple - 
garment and royaltie that he was accuſtomed to uſe, entered the Palace.

This Acme wasa Jew born, and chambermaid to 7ula,Caſars wite, and did that which is 
B above written for the love which ſhe bare to Aptipater, whom he had hired by great ſums 
of money, to the end, that ſhe ſhould affiſt him to execute the miſchief, which he practiſed 
inſt his facher and againſt his aunt. Herod made almoſt deſperate by the great miſchiefes

and named none other. At that time Herod being wounded by extream grief, would have fauk upon An- 
ſent Antipater to Rome unto Ceſar, that he might receive his judgement from him, but af- tphilus.

He ſent alſo 1000. talents unto "ror 
Ceſar,and 500, to his wite, and to his children, friends and freemen., He beſtowed his Will, ang 
alſo money, rents, and lands upon his own children: he gave his ſiſter Salome an am- A 
E plepoſſefſion, for that ſhe had alwaies perſevered in loving him, and had never offended kis Kingdome: 
him, And having loſt all hope of recovery, for that he was about 70; yeers old; he became n————— 
very tutchie and froward in whatſoever his affairs, The cauſe hereot was, that opinion he Ce | 
had conceived, that he waxed contemptible, and that the whole nation took pleaſure in Kinsfolks,

For he had erected 0- 
ver the portall of the great Temple, an Eagle of gold of great value, Now the law prohi- , ,,1q-4 
biteth that chey, who pretend to live according to the ſame , ſhould in any ſort ere any Eagle upon 
image, or repreſent any figures of living creatures whatſoever.

ung. men dreſſed themſelves toreſiſt, he apprehended them, and with them the anthors of ſedition 
bein broucht 74das and Matthias, who thought (corn to ſubmit themſelves, and led them to the King ; 
ab obs - who demanding of them how they durſt deface the ſacred image ? they anſwered, that long 
fic their +i- - before that time they had reſolved ir, and that now according as they had reſolved, they had 
ow prod like valiant men pertormed the ſame. For we (ſaid they) maintain the honour of God and 
ſenderh hem the do@trine of our law, whereof we are diſciples: neither ought you to admire that with 
bound ro Je- contempt of your ordinances we have preferred the laws of our forefathers, which Moſes 
hath left us in writing, according as he was ſuggeſted and taught them by God: neither do 
we refuſe any death or puniſhment which chou ſhalt inflit upon us, being aſſured in our con- 
ſciences,that we ſuffer not for our impiety, but piety ſake. Thus ſpake they all of them,con- 
TUNG tinuing the like conſtant boldnefle in their anſwers, as they had ſhewed in their ations, be- 
vernours of ing alſo ready, conſtantly to endure any putiſhment for that which they had attempted. K 
the Jews, avd Hereupon the King commanded them to be bound, and ſent them to Jericho : then calling

yeers wherein they reigned, could not pertorm ſuch a building in the honour of God, More- 
over, he ſignified unto them, how he had adorned the {ame with precious gifts. For which he 
hoped that after his death his memory and glory ſhould ſurvive. After this, he expoſtulated 
with them for what cauſe they abſtained not from offering him that outrage during his life 
time And why at noon dates and in the fight of all the people,they had laid hands on thoſe 
preſents which he had dedicated unto God,and had taken thoſe things away violently which 
thoughin words they appertained to him, yet in the effe if the a were wel examined, they 
had taken from God. The Governours {uſpecting his cruelty, and fearing leſt his unbridled 
paſſion ſhould urge him further, by which means they might be aſſured of ſome ſevere pu- 
niſhment,an{wered him:that thoſe things were not done by their conſents, and that in their 
opinion the injurie ought not to be let ſlip without puniſhment. At that time Herod ſhewed 
himſelt more favourable towards the reſt, but he cauſed Matthias to be deprived of the

For he was not to ſeck of the Jews affeQions, neither how 
his death was deſired and longed forby them, fince that in his life time they preſumed ſo 
far as to revolt, and diſhonour and deface thoſe gifts, which he had beſtowed upon the 
Common-weal. It therefore behoved them to afford him ſome ſolace in that hisbirter an- 
guith, for that it chey refuſed not ro-perfon that. which he had contrived in lus wind, the 
lamemation of his death ſhould be magnificent, and as great as any King ever had: and the 
pleaſure and langhter tharmight accompany his death, ſhould be abated by their forrow,

For which cauſe, although he 
were per{waded to give over the kingdome unto his elder brother, who was confirmed in * 
the kingdome by his fathers teſtament, yer would he not givecar thereunto. Bur Amipes no 
ſooner arrived in Rome, but all kinsfolks revolced from Archelaus, unto him, not ſo much 
E for the love they bare him, as for hatred they had conceived againſt Archelaws ; and above 
all, for the deſirethey had to rccover their liberty, and co draw themſelves under a Ro- 
man governour.

* and citizens had been ſlaughtered after che manner of ſacrifices, and the'T<mple filled 
« wich carcaſlcs,not by a ſtranger, but by him,who under the colour of religion defireth the 
< povernment of the Kingdome, corhe end he mighr ſarisfierhe unjuſtice of bis nature, in 
<« exerciſing cach way his tyranny towards al men:for which cauſe his father never thoughr 
** nor ever;dreamt to {ubſticure him King in his place. For he knew both his life and ditpo- 
< firion, and by his former teftament(and thar ofgreateſtforce) had ordained bis adverſary 
<« Antipater to be King.For he had beenallorned the kingdome by his father, not when his 
* mind was dead before his body, but when both his judgerrient was ſound, and his body

* Whereupon Nicholas arofe, and alleaged in Archelavs behalf 4s touching the ſlaughter, 
*hat it was 0 be imputed cotheir impicry, who:could not be reſtrained from their'tumules 
<* and uprores, before Archelaus was enforced to appeaſe then by force ; alleadging that 
* they were ſo much the more guilty, forchar they had not onely exerciſed their malicc,but 
* alſo hadenforced others to atrempr ſo hainous 2 revenge againſt them: fortheir inſolency 
* ſeemed in appearance to concern Archelans,ycr in a ſort theit contumacy pertained to Ce- 
<* {axs ruin. For thoſe that had been ſent by him to appeaſe and redreſle- their ſedinion, were 
* againſt all law and right charged and ſlain by chem, without reſpeR of God, or regard of

Rufus £32- ſelves untothem, - But Rufus and Gratus having three thouſand of ' thoſe 'valiane ſouldiers 
of Herods ar- Under their charge, who had ſerved Herod, joyned themſelves with the Romans. Thelike 
my,joyn with did choſe horſemen which followed Rufas, whoin. like manner ſubmitted themſelves to 
the Romans. their diriction : yet for all this,the Jews continued and intended their ſiege, undermining 
che wals,and exhorting their adverſaries to. depart, and not to exempt them ofcheir liberty, 
which they had long time enjoyed under their predeceſſours. Sabinws was willing,to de- 
part from thence with his ſouldiers; yet durſt he nor truſt them in regard of their former 
attempt, and he ſuſpected overmuch the over-liberal offer his enemics had made him : 
bur negleted the ſame , becauſe he expeRed Yarus. :

Moreover, Zudas the ſonof Exechias the archthicf, whom 
archchief, =Heyed Overcame with ſo much difficulry,at Sephoris a city of Gallilee,gathering unto him a 
band of deſperate men,made incurſions upon the Kings dominions. And having caken all 
thoſe arms and weapons, which he mighe recoverinthat place, he armed from the firſt to 
the laſt all thoſe ſouldiers chat were with him : he took away all that money which was rc- 
ſerved for the King, in that = : and affrighting the inhabirants round - about him, he 
ſpoiled all choſe with whomſoever he:mer, aſpiring ro the Kingdome, and affeQing the 
ſame, not by lawful means, of which he,was unskilful, but by a liberty co do injury. 

Whileſt theſe troubles ranged in every place, Simex alſo,who had been one of Herod; ſer- 
vants,and both for his ſhape, ſtature & ſtrength, was eſteemed amongſt all men, undertook 
the Kingdom : and being attended by a mighty army, and proclaimed King by them, who 
were a wicked and unbridled multitude,..and perſweding himſelf that he was worthy to be 
King above any other, ; he firſt of all ſet fire on the palace in Icricho, and ſpoiled all thar 
which was therein. He burnt alſo divers other royal palaces belonging tothe King, which 
- © were in divers places of che countrey, giving them tree licence, . v-ho were his followers in 

the aQipn,.to bear away. the prey that remained;and far more licentious pranks had he pla - 
ed, had nor his praQiſes been yon and wiſely prevented, For Gratss , who withthe

He had foure brothers of as goodly Rtature as himſelf, who were eſteemed ger ' chris 
for men of valour and execution, whereby _ they had the means offered them *#iviy, 3- | 
to occupie the Kingdome. Each one of theſe had the command over a Company. For a "VI 
great company of people reſorted dayly unto them, the charge of whom was committed 

unto his brethren, art ſuch time as any occaſion of ware was offered, and he in the mean 
while wearing the Diadem on his head, ordered,counſelled and commanded all things, The 

power of this Gallant endured a long time, who was not called King for nought : for he 

diſpoſed all things according tohis own pleaſure, and both he and his brethren. were fleſbt 

with the ſlanghter of the Romanes, and thoſe of the Kings fide, whom he hated alike ; 

theſe, by reaſon of the inſolence they had uſed during Herods life-cime: the other, in regard 

of thoſe injuries, which lately they ſuppoſed themſelves to have received by them. This 

hatred of theirs dayly increaſed moreand more, and there was no man that could eſcape 

their hands, both in reſpec of the gain they ,ſought , as for the cuſtome they had to ſhed 

bloud. They therefore at that time ſet upon the Romans, and ſurprized them on the ſudden 

neer to Emmaus, at ſuch timeas they carried victuals and munition unto their camp, and 

having encloſed the Centurion Ariws with fourtie of their moſt valiant footmen, they ſhor 

him thorow with their darts, The reſt that expected nothing leſle then life, were ſaved by \ 
Gratus,who came in upon them with che Kings ſouldiers : whereupon leaving the dead bo- 

dies,they retired, Continuing their warre atter this manner a long cime,according as occaſi- 

on was offered, they had done much miſchief to the Romans,and farre more injurie to the 

Nation of the Jewes, Finally, they were ſurprized ; the one man in an encountrie be- ,q,.,,.. a4 
rwixt them and Gratms, the other in fighting againſt Prolowey. The eldeſt was taken by bis bretuen 
Archelaus, and the laſt being diſmayed with the accidents, and ſeeing no means to eſcape ****- 

(tor befides his other miſhaps, his ſouldiers were afflicted with ſfickneſle) he with the reſt 

upon Archelaxs faith and oath ſubmitted himſelf unto him. But this was done ſome little 

while after. 

At this time was all Judza full of robberies, and as many ſeditious aſſemblies as drew to- Hedio & Ruf- 
gether, ſo many Kings were there ele&ed, who were raiſed to the utter ruine of the Com. ©9%%<bvp-16. 
mon-weal, Amongft thereſt,the Romans were they that ſmarted leaſt,but the murtherswere 
executed againſt thoſe that were out of the countrey. But Yarss underſtanding by Sabings 
letters, in what dangers they were, and fearing the utter overthrow of his third Legion, he 
took with him the two other (for to the uttermoſt, in Syria there were but three) and with 
the affiſtance'of the Kings and Tetrarchs he haſted into Jewry to relieve thoſe that were be- 
fieged, commanding thoſe that wete ſent out before he diſlodged,to meet him at Ptolemais, 
and paſſing by the citie of the Berythians,he received a thouſand, and five hundreth ſouldi- 
ers at their hands, to attend him in his warre. Arete. alſo,who was Lord of Petra,drawing 
himſelf into confederacy with the Romans in regard of that hatred: he bare towards Herod, 

{ent him horſemen and foormen,When all theſe forces were aſſembled ar Prolemais, he de- 
livered a part thereof to his ſon, and one of his friends; commanding them to make warre 
upon the Galileans, who bordered upon that Citie z who —_—_ Region, and putting 
all thoſe to flight,whofoever durſt make head againſt him, he took Sephoris, and ſelling the 
inhabitants under the ſpeare, he conſumed the Citie with fire. Yarws himſelf marching to- 
wards Samaria with his Army, violenced not the Citie, in that he knew it was free from the 
contagion of the ſeditious, but he pitched his camp in acertain Village, which was Prolomies 
poſlefſion called Ar#s. The ſame did the Arabians burn, revenging themſelves on Herods Arus bumed 
friend for his fake, and marching onward, the Arabians' ſpoiled alſo another Village called by : the Arabi- 
Sampho,and for thar it was ſtrongly fortified burned theſame. Beſides, in that journey no- $ampho and 
thing eſcaped their hands,but they pur all co fire and (word. For both Emmaus was burned pon 
by Yerzs command ; and in revenge of his ſouldiers that were (lain in that place, it was left yimreoaet 
deſolate and void of inhabiranas. From thence drawing neer to Jeruſalem, thoſe Jews that «© Jerulalem, 
belieged the legion of thar fide, upon the ſudden view and approach of the army of the Ro- {ye emorerein 
mans,fearfully fled, giving over that lege which they intended. But thoſeJews of Jeruſalem, vasb:ficgea. 
being grievouſly reproved by Fares, alledged in there excuſe, that the people in regard of 
the feaſt were aſſembled in that place,and that the war was not begun by their conſent, but 
undertaken by their boldneſſe who reſorted thither from divers places, and that they were 
ſo farre off from aſlayling the Romans, as they rather ſeemed to be beſieged by them. And 
long before this, Foſeph, King Herods nephew, Gretus and Rufus, with their fouldiers were 
gone out to meet Yarys, and thoſe Romans that had ſuſtained the fiege, had done no "_—_ 
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I- \ But as touching Sabinus, he would not a in Yarus preſence, by ſtealing away privily out G

Heros nd the 19rannous pratfices that the wickedeſt perſon could have invented toward the deſtruttion of his 
quities, Nation ; and that not content with theſe, he had of his own head prattized and invented new. 
Neither that it needed them to reckon up how he had deprived of life,when as the eftate of 
thoſe that were alive was farre more deſperate ; wham he not onely affrizhted with perpetuall 
terrour and ſeveritie, but alſo with znjurious hands had not abſtained from their goods, By 
which means it came to paſſe, that he not onely builded, but eb forrain Cittes inhabited 
by forrain Nations, to the end he might the rather utterly ſpoile thoſe by exatFion, which were ſci- 
tuated and ſeated in his own Countrey : and that he enforced his Nation to extreme povertie, 
which he received in moſt happy eſtate, whileſt he ſpoyled thoſe Nobles of theie eſtates, who 
pon weak probabilities were condemned to die, or granting them life, deprived them of their 
poſſeſsions,, Furthermore, whereas yeerly Tributes were impoſed on every one ;, yet ſeverally 
was the ravenous and covetous deſires of bis Friends and Courticrs to be ſatisfied, yea, and of 
his ſervants alſo, who had the authoritie to exat# theſe things, that by this means they might 
redeem their tn] urious vexations. As for the deflouring of Virgins, and the ſcornfall betrays 
of a Matrons chaſtitie, they covered them under ſilence, for thit it is a great comfort to tho 
that ſuffer ſuch outrage, if their diſgraces be but known to a few.” In briefe, that Herod had 
in no other ſort governed, then as if the government. of them had been committed to a moſt ſa- 
wage beaft. For which cauſe, whereas in times paſt that Nation had been afflicted with many M: 
ela and murthers, yet that there is no example extant among ft their Monuments of an- 
#iquitie, that may be compared with their preſent calamitie under Herod, For ' which cauſe:

—_— * Alexander, Herods ſonne, who was ſlain by him and by this means, he began to aſpire 
unto.the Kingdome : whereupon calling to him a companion, -who was his own Coun- 
trey-man,- and a long beaten Courtier, and his crafts- and fit to execute any dange- ” 
rous or deſpetite aQtions, he by his inftruions fained himſelf to be that. Alexander, Herods 
ſonne, who was delivered from death, by the means of a certain friend, who had the charge 
to ſee him executed : who executing others in their ſteads, delivered both him-and his 
brother Ari#tobulus, and that they were both eſcaped in this manner. Being puffed up by 
.. theſe toyes, he failed not to deceive other men, and as ſoon as he-came to Creet, as man

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A Jews. There was.in Rome a Lady called Palins , tenowed both for the nobility of her *-/#\ 
houſe, as alſothrough her ſtudie and exerciſe in vertue, Beſides this , ſhe was very rich, and 7' 


with her riches beautifull , and in her flouriſhing yeers ; and notwithſtanding a very mirrour 
theſe her excellent perfeftions, A certain young man called Decius Mundus , one of the 
knights of greateſt account ar that time, fell in love with her. But ſhe was of tha diſpoſition, 
that it was impoſſible for him to corrupt her by preſents : And the more ſhe refuſed thoſe in- 
finite preſents which he ſent unto her , the more was Mwundws heart inflamed with ardent at- 
fetion z ſo that to enjoy her but onely one night , he offered her two hundred thouſand 
B drachmes , amounting in our Engliſh money to fome ſix thouſand pound, yet for all this he 
could not overcome her. For which cauſe being unable to indure this his unfortunate love , 
he thoyght beſt ro pine himſelfe away for want of ſuſtenance , thereby to deliver himſelfe 
from the tyranny of that paſſhon , wherewith he was afflicted: drvay 6 that he confidently re» 
ſolved, he conſtantly put in execution. Now there was a certaim freewoman that belonged 
to Mundys father , whoſe name was Ida, expert in all ſorts of ſubtilties, who being ſore agrie- 
ved to behold the young mans reſolution , whom ſhe ſaw wholly addicted to a deſperat death, 
ſhe addreſſed her ſelfe unto him, and encouraged him with hope , promiſing him to bring him 
to Paulinas ſpeech , 'by the means of a certain bribe which ſhe incented to offer. He rejoy- 
cing very much at her motion, demanded what ſumme ſhould ſerve her: who requiring no- 
thing more then fifty thouſand drachmes to obtain Paw/zya; he furniſhed her preſently. 
When as by this means ſhe had quickned the young mans ſpirit, and received all that which 
the demanded, ſhe ſhaped not the ſame courſe which others had kept that had the ſolicitation 
of the matrer before , ſeeing ſhe ſaw that money would not tempt her ; but knowing that ſhe 
was deeply devoted to the ſervice of 1s , ſhe praQtiſed this ſubtill and unexpeted policie, 
She addreſled her ſelfe to certain Prieſts of che Temple, and upon great hopes , and offer of 
greater preſents, and paying them down upon the preſent , twenty and five thouſand 
drachmes, and promifing them as much more upon the performance of the bargain , ſhe dif- 
cloſed unto them the paſſionate loye which, the young man bareunto Paxlina, exhorting 
chem to work ſo wiſely that he might enjoy'her. They bewitched with this huge preſent 
they had , and hoped to receive,promiſed her to work the feat. Whereupon , the eldeſt among 
them reſorted ta. Paulina, and having free acceſſe unto her preſence, he required that he 
might have conference with her in ſecret : which when he had obtained , he told her that he 
was ſent unto her by god Anub#,in that the god was ſurprized with her love, and defired thac 
ſhe would come unto him. Paulina, took great pleaſure in this his diſcourſe , and told her ta- 
miliars how ſhe had been honoured: with the amorous ſollicication of a god , and certified her 
husband how Anubis would banquet and lie with her. Whereunto he conſented , knowing 
how great his wives chaftitie was. She therefore repaired to the Temple and after ſhe had 
{upt, and the time was come wherein ſhe was uſually accuſtomed to lay her down to reſt, and 


the gates werelockt up by the Prieſts that wete therein, and the lights likewiſe were taken 


away 3 Mandus , wholay hid within , failed not to accoſt her : who thinking that ic was god 
Anubis (atisfied his defires all the night long ; and in the morning betimes before the Prieſts , 
who were privie to this treacherie, were ſtirring , he retired himſelf : Paulina alſo early in the 
morning repaired to her husband, and certified him how Amb had appeared unto her, and 
boaſting her ſelf among her familiars what conference he had aſed with her. But ſome of 
them beleeved her not, in regard of the manner of their entertainment , rhe reſt were alto- 
gether amazed, ſuppoſing thoſe things to be no waies incredible , at ſuch time as they be- 
thought themſelves of the Ladies chaſtitie. Some three dates after this a& was committed , 
Munans meeting with Paulina, ſaid unto her: You have ſaved me two hundreth thonſand 
drachmes , wherewich you might have augmented your treaſure , and this notwithſtanding , 
you havenot failed to (atisfie my requſt : neither am I grieved that you have contem- 
ned me under thename of Munds, ſince that undertaking Anubi# name , I have accompli- 
ſhed my defire , and this ſaid , he departed. Burt ſhe preſently amated with the mans audaci- 
ous impudence, tore her garments , and having told her husband of all this ſubrill circum- 
vention , ſhe requeſted earneſtly his affiſtance , and that he would not forſake her in the pro- 
ſecution of her revenge : who preſently Fertified the Emperour of each particular there- 
of. Now when , Tiberius had diligently underſtood , how all things had happened, by the in-

Tiberius, who was informed hereof by Saturnine his familiar friend, and 
nN ws to be Fylvias husband, who had diſcovered the ſame unto him, commanded all Jews whatſoever 
Rtour®®  rodepart out of Rome. Of theſe the Conſuls choſe out and enrouled to the number of 
foyre thouſand men ,whom they ſent into Sardinia : and puniſhed divers of them that refu- 
ſed to bear arms, for fear they ſhould tranſgreſle the Ordinances of their Countrey, So thar 
by reaſou of the looſe behaviour of foure wicked perſons,all thoſe @f our Nation were driven 
out of the City of Rome, 

Neither was the Nation of the Samaritans exempt from this trouble: for a certain ſubtil 
companion, who ſought by all the means he might to incroach upon the peoples favour, per- 
ſwaded them to withdraw themſelves with him to the mount Garizim(which they ſuppoſed 

m__ to be the holieſt amongft all their mountains) in which place he avowed he would ſhew 
at Tirachaba Ehem the ſacred Veſſels buried in a certain place, where Moſes had laid them : and at that 
ro aſcend the time they being gathered together in arms, by his perſwaſton encamped theraſelves in a bo- 
ent rough called Tirathaba, where they entertained thoſe that repaired chither to adjoyn them- 
chargah and ſelves with them,to the end they might aſcend the mountain with che greater company, But 
overcometh p;[ate prevented them, and got up before them with his horſemen and toormen: who charg- 
reth them to 10g thoſe that were aſſembled in the borough, put them to flight , and ſlaying ſome, and 
flight, putting the reſt to flight,led away a great number of them priſoners with him. Pzlateexe-

cru ncdiaro Herod Without ſuſpe eaftly condeſcended unto her requeſt, thinking ſhe was ignoranc of 
her onn ©«3- kijs drift : but ſhe long before thartime had taken order with the Governour of Macheron 
Fat ( which atthat rime was under her fathers government ) to prepare all things for her jour- 
ney, where being/arrived, ſhe ſpeedily poſted into Arabia, under the convey of thoſe 
Governours, who received and conducted her the one after the other. As ſoon as ſhe arri- 

ved in her fathers Court, ſhe incontinently certified him of Herods reſolution, whence aroſe 

the beginning of this diſcord betwixt them. As ſoon as therefore they had both of them aſ- 

ſembled their armies upon the confines of the countrey of Gamalite, they fought together 

under the conduct of the two Generalls, ro whom they had committed their armies, In this 

battell Herods army was wholly diſcomfited through the treaſon that was complotted a- 
Hero0#2 MY o4inſt him by certain baniſhed men of Philips Tetrarchy, which ' were in pay with Herod, T5- 
the Arab ans. berius was certified of all this by thoſe letters which Herod had writtenunto him: and being

Tiberius with all expedition returned him a very kind anſwer, certifying him that he would <4 9 Czfars 

be very glad to ſee him ſafely arrived in Capreas. Ina word, as ſoon as he was arrived, Ceſar *"***e* 

expreſſed and made it known,that his affeRtion was anſwerable to his letters,and both em 

braced him and lodged him. The next dayCeſer received letrers from Herennins Capito who 

advertiſed him that Agripps ought three hundred chouſand drachmes of filver, which he 

borrowed and paid not at the time prefixed, and that at ſuch time as'the appointed time of 

payment was come, he was fled out of the countrey, and place of his procuration, and by 

this occaſion had deprived him of the means to conſtrain him to make ſatisfation.

But when his triends at any time queſtioned with him, why he H 
uſed theſe accuſtomed delayes , he anſwered them, that he deterred the Embaſſadours after 
thar ſort, tor fear leſt if he ſhould ſpeedily diſpatch them, they ſhouid inſtantly retura with 
new, whereby it ſhould come to paſle,that he ſhould be continually croubled in entertaining 
and diſmiſſing them. | 
'-— vg And as touching his offices,he left them in their hands,to whom he had committed them, 
charieed nor in regard of his ſubjects welfare, For naturally all magiſtracy is ſubje& to avarice : but in e- 
his goveruors, ſpecial ſtrangers induce thoſe, who exerciſe the ſame to gather, and ingrofle the more in- 
ſtantly, when as the time of their authority is ſhort and of ſmall aſſurance ; whereas if they 
ſhould continue in the ſame for along time, in regard of the gain they had made, and the 
much profits they had railed, they would be afterwards lefle greedy toextort further. Now 
if he ſhould ſend others to ſucceed them on a ſudden, it were impoſſible for him to content x5 
them, notwithſt:nding their many bribes : whereas in giving them time to fill their purſes 
when they had gotten well, they would abate the furious defire of lucre which they affected 
betore.

them, tor that they ſhould do him more wrong,it thoſe flies were driven away , for that be-

diſcovered the danger that threatned Tiberius, ſhe wrote and ſent her expreſſe letters by GP Rd 
Pallas one of ber truſty {crvants unto him to Capreasgcertifying him/in particular the whole 
proceſſe of che conſpiracy. Ceſar having 'truc underſtanding thereaf, cauſed Sejanns and his 
confederates to be executed. Although therefore chat before that time he honored Antonia 
| greatly, yet did he afterwards honour herfar more, in ſuch ſort as he cruſted her in all 
things. When as therefore ſhe entreated him to give Extychus audience : Tiberius anſwered, 
If, faid be, Ewiycbns hath falſely objefted any thing againſt Agrippa, itſufficeth that he en- 
dure that puniſhmeat which I have enjoyned him. Bur if in the torture he maintain that 
which he hath ſpoken to be true, it is to be feared leſt Agrippa intending to puniſh his free- Agrippa tir-= 
man, do rather heap the puniſhment upon his own head. When Antenis had reported this yn vo oY 
anſwer of his to Agrippe,be did the more inſtantly (ollicite her, requiring her that the ma- ceitain ſpee- 
rer might be brought to trial. And for that Agrippe ceaſed not ro importune her, Antonia ©5749 Þ® ® 
rook the occaſion, which was this z Tiberias being after dinner time carried in his litter, and vonas, 
having Caius and Agrippabetore him,ſhe walking foot by foot by the litter, 'beſoughr him 
ro call Ewtychus to his trigl;whereunto he replied; The gods(ſaid he)know that that which I 
do, I do it not of mine owa will,but for the neceflitie I am preſſed with upon your requeſt: 
C and having ſpoken thus,he commanded Marrow, Sejarws ſucceſſour to bring Emtychus before 
him; which was performed with all expedition. WhereuponTiber#us asked him what he had 
to ſay againſt him, who had enfranchifed him ? My ſoveraign (ſaid /he) C##s that is here 
preſent,and Agreppa rode one day together inthe ſame Coach,and I ſare attheir feet. After 
divers diſcourles held berween them, Agripps began to ſpeak atcer this mannerunto Caius ; 
O, ſaid he, wouldGod the day were come wherein che old man departing out of this world 
would make you goyernour thereof. For his ſon Tiberdss would be no hindrance unto you, 
for him might you make away. Then ſhould the world betmppy, and T likewiſe have my 
ſhare in the felicity. T#berins cſteeming this his accuſation to be rrue, and having oflong 
D time conceived a grudge againſt Agrippa, forthat motwirhſtanding he had commanded him 
to honour Tiberius, who was his nephew,and Dr#ſusſon ; Agrippa had given ſmalregard to 
his commandmeat,and had not honoured him, but was wholly addicted unto Caizs. For 
which cauſe ſaid he co Marros, bind me this fellow, He fearcely underſtanding that which 
be ſpake,and no waies ſuſpeRing that he ſhould give chat commandment in reſpe& of 4- 
grippe deferred the performance untill ſuch time as he might more exaQly underſtand his 
mind, Whea astherefore Ceſar turned into the Hippodrome, and by chance met with 
ipps in the teeth : Thisis he (faid he) Macrow whom I have commanded ro be bound, 
and demanding of him once more by whom he ſpake: Ir is Agripps, ſaid he. Then had A- 
grippa recourſe to ſubmiſſive and ren 6 19m refreſhing the memory of his ſon with 
E whom he had bcen brought up, and allcadging the education he had uſed towards his nep- 
hew Tiberius: but he prevailed nothiag, bur was led away bound in thoſe purple ornaments 
which he then wore. 

Archat cime it was very hos weather, and being in diſtreſſe of wine, he was extremely, 
thirſty and diſtrefſed,yea more then became one of his qualiry. Whercupon eſpying Tha Caius fervanc 
aſius one of Cains ſervants, whocarried water ina pitcher, he required him togive him giveth Agrip- 
drink : which, whea he had willingly beſtowed on him, he drank, and afterwards ſaid unto P99" Fu 
him, This ſervice thou haft done me in giving me drink,ſhall do thee good one day. For as mifeth1o pro. 
ſoon as I ſhall eſcape out of theſe bonds, it ſhall not be long before I obtain thy liberty ax qe bis tree- 

.Caius hands, for that hou haſt not negleRed ro do me ſervice inthis my impriſonment, as 
E thou haſt beforetime done me whileſt I was in my proſperity anddignity: Neither deceived 
he the mans expeRation of his promiſe, but rewarded and gratified him. For akcerwards 
when he had obtained the Kingdom, be begged Thaumaſtus liberty at Cains hands, & made 
him ſuperintendent of his affairs,and after his deceaſe he gave order that hedhould ſerve in 
the ſame place, with his ſon Agripps and his daughter Bernice; fo that he died very old, and 
much honoured, Butthis hapned afrerward. Bur atthat rime 4zrippe Rood before rhe 
place bound with other companions, who were likewiſe in bonds; and through the grief he 
conceived, he Jcane&againſt a certain rree, on which there ſate an Owle. One of thoſe pri-

* and power; ſo that thoſe, who at this day have compaſſion of thy calamity, ſhall bear en- 

*Yyy ro thy glory and thou ſhalr depart this life in great felicity,and ſhalt leave thy children 

** mighty poſſeſſions. Bur bear this in thy remembrance, that when chou ſhalt ſee this 

©*bird once more,thou muſt needs die within five dayes after. Theſe are thoſe things which 

« the gods think meetto foretell thee by this bird. As for my ſelf, I have ſuppoſed that I 

« ſhould do thee wrong, if I ſhould conceal this prediQtion from thee, having the fore- 

« knowledge thereof. I have therefore thought good ro impart this joy unto thee, where- 

* by thorow hope of thy future profir, thou mayeſt more eaſily endure thy preſenc miſ- 

< fortune: for which cauſe I beſcech thee, that as ſoon as thou ſhalt be partaker of this thy 

« felicitic, thou wilt endeavour thy ſelfro deliver us alſo from theſe adverſarics. 

This preſage of the German ſeemed ſo rediculous to Agripp a, as it afterwards deſerved 1 
moſt mighty admiration. But Anteia being ſore grieved at the yaung mans calamity, 
thought ic not onely a difficulc marter for her to entreat Tiberiss for him, bur although un- 
proficable in regard ſhe ſhould be repulſed: yer wrought ſhe ſo much withMacron,that hewas 
committed tothe cuſtody of ſuch ſouldiers, who were of more reconciled behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed ro keep him,that ſuffered him to uſe his daily bathings, 8 gave 
his friends and ſervants leave to viſithim, by whioſe ſervice and kindnefle his necefhitics 
might be relieved. His friend Silas alſo was admitted to ſpeak with him, and amongſt his 
free-men Marſyas and Stichus, who brought him in ſuch meats as he was delighted withall, 
and coverings under colourto fell them ; which by the permiſffion ofthe ſouldiers, who had 

Agrippalived No lefſe diriQtion from Macyon,they ſpread by night for him to take his reſt upon. See here 
6x moneths the eſtate wherein-Agripps lived in priſon for the ſpace of ſix moneths. But Tiberias being 
in pre”. retuned to Capreas, began at firſt to be attained with a certain lingring diſcaſe, and for that 
his fickneſſe increaſed moreand more, he began to conceive a finiſter hope of himſelf, and 
commanded Ewodus , whom he moſt honoureg amongſt all his free-men, to bring him his 
ſons, becauſe he intended to talk with them before he died. But the ſooth is, that he had 
; not any children of his own, but had adopted them. For Dr»ſ#s, who was his onely childe, 
TOM 'al- was already dead,and had left bebind him a ſon called Tiberivs,. firnamed Gemellus, He had 
ſendech for his Cains alſo, his brother Germanicss ſon, who was in the flower of- his age, and had travel- 
ſons, | led very diligently in good diſciplines. To him alſo the people aſcribed very much,in re- 
Th, membrance of the vertues of his deceaſed fatherzand as touching hitnſelf,he was of a ſweet 
of Druſus. converſation, and ſo modeſt that he was familiar and converſant with all men. Whereby ir 
kw _— came to paſſe,that not onely the people,but the Senate alſo held him in great eſtimacion, 
nicus ſon, AS alſo all the ſubjcAts.in every ſeveral Province. For they that ſpake with him,were drawn M 
partly by bis affabilicy, partly by the fidelity they ſaw in him: fo that when he was dead, all 
of them mourned, not counterfcitly lamenting his lofſe, bur with unfained ſorrow; for that 
there was not any one that ſuppoſed not his death to be every mans particular loſſe. He 
therefore demeaned himſelf ſo modeſtly rowards all men, that his ſon after his death was 
highly advanced thereby.

Citie with forbidden Images. Wherennto Petronius anſwered : Therefore ( (aid he ) will you RE 
fight with Cwelir, without regard either of his abilitie, or your own weakeneſſe ® We will not ors, 
fight (aid they ) but we will rather die, then depart from our Lawes. Whereupon proſtrating 
Jn elves, and laying open their naked throats, they ſaid they were ready to entertain their 
deaths.

Ciss on the one fide. moved with the ſervice Agripps had done him, 
and on the other {ide _ how great an indignitie it ſhould be for hum; if before'{uch an 
aſſembly of witneſſes, he ſhou!d deny that which he had ſo inſtantly preſſed Agripps to re- 
queſt,as if he ſuddenly had repented himſelf,8 admiring Agrippa's vertue(who having means 
B within a little time to augment his particular eſtate, either by revenews or other commo- 
dities, had preſerved the common cauſe, the Lawes of his Countrey and pietie before all 
theſe) he granted him his ſupplication, and wrote to Petronzxs, prayſing him for that he had 
uſed (uch diligence in aſſembling his Army, as alſo for all that whereof he had certified him, 
annexing theſe words : If (ſaid he) you have already planted the-Starue, as I commanded 
you, letit remain in the place ; but if it be not done, be thou no more troubleſome co the 
Jews,” but diſmiſſe thine Armie, and repair thou in perſon to that place whither I have ſenc 
thee, For I urge no more the erection of that Statue, for the defire that I have to gratifie 
Agrippa, whom I intirely honour,and 1n ſuch ſort, as it is impoſſible for me to contradict any 
thing whatſoever, that either he hath need of, or ſhall require. Theſe were the contents of 
thoſeletters, which Caizs wrote to Petronius, before he underſtood that the Jews bethought 
C themot revolt : for they made it known, that rather then they would endure the Statue, 
they would hazard a warre againſt the Romans : which when Caias underſtood, he was ex-

you to be his friends-he condicionerh cherefore with you without any deceit or fraud, pro- & (:;cnagip. 
miſing you gifts and honours,and determinerh co increaſe your dignity by his power. Aſinens 
refuſed to enterprize this voyage, but ſent his brother Amrlezs with certain preſents, ſuch as 
B he could poflibly find. Hetherefore departed with the meflenger, and preſented himſelt be- 
fore Artahanus ; who ſeeing Aniles come alone, asked him how it happened that 4ſineus 
came not. with him : and underſtanding that he ſtayed in his mariſh chrough the fear thac 
he had of him, he ſwore by the gods of his Anceſtors , that he would do him no wrong, 
wiſhing them to give credit co his promiſe, and he ſtretched out his hand, which is the great- 
eſt ſign which the Kings of that countrey uſe to aſſure thole that parley with them, For after 
they haye mutually givea one another their hands, there is no finiſter practice to be feared, 
and they from whom a man expeterh any harm, are no more tobe feared at ſuch time as 
, they have given this teſtimony of aſſurance. That done, Artabenus ſent back Aniless to 
periwade his brocher Aſinexs to. come to Court. Artabenus did this,ſfuppoſing that this his 
C amitie with the two brothers would bea bridle for the Iews,who otherwiſe might encroach 
upon his governments, For, he feared leſt if any rebellion ſhould happen, and he ſhould be 
troubled in that war, -4ſineus and they of Babylon ſhould grow more ſtrong, both by the 
voluntary ſubmiſhon of the Iews,as by force: and thereby ſhould do him the more miſchief; 
LUipon thus deliberation he ſent Anileus, who eafily perſwaded his brother, giving him to 
anderſtand among other things, what good will che King bare him, and the oath that he 
had ſworn : fo that both of them reſorted to Artabanus, who received them very graci- 
ouſly, admiring Aſ5neus vertue, who had (o great a courage to exerciſe his enterprizes, 
confidering eſpecially that he was a. man of low ſtature, and who to look on ſeemed to be 
eo ; and he told his friends that without compariſon, he had a greater heart then 
Y.

wha were (ent to govern in the neighbonring Provinces:yea ſo much encreaſed his aurhori- 
Le withihis power, thar all Meſopotamia was at his command.[In this felicitie and encreaſing 
glorie of his, he contigaed for che ſpace of fifteen yeers : which never began to wane uncill 
luch time 9s negleCting the ancient ſtudy of vertue, and contenming the lawes of his fore- 
tarhers, both he and his faQious folloivers being devoured in pleaſnre, yielded themſelves 
capnve to forrain lufts. It fortuned that a ce:tain Governour of thoſe Parthians came into' 
that Coyntrey, accompanied with his wite, not onely enriched and endowed with ocher

,buc alſo admired for her incomparable comelineſſe and beautie, Whom without G 
ever, ſeeing her, onely by reſpe& of her beautie Anilezus, Aſineus brother loved entirely - 


«'er the n«t41i- 2nd when as by no one ot his alluremencs he could obtain her favour, neither had any other 
oof 1. hope to enjoy the Lady, he could not bridle his unruly luſt, bur he made warre againſt her 


husband - and killing the Parthian in their firſt confli&, his wife became his, both in ſub- 
jection, and bed-ſervice, which thing was the original of many mightie calamities both to 
himſelf,and towards his brother. For when as having loſt her former husband,ſhe was led away 
Captive,ſhe carried with her the images of the gods of her countrey, which ſhe highly eſtee- 
med,according as it was the cuſtome of choſe that inhabiced that place, to have their gods 
whom they adored in their hoſes, whom art ſach time as they travel into a forrain countrey, 
they carry about with them. She therefore brought them with herzand uſed them according H 
to the faſhion of her countrey,at the firſt ſecretly : bur after ſhe was known for Anilexs wite, 
then adored ſhe them according to the cuſtome, and with the ſame ſervice which ſhe uſed 
during her firſt husbands dayes, ſacrificing to her gods, 


Anilzus killeth Their chiefeſt friends ſeeing this, firſt of all reproved them, for that Anileys committed 


a Noble wan 
of the Parthi- 
ans,and lead- 


ſuch things as were no wayes uſed among the Hebrewes,and altogether _ to their 
laws, for that he had marrieda woman of a fortain nation,that contradicted and violated their

ſelves too much to their unbridled pleaſures,they ſhould loſe the hononr and power they had 
received from God,even until that preſent, But ſeeing their perſwaſions profited nothing 


.and that Arileus likewiſe had villanouſly (lain one of his deareſt friends, who had ſomewhat | 


r00 freely reproved him (who at ſuch time as he lay a dying, being touched with 'the zeal of 
the Laws of his Anceſtors, and with grief againſt his murtherer, - wiſhed that 4finexs and 
Anilens and all their aſſociates might die the like death : they tor that they were tranſgreſ- 
ſers of the Law ; the other,ftor that they ſuccoured not themſelves in that opprefſion,which 
they ſuffered for the maintenance of their Laws.) They were ſore diſpleaſed : yer notwith- 
ſtanding, they contained themſelves, calling to their remembrance that their felicitie pro- 
ceeded trom no other cauſe, but from the valour of thoſe brethren, 

But when they underſtood that the Parthian gods were adored by this woman, they be- 
thought them that it behoved them not any more to bear 'with Anileus,in contempt of their 
Laws: for which cauſe,addrefſing themſelves to 4ſinewc in great aſſemblies, they exclaimed 
againſt Anileys ; ſaying, that he ought, although at firſt he had no power to diſpoſe of him- 
ſelf, yet now at laſt, to corre this errour beforeit ſhould redound to their publick plague : 
for that both his marriage was diſallowed in all mens eyes, as altogether contrary to their 
Laws,and that the ſuperſtitious obſervance of the gods, which the woman preſumed to uſe, 
was an apparant injurie offered to the true God. Bur he, although he knew that his brothers 
fault would breed ſome great inconvenience, both to himſelf and his followers, yet being 
overcome with brotherly affection, -he eaſily pardoned his brother, aſcribing his- errour to 
the violence of his unbridled paſſion. But: whereas daily more and more he was tired with 
exclamations,and greater reproofs,at length he almcaithed his brother of the matter,chiding 
him for that which was paſt, and willing him to amend the errour hereafter, by ſend- 
ing home the woman unto her kindred, Yet did this admonition of his take no effe&t 
with him; for chat the woman perceiving that the rumour that was raiſed among the people 
was for her ſake, and being afraid leſt for her love ſake A4zilexs ſhould incurre ſome danger, 
ſhe poyſoned Aſineus, to the end that her love being in authority, ſhe might more freely 
practice her impietie. Now when Anilexs had gotten the government into his own hands, 
he drew out his forces againſt certaine villages belonging to Mithridates, one of the cheifeſt: 
among the Parthians, and Artabanys ſonne in lawe, which villages he ſpotled , and carried 
away moveables, men, ſheep, and other riches. When Mithridates, who at that time was

and the rather, for that without any occaſion or proffer:of injurie, Anilens had aflailed him 
in contempt of his eſtate, who was a cheif Peer of the countrey : for which cauſe heincon- M 
tinently aſſembled the greateſt power of horſe and footmen he could gather,to ſet upon Ani- 
Lews and his aſſociates. Leading his forces therefore againſt one of his villages , he kept 
himſelf in covert, to the end he might fight the next day ; which. was the Sabbath day, 
on which the Jews attempted not any thing, Whereof when Amiless was advertiſed by 
a certain Syrian , who dwelt in another village, who had exactly told him all Mithridates in- 
tent, and the place where he intended to banquet with his ſouldiers; after he had-made his 
ſouldiers take their refe&ion, he departed by night, to the end he might charge the Par. 
thians before they might be advertiſed of his comming. He therefore ruſhed in upon _

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A about the fourth watch of the night, and flew thoſe whom he found aſleep, and the reſt being FAN 
aſtoniſhed hefeat , were forced to ſave themſelves by flight : he alſo crook Mithradates priſo- hed yo. tht 
ner, and cauſed*him to be cartied away naked on an Aſſe , which is one of the greateſt diſpra- iftercorits 
ces which the Parthians imagine may be offered chem. Having after this diſgracefull manner Natvie,41, 
carried him into a forreſt, ſome of his familiars perſwaded him to kill him : but Aniless told Wd 
them incontinently , that they ought to deale with him fatre otherwiſe; for thatir behoved . 
them not to kill a man , who was one of the chiefe among the nobilitie of the ' Parthians , and 
one who was moſt honoured in regard of that affinitie and alliance he had with the King : 
that alchough all that which heretofore had been offeredgo Mithridates, were inſuppor- 
table; yer if they ſhould be the means of the ſafegard of his life , he would remit the injuries , 

B and remunerate them for their mercy in ſaving his life ; whereas if they ſhould deale ſevere- 
ly with him, the King would ſeek his revenge , and make a horrible ſlaughter of all thoſe 
Iews , that inhabited Babylon : whom they ought to have compaſſion of , both for chat they 


are of cheir bloud, as for that if any miſchiete ſhould befall chem , they knew not whither to 
retire themſelves; whereas they might be aſſiſted with the flower and picked number of ates at: 
the men of their nation, Having thus diſcourſed and debated the matter in the ears of his milleth Mi- 
ſouldiers , his opinion was approved, and they were perſwaded ; and ſo Mithridates was ſent *9nes: 
back again. 
But no ſooner returned he home unto his houſe,bur that his wife hit him in the teerh, that 
he lived but by the mercy of his enemies notwith(tanding he were the Kings ſonne in law: 
C that he had made no reckoning to puniſh thoſe , who had io much injuried him : that he like- 
wiſe contented himſelfe to have his life ſaved after he had been priſoner to the Jews. For 
which cauſe (ſaid ſhe) recover thou thy former wvertue ahd honour , which thou haſt heretefore loſt , 
or 1 ſweare by the gods of the King my father , that the bond of marriage which is betwixt thee and 
me , ſhall be diſſobved. | 
Mithridates, unable to indure theſe uſuall reproaches , and on the other ſide, apprehending 
his wives haughty courage , from whom he feared to be ſeparated , he aſſembled the greateſt 
wer of men of warre that he could poſſible , notwithſtanding it were againſt his will , and 
ed them forth; ſuppoſing himſelfe to be unworthy of life-, if he who was by nation a Parthi- 
an, ſhould be cowardly put tothe worſt by the Jews. When Anileus underſtood that Mithri- 
D dates came forth againſt him with a great force , he thought chat it would redound greatly to 
his indignitie, if he ſhould lye lurking amidſt his marſhes, aud hoping that he ſhould have no 
worle fortune againſt his enemies , then he had at the firſt , and building much upon his ſoul- 
diers, who were ever wang to get the upper hand in their encounters he likewiſe drew forth 
his army : to them alſo certain other adjoyned themſelyes who ſought nothing elſe but pil- 
lage, and hoped that with their onely preſence they might diſmay their enemy. 
But after they had had marched abour ninty ſtades, and paſſed thorow a countrey that was 
ſcant of water , and were about the heat of the midday travelled with thirſt : Mithridates ar- 
my came in ſight , and charged them even at that time when they fainted for want of drink, 
and thorow the extremitie of heat, ſo as they could ſcarcely wield their weapons. At that 
time Anilexs ſouldiers encountring with Mithridates freſh men, were ſhamefully put to 
flight: whereby it came to paſſe that a great number of chem was murthered, and many 
thouſand men put tothe (word, But Anile himſelte , and all thoſe of his company, retired 
themſelves in great haſte into a forreſt, leaving Mithridates Lord and Maſter of the field , 
whereof he was very joyfull, Notwithſtanding this dyſaſter , an infinite number of lawleſle , ;.cir nwn. 
men reſorted to Anileus, who ſet little by their lives, provided there might nolimit be pro- ber of diflotuce 
poſed to their unbridled licentiouſneſſe; ſo that he gathered a greater number of men, then ap ogg 
thoſe whom he had loſt: yet were they farre different in valour from the former : for they with-whom be 
were men wholly ignorant of warlike diſcipline : notwithſtanding , he being accompanied ſpoilcthcerain 
with theſe men, went and (et upon certain boroughs of the Babylonians , which were wholly Ns Bebetogh 
deftroyed by his rapine- and violence. For which cauſe, the Babylonian! and his other ene- ans, 
Þ mies, ſent unto Nearda to the Jews that were there, requiring that A»ileys might be delive- 
red into their hands: whereunto condeſcending not ( for although they had a will to per- 
forme their requeſt, yer it lay not in their power to deliver him ) they required that they 74. Babylo- 
might live in peace. And to intreat of the conditions of peace, the Babylonians ſent cer- nians require 
tain men to conferre with Anileys.

Aixs did not onely exprefſe and manifeſt his fury towards thoſe Jews that Hedo & ute 
dwelt in Ierufalem, and in ocher neighbouring places, buc aſo-thorow all Cyiu tet, 
the countries both by land and ſea , which were ſubje& to the Romane towards the, 
Empire, filling the whole world with an infinice tumber of miſchiefes z **** 
yea, ſuch and ſo hainous, as the like hereof hitherto-have never been (@.... yrnany 

eardof. But Rome in eſpeciall felt the force of his fury , which Pa- cowards the 
J took no leſle calamitie and miſery, then any other Citie : bur eſpecially $cn4:2s and 
the Senatours,, Parricians , and noble men were plagued. They alfo that were called Romane © 
knights, who in wealth and dignitie were next unto-the Senators, for that out of their aumber 

ſuch men were choſen , who were to ſupply the Senate , were vexed with intolerable injuries. 

For with-ignominies they were detracked , with baniſhments and confiſcations weakned , and 

by flaughters wholly exterminated, He likewiſe uſurped the name of God , commanding his 

ſubjects to dignifie him with more then humane honours , and aſcending the Capitol , which 

amongſt all the Temples in Rome is moſt religiouſly honoured , he was fo bold as ta ſalute 

Fupiter, and to call him brother, Many ſuch impieties committed he, by which he expreſled, 
that his unbridled and boundlefle madneſfe did never forfake him. Amongſt his other mag Caius callech 
pratiks that he played, this is worthy of memory: for on a time , thinking it tobe too much mn ts = 

trouble for him tocrofle the ſea between Puteol a Citie-in Campania , and Miſenum another ** Os: - 

town ſeared by the ſea-thore, ina galley ; and otherwiſe eſteeming ir a thing correſpondent to 

his greatneſfe, who was Emperour,to exact that ſupetioritie on the ſea, whuch was anſwerable 
to his ſoveraigntie on the land , betwixt one Cape of the fea unto another , for che ſpace of 
thirty furlongs or ſtades, betwixt which the gulfe had his courſe , he cauſed a bridge to be

_ tain of another band z and Anniws Minucianus Was ingno lefle readineſle to doe his uttermoſt 
Regulus, herein, The cauſe that moved them to accord thus altogether in hatred againſt Caius , was , 
Conus  thatinreſpe&of Regulus, he was by nature a deteſter of all iniquitie : for he was a man en- 
Annius Minu- dowed with great magnanimity, and beautified with a liberall ſpiriry ſo as he difſembled nor 
cianus, any of his counſels , but communicated them with many, who either were his friends, or va* MH 
liant men fit for execution. And as touching Minncianus, he was induced to ſeek his revenge, 
through rhedefire hee had to doe juſtice on him in Zepidus behalfe, who had been one of 
his eſpeciall friends, and one of the rareſt men that were ever found among the Romane 
citizens (whom Caizs had put todeath through the fear he had conceived ot him ) know- 
ing well that all chey , againſt whom Caius was incenſed , could not eſcape with lefle indig- 
nitie then loſſe of life. As for the third man Ghereas, he could not endure the ſhame and 
reproach of cowardiſe that Caius had objefted againſt him , but feared beſides , that his 
friendihip and inward familiaritie with Cats wonld draw him into manifeſt dangers : for 
which cauſe and his own fecuritie and honours ſake, he thought good to make him away, 
Generally, all ofthem were reſolved to rid the world of Caiws , and bring an end to his pride 1 
and tyrannicall power , for their hope was that their attempt ſhould have good ſucceſle : 
which if it happily fell out, their countrey and common-weale ſhould reape the fruits there* 
of, for whoſe {ecuritie and wg it became them co hazard themſelves, though it were with 
lofſe of their heads. Bur above all the reſt, Chereas was egged on with a deſire he had to grow 
famous , and through the facilicie and convenient means he had to finiſh the ſame , becauſe 
The Cireenſ= }\j. Colonels roome gave him moſt ſecure acceſſeunto him, Abour that time the Circenfian 
Carus cauſerh games were ſolemnized , which is a kinde of paſtime which the Romanes very willingly be- 
diverstobe hold , and to this intent they reſort to the place of theſe exerciſes, and the common people 
whorequeſt iS wont to demand ſomewhat ar'their Emperours hands , which they defire to obtain, and 
mirigarion of they , after they have examined their requeſts /doe never refuſe them, Now they required K 
their exattions rh inſtant and importunate ſupplications, that'Caivs would diſcharge them of their taxati- 
ons , and moderate the exceffive tributes which they paid : but he would give no eare unto 
them, and cauſed thoſe to be apprehended who called - upon the matter moſt earneſtly ; 
ſending his Guard, ſome of thenv'one way, ſome'of them anorher, ro pur them tothe (word. 
After he had given this commandement, and they who received the charge, had fully exe- 
cuted it ; a great number of men were ſlain. bo ney ſeeing this, ceaſed toexclaimeany 
Chxreasfor More, ſetting light by:their goods ; andſeeing before their eyes, chat their refuſall would be 
many cauſes he cauſe of their death, Theſe conſiderations incited Chereas the more to execure his en- 
-- - < rerprize , to the end he might finiſh his furious and lawleſle life, whoſe pleaſure was all mens L 
injury and prejudice, And very oftentimes. was he determined to ſet upon him whileſt he 
banquerred , yet he deterred to doethe ſame , nor for that the: failed or faintedin his reſolu- 
tion ,- but becauſe he expected ſorne fit opportunitie to hit him home , and ſpeed him to the 
death. He lived Captain of Cazus Guard a long time, yet took he (mall pleaſure in converſing 
with h:m.

But after that Caius had appointed him to gather in his tributes , and that money which 
. was confiſcate , he ſeemed to have leſſe occafion then before : for at thar time he had doub- 
led their paiments., inthe execution wheteof he followed his own nature rather then Ceſars 
command , and er thoſe of whom he ought to have compaſſion for their povertie ſake; 
Caius was fore di _ herewith, and obje&ed againſt him , thar the cauſe why he delayed M 
the bringing in of his money , was his cowardiſeand negligence: And among: other outra- 
ges that he offered him as oft as he gave him the watch-word, as he uſually went to fetch ir 
once aday upon his watch day , he gave him the names of women , and other that were full 
of ignominie , notwithftanding that he himſelfe was not exempt trom note of no lefle dain-+ 
tineſſe. Forincertain ceremonies which he :himſelt had eſtabliſhed , he atcired himſelf like 
2 woman , and was diſguiſed with certain vailes , whereby he might the better counterfeit 
that ſex, and yet notwithſtanding durſt he obje this diſhonour to Chereas. As oftentimes 
as Chereas received the watch-word, ſo oftentimes grew he incholer : which was increaſed 
the more at ſuch time, as he delivered the (ame to his companions , who openly mocked and 
jeaſted at him. For when it was his turnto receive the word from Ceſars: mouth, he ordi- 
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A narily fitted him with ſuch a one as might move laughter , which made him the bolder to | 
conſpire with his contederares , in that he had juſt occaſion to be diſpleaſed : among theſe 744 yer of the 
was a Senator , and one that had paſt all honours and offices, otherwiſe an Epicure and lover A 
of delights.

Catys, provoked herewith, commanded Chereas with all expedition and diligence * 
to ſee 2uintilia tortured: and the rather gave he Chereas theſe commiſſions to kill and tor- 
B ment thole whom he pleaſed, for that he had conceived this opinion , that he would acquit 
himſelf with more crueltie, to the end he might exempt himſelfe of that reproach of faint- 
hearrednefle which was wrongfully inforced againſt him, 
Whileſt thus 2w#ntilia was led forth to be torcared, ſhe trod upon the foot of one of thoſe Catus com- 
who were of the confederacie, giving him to underſtand that he ſhould be of good courage , mand<th 
for that there was no fear that ſhe would bewray any thing in torture, but would endure it Sh, mores 
with conftancy: notwithſtanding , Cheres tormented her cruelly, which he rather performed who confeſ- 
by conſtraint then of his own free will, And ſeeing he could enforce nothing out of her, he {** "*'bing- 
brought her back to Cairs in ſo pitiful an eſtate, that all chey that beheld her, had compſſion 
on her. Caius likewiſe himſelf was moved, and bethinking him of thoſe pains ſhe had indured, 
© he defiſted from the enqueſt and accuſation which was proſecuted againſt Popedius and Qujn- Popedius is 
tilia, and gave her a certain ſum of money,to comiort her againſt the indiſpoſition that might *"*"*< 
happen by reaſon of her torments, which ſhe had ſo couragiouſly endured, | 
This diſpleaſed Chereas very much , as if he had been the cauſe of all thoſe evils that had Chzreas cen- 
hapned to thoſe two perſons, having been ſo great , that to heale them , it behoved Ceſar to Eno, 
miniſter a medicine. He conſulted therefore with Clement, who was Captain of the footmen , Papinius. * 
<« and Papinics , who had the command of the guard, and ſpake unto them to this effet: We 
« have (laid he) O Clement, imployed our ſelves to the uttermoſt for the Emperours ſafety : 
< for by our providence & travell we have wrought ſo much, thar of all thoſe, who have con- 
<< (pited againſt him, ſome of them have been ſlain ; the reſt in ſuch ſort tormented and mar- 
« tyred, that Caius himſelfe had compaſſion on them. But what reward or honour recive we 
D <« PA oll theſe ſervices? Clement, hearing theſe words, held his peace,giving manifeſt teſtimo- 
ny by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly aſhamed he had ſolong time 
obeyed the Emperours commandements: and whileſt he _—_ with himſelfe that it was 
no policy for him to open his mouth againſt Exixs crueltie , Chereas emboldned himſelfe to 
diſcover the calamities and dangers wherein both the City and the whole Empire were 
plunged , telling him that the comman report was, that Caims was the cauſe of them : 
But (ſaid he) theſe that will narrowly examine the truth , will judge that 1 , and Papinius that 
ſtandeth by me, and you , Clement, more then we, have cauſed the Romanes torment, andthe worlds 
miſery, for that of our own will we have been miniſters of Caius commands,and although the means 
lieth in us to make an end of thoſe wiolences that are committed againſt the citizens , and injuries to 
E the whole world: yet we ſerve him for his guard and hangmen, inſtead of men f warre. And we bear 
arms , not to maintain our liberty , and the Romane Empire , but to rw im , who keeps their 
bodies and mindes in ſervitude: and every day are we ſoyled in their bloud who are ſlain and tortured, 
until ſuch time as ſome one ſerve us with the ſame ſauce , to ſe:fi Caius crueltze. For it is not for 
the ne will he beareth us, that he maketh uſe of us: but that which is more,we wh +. 9 by him, 
and he will cauſe us to be ſlain , as he hath done others. For his _—_— is not limited by juſtice , 
but by his will: we alſo ſhall ſerve him for a mark to aime at. For which cauſe , it behoveth us to pro- 
vide for the ſecuritie and lilertie of all men , and eſpecially to warrant our ſelves againſt thoſe 
dangers that threaten as, 
r Clement declared by apparent fignes , that he thought well of Chareas reſolution , but he 
counfſelled him ro make no words of it , for fear the rumour thereofſhould 5e ſpred among 
the people , and the ſecrer ſhould be diſcovered before the execution: and left that Caius 
getting an inkling thereof, they ſhould all of them be drawn into danger of death , and in the 
mean while , it behoved them to hope that ſome good fortune would fall our to their furthe- 
rance - and that for himſelfe , his age had taken from him the neceſſary courage that be- 
longed to ſuch enterprizes. It may be (ſaid he) that I may furniſh you with ſome advice more 
ſecure then yours is, Chereas : for amore honeſter then it is, who is he that can propoſe? 
This ſaid , Clement returned to his houſe , ruminating with himſelfe upon thoſe words _ 
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FRADP) he had both heard and ſpoken. But Chereas waxt feartull , and conferred with the Colonell , G 
Torgesr ®f he Cornelins Sabinus , whom he knew-to be aman of repuration, a lover ofliberty , and greatly 
fr Wiſts diſcofitented with the eſtate about the miſeries of the common-veale , and ſeeing it was ne- 
nar.vity, 42. Ceſlary to attempt that withall expedicion which he had intended, he thought good to imparc 
00> the matter to him z fearing leſt Clement ſhould diſcover all the conſpiracie , conſidering thac 
binus delay and procraſtination would be bur an occaſion to hinder the ation, When as therefore 
he perceived him to give willing eare to all that which he intended , and that already he was 
confirmed with no leſſe reſolution chen himſelf was ; but in that he knew not with whom he 
might familiarly communicate the ſame, he {aid nothing : whereas otherwiſe he was readie , 
not onely to conceale that which he had heard,bur alſo declared that which he had in his heart, 
he was ſ0.much the moreencouraged. For which cauſe , without further delay they went to 4 
Minutianus , who was conformable unto them in vertue, good affection , and great courage z 
and who beſides that, was ſuſpe&ed by Caius by reaſon of Lepidus death, For Minucianus and 
Lepidus were very great friends, and had been aflociates in the ſame dangers. For Cazus was 
Annie as Ieared by all thoſe who hadany publike office, ſparing none of them in particular or in gene- 
os all, but made themall groane under the burthen of this fury. 

Now they knew well one another , that all of them were diſpleaſed to ſee the common- 
weale in that eſtate: but the apprehenſion of the danger ſuffered them not to manifeſt the 
hatred that each one of them bare to Caiys , although their ſecret conceit ingendred among 
them a certain amity. For before that time, as often as they met together, they were accu- 
ſtomed to eſteeme Minucianss for the moſt honourable man of the company ; as in truth , a- 1 
mong all the citizens of Rome he was the moſt famous, valiant and beſt eſteemed among 
them: being therefore aſſembled at that time,he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeak his opinion, 
For which cauſe he asked Chereas what the watch-word was he had received that day (tor all 
the city knew very wel what mockery Cains uſually uſed in giving Chereas the watchword: ) 
Chereas ; notwithſtanding this diſgrace , failed not to anſwer him , relying on the wiſedome 
of Minncianss, and ſaid unto him ; 

But give you me for the watch-word, Liberty; mean while 1 give you thanks for that you have 
awakened me more ſpeedily then of my ſelf 1 have accuitomed to be, You need not now any further 
infarct your ſelfe to incite me by your words, ſith both you and 1 have undertaken the ſame reſolmion. 
Before we were aſſembled in this place , our thoughts were united. Behold here my ſword , that is girt 
wnto my fide; this ſhall ſuffice for us both, Andif you pleaſe, you ſhall be my captain, and 1 will march 
under your command, and will follow you under aſſurance pn aſsiſtance and wiſedom. They, who 
have valiant hearts , never want arms : for it ts a confident courage that makes the weapon walk. 
That which enkindleth me thus to this attion , is.nvt the conſideration of my particular intereſt - 
for T have not the leiſure to think vn thoſe dangers that threaten me , through the grief that 
I conceive , to ſee the libertie of my countrey changed into ſervitude , and the force of the laws 
whilly aboliſhed, and all ſorts of men aſsigned to death by the crueltie of Caius. 1t is T that de- 
om to be truſted in this execution , and I make you my Fudge , ſith you have the like intention as 
1 have. | | 

' Minucianus, perceiving with what affe&ion Chereas ſpake , embraced him with all loye ; 
Chzceas, vin and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy : | then departed 
intend ro k:11 they.one from the other, with prayers and wiſhes ; and at that time there hapned a prelage 
Caius, thit-confirmed them the more. For as Chereas entred into the Senate, ſome one among the 

people caft our a word, that redqubled his courage. Diſpatch (ſaid he) that which chou. haſt 
rodoe: for God will aſſiſt thee. Chereas was ſome-what affraid , leſt ſome one of his aſlaci- 
ateshad-betraied him. Bur at laſt, he thought it was ſome one of choſe, who, being privie to 
his refolution, gave him a watch-word to animate him the more; 'or thatit was Godt, who, 
governing and obſerving of humane affairs , puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this 
his deliberation to.divers ; ſundry Senatours , knights, and men of warre being advertiſed 
hereof, were in arms. For there was not any one that ſuppoſegl not that Cazys death was the 
greateſt good hap the common-wealth could expect. For which cauſe , all of them entorced ,, 
thernſelves as much as they could to aſliſt the execution with couragious and vertuous reſ0- 
lution: and as forward were they. in affe&ion as in power , in words as in effe&t, deiring each 
Calithus?z Of them to be partakers in the dilparch'of a Tyrant, For Califthys allo , who was Caius iree- 
Caiusfree- man , and raiſed him to great authoritie, yea, ſuch:as he almoſt equald him , adjoyned himſelf 
en certifics ro them tor the fear be apprehended of all men , and for thoſe great riches which he had ga- 
Caius com- thered together , for that he was a man of a corrupt conſcience, and eafily won by bribes and 
manded him preſents, doing wrong to all men, & abuſing the power he had , againſt whoſgever he pleaſed, 
to poiſoa him, contrary 
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contrary to all right and reaſon. Beſides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Caius,who - W/N\ 
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and ſecretly to follow him under hope, that after Cazzs death, he ſhould be his ſucceſlourin L&VWu 
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reconciled, Amongſt divers other dangers that: he had to apprehend, the greatneſſe- of 
the danger of h.s riches was not the leaſt, which.was the cauſe that made him ſerve Claudine, 


the Empire, and that at that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the ſame eſtate,which 
he enjoyed : and by this means thought he to obtain his amity and good liking, by giving 
him to underſtand how Caius had commanded him to poiſon him, and how he had invented 
infinite delayes todefer this execution. As for mine own part, I think that Califhys forged 
this matter, Forif Cains had pretended to kill Claudius, he had not been diſſwaded by Ca- 
liſthus allegations, who had incontineatly received his reward, if he had deferred to execnte 
tis Maſters command, with all expedition in a matter fo acceptable to-him, So it is, that the 
providence of God would not permit Caius to execute that rage againſt Claudiys; and Car 


- lifthus was thereby thanked for a benefit which he no waies deſerved. 


Thoſe that were about Chereas day by day, followed the ation very llowly,notwithſtan- 
ding that he willingly delayed not, but thought all occafions fic to finiſh his purpoſe .in, for 


ſuch timeas he ſtood in the palace to ſcatter gold, and filyer money among the people, by 
caſting him from the top of che palace into the market place, or at ſuch time as he celebra- 
ted thoſe myſteries, that were introduced by him. For no man ſuſpe&ed Chereas, ſodiſ- 
creetly had he behaved himſelf in all things - and he perſwaded himſelf that no man would 
have thought that he ſhould lay violent hands on Cazus. And alrhough he had done nothing 
co any effect ; yet (o it is, that the power of the gods was ſufficient to give him force, and to 
kill him without drawing weapon.Chereas was fore diſpleaſed againſt his companions, in re- 
fpe& thar he feared that they would ler flip their occaſions ; and although they pertedtly 
knew that he travelled for the maintenance of the lawes, and for the good of them all: yer 
did they requeſt him todelay a litcle, for fear leſt in the execution he ſhould in ſome ſorr 
miſcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in trouble, by the informations thac 
would be made of that a& ; and that finally when Caizs ſhould be ſo much the better de- 
fenced againſt them, they ſhould not know how to ſhew their vertue, when che time requi- 
red that they ſhould aſſault and ſet upon him. They therefore thought it good that the op- 
portunity to ſet forward this bufineſle,ſhould be the time in which the games of the Palace 
were clebrated, which were ſolemnized in honour of Ceſar, who firſt of a!l diſanulled the 
peoples authority, and appropriated it to hiniſelf, This ſolemniry is celebrated in a Tent 
before the Palace, where the noble citizens with their wives and children remained to be- 


hold the ſport,and Ceſar himſelf likewiſe. At that time concluded they that it wonld be an Ti« f1all | | 


eaſic matter for them, when as ſo many thouſands of people ſhould be ſhut up in ſo narrow a 


thoſe ſports rhat were next at hand, the deed ſhould be done : but their adventure was grea- 
rer then their concluſion, For the delay was ſuch, as the third day was almoſt paſt,and hard- 
ly could they be drawa to attempt the matcer on the third day. At which time Chereas al- 
tembled all che confederates, and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt 
chem, accuſed and reproached them of {lacknefle in that execution, which had been fo yer- 
tuouſly reſolved amongſt them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould be diſcovered, 
the whole matter ſhould wax fruſtrate : by which means Caius might grow more cruel chen 
he was before, See we not (ſaid he) that by how much liberty we take from our ſelves, by ſo much 
we augment Caius tyranny © whereas we ought firſt of all to obtain ſecurity for our ſelves, and af- 
terwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others the greateſt glory wherof ſhall redound unto oar ſebves. 
Now they having nothing to reply againſt ſo honourable a reſolution, and yer notwithſtau- 
ding no waies enforcing themſelves towards the ation, but remaining alrogerher diſmayed 
without one word ſpeaking, Chereas ſpake thus :

Moſt noble and generous gentlemen, what is the cauſe that we linger and delay in this 


ſort ? See you not that.this day is thelaſt day, of the games, and that Caiws is ready to deparr 


to ſea? For he hath determined to fail into Alexandria, and to ſee Egypt: verily it will be a 
ſmall honour for.us, if we ſuffer him ro eſcape our hangs, to the end chat both, by land and 
fea,he may criumph over the Romans vain boaſt Joo Peg gence. How can we chuſe bur COn-,

place;ſo that he,who would ftep formoſt to give the ſtroke, might very eaſily be ſuccoured, rates 5 rouch- 
tor that he could have no. force in armes, although his guard ſhould have the courage and 5 » 
deſire to defend him. - Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was concluded that the firſt day of © 
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that men of.free condition could not any longer endure his inſolence, ſhould put the matter 
in execution * For mine own pare, I will dream no longer upon your conſultations, but this 
very day will I hazard my ſelf, and betide me what can,I will ſuſtain all fortunes with plea- 
lure and courage. For I am a man of that mind, that no danger can be ſogreat or grievous 
to daunt me, as that Cains ſhould be ſlain, during my life-rime, and I ſhould be deprived of 
ſo deſerved an honour, which ſo worthy attempt may challenge. This ſaid he departed with 
an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged thereſt to do the like; fo that all 
of them were deſirous to ſer hand to the enterprize, without any further delay. The cuſtome 
was, that the captains of the guard entred the Palace with their ſwords by their ſides,and in 
ſuch equipage they asked the Emperour the watch-word.Ac that time it tortuned that it was 
Chereas turn to fetch the watch-word, when as a great number of people flocked-to:the Pa- 
lace, to take up their places to behold the games with great preaſe and noiſe ; wherein Caixs 
was greatly delighted: for there was no diſtinRion of place either tor Senators or Knights, 
bur each one ſare together confuſedly, men and women, ſlaves and freemen, Caiws, arriving 
there firſt, had offered ſacrifice in honour of Cxſar Augyſt*s, indignifying whom likewiſe 
thoſe ſports were ſolemnized. Ir came to paſſe that whileſ thoſe beaſts were emboweld, 
that were appointed for ſacrifice, Aſprenas gown, who at that time was Senator, was be- 
ſprinkled with bloud: whereat Caius began to laugh ; yet notwithflanding, this was a pre- 
ſage for Aſprenas, For he was ſlain that very day that Caizs was. It is reported that Cains at 
that time, contrary to his own nature, behaved himſelfmoſt affably toward all men, fo 
that all the aſhſtance were aſtoniſhed to behold the coutteſie that he uſed. After the (acri- 
fice was done, he fate him down to behold the paſtitmes, and had about him the moſt noble 
of his friends and familiars. Now was there every yeer a Theater builded, according to this 
form and faſhion that enſueth : It had two gates, 'thieone towards the open yard ; the 0- 
ther opening upon the porch, by which the aCtors had their egreſſe and regrefle, without 
diſturbance of thoſe who ſate to behold the paſtime. There was within the ſame a certain 
ſeverall roome, ſeparated from the reſt, where the Players and Muficians kept. When the 

ple were ſeared, and Chereas, with the captains were neer about Ceſar, who ſate on the 
_ fide of the Theater : Batibius one of the Senafors,a man very expert in feats of Arms, 


asked Clwvitys privily in his eare, who fate by him and had in like ſort been Conſul, whe- K 


ther he heard any news ? whoanſwering him, that he had heard nothing. On this day (ſaid 
Batibins ) ſhall che Tragedy be plaid of a Tyrants death.C/xwvitus made him this reply in Ho- 


mors words, 
Whiſt : leſt ſome Greek ſhould liſten to our talk, 
Now whileſt ſome one darted certain apples and rare and precious birds at the people, 


Cains took great pleaſure to behold how they ſtrove one with another round about him,but- 


fetting one another to ſee who ſhould get the ſame : bur at thar preſent there chanced two 
preſages : for the ſport that was repreſented, was of a Judge, who was apprehended and cru- 
cified, and in the dance they repreſented Cynera, who was {lain with Myrrha her daughter : 
and there was a great quancity of blood gathered to counterfeit both the murther of the 
Judge that was crucified, as alſo of Cywera. Iris affirmed likewiſe that the day was the very 
ſame, whereon Philip the ſonne of Amyntas King of Macedon, had beenflain by Parſanias 
one of his familiars, at ſuch time as he entred the Theater, Whileſt Caivs was incertain with 
himſelf whether he ſhould remain uncill the ſports yeere finiſhed, for that it was the laſt day 
of them, or rather ſhould reſort to the bath, and after he had taken his refeRtion, return 
back 3gain thither, as he had done beforetime ; Minwcianns ficting next unto him, fearing 
leſt the occaſion ſhould be overſlipr, aroſe for that he had ſeen Chereas depart out of doors, 
with an inteht to go and encourage him, But Caius carcht him by the gown, ſaying, Whi- 
ther go you my friend ? Ar which time for the reverence ſake chat he bare unto Czſar, he 
ſare him down again : but rhe fear that he had, grew ſo-forcible, that he aroſe again; ſorhar 
Cains could not detain him, ſuppoſing that he'had departed theace to diſpatch fome impor- 
rant buſinefle. At that time did 4ſpremas counſel Ceſar to repair to the bath, telling him 
that after his refeRion he might return thither again; all which he did, being deſirous that 
the reſolution might rake effe&t. They that were with Chereas were ready diſpoſed to take 
advantage of the time, - and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in areadineſſg 
in aplace appointed, to the intent to act the tragedy : and the delay was very gtievous 
unco them,for that it Was already three a clock after noon. So that Chereas ſeeing that Cains 
lingred fo long; ittended rogo in unto him and aſſail him in his ſeat: - but he conceieved 
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Knights that were there preſent, Now although he had this apprehenſion, yet addreſſed he 
himſelf to the execution thereof, ſuppoſing that the loſſe that might happen by che death 
of ſome one, would be well recompenced by the ſecurity and liberty, that would redound 
unto all men. When as therefore they were in a readinefle to enter the Theater, news was 
brought them that Cai was riſen tocome forth ; by means whereof there atoſe ſome noiſe, 
For which cauſe the confederates turned back into the Theater , and appeaſed the people, 
telling them that they diſpleaſed and annoyed the wg ng : but the effet was, to draw 
him afide from all choſe, who might yeeld him any affiſtance , and fo to {et upon him. Be- 
fore Caius marched Claudirs his uncle, and M, Minucianus his ſiſters husband and Yaleriws, 
who at that time was Proconſul, who might not any wayes be drawa from their place, al- 


g *bough they had the will, by reaſon of the place and dignity which they held. Caizs fol- 


lowed after them, accompamed with Paulns Aruntius, ' Now when he was entered intothe 
Palace, he left the ready way where his officers were, and Claudius with his nilociates held: 
he turned aſide by an unfrequented way to the baths, upon purpole to ſee certain young 
boyes,who were come out of Aſia, and were ſent him out of that countrey, partly to ting in 
thoſe ceremonies that were inſtituted by him,and partly to dance in arms about the Theater; 
and in that place Chereas came and encountred him, asking him the warch-word:which Caius 
gave him very reproachfully according to his cuſtome, For which cauſe without any 1ut- 
ther delay, Chereas aflayling him both in word and act, drew his (word and gave him a great 
wound, which notwithſtanding was not mortal : ſome (ay t' at Chereas purpoſely wounded 


C him after that ſort, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his turther corment increaſe 


the number of his wounds: but I cannot believe the fame, for that in \uch executions a man 
hath no leaſure to determine how to ſtrike And it Chereas had (uch an intention, I account 
him the verieſt tool that might be, for that he rather took his pleaſure to content his de- 
ſpite, then readily to deliver both himſelf and others, who by his delay in being of his con- 
federacy might be drawn into hazard. Por if Caius had not been ſuddenly {lain,he could not 
have wanted means of reſcous, and it ſhould ſeem that Chereas had not pretended to do ſo 
much miſchief to Cazs, as to himſelf and his fellow confederates, And being in this un- 
certainty, whether his enterprize ſhould have fallen out happily or no, he had without rea- 
ſon both undone himſelf and loſt the occafion : whereas having happily hit home, he 
might without a word ſpeaking, warrantize himſelf againſt thoſe, who would offend him. 
But let each man think what beſt pleaſeth him. Cazas feeling the grief of the wound ( for 
he was ſtrucken betwixt the ſhoulder and the neck, and his tword could not pierce further, 
by reaſon that it hit upon the firſt bone of the breſt; he cryed not in any ſort, neither called 
for any of his friends, whether it were that he diſtruſted them all, or that he had iome other 
thought, and in lamenting himſelf he paſted onward. But he was met by Cornelis Sabinus 
who was already prepared to encounter him, who thruſt him down upon his knees: where- 
upon all of them environed him round about, and with mutual exhorcations encouraged 
one another to do their urtermoſt in muthering him. Act length in all mens opinion they 
agreed on this , that it was Aquila that gave him the deadly wound, that ſevered his foul 
from his body, But this a& ought to be attributed to Cherexs. For although divers ſer to 
their hands in the action z yet was he the firſt, who had bethought him of the aRion, ha- 
ving long time before any of them premeditated the ſame, atter what fort it ſhould be at- 
tempted : and he alſo was the firſt chat durſt boldly impart it unto others, and who atcec 
they had allozyed of his reſolution aſſembled them * and when as every one was to ſpeak his 
opinion, he concluded the ſame very diſcreetly,and had alwayes done far more thea the reſt , 
ſo that by his earneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged thofe that were faint- 
hearted, fince at ſuch time as the opportunity preſented it ſelf, ro ſer hand to the executi- 
on, he was the firſt that attempted 1t,and who valiantly ftrook and made an eafie way to the 
reſt, who found Caius calm enough, in that he was a man almoſt chorowly ſlain, For 


which cauſe, it is neceſlary, that all that which others have done, ſhould be aſcribed to Che- 


reas advice, vertue and diligence. 


A that hecoald not bring that to paſſe without great loſſe and murther of the Senators, and 1.” 
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Thus died Cains,being flaughtered with many morcal wounds : now when Chereas and his 
companions had diſpatched him, they perceived well that it would be impoſlible for them 


to ſave themſelves. if ſo be they ſhould return by the way that they came ; ſomuch were 
they raviſhed with that which they had done, For they drew themielves into no (mall danger 
by murchering an Emperour, who was cheriſhed and beloved through the folly of the com- 


mon people, and whoſe death che men of war would not leaye unpuniſhed. Now in that the 
yayes were narrow where the murther was done, and they themſelves alſo were "_oey | 
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RS reaſon of the great number of people, and officers and ſouldiers that gave their attendance G 


—_ that day in guarding the Emperour , they took another way and retired themſelves into 
af ir the nati- Germanicus lodging, who was Caizs father, whom they had lately ſlaughtered. This 
»ity of Coriſt, houſe adjoyned upon the palace, For although the palace was bur one, yet conſiſted it of 
49s divers lodgings which were builded by ſeveral Emperours ; whoſe names, whether they had 
Chzreas wit begun or finiſhed the works, were impoſed on the ſame buildings, When as therefore they 
his confede- yyere eſcaped from the preaſe, they were in ſafety as long as the inconvenience that had/be- 
rates reriet. f2llen the Emperour was as yet hidden. The firſt report of his death came to the Germanes 
cus houſe. Who were of his guard,being a company choſen out of that nation named the Celrique band, 
1he Germans fox the preſervation of the Emperours perſon, Theſe men are very prone unto wrath, and 
Ns as pdt od all other Barbarians, it is arare thing in th ine the cauſes of their execuri 
, g in them toexamine the cauſes of their executi- 
on: otherwiſe they are men ſtrong in body,and who in the wars alwayes give the firſt onſer, 
yeelding great advantage to thoſe on whole ſide they fight. They having notice of Caizs 
murther, werewehemently aggrieved thereat, for that ir is their manner to cenſure all things 
not according to right, bur as they are anſwerable to their own profits : Caiys in eſpeciall 
was dearly beloved by them,in that he had obtained their favour by beſtowing much money 
upon them. Thetr Captain was one called Sabinus, who was not advanced to that eſtate, 
either for his vertue or the nobility of his anceſtors ( for he was but a Fencer ) but tor his 
Sabious with mighty ſtrength and hage body. They therefore ran about with their naked ſwords fearch- 
p—_ ing for Ceſars murtherers from houſe to houſe ; and meeting with A4ſprenas at firſt, whole 
«th for thoſe gOWN(as we have ſaid) was bebloodied with the blood of the {laughtered ſacrifice, which was 
that flew a preſage that boaded him bur little good fortune, they hewed him in peeces, The ſecond 
—_ cx Was Norbanus (who for his nobility and anceſtors might derive his titles from the nobleſt 
in peeces, Citizens, amongſt whom were divers Generals of Armies) who ſeeing they made no rec- 
Notbanus Koning of his dignity, and being of himſelf endowed with great force and ſtrength, he took 
a {word from one of them which firſt aſſailed him ; with whom he grapled, and made 
them know that he intended they ſhould buy his blood very dearly ; and indeed ſo had he 
done, but that being invironed by divers, who affailed him at once, he was beaten down 
and {laughtered with many deadly wounds. The third was Arnteivs, oneof the number 
Antciuss of the Senators, who with ſome others met not with theſe men by chance, as the two 
other had done; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Caizs, and the pleaſure that he 
took to ſee him lie dead, was come out of his houſe, being egged on with envy to feed his 
eyes with that ſpeacle. For Caizs had baniſhed Anteins tather, whoſe name likewiſe was 
Anteius, and not content therewith, he had ſent his ſouldiers to kill him. He therefore with 
great pleaſure beheld che ſlaughtered carcaſe of this tyrant z bur hearing rhe uproare that 
was raiſed in every part of the houſe, he thought good to hide himſelf ; yer might he nor 
avoid the narrow ſearch of the Germanes, who were ſo diſpleaſed , that they flew all thoſe 
whom they met with, whether they were guilty or guiltleſſe of the fat: Thus were theſe 
three made away, 
Whar ſor. os But after the rumour of Caius death was heard in the Theater,every one was amazed,and 
peoplechey Could ſcarcely believe it, For although divers of ci1em were very glad that he was taken 
hae os l- out of the world, perſwading themſelyes that it wouid highly profit chem; yer did their fear 
ntcd Caius x: : . : 
death, hinder their belief. On the other ſide,there were {o:ne, who defiring not that any ſuch mil- 
hap ſhould befal Ceſar, and conceiving in their thoughts, that it was impoſſible to be done, 
for that there was no man ſo hardy, as to enterprize the ſame; they ſuppoled the report to be 
utterly untrue. Of this minde were certain women and children, {laves and ſouldiers. Theſe 
by reaſon they received wages at his hand,and tyrannized with him, being his minifters in all 
thoſe outrages that he offered ro many good Citizens, in partaking the booty and other ad- 
vantages that Caius drew unto him, As for the women and children, they were of that 
opinion, by reaſon that ſuch kind of people take delight in playes, jeſts, donations of fleſh, 
and other ſuch paſtimes, which Cazzs in word pretended to do to gratifie the common 
people, bur in effect it was to have means to ſatisfie his rage and cruelty. He was alſo gra- 
cious among the (eryants and ſlaves, for that by him they had the liberty to accuſe and con- 
temn their Maſters,and were therein countenanced by Caizs. For when they falſely accuſed 
their Maſters, they were eaſily believed ; and when they dilcovered their Maſters treaſures, 
in recompence of their diſcovery they were not onely made free by him, but alſo ſent 
home with rich and ample rewards, For the reward that was afſigned them, was the 
eight part of thoſe goods that were confiſcated, As for certain of the nobility,alchough the 
matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, for that before time they were privy to that which the 


reſt intended, and notwithRanding they defired thar the enterprize ſhould be effected ; 
yet 
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A yet kept they all things cloſe, and gave no fight of joy, nor made any ſhew that they heard - #7 
that which was reported, For ſome of them feared leſt if they ſhould be fruſtrated of theit The ytzy of the 
hope; they ſhould bring chemſelves in danger ot puniſhment, for that they had diſcovered pry 
their intent ſooner then they ſhould have done. They likewiſe who knew the enterprize Netivin, 43. 
and were contederates with'the actors, yet did they more cloſely conceal it the one L&I 
from the other, fearing leſt if they ſhould diſcover the matter to any one of thoſe,” who drew Joe (nn*r® 
any commodity from Caizs tyranny, they might bewray them : whereby if Caizs ſhould be geati. 
yet alive, they might incurre the danger of puniſhment. For the voice was, that he had been 
wounded in certain places , yet that he was not {lain , bur as yer alive, and among his Phyfi- 
B cians hands, who drefled his wounds. No man therefore durft liberally diſcover the ſecrets 
of his heart co his neighbour . for they that ſpred thoſe reports, were either friends (and for 
that cauſe were ſuſpected as favourers of his tyranny) or enemies, and by that means in that 
they were but finiſterly affeted towards Caius,there was no certainty to be gathered of thac 
which they. ſaid, There aroſe alſo another report, which abaſhed and beat down the hearts and 
hopes of the nobility,namely,that Caims ſetting light by the danger wherein he was, 8 as lit- 
tle alſo by the wounds he had received,was come 1nto the market place all bloody as he was, 
and after that manner declaimed before the people. See here how they that (pred theſe ru- 
mors,preferred their conje&ures,which were void of all reaſon;which diſtracted thoſe uncer- 
rainly that heard the ſame, according as they were affeftioned, This notwithſtanding, no 
C manremoved from his place, for fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly accuſed, knowing well 
that they ſhould be cenſured, not according to their thoughts and affetions, but according 
to thediſpoſition of their Judges and accuſers. 
| But after that the troup of Germanes had invironed the Theater with their naked ſwords, Tk Germane 
all the aſſiſtance expected nothing but death ; and as ſoon as any man entred, they were ſea. {0114-5 reſort 
zed with ſuch an amazement, as if they had already felt the ſtrokes ; ſothat they knew not ** * eat 
what to do, having no heart to depart from thence: and otherwiſe perſwading themſelyes, 
that if they ſtayed there any longer, it would breed them further danger, Finally, when the 
ſouldiers wereentred into the Theater by force, all the whole aſſembly cried our, and be- 
ſooght them, proteſting that whatſoever was done, it was beſides their knowledge, whether 
D it werecither attempted by conſpiracy, or any other means. They therefore moſt humbly 
intreated them, that they would ſpare them, and not inflict the penalty of the guilty on 
choſe that were innocent for their own parts, they beſought them to ſearch out thoſe, who 
had committed the aR, it any ſuch thing were committed. And thus ſpake they with tears, 
beating their breſts, and calling the gods to witnefle, alleadging all that which the preſenc 
danger ſuggeſted them with, and as much as ſuch as pleaded for their lives could proffer.By 
thele perſy waſtons of theirs the ſouldiers fury was abated; ſo that they began to repent them- 
ſelves of that which they had executed in the Theater : for this alſo was a cruelty, as they 
themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous incivility) ſuppoſed it to be, which was, that 
the heads of Aſprenns and other that were ſlain, were carried and ſet upon an Altar. Whereat 
E all the aſſiſtants were moſt grievouſly diſcontented, remembring themſclyes of the dignity 
of the men, and having compaſſion of that which had befallen them, conſidering alſo that 
they themſelves were not farre off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ſhould ſave 
themſelves: whereby it came to paſle, that ſome of thoſe, who had for good cauſe hated 
Caius, durſt not freely rejoyce at his death, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their 
own lives,having as yet no appearance of any (afery. | 
At length Auruntins,a man who was gracious among the people,and was one of the com ,,.ynu ec 
mon criers, who had a ſtrong yoice, and by crying ſuch goods as were to be ſold, had gathe- rrerh the The- 
red ſo great ſubſtance,as that he was accounted one of the richeſt men in Rome, and in great op $75 ng 
eſtimation amongſt all men in that behalf, entred the Theater in a mourning habit, and yerour, death, 
F after a lamentable manner:and alcthongh he inwardly hated Caiys, yer for the fear he concei- 
ved leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conſideration of the preſent. danger, be difſembled 
his joy, wearing all thoſe garments of mourning, and uſing no lefſe lamentation then if he 
had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend, Afrer this manner came he into the Theater, x. germass 
publiſhing Caius death,to the intent that the people might not be ignorant of that which had tary amkence, 
hapned : after this, he began to repreſle the rage of the Germans, and commanded their P7 * ccah ©: 
Caprtaines and Tribunes to put up their ſwords, certifying them of the Emperours death, gg. A 
whichva@ of his did manifeſtly ſave the lives of all thoſe, who were aſſembled in the Thea- 
ter z andall them likewiſe, whom they could have met with. For if they had had but tne 
leaſt ſurmiſe, that Caius had as yet been alive, there was not any fort of cruelty which they 
had not committed, For they bare him fo great love and affection, that to warrantize him 
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DIAS) from that miſ-hap, they would have redeemed him with the lofſe of their own lives. Bur as G 


The yeer of the ſg0n as they underſtood he was dead, they repreſſed their furious rage, which edged them 
or a Orr forward to revenge: knowing that it availed them nothing to diſcover their affections to- 
Nativiy, 43. wards him, in that he could yeeld them norequitall. Beſides, the fear they had leſt that in 
LAWS puriuit of their tyrannous murthers, the Senate ſhould be incenſed againſt them, if ſo be the 
overnment of the eſtate ſhould be returned into their hands, made them contain them- 
elves. Thus was the fury of theſe Germans appeaſed for the death of Caiss, 
Chzreas,Mi- Nean-while Chereas (who feared very much leſt M:nxcianus ſhould fall into the Germans 
rotate hands, and in their fury be ſlaughtered by them) ſought for him among the ſouldiers, en- 
ſale 2bour quiring of every one whether they knew if he were ſlain or no. Whereupon Minucianys and 
Czſars demb, Clement were brought unto him, who in his preſence commended Chereas exploit, and gave 
him chanks in the name of the whole Senate,who witneſſed that it was to the general benefic 
and good of the common-weal, and that the | 0s perſons were beholding to him, for 
that he had neither wanted good advice in his deliberation, nor courage to execute his re- 
ſolution , alleadging that the nature of tyranny was ſuch , that being puffed up with a ſhorr 
pleaſure of unjuſt and intolerable rule, ic finally (as being hated by all good men) determi- 
ned and ended in miſery ,as it manifeſtly appearedin that which had befallen Caius; who be- 
fore any thing was either deviſed, practiſed or executed againſt him, was already hateful! 
to all men, and had in ſuch ſort violated all laws; that his greateſt friends were reſolyed to 
take arms againſt him, who in appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truth and 
frcion a cer- 1n effect it was he himſelf, who was the authour of his own ruine. - 
_ #2 Hereuponall they aroſe who were in the Theater, and raiſed great noiſe and trouble in 
ſome, ſeeking to ſave themſelves. The occaſion was, that a certain Phyſician called Arcion, being 
called out to go and drefle certain men that were wounded, making a ſhew as if he went to 
g0 and prepare ſuch things,as were neceflary for thoſe that were wounded, made thoſe iſſue 
out with him who fate neareſt unto him : but the trath was,that he did it tothe end todraw 
chem out of the preſent danger. Mean-while the Senate aſſembled themſelves in the Pa- 
, lace, and the people flocked together to make enquiry after thoſe, who had marthered 
The Senate Caius: the people with an intire and fimple intent, the Senate onely to uſe ſome formall 
enquireafrer Proceeding. For Yalerius Aſiaticus, who had otherwhiles been Conſul, came forth among 
thoſe char ſlew the people,who were in an uproare;and ſuppoſing it a ſtrange matter that no man knew who 
£25: ac... had flain the Emperour, whileft every one enquired who it was that had done the deed: O 
tichus wiſhech ſaid he, would it had been I that had done it. But the Confuls publiſhed an edict,containing 
he had $ee2 theaccuſations that were preſented againſt Caius, commanding the people and ſouldiers, 
mim whowereasyet inthe Theater,toretire themſelves to their lodgings, And the people were 
put in great hope, that they ſhould be eaſed of thoſe taxations, wherewith beforetime they 
had been burthcned: and the men of warre were promiſed honours and digaities, if they 
would contain themſelves in their accuſtomed order, and ſtirre up no further trouble. For ic 
was to be feared, leſt if they had been further fleſhed in flaughters, the City ſhould have 
fallen into ſome great danger through rapines and ſpoiles both of houſes and remples. Bur 
by this time all the whole order of the Senate were aſſembled, eſpecially thoſe who were 
confederates in Caizs murther ; who ſeemed to gather courage, and to ſpeak boldly,as if the 


government of the eſtate had been fallen into their hands,

cle Claudius 


out of his houſe: for the ſouldiers aſſembling themſelves together, and conter- 

ring among themſelves what was requiſite to be done, perceived that it was im- 
poſſible, that ſo many and ſo waighty affairs of the common-weale ſhould be well diſpo- 
ſed by a popular Government; and that this change alſo would yeeld them little profit, 
if ſome of thoſe who were in authority ſhould happen to obtain the ſoveraign government. 
Furthermore, that it would be every way prejudiciall unto them, if they had not a part of 
the governance, and a hand in the adminiſtration of the common- weal. Whileſt therefore 
the {overaign authority remained as yet undiſpoſed, they thought meet to ele&t Clas- 
dins,who was Caius uncle, for their Emperour , who was a man of that reputation, that none 
of thoſe, who had been aſſembled in the Senate, was more capable then he was, both in re- 
gard of the vertue of his anceſtors, as alſo in reſpec of the doctrine wherewith he -_ =

Empccour, VV Hileſt theeſtate of theEmpire was thus diſtracted, Claudius was ſuddenly fetcht 


M 
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A dowed. Who likewiſe being by them exalted to the dignity of the Empire,would honour PAS 
them,and withall anſwerable bounty acknowledge their good deſerts. This concluſion of 7h year of 3b 
theirs was both admitted,and preſently executed: ſo that Claudinrs was received and eleted - 0A wg 
Emperour by the men of war. But Cnaivs Sentins Saturninns having intelligence that Clau- Nativiy, 43. 
dius was in this ſort cleted(who in appearance ſeemed vertuouſly ro contradi,but in effe&t L2way 
defired nothing more) preſented himſelf before the Senate:and being neither amated nor a- 


| mazed in any ſort, he freely ſpake his minde; and as it became his birth and nobility, he 


ſpake unto the aſſembly afcer the manner that enſueth : 
«© You Lords of Rome, although it be an incredible matter, that the liberty which hath ſo Cax'us Seaci- 
*© longtime been unexpeRed,ſhould return and viſie uszyer ſo ir is, that we ſee the excellency us Saturn nus 
B ©*therofzalthough it be uncertain how long time theGods will beſtow ir on as:which is ſuch (gue in 
< that it may rejoyce us for the preſent;whar iſſue ſoever it may have hereafter. For to them Liberty a pre- 
<« that know whart vertue is,it is no {mall felicity ro live one hour in freedome of mind, and © bios; 
*in a free countrey governed by ſuch laws, which in times paſt have made our Common- 
*geal to flouriſh. For mine own part,I cannot remember our ancient liberty, for that I was 
© born after the ſubverſion thereof:But I infinitely defire to have the happy fruition of that 
**which we enjoy at this preſent. And I'think them alſo very happy, who are born 8 brought 
< up in vertuousſtudies.I likewiſe ſuppoſe that a ſecond honour next to the immortalGods 
« jsto be aſcribed to them, by whoſe vertue ar laſt though very late even in this our age, we 
< have obtained the felicity co enjoy the ſame.which happineflſe would God with our inhe- 
C <fritances we might bequeath to our poſterity. For in regard of our ſelves,this day ſufficerh us 
« both,as well all thoſe that are young as they alſo who are old. For the aged ſhall forſake 
<< rhfis life with more pleaſure,in that they have had the knowledge of char blefling which is 
«© annexed to their liberty:and the tw dw be furniſhed with a royal example in admi- 
< ring and knowing their vertues,by wh&m we enjoy this benefit of freedom. For in regard 
<*© of the preſent time, there is not any thing that we ought more earneſtly to affe, then to 
«live verruouſly.For onely vertue is the thing that confirmeth men intheir liberty.I cannoc 
<« ſprak of the time paſt,bur onely by hear-ſay:bur for rhat I have ſeen with mines cies, and 
e* recieved by my obſervation, I know how great miſchicfs tyrannies do ordinarily breed 
« jn a politike eſtate:for they utterly extinguiſh all vertue, and deprive freemen of all char 
D < perfe& magnanimity that may be in them,andteach both to flatter and to fear, for thar 
* the common-weal is abandoned not to the wiſedom of the laws,but to the fury of intem- 
« *perate governours. For ſince Fulins Ceſar bent his thoughts to overthrow the popular 
« 9gyernment in Rome,and violated that happy courſe of law, whereby our ſtate was po- Liberty pur- 
< licied,the common-weal hath been overthrown. For inſubjeRing the law to his good li- <h#ſcrb by 
* king, and himſelf to his particular deſires, there is nor any kind of miſery and miſchicf, 7,,an,e 
<* that hath not overthrown our city , ſo that his ſucceſſours have imployed themſelves to breed many 
«the urermoſt, and with a certain emulation, to aboliſh the laws of our countrey, ſtriving "<< in

© have made their account, that their ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with Julius Cz(zr:

**<Bur amongſt all the reſt,Cins, who this day hath loſt the benefit of life, hath wrought grea- 

< ter miſchiets himſelf alone,then any other, by enforcing his brutiſh and beaſtly wrath noc 

* onely againſt the common citizens, bur alſo aHinſt his own parents and friends ; demea- 

<* ning himſclf alike towards all men,and manifeſting his unjuſtice in that he purſued chem 

<« with molt injuric,who were moſt innocent: and by this means grew hateful not onely co 

*© men, but alſo ro the immortal Gods. For it is not enough for ryrants to ſatisfie their con- 
p © cupiſcence,touſcall ſorts of outrages,to raviſh both mens wealth 8 their wives; but alſs 

* their gain and glory is, when they may urterly ruinate both their fortunes & families, who 

*aretheir enemies. For all liberty is oppoſed againſt ryranny,and it is impeMible(notwith- 

« ſtanding all the miſeries that it may be imagined or offered) rhart freemen ſhould accord 

* with tyrants, how little time ſoever it be that rhey have exerciſed their ryrany. They alſo 

*know too wel with how many miſchiefs they have intangled their fabjeRs(alchough they

*© may threaten with the authoritic of an Emperour for that ſhall be ſaid. For what elſe in 
< theſe later times hath increaſed and furthered our aver-topping tyrannie, then their ſlotk- 
& ful fear, who durſt in no ſort oppoſe themſelves againſt his luſt? For being entangled by a 
* certain kind of pleaſure of a quiet life, and accuſtomed to live after the manner of ſlaves, 
*1nd.bcing afraid alſo ro die vertuouſly, and defirous to live with ſhame, we are fallen in- 
* to theſe ſcarce (ufferable calamiries, and into ſuch miſchiefs as have concerned us to neac- 
«1y, Firſt of all therefore, you ought to honour thoſe, who have ſlain the tyrant, by digni- 
* fyingthem withas great honours as may be imagined,and eſpecially Chereas.For he one- 
pagan"; ng <«<[y hath been the man, who by the power of the gods,and through his great wiſedom and 
bis neble at- ©* yalour, have given you your libertic., Neither ought you to forget him, but to heap ho- 
tampr, * nours on his head, yea eſpecial favours,as tothe man who firſt of all conſulted,and firſt of 
< 111 hazarded himſelf againſt a tyrant for your libertie. Ir is an honeſt and well-belecming 
& a&ion in men'of free hearts, to reſtore and repay condigne kindneſle for the benefits that 
<* chey have received: ſuch is this man jn your behalf, not like to Brutus and Caſsius, who 
<« murthered Ceſar;for they were the originals of ſeditions and civil wars in this citic : and 
<*this man by the death of a tyrant, hath not onely at once delivered you of him, bur%lſo 
< hath cut off all thoſe miſchiefs that aroſe by him. 
Thus ſpake Sentins,and his advice was entertairtd with great applauſe, not onelie by the 
Senators ,bur the knights alſo that were there preſent. Whereupon a certain Senator called 
Trebellius Maximus aroſe, and ſtepping to him, pulled off the ring which Seztins had on his 
finger, wherein was inchaſed a ſtone wich Caivs piure in itzwhichSextivs had forgor to pull 
off: ſo intent was he about that which he both ſaid aud did: and by this means the engraved 
image was broken. Now for that it was late, Chereas demanded the watch-word at the 
Chzrexs re- Conſuls hands,who gave him the word Libertie. Thus all of them were aſtoniſhed at this 
_ * 4, Mange,and could ſcarcelie believe that which happened. For fince that time that the popu- 
vals largovernment had been aboliſhed,the Conſuls had never given the watch-word until thar 
hagd-. preſent time, For before the citic was oppreſſed by tyrannie, the Conſuls commanded the 
men of war. After that Chereas had received the word, he gave it to his ſouldiers, who ſub- 
ſcribed to the Senates authoritie : of theſe there were about four companies, which pre- 
ferred the lawful government before a tyrannie,who alſo retired themlelves to their chict- 
rains, As for their parts, the people returned to their ſeveral houſes, full of joy hope, and 
courage,for that they had regained the government of the ſtare, which belonged unto them, 
and not to any particular governour. In a word, Chereas was their onelie hope : He fore- 
ſceing that there would ſome miſchief follow, if Caius wife and daughter ſhould remain 
alive; and thar if all his friends and family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhed, all thoſe who 
ſhould be ſpared, would ſerve to no other end, but tothe ruin of the common-weal and the 
Cine feng. 125: and on the other ſide, defiring to ſee a final end of that which he had begun, and to 
© Jul us Lu- ſatisfie that hatred he had conceived againſt Caivs, he ſent Fulins Lupus one of the captains 
pus ro kill of the guard, to kill boch his wife and daughter, which he did. And the cauſe why he gave

4 2 her, £hiS charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for that Lupss was Clements kinſman,who was a confede- M 


rate in the execution of Caius ; tothe end,that partaking afcer this manner the death of the 
tyrant, he might be knownto have dealt as forwardly for the common-weal,as if from the 
beginning he had been a counſcller and agent in the conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were 
ſome of his companions of that opinion, thar it ſhould be but cruelty ro deal with a wo- 
man in that ſorr, for that Caizs had offended through the corruption of his own nature, and 
not by the counſel of his wife; and that all thoſe evils which he commited in the common- 
weal, by deſolating the flower thereof, was his own offence, nor hers. 

There were others that accuſed her to be the cauſe of all that which Caius had commit- 
red, alleadging that ſhe had given him an amorous drink, by which he was tied and en- 
tangled in (uch ſort unto her,and ſoled and tranſported by her love, that ſhe governed all 
that which concerned the eſtate of Rome, andthe world ſubjeR to Rome, but her defen- 
ders prevailed nothing. For finally it was reſolved that ſhe ſhould loſe her lite. 


To finiſh this tragedy ,Lupas was diſpatcht, who loſt no time in the accompliſhment of 
. their 
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A their intent who had ſent him, for fear he had -co be blame, and accounted but coldly affe- > -- -

Rionate towards the good of the Common-Weal. As ſoon as theretore he came into the pa- 
lace, he found Ceſonia, Cains widdow, lying faſt by the body of her flaughtered husband, 
deftitute of all that which the law gratifiettthoſe that are dead with, alrogether bloody and 
oreatly afflited, having her daughter faſt conched by her:being in this eſtate, ſhe was heard 
to utter noother words, but that ſhe blamed Cains, for that he had not given credit to that 
counſel which ſhe had given him ſo often : 


and that in his government he thould ule a tempered meaſure wich vertue, for fear leſt his 
ſubjects miſliking of his manners, ſhould ſeek his deſtruction. Others took it as if ſhe hal en- 
couraged Caius to {et upon the conſpirators and kill them without any delay , yea, before 
they had committed any offence, and by that meanes provide for hus tecurity. They there- 
fore (aid, that Ceſonia blamed Carus for that he had behaved himſelf roo carelefly, in thar 
wherein ſhe had counſelled him. Such were the words Ceſonza ipake, and tuch was the ex- 
poſition, as divers men interpreted the ſame. 

She ſeeing Lypus coming ſhewed him Caius body, and beſought him with tears and com- 
plaints to come nonearer, But perceiving that he continued in his reſolution, and made no 
account of her words, but did that for which he came, after that ſhe knew the caule of his 
arrival, ſhe offered her naked throat unto him wich a great courage, uſing ſuch ſupplicati- 
ons 35 they ordinarily do who deſpair of their lives. For ſhe willed him to deferre no longer 
co finiſh that tragedy which his companions had begun,and died in this fort couragiovſly by 
the hand of Lupus : and after her was her daughter flaingwhich was very young. This did 
Lupus certifie Chereas of with all expedition, This was Cats end, atter he had lived four 
years wanting four moneths Before (uch time as he obtained the Empire, he was an intem- 
perateand wicked man, and addicted to his pleaſure, a favourer of tale-bearers , exceeding 
tearful, and for that cauſe, when he got the upper hand.of any man, he was ready to kill him, 
He eſteemed this the onely fruit of his power, when he abufed the ſame againſt innocents ; 
and gathered or heaped up great ſpoils and booties by wicked and unjaſt murthers, rapines 
and oppreſſions , lifting himſelt above all humane authority, and affeting to be eſteemed 
as a God, ſuffering himlelt tobe tranſported by the peoples praiſes. Furthermore, all that 
which the law condemned and puniſhed, as a thing moſt deteſtable, that made he aſe of to 
puniſh vertue with, He never remembred any friendſhip that had been done him, how oreat 
{oever it either was or had been, act ſuch time as he was in his choler, and was apt to inflict 
puniſhments in his rage on juſt and upright men, All that which was an{werable to vercue, 
was odious in his eyes; In all things chat him liſted he had {o violent appetites, that it was 
impoſſible rocontradi& him ; ſo that he was not aſhamed to uſe the unlawtull company of 
his own fiſter : whereby it came to paſſe, thar the citizens of Rome began to hace him 
extremely, for that the like matter had not been ſeen nor heard of : of a long time men could 
not believe the ſame, yet notwithſtanding they ſufficiently expreſſed the hatred they bare 
againſt the fa& he hav committed. It cannot be ſaid of him, that he builded any work be- 
ſeeming his royal magnificence worthy the mentioning,or profitable either to the preſent or 
future world, except (ome Ports that he made near to Rhegium and Sicilia, for harbour of 
ſuch ſhips as came and went into Egypt for corn, which dotbtlefle 1s a goodly and mighty 
work and very proficable for ſuch as travel by ſea. True it is, that 3t was not brought to per- 
tection, but onely halt finiſhed, becauſe the workmen travelled Jeaſurely. Bur the chief 


cauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unprofitable matters, and loved rather to con- ccllentOraror, 


{ume his ſubſtance to teed his own private luſts wherein he took great delight, .then to erect 
and build any goodly or famous work, which might have redounded ro the profit of the 
Common: Weal. Otherwiſe he was a man well ipoken, and very expert in the Greek and 
vulgar Roman tongues, apprehending preſently that which others ſaid: and although they 
had ſpent long time in diſcovering their minds, yet anſwered he them upon the inſtant; and 
in affairs of conſequence he had {uch a moving perſwaſton and power, as no man could ex- 
ceed him, both in regard of his quick ſpirit and eafie apprehenſion,as of the exerciſe and pain 
he had taken. For being Tiberius brothers ſon, whole ſucceſſour alſo he was, he was en- 
forced to be ſtudious, ſeeing that Tiberius, who was of the ſame years,was in like manner ex- 
cellently learned. Cats therefore enforced himſelf to imitate the Emperour Tiberius, whoſe 
near kinſman he was, and ſurpaſſed all thoſe that were in Rome at that time, yet notwich- 
ſtanding all theſe great advantages, which his good inſtruion'had bred in him, could not 
hinder the misfortune that befell him,by the abuſe of his'auchority. So rare a thing it is to

The »ear of he with modeſty, In the beginning he took delight in the friendſhip of very honeſt men, to get 
wo ld. 4 *5+ credit and reputation, thinking to outſtrip the moſt excellent: but atter he was given over 
Naerwity, 43, to licenciouſneſle, the affetion that he bare them was changed ; and inſtead thereof, he 
CAR grew in hatred of them from day to day : whereby they were inforced to conſpire againſt 
him, and ſeek his ruin. 

Now, as I have heretofore declared, Claudine underſtanding of that which had befallen 
Cains his Nephew, and ſeeing all his houſe wholly troubled, for this occafion was inſuch 
diſtreſſe,that he knew not what to do to ſave himielf, but went and hid himſelf in a certain 
corner, where he was ſurprized, having no other can(e to apprehend his danger , except his H 
Nobility. For _—_ the time that he lived a private man, he behaved himſelf modeſtly, 
kindly, and favourably unto all men, _ well ſeen in the Sciences, and principally in the 
Greek tongue,ſhunning as much as in him lay,all tumult and train that might breed trouble, 
When as therefore the people ar that time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the Pa- 
l2ce was repleniſhed with ſouldier-like fury and fear, and nothing reigned more in general 
then confuſion and diſorder , the ſouldiers of the guard, who were the moſt experienced and 
hardy amongſt the men of war, conſulted amongſt themſclyes what courſe they were to 
take, Neither were they much diſcontented with Cazys death, in that they {uppoſed thar 
upon juſt occaſion, he was put todeath, for which cauſe they rather >5*chought them - 
ſelves on that which concerned ther eſtates, and how they might aſſure themſelves in thoſe x 
dangers, (eeing the Germanes where wholly bent againſt thoſe, who had ſlaughtered Cars; 
rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures, then of any good affection they had to- 
wards the wei fare of the Common-Weal. All which things troubled Claudins, and put him 
in fear of his lite, the rather for that he ſaw Aſprenas head and the reſt of the Nobility that 
were maſſacred, carried about to be ſeen: for this cauſe he kepr himſelf in a certain place, 
which was onely acceſſible by certain ſteps or ſtairs,and hid himſelf therein, becauſe it was 
obſcure. In that place one of the ſouldiers of the Palace called Gratus, being unable to di(- 
cern who he was, in regard of the obſcurity of the place, and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one 
that deſired to be concealed, he drew near unto him, to the intent he might the better know 
him: And when as Claydizs beſought him that he would depart and leave him, he paſſed 
the more onwards,and laying hold of him and drawing him into the light, knew him;crying 
out to thole that followed him: This is Germanicys, let us take hold ot him, and create him 
Emperour. Clandizs perceiving that he was ready to be attached,and fearing leſt they ſhould 
put him to death in the like manner as they had done Cains,beſought them that they would 
pardon him, proteſting unto them his innocency, and how he had in no ſort been either ac- 
ceſſiry or agent in that which had been done, Whereupon Gratus beginning to ſmile, rook 
him by the hand, laying, that he had no cauſe in that fort to {uſpe& his lite : For{ſaid he) it 
behoveth thee to pull up thy ſpirits,and to bethink thee how to govern an Empire,of which 
the gods(who have the care of the whole world ) have deſpciled Cazz,to reward thy vertue 
with. Ariſe theretore and take poſlefſion of the throne of thine anceſtors. This (aid, helifred 
him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudius could not walk on foot, through the tear and joy thar 
be had conceived of that which had been told him. 

Upon theſe ſpeeches divers of the ſouldiers of the guard aſſembled about Gratus and per- 
celving that it was Claudius, whom they ſuppoſed to be dragged to his death, they had com- 
paſſion of him as en an innocent, for that they knew him to be a man of a milde nacure,who 
all the time of his like intermedled with nothing, and who in like ſort had been oftenin 
Cine ry Brea danger during Caius life. There were others of them thar ſaid, that the judgement of 
drawn uno CNS MAttet pertained to the Conſuls: whereupon, alchough a great number of ſouldiers 
the Empire, flocked about him, and the ſimple people that were unarmed fled from them ; yer could 5 

not Claudius go onward in his way; ſo weak and feeble felt ke himſelf in his whole body. Ir 

fortuned likewiſe, that they who carried his litter, perceiving his flight, fled away for fear, 
The cauſ-rhat and left him,fo little hope had they that their Maſter ſhould elcape with his life, whom they 
So ſaw to be thus drawn by the ſouldiers, Now when Grat#s and his aſſociates were arrived in 
Claudius Em- the Court of the Palace, which (as it is reported) is the place which was firſt of all inhabited 
pci our, in Rome, they began ro think upon that which was to be done: thither alſo there flocked a 
great number of other ſouldiers unto them, who took pleaſure to behold Claxdsns, enforcing, 

themſelves to place him in the Imperial dignity, in regard of that good affection which 

they bare to Germazicus his brother, whole memory was much honoured among all thoſe, 

who had at any time converſed with him. Moreover, they ripped up how many avaricicus 

acts the Senate had committed, and how great errors the chiefeſt Senators had defaulted 
in, 
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A in, before the publike government was changed. Moreover, they conſidered upon the dan- > v7 
ger and difficultic of their aQions then in hand, for that the gaverament being adminiſtred 7% 3 ef\the 
by one onely man, would be dangerous for them, if he ſhould obrain the ſame by any other 71,1993; 
means;whereas ifClew4ins (ſhould enjoy the ſame by their permiſſion and good will, he would titic of carip, 
have them in remembrance who had favoured him,and would recompence them according *3-_ © 
to their merits. This was the effect of their diſcourſe, which they beld among themſelves, 
or when they met with one another. Finally, all of them at length concluded upon this ad- 
vice, and environed Claudins,and lifting him up upon their ſhoalders, they carried him into 
the army, to the intent that no man might hinder them to finiſh that which they intended, ©! vdivicar- 
There fell a debate alſo berwixt the Senators and citizens : For the Senate deſirous to re- (uu ne

< lingly to be drawn to oppoſe himſelt againſt his countrey. Thatit he would obey them, 
** and continue to exprefle the vertue and conſtancy of his like, which incimes paſt he lcd

The Embaſſadours that brought this 
meſſage, were Yeranins and Brorcas, who both of them were Tribunes of che people. They 
E proſtratingthemſelvs on their knees before him, humbly befought him that he wonld draw 
the cammon-weal, into civil war. And ſeeiag that Clavdies was incloſed witha great com- 
pany of men of war,in reſpe& of whom rhe Conſuls were of no force, they beſought him

CO fadours tO anſwer and mean himſelf like an Emperour,and to ſhew his dignity and power. Whetre- K 

upon Claudius gave the Embaſſadoursthis anſwer ; ** That he wondred not that the Senate 

*« were ſo unwilling to be commanded by a Soveraign; in regard of that cruclty which che 

** fore-paſſed Emperours had uſed totheir deſtruction. But for the preſent, they ſhonld raſte 

*t of his mercy,and fcel his'moderate rule ; and they ſhould live under the government of 

* ſacha one, whoalthough in name he had che Imperial authority , yet that in effe& he 

* would govern all things by their diſpoſition. For which cauſe he wiſhed them in no ſort to 

The ſouldiers © diſtruſt him, whom as they themſelves could witneſle, they have ſeen and known to have 

oaths rake. <«dealt vertuouſly & juſtly in many affairs; although the ſtate of crimes had been far different, 
Thoſe thar were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words,returned back again. Bur Clayu- L 

dius inſtart'y aſſembled his men of war, and exacted an oath of fidelity from them, beſtow- 

ing on every one of them who were of his guard in way of largeſle, fivethouſend drach- 

mes,amounting to ſome 25. pound a man of our ſterling money. He preſented their Cap- 

rains alſo with preſents anſwerable to the qualities, promiſing to perform no lefle bountie 

co all thereft of the men of war, in what place ſoever they were. Hereupon the Conſuls 

aſlembled'the Senate inthe Temple of Fupiter the vitorions, before day, and ſome of them 

hid themſelves through the fear they had of rhat which ſhould be ſpoken: - otherſome-de- 

parted our of the City, and reſorted to their countrey farms, foreſceing with themſelves the 

iſſue of all theſe things : and perceiving that their hope of liberty was loſt, they thought 
it far better for them- to be exempt from danger, and to paſſe their life in repoſe, though it M 

were with ſubjeQion, then to be altogether uncertain of cheir ſecurity and ſafery,by main- 

raining the dignity of the Senators : yer abour ſome hundred of rhem drew themſelves to- 

gether and no more.

About the day-ſpring Cheyeas and his companions went forth to debate the matter with 
the fouldiers - but they (eeing by the beckning with their hands they would draw them ta 
B filence,and were upon the inſtant to fall into diſcourſe, made a great noiſe to cut them off 
from proceeding any further, for that all of them were earneſtly affeRed to have an, Empe- 
rour and Soveraign Lord, and required with all expedition that they might have one pro- 
claimed and known. Ac that time the Senate were ſo diſtrated, both for the manner how 
they ſhould commaad, as for the means.they ought touſe to cauſe themſelves to be obeyed, 
conſidering the ſouldiers ſet light by them $z and thoſe that were confederates in thedeach 
of Caiys, ſuffered not the Senate to obey the ſouldiers, At length, Chereas being unable to 
conceal his paſſion wherewith he was ſurprized, and hearing that they asked for a Monarch, 
promiſed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a token from Eutychus,who 
was the Wagoner to the green ban, whom Caius had loved extremely, in ſo mach as he 
imployed his ſouldiers in (ervile labours, as to build him ſtables for his horſes, and reproach- 
ed them with divers like matters, telling them that he would bring them Claudius head, 
ſhewing chem chat it was a matter ill beſeeming them, ifafter a mad man they ſhould com- 
mend the Empire to a fool. Yer none of theſe words could divert them from their purpoſe :

made no account of his lite ; yet that he intended to ſound Claudins minde, and with this re- 
ſolution they concluded, Mean while certain of the Senators ſoughr onevery fide to break 
thorow the midft and thickeſt of the ſouldiers, to goand do reverence and homage to Clay- _ * 
dias : amongſt whom was 9. Pompeius one of the Conſuls, whom the men of War accuſed I Conti 
ro be one of the principal a&ours to incite the Senate to. recover their liberty, and chey with others 
drew their ſwords againſt him. And if Claudius had not reſtrained them, they had ſurely £25,” 
diſpatched him : but he made him fit down by him, and by that means delivered him from ; 
the danger. The other Senators, who accompanied him,were not entertained thus honorably; 
but ſome of them were wounded even then when they preſſed forth to ſalute Clandins. 4 
mis retired himſelffore wounded,and the reſt were in great danger to lofe their lives.” But 
King Agrippa drawing neer unto Claudius, deſired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſſible 
in him towards the Senators, for that ifany miſchief ſhould beride them, he ſhould have no 
other perſons to command. To the which councel of his, Claudis gave place,and afſembleq Cladis is ' 
the Senate inthe Palace, cauſing himſelf to be carried rhorow the Citie.in the company of | raps, 
| his ſouldiers, who marched before him, doing much miſchief to the common people. - But uſe che S:na- 
amongſt thoſe chat ſlew Caius,Chereas and Sabinus were come out-into the.ſtreets, notwith- 37% 
ſanding,they were forbidden by Pellio, whom not long before Claudius had made Captain © ”" 
of his guard. And as ſoon as Claydius came into the Palace, whither he aſſembled. his 
trieads,he pronounced ſentence againſt Chereas. For although his ation was accounted both 
generous and noble;yer was he condemned for this,becauſe he was perfidious; whereupon he 
was adjudged to die, to give example to others,to the end that Princes and Emperours may E 
hereafter live in ſaferie. He was therefore led to his death with Lupus, and divers other Ro- Thoſe thar 
mans.It is (aid of Chereas,that he endured this accideat with a great courage, which he ex- murveree! 
prefled nor only in that he changed not his countenance, bur alſo by rhe reproaches whict he cxccurca. 
gave Lyps who wept. For when as Lupus was putting fy his cloaths,and complained ous: 
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RAG cold that he felt,he taunted him thus,alluding to his name which was Lupus; That never any G 
Toe yeer of the cold did harm to 2 wolf. Furthermore, when he came to the place of execution,where a great 
afees Cbriſts number of people were gathered together to behold the ſpeRacle, he asked the ſouldier ghar 
nacivit 43- was appointed to behead him, if he were 2 cunning headſman, and whether he had anew 
LOS. Fra wiſhing him to uſe that wherewith he murthered Caizs, His death was happy,for he 
received but one ſtroke; whereas Lupus was faint-hearted, and received divers, becauſe he 
ſtretched not oat his neck freely. Some few dayes after,ar ſuch time as the Romans ſolemni- 
zed their expiations,and that every one honoured the memory of his dear friend, they gave 
Chereas 2 part of that honour,and caſt his portion into the fire, ſaying, That was to deface 
and purge their ingratitude, whereof they were guilty cowards him. Thus ended Chereac his 
life, But for $Sabinxs,although Claudius had not onely abſolved him, bur alſo ſuffered him to. 14 
exerciſe his office, as beforetime he had done: yet thought he that he ſhould do amiſſe and 
Sabinus killeck Againſt juſtice, if he falſified his faith to his aſſociates and confederates , for which cauſe he 
himſclf, ſhortned his own dayes,thruſting his [word thorow his body to the very hilts.

Bing © Ca- Nus,that in times paſt appertained him to Lyſanias. And he cauſed the alliance that was paſt 
magena, =Fhetwixt them twain,to be engraven and regiſtred in an open place of the Citie of Rome. He 
—_ took from Antiochus the kingdome that he had, and gave him in exchange a portion of Cili- 
ha.” Cia and Comagena.He ſet Alexander Lyſimachus Alebarcha at libertie, who had been his old 
friend,and ſometimes Governour in Arabia, and other whiles his mother Antonias ſteward, 
who had been committed priſoner through Caixs diſpleaſure, and maried Bernice, Agrippa's x 
daughter,with his ſon Marcus: which after the death of Marcus, who died before he was eſ- 
Herod Agrip pouled, was afterwards maried with her father Agripp's allowance to Herod his brother, for 
pa's brother whom Agripps begd of Claudins the kingdome ot Chalcis. Ar chat very time tha Jews: that 
creates 3B were inthe Citic of Alexandria, mutined againſt the Greeks. For after Caius death, the 
Scdition in Nation of the Jews, which had been 5 uo during his reign, and injuriouſly dealt with- 
ys all by the Alexandrines,recovered their tormer courage,and inſtantly fell coarms. For which 
Greeks and Caule Claudius gave commiſſion to the Governour of Egypt, to pacifie and appeaſe that up- 
lews, roar, Heſentalſo his Letters Patents into Alexandria and Syria, at the requeſt of the two 
Mu vgrY Kings Agrippa anq\Herod,to this effect : > 
the Iews in Tiberius Claudius Ceſar Auguſtus Germanicus, Father of the people, fignifieth this that 
Alexandria, followeth » Underſtanding that the Fews inhabitants in Alexandria, and. for this cauſe called | 
Alexandrines, have at all times enjoyed the ſelf ſame ahgrmy of the Citie, which the ancient 
and firſt Alexandrines have had : Which favours they have obtained by the Largeſſe of 
thoſe Princes, that were our Predeceſſours, 4s it hath been plainly made known unto us, as well 
by Letters which have been written unto us, 4s by confirmed Decrees ; And that ſince Alex- 1 
anaria hath been annexed to our Empire by Czlar Auguſtus, their Priviledges have continued | 
in force during the Fa jeden: ſeceſs1ons of many of our Governours, which Rights of | theirs 
ed in queſtion, no not in that time when Aquila was Governoar in Alexan- 
dria: Since in like ſort Car Auguſtus bath not letted them, but when the Chieftain of their yg 
Nation, was dead they might eſtabliſh other Subſtitutes and Governours in his place, wil- 
ling that all of them ſhould yield him obedience in obſervation of their Lawes and Cuſtomes, 
without conſtraint or impulſion to doe any thing contrarie to their Religion : yet natwithſtand- 
ing, the Alexanarines have mutined Ahrew | the Fewes, _ in the Citie of .

An4 
building upon this, that the greateſt good he mighc have, was to have God to help; he thuc 
his wives and children in a ſtrong Caſtle, and his corn in his ſtrongeſt Towers:and afterwards 
burned all the hay and forrage : and having after this manner provided for all thing-,he ex- 
pected the approach of his enemy, The Parthian came onward ſooner then he was expe- 

z with a great power of horſemen and foormen, For he marched forward in all haſte, 
and encamped near unto the flood that ſepataterh Adiabena from Media: 7zates likewiſe 
encamped not far from thence, having with him about ſtx thouſand horſemen. To whom | 
the Parthian ſent a meflenger to give him to underſtand how great his power was; which + *=- 
extended from the river Euphrates as farre as Bactria, recounting unto him what Kings 
he had under his ſubje&tion, threatning him to puniſh him very ſeverely, in that he behaved 
himſelf ſo ungratefully cowards his benefactors, yea, inſuch ſort as the God whom he ado- 
red, might not deliver him out of the Kings hands. Hereunto 7zates anſwered, that he knew 
well that the Parchian far exceeded him in power , byt thac he was far better aſſured that... 
Gods power extended beyond all mens contradition. And having returned him chis an- Faves Galle

vexed him, For this cauſe, he perſwaded and bribed a certain man called Dera, who was 
Feetis confer. DOEn IN Jeruſalemzand was one of thoſe in whom Fonarhey repoſed his moſt truſt;to bring 
rech againſs IN CErtain theeves to murther Fonahan,who willingly liſtened to his demands;and deſirous 
Jonathan, to gratific theGovernour,by this means that enſuerh brought thatto effeR which he had in- K 
rended. There were certain theeves that came up to Jeruſalem, under colour ro adoreGod, 
who carrying their ſwords cloſely hidden under their garments, accoſted Fonarhay and flew 
Burchery, him. Now forthar this murther was let flip, and not puniſhed from that day forward the 
thceves reſorted boldly to ſolemn feaſts, having their weapons hidden under their garments 
and throngingin among the people, ſlew ſome of thoſe who were their adverſaries ; and 
otherſome to pleaſure thoſe, who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thoſe 
they miſ-liked. And theſe ourrages committedtchey not onely in other parts of the City, 
but in the Temple likewiſe, where they ſlaughtered ſome who little ſuſpeRed thar any im- 
piety ſhould be committed in that place. For mine own part, I think that God hath deſtroy- 
ed our Citie in deteſtation of that impietie : and for that he accounted the Temple for an 
impure manſion place, he hath ſent us the Romanes, who have ſet fire onthe ſame ro purge 
the citic,and make us flaves with our wives and children,intending thereby to teach us wiſ- 
dom by our own miſcries. Thus was the City filled with theſe thefts and murthers. And 
The deceirful AS tOuChing the enchanters and deceivers, they perſwaded the common people to follow 
Magicians, them into the deſart, promiſing them to ſhew them figns and miracles done by the power 
of God. whereunto diyers gave care, and atlaſt ſuffered the penalty of their folly. For 
Felix recalling them back again, puniſhed them,

became of him. The theeves alſo incited the people anew to make war againſt the Romans,

Felix perceiving that this debate might breed a war,came on be- WWW 
tween them, requiring the Jews to deſiſt from further violence, and commanding his ſoul- 

diers to beat down thoſe who would refuſe ro obey him : by which means a great number 

were lain,and divers taken priſoners, Moreover, he gave his ſouldiers liberty to ſpoil, and 

rob divers very rich houſes. The other Jews, who befides theit authority were renowned for 

their moderation,fearing leſt the like miſery ſhould befal them, beſought Felix to ſound 

a retreat, and to call in his ſouldiers, and to ſpare that whichas yer remained, being ſore 

grieved at that which had happened:to which Felix condeſcended. At that ſame time king 1,1 the c., 
Agrippa gave the Prieſthood to Iſmael, the fon of Phabtus. There aroſe alfo a diſſention of Phabeus 
berwixt the high Prieſts,and the other Prieſts and Governours of Jeruſalem, and each ta- — cale-y 
Rion walked forth accompanied with-a troupof proud and mutinous perſons, who decided tnccn the

of Iudza, the chiefeſt of thoſe Tews that inhabired Czſarea, repaired to Rome to (cg. 
accuſe Felix : and wirthour all doubt he had been puniſhed for the iojurics he had 
committed againſt the Iews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his brother Pala ſubmil- 
ſton and intreaty, who importuned.him, and was at mo in great repucation with ,,., 
him. Furthermore, rwo ofthe chiefefſt amongſt the Syriafis wrought Berilins, who had gaus,chep.14, 
ſometimes been Neros Maſter,and at that time was Secretary of Eſtate in the Greek tongue, 
by mighty bribes,to beg atNerss hand the revocation of the right and title, which the Iews 
enjoyed in the government and adminiſtration of the common-weal. For which cauſe 
Berillss ſolicited the Fmperour,and obtained a letter at his hands, which was the cauſe of 
thoſe miſchiefs that afterwards hapned in our nation, For the Iews of Czſarea, underſtand- 
ing what commiſſiorfthe Syrians had gotten, were ſo much the more kindled and encou- 
raged to make war, 

As ſoon therefore as Feſtus was arrived in Iudz3, he found the countrey grievonſly af- 71,6 cyrticorss 
flicted with robberies,and che lower countrey was ſpoiled by ſword and fire.

val daycs. Herewith was King Agripp« ſore diſpleaſed, and the Governour Feſtus far more 
then he, who commanded them to pull down che wall. But they beſought him that he H 
would give them licence to ſend their Embaſſadours to Nero,to this intent, alleadging that 
it was impoſſible for them to live, if any part of their Temple ſhould be beaten down. 
Which being granted them, they ſent ten of their chiefeſt nobility, and with them 1/-ael 
che high Prieſt, and Chelcias the Treaſurer of the Temple, unto Nero: who no ſooner heard 
their ſuit but he pardoned them, not onely for that they had done, but he commanded 
that the building ſhould remain as it was. All which he did in favour of his wife Poppea, 
Joſeph Cabi who was intreated by the Jews,for that ſhe was a devout Princeſſe, to ſuc for them. She 
the ſon ot5E- herefore commanded the tenEmbaſſadours to return, and kept Chelcias and 1ſmaelfor pled- 
bigh Prieſt, Res With her.

For in the beginning, the high Pricſthood, continued with the 
3; hiehPriens Poſſeſſors for term of lite: bur afterwards, although thePrieſts were yer alive, yer were there 
io all, other ſucceſſours planted intheir rooms. Theſe thirteen were of Aarons poſterity, and ob- 
rained this degree in ſucceſſion the one after the other. Their firſt government was Ariſto- 
cratic,which is the government of the nobility : afterwards a Monarchy,and finally, a royal 
government. The number of years wherein theſe theirteen flouriſhed, were fix hundred and 
twelve years, from the day that our fathers departed out of Egypt, under the conduct of 
Moſos, untill the edification of the Temple that was builded in Jeruſalem by King Solomon. | 

After theſe thirteen high Prieſts, there were eighteen others; who after Solomons time ſuc- 

ceeded one after another, untill che time that Nabwchodoneſor King of Babylon, having en- 

camped before the City,took the ſame and burned the Temple,and tranſported our nation 

into Babylon, and led away the high Prieſt Foſedech priſoner. The time of the Pricſthood, 

and continuance of theſe eighteen was four hundred fixty years,fix moneths, and ten daies: 

. ſo long as the Jews have had the royal government. After the ſurprizal of Jeruſalem by 

the Bibylonians,umtill ſuch time as Cyrus King of Perſia diſmiſſed the Jews,and gavethem 

leave to return from Babylon into their own countrey, with permiſſion to reedific their 

Temple, there are ſeventy years; and at that time the captives being returned, Feſ#s the ſon 

of Foſedech took upon him the high Prieſthood, who with thoſe of his poſterity co the num- 

ber of fifteen, have governed ina Democratic or popular eſtate, uncillthe time of 4=tiochss 

ſirnamed Ewpater,for the ſpace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Antiechus was the 

firſt, who with his General Zyſs«s diſplaſed 0nies, firnamed Afenelans, of his Prieſthood x 
commanding him to be ſlain at Beryth, and after he had driven his ſon out of the ſucceſſion, 

he eſtabliſhed Facim high Prieſt, who norwithſtanding was of Aarexs race; bur not ofhis 

family, For this cauſe @n/as, the ſon of 0nie, and nephew to the deceaſed Onias retyred 

himſelf inco Egypt : where growing familiar with Ps Philometor and Cleoparra his 

wife,he perſwaded them to build a Temple in the confines of Heliopolis,not unlike tothar 

of Jeruſalem,and to create a high Prieſt in the ſame : of which Temple in Egypt, we have 

made very oftentimes mention. After that Faciy had held the Prieſthood for the ſpace 

of three years, he died without ſucceſſour. For theCity remained ſeven years without a high 

Prieſt. Again, the Aſmoneans recovered the government of their nation,and after they had 

warred againſt the Micedons, they cftabliſhed Jonathan high Prieſt, who exerciſed the of- 

fice ſeven years: but afterwards he was lain by 2n ambuſh, and treaſon conſpired againſt 

him by Tryphen,as we have declared elſewhere. After him, Simoy his brother undertook 

the Prieſthood, who was not long after ſlain treacherouſly by his fon in law ata banquer. 

After him ſucceeded his ſon Hircenns, who enjoying this dignity for the ſpace of thirty one 

years, died when he was very old, leaving behind him ?udss firnamed L,Arifebalus, who 

dying by lickneſſe, left his brother Alexander his heir, both of the Kingdom and high Prieſt- 

hood. Afcer that Ariſtobulss had obtained the royal government, he enjoyed both digni- 

ties one whole year, For this Fades firnamed Ariftobalus, was the firſt that ſet the Diadem 

on his head, cauſing himſelf ro be called a King.

Her ſon Hircanns 

was high Prieſt for ſo longtime: for after Alexandros death, his brother Ariſtobulus made 
war againft him: and having overcome him, he took the Kingdome from him, and not - 

onely ſeized the Crown, but the Prieſthood. After he had raigned three years, and as many 

moneths, Poxpey repaired to Jeruſalem, and took ir perforce, and laying hold of 4riſtebulus,

But thoſe of ng in their faith cowards the Romans, for the occafion thac 
fullco Rome, Enſueth Philip the ſon of Facim,who governed under King Agrippa, eſcaping beyond all opi- 
The danger njon, and flying to the royal Palace in Jeruſalem at ſuch time as it was beſieged, fell inro 
Philip lacims another great danger;to wit,to beſlain by Manabim, and thoſe thieves that were with him : 
ſon was fallen, but certain Babylonians his kinſmen being at that time in Jeruſalem, hindered che thieves 
from executing their purpoſe at that time. When as therefore Philip had ſojourned there for 
the ſpace of four dayes,on the fifth he fled away, diſguiſing himſelt in a falſ hair, for fear he 
ſhould be diſcovered : And as ſoon as he was arrived in one of thoſe Villages, which was of 
his own poſſeſſion, (cituate neer unto Gamala, he ſent for certain of his ſubjets to make 
their repair unto him. But God would not permit it , but for Phzlips greater good, he 
croſſed the ſcope of his intent, which otherwiſe had been the ruine of many : for being ſur- 
prized by a ſudden fever, he committed certain letters of his written to Agrippaand Bernice, 
who were yet but young,to one of his free-men, commanding him to deliver them to Yarw, 
Varus injuſtly Who was put in truſt by the King and Queen to adminiſter the affaires of their Kingdome, 
GE vim for that they were gone to Beryth to meet with _ As ſoon therefore as he had re- 
the lercers, Ceived Philips letters, and underſtood that he was eſcapr, he took it very hardly, for that

we” cauſe why his free-man did not return; ſent another with letters, to the intent he mighc 
diſcover what was become of his firſt meſſenger, and for what cauſe he ſtayed ſolong, Bur 
Yarws accuſing his ſecond meſſenger alſo —_— » commanded him ro be executed, as 
he had done the firſt, For the Syrians that inhabit Czſarea,had made him proud, inſomuch 
that he aſpired to high and great matters, on him that Agrzppa ſhould be put to death K 
by the Romans, in regard of thoſe faults which the Jewes had committed, and that Yarws, 
who was royally deſcended;thould poſleſſe his government, For without queſtion Yarus was 
held to be of the blood-royal, for that he derived his pedigree from the Tetrarch Sohemys 
that governed the Countrey that abutred on Libanus. For theſe cauſes, Yarss grew proud, 
aud retained Philips letters by him, hoping by theſe means chat che King ſhould have no 
knowledge thereof; and he ſet watch in every paſſage, for fear leaſt any man ſhould flie, and 
certifie the King of that which had happened; and to give the Syrians the better content, 
who dwelt in Czſarea, he put divers of thoſe Jews that dweltamong them to death. He in- 
tended alſo to undertake a war againſt the Jewes of Bathanza, who were called Babylonian 
Jewes, by confederating himſelf with the Trackonites of Barthanza. For which cauſe,ſend- 
ing for twelve of thoſe Jewes who were of moſt eſtimation amongſt che inhabitants of Cz- 
ſarea, he enjoyned them to repair to Ecbatane, to fignifie unto thoſe of their Nation that 
dwelt there,that Y arws underſtanding that they pretended to take armes againſt their King, 
and ſcarcely believing ir,had ſent them unto them, to perſwadethem to lay by their armes. 
And that this ſhould be a certain ſigne, by which they might perteRly expreſle that he had 
no reaſon to givecredit to.cheir reports who had enforced and objeted ſo much againſt 
them. Furthermore, he commanded them that ſeventie of the chiefeſt of them ſhould be 
choſen our, to anſwer to thoſe accuſations wherewith they ſhould be charged. Theſe twelve 
arriving in Ecbatane, and entertained by thoſe oftheir Nation, found that they neither ima- 
ined nor intended any commotion : for which cauſe, they perſwaded them to ſend their p4 
Lrancia men-which they did,lictle ſuſpeRing that which would happen, 

As ſoon therefore as theſe with the other twelve Embaſſadors came to Czſarea,Yarus ha- 
Varus killeth ving inkling of their coming,met them on the way with the Kings forces, and ſlew them al- 
the ſeventy | together with the foreſaid Embaſſadors,and took his way towards theJews ofEcbatane.But 
LE eadadors One Of the 70 who had eſcaped,reſorted thither with all expedition, preventing Yarws, and 
1he lewsre- Certified thereſt of that which had hapned. Whereupon,they inconcinently fell co arms,and 
tire themſelves ieh their wives and children retired themſelves to the Fort of Gamala, abandoning their 
rrelle of Ga- Villages which were ſtored with all kind of goods, and many thouſand cartelI, When Philip 
mala, and thi- had tidings hereof, he repaired himſelf alſo to the Fort of Gamala : where he no ſooner 
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A arrived, but the people cried our with aloud voice, exhorting him'to take the ſoveraignty, 
and to make warre againſt 7 arws,and the Syrians of Czeſarea. For chey had intelligence that 
the King was dead, But Philip moderated their fury,recounting unto them what benefits the 
King had. beſtowed on them,and of what power the Romans were, apainſt whom it was but 
a folly for them to take arms; and in the end he perſwaded them to peace. The King'under- 
fanding that Yarws was determined to kill and murrher all che Jewes that were in Czſarea, 
with-cheir wives and children all in one day,(who were as many in number Jhe ſent unto him

lilee.But they being very wealthy,by means of choſe tenths and tithes that were given them, . 
and very willing, becaule they were due, to gather them up in righrof their Prieſthood, re- 
ſolved with themſelves to return to their own houſes. But for that T entreatedthem tore- 
main with me, untill ſuch time, as we had ferrled the affairs, they willingly confented unto 
me. I therefore departed with them to the Citie of Sephora,and came into aborongh called 
Bethmaus diſtant from Tiberias ſome four furlongs, and from thence I ſent aimefſenger to 
the Councell of Tiberias, exhorting the chiefeſt among the people, rocome and fpeak with 

C me: who coming forth co viſit me, accompanied with F»ftus 2lſo, I told rhem that 1 
was feat Embaſladour unto them, with thoſe other, by the communalrtte of Jeruſatem,to 
perſwade them eo detace that building that was erected by Herod the Tetrarch , wherein 
divers figures of living Creatures were painted; for that our law forbad them to alloy, 
or doe ſuch things, and 1 exhorced them to ſuffer us ro doe that execution as ſoon as they 
might. 

Copel and choſe of his party,did for a long'time refuſe to confent chereunto: bur in the x. patace 
end, we enforced chem ſo much, that they condeſcended.Now whileſt we debared apon this (cx on tire har 
concluſion, Feſws the ſon of Saphias(of whom we have ſpoken heretofore, declaring how he vi Tiberias 

D was the Chieftain and conductor of the tation of (ailers and poore men) rook wih him Cer- 
tain Galileans, and fer fire on all the Palace,under hope toget great riches thereby (for 
. that there were certain roofs of the houſe covered with gold ) 'who fpoyled many things 
againſt our conſent, For after we had conferred with Capella, and the chiefeſt Tiberians, 
we retiredour ſelves from Bechmaus into the higher Galilee, In the mean time Feſws men 
ſlew all the Greekes that remained thete, and who before the war had been their enemies. 
Which when I was certified of, I was grievouſly diſpleaſed;and came down to Tiberias,and 
diſpoſed of the Kings moveables, for fear they ſhould be carried away by the robbers: and 
having recovered a candleftick of Corinthian work, princely tables, and no ſmall quancitie 
of maſſive ſilver: I reſolved with my ſelf coreſerve it to the Kings uſe. Calling therefore 1.;.11, procu- 
renne of the chiefeſt Senatours, and Capella, Antillys fon unto me, I delivered the veſſels roth whe Cafery 
i; w their hands , charging them to deliver the ſame to no man, except ir were to my "3 dd 
elf. 

From thence, with mine affociates, I went to Fohy at Giſchala, to know what his minde 
and reſolution was, and I preſently ſmelt out by.him, chat he affeted innovation and ty- 
ranny. For he beſought me to x him liberty,to tranſport Czſars wheat that was ſtored 
op in the villages of higher Galilee, telling me chat he would beſtow the fame inreedifying 
and repairing the walls of his Countrey. Burt I (inelling out borh his drift and counſels, de- 
nied him that liberty. For I thought thac that wheat would either ſerve the Romans,or my 
ſelf, tor that already I had the care ofthat Countrey commirted co my hands by the Cirie 

E of Jeruſalem. When as therefore he could win nothing at my hatids, he appealed to my 
companions, who were improvident of thoſe troubles that wete to come, and greedy ofre- 
wards,and obtained at their hands through his laviſh liberalitie, aliberty co diſpoſe of all che 
corn that was 1n the Province, in that I my (elf was unable to contradi& chem both. After, 
this, Fohs# aſed another ſubcilcie:for he ſaid that thoſe Jews, who inhabited Czſarea Phili p8 
being by the command of their King, to whom they were ſabie&t , Kept priſoners within 6 
their walls; being in want of pure oyle, deſired to buy the fate at his hands , fot fear leſt enrir nab 
contrarie to their cuſtome, they ſhould be compelled ro afe that of the Greeks. But this hu coveroul- 
{pake he not in reſpe& of religion,or devotion, but for his filly lucres ſake. For knowing nclle, 
that among the Czſareans, two ſextaries wereſold for a drachme, and that at Giſchalis 
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eightie.(extaries were ſold for four drachmes, he ſent all that oyle that was in that place an- G 

to them,doing it(as he thaught)by my permiſſion. But I did not willingly condeſcend there- 

ynto,bur for fear leſt I ſhould withſtand the ſame,the people ſhould ſtone me to death, As 

ſoon _—_ as I had given them leave, Fohn gathered a great ſum of money by this cun- 

ning ſhift, 

From this place diſmiſſed I my companions,and ſent them back to Jeruſalem, imploying 

Joſeph ſends TY felt wholly atterwards in preparing armour,and fortifying Cities, After this,calling the 

back his com- ſtouteſt thieves before me,when as I perceived that I might not recover their weapons from 

payjons©oJe- them, I | napr ham the multitude to hire them by rewards, telling them that it was more 

icſeph Preg.

or the inhabitants of che Countrey. Bur above all things my care was to keep Galilee in 

peace. And whereas my defire was to get ſeventie pledges of their loyaltie, choſen our 

_ joyned amongſt their Nobility under pretext of friendſhip, as ſoon as they came unto me in way of 
or ogy friend{hip,1 made them my companions and fellow Judges, and decreed many things accord- 
him, ing to their opinions, having an efpeciall care, leſt through raſbneſle I ſhould injure Juſtice,or 
Joſeph ar ehit- chrough corruption of rewards ſtain mine incorrupted honour. At ſuch time therefore as 
oftered no © I was thirty yeers old, at which yeers, although a man bridle himſelf from unlawfull affe&i- 
woman vio- ys; yet hardly can he eſcape from the poyſoned ſting of detraRtion, eſpecially, if a great au-

JJ, defirecy But Co great was the faith and benevolence of the common people of Galilee towards me, 
that hz might that their Cities being overthrown, and their Families led into captivitie, they ſpent not ſo 
bathe Imiclt many tears for their own calamities,as they beſtowed cares for my preſervation and ſecurity, 
baths of Tibe- Which when Foh# perceived, he began to envie me, and beſought me by his letters, that I 
rias. would give him licence for his health ſake, to bathe hinaſelf ia the hot baths of Tiberias : I 
ſulpeing no treaſon, willingly granted him that which he demanded. Moreover, I wrote 
unto thoſe, ro whom I had. committed the truſt and adminiſtration of the citie, to prepare 
him a lodging, aud to furaiſh all his companions with viRtuals,and to provide him alſo of all 
things neceſſarie for his dier and entertainment, Inthe mean ſpace, I my (elf paſt my time 
lohns weaſon, ina certain Village ot Galilee, called Cana, Burt after that Fohn came to Tiberias, he 
wrought the Townſinen in ſuch fort, that forgetting both their taith and dutie, they revolted 
unto him z and many of them lent awilling ear unto his encrearies, eſpecially ſuch as rejoy- 
cing in innoyations were to0-prone to change, and greedy of diflenſion: bur ineſpecial, F#- 
fus,and his father Piſtus,. willingly entertained this occaſion to revolt from my obedience, 
and to ſubmit themlelves to; Foha;yet was this conſpiracy ot theirs prevented by my ſpeedy 
acccſle, For a certain meſſenger came unto me from Sas, whom I had in former time pre- 
terred rothe government of Tibcrias,- who certified me of the Citizens intent,and exhorted 
| me in all haſte to make my repair thither, for that otherwiſe, the citic would ſhortly fall into M4 
| the people of another mans hands. As ſoon therefore as I had peruſed $:/as Letters, I rravelled all night

As ſoon as the inhabitants of that citie underſtood how perfidiouſly and traiterouſly the 
Tiberians had dealt with me, they were ſore diſpleaſed, and betaking themſelves to their 
weapons, perſwaded me to lead them forth againſt them, telling me that they would re- 
venge the injury that was offered unto their Governour, and they blazed this treaſon of 
theirs thorow all Galilee, For which cauſe a number of armed Galileans came to me, re- The Galileans 
queſting me that I would invade Tiberias, and entering it, that I would ſpoil the ſame ; and {191mm,v;

But when 1ohy perceived that he failed of his purpoſe, he began tofear: for which cauſe, - 
taking with him thoſe armed men that he kept aboat him, and forſaking Tiberias, he repai- _—_— Xi 
red to Gilchala, and from thence he wrote his tecters unto me, excuſing the fac, as if he had loſeph. 
had been no wates guilty thereof, and beſought me, that I would in no ſort ſuſpe& him, and 
confirmed his words with execrable oathes, whereby he might win the more credit- to his 

D writing. But the Galileans, who were gathered in great multitudes from all parts of che regji- 
on, knowing that he was a wicked and perfidious man, beſought me that I would lead them 
forth againſt him, promiſing me to overthrow both him, Gilſchala, and all his countrey. 
Therefore, after | had given them thanks for their love towards me, I promiſed them, chat 
mine offices of love ſhould be anſwerable to thelr kindneſle. Yer beſought I them to re- 
ſtrain themſelves, and to grant me pardon, for that I thought it better to appeaſe, then 
procure troubles. | 

This requeſt of mine the Galileans granted : Whereupon we preſently came to Sephoris, 

But the townſmen, who were reſolved eo continue faithfull cowards the Romane people, 
fearing my approach, endeayouring themſelves to diſtrat me with ſome other affairs, where- 
g by they might live in more ſecurity. Whereupon, ſending their meſſenger to 7eſus,che Cap- 

' rain of the theeues, that kept upon the confines of Prolemais, they promiſed him 4 great Jeſus captain 
ſumme of money, it with his army of eight hundreth men, who lived under his command, *f-vceves. 
he would wage warre with us. He allured by their promiſes, bethought himſelf to aflail 
us tuddenly and unawares : for which cauſe he beſought me by a meſlenger, that I would 
grant him leave and liberty to come and ſalute me : which when he had obtained, for that I 
was wholly ignoraut of his treaſon, taking with him a troup of his theeves, he haſted ſpee- 
dily cowards me : yet failed he of his purpoſed treaſon; for when he was not far off from me, 
acertain fugitive ot his troup diſcovered his intent towards me. Which when I heard, I 

went out into the marker place, faining that I knew nothing of his' ſecret frand, attended 
F with a multicude of —_— Galileans, and among theſe with certain Tiberians. 

Atterwards, {ending abroad certain ſpies, who ſhould ſcoure the high-waies, I comman- heating 
ded the keepers of the gates, that they ſhould onely ſuffer Teſws to enter with the formoſt of becray joſeph. 
his company,& exclude the reſt-and it they ſhould attempt to break in by force, they ſhould 
bear them oft, Who fulfilling that which was commanded them, Jeſu entered with a few : 
and being willed by me preſently tolay down his weapons, except he defired to be lain 
he, (eeing himſelt invironed with armed ſouldiers, obeyed. Whereupon they that followed 
him, and were excluded, perceiving that their Captain was apprehended, ſuddenly betook by 
them to flight; & leading eſws apart,I told him Iwas not ignorant of thoſe treaſons,which he ed bY 

intended againſt me, neither by whoſe provocations he attempted the ſame, Yet told I go zcth Leſs; 
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Joſephs boun-, thats: would pardon hints, iffo be by changing his manners, he would be faichfull unto-me- G 
rn hereafter, Who promiſing meall that which Ir jI diſmiſſed the man, and gave him 

leave to depart with his weapons : yet threatned Ito puniſh the Sephorites, except hereaf- 
ter chey deſiſted from their Treaſons. About the ſame time there came two noble men unto 
me, who were ſubje& to che King of Trachonires, bringing with them both horſemen, ar- 
mour and:money:whomwhen the'Jews would have conſtrained to be circumciſed, if ſobe 
they would'remain'amongſt them, I would not permit them to be troubleſome to the Tra- 
choniresalledging that every'manought,according to his own mind,and not by other mens 
impulſion} ſerve God : and that it was not tobe ſuffered, that they, who for their ſecuritie 
ſake werefled unto us, ſhould repent themſelves of their truſt they put in us. And thus 
having perſwaded'ithe multitude, I freely and aboundantly furniſhed theſe men with all H 
things neceſlary. 

In the meanſpace; Azrippa ſent outhis forces under the conduct of Equus cAodins, to 
take the Caſtle Magdala by torce,which for that they durſt not aſſault,they beſec the wayes, 
Eburius a- and therarher troubled Gamala. But Fbutins Decadarcus, who had the government of the 
gainſt loſeph. preat.champain, hearing that I was come to a certain village called Simonias, ſcituate on the 

confines of Galilee, and diſtant from the ſame ſome fixty furlongs, took with him by nighe 
one hundred horſe that actended him, and about two hundreth footmen, with certain inha- 
bitants of the Citie of Gabatheir aſlociates, whom he conducted by night, andaſſailed and 
befer the borough where I was, Againſt whom after I had drawn forth a valiant band of 
men, Ebutiivs laboured all that he might,to toul us into the champain, for that he truſted very | we 
much'in his horſemen : but he eaſily perceived that we might not be won, For knowing the 
adyancage which the horſemen had, if we ſhould encounter them in the plain, conſidering 
Ebutiusde- that we were but tootmen, I reſolved to fight in the place where we were, and Ebutius 
parcerd wit?- charged{'us for a while very valiantly.

Now this Noepolitanus was a Captain of horſemen,and had un- 
derraken'to detend-Scyrhopolis agairift their enemies : Having therefore driven him from

eh Joſcphs . fell our fortunarely with me, and that I was loved of my ſubjects, and feared by mine ene- 
good ſucceſs. mig, was fore aggrieved thereat: and ſuppoſing his own fortune was embaſed by my felicitie, 
add being touched with no fmall envy, and in greater hope that he ſhould hinder my good 
ſucceſle, if ſobe that he could bring me in hatred with my ſubje&ts 3 he ſolicited thoſe of 
Tiberiabarid Sephoris to forſake' me, and ſuppoſed alſo that the Gabarenians would revolc 
ufito'himgwhich Cities are the chiefeſt in Galilee. For he told them that under his conduct 
the Common-weal ſhotld be more diſcreetly governed - but among the reſt, the Sephorites 
gaveleaſt car ant him, for that negleQing us both,they onely held tor theRomans. 
As for the Tiberians, they would not conſent to rebel : yer notwithſtanding they promi- pg 
fed hin foe friendſhip. But the Gabarenians wholly addicted themſelves to Fohy, by the 
The Gobare- Means of one Simop,a principal citizet,who was Fohns fellow and friend. Yetdid they not 
nians revolr openly feem toallow him, for rhat-they vehemetitly feared the Galileans, whoſe good will 
upon lonns  rowards me they were long tithe affured of, burprivily they ſought another means to entrap 
- ' me. And truely I fell into great danger upon this occaſion. For when as certain Debaritteni- 
ans (being audacious youtig men)had intelligence that Prolomets wife, the Kings ſteward,un- 
der the eondu of certain horſemeti ſhould 1n great pomp travel along the great Plain, out 
The Debarir- Of the Kings countrey ito the Romane government, they ſuddenly fer upon them, and 
renians\poil putting thie woituan to flight, chey ſpoyled all that which ſhe carried with her.

A vey drave to Taricheas, a place where I then kept, certain Mules loden with apparell, and 
houſhold ſtuffe of divers ſorts: among which there were divers ſilver veſſels; and five hun- 
dreth pieces of gold. Intending therefore to reſerve theſe things for Prolomey, as being one 
of the ſame tribe, in that our law permſtteth not to defraud, 'no not our enemies, if they be 
of the ſame tribe I told thoſe that brought the goods thither, that they muſt be kept to be 
ſold to the end that the price of the goods might be beſtowed upon the building of the wals 
of Jeruſalem. This motion of mine, the young men interpreted very hardly, in that th 

were cut off from the part of the prey which they hoped for. For which cauſe; diſperſing 
themſelves in the ſtreets of Tiberias, they ſpread a rumour, that I would betray the conntrey 
to the Romanes, alleadging that I onely fained that the prey was deſtinarted towards the re- 
pairing of the wals of Jeruſalem: whereas the truth was, that I kept the ſame tothe intent I 


might reſtore it tothe owner. In which matter they were no whit deceived in their opinion, {*cph labour- 


Eor after the departure of the young men, I called unto me two chiefe citizens, Daſs:an and 


anness the (onnes of Levi, intire friends to the king, and commanded them, that taking bis goods, 


the houſhold ſtuffe with chem, they ſhovld convey it unto the King, chreatning them with 
death, if they revealed this ſecret to any man. 

But when as the rumour was ſpread thorow Galilee, that I would betray the region into 
the hands of the Romans, and all of them being grievoufly bent and intent againſt me to 
puniſh me ; they of Taricheas alſo BIving credit to the young mens fained ſpeeches, perſwa- 
ding my guard and the reſt of the ſouldiers, that forſaking me whilſt I was jchey ſhould 
come intothe horſe-race; and conſult with other in that place how to degrade me, and give 
the honour unto another, T hey being perſwaded, came to the appointed place, where they 
found many others ther. arrived : and all of them cried out with one conſent, that it was 
meet to take puniſhment on atraitor, who hath ſought the deſtrution of the common- 


weale. But he that moſt of all incired them to theſe troubles, was eſws the ſonne of Saph7as, ,aing Ioſeph. 
who at that time had the magiſtracy of Tiberias in his hands, a man given over to all wic- leſs the fon 


kednefſle, and borne to breed troubles, and ſtirre up ſedition. 

This man, bearing Moſes tables in his hands, and ooatiagete into the midſt of the aſſem 
bly, ſpake thus with a loud voice - If (ſaid be) you be touched with no care of your ſelves, 
«yet, at the NA8 contemne not theſe ſacred laws, which this your cheiftain Toſeph, a man 

| all men, hath of long time dared to betray, and for that cauſe is wor- 

thy of extreame puniſhment, | 
frer he had thus ſpoken, and was applauded by the acclamations of the people, he lead- 
ing the armed men with him, haſtily repaired to the houſe where I kept, with a certain in- 
tent and purpoſe to put me to death, Meanwhile, I ſuſpeing nothing of all this tumulr, 
and tired with labour and wearineſle, took my reſt ; when as ſuddenly Simon one of my 
guard, who at that time onely remained with me, ſeeing the incurſion of the people, came 
and awakened me: and certifying me of mine inſtant perill, he gave me counſell likewiſe, 
that rather, like a noble and undanted chieftain: I ſhould ſhorten mine own life, then ſhame- 
fully die by mine enemies dire&tion, Whileſt he gave me this counſell, I committing my 
ſafety to Gods hands,and changing my garments, went forth into the aſſembly atter a 
mournfull maner, and wearing my ſword hanging aboutmy neck, ſtealing by, that way, by 


conſpireth a- 


which I knew that none of mine adverſaries might meet me: and coming into the horſe- !*{ph moves 


race, I offered my (elfe toevery mans eye, and lying proſtrate-on my face, and watering the 
earth with my teares, I moved allmen that beheld me to compaſſion, And when I percei- 
yed that the afteions of the people were changed, I laboured all that I might, to divide 
them in opinions, before the armed ſouldiers returned from my houſe: and confeſſing my 
ſelte that I was not wholly cleere of that which was objeted againſt me, I beſought them ro 
underſtand to what uſe I reſerved that prey that was brought to my hand after which, if 
they liſt they might kill me, And whileſt the multicude commanded me to ſpeak, thear- 
med men returned back, and beholding me, ruſhed in upon me with an intent ro murther 
me: but being reſtrained by the peoples exclamations, they moderated their fury ; ſuppo- 
fing, that atter my confeſſion of treaſon, and reſervation ot the Kings money, they might 
havea better occaſton to finiſhmy Tragedy. 


For which cauſe, after ſilence I began thus: Men and brethren )ſaid T)if in your opinion J9#phsorar® 
I deſerve death I refuſe not to die: yer before my death will I certifie you of the whole truth, gon before his 
tru'y, when as I perceived that this City was moſt commodious 4nd fic to entertain ſtran- adverſaries. 


gers, and that 7 perceived that many men, forſaking their own countries, were delighted: 
with your converſations, and willing to partake with you in all forts of fortune: I was reſol- 
ved to build up your wals with this money, for which being thus deſtinated to do you good

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: your indignation is provoked againſt me, Upon theſe words, the Taricheans and ſtrangers G 

criedout,giving me thanks, and willing me to be of good courage. Bur the Galileans and 
Tiberians continued in their hatred, inſomnch as they grew todebate betwixt themſelves,

loſephin ano- But once again the theeves and authours of ſedition, fearing leſt they ſhould be puniſhed 


ther danger. for theſe their offences, begirt my lodging with ſix hundreth armed men, intending to con- 
ſume it with fire,Of whoſe arrival, as ſoon as I had intelligence, imagining with my ſelf that 
it would be much diſhonour for me to flie,] reſolved to uſe yalour and courage againſt them: H 
for which cauſe commanding the gates to be ſhut, I required them from the top of the 

loſephs ſirara- houſe, that they would ſend in ſome of them unto me, to receive that money, for which they 

geme. had been drawn intothis mutiny-: whereby they might have no further cauſe to be incenſed 
againſt me. Which done,laying hold of one of the moſt troubleſome fellowes, that with the 
reſt came in unto me, I cauſed him tobe beaten with many grievous ſtroks, and his hand to 
be cut off,and hung abour his neck;and thns handled, we thruſt him our of doores toreturn 
unto thoſe that had ſent him. But they being wonderouſly affraid herewith, and ſuſpeiog 
the like puniſhagent if they ſhould ſtay there any longer, for that they ſuſpeRed that I had 
divers armed ſouldiers in my houſe, they ſuddenly all of them fled away : and fo by this ſtra- 
ragem eſcaped I the other x Ancen Yet wanted there not ſome, who incited the people once 1 

Ano\hcr ſedi- more againſt me;ſaying, that the Kings ſervants, who were fled unto me for retuge, ought 

Uon. not tolive,except they ſubmitted themſelves to their laws and cuſtoms, from whom they re- 
quired protection. 

They likewiſe accuſed them, that they were of the Romane faRion, and priſoners, and 
preſently the people began to mutiny,being deceived by their words,who laboured co flatter 
them. Which when I heard of, I oace more informed the people, that they ought not to 
perſecute thoſe who reſorted unto them for reſcous : and I jeaſted at their folly who acculed 
them of impoy ſoning, and that the Romanes would not vainly nquriſh ſo many thouſand of 
ſouldiers,if they pretended to make away their enemies with poyſon. Being by theſe words 
ſomewhat pacified, they had ſcarcely withdrawn themſelves a while, but that by certain out- 
caſts and wicked men, they were incited againſt che Nobility, ſo that with armed weapons 

1o(-oh vi. They came to the houſes of the Taricheans,incending to murther them. Which when I heard, 
in 5 I was ſore affraid,that if this wickedaeſle ſhould be commicted,no man hereafrer ſhould dare 
ſcrh the Tari- to truſt his life in my hands, For which cauſe being affiſted by divers others, I haſtily reſorted 
_ to thei lodging,and ſhut up the gates : and cutting a trench betwixt it and the lake,I called 
for a Bark,and entring into the ſame with them, I croſſed over intothe confines of the Hip- 
penians: and furniſhing them with money to buy them horſes, for chat they could not cran(- 
port their own with them in that flight, I diſmiſſed chem, requiring them todigeſt cheir pre- 
ſent misfortunes with a conſtant mind. ForT my elf took it very heavily, that I was once 
more inforced to land thoſe men in the enemies countrey, who had committed them- 
ſelves to my truſt : yet thinking, that ifit ſhould ſo fall out, chat they ſhould fall into the 
Romans hands, they ſhould be ſafer, then if by ſuffering them to remain in my countrey, I 
ſhould ſee them oppreſt:I adyentured them thus. Yet were they ſaved, and the King gave 
them pardon. And this was the end of this tumulc. 

| But they of Tiberias wrote unto the gs requiriug him to ſend a Garriſon into their 
LO F Countrey,and promiſing him to revolt and follow him. Which done,as ſoon as I came unto 
Seven ſtadia rhem,they required me that I would build them thoſe walls which I had promiſed them: for 
mateth almoſt they had already heard that Taricheas was environed with wals. Whereunto I condeſcen- 
mile, ded,and gathering ſtuffe from every place, | ſet the workmen to their task, But ſome three 
daies after,departing from Tiberias towards Taricheas,which was thirty ſtades diſtant from 
thence, by chance a troop of Romane horſemen were diſcovered, not farre from the Citie , 
which made the Inhabitants beleeve that they were the Kings Army :Whereupon they pre- 
ſently began to utter many things in honour of the King, and more in my reproach. And 
preſently a certain friend poſted unto me, and told me what their minde was, and how they 
intended to revolt from me. Which when I underſtood, I was wonderouſly troubled : For I 
had ſent back my men of War from Taricheas to their houſes, for that the next day was the 
Sabbath : for I would by no means, that the Citizens of Taricheas ſhould be c rged x

friends, and certified them, that within three dayes I would forſake their countrey, and re- hour. 

tire my (elf into mine own, Wireypon they were altogether ſurpriſed with great ſad- 

neſſe, and beſought me with weeping tears, that I would not forſake them, for that they 

ſhould be utterly overthrown, if (o be they were left deſtitute of my condu&, But whereas 

by no means they might perſwade me, and the care of mine own ſecurity prevailed very 

much withme;che Galileans fearing leſt I ſhould leave them, and by that means the theeves 

ſhould be encouraged to ſet upon them, they ſent meſſengers thorow all Galilee, to ſignifie 

unto them the reſolution of my departure. Whereupon divers of them being made pri- 

vie to theſe news, reſorted unto me from all parts, bringing with them their wives and 

children z not ſo much, as I ſuppoſe, for the ſorrow they conceived at my departure, as the 

fear that they had of their own eſtates - For they perſwaded themſelves, chat it I remained 

among them, there could no miſchief befall them. They aſſembled therefore in a great 

Plain, called Afochim, where I remained. 

Thar night in my {leepT had a wonderfull dream. For lying in my bed, and being wholly 1,c.,1. 14m; 
diſconſolate and troubled with the news I had received, me thought that a certain man from rable gicam. 
above ſpake unto me after this manner: Pacific thoy the peſſions 1 ſpirit, and be thou free 
from all fear. For that which diſcomforteth thee, ſhall be that which ſhall make thee great, and hap- 
py beyond thine expectation. For not onely theſe things ſhall turn 18 4 fortunate end or iſſue, but 
alſo many other, Be not thay therefore diſmaied, but remember thy ſelf that thou art reſerved 10 \ number of 
make warre againſt the Romanes. After I had this dream, Iawaked , anda prepared as I Galilesns be- 
was, went I downinto the Plain: and as ſoon as I came thither, all the people of Galilee, 9*&Þ* loſeph 
with their wives and children, humbling themſelves upon the earth and weeping, beſought nor (6:fake 

me that I wou!d not leave them for a prey to their enemies : neither that I would abandon tn 
their countrey to ſerve for a prey and mockery to their adyerſaries. But ſeeing thac I made 
ſmall reckoning of their prayers, they conſtrained me by oath to remain amongſt them, and 
uttered divers injurious outrages againſt the people of Jeruſalem, that envied them the peace 


F and happigeſſe which they enjoyed, 


After Thad heard theſe words, and ſeen the deſolation of the people, my heart was bro- 
ken with compaſſion, and I teſolved my ſelf that in reſpe of ſo great a multitude, my life | ET REI 
could not be better hazarded then for their contentment : I therefore gaye my conſent to (fe tay 
remain with them, I-gave order that five thouſand of the beſt ſouldiers, with their proviſion, ia Galilee. 
ſhould attend me: as tor the reſt, I {er them back every one to his own houſe, When theſe 
five thouſand preſented themſelves, I annexed thegs to the other three thonſand that T had 
wich me, and drew out wich them fourſcore es)" and marched on towards Chabalon 
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a borough upon the marches of Protemais, where I undertaok to prepare them for the bar- G 
tell, expe&ting ſome aſſault from Placidus, who was come with two companies of footmen 
and one of horſemen, ſent by Ceſtius Gallus to burn the countrey towns of Galilee,and other 
lictle boroughs that bordered on Prolemais, And for that he was entrenched before the city 
of Ptolemais, I encamped mine army likewiſe not farre from the borough Chabalon, ſome 
ſixty ſtades off: and divers times drew I out my forces to bid him battell, bur never would 
he offer any thing but skirmiſhes. For Placids,perceiving my forwardnefle to fight, was a- 
baſhed thereat,and retired himſelf : yet departed he not from Ptolemais, 5 OW 
About that time came 7onathan with the other Embaſſadors,who (as we have heretofore 
declared) were ſent by Simon,and the high Prieſt Ananus, who laboured to entrap me by po- 
licy, for that they durſt not affail me in open field: They therefore wrote a letter unto xx 
me to this effe& : 1onathan and the Embaſſadours with him, who are ſent by thoſe of Jeru- 
lem to Toſeph,Greeting,*We are certified by the chieteſt men of Jeruſalem, that 7ohy of Giſ- 
*« chala hath oftentimes ſought to betray you: for which cauſe we are ſent to repreſſe his ma- 
<< lice,and to exhort him hereafter to ſubmit himſelfunto you - and being defirous to confer 
& with you,as touching that which concerneth the publike profit, we pray you to reſort unto 
ES fon as you can, with ſome few attendants, becauſe the borough is not able roentertain 
&© many. To this effect wrote they unto me, noping that one of theſe two effects ſhould fall 
out:either that I comming diſarmed,ſhould be eafily ſurpriſed by themzor that bringing with 
mea great company, I ſhould be condemned for an enemy to my countrey. The meflenger 
that brought me this letter wasa valiant young man, mounted on horſeback, who had in I 
times vaſt born arms for the king, The time wherein he came uato me, was two hours with - 
in night, and even then was I banquetting with my friends, and the chiefeſt Governours of 
Galilee. After that one of my houſhold ſervants had certified me,that a certain Jew on horſe» 
back came to ſpeak with me,I commanded he ſhould be brought in; who embracing me bur 
coldly, and delivering me the letter, ſaid unto me: They that are come from Jeruſalem, 
ſend you this letter z give them a ſpeedy anſwer : For I am commanded to make a ipeedy re- 
curn. They that ſate at the table with me, were amazed at the ſouldiers boldneſſe. Bur for 
my ſelf, I willed him to fit down, and to make merry with me:but he refuſing the lame,I kepr 
the letter in my hand in ſuch manner,as I had received the ſame, and began cotalk with my 
friends of other affairs: and not long after riſing from ſupper, and diſmiſſing the reſt to their K 
reſt, Ionely retained with me ſome of my moſt inward iriends, and commanding my page 
ro fill me wine, I opened the letters before any man perceived the ſame : and conceiting in- 
continently what they meant, I ſealed them anew, and asif I had known nothing of the con- 
rents, having theletter in my hands, I gave order that the ſouldier ſhould receive twenty 
drachmes for to bear the charges of his voyage. He having received the ſame, and giving 
me thanks, I perceived well that he was addicted to gain, and might eaſily be wrought with 
money. Whereupon I ſaid unto him, if thou wilt drink with me, chou ſhalt hayea drachme 
tor every glaſle thou drinkeſt, To this the ſouldier liſtned willingly, and having drunk good 
ſtore of wine, to get him the greater ſtore of money, he grew drunken, ſo that he was un- 
able any longer to conceal his ſecrets: but of his own accord he declared the treaſon that 
was prepared,and how the ſentence of death was given by them againſt me. Which when 1 & 
underſtood ;-I anſwered them to this effect: 7oſeph to 1onathan, and thoſe that accompany 
him, Healch: <T am very. glad to hear that you are arrived in Galilee in good health, ef] Pect- 
«< ally for that I may now deliver into your hands the government of the affairs thereof,co the 
« end(according as I have long time defired)] might return into my countrey.I will nor one- 
«ly therefore viſit you at Xallon:bur in any further place alſo,notwithſtanding you had ne- 
«yer ſent for me. Notwithſtanding pardon me, though I come not at this preſent: for I am 
* now at Chabalon to confront Placidus, who pretendeth to invade Galilee. Reſort you 
© therefore unto me, who ſhall read my letters, Farewell, 

After I had written this anſwer, and delivered it to the ſouldier to carry it unto them, I 
ſeat by the ſame way thirty of my moſt _ friends of Galilee, commanding them ro M 
ſalute them that were come, wichour any further ſpeech, I afligned alſo to each of ctheſe,one 
of my moſt reſolute and beſt ſouldiers,to take heed leſt any of thoſe I ſent ſhould conferre 
with Tonathans men, They therefore ſet forward on their way : and 7oathay and the other 
ſeeing their firſt purpoſe failed them, they ſent me another letter after this tenour which en- 
{yeth : 1onathan and his company to Toſeph, Health: We command you that within three 
daies,you make your appearance before us,without any of your ſouldiers, in the botoagh of 
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A - Gadara, to the end you may anſwer to that which 7ohy hath objeed againſt you. As ſoon as 
they had writteri this, and (aluted thoſe whom I had ſent, they went to Japha; which is che 
greateſt town of Galilee, defenced with ſtrong walls, and peopled with mariy inhabitants. .,. _ 
Againſt theſe the people of that City; their wives atid childreh. came forth, exclaiming a- gourt of f:r4

gainſt them with huge cries; charging them to return back; and not todeprive them of the falemcoldl y 
good governour they had.” 1onathen and his companions were provoked with theſe cries 5 Qt. ned ii 
yet durſt they not make any open ſhe of their diſpleaſure; bur without returning them any 
anſwer they reſorted to other Cities, where they met with no leſſe effeuall exclaims from 
the multicude, proteſting with a loud voice, that no man ſhould be able to .diflwade them 
from continuing Joſeph in authority in their government. Wher@upon 7onathan with his fol- 
B lowers marched forth without any further ſpeech; and came to Sephoris, the greateſt City 
of Galilee, Bat the inhabitants thereof being addied to the Romanes, came forth to them: 
bur for my part they neither praiſed nor blamed me. ONION I they came to 
Aſochim, where the citizens ſung the ſame ſong, that the Japheans did. Whereupon th 
being unable to contain their diſpleaſures, commanded their ſouldiers to beat them wit 
their truncheons, who exclaimed againſt them, and claimed me for their Governour, And 
whea they drew neer to Gabara, 704m came out to meet them, accompanied with 3000.ſoul- 
diers: and I having intelligence by their letters, that they were reſolved ro make wat againſt 
me, departed from Chabalon ; ED with 3000, ſouldiersz and having committed; g 
the camp to the charge of my truſtieſt triend, I went to Jotapara, becauſe I would be within 53. wo them, 
C four ſtades-of them, and ſent them this letter : 7f your will be that I muit needs come unto you, 
there are in Galilee two hundreth and four cities and boroughs, 1 will meet you in any one of them, 
which you pleaſe, except Gabara or Giſchala: for that the one i the place of fabes nativity,and the 
other is his aſſociates and friends, _ The convites: 
As ſoon as Tonathan had received this anſwer; he replied not any more, but ſought rhe ricn of the 
means to entrap me. Fohy was of the opinion to write unco all the cities and boroughs of Ga- Em>-Hedours | 
lilee, ſuppoſing that without queſtion there were one or twoin them that were \mine ene- ***" a 
mies, whom they might incenſe againſt me, as againſt their common enemy, He gave or- 
der alſo, that this his reſolution ſhould be ſent to _ to the end that rhoſe of theciry 
underſtanding that I was adjudgedged an enemy by the Galileans, might in like ſort confirm 
D that their decree by their opinion. For he ſaid, that by this means it would come to paſle, 
that the Galileans, who were well affeted towards me, ſhould forſake me for fear they had 
of them. This advice of Fohns marvellouſly pleaſed them all, and was.preſently brought un- 
to me about the third hour of the night, by one Saccheas, who flying from them, came and 
brought me the news,and particularly related to me their intent. For which cauſe perceiving 
that the time required no longer delay,and ſuppoſing that Facob was one of my moſt aſſured 
and truſtieſt ſervants, I commanded him to = two handreth men with him, and to belay Loſeph beſer- 
the waieS between Gabara and Galilee, and to ſend me thoſe whom he ſhould ſarprize, that cc the waies 
came that way z and eſpecially thoſe that carried letters, Iſent Feremy alſo, who was one * ©Alike- 
of my friends, to the marches of Galilee, with fix handreth men ar arms,to keep the paſſages 
E that way towards Jeurſalem, commanding him to lay hands on all thoſe that carried letters, 
and to commit the men to priſon, and to ſend me their packets. 1 
After I hadin this ſort inſtruRed thoſe whom I ſent, E willed and commanded the Gali- a 
leans the next day following, to take their arms, and to furniſh themſelves with viRualls for w—_ jo egy 
three daies, and to attend me at the borough of Gabaroth. Thoſe ſouldiers that I had, I di- ech to Gava- 
ſtribured in four companies, and kept thoſe with me in whom I _ moſt confidence '**- 
tor the guard of my perſon: and having appointed captains over them, and commanded 
them to be careful I charged them to ſuffer no unknown ſouldier to enter in among them: 
The next day Icame to Gabaroth, the fifth hour of the day, where I found all the fields a- 
bout the City full of men of warre, of thoſe of Galilee, who reſorted thither to aſſiſt me, ac- 
F cording as I had commanded them. Thither alſo came there a multitude of other men from | 
| other boroughs, As ſoon as I came to their preſence, and was ready to ſpeak anto them, all 
of them began to cry our, calling me their benefaRor, and maintainer of their countrey, Af- 
ter I had ſolemnly given them thanks for this favour they had ſhewed me, I charged them 
neither to offer watre, or attempt any ſpoil in the champion countrey, but to encamp a- 
midft the fields, contenting themlelyes with that proviſion "they had brought with 
them. For I told them all in generall,thar I would extinguiſh thoſe troubles withour effuſton 
of blood. It hapned the ſame day that Fonathans meſſenger and letters fell into their hands, 
who had the-guatd of the paſlages by my LAGS” 7 and accordingto my dire&tion the 
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men were kept in (ecuritie, as I gave order: and finding the letters that were brought me, to & 
be full of ning bur Nlanders and lies written by the Embaſfadours z I faid nota word to 
any man, bat rhoughc.it beſt policie to ſet upon them. But 7onathans ſouldiers ces pe 
loha and che Jjgence of my coming, retired both themſelves and their goods, and with them. 7ohy alſo 
Emballadeurs -ato /eſi houſe, whuch was a great tower, nothing different from a citadell, in which they 
to leſus houſe. hid a number of men of warre, and locked up all the other gates ſaveone; expeRing that I 
ſhould come that way, to ſalute them, In a word, they had commanded their ers that 
when I ſhould enter, they ſhould ſuffer no man elſe to enter with me, but exclude all the reft, 
For they made no'other account, but that by this means they might eafily lay hold on me. 
But they were deceived of their hopes: for having notice beforehand of their intents, as 
ſoon as 1 came thither, entring into a lodging that was right over againſt theirs, I fained that H 
I went to take my reft. Whereupon Jenathans ſouldiers ſuppoſing that I was aſleep, and that 
in croth I was ſafe z they came forth in all haſte into the Plain, labouring to diſſwade my ſoul- 
diers from their love and alleageance, and detratting my Government, Burt all things fell 
out contrary tothat they thought: for as ſoon as they were diſcovered, the Galileans gave 
a great ſhour, teſtifying the good will chey bare unto me, who was their Governour, ant 
they blamed the Embaſladours, for that without any cauſe of injury, they were come to 
diſturb the pnblike peace, willing them to be gone, for that they intended to admir no 0- 
ther Governour. When theſe things were ſignified unto me, I made no doubt to adven- 
coy þre- tare my ſelf among them: for which cauſe I ſpeedily went out to hear what theſe Em- 
ſelt awong his baſſadours could alleadge againſt me. Upon my arrivall the whole troop ſhouted for I 
enemies. joy, and applanded me with aloud voice, giving me thanks for my happy and peaceable 
governmenc, | 
Tonathan and his adherents hearing this, were affraid, leſt if the Galileans ſhould ſer upon 
them, they ſhould grow in danger of their lives, and began to bethink themſelves how they 
might eſcape. But perceiving that they might not retire, for that I required them inſtantly 
to ſtay, they were atogether diſmaied, and paſt their ſenſes. I therefore commanded the 
people to ſurceale their ſhooting, and planted the ſouldiers of greateſt truſt in every paſſage, 
to prevent leſt 7ohx ſhould charge them unawares. After this, I exhorted the people to be-

Thepeaple haying heard thus, were difpleaſed and animared againſt Jonathan and notng

diſpleaſure of the Galileans, As for the Ambaſſadors that accompanied Fonathan, I told all The wrath 
of them that I pardoned whatſoever was paſt, if ſo be they would repent themſelves of thar 3741117 of the 
which was done, and if upon their return into their countrey, they would truly report- unto Jonatha, and 
thoſe who had ſent them, how all things had paſt under my government, This ſaid ; I dif- his fellow 
miſſed them, ————— that I knew they would perform nothing of that which they *ais 
had promiſed.

__— friend of theirs had informed them, that he had wed certain Romane horſemen upon

the frontiers of that Territory, ſome thirty ſtades from the City,in aplace called Homoncea: 
and that the news being brought to them, thoſe of Fohns faction had preſently fignified the 
ſame unto them,to the intent they ſhould not endure their Countrey to be ſackt by the ene- 
my. They uſed this ſpeech, ſuppoſing that under pretext of reſcuing the countrey, they 
might drive me abroad, and ſtrengthen the City for themſelyes, 

Now although I knew very well what their intent was, yet gave I ear unto them, leſt I 
ſhould drive the Tiberians into an opinion, that I was negligent and careleſſe of their ſecu- 
rity: Ithereforerode out, and came to the place of which chey had ſpoken :- where finding 
ſcarce a footſtep or appearance of an enemy, I returned ſpeedily without delay to Tiberias. 
When I came there, I found the whole Councel aflembled with a multitude of people,and 


. Fohn's partakers urging againſt me a very vehement accuſation, that I made no account to 


Ales prod:iceg TElieve them in their wars, but that I ſtudied nothing but mine own pleaſure, And whileſt

they ſpake theſe words, they produced four letters, as being written unto them by thoſe 


* who were upon the marches of Galilee, requiring them to come and ſuccour them, for that 


the Romane horſemen and tootmen would within three daies forrage and ſpoil their coun- 
trey: for which cauſe they made haſte,and would not negle> cheir tuit who beſought them. 
The Tiberians hearing theſe allegations, and ſappoſing them to be true, cryed our, ſaying, 
That it behoved them not in that manner to dally time, but to go and ſuccour their coun- 
treymen invironed with great dangers, Whereunto I anſwered, that I was ready to obey 
them, and promiſed to march forth againft the enemy with all expedition, Now I knew 
well the pretence of Fohns partakers, and was of the opinion,that ſince thole letters ſaid that 
the Romanes gathered head in four divers places, it was requiſite to divide our power into 
five companies, appointing every one of them a Chieftain over them. For it is an honour 
for good men not anely to-give counſ(el,, but alſo when need requireth, to be the firſt and 
formoſt in action : For I cold them that it lay not in my power to lead any more then one 
company. This my advice was pleaſing unto all the people, who preſently conſtrained theſe 
men to march out unto the war : whereby ic came to paſſe, that they were greatly confuſed 
to {ee that they might not fiaiſh that which they had imagined, becauſe I croſſed all cheir en- 
terprizes, Hereupon, one amongſt them called Ananizs, 2 wicked and perverſe man, coun- 
ſelled the people to celebrate a ſolemn faſt the next day in honour of God, and gave directi- 
on at the ſame hour, that all of them ſhould gather together in thar place in arms, to proteſt 
before God, that it they obtained not ſuccours at his hands, they held all fort of refiſtance 
unprofitable, He ſpake this not for any piety that was in him, but to the end to (urprize 
both me and my followers unarmed, To this adyice of his was I enforced to condeſcend, to 
the end it might appear that I contemned not that which appertained to the ſervice of God, 
As ſoon therefore as we retired every one of us to our ſeveral lodgings, Fonathan and his 
partakers wrote unto Fohy, to reſort unto them early in the morning with his men of war, 
and all the power he could make; for that they might eaſily lay hands on me, and accom- 
pliſh that which they had fo long time longed after. He receiving this letter, willingly 
obzyed. The next day I commanded two of my ſtrongeſt and faithtulleſt Souldters to hide 
their ſhort ſwords under their gownes, and to attend me, to the end thar if in any ſort we 
were aſſailed by the enemy, we might defend our ſelves. I put on my curets alſo, and girr 
my ſword by my fide in ſuch ſort,as.no man might perceive the ſame,and came with them ta 
the place of prayer. 

But Feſws, as ſoon as I was entred with my friends, having the guard of the gate, would 
not permit the reſt of my tallowers to enter with me : and at ſuch time as we were ready ta 
begin

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A begin our prayers according to the cuſtome of our countrey, Feſws ariſing demanded of me 
. What was become of the houthold ſtuffe that was taken out of the Kings palace when it was Jeſus talks 
burned, and where the bullion of filver was, and with whom I had left the ſame : of all which * Jo{<pb. 
he therefore made mention, that he might delay the time till Fohns approach, I anſwered 
that Cape/a had all, and thoſe ten of the chiefeſt nobility of Tiberias, and willed him. to 
ask of them whether it were true that I ſpake: who confeſſed that they had it. What (ſaid Joſephs 4 e- 
he) are become of thoſe twentie pieces of gold, that you received. by the ſale of a certain pf vith Je- 
weight of maſſive ſilver, where are they I anſwered him, that I had delivered the ſame to picces of gold. 
the Ambaſſadors, to defray their charges in their voyage towards Jeruſalem. Hereupon Fo- 
nathans partakers (aid, that I had done amiſle, in employing the publick treaſure to the uſe 
of privace Ambaſſadors. The people being diſpleaſed herewith ( for I very eaſily perceived 
B the wicked diſpoſition of theſe men) and (eeing that a ſedition was likely to with, I thoughr 
it beſt to wher and av.imate the people the more againſt them : T raid, that if I had done a- 
miſle in rewarding the Ambaſladors on the common ſtock, they ſhould need to take no fur- 
ther diſpleaſure for that: for ſaid I, I will repay thoſe twenty pieces of Gold out of mine 
own purſe. Hereupon the people were incenſed the more againſt them, in that they mani- 
feſtly diſcovered what hatred they wrongfully bare unto me. Whereupon Feſus tearing leſt 
ſome change might ariſe, commanded the people to depart , and required the Councel to 1,27 Tk. 
ſtay, for that it was unpoſſible to examine matters diſcreetly , where ſo much trouble and 
turmoil was, The people cried our, that they would not leave me alone among. them. 
Whereupon there came one unto Feſ#s,who ſecretly informed him that Fohy with tis armed 
C men was at hand, who for that cauſe being unable tocontain and conceal his joy , God ſo 
providing for the conſervation of my lite(tor bad their purpoſe taken effeRt,Fohy and his fo!- Jo'cph almott 
lowers had utterly overthrown me.) Forbear (ſaid he) ye Tiberians, to enquire of the —_ nw 
twentie pieces of Gold : but Foſeph meriteth not puniſhment for this matter,but becauſe he cnemy, is de- 
affecteth the tyranny, and that by his words he hath deceived the people of Galilee, and '"*e*irom 
gotten the ſoveraignty to himſelf. Whileſt he ſpake theſe words, they ſought ſuddenly to ** 
lay hands on me, intending to murther me. But thoſe two, whom I had with me,perceiving 
their intent, drew their ſwords, threatning thoſe who ſhould dare attempt to offer me vio- 
lence. The peoplelikewiſe gathered ſtones to caſt at Fonathans partakers,and pull'd me away 
violently from mine enemies : and for that if I ſhould have gone bur alittle further, I had 
D met with Foh» and his army, through the fear I had, 1 turned another away. For croſſing 
downa privy way that led me to the lake,I betook me to a boat and went by water to Tart- 
chea, avoiding this danger beyond all hope. | x 
; Whereupon I incontinently ſent for the chiefeſt men of Galilee, and told them how con- 
trarie toall law and right I had almoſt been murthered by Fonathan and the Tiberians, For Jeteph cerrifi- 
which cauſe the Galileans were grievouſly diſpleaſed againſt rhem, and willed. me without non m6" 
delay to make warre againſt them ; or it I liſt not my (elf ro ſuffer them with all expedition rrairerouſly 
to cut off both Fohn and Fonathan,with all their followers. Yet did I reſtrain them the beſt Rac nl | 
I could, and pacified their diſpleaſure, and prayed them to expect nnti!l ſuch time as we had deal with 
knew what news our Ambaſſadors would bring that were gone to Jeruſalem. For I told them bin 
E we ought to execute no kind of thing without their approbation and conſent : and by theſe 
, means I perſwaded them. But Fohy ſecing ar that time thath is policy had but very ſlender

Some fewdaies after, our Ambaſſadors, who were returned from Jeruſalem, certified us 
that the people of Jeruſalem were ſore diſpleaſed with An4nias theHigh Prieſt,and Szwon the The hundred 
ſonne of Gamaliel, for that withont their common conſent they had tent Ambaſſadors into AI 
Galilee, and ſought to diſplace me of the government there, and their diſpleaſure was 10 jeruſalm. 
kindle, that they were ready toſet their houſes on fire, They brought me allo letters, by 
which the Governor of Je rulalem, upon the inſtant requeſt that the people had made unto 
them, confirmed me in the Government of Galilee,commanding Fonathan and his aflociates | 
to return back again with all expedition, After I had received theſe letters, I repaired to ,, ,qnv1y a 

F theborough of Arbela, where I aſſembled the Galileans: before whom I commanded the aubela, 
Ambaſſadors to report how much the people ot J eruſalem were diſpleaſed and diſcontent- 
ed, in regard of thoſe things which Fonathan had injured me in; and how they confirmed me 
in the goverriment of this countrey, and had called and commanded Forathan and his conte- | 
derates back again to Jeruſalem: co whom I ſpeedily ſent that letter that was directed to x11. Conncel 
them, commanding the meſſenger to obſerve very carefully both their actions. and. ore held again. 
rance. After they had received the letters, they were greatly troubled , and ſent for Fo/n ran, A 
and choſe of the Councel of Tiberias, with the Governor of Gabara, and conſulced Pen companions. -

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them what they were beſt todo. The Tiberians opinion was, that they ſhould continueG 
and maintain their eſtates, and that they ſhould not forſake the City which had already ſub- 
ſcribed to their authority, eſpecially for that I would invade them: for chat I had ſo threat- 
ned them, they were not aſhamed to fain and imagine, This advice not ow pleaſed Fohn, 
bur he furthermere gave this counſel, that ſome two Ambaſladors ſhould be ſent from 
them to the people of Jeruſalem , to accuſe me for that I had unjuſtly governed the com- 
mon-weale of Galilee , telling them that they might very eaſily incente the people againſt 
me, both in regard of their authority, as alſo tor that the common people are by nature 
variable and inconſtant. This counlell that Fohn gave was allowed by them all: whereupon 
it was thought fit that Fonathanand Ananies ſhould in perion repair to Jeruſalem, and that 
the other two ſhould remain at Tiberias, and for their convoy they gave them a hundred 
armed (ouldiers. H 


The Tiberians - The Tiberians had before this provided for the ſecurity of their walls, and gave com- 
intend war 2-/ \andment to all the Citizens to take armes,and afterwards ſent for ſome ſupplies to Fohnto 


bis followers Ciſchala, Mean-while Fonathan travelling onwards 0 


h ſtrengthen their garriſon, if they ſhould any waies be jo by me, For Fohn kept at 
his Journey,came to Dabaritta,a City 
ſituated upon the uttermoſt borders of Galilee in a great Plain: and there met he abour 
midnight with ſome of my troopes that kept the watch, who commanded them to lay by 
their armes , and kept them ſafely bound, as I had commanded them. Hereof Levi,who had 
the charge of this quarter, certified me by his letters: wheretore diſſembling the matter 
tor ſome two dayes, I ſent letters to the Tiberians, by which I counſelled them, that laying 
their armes aſide, they ſhould diſmiſle every one to his own dwelling place. Burt they re- 
turned mean injurious anſwer : for they ſuppoſed that Fonathan and his train were already 
arrived in Jeruſalem. Bur I ſetting light by their injuries, reſolved to circumvent them by 
this cunning ſtratagem : For I thought it a dangerons matter to kindle warre againſt che 
citizens, _ therefore very willing to draw them out of their walls, I choſe out ten thou- 
ſand of my beſt ſouldiers, whom I diſtributed into three bands, and lodged one company 
of them ſecretly at Dora, tolie there in ambuſh: I encamped alſo another thouſand in a cer- 
eain borough ſituate in a mountainons place, ſome four ſtades diſtant from Tiberias ; com- 
manding them that as ſoon as I gave them a watchword or fign, they ſhould break forth: as 
for my ſelf, I withdrew my ſelf and kept in the open field, and fate me down on the grafle. K 


The Ttecians Which when the Tiberians perceived, they made continual excurſions towards me, uſing 


many bitter and injurious taunts againſt me: and fo great folly poſſeſſed them , that they 


*genlt {read a magnificent couch in the open Plain; and marching round about the ſame, they 


ſcornfully ſeemed tolament me, as if I had lien therein , whileſt in the mean time TI rook 
pleaſure to laugh and look upoa their follies. 

But being very deſirous to ſurprize Simon by ſome policie,and Foazar alſo with him,[ ſent 
unto them, requiring them that they would march torth a little without cheir walls, attended 
by their friends and guard for their ſecurity ſake; for that 1 was determined to conterre 
with them upon a peace, and to confirm the one half of the government unto them, Here- 
upon Simon deceived by his folly, and overcome and blinded with greedy defire, came forth I 


Joſeph ſurpri- with all expedition : but Foazar ſuſpeing ſome ſiratagem, would not adventure withour 


7.the walls. As ſoon as I ſaw Simon attended by his friends and guard, I went out to meet him, 

and embraced him kindly, giving him thanks for that he was come down; anon after walk- 
ing along with him, as if Lintended to communicate ſomewhat with him in ſecret, I wich- 
drew him from his friends, and laying hands on him, I delivered him to my friends to lead 
him into the borough, and gave aſign unto my ſouldiers that they ſhould come down, and 
with them I aſſaulted the city of Tiberias, There was a ſharp skirmiſh on both ſides, 
and the Tiberians had well nigh gotten the viory: For my ſouldiers began to flie; bur per- 
ceiving how the matter went, I animared thoſe of my company, and with them gave a vali- 
ant onſet on the Tiberians, who almoſt had the better, and chaſed them into their Cicy, M 
and ſent another company by the lake, to ſer on fire thoſe houſes which they ſhould firſt fall 
upon. Hereupon the Tiberians thought that their city was taken by force, and caſt down 
their weapons for fear, praying me to have compaſhon on their wives and children, and to 
pardon their city, For this cauſe being moved with compaſſion, I reſtrained rhe fury of 
my ſouldiers ; and for that it was inet retired my (elf with my ſouldiers, both co the intent 
I might ſpare the city, and relieve my wearied and wounded ſouldiers, Hereupon I ſent for 
Simon to come and banquet with me, and comforted him in his misfortune, promifing him 
to ſend him to Jeruſalem, and to aſſure himin his journey homeward, and to furniſh him fos 
his ordinary expences with all things neceſſary.

Moreover, I communicated the ſame Hiſtory with divers others, whereof ſome of them 
were preſent in the war, as was King Agripps, and ſome of his kindred. And Titus the Em- 

ur himſclf was ſo defirous that men ſhould ſearch for the truth of that Hiſtory out of M 
theſe books, thar he placed them in a L:brary and cauſedthem to be publiſhed, being ſub- 
ſcribed with hisown hand. As for King Agripps, ſcnt me ſeventic two Epiſtles, teſtifying 
thetruthrof my books, wherof two of them are under wricren,to the end that the truth may 
appear thereby.

Now as ſoon as I had pacified theſe troubles in Tiberias, and had eſtabliſhed a councel of iu. 


curity : and I threatned to ſet fireontheir houſes, and confiſcate their goods, except they ,._., - ; 
gave over their armes. They hearing theſe things, were greatly troubled,and forſook Toh of iches fal- 


and after they had laid down their weapons, they came unto me to the number of four thou- 
ſand: ſo that onely fifceen hundred men remained with /o4p or there abouts; cirher of Cirti- 
zens, or ſtrangers of Tyre. When 70h» perceived that he was circumvented by this policy, 
he ever after remained quiet in his coantrey in great fear. | 
Artthat time the Sephorites grew ſo bold,that they took arms under the confidence ar.d 
ftreagth of their walls,and for that they ſaw me diſtracted with other buſineſſe. They there- 
fore ſent to Ceſtius Gallus Governour of Syria, praying him to repair unto them, with all ex- 
pedition,to take poſlefſion of their City, or tolend them a Garriſon of men at the leaſt. Gal- 
lss promiſed rocome unto ther, but he ſer down no certian time of his approach! where- 
of when I was advertiſed, I rook the men of war thatTI had, and marched againſt the Se- 
horites, and cook their City by force. The Galileans very glad of this opportunity, and 
uppoſing the time was come wherein they might ſatisfie the inſatiable hatred that they bare 
againſt char City; marched on with that intent ; aSif they would have wholly ruinated the 
City, with all the inhabicants. They therefore traverſed che ſtreets, and ſer fire on the hou- 
ſcs, which they found wholly deſolate: for the inhabitants were fled away for fear, and 
were retired into a fortreſſe. They therefote ranſacke all things,and left nothing unſpoiled, 
neicher was there any kind of miſery which they inflited not on their countrimen. Which 
when I ſaw, I was ſore grieved,and commanded them to give over; ſignifying untothem 
chat it was impiety inthem,to ſhewthemſelves ſo ſavage rowards their countrimen. And 
ſecing that neither by any prayer or command that I made, I could draw them to obedience 
for that their hatred ſurpaſſed my connſels, I commanded thoſe that were about me, and 
whom I moſt eruſted,to ſpread a rumour that the Romanes charged us on the other ſide of 
the City, with great force. All which I did,tothe end that by this rumour, I might pacifie 
the fury of the Galileans, and ſave the Ciry of Sephoris:and this policy rook good effeR. 
For when they heard this news,they were afraid, and forſook their pillage, co truſt to their 
heels, in ſpecial, for that I who was their General did the like. For I made a fhew, that I 
beleived the rumourto be as true, asthey believed it: and by this ſtratagem the City Se- 
phoris was ſaved beyond all hope. |

And hardly eſcaped Tiberias from being ſpoiled by the Galileans, through this occaſion Tiberias iv 
which enſueth : The chiefecſt of-ctheir councel wrote unto the yo, 5 that he ſhould come danger of cuia,

unto them,and take poſſeſſion of their Ciry. The King promiſed to fatisfie them very ſhort- 
ly; and anſwered them by his letters, and delivered chem to one of his chamber, called Cri- 


F /p#s a Jew born,to carry them tothe Tiberians. The Galileans knowing this meſſenger, 


cook him and brought him unto me:which when the common people underſtood, of meer 
ſpleenthey fell ro arms, and the next day divers of them aſſembled themſelves from all parts 
and came tothe City of Aſoch where I made my abode,and made huge acclamations;cal- 
ling the Tiberians craytors, and the Kngs friends, and demanding of me licence and liberty 
that they might repair to Tiberias, and raze it co the gtound; being as niuch diſpleaſed a- 
gainſt the Tiberians,as they were againſt the Sephorites: | 43: xl 
Which when I heard,[ ſtood in great doubt how I might deliver the Tiberians from thar 
diſpleaſure; which the Galileans had conceived againſt them ; for I cotild nor deny bur _ 
3 e 
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che Tiberians had written and ſent for the King : for the anſwer which he made them, did G 
Joſeph con- evidently expreſle che truth. And having along while debated the matter with my ſelf, I 
_ with (aidunto them, I know as well as you,that the Tibetians have offended : neither will I hin- 
der you from ſpoiling their City, yet muſt you proceed totheexecution thereof with ſome 
judgement. For the Tiberians alone do nor betray our liberty, but others alſo, who arc 
more accounted of in the countrey of Galilee, Stay t e untill ſuch time as I am 
cthroughly enformed, who they be that are authors of this treaſon : and then you ſhall have 
chem all under your hands, with all choſe amongſt them, whom you may particularly think 
worthy puniſhment. By theſe perſwaſicns I wonthe people, who departed from me whol- 
The Galileans ly contented and pacificd. As for the meſſenger that was ſent by the King, I cauſed himeo 
wrah pacficd, be jmpriſoned, having reſpe to an urgent neceflitie of mine own, which conſtrained me to 
concern *;. depart Out of the Kingdome within a lictle while. And calling Criſp#s ſecretly unto me, I 
berians, =—Ccharged him to make choſe ſouldiers drunk,who had the charge of him, to the end that he 
might in all ſecurity flie back to the King. This Tiberias being ready to be deſtroyed, 
che ſccond gime by my government and providence, avoided at that time a great and fatal 
danger. 
At the ſamertime F»ſt#s, the ſon of Pifixs, fled unto the King without my knowledge :the 
cauſe of which flight of his, I will orderly cxpreſſe. As ſoon as the Romans had begun their 
Jaflus dei- war againſt the Jews, the Tiberians concluded co obey the King, and in no ſort torebel a- 
rech co con- gainſt the Romans. Bur F#ſff#s cgged them on torake arms,thirſting after alteration,and ho- 
" ping bothto obtain the government of Galilee,as of his own countrey - but his hope failed 
fm of a ſucceſſctul end , for the Galilcans being enyiouſly bent againſt the Tiberians, for 
thoſe injuries they had ſuffered ar theic hands before the war, could not allow {of to be 
their Governour. My ſclfalſo, whom the people of Jeruſalem pur in truſt with the govern» 
ment of Galilec,was ofrentimes ſo much moved,thar I failed liccle of killing F»ſss,ſo into- 
lerable was his wickednefſe. He therefore fearing leſt my diſpleaſure ſhould ſhorten bis 
daies, went unto the King, ſuppoling that he might live more frecly and ſecurely with him. 
The Sephorites beyond their expeQation having eſcaped this firſt danger, wrote unzo Ce- 
ftius Gallas the ſecond time; requiring him to come unto them, to the end that he might be 
the ſooner ſeized of their City z orthat he ſhould ſend them forces to withſtand the incur- 
fions of their cnemies:and finally they wrought fo much,that Gels ſent them ſtore of horſe- 
' _  men,and after them foot men, who came by night, and were received intocheir Ciry, Bur 
Joſeph aſliled ſceing that the countrey round about them was but in poor eſtate, by reaſon ofthe Roman 
the walls of horſemen, I cook my ſouldiers,and came coGarizim, where I encamped ſomerweaty ſtades 
Sephoris. off from Sephoris, and by night I approached the ſame, and ſer ladders to the wall, with 
which I entred a great number of my ſouldiers, and became maſter of the berter part of the 
City; from wheacc notwithſtanding we are afterwards conſtrained to retire, for that we 
knew not the place, killing before our departure twelve Romane footmen and two horſe- 
men, with ſome Sephorices,to the onely loſſe of one of ours. Afterwards a fight happening 
berween us and their horſemen in open ficld, we fought for a long time with diſadvantage: 
For the Romanecs having invironed me on all ſides, my rereward thronghthe fear they con- 
ceived, began co retire, Inthis skirmiſh I loſt one of my guard, called Fuſs, whoin times 
paſt had ſervedin the very ſame place under the King. Ar that very ime the Kings forces 
both of horſe and foot came thither. under the government of Si/&s Captain ofthe guard, ' 
Sls Caorain WHO encamping ſome five ſtades off from Tulias, beſer the high-wayes that bended rowards 
_ Kings Cana with men of war, and the fort of Gamala; to hinder the inhabicants from receiving 
guard. any commodicies from che coumrey of Galilee. 

As ſoon as I received news hereof, [ ſent out two thouſand ſouldiers, with Feremy their Co- 
roncl;who ſhrowding themſelves within a ſtade of Iulias,near untothe floudLordan,offercd 
nothing elſe bur light skirmiſhes, uncil ſuch time as Thad gathered three thouſand ſouldiers 
more,and was come unto them. The next day having planted an ambuſh in a certain trench 
near untothe encloſure of their camp, I rouled our the Kings ſouldiers co skirmiſh, having 
firſt forewarnced my ſouldiers to fain a flight,until ſuch time as they had drawn their enemies 
aS far as the mba dich they cunningly executed. But Sas ſuppoſing that our men fled

the King: ſou- ambuſh charged him on the back,and diſcomficced his army:and I preſently turning andma-

of mine accident. Having therefore ſent for Phyficians, and cauſed my ſelf ro be dreſſed, 1 

ayedcherefor that. day ; and being ſeized with a fever, I was carrie&by nightto Tatiche- 

as, according to the advice of my Phyſicians. 

Silas and his ſouldiers having news of mine accident, recovered their courages;and under- loſepbs miſ. 
ſtanding that we kept bur ſlender watch in our camp, they laid an ambuſh by night on this fortusc ani- 
fide Jordan, with their horſmen, and 2s ſoon as the day appeared, he drew out our ſoul- —_ "oy 
perceived the men that lay in ambuſh, by whom they were put co flight, and fix of our 
men were flain. But they purſued their victory no further : For having news that certain 
ſouldiers had paſt the water of Taricheas to Julias, they were afraid and returned back. 

Not long after,Yeſpaſi 1» arrived at Tyre,accompanicd with king Agrippe, Againſt whom | 
the Tyrians began to utter many reproaches, telling Yeſpeſlan that the king was both an ene- +. pion 
my to the Tyrians and the Romans, allezdging that Philip his General bad betrayed the ive a Tyre. :

When Yeſpaſien was atri- of yeſpaGins 
ved at Pcolemais, the Governours of the ten cities of Syria cryed our againſt Fuſtss the Ti- arrival,,ndihe 
berian,accuſing him for burning of their boroughs. &., ery thereforedelivered him bound **** of 199 
unto the king, to the end that the ſubjects of his kingdome might have him puniſhed. Bur leph.lib.q cap; 
the king before that time, unwicting to Feſpeſian, had kept him priſoner, as it hath bcen 5 "or ewagy 
hererofore declared. The Sephorires alſo reſorted to Yeſpaſian to ſalute him, and receive a ©” 
garriſon from him, with cheir Commander Plactdus, who made many roads into the coun- 
erey, and purſued them untill ſuch rime 3$ Yeſpsſeay arrived in Galilee : of which arrival I 
D have amply ſpoken in my Books of the Wars ofthe Iews, how he came, how he fought a- 
gainſt me, the firſt rime near to the city of Tarichea z- how I departed from thence to repair 
ro Totapara, by taking my deliverance, and all my ations and fortunes during the wars of 
the Iews,and the ſiege of the City of Ieruſalem. But now me ſeemeth thariitis neceſſary 
that I deſcribe other things exploited by me during my life time in other places, then in the 
Wars ofthe Iews. After the ſiege of Iorapata was ended, I was priſoner with the Ronans, 
and kept very carefully: yer notwithſtanding, Yepeſ4» did me much honour. For by his 
commandment I married a virgin; that was one of thoſe that had been raken captive in 
Czſarea. But ſhe remained not =_y time with me: for after I was ſer at liberty, and that 
I followed Yepaſian, ſhe retired her (elfro Alexindria. After which, I married another wo- 
man in Alexandria, from whence I was ſentto T#tss to the fiege of Ieruſalem, where I was 
ofrentimes in danger of death. For the Iews laboured what they might to take and puniſh xe gangers 
me: and the Romans ſuppoſing that as many and ofcentimes as they were repulſed,it was har loieph 
by my treaſon, cryed out continually tothe Emperor to execute me fora Traicor,BurTitus RF aenui 
well experienced in the changes of war, pacified- the violence which his ſouldiers intended and icws. 
a2ainſt me, by his filence. And afcer the City of Jeruſalem was taken, Titss often ſollicired 
me to take that which Iliked among the ruins of Ieruſalem, promiſing co give ic me. But I 
making but ſmall account of any thing after the ruin of my countrey, beſought him that he 
would give me certain free men, and the ſacred Bible, which I received for agrear conſola- 
tion in my miſeri:s. All which he graciouſly granted me. Not long after having beg'd my 
brother, and fifty other of my friends, they were given me, and I was refuſed in nothing. 

Entring into the Temple by Tztus permiſſion, I found a great number of priſoners ſhut up 
therein,and all choſe women md children of my friends and familiars, whom I knew,I deli- 1;ph aic- 
vered them,to the number of one hundred and ninety, without paying any ranſome: and I chargeth a 
reſtored them ro their former free condition. Being ſent with Cerealis and one thouſand — 
horſe into the City of Teco1 by the Emperour Titus, to eſpie if the place were fit for a 

camp; in returning from thence I ſaw divers priſoners, who were on the gibber, amongſt 1cſeph delive- 
which were three of my familiars ; whereat I was grieved in my ſoul, and I came and ſigni- wt tay 
ficd ghe ſame unto Tjtvs with tears : who incontinently commanded that they ſhould be jib! er.

ing the utmoſt diligence of the Phyficians, and the third firvived. 

Acer chat Titas had appeaſed the troubles of Judza, conj: turing with himſelf that the 
eth with Tuus poſſeſſiou'$ which I had in Jeruſalem, would yeeld me bur little profir, by reaſon of the Ro- 
OL man gariiſon that ſhould be placed there, he planted mein a poſſeſſion in a champian coun- 
ence thined by erey:and intending to embark himſelf to depart for Rome,he took me with bim in his own 
Veſpaſiv. ſhip,and Cid me great honour. As ſoon as we came tg Rome, Yeſpaſian had great care of me; 
for he lodg:d mein his own houſe.where he kept before he was Emperour, and honoured 

me with che tile of a citizen of Rome,and gave me an annual penſion in money;and as long 

C:ph envied As he lived,continued his good affeQion towards me, forgetting no kind of bounty which 
d f:ndered. he might uſe towards me. Whereupou I was ſo muchrcnvied,that I grew in danger thereby 
to loſe my life. For a certain Jew called Fonathes, having ſtirred up a ſeditionin Cyren,and 

gathered about him ſome two thouſand inhabitants of the countrey, was the caute of their 
overthrow : and as touching himſelf, being bound by the Governour of that countrey, and 
afterwards ſent unto the Emperour,he ſaid it was I that had fent him arms and money. Bur 

Veſpaſian knew bis falſhood, and condemned him to death, and commanded him to be exec- 

loſephs thirg Cuted. After this, mine enemies objeRed divers crimes againſt mein regard that I was in 
wife, 00d reputation : but God ſo wroughtthat I eſcaped them all. Moreover, I received in gitc 
romYeſpaſian an ample poſſeſſion in Indza,aud at that very time I forſook my wife,becauſe 

her manners pleaſed me not,although ſhe were the mother of my three children, of whom 
two are deceaſed, and the third,who was called Hircanss, of alive. After this I marrieda 

wife that was born in Candy,and was by nation a Iew, and by birth noble,and one of the 

greateſt reputation amongſt the inhabirants,codowed with as laudable manners,as any other 

vertuous woman whatſoever;as her afcer-life moſt plainly expreſſed. By her I had two ſons, 
Fuſt#:, who was the eldeſt, and Simenides, who alſo was firnamed Agrippe. Thus farre as 

touching my domeſtical affairs. That which I recieved from the hands of the Cz- 

ſars, bath alwaies continued mine, For after Yeſj death, Titus, who ſucceded him in 

the Empire,continued the ſame favour which his had ſhewed me.For h Iwere 
ofrentimes accuſed,'yer were not mine adverſaries believed. Domitian, who ſucceeded him, 

The perper- augmented mine honours. For he puniſhed thoſe Tews that accuſed me, and gave order that 
"he Czfarsro, the Eunuch and flave whom 1 kept to teach my ſon,and by whom I was accuſed, ſhould be 
wards loſeph, puniſhed, He granted me exemption alfo from all therribures of Indza,which is one of the K 
greateſt honours that man may receive, And as my een the Emperours wife, ſhe 

alwayes continued her good affeRion towards me. Behold here the ſhort recital of my 
whole life : whereby let each man conjeQure of my manners as him liſteth,

Whereupon the city 
en pol of Memphis would not fight, but yeelded of their own accord unto Mithridates: ſo that pa(- 
che Egypians. ſing thorow Delta,he fought with the other Egyptians in a place called the tents of the Iews; 
and being with all his company in danger, he was reſcued by Antipater, who marching along 
, the river ſide, ſet upon and diſcomfited the left wing of the enemies batceil,and ruſhing upon 
Co many ©DEM that preſſed npon Mithridates, he flew many, and purſued the reſt that fled, till he gar 
noble exploits, ther tents, and all with the loſle of fourſcore men. . But Mthridates flying, loſt eight hun- 
and _ dred men, and being againſt all hope preſerved out of thoſe wars, was withour all envy a true 
_— for witneſle before Ceſar ofall that which Antipater had both done and deſerved. Whereupon 
Cz{ars ſake, Ceſar redoubled his courage with praiſe and promiſes unto him, and made him forward to 
Comp hazard himſelf for him. In a word, he proved and ſhewed himſelf a ſtout warriour, and ha- 
fee cirizen VIDg many wounds in eyery part of his body, he bare a badge and teſtimony of his valour 
of Rome. andvertue, Afterward whea the eſtate of Egypt was quiet, he returned into Syria, where he 
made him a citzen of Rome, and granted him the jmmunities thereof - and did ſo honour 
him in other things, and uſed him fo friendly, that he made him a pattera for all ro imitate: 

and for his ſake confirmed Hircanss in the high Prieſthood.

57110 BE 
lemens, (on of Mines, promiſing a thouſand talenss,and five hundred women, pcr- zapharnes co 
ſwaded him co pyt Awtigenus in poſſeſſion of the kingdome of Judzza, and depoſe Hircanys. i5pole Hires 

B Pacorss induced by thele promilcs, went himſelf along the Sea caalt, giving commande- na Ancige- 
ment co Barzapharnes to paſſe through the midſt of the countrey ; but amongſt the reſt of» 
the places bordering on the Sea, the Tyrians would not recieve Pacorus ( notwithſtang- 
ing that the Citizens of Ptelemajs and Sidon had given him entertalgment) wherefore he 
gave part of his horſmen unto one who was the Kings Butler, called Pacorws,as himſelf was; 
commanding him to paſſe into Judza, and learn what their enemies meant to do, andto 
help Antigozus where need required. Who as they waſted the countrey about Carmelys,

Herod incen- With the forces of Yentidius and Silo, whom Deliys who was ſent from Antonius, perſwaded 
dethaferhe toeſtabliſh Herodin his kingcome, But Yentidius was buſie in appealing the broyles that the 
bahrake» Parthians had madein the cities, and Silo was corrupted by Antigonus : yet did not Herod 
—ogge want aid, for every day the further he marched into the countrey, the more his army in- 
ſiege Jeruſs creaſed, for all Galilee (a very few excepted) yeelded unto him. Whereupon he purpoſed 
_—_ firſt of all to go to Maſlada, to deliver his friends that were there _ but Joppe hin- 
dred his purpoſe;which for that it was an enemy town, he thought it beſt to take it betore he 

went further, leſt that whileſt he was going to Jeruſalem his enemies ſhould have a place be- 

hind him to flie unto. Now So joyned armies with Herod, rejoycing that he had found oc- 

caſion to reſiſt, becauſe he was perſecuted by the Tews z whom Herod with a looſe wing of 

his army and a {mall company of men, terrified, and preſently put to flight, and ſaved Sls 

alſo who had much adoe to make reſiſtance againſt them. This done, and Ioppe taken, he 

haſted ro Maſlada, and the people of the countrey (ſome of them for his fathers ſake, other- 

ſome tor his own, and many for both) jojned cheafidre unto him: and many alſo came un- 

to him for hope, becauſe he was now king , ſo that now he had a very puiſſant army:but Au-

_ a ievez Herod having eaſily taken Maſſada, and reſcued his friends from thence, he went to Jeru- L 
merh the cauſe ſalem 3 where both S4loes ſouldiers, and many of the city came and followed him, being 
of his coming. now terrified with the greatneſſe of his forces : there pitching their tents at the Weſt ſide 
of the town, they that guarded that part aſſaulted them with darts and arrowes z and others

cauſed one to go about the walls of the city, and to proclaime how that he was come for 

the good of the whole city, and that he would not take revenge of any, though he were his 

open enemy, and that he would pardon even them that had been moſt (editions.

In a word, they neither ſpared hands 
nor engines, bur were all of chem determined to fight ir out even unto the laſt caſt : and al- 
Herods ſout. though they were befteged with ſo huge an army, yetrhey defended the town from them 
diers afrer five five monerhs, till fach rime as certain of Hereds choſen men, valiantly ſcaling and clearing 
G—__ 4 the walls brake into-the city,8 after chem Sofins his Centurions, Thoſe places that nearcti 
Slaughter in adjoyned the Temple, were the firſt of alt char they intercepted, andthe whole army cnter- 
leruſalew. ing the city, it was lamentable to ſee how in every corner the people were maſſacred : for 
the Romans being diſpleaſed char the ſiege continued folong titae, became more crucl, and 
 Herods army endeavourcd to let no one of the adverſe part eſcape, By which means many 
were fliin, both in the narroweſt places of the ſtreets, as alſo intheir own houſes: yeaeven 4 
then alſo when they fied into the Temple, wihous reſpe& of age or woman-hood, For 
although che King intreared the. fouldiers roſpare the people: yet for all that, they never re- 
Sofics rakerh ſtained their cruel hands, but like mad men they raged apainſt all ; men, women, and chil- 
Antigonw. dren, Ax that time alſo A##igonss neither reſpeQing his former condition, nor his preſent 
eſtate, came and proſtrated himſelf ar Soſens his feer, befecching him to be merciful unto

Hereunto Soſws te- 
g Plied, char in equity the ſouldiers were to have the ſacking of the cown, in recompence of 
chat labour they bad ſpent in che ſiege. But — him this anſwer, that he had rather 
recompence every man out of his own treaſury:and by this means he redeemed as ir were the 
reliques of his deſolate countrey:and in the end performed chat which he had promiſed. For 
he boumcifully rewarded every ſouldier and captain, according tohis merit, and pave Sofins a Herod liberat- 
—_— : ſothat no man went away without money, This done, Soffs dedicated )) >-oves 
a golden ctown unto God,and ſo departed, leading Awtjgones captive with him, to the end 9h then 
to preſent him unto Antonin. This man defirous to continue his life,and entertaining him- Antigonus be- 
ſelt with this cold hope even until the laſt, received in the end that reward which his faint _ FP 
heart defired, and was beheaded. PT RT 
Herod being now King, made a diſtinRion between the citizens, and thoſe who had favour- 
ed him, heuſed very honourably ,and put thoſe to death who had followed Amigenss:and 
C when money failed, he diſtributedall his Kingly ornaments; and ſent chem ro Antonius and 
his company. Yet did he not quite redeem himſelf from all ahnoyances: for Amronins being 
now captivate through Cleopatra her love, in all —_ yeelded unco her defire:and Cleopatra 
having raged ſo againſt her own kindred,char ſhe had not left one of them alive, now turned Cleoparcas 
her fury upon ſtrangers, and accufing the Nobility of Syria unto Anronins, ſhe perſwaded £190!) ſu 
him to pur chem to death,that ſhe mighc thereby the eaſier obtain rheir poſſeions. Aﬀerts © 
ward, her covcrous mind ſought to etfeRt the like agaiaſt the Arabians, and the Jews alſo : 
inſomuch that ſhe ſecrerly went abour to cauſe the Kings of choſe places, Malichus & Herod, 
to be put to death, Aztenius made a ſhew as chough be would have gratited her requeſt; yer 
D he thought it great impiety to kill good men, fo great Kings : yet notwithſtzng; he no 
more accounted them his friends, but rook a great quantiry of ground from the limits of 
doch their countries, and a vineyard in Jericho, wheteBalme grew; and pave her all the ci 
tics onthis fide the river Eleutherus, ( Tyre and Sidon onely excepted.)

© invade us, tothe end, thatthrough our means he may puniſh them : for the cauſe that mo- 
<© vech chem co aſſault us,is not the truſt chey repoſe intheir own valour and great army, bur. 
*© it is Our miſcry that inviteth them. Yet who knows not that the hope is fruſtrated that is 
** founded not upona mans private vertue, but upon another mans misfortune? there is no- 
* thing aſſured in humane affairs, in reſpc either of proſperous ſucceſſe,or adverſe fortune 
** which a man may perceive toalterupon all occurrents, as we our ſelves may witneſſe by

Afcer he'had by ehele or fuch like perſwaſions ſounded his ſouldicrs, and found them in Herod ricrins 
fome ſorr encouraged thereby, he offered ſacrifice ro God, And:perſeraly after, with all bis 01-#ot ng 
army he paſſed over Jordan : and pirching; bis tenss at Philadelphia,not far from his enemy, (ent 
he made a ſhew to aſlaule a Caſtle that was beeween them and him, and ſo skirmiſhed with 
chem-a far off, deſirous'to-draw theas i the bartel: for the enemies had ſem toemercepr 
the Caſtle, but Hereds forces gavethema the repalſe,and in deſpight of chem to kept the hill. 

Thus every day. made an; offer xo fight, braving the Axabians : and, ſeeing they would nor 
come to the ſhock (for they were in great fear, and, Athemys their General for very fear was 
C ready togive up the ghoſt) he aſſaulced chem intheir trenches, and caſt down their rampier, 
fo as they were conſtrained to.come forch to battel, withowr any orderzand their horſnen, 
and footmen were conkufedly mixs together. And akhough the Jews ingymber were infe= 
riour uncothem, yet they were inferiour to the Jews. in courage: yer they, became now mare 
hardy, becauſe rbey. dilpaired of che vidtorie: and ſo long 354hey, Rood to ir, they bad na 
grear lofſe; but when they wwrocd their backs, then many were lain bythe Jews, and many 
periſhed being troden on by their fellows.

Ncontinent ater this his proſperous ſucceſle, there did, betide-unto him aſca of Cares -—— 
T= griets,in reſpeR of the lave which he bare unto Amvonius, whom Ceſe had now late- ©" 
ly overthrown at the battel which was fought at Attium : yer was he more atraid then 
hurt by this his ſufpition : for Ceſar accounted pat Antorins fully conquered,ſo long as He- 
rodand he kept together. Whereforethe King timely forcſceing thoſe dangers that might 
enſue, went ro Rhodes, where at that time Ceſar abode : in which place, in the habits of a 
private man, and without a Crown, but with a Kingly courage, be preſented himſelf be- 
fore him,and with unfaigned conſtancie ſpake unto him in ſuch manner as followeth z ** I Hetods 6radi 
F © was, O Ceſar,made King of Judza by 4»tonius his means:and I muſt confeſſe,that I have rubad on 
*been a king, who, what in me lay,have ſerved his turn, and ſought his profic:yca,T muſt nor

Ac this time endeavour thy ſelf to con- 
toHcrod, **tinue faithful toward them that are more fortunate then Antonius was : for,tor my part I 
< have conceived 2 great hope and expeRation of thy valour and proweſle, yer did Amonins 
« well, in that he rather obeyedCleoparra then thee:for by his follics have we now purchaſed 
« thy friendſhip. Thatthou haſt begun to do well, it hereby appeareth, becauſe Yertidius 
* hath ſignified unto me that thou haſt ſent him ſuccours againſt his enemies. For which x4 
« cauſe, by this my preſent decrec,be thou eſtabliſhed inthy kingdome, and I will ſhortly 
«< let thee know, that I will be beneficial unto thee:ſo as thou ſhale have no cauſe to bewail 
© the loſle of Antonias. By this ſpeech he exhorted the King not to miſdoubr of his friend- 
ſhip, and witball put a Crown upon his head, and made a decree, and ſealed ir, teſtifying 
how he had remitted all things done by Herod,and confirmed him in his kingdome, and re- 
hearſed many things therein, greatly trending to Herods praiſe, Herod( having firſt pacified 
Ceſar with many gifts )requeſted him to pardon Alexander,one of Antenins his friends, who 
carneſtly and in humble manner defired the ſame : but Czſar being veric angrie, anſwered, 
that he 'S whom he entreated, had greatly and many times offended, and fo repeld Herod 
Herods gratu- with this anſwer. 
ion toward , Afterward,Ceſar,travailing into Egyptthrough Syria,was entertained by Herod with all I 
$. royal pompe poſſible and that was the firſt time chat he ſhewed himſelf ro take part with 
Caſar, when near unto Prolemais he took a view ofthe ſouldiers withCeſar,and made a;ban- 
quet for bim and all his friends, and feaſted the whole armic likewiſc. And in as much as 
he travailed to Peluftum thorow drie pars they returned again,he provided water 
for them,and furniſhed the armie with all neceflaries : forhat both Czſar and the ſouldiers 
thought the kingdome a ſmall recompence for his deſerts. For which cauſe, after he came 
Czſar incres into Egypt, and that Antonius and Cleopetrs were now dead, he did not onelic increaſe his 
ſerk Herod: honour, but alſo reſtored'unto him thar portion of his countrie which was taken away, and 
" giventoCleopatra:and beſidesthar, Gadara, and Hippon, and Samaria,and other cities abour K 
the ſea-coaſt; to wit, Gaza, and Anthedon,and Joppe, and Stratons rower ; and moreover 
eave him four-hundred Galathians, which before were Cleopatra her guard : and there was 
nothing that ſo much nivved Cſs liberalicie,as the courageous mind of him untojwhom 
he was liberal. Afterche firft Acian ſolemnitic,he added unto Hereds dominion Trachon 
and Baranz;- and Auraniris bordering upon ir, For this cauſe Zemedorus (who for money 
hired Liſanias his houſe)” continually fenttheeves out of Trachon co rob the people of Da- 
maſcus : who in humble manner went to Yarus (who was atthat time Governour of Syria) 
E entreating him to inform Ceſar of their calamitice. Ceſar underſtanding thereof, wrir 
Goes made back again, commanding him to extinguiſh all the theeves : whereupon Yervs with an ar- 
Syria, my went to thoſe places which'were moſt ſaſpeed; and rid the countrey of the theeves, 
and took the territory from Zenodorys: and Ceſarleſt ir ſhould again be a refuge for theeves L 
to ſpoil Damaſcus ) gaveirtto Herod, and made himruler over all Syria, And ten years 
afcer,returning to his own countrey, he commanded the Governours todo nothing with- 
out Hereds Counſel : and after Zenoderas his death, he gave him all the countrey berween 
FROM and Galilee, But that which Herod eſteemed above all: the reſt, was, that Ceſar 
oved him beſt of all next to Hgripps: aud Agripps loved him moſt of all men next unto | 


Ceſar, Thus now he touched the very top of telicitic, and ſo increaſing in high mind, he

wn N the fifteenth year after his reign he repaired the Temple,and encloſed twice ſo 
Hy.l.15.c.10, much'ground as was before about the Temple with a ſtrong wall, whereon he be- 
Ts eel ſtowed grex coſts and charges to beaurific it : as-the great porches will teſtific,, 
ings, - which he built-abour the Temple, and a Caſtle on the North part thereunto ad- 

joynnig,' which he built even from the foundation. The Caſtle was ſo rich and pages 
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Athatit was equal unto the Kings Palace, and in the honour of _4ntonive, be named it Anro- CRAP? 
nia.He builded himſelf alſo a Palace inthe upper part of the city, and in it ewo houſes, buge, 7h 1er of the 
and rictily adoracd : ſothar the Temple was not to be compared unto.them. Aad calling 5./%e 2511; 
them by his friends names, he termed one of chem Czſarea, and another Agripps, whote Neiviic,r7. 
names and memories he tid noy onely ſolemnize, and write in his private houles, but alſo CVS 
throughout the whole countrey,and in every part of the city, For inthe countrey of Sama- 
ria he compaſſed a towa wich a wall, which was about ewenty ſtounds, and called ir Se- 
baſte ; and he ſent thicher fix thouſand inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile ſoil and de- 
means. There alſo amongſt other buildings, he erced a very huge Temple,and dedicated 
B eto Ceſar, and gave the inhabitants of that place eſpecial priviledges. About the Tem- 
le was there a piece of ground containing three ſtounds and a half. For this monuments 
ake, Ceſar added unto his dominion another countrey; for which cauſe he creed another 
Temple unto him,near unto the head of Jordan, of white marble, ina place called Panium, 
where there is a mountain riſing an infinite height into the air, at the fide whereof there is 
an obſcure valley, where there are high rocks, that (by drops of water falling on them)are 
made hollow : ſo that the water, ſtanding in their concavity eill they run over, fallerh 
down with a ſtream of ſuch a lengthas is admirable, Ac the foot of this valley on the out- 
fide,there ſpring certain fountains, and many think this to be the head of the river Jordany 
C which, whether it be truc or no, we will declare hereafter. 

Ax Jericho alſo (between the caſtle of Cyprus, and the other ancient Kings houſes) he e- The founrsin- 
re&ed other buildings, fairer and more commodius for them that came thither,calling them h<4d of Iordar 
after the names of his friends. Finally, there was no convenient place in the whole king- 
dome, wherein he erected not ſomething in honour of Ceſar: and having in every place of 
his owa kingdome deviſed and dedicared Temples unto him, he in Syria alſo where heruled 
did the like, founding in very many Cities, Temples, which he called by the name of Ceſar: 

And perceiving, that amongſt the cities of the ſca-coaſt, there was one called Stratons row- 
er, which being very old, wasruinated, and for the ſcituation «thereof deſerved reparation 
and coſt: he repaired ir all with a white ſtone, and built a very royal Palace therein, wherein 
chiefly he ſhewed a mighty mind, For this city ſtanding in the midſt berween Dora and 
D Joppe, there was no port or haven in thatcoaſt: ſothat whoſoever ſailed from Phzaicia in- 
ro Egypt, were in great danger, by reaſon of the violent winds that blew from Africa 
which blowing bar a very caſte gale,inforce the water wich ſuch aviolence againſt the rocks 
on the ſhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make the 
whole ſea tempeſtuous. Bur the king, with his liberalicy & coſt overcoming nature, builded Herod wakes 
a port or haven in that place, far bigger then that of Pirzum, and within it made moſt ſafe o—_ 
ſtations for ſhips. And although the nature of that place was altogether contrary to his in- pirzua. 
tent, yer he ſo overcame that _— that the ſea could do that building no harm :; and ic 
was ſo gallant and beautiful ro behold, as though there had been no ler any way to hinder 
the adorning thereof, For having meaſured out ſuch a place (as we have ſpoken of) for the Anape deſeci- 
E port, he laid a foundation in the bottome ewenty ells deep of ſtone, whereof moſt of them priva a an 
were fifty foor long,nine footthick, and ten foot broad, and ſome bigger; and all che bot- *ven. 
rome of the haven where the water came, was laid with theſe ſtones. Which done;he raiſcd 
a wall of two hundred foot; whereof an hundred foot was builded to break the violence of 
the waves,and had a name according to the uſc it ſerved for. The other hundred foot ſerved 
for a foundation ofthe wall whereof the haven was compaſſed, which was repleniſhed with 
many goodly rowers, the greateſt and faireſt whercof henamed Drufius, afterthe name of 
| Caſars kinſman, There were very many vaulcs alſo to conduR ſuch things into the town as 


were brcught into the haven, and about them a paved place forthem to walk in, that came 
out ofthe ſhips: The entrance thereunto was on the North ſide ; for by reaſon of the ſci 
F tuation of the place,the North wind there is the calmeſt. | | 

Before the entrance were three great coloſſus held up on every fide with pillars, they 
which are on the left hand,are propt up by a tower being a ſolid rock of tone. But at the en- 
trance on the right hand were two huge ſtones joyned togerher;which make a greater row- 
er then the other. There is alſo a hovſe adjoyning unto the haven built of white ſtone; The 
ſtreets of the cities coming to that place,are vf one bignes8: proportion, Upon a hil oppoſite 

to the mouth of the haven,was there builded atemple very beautiful and exceeding great, 

which he dedicated to Ceſ@,whercin was placedCeſars coloſſus,fully as great as Fupiters at 

Olympus:for it was made after that example, equal ro chatat Rome, and char of Tuvoes at 

Argos. The city he builded for the inbabicants of that Province, arid the port or haven for 
ſea-fearing men. The honour and credit he atrributed ro Ceſ#r; and by his name called ic 
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"SA Czfarea, He alfo made other buildings,as the Marker, the Theater,and the Amphitheater, 
Theyerr of the which are worth the memorie. © And he everie fifth year ordained certain ſports, and called 
before cone them -aftet the name of Ceſar. And himfſelffirſt propoſed very ample rewards inthe 1 95. 
Navitte, 17, Olythpidde ; informuch that he not onely gave royal gifts ro the vicors, bur alſo to the {e- 
Czſarea in COnd and third after them, He repaired Anthedon alſo, which was deftroycd by the wars, 
cimes paſt cald and called it Agtippium: and loving Agrippa very dearly, he cauſed his name to be engra- 
the cower of | . . _ . 
mwah ven over the porral he builded inthe Temple. Neither was he unmindful of his parents : 
Anr.lib, 15. for in thericheſt ſoil ofthe whole Kingdome he builr a city for a monument of his father: 
li e5wcap, 5. And by his name called it 4tripatris; being a very rich ſoil,both for trees and rivers. Ac Jc- 
A-rppium, Ticho alſo he builr a very gorgeous and ſtrong Caſtle, and called it Cyprus, in honour of 
aoripas, his mother. He likewiſe built a tower in memory of his brother Phaſes, at Jeruſalem,and 

i Called it Phaſelus histower ( of the compaſſe and beauty of this tower we will ſpeak here-

rowers afcer.) He alſo called another city Phaſzlus, which is ſcituate in a vally beyond Jericho, c0- 
wards the North. | 

Having thus eternized the memory of his friends and kinsfolk, be did not forget to do 

the likeco himſelf: for he built a caſtle on a mountain near Arabia, having on one fide a 

ſtrong place of defence, and this caſtle he called Herodium after his own name. By the 

ſame name alſo he called a rombe, which he builded ſixty ſtounds from Jeruſalem, artifici- 

ally made in manner of a womans dug, which he richly adorned; for within compaſle of the 

| top of it, he cauſed round turrets ro be placed: and round about it he builded Princely hou- 

ſes, gallantly adorned both within and without. He alſo brought water from a great way off, 

with great coſt and charges, and made a pair of ſtairs of pure whice marble,to go up, which 

had two hundred ſteps. For the whole hill was made by art,and it was made of an exceced- 

ing height:ac the the foot therereof likewiſe he built another Palace, and houſes to receive 

Hcrodium a Nis friends and their carciges, ſo that this caſtle, forthe abundance of all necclary places, 

Caltle reſem- ſeemed 2 City, and yet was it all the Kings palace.

Alſo, roward the maintenance of baths 

he gave a yearly annuity for ever : as namely, tothoſe at Cous,to the intent he might be an 

eternal benefactor. Moreover, he gave all poor people corn , and he often and in ſundry 

H:rod faux Places gave theRhodians mony to build aNavy of ſhips.

—_ ochia of Syria, which was in length twenty ſtounds, and that with fair marble. This ſtreer 

La, before thatrime was ſo full of dutt,that no mancould go thorow it, and all along it he builc 
galleries, thar people might go dry thorow it in rainy weather. 

"Some one tnay ſay,thar theſe benefics he chas beſtowed, were done for tbe proper uſe of 
thoſe people'on whotn he beſtowed them; bur no man candeny, bur that which he did for 
the Citizens of Elis : was not onely common to thoſe of Achaia,but to all the world,where 
the games, called 0h wptca Certamina,were folemnized. For Herod ſeeing them decay onely 
for wahr of maintenance, and that this was the onely remainder of all the ancient monu- 
ments of Greece, he not onely in his petſon at that time became one of the propoſers of re- 
wards inthat Olympiade which he affiſted when he went to Rome ; bur alſo gave a yearly 
ſtipend to maintain the ſame, leſt for want it ſhould be left oft. It is not to be told whar debts 
and tributes he remitredsfor he delivered thePhaſelites and Balancotcs,and other towns of 

_ Cikcia, fromthe payment of a yearly tribute: y:t was he nor fo liberal to chem as he would 
have been: fearivg leſt the envy of ſome might accuſe himof ſome further meaning, if he 
ſhoutd be more bountiful to che cities then choſe that were the owners thereof, He exerci- 
ſed His'body likewiſe in exerciſes fir-for ſo valiant a mind: for he was a very skilful hunter,

Bur his own countreymen that 
dwelt beyond Euphrates, in commiſeration redeemed him from thraldome, and had he 
been counſelled by them,and not come unto Herod, he had not been killed : but the mar- 
riage of his neece cauſed his death : for, for that cauſe, and eſpecially tor the love of his na- 
tive (oil, he came chither, That which moved Herod to kill him was, not for that he ſoughr | 
the kingdome, but becauſe he had right unto the kingdome. Herod had five children by ferns bt 
Mariamme, wo daughters, and three ſonnes, The youngeſt was ſent to Rome to ſtudy, + mn 
where he died. The other two he brought ap like Princes, borh for their mothers nobilicy 
ſake, and for that they were born after he was King, But that which above all other was moſt 
forcible, was the love he bare to Mariamme; which from day today tormented hira more 
violently, in ſuch fort, that he left not any part of thoſe ariel which this his beſt beloved 
enforced againſt him. For Mariamme hated him,as much as he loved her: and havinga juſt _ | 
cauſe and colour of diſcontent, and moreover being emboldned by the love which he bare noe 
her, ſhe every day upbraided him,with that which he had done unto Hircanss her uncle; and braidathHe-. 
unto her brother Ariſtobulus. For Herod (pared him nor, although he was a child ; but after 9d with ue

by this occaſion of their boldneſſe many were animated to calumniate them : fo that ſome 

Herods debare did openly tell the king,that both his ſonnes ſought to work treaſon againſt him, and thar 
with choſe ſons the one of them prepared an army to help the other, to revenge the death of their mother ; 
he had by M®- nd that the other (to wit, be that was ſonne in law to Archelaus)purpoſed to flie,and accuſe 
Ant.1.16.c.4. Herod before Ceſar. Herfl giving eare unto thoſe calumniations, ſent for Antipater whom he 
had by Dor, to the end he might defend him againſt his two ſonnes, and ſought to advance 

him above them. But they thought this alteration intollerable z ſeeing one, whoſe mother 

was but a private woman, {o preferred : and they moved with their own nobleneſfle of birth, 

could not contain their indignation, but upon every occaſion ſhewed themſelves offended; 

yet were they every day lefſe accounted of. As for Antipater,he wrought himſelfinto favour: 

; for he knew how to flatter h's father, and raiſed many flanders on his two brethren, partly 
Fro arnoh invented by himſelf, partly divulged by ſome of his favourites, whom he ſet awork about the 
brother,is mater, till that ar laſt he pur his brethren out of all hope of having the kingdome. For he 
declared| bis was now by the Kings Will and Teſtament declared King, ſo that he was ſent as a King unto 
arvervMeir Ceſar,in a kingly habit and pomp, onely he wore no Crown: and in time he ſo prevailed,that 
he wrought his mother into Mariammes ſtead ; and with flatteris and calumniations ſo mo- 

ved the King, that he began to deliberate about the putting to death of his ſonnes, For 

I which caule, he conducted his ſonne Alexander with him to Rome, and accuſed him before 
before Czlar, Geſar, that he had given him poyſon. But he with much ado, having obtained liberty to 
plead his own cauſe, and that betore an unskilful Judge, yet more wile then Herod or Anti- 

pater, he modeſtly held his peace in all things that his father had offended in : and firſt of all 

he purged his brother from danger of that crime, and raking the whole matter upon him- 

ſelf, hein very good ſort acquitted himſelf thereof. And afterwards he inveighed againſt 

Antipaters ſubtilty, and complained of thoſe injuries, which had been offered him, having 

beſide the equity of his cauſe, ſufficient eloquence to acquit himſelf, for he was a vehement 
Orator,and knew well how to perſwade. Laft of all, he objected that his father having a'de-

Tit 
could prove any one thing true, all lies and tales elfe divulged, might thereby. be juſti- A * 
fied tobe true.

The year of te rmore and more from the'ewo brethren, and daily encreafed his love towards Amtipater. The 
before pg > ty nobilitic alſo wert ificlined after the ſame manner: partly of their own accord, & partly for 
Nativity, 8. that they wete ſo commanded:ſo didPtoloress the chiefeſt of all the nobility,and che kings 
Ry brethren,and all his kindred; for all mens expeRation was upon Amtiparer. And that which 
grieved Alexander the more ; was, that all cheſe miſchiefs, wrought to his overthrow,were > 
done by the counſel of 4n#ipeers morher:for ſhe being a ſtepmorher, was cruel, and hated 
them being born of a Queen, far more then a other doth her ſons in law. And al- 
though all men followed Antipater for the hope which they had of him, yer were they alſo 
compelled thereunto by the kings command, who gave an eſpecial charge to their deareſt 
friends,thar none ſhould follow Afexazdey or his brother, ſo that he did not onely terrific H 
thoſe of his own kingdome, bur alſo thoſe of other forraign nations. For Ceſar had given 
him ſuch anttiority : for he gave him licence torake any onethar was a fugitive from him, 
out of any City, alchough it werenot under his dominions. And the young men were igyy 
noram of the offences laid unto their charge, and fo were more eaſily entrapped being una- 
ware of them : for their father did not openly tell them of any matter, but they every day 
perceived their fathers good will towards them ro decay, which ſo muchthe more encrea- 
| ſed their grief. In like manner An#jparer by lictle and little moved Pheyeras their uncle, and 
Salome their Aunt againſt chem, daily conſulting with his wife, whom he ſhould incite

lexanders wits Now, Glaphyrs Alexander: wife encreaſed their malice every day,recounting her ownno- | 
increaled's bility,and bearing her ſelf above}all rhat were in the whole kingdome: for ſhe derived her 
ſpicion by ber Pedigree by the fathers fide,from Times , by the morhers fide, from Hy/taſpis his ſon cal- 
words, led Darts : inveying very much againſt the baſenefle of Herods wives, and his ſiſter, who 
were choſen for rheir beauty,and not for their nobility of birth. For Hered (as we have ſaid) 
had many wives, both forthat it was lawful by the cuſtome of their countrey, and becauſe 
Herod delighted in many ; and all of them hated Alexander, for Glaphyras pride and contu- 
melious ſpeeches. And Ariſfobulss made Salome his enemy, alrhough ſhe was his wives mo- 
| ther: for ſhe was before moved by Glaphyras ſpeeches, and he often upbraided his wife with 
ere wk her baſe birch, ſtill relling her rhar he had married a private woman, and his brother Ylex- 
his wifc her 4wder a Quecn.

was Procurator to 0boda,King of Arabia, who was a great enemy of the Kings: and ſhe being 

convicted both of this,and all things elſe, whereof ber brother Pheroras acculed her, yet ob- 

tained pardon, as likewiſe Pheroras did : ſo that the whole tempeſt of all their family was 

curned againſt Alexander, and light upon his head. 

The King had three Eunuches whom he loved dearly, and every one known by their 

offices: for one of them was his butler; the other was his cook; and the third got him to bed, Alczander = 
and lay with him ; theſe three Alexander with great gifts overcame. Which the King under- {Pre bis 
ſtanding, by torments forced them to confefle it, and declared with what promiſes they nuches, and 
were thereto by Alexander induced, and how he had deceived them; affirming that there j*/!ecb chew 
was no truſting to Herod who was a ſhamelefle old man z and that he died his hair, to make ;, - +10 mag 
himſelf to ſeem young : and that he in deſpite of him would be his Succeſſour , and then he dome. 
would be revenged upon his enemies, and make his friends happy, and eſpecially them : and 
that the whole Nobility did ſecretly obey him, and the Captains of the army and Govern- _ ack 
ours did privily come unto him, Hereat Herod was ſo terrified, that he durſt not preſently Alexander. 
divulge their confeſhons, but night and day he ſent ſpies to learn what was faid or done; 

and whom he ſuſpeted , them he preſently killed, fo that his whole Kingdome was full of 

iniquity. For every one as his malice moved him, fained calumniations, and many deſirous 

of blood-ſhed, abuled the Kings wrath as they pleaſed againſt their enemies, and credir 

was given 10 every lie, and no man was ſo ſoon accuſed, bur preſently he was puniſhed ; 

and he who preſently before accuſed others, was now accuſed himſelf, and carried ro be 

puniſhed with him whom he accuſed. For the Kings perills. ſhortned the cime of triall 

tor their lives, and he became ſo tyrannous, ſo that he afforded not a good look unto them 

that werenot accuſed, and ſhewed himſelf moſt fierce and violent even to his deareſt 

friends: that he baniſhed many out of his kingdome, and railed againſt ſuch as he had no 

power over, Antipater increaſed this miſchief more and more, and gathering together a jz\117:© & 
oreat company of his triends, he omitted no kind of calumniation, The king likewiſe was «y. 

terrified by the rumours and tales of pick thanks, that he thought alwayes that he ſaw Alex- 

ander before him with a drawn ſword, For which cauſe he ſuddenly took him and caſt him 

in priſan, and tortured his friends, many of wich diedin corments, becauſe they would nor {£724 <aficih 
confeſſe more then in conſcience was true: others not able to endure the torments, were © p.i6n,and 
forced to confeile that Alexander and his brother Ariſtobulus thought to have wrought trea- corcured his 
ſon againſt their father, and that they expected their time till he wenr a hunting; reſolving © 

in themſelyes that having killed him, they would preſently flie to Rome. Although; theſe 

and ſuch like calumaiations were no waies probable, yer extremity of pain forced men ex 

tempore to invent them, and the King willingly beleeved them, as it werecomforting him- 

ſelf thereby, inthat he might not be thought to have impriſoned his ſonne unjuſtly, Alex- 

ander perceiving thac it was impoſlible for him co aboliſh his fathers ſuſpition, thought ir 

be berter to yeeld himlelf guilty: and fo wrote four books againſt his adyerſaries, and con- yi, uu 
teſled the trealon - affirming that he bad many partakers therein, namely, Pheroras and S4- ring his impri. 
lome. who were the chief; avouching thar before thar time he had had the uſe of her body {*7cvr wrore

| Now the books came unto Herods hands, which charged the greateſt amongſt the Nobility ='«s.; 


with moſt hainous matters. Archelays tearing his ſonne in law and daughter to be in great 
danger, ſpeedily came into Judza, and ingeniouſly appeaſed che kings wrath : for ſo ſoon as 
he came unto Herod, he cried, Where is that wicked ſonne in law of mine, or where may I c. 
ſee the face of that wretch that goeth about to marther his father, that 7 may tear him in « 
pieces with mine own hands, and marry my daughter aneiy toa better husband ?

Who per- H 
ceiving the King ſo to truſt to Archelays friendſhip, that he was led by him to do what he 
pleaſed ; leaving Alexander,he in humble manner came to Archelays, ſeeking impudently tor 
ſuccour at his hands, of whom he had not deſerved any favour. © 4rchelays anſwered him thar 
& he knew no waies to obtain his pardon, who was guilty of ſo hainous crimes, and convicted . 
. *© manifeſtly co have practiſed high treaſon againſt the Kings own perſon, and to be the cauſe 
wr pprtand &« of all theſe miſeries that had now befallen the young man;except that he would lay aſide all 
ning garmenr, « ſybtle dealing,and denying of his fact, and confeſſe the crimes whereof he was accuſed;and 
wr ores « ſoin humble wiſe go unto his brother who loved him dearly, and crave pardon; promiſing . 
Herod: feer him that if he would ſodo,he wauld do-him what good he could. Hereupon Pheror as obeyed 
and crayvcih 4, chelaus his counſell, and puttiug on a black attire, he in a pitifull manner and with tears [ 
= vy Proftrated himſel£ at Heyods feer, and craving pardon obcained ir, confeſſing himſelf to be 
Archelaus a moſt wicked and vile perſon, and to be guilty of all that which was objc&ed againſt him, 
mia p:ct- and that the cauſe which moved him co do all theſe things, was the frantick and mad firs he 
"  fellinto,for thelove of that woman, Now when Pheroras became his own accuſer, and a wit- 
neſſe againſt himſelf, then Archelays endeavoured to mitigate Herods wrath towards him, 
and excuſe his faults with fit examples: for he alleadged that his brother attempted greater 
matters againſt him, whom notwithſtanding for natures cauſe he pardoned: adding that in 
every kingdome as in mighty bodies, alwayes ſome part began co ſwell, which notwithſtand 
ing was not preſently tobe cut off, but to be cured by eafie means. K 
Archelaus uſing many ſpeeches unto Herod to this purpoſe, at laſt quite appeaſed his wrath 
toward Pheroras, ſtill counterfeiting himſelf ro beangry with Alexander, aftirming that he 
Arche'auz would take his daughter away with him, till ac laſt he forced Herod of his own accord to en- 
—_— ' treat for the young man, requeſting him again to deſpouſe his daughter unto him. Archelans 
bn accord io after much entreaty anſwered, that he was willing that the King ſhould beſtow his daughter 
beenr.e:ted ypon any,ſave Alexander, tor he greatly eſteemed the law of afhnity, Herod replied,thar if he 
for Alex inder. 1:7 not divorce his daughter from Alexander, he ſhould think that he beſtowed his ſonne 
upon hing*;. for they had no children, and his daughter was dearly loved of the young man ; 
ſohat if he would permit her to ſtay ſtill there, tor her ſake he would pardon al Alexanders 
offences. Hereto Archelays with much ado agreed, and ſo was reconciled unto his ſonne in [, 
law, and he wtfto his father, Yet Herod affirmed that he muſt needs be ſent coRome to ſpeak 
with Ceſar, for he had written the whole matter unto Ceſar. Thus Archelans craftily deli- 
Herod diſmif- ered his ſonne in law from danger, and after his reconciliation was made, they ſpent the 
ſecb A-ckcla»s time in feaſting and mirth. Upon Archelaws departure, Herod gave him ſeventy talents, and a 
_ © Throne of pure gold, adorned with precious ſtones, and Eunuchs, and a concubine named 
p:eſenrs, Panichs ; and rewarded every one of his friends according to their deſerts. And all the Kings 
ant.1,16.c.11. kindred by the kings appointment and conſent, beſtowed rich gits upon Achelaus, and both - 
he and all his Nobility accompanied him to Antiochia. = 
Not long after, there came one into Judza farre more ſubtile then 4rchelaus, who both 
Eu:icies ths - difanulled the reconciliation made for Alexander, and cauſed his death alſo, This man'was 
Le a Lacedemonian bornnamed Ewrycles, whoby money ſought to have obtained the king- M 
ſth Alexander dome. This man brought unto Herod rich gitts,as it were for a bait of that he intended, he ' 
- 9g had ſo behaved himſelf in Greece, thar it could no longer tolerate his exceſle : and Herod 
of his dearh, again rewarded him with farre greater gifts,then thoſe were thar he gave him: bur he eſtee- 
; med his liberality as adthing, except he bought it with the blood of Princes. For which 
cauſe he circumvented the King, partly by flattering him, partly by praiſing him fainedly, 
and efpecially by his own craft and ſubrilty : and quickly perceiving his inclination, he both 
in word and deed ſought to pleaſe him; fo thar che King accounted him among his chiefeſt 
+ friends, 
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A fciends. For both the King and all the Nobility honoured him the more for his countrey = wa? 
fake, in that he was a Lacedomonian. But he very eafily perceiving the feeble ſtay of Herods The jr of the 
houſe, and the hatred berwern the brethren, and how the K ng was affefed rowards every he chriſt 
one of them he firſt of all encertained himſelf at Antipaters houſe, making a ſhew in the mean- Naiviy, 8.

And he often uſed hot words to An- 
tipater,as ic were chiding him,that he being eldeſt of the brechren,ſo flenderly looked after 
chem, who pretended to put him beſides the Crown, which was his right. He many cimes 
likewiſe uſed the like words to Alexander,admiring him who was born of a Queen,and kuſ- 
band to a Queen, and yer would permit ſuch a one who was deſcended of a private woman, 
co ſucceed in che kingdome, eſpecially ſeeing he had ſuch occafion and opportunity to ef- 
fe& the contrary:for he might aſſure himſclt of Archelans his help in any thing. Alexander 
ſuppoſed he had ſpoke as he thought, becauſe he counterteited friendſhip with Carchelags: 
fo that he miſdoubting nothing, diſcloſed unto him all his mind concerning Antipeter, ſay- 
ing, that it was no wonder though Herod dilinherited them of the kingdome, ith before. 
time he had ſlaintheir mother. 

C Emwrycles, counterfeiting himſelf both co pity them, and to be ſorrowful for cheir miſ- 
chance, enticed 4riſtebulus to ſpeak the like:and having animated them both ro complain in 
this ſort againſt their facher, he preſently went to Antipater, and diſcloſed to him all their (c- 
crets, forging alſo the treachery which thoſe two brethren intended againſt him, which was 
to diſpatch him with their ſwords, For this cauſe Antipater gave him a great ſum of money, 
and commended him to his father, and being hired to effect che death of Alexander and Ari- 
fobalus,he himſelf became their accuſer : Whereupon he came to Hered, and rold him how 
in regard of thoſe benefits he had received at his hand, . he would now beſtow his life upoa 
him,and the light of this world for recompence of his hoſpitality 5 affirming that Alexa»- 

- der had lately ſtretched out his hand with his ſword drawn to kill him, and he oncly was

| Nubility, preſently he was upbraided without cauſe, for his father would preſently ſay, 
There is none noble but Alexander, whoſe fathers baſe birth is a ſhiame and diſcredit unto 

E him. And chat going a hunting, if he held his peacezhis father was offended, if he praiſed, 
then it was ſaid, he mocked:(o thar in every thing,he found his fathers affeRion turned from 
him,and that he was onely favourable co Antipater: ſo that he would die with all his heart, 
if he failed of his purpoſe; ifhe kild him; his father in law Archelaus woiild work his ſafety, 
co whom he might eafily flee. And afcer, he would goto Ceſar (who as yet knew nor He- 
rods manners)for he would not ſtand before him then, as he did before, being terrified be- 
cauſe his father was preſent, neither would he onely ſpeak of his own wrongs, bur of che 
wrongs of the wholc nation, who were oppreſſed by exaQions even unto death. And then

Ariſtobslus into the caſtle, when he had killed his father, and to afiſt them both with wea- 
the kings n+- PINS and other neceflaries, Alexander affirmed, that this letter was counterteited by Diophan- 
tary, witch 2266, the kings Secretary, who was both bold,and could counterfeit any ones hand ; and ha- 
in Alexanders VINg counterfeited many, was at laſt for the ſame put ro death. 
nam, Herod cauſed the Governour of the Caſtle to be tortured, bur he confeſſed nothing that 

was laid againſt him: and although he had no good proof of any thing, yer he commanded 
his two ſons to be kept in hojd. He likewiſe called Zwrycles (who was the bane of his houſe, 
and the breeder of all the miſchief ) author of his ſafery, and one who had well deſerved at 
his hancs, and gave him fifty talents: who, departing from Iudza before matters were 
well known, wentto Archelans, and faining that he had reconciled Alexander and Herod, 
he received there 2 piece of money. Fromthence he went into Achaia, and ſpent that he 
had evilly gotten, in as bad manner as he got ir. Laſtly,he was accuſed unto Ceſar, that he 
had cauſed diflenfion in all Achaia,and ſpoiled the Cities : for which cauſe he was baniſh- 
ed.

ComEvararus, Itis not amiſic herein this place, to compare Ewvaratus of Cous, unto this Eurycles : who 
being a dear friend unto Alexander,and arriving about the ſame time that Aurycles did, being 
pur to hiscath, {warethat he heardthe young men ſay nothing: yet his oath nothing pre- 
vailed nor proficed them poor ſouls. For Hered would onely hear and give er unto accu- 
ſations z andhe highly elteemed them that would believe chem with him, and ſhew them- 
ſelves moved thercar. 

Moreover, Salome increaſed his cruelty towards his ſons: for Ariſtobulus minding to bring 
her into the ſamerrouble wich him ſelf, who was his mother in law and his Aunt, ſent unto 
her, willing her co look to her ſelf, as though the King was minded to pur her to death. 
Who being now called in queſtion for the matters whereof ſhe was before accuſed, to wit, 
that ſhe purpoſed co marry with the Kings enemy, Syllaus the Arabian, ro whom ſhe privily 
revealcd the kings ſecrets: 'this was the utter ruin of the young men, wherewithail they 
H-rod by Sa- Were overthrown, asit were with a violent tempeſt. For preſently Sa/ome went unto the 
lomes counlcl King,and told him that Ar:ffobulss had admonilhed her of : and he being now outrageous, 
rp eenhgon cauſed both his ſons to be bound and' impriſoned in ſeveral places. Then ſent he Folum- 
FRAGPA nius,vho was the General of his army, and 0lympus,one of his familiar friends, unto Ceſar, 
The yeer of the xe carry the informations againſt his ſons in writing : who ſayling to Rome, after their arri- 
_ £2"; Val delivered the kings letters. And Ceſar was very ſorry for the young men,yer he per- 
vity ofchr:ft,z, mitted the father ro do what he would with his children : and ſo wrote unto him, that he 
LWV>Des ſhould have licence to do what he thought good : yet he ſignified unto him,that he ſhould T, 

do berter to call his Nobles together, and let them make enquiry concerning the treaſons :

— 4 Hereupon Herod,according to Ceſays letters and appointment,came unto Berytum, and 
oaks awe" there gathered an aſſembly co fitin judgment ; the chief in that judgment, were the Go- 
ech  councel vernours that Ceſar in his letters appointed, Saturninas and Pedanius Embaſſadouts, & with 
TILE them Yolamnius,Procurator ;next,thc Kings kindred, and Salome and Pheroras:agd then the 

Ariltobulus, Nobility of Syria, Archelaus onely excepred, who becauſe he was father in law to his ſon, 

Herod (uſpeed him to be partial, Bur he ſuffered not his ſons ro come into judgment : for 
he knew that the very fight ofthem would have moved all mento compaſſion. And more- pq 

Herod accu- OVCr, if they were permitted ro ſpeak for themſelves,thatthen Alexander would cafily have 

ſceh bis ſons acquitted chem both : for which cauſe chey were kepr in Platan,in a Caſtle of Sidonia.The 
wat wg; Jucg- king __—_ hisOration,was as vehement, as though they had been preſent againſt whom 
he ſpzke;and he was half afraid co obje& any treaſon againſt them,for that he had no proof 
thercot:and therefore he proſecuted their opprobrious words, injuries and offences, which 

they had commirted againſt him,the which be affirmed ro be moregrievous then dearth. 

Herods ſen= Artlaſt (when no man contradited him) he began to lament, as though by overcom- 
cnc: 2gaiot jng in ſuch ſort, himſelt was alſo overcome, and thereupon requeſted every one to give their 

u14 100%, verdict. And firſt of all Satarninus condemned his ſons, but not to dye: faying,thar he had 
three ſonis-preſent, andhe thought it nor lawful ro adjudge other mens ſonnes to _-

to be brought to Tyre, and from thence by ſhip he conveighed them to Czeſarea, berhink- 14... = 
ing him(cf what death he ſhould put them to. Jache mcan time, there was an old fouldier claimerh +- 
of the Kings, named Tires, who had a ſon belonging to Alexander, and highly in his favour, _ Heroes 
and he himſelf greatly loved che two young men : who being very much grieved in mind ” 

B ar thar which had paſt, went abont, crying,thac juſtice was troden under foot,truth oppreſt, 
that nature was confounded, and the life of man full of iniquity ; and whatſoever elic,grict 
put into his mind, who nothing eſteemed his own life. Ar laſt, this Tis came boldly to the 
King,and ſaid unto him: © O King thou ſcemeſt tome moſt unhappy, who doſt give credic 
« ro wicked and vile perſons againſt the deareſt ſons, For Pheroras and Salome thou be- 
<[ejveſt, before thine own children, whom notwithſtanding chou haſt often found to have 
< deſerved death; and thou perceivcſt not that they do this, rothe intent to make thee wane 
« lawful ſucceſſours, and leave thee none but Antiparer,whom they with their hearts would

Upon this, Hered made a ſpeech Hercd com- 
unto the people, wherein he inveighed againſt the Governours of his army, and Tire, and #2 bi 
made the people arm themſelves, and kill both chem and the Buber wich ſtaves and ſtones. firanglcd, and 
Now he ſear his ſon unto Sebaſte, which was not farre from Czſarea, andthere he cauſed ©©** ns 
chem to be ſtrangled:and having quickly diſpatch the marrer,he cauſed them to be brought ger ee th 
into the Caſtle Alexandrium, thereto be buried wich their mothers uncle. And this was the «bers uncle.

CHAP, XVIII 
E | of Antipaters conſpiracy againſt Herod bis father. 


Ur Antipater now hoping without all controverſieto ſucceed in the kingdome, was a 
generally hated of the whole nation: for it was openly known, that he by falſeca- 
lumniations had cauſed his brethrens deaths. And on the other fide, he fiood in no 

lictle fear of his brothers children, whom he perceived now to begin co grow to years : far 

Alexander had by Glaphyra two ſons, Tigranes, and Alexander ; and Ariſtobalus had by Ber- 

nice, daughter to Salome, five children, to wit, three ſons, Herod, LA ipps, and Arifte- 

balus, and two daughters, Herodias and Mariemme. Herod, after he DEE Alexander £0 

death, ſent away Glaphyra with her dowry into Cappadocia, and married Berwice Ari- 

F ſtobu'us his wife unto Amipaters uncle: for Autipater deviſed this matchto become friends "SID 
with Salome, whom he betore-time hated and envied. He alſo by his great gifts ſought to Aeiverck by 
get Pheroras favour, andthe friendſhip of ſuch as were friends unto Ceſar, ſending ro that gifs & bribe: 
end great ſums of money unto Rome, He gave Satwrnins and all the reſt great riches in $y-2PeIn2 
ria. Butthe more he gave, the more he was hated of all men; for every one judged thar Ty 
he did not conſume ſuch wealth,for that he was liberal, bur thar he laviſhed it our for fear, 
ſo that hegot not the love of chem, upon whom he beſtowedit; and they ro whom he 
gave nothing, were ſo much che more his enemies. Yet he became every day more boun- 
riful, ſecing, againſt his expeRation, Herod made much of their children, whoſe parents 
he had ſlain; Imteadingto ſhew how much he repented their. deaths, by the pity and

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RAD compaſſion he took upon their children, 
The yea of the children ro be placed by-him,and the rears ſtanding in his eyes, he ſaid, Hard, Cruel, and 
b ſve cvrit, finiſter fortune rook away from me the fathers of theſe children: buc 1 pity to ſee them or- 
N«ivicie, 3. phans, and natural affection commendeth them unto me. Wherefore I will endeavour, 
y of Fy4 S. chat ſeeing I have been an unfortunate farther, I may be a wiſer and happier grand-father, 8 
voully bemo- leave thernwhoare moſt dear unto me,to reign after me. Wherefore brother Pheroras, | 
neth - ſons, betroth thy daughter unto Alexanders eldeſt ſon, that for that cauſe thou maiſt be careful co 
pee b* providefor him, and affit him: and unto thy ſon Antiparer I aſſure the daughter of Ariſto= 
commiſcrarion by{as, that ſo thou maiſt be a father ro her who wants a father ; and my ſon Hered, whoſe 
onard weir mothers uncle was high Prieſt, ſhall marry with her ſiſter. And this is my will and plea- 
Herod be fare touching this matter, and let no man who loveth me ſeek ro alterthis. And I beſcech 
rotherh his Almighty God, for the good of my countrey, and of theſe my nephews, ro proſper theſe 
nepuent: marriages, andto look upon theſe children with a more favourable eye then he didupon 
their farhers. Having thus ſpoken,he wepr, and joyned the childrens hands, and courte- 

ouſly ſaluting every one, he diſmiſſed the Councel. | | 

Upon this, £ntpater was amazed, and all the Orphans well perceived how ſorrowful he 

was. For now he thought himſelfdiſhonoured by his father,and chat his good fortune was 
endangered, ſeeing that Alexanders ſon was like to have both Archelans and Pheroras the 
Tetrarchto afſiſt him. Moreover, he conſidered how he was hated, and how the people did 
compaſſionate the children for that they were facherleſſe ; and aftced them, remembring 

their fathers who were dead,and were terrified at his wickednefſe. Wherefore he attempr- 

ed all means poſſible to break off the marriages, yer he fearedro inſinuate any thing to his 

facher cunningly, who was now very ſevere, and wary,and miſtruſtful. And therefore went 

openly unto him to make his humble ſute, and requeſt him, that he would nor leave him 

without honour, nor deprive him of that dignity, which before-time he had judged him 

worthy of,giving him onely the bare Title of a King, and leaving the ſubſtance of the king- 

dome in orher mens powers. For it would be impoſſible for him to obtain the kingdome, 

if Alexaxders ſon (befide Archelaws his favour) were by marriage made ſon in law unto Phe- 

Herods chil- #8745, Wherefore he earneſtly beſought him, that ſeeing he had a great many daughters, to 
dren by bis change the marriages : for the king had nine wives, and by ſeven of them he had children; 
ſeyn wes:  Amtipater by Doris, Herod by. Mariawme,daughter ofthe high Prieſt, and Antipes,and Arche- 


For aſſembling together his friends, he cauſed the G 


lan by Malthace,the Samaritane,and his daughter 0hympias, whom his brother Foſeph mar- K 


ried:and by Cleopatra of Jeruſalem, Herod and Philip , and by Pallas, Phaſelus: he had ewo 
other daughters alſo, Roxane and Selome : one of them by Phedra,and the other by Elpis. He 
had likewiſe two wives, by whom he had no iſſue, his couſtn,and his neece; and beſide theſe 
he had two daughters by Mariamme, ſiſters to Alexander and Ariſiobulas, Wherefore An- 
ripater ſeceing his farher had ſuch choice of daughters, he requeſted the marriages to be alre- 
red. 
The king,well perceiving his mind and purpoſe towards the Orphans, was very angry : 
Hercd is per= and calling to remembrance the misfortune of his ſons, whom he had put to death, he great- 
—_— ly feared, leſt Antipater by ſome falſe accuſations ſhould overthrow them, and ſo with ſharp 
ries ro beak words did drive him off for that time; yer afterward, he ſo flattered Herod, that he got the 
off the mar=  jnarriages to be altered. And firſt of all, he joyned Ariſtebulus daughter with Antipater him- 
"” ſelf, and his ſon to Pherores daughter. Here one may ſee what Antipater could do by flatter- 
ing ſpeeches : for Salome inthe like matter could not ſpeed, although ſhe was his ſiſter, and 
procured many times Fulins Ceſers wife,to ſpeak for her, that ſhe might marry with Sylle- 
us the Arabian : yet was ſhe nor permitred ſo to do, But Herod ſware that he would account 
her as an utter enemy,except ſhe would defiſt from that purpoſe, and afterward againſt her 
will;che married her unto one Alexa, a friend of his: and one of her daughters to Alexanders 
= I and the other to Antipaters uncle, ! 
Antipater. «AS for-Mariammes daughtets, one of them was married to Aptipater,his ſiſters ſon, the 
builded upon. grher uhto Phaſelus, his brothers ſon. When Antipater had quite overthrown the hope of 
a” Orphans,and joyned affinitie as he thought good, he now held himſclf on a ſure ground: 
and adding confidence to his malice,he became intolerable to all men, And ſeeing he could 
not ayoid their hatred, he now ſought by fear to work his own ſafety; & ſo much the more, 
becauſe Pheroras now affiſted him,as one that was confirmed, and eſtabliſhed for king. Alſo 
ebacgr - the women in the Court fell at variance, and raiſcd a new broil: for Phereres wife with her 
Nezin the morher and her ſiſter, and the mother of Zntipater did uſe themſelves very infolently in 
Ccyrr, many things, abuſing alſo two of the kings daughters very conturneliouſly; ro which marter 
ſhe was chiefly ſer 0n by Apripater, who hated them, having the others at his command;one- 
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A onely Salome hindred their agreement : who went uaco the King, and cold him thac their ING

Antipater ſhould be ſent to Rome unto Ceſar, Wherefore Herod uſing no delay, ſent him pre- 

ſently, furniſhing him with all things neceſſary,and a great ſum of money ; giving him like- 

wiſc his laſt Will and Teſtament to carry with him to Ceſar z wherein was written, that 

Amtipater ſhould be king, and after him Herod, the ſonof Mariemme, daughter ofthe high 

Prieſt.But Sy/lexs the Arabian, negleRing Caeſars commandement,at the ſame time ſayled to 

Rome, there to contend with Amtipater, about matters which were before in controveſie 

berween him and Nicholaus, He had alſo a great contention with Aretas his King, whoſe 

friends he had fl1in,and alſo Sehemys, the moſt potent in all the town ot Petra : and ſeeing 

Fabatus, Ceſars Procurator, he uſed his favour alſo againſt Herod. But Herod giving Fabafus 

a great ſum of money,alienated him from Syllaxs, and by this means diſpatched that which 

Ceſar commanded : and becauſe Fabatus reſtored nothing to him, he accuſed him that he Fatars Cz- 

was Procurator,not for Ceſar,but for Herod: wherewith Fabatus was moved ; and being as {5 Corte - 

yet in great eſtimation with Herod, he did diſcloſe Syllexs his ſecrets, and fignified to the ch Syllzus 

King, how that Sy/leus corrupted Corinthus, one of his guard, whom he willed to be taken ſecrets 

and kept in hold. And the King followed his counſel : tor this Corintbus, though he was al- 

waics brought up in the Kings Court, yet was he born in Arabia, Wherefore he preſently 

took him,and two otherArabians that were found with him;one of them was$ylles friend 

and the other, Phylarchus : who upon their examination,conftefſed that Corimthus, for a great 

ſum of money was hired to kill the King. After this they were ſent ro Satwnivs, Governour 

of Syria,and from him tro Rome. 


CHAP. XIX. 
How Herod ſhould have been poyſoned, and how it was known. 


Erod (till urged Pheroras to forſake his wife : for he knew not how to puniſh her, Herod banick« 
Hts many marters againſt her : arlaſt he was fo moved, that he baniſhr his bro. «Þ Þ's brother 
ther and her. Pheroras raking this injury patiently, depancd into his Tetrarchy, ji, wite. © 
raking an oath that his baniſhment ſhould endure ſo long as Herod lived, and that whileſt he 
lived, he would never come any more to him; Inſomuch,as he would not come at his bro- 
cher to viſit bim when he was fick, notwithſtanding he was often ſent for, when( as he 
thought) he lay now on his death-bed;& would gladly impart ſomething unto him:bur con- 
trary to all hope he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell ſick. At which time H rodſhewed 


his patient and humble mind: for he went unto him,and very kindly ſought help for him; 


but he was too far ſpent, for a few dayes after he died: and although Herod loved him untill pheroras ayca 


his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyſoned him. Herod cauſed his body to *nd was buried 
be brought unto Ieruſalem, and commanded all his nation to mourn, and buried him with  ©'vlem. 
a ſumpruous funeral. And thus one of the murtherers of _41exander, and Ariſtobulus 
came to hisend : but ſhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fat did fall upon Axtipater, 
who was the chief author chereof : it did but begin with Pheroras. For certain that be "| 
longed to Pheroras came in mournfull wiſe unto: Hered, and complained unto him , how 3-17. <.7- 
that his brother Pheroras was poyloned, and that one of his wives gave him meat that

| —_ of tbe fick. And that two dayes before his death, there came a Witch out of Arabia,who was ſent 
before Chrih for by his mother and fiſter, to give Pheroras a love portion,and ſhe inſtead thereof,through 
Nativicie, 3. S$yllens inducements, gave him poyſon,for ſhe was of Syllevs acquiintance. 
LEY SV The king daunted with fo many ſuſpicions, cauſed divers of Pheroras maids,and libertines 
Arabia, to be put totorments, and one of them impatient herein, exclaimed in this wiſe : -O thou 
The confeſſion (0d, ruler of heaven and carth, revenge us upon Antipeters mother, who is the cauſe of theſe 
rode" up wg our evils. When the king underſtood thus much, he ceaſed not to ſearch out the truth : and 
tures, thenche women diſcloſed Aztipaters familiarity with Fheroras, and his women, and their ſe- 
cret meetings : and thar Pheroras and Antipater, after they came from the king, uſed to drink 
wich them all night long, not ſuffering any ſervant or miad to be in che room with them 
and one of theLibertines wives revealedthis. And whenevery one of the maids were tortured 
a part, all their examinations agreed fo that now it was evident, wherefore Antipazer had 
compacted to go to Rome, and Pherors: beyond the river Jordan. For they were often 
wont to ſay,that Hered having killed Alexander and Ariſtebulns,now he would come tothem 
and their wives: and thar it was unlike that he would ſpare any one, who ſpared not Mari- 
amme and her ſons : and therefore it iwas beſt to flee as tarre as it was poſſible from ſuch a 
beaſt, And that Antipater was wont often to complainunto his mother,that now he grew 
gray-haired, and his father waxed young and luſty , and that it might ſo chance, that he 
ſhould never live to be king z or if ever his father died, he ſhould enjoy the pleaſure of the 
kingdome but a ſhort time. And moreover, the heads of Hyara,that is to ſay, Alexanders, and 
Ariſtobulus (ons, began to ſpring up again © and that his father had injuriouſly cut off all hop: 
from his ſons, appointing none ot them co ſucceed him, but the ſon of Mariawme : whercin 
he was perſwaded that he doatedyif fo be he chought his will ſhould be of forces for he 
would rake ſuch an order, that he would have none ofall his progeny alive, and that He- 
rod was the greateſt hater of his ſons of any father in the world: and was not therewithall 
contented, bur he alſo hated his own brethren. Furthermore, that he not long ago gave 
him an hundred talents,that he ſhould have no conference with Pheroras:and when Pherer as 
asked wherein they hurt him, Amtipater anſwered, I would co God that he would take away 
all men elſe, and leave _ us ewo naked, ſo that he would grant us life ; but quoth he, it is 
impoſſible to eſcape this dangerous beaſt, who will not ſuffer men openly to ſhew friend- 
ſhipro one another. Laſtly, though we now ſecretly meet, yer if we bear the hearrs and 
hands of men, the time will be when we may talk and meer open!'y. The maids in torments 
diſcloſed theſe ſpeeches, and chat Pheroras was determined to flee with them into Petra. He- 
rod believed all their ſayings, and the rather for that which was ſaid concerning the hun- 
dred ealents, For he ſaid nothing of them to any one, but to Antipater. 
Doris, Anti- And firſt of all,he bent his fury againſt Doris 4mtipaters mother : and taking from her all 
ay" the ornaments which he had beſtowed upon her,and bought with many talents, he baniſhe 
hs non her. When his wrath was ſome what appeaſed, he releaſed Pheroras maids from rorments:& 
thruſt our of now he became timorous and fearful, and prone to any ſuſpition, torturing many that were 
the Palace, innocent, for fear he ſhould ler any eſcape that were guilty. Hereupon he ſet upon Antipater 
the Samaritane, who wes Procurator for his ſon Aztipater ; who through torments confe(- 
ſed, that his ſon Antipater had procured poyſon out of E2ypt to kill him, by the means of a 
friend of Amtiphilus; which poyſon Thendion, Antipaters uncle, took of him, and delivered 
tO Pheroras: whom Antipater charged to diſpatch Herod whileſt he was at Rome, far from ſuf- 
pition, and that Pheroras gave his wifc the poyſon to keep. Wherefore the king calling tor 
her, commanded her to bring forth that which was delivered unto her. And ſhe, making 
as rhough ſhe would have ny forth ro fetch ir,caſt her ſelf dowa from a houſe top, thereby 
ro prevent the rorments, which,if ſhe were conviRted,they would inflit upon her. Bur b 
the providence of GOD{as it ſhould ſeem) it cameſo to paſſe that ſhe fell not on her head, 
but on her {ide,and fo eſcaped death, rothe end that God might inflict puniſhment upon 
Antipater, And being brought uuto the king, ſo ſoon as ſhe began to come to-her ſelf{ for 
ſhe was amazed with the fall) the king demanded of her, wherefore ſhe had done ſo, and 
ſware unto her,that if ſhe would truly diſcloſe all, he would pardon her for all;but if ſhe rold 
anuntruth, her body ſhould be torn in pieces with torment, znd not be buried.

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A cerning my brothers love towards me, for I hated and ſought to kill-him, who thus loverh Ow 
me, and ſorrowerth ſo much for me, though I am-not yer dead: but truly I am juſtly rewarded — _ 
for my iniquitie, And now (wife) bring me hither che poyſon which was left by 4ntipater before cvrils 
in thy keeping for my brother, and make it away before my face; that I carry not with me "9-3 
to Hell aguiltie Conſcience for that crime. So I brought tas he willed me; and'the moſt 
part of the poyſon I caſt into-he fire, where:it was confutned, and kept alietle thereof to my 
(elf, for fear of miſchances, and of thee,, And having thus. faid, ſhe brought forth a box 
which had iin'it a verylitrle of the poyſon, And then the King tortured the brother and 
mother of Axtiphilus, and they alſo confeſſed chat awiphilus brought a box ont of Egypr, 
and that he received poy{oa from his brother, who practiſed Phyfick-3t Alexandria. The

firſt proved too weak, and took not effect that then Pheroras, and: his wite ſhoald make an 
end of the King wich theſe, And befide, theſe ſbamefull practices of his againft his facher; Anciparers 
he alſo had letters which he had counterfeirced againſt his brethren. © For Archelare and -nrar pet: 
Philip, two of the Kings ſonnes, were atithat timear Rome co ſtudy, who were very to0- | andy Philip 
ward young men: and tor that Antipater feared they might be ſome hinderance ro him, in bis bromhers, 
that whicn he expected, he haſted by: all means poſſible to make them away; And the 
better to effect this: purpoſe, he counterfeited Letters inihis friends names that were at 
D Rome, and ke for money got others to write, that theſe rwo young men uſed in taunting 
wiſe to rail againſt their father, and openly. tocomplain of the dearh of Alexander and Ari- 
ſobulus : and that they took it in bad part that they were ſent for home (for their father ſenc 
word that they thould come away) and thereat Antipater was moſt troubled. For he before 
his departure trom Judza to :Rome, procured ſuch like letters to be forged againſt chemar, . 
Rome; and ſo delivering them to his father, that he might avoid all ſuſpition, ſeemed to yeh, grear 
excule his brethren, affirming ſome rhings that were written to be lies ; other things to be ſumme of mo- 
offences, whereunto young men were prone. At whichtime he gave great ſummes of mo- __—_ 
ney to them, in whole names he had counterfeited theletters againſt his brethren: hercby feir lercers a- . 
as it were hiring them to be ſecret. He gave thenral(o richapparel, and Tapiſtry of curi- g2i"® bi bro- 
ous work: alſo ſilver and gold cups,with-many things more, to the end that by thepreci- 
ous gifts and rewards which he beſtowed, he might have all things kept cloſe; fo that at his 
return he made his fathers account that he had ſpent two hundreth Talents, the greateſt por- 
tion whereof, was conſumed in following the Law againſt Syllexs, Antipaters (mall faults were 
hid by a greater;for all they that had beentortured, give evidence againſt him, how thar he 
practiſed his fathers death,and the letters witneſſed how again he went about to make away 
other two of his brethren :- and yer for allthis, none of thoſe who came out of Judzato 
Rome, bare him ſo much good will as to give him intelligence whatcroubles were in the 
Court at home, although ic was ſeven moneths after he was convicted, before he came to 
Judza from Rome. Peradyenture they who were minded to tell him all, were forced totiold

yet when he came to Cilicia, andthere received his fathers letters, which befere we menti- 
oned, he then made great haſte homeward : yet when he came to Celenderis, - he began 
earneſtly to think upon his mothers miſhap, his mind as it were, preſaging ſome ſiniſter tor- 
tune, And the wiſer ſort of his friends about him, councelled him not to go to his father, 
till ſach time as he were certain for what cauſe his mother was baniſhed and divorced. For 
it was to be feared, that he ſhould be accuſed alſo of the ſame that was laid to his mothers 
to lee their comntrey, then To bethink 


long delay ſhould breed any ſuſpicion in tus father, and leſt thereby he ſhould give occafion 
unto malignant people to raiſe up ſlanders. For ( ſaid they ) if any thing had paſſed againſt 
you, it was in your abſence, and were you in preſence, no man durſt do nor ſpeak againſt 
you and it were a very unwiſe part for uncertain ſuſpicions, to deprive himſelf of certain 
telicitie, and not toreturn ſpeedily unto his father, and receive the kingdome at his hands, 
who had him in whom onely his hope was. This counſell ( for fortune would have it fo 
Antipater followed, and ſo arrived in the haven of Czſarea paſſing Sebaſte, where contrarie 
to his expeRation, he fell into great ſorrow. and admiration: for all men eſchewed his com- 
pany, and no man durſt come neer him, For, although that he was alwaies hated of them, 
yet then they had libertie to ſhew their hatred, Many abſtained from coming to him for tear 
ofthe King: and now the rumour of thoſe things which Antipater had done was known in 
every Cirtie,and toevery man,onely Antipater himſelf was ignorant thereof. For there was 
never any man brought thicher with more majeſtie then he,when he was to ſail coRome:nor 
never any man more baſely entertained at his return, And now underſtanding of the maſlacre 
at home, he craftily made himſelf ignorant thereof, and notwithſtanding,that he was almoſt 
dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. For he could not now 
poſſibly make any eſcape, nor rid himſelf out of thoſe preſent dangers : and yer he heard no 
certain news of matters at home, nor there: for the King by an Edi& had forbidden all men 
to give him aotice thereof: So that many times he comforted himſelf thus : tha either all 
matters concerning him were yetſecret,or if any thing was come to light, that he by policy, 
and impudencie could acquit himſelf thereof, for theſe two were his refuge and hope. Being 
thus determined, he went into the Kings Palace alone, without any of his friends and follow- 
ers;which at the very firſt gate weremoſt contumeliouſly repulſed. And by chance Yarss 
the Ruler of Syria was there within: then he boldly going in to his father, came neer unto 
him, as though he would have ſaluted him. But Herod ftretching forth his hand,and ſhaking 
his head; Cr:ed out, O thou that haſt attempted to murther EO thou yet preſume to offer 
to embrace me, who art guiltie of ſo many treacheries ! God confound thee, wicked wretch, and 
come not neer me till thou haſt cleared ” felf. of all that which is laid againſt thee : for thou ſhalt 
have juſtice, and Varus ſhall be thy Fudge, who is by good fortune now here. Go, and premedi- 
po ow t0 acquit thee againſt to morrew, for 1 will give thy ſubtill and craftie brain ſome time 
fo do it, 

Hereat Antipater was aſtoniſhed with fear, that he was not able to reply any thing, but ſo 
went his way. Preſently,his mother and his wife came unto bim,and told him all the proofs 
of treaſons againſt him, Then he calling his wits together, bethought himſelf how to anſwer 
every point, Thenextday the King called an aſſembly of his friends aud kinsfolks, and to 
them admitted Antipaters friends: and he and Yar fitting in jadgement, commanded all 
proofs to be brought, and witnefles to appear : amongſt whom were certain of Antipaters 
mothers ſervants, lately apprehended, who had Letters from her to carry unto him, tothis 
effe&t : Foraſmuch as all thoſe things are known unto thy father, beware, that thou return M 


not unto him, before thou haſt obrained ſome Warrant of thy ſatgrie frag G4 = Lheſe 
and others being brought in," Antipatey alſo came'in with em: and proſtrating him TM 
fore his fathers feet, he ſaid, I beſeech thee O farther, bear no prejudicate opinion againſt 
me, and lend me an open ear, whileſt I purge my ſelf: tor it thou pleaſe to give me leave, I 
will prove my felt guitleſle. But Herod with a vehement voice commanding him to hold 
his trongue,(ſpake thus unto Yarws : I know, Yarus, that both thou, or any other juſt and in- 
different Judge,will adjudge Artipater to have deſerved death : and I fear meleſt you alſo 
ſhould diſdain me for my bad fortune, and think me worthy of all calamities, who have be-

Then, Yarns talked ſecretly with Herod, and what was: done there in that Councell he wrote 
unto Ggſar.Yer notwithſtanding when Herod had fent Antipater to priſon,he ſent meſſengers 
unto Cgjar,to ſhew him his hard fortune and calamitie. After this it was proved that Antipa- 
ter wrought treaſon-againſt Sa/ame. For one of Antiphilus ſervants came from Rome, and 
brought Jetters:in the name of Ace, who was one of Fulia her maids, which ſhe writ unto K 
the King:telling him that ſhe found a letter of Salomes amongſtFalias letters;and ſo for good 
will he had ſent it him:and the.letters which ſhe affirmed to be Salomes,contained many bir- 
ter invectiyes againſt Herod,and.many accuſations. Bur theſe letters were written and fained 
— 4 by Antzpater,who for money hadperiwaded Acme fo todo, as we bave ſaid : for theletter 
Antipater. Which ſhe-writ to Antipater evidently ſhewed ir to be ſo; for the wrote as followerh: 

1 have yyittenunto thy father as you requeſted me, and ſent alſo other letters : and 1 aſſure my 
felf he will not ſpare his ſiſter if he do but read the letters; and you may do well, ſeeing I have perfor- 
med all your requeſts, that now you would be mindful of your promiſe, This letter againſtSalome and 
hen bang tound to becounterfeited, the King began to doubt that Alexander was made

- . todeath, through Antipaters device. Wherefore he nolonger delayed to punith him for all, 
yet he was hindred by a-great ſicknefſe from accompliſhing his purpoſe, He alſo ſen letters 
Hcred intend.

Ant. 1.17.c.17, Ow Archelaus had a new proceſs at Rome againſt the Jews, who before the ſedition 
nn, N with the leave of Yar, were gone to Rome to crave the libertie of their countrey. 
vernour. Theſe who canie as Emballadours in their countreys behalf, were fiftie in number, 
ane Jewscall and they were affiſted by more then eight thouſand Jews that lived at Rome, Wherefore 
queſtion, - Ceſar called a Councel of the Nobilitie of Rome in the Temple of Apollo, which was (cituate 
- upon mount Palatine, and joyned to- Ceſars private Palace, which was moſt ſumptuouſly 
adorned : and the multicude of the Jewes appeared with the Legats againſt Archelays, and K 
his friend. Archelaws kindred neither came with him,nor with the reſt of the Jews: with him 
they would not joyn, for enviez and with the Jewes they durſt not, for ſhame. Amongſt 
them alſo was Ph:lip the brother of Archelaus, ' whom Yarus ſent in courteous manner to 
aſſiſt his brother ; or if chat it pleaſed Czſar ro divide Herods Kingdome amongſt his chil- 
dren, that then he might have a parc, The adverſaries were commanded to ſhew what 
Herod had committed contrary to the Laws -_. Firſt ofall they anſwered, that they found 
him not a King, but the moſt cruel Tyrant that ever was,and that he murthered many ; and

knew very well the eſtate of the Kingdome : by whom he receiving inſtru&tions, afs #ining bimick 
firmed, that they who ſhould have put him and Ariftobulus to death, being moved t0 lexander, 
compaſſion, let them go, and took two others in their room like them. With this tale he ancy rs 
deceived many Jews living in Creere, where he was honourably received, and from thence —— —— 
he ſailed to Melos, where he was yet entertained with greater pomp: and enriching him- 
(elf, he uſed ſuch means, that he got his hoſtes(which gave him entertainment) to ſail with 
him to Rome, and after arriving at Diczarchia, he received all manner of rich gifts of the 
Jews which dwelled there and there by his fathers friends was honotred as a king:” For he 
was ſolike unto Alexander,that they that had ſeen Alexander,and knew him well, would have 
ſworn he had been Alexander.

ſtobulus, Herods (onne, King of the leſſer Armenia, and joyned unto  Agrippas +

Sicarii, with ſhort ſwords, who at high noon in the midſt of the city killed many in every K 


place : and eſpecially at che celebrating of holy feaſts they mixt themſelves with che multi- 
tude,having ſhort ſwords under their coats, and therewithal killed rhoſe tro whom they bare 
any grudge: and when men fell down dead, they among the reſt complained of this wicked- 
neiſe. 'By this deceittull means they were a long time unſuſpe&ed and unknown. And fuſt 
of all, they killed Zonathan the high Prieſt, and after him every day ſome were (lain; and the 
Ciry was put in a fear worſe then death ir ſelf: tor each man every moment expected death, 
as though 1t had been amidſt open warres : likewiſe every one caſt a diligent eye upon thoſe 
that came nearhim, alſo no man truſted his familiar friends: and yer were they murthered, 
whileſt they were looking about them to eſcape danger. So cunningly did theſe theeves co- 
ver and conceal their ations, Moreover, there —__ another ſort of miſchievous people, 
who did not ſo much harm with their hands as che firſt,bur with their impious counſel more, 
and did nolefle trouble the quiet eſtate of the City then did the theeves. Thele people 
being vagabonds and juglers, deſiring alteration under pretence of Religion,made the people 
as it were. mad: for they went into the wilderneſſe, affirming, that there God would heyy . 
them tokens of their liberty. Felix perceiving that their ation tended to rebellion, ſent. 
an army of horſe and foot againſt thele people, and killed a great many of them. 
* Buca Tertain Egyprian, a falſe Prophet, cauſed a farre greater Maſflacre among the Jews 
then that was : for being a Magician, he came into the Countrey, and calling himſelf a Pro- 
pher, he gathered unto him almoſt thirty thouſand Jews, who were by his Magick arts ſedu- 
ced:and leading them from the wildernefſe ro mount Oliver, he determined from thence ro

go to Jeruſalem, and to drive back the forces of the Romanes , and to uſe his authority 1x 


over the people. 'He had for his guard thoſe that came to follow him. Fel:x foreſeeing his 
intent,mer him with his legions of armed Romanes:whom the other Jews aſſiſting,and fight-.

CHAP. XVII

T this time ſome of-the chiefeſt rebels aſſembled together,ſaddenly to aſſault a Ca- 
A ſtle called Maſſada, which at unawares they cook, and killed all the Romanes, and The jewes re- 
in their places put a guard of their own companie, In the Temple alſo, Zleazar, fuſe Czſars (a- 
ſonne of the high Prieſt An4nias, a bold and deſperate young man, Captain of the ow 9 _ 
ſouldiers , perſwaded them who offered ſacrifices, not to offer any, but thoſe that were the Komanes, 
given by the Jewes. And this was the ground and cauſe of the wars that enſued. For 
they rejected Ceſars ſacrifices, that were wont to be offered for the good of the Romanes. 
And alchough the high Priefts and people of account requeſted them not to omit that cu- 
ſtome of ſacrificing tor their Kings and Goyernours, yer they refuſed ſo to do, truſting 
greatly to their faction , all the ſtrength of the Citie that defired alteration, were of their 
minds, and eſpecially Eleazar, who at that time was General as is before ſaid. Where- - 
fore all the Potencates, high Prieſts, and chiefeſt of the Phariſees aſſembled themſelves ; and 
perceiving into how great dangers thoſe rebells brought the Citie, they determined ro make 
trial of the courage of the (editious people : wherefore they aſſembled them together be- | 
fore the brazen gate, which was in the inner part of the Temple toward the Eaſt, . And

If itwere 
ſo, that ic were expedient to-have one Ruler over all the reſt, they had rather have any one 
then Manehemns: and being thus agreed,they ſer upon bim in the Temple, where he was Flom bis. 
praying with great pompe, apparelled likea King, and having about him a guard of his (vt Mans. 
friends in armour, Now when EleaFar his followers ſet upon Manahemus, the people did al- bewin the 
ſothrow ſtones at him,and ſo ſtoned hjm, hoping that by his death the ſedition would be **#!<- 
extinguiſhed. The guard of Manahemws at firſt made ſome refiſtance ; but when they per- 
ceived the whole multitude againſt them, every one ſhifted for himſelf as he could,8& thoſe 
that were taken were put to death, and they that eſcaped were afterward ſought for : onely 
a few of them fled to Maſſada, amongſt whom was EleaFar,the fon of 14iras, the ſon of Ma- 
nahemas kinſman, and afterward in Mafſada became a tyrant. But Manaherws fled intoa 
place called Ophias, where he baſcly hid himſelf: and being taFen,he was drawn out from 
thence,and after many torments put to death,and with him all the Nobilicy that had affiſted 
him,as alſo Abſalomenm, who was his onely helper. And in this matter (as I have ſaid) che Manabem 
people greatly helped, hoping hereby to have ſome end of that ſedition. Bur the Rebels with the Prin- 
did ay a Manahemus, to the end to extinguiſh ſedition, but to the intent co r0b and ſpoile pu 
more freely, 

The people with many intreaties beſought them to let the Romanes alone, whom they x4. Romins 
did beficge, but they were ſo.much the more earneſt againſt them:till chey being no longer unable any 
able to make reſiſtance, with the conſent of Metilins cheir Captain, and ſome other of more rryanly cu 
authority, fent unto Eleazr, requeſting himto give them licence co depart with their lives, :chemſe1ves, 
and leave their munition to the Jews. Who accepting their petition, ſent unto them Gorjos, 
the ſon of Nicodemys,and Anenias the Saducee,and Fudas, the ſon of Fonathas, ro confirme 
the promiſe of their lives.

Af- 
ter this maſſacre done at Czſarea, the whole nation of the Jews waxed mad : and dividin

lages & burn Ti2, and the cities there about, eo wit, Philadelphia and Gebonicis, Gerafa, Pell» and Scy- 
rhe cities of xhopolis,and rhenthey made incurſion into Gadara, Hippon and Gaulanitis, putſing down 
OM ſome places,and firing otherſome. And from thence they marched towards Cedafz, a city 
of the Tyrians, and Ptolemais, Gaba and Czlarea: and nenher Scebaſte, neither Aſcalon 
could refiſt them, bur they alſo were confumed with fire. Likewiſe they deſtroyed Anthe- 
don,with Gaza, and moſt adjoyning totheſe cities were ſacked, to wit,the fictds and 
villages, and a mighty flaught*r was made of themthac were taken in theſe places. The Sy- 
rians made as great maſſacre of the Jews as this among them: for all the lews inhabiting a- 
mong them were murthered, not onely for an old grudge, but alſo for the avoiding of im- 
minent danger. And all Syria was troubled in moſt grievous manner, andevery city was 
divided into ewo parts,and either parts ſafety conſiſted in this, to prevent the other in mur- T 
thering them ficſt : the dayes were ſpem in bloodſhed, and the nights in fear, worſe then 
dearh it ſelf. For though they onely pretended to deſtroy the TIews, yet were they drawn 10 
ſuſpc& other nations,that followed the Tews religion;and becauſe they were as it were neu- 
rers,the Syrians thought itnot good to deſtroy them:and again, for their agreeing in religi- 
on with the Iews, they were conſtrained to hold them as enemies. Many of the contrary 
part, who before ſecmed modeſt, were now through avarice incited ro meddle in this mur- 
All Syria furt 8ÞEr3 for every one took the goods of them, that were ſlain, and carried them to other pla- 
of miſerable C&$ 85 COnquerers.

E Ti Citizens of Alcxandria had al waies a quarrel againſt the Jews that lived with 
them, ſince the rime that famous Alexander uſed their help againſt the E2yptians, 
and therefore permitted them to inhabit in Alexandria, and to have the fm: pri- 
viledges thatthe reſt of the Citizens had. And this honour was allo continued with ct:em 
unto the time of the ſucceſſours, -and heirs of Alexander : who alfo gave them a certaine 
place in the City ro dwell in,that there they mighr live more commodiouſly, Thc Gentiles 
having nething io do among them, permitted themalſo to call chemſcives Macedonians. 
And afcerward, when Egypt was broughe under the rule of the Romans, neither C2{-7, 
nor any oneelſe, did diminiſh the Jews dignity in that place, which Alexaexnaer bad yiven 
x them. So that now there were daily canflits between chern and the Greeks : and although

YM berias, Moreover, he fortified the caves near the lake Geneſar,which is in lower Galilee, and 
Joſeph torr in high Galilce Petra,which is alſocalled Acheberon,and Seph,Jamnith,and Mcrogin Gau- 
nienr cities laniges alſo Scleucia,and Soganes,and Gamalazhe only permitted them ofSephoris xo build 
with walls. their own walls, becauſc he perceived them to berich and prone to war of themſcives. Like- 
wiſe Zabpghe ſon of Levies,at Foſophs command, built the wall of Giſcala himſelf alone;butr 
in all other places thax wereforcified, Foſeph pur ro;his helping hand, 8 told how they ſhould 
be done. He leavied alſo an army of an hundred thouſand, who were all young men,whom H 
he armed with old armour, which he gathered from all parts of the countrey:and confider- 
ing that the Romane army was invincible, for that they were all obedient unto their rulers, 
and expert in war, he could not inſtruthem in martial diſcipline, other occaſions forcing 
him to the contrary : but calling to mind that the multitude of rulers made obedience, he 
ordained many Captains, and conſtituted divers ſorts of ſouldiers, as the Ramanes uſed ro 
do ; making ſome governeurs of ten,otherſome over a hundred,and others over a thouſand; 
and appointed likewiſe rulers over them.He taught them alſo how to give the ſign of war, 
J-ſphin- and how to ſound the trumper, both to call them ro combate,and to retire:how tomareh in 
ſtrugcrt the Jength, and caſtin a ring,and alwayes to ſuccour them that were moſh in danger : and to be 
Galuezns * ſhort, he taught them wharſoever might cither encourage them, or make themaRiive: bur T 
Loſcph reach- eſpecially he exerciſed chem,in feats of arms, imitating in particular the order of the Ro- 
- NT Ns manes, often telling them that they were to fight with men, who for ſtrength of body and 
hovld obey in COurage palſed all nations of the world. Alſo hetold them that hereby he ſhould perceive 
the wars. whether they would beobedient in war,if now they abſtained from ſuch things as wereuſu- 
al to ſouldiers,co wit,robbing and ſpoiling their country men,and crafty and deceitful dea- 
ling,nor think che ſpoil of choſe with whom they converſed,to be their own gain : for thoſe 
wars had alwaics beſt ſucceſſe, where the ſouldicrs carried good conſciences; and they thar 
were bad, ſhould not onely have men, but God alſo for their enemy. And after this manner 
_ hedaily cxhorted them, and now he had inted how many were to fight. For 60000.

John a rora- \ F Hileſt Foſeph thus ordered the eſtate of Galilee, there aroſe a traitor born in 
a yo 7 wh MY Gilcala,the fon of Lewies, whoſe name was Fohby, a moſt ſubtil and deceitful 
rourtherer ur Treacher,who by vile means was now become the richeſt man in that coun- 
der hope © 


: trey,being before very poor ; whereby for a while he was hindred from putting his villa- 
IG nies in.pracice : who could lye at his pleaſure,and caflily give credit unto lies, who thoughc 
deceit to be a vertue, which he uſed even towards his deareſt friends; and a great coun- 
rerfeiter of humanity : yer for the hope of gain became a cruel murtherer. He alwayes aim- 
ed at high matters, with an aſpiring mind, and at firſt nouriſhed his hope with ſmall villa- 
nies.. For firſt he was a thief after his own manner,and lived in woods and ſolitary places; M 
at laſt he got him a company of audacious people like ro himſelf,ar firſt ſmal, bur afterward 
begreatly increaſed it, He alſo had a great care ro chooſe noidle perſons, but ſuch as were 
ftrong of: body, valiant of mind, and skilful in martial affairs : of rheſc he gathered foure 
hundred, the moſt of them out of Tyre, and the villages thereabout : and with them he 
waſted all Galilee,and put many in mind of the miſerable wars rocome. This man a long 
time before defired to be Governour of the army: and aſpired to greater matters, onely rhe 
want of money hindred him;and perceiving thar Foſeph took delight in bis induſtry,he pre- 
ſwaded him toſuffer him to build the wals of that place where he was born, which was now 
deſolate ; and to accompliſh this, he gathered great ſums of money of the richer ſort. Then 
he deviſed another ſhift; for having perſwaded che Jews that were diſperſed over all —_

B they did before, and (o to trouble the countrey, that he might either kill the Governour, if 
he ſought to redreſle it at unayares z or if helet all alone, to accuſe him of cowardize to the 
people for ſo doing. Moreover, he had already given out ſpeeches,that Foſeph went abour 
to betray Galilee to the Romanes, and deviſed many things to this effe& ro work Foſephs 0- 
verthrow, Ir hapned tha at that time, ſome of the village of Dabarita, who watched in the 
field, ſet upon Ptolomeus, who was faRor for Agrippa, and his fiſter Bernice,and ſpoiled them , |.

mained with him, counſelled him toflie : but he not diſmaied in that he was left alone, nor 
for that ſo greata multitude came againſt him, went boldly towards them with his garment 
all corn,and aſhes upon his head, holding his hands behind him,and his ſword upon his neck. 
Whereat they that bare him good will, eſpecially the people of Tarichea, were moyed to 
compaſſion: but the countrey people and they whom he overlaid with taxes and tributes, 
curſed him, and bad him bring torth the publike treaſure, and confeſſe his treaſon: for be- 
cauſe of the attire and habit he came in z they thought he would not have denied any thing 
whereof he was accuſed, and that he came ſo to move them to compaſſion, and ſo to ob- 
g Cain Fs for his offence.

All places were filled with tumults, but 
afier Cwrifts the graver ſort were very penſive, and many as it were foreſeeing the calamity that after en- 
rativity, 69* ſued, burſt out intotears : they that defired peace, received no comfort in any thing: all 
LW things were done at their beck, who were eauſe of all this war. And the eftate of the Ciry 
** Giora com- even then before the Romans came, was like a City to be deſtroyed. Now Anexus omitted 
mitrech grexx that which was neceſlary for war, & laboured co reconcile the ſeditious fation of them thar 
an. ae were called Zelous: but how he was overcome, and what his end was, we will declare 
Acrabuens hereafrer, Now one Simon the ſon of Giers in the Toparchie of Acrabatena, having ga* H 
and Idumz2. thered rogethera multitude of ſeditious people,robbed and ſpoiled all; and nor.onely brake 
into rich mens houſes, but alſo did beat them grievouſly, openly exerciſing his tyranny. Bur 
when Ananss 8 the reſt ſent an army againſt him,he fled unto his fellow theeves of Maſſada, 
and there he ſtayed till Anenvs, and che reſt of his enemies wete ſlain : and then he waſted 
Idumea with the reſt, ſorh.it the governonrs of that place were fain ro put agarciſonin 


every village : ſo great was the number of them that were ſlain by theſe theeves. And thus 


ſtood the affairs of the Jews.

» Aaſſaulr, and thathe chereby ſhould get great glory, and chat by taking it great profic might 
D enſue,in that the people ſeeing the ſtrongeſt Citie (urprized, they would not flie to any again, 
Bar it fell nor our as he expected;for the people of Forapata underſtanding of his coming,mec 
him neer the rown,and ſuddenly encountring the Romans, being a great multitude and well 
diſpoſed to fight, as thoſe that bare arms for the generall ſafetie of the Countrey, and the 
lives of their wives and children,they put the Romans to Cy many, only ſeven 
being ſlain: for the Romans in flying, kept their ranks:and being armed round about, they 
were not dangerouſly wounded; but the Jews being unarmed , rather truſted to their Darts 
and Arrows then to handy blows.

Eſpaſian went unto Gadara,and took it at the firſt aſſault;for all able men fir for war

» Foſeph Aled into the city which he made choice of for his ſafegard, and filied it with 
fear. For the people of Tiberias thought he wauld neuer have fled,if there had been any hope 
of withſtanding the Romans : wherein they judged nor amiſs: for he did foreſee what event 
thoſe wars would have,and that their only ſatery conſiſted in changing their rebellious mind. 
He himſelf, chough he hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yer had he far more rather 
have died, then to have lived pleaſantly with rhem,againft whom he'was ſent,and ſo become 
a traitor unto his countrey -commirtedto his charge. Wheretore,he determined faithfully to 
write all his eſtate, and the eſtare of the countrey untorhe Nobility at Jeruſalem, and not ro 
extoll the enemies forces too much,left they ſhould ſay he was a coward , nor yet putting 
themiin any comfort, leſt perhaps they now penirent-for that they had done, again byhis let- 
ters ſhould. be incited ro go forward in their rebellious coarſe:willing them preſently ro write 
an anſwer, whether they thought it good co enter the league with'the Romans -or if they 
would make war, then they ſhould ſend a ſufficient Army againft the Romans : and having 
written to this effeR,he preſencly ſent men away toJeruſalem,to bear theſe letters. 


CHAP. VIE. 
Of the ſiege of Fotapata. 


Eſpaſian was vevy defirous to take Fotapata, for that he knew many of his enemies 

\/ were fled thicher, and for that this was the ſtrongeſt refuge they had.$0 he ſent be- 
fore, footmen and horſemen;to plain the wayes which were full of ragged ſtones, ſo 

Joſeph comes that it was hard for foormen to paſſe, and altogether unpoſlible for horſemen : who within 
from Tiberias, foure dayes Effeted that which they were commanded, and madea large way for the Army M 
to paſſe:And the fitth day, which was the one and twentierch of March, Foſeph before they 
came,encred into the Citie,coming thicher from Tiberias to encourage the ſews who were - 

diſmayed. A certain run-away told Yeſpaſian that Foſeph was come thither, willing him to 

haſten thither, for if he could cake Foſeph,he might ealily rake all Judza. Herear Yeſpaſian 

lorapars —WaSVELY glad, and took it 25 good fortune, that the moſt prudent and porenc of his enemies,

The = afrer he himſelf. followed with the eat 
whole army, and about noon.came, to Jotapara, and leading his army uato the North ſide of The yer, of - the 
the Town, he pitched his Teats upon a bill ſeven ſounds diſtant. from thecitie, Upon pur." cole 
poſe placing himſelt within the view of his enemies, that the very fight of his Army might netivitte.6g. 
terrifie them:which he alſo didzfor preſently every one was in ſuch a tear, that none durſt go WWII 
out of the citie. The Romans being wearied all that day,would not aſſault the city:wherefore 
they invironed the Towa with two ſquadrons, and the third,that confilted in horſemen, was 
laced without to intercept all paſſage, that none of che Jews could paſle any whither. Here- 
by the Jews now in deſperation took heart; for in war nothing is more forcible then neceſſi- 
tie. The next day began the battery,and every Jew kept his quarter,and kept themſelves in 
Bj order, and reſiſted the Romans before their walls, But when Yeſpaſian ſent all the bowmen, Nothing bs - 
and thoſe who caſt darts and other things to beat them off from the walls, and he himſelf por< <fecualt 
with. footmen aflaulted the walls in another place where they might eaſily be entred: then med items 
Foſeph fearing the citie,accompanied with ill the people iflued out of the Town, and afſaul- thca acceſſry, 
red the Romans fiercely, and did drive them from the walls, (hewing courage and ſtrength : 
and they chemſelves ſuffered as much harm as they did unto their enemies. For a$ they were 
encouraged with deſperation, ſo were the Romans with ſhame, who werearmed with mili- a tghc be- © 
tary knowledge and ſtrength, and the Jewes onely with anger. And the fight continued *v<<n the Ro- 
all day even untill night; wherein many Romans were wounded, and onely thirteenflain: jews continued 
and of the Jewes there were ſ1x hundrech wounded,and ſeventeen ſlain. The next day alſo a whole day, 
they mer the Romans, and reſiſted them more ſtoutly then before, taking courage for that [ms =" ay 
C they the day vefore had reſiſted them contrary to their expeQation : and all the Romanes 
fought more valiantly,aſhamed as it were of them(elves,in (uffering the : Jews to reſiſt them; 
thinking withall chat chey themſelves were overcome, if they did not quickly ſuppreſs their 
enemies, Wherefore the Romans for five dayes together ceaſed not to aſfiulc the Town, 
and the Jews ſtrongly rebatred them:and now neither the Jews feared their enemies, nor the 
Romans were diſmayed with the difficultie of caking the cown, Jotapara is almoſt all ſcituate Cade

Veſpaſian determined both to ſtrive againſt chenature of the place, and hardinefſe: of the Veſpaſian is 
Jews; and therefore called all his Captains together,and conſulted with them to begin a hot rends:o begin 
ſiege:at laſt chey reſolved to rear a mount in that place where che Citie was eaficſt co be en-;* ba? bege- 
cred, He ſent his whole Army to provide wood to do it, whocut down the mountains neer :

The Lewes caſt continually great ſtones. and all kind of 'darts upon that 
g Whichdefended them; which though they piexced nor thorow, yer they made a great noiſe 
and terrified the workmen. Which Yeſpaſian ſeeing, cauſed all Engines that did caſt ſtones, 
and darts, which were in number an hundred and three(core; to be placed againſt the walls, 
to beat the Tews from thence. And fo they caſt ſtones, and darts,and fire, and arrows in great 
abundauce!: ſo that they did not onely beat the Tews from. off the walls, but alſo our of the 
reach of their ſhot; for both the Arabian Archers,and thoſe thar uſed flings and darts, and all 
the Engines continually played upon them. For all this the Iewes reſted not, but running out: Thelcws break 
in companies as thieves, they tooke away that which defended the workmen, and then aſ- our and bear 
ſaulred them having no defence : and when they had beaten chem away, deſtroyed and fired _ wakes 
F all that the Romans had wrought for their own defence and ſateguard. At laſt Yeſpaſian per- 
ceived that theſe damages happened, for that there was ſpace left between all cheie works, 
whereby the enemies had accefle to doe them ſuch harms - wherefore heunited them toge- 
ther,and ſo hindred the privie excurſions of the Iews, When the mount was almoſt made,and- [oſeph ixerk 
the towers upon it finiſhed, Fofeph afraid ro do nothing tor the ſateguard of the town, called fakes inthe 
all workmen neceſſary together, and commanded them to make the wall there higher; bur ee G3 
they ſaid,it was unpoſliblefor them to work, for the number of ſhot in thar. place. Then 1oſeph —_—— 
made this device to defendthem: he fixed ſtakes in the ground,and taſtned unto them hides hides to raiſe

V Eſpaſian thinking himſelt as it were beſieged, both for the long time which he had

continued the ſtege,and alſo for the divers aſſaults and privie excurſions of the Jews; 
having now almoſt raiſed the Rampires as high as the walls of the Citie,determined 
to batter them with a Ramme, A Ramme is a hage beam like the maſt of a ſhip, whoſe end , ,__. 
is armed with a ſtrong maſſive Iron, and made in the form of a Rams head : whereupon it : 
takes his name, becaule he butteth with his head, It hangeth on another bearg with ropes, 
like the beam of a pair of ballances:the beam ic hangeth oalyiag acroſs, is held up with two 
E; props,which being drawn back by force of many men,and chen jointly with all their forces 
ſhoved forward,it ſtriketh the wall with the head of Iron:And there is no wall nor tower ſg 
ſtrong, but chough it abide the firſt Rroke of the Engine, yer can ir not hold out long. The 
Generall of the Romans thoughe good to uſe this means co take the Cirie by force, tor that 
the fiege was dangerous,by reaſon that the Jews never reſted ; fo theRomans with all kind

N the morning Yeſpaſiez brought his Army to enter the breach, having given chem but jpa6o_le:- 
I little reſt after their whole nights labour : and defirous to make the Jewes chat defended army to encer 
the breach,to forſake their place, before ſuch time as he encred, he took the moſt vali- ** Enic. | 
liant of his horſemen, and unhorſed them, being armed from the head to the foot, and pla- 
ced them in three ranks;that they being ſo armed, might befiege round that part of che wall 
B that was battered,and fo takelong pikes in their hands,ſo thar as ſoon as the bridges were ſer, 
they ſhould firſt eater che breach. After them he place the ſtrongeſt of his footmen: the reſt 
of his horſemen he ſet round about the Citie upon the mouncain, to the end that none mighr 
eſcape thereabour : after the footmen, he commanded Archers to follow with their arrowes 
ready in their hands,and them-that uſed ſlings alſo,and other Engines tor (hat, And he cau- 
ſed other to (cale the walls, where they were not battered, to the intent that the Towaſmen, 
buſied in reſiſting them,might leave the breach unmanned ; and che reſt being wearied and 
oppreſt with the thickneſle of che ſhot, ſhould of force forſake their ſtanding. Bur Foſeph, 
perceiving his intent,placed old men and children, and tho'e that were already wearied upon Joſephs Cubtill 
thoſe parts of the walls that were not battered: and himſelf wich the ſtouteſt of the Citie ?*'**- 
went to defend the breach, and placed {ix men before them,whom he choſe out humſelt being 
C oneof them to ſuſtain the firſt brunt of their enemies aſſ2ulc: commanding chem likewit to 
ſtop their ears,ro the end thar they might not be terrified wich the cries of the Army. He 
willed chem alſo to defend tankie with ſhields againſt the darts 8& arrows,and gave back 
aliccle, till ſuch cime as the Archers quivers were empricd : and it ſo be chat the Romanes 
ſhould offer to make bridges, that then they with their inſtruments ſhould refit; and chat 
every one ſhould now fight,not to defend his countrey ,bur as it were to recover it, being in 
a manner already loſt ; and imagine, that they now did ee their aged men lain with cheir 
children,and cheir wives almoſt caken with their enemies, andnow to revenge themſelves 
upon thoſe that hereafter would maſlic:e their whole Citie: and thus he appointed men 1a 
both places. The weaker multitude, women and children, fecing the C:tie compaſſed abour

ro the breach, which place fell ro his lot, and gave no heed to them that ſought to ſcale che 
wals,but onely beheld a tar off the force of the arrows. 
Whea all the Trumpets began to ſoand,and the Air-to be obſcured with the multitude of 
E' arrows; Foſephs companions remembring the charge given them, ſtopped their ears, and 
armed their bodies againſt the ſhot of arrows: And ſo ſoon as tbe bridges were ſet againſt che The warre of 
wall,preſencly they ran;and before the Romans could eater upon them, they got them into works 2410 
their hands, and reſiſted them that ſought to come upon them, ſhewing great proweſſe and av: {aa 
ſtrengrh,and themſelves no way inferiour unto the Romans, though they were in extreame bridge.

were killed, But the Jews had not any freſh men to ſecond them that were tired ; and the 
Romanes, ſtill as they were wearied, ſent freth{upply, -and joyning together their long

. the whole Army like one body, did bear back the Jews,and fo ſet foot on the wals. © Then 
F Zoſeph,in this deſperate cale,deviſed ſome way to repell this preſent calamity : wherefore he — 
commanded the Jewes to fetch (calding oyle, which they had ready, and poure it upon the ing oyle upon 
Romanes yet (eerhing, who alſo caſt the pans upon them. This device brake the ranks of che © Nomans, 
Romanes, ſo that with great pain and grief they fell from the wall,and cumbled down : for 
rhe (calding oyle eafily got between their fleſh and Armour, and {corched them like fire be- 
ing eaſily heaced,and long continuing hot by reaſon of the fatneſſe;and the Romanes being 
loaden with helmets and breſt-plares,could not flee; fo that ſome leapt down off the bridge, 
and others for grief died z others would fain have retired chemſelves,but could nor, | ec 1uſe 
their enemies tollowed them ſo hard.

pal thoſe ſeas without danger. Yeſpaſiay underſtanding their intent, ſent horſemen and 

ootmen thither : who finding the citic not guarded, got intoit in the night timer: which 
the inhabicants perceiving were ſo afraid, that they durſt not make any reſiſtance to expell 
D the Romanes, bu they all retired themſelves unto their ſhips, and there ſtayed all night, a 
flight-ſhot from the ſhoare, Joppe is naturally no road for ſhips (for it is-ſcituated upon 4 tur- 

bulent ſhoare) and on every fide hath very high and eminent rocks, which trouble the ſeas, 

and make huge waves : in this place (if we may believe thefable) one may ſee the ſignes of 
Androweda's chains. When the North wind blowes, it ſtriketh the waves againſt the rocks, Of Andrenie- 
and ſo canſerh a dangerous ſea, that it were tar more (afe to be in the midfſt ot the ſeas, then 4. read Ib. 4; 
at that ſhoare when the ſame wind bloweth. The inhabitants of Joppe rode there all night, mand _ 
and by break of day the North wind began to blow fiercely, and drave ſome ot the ſhips one 4 huge eem- 
agaigſt another, and others againſt the rocks:and many ftriving againſt wind and weather, yur _— 
and ſeeking to get into the midſt of the Sea for fear of the rockie ſhoare, and their enemies in che Sea. 
there, were drowned z and they that eſcaped, neither had any place of refuge, nor hope of 

ſafety z for the tempeſt did drive them from the ſea, and the Romanes from the ciry,ſo that 

the air was filled with cries of che people expeRting to be drowned; and with the noyſe and 

ſound of the ſhips beating one againſt another. So ſome of the inhabitants of Joppe were 

ſwallowed by the waves, others ſuffered ſhipwyrack, ſome killed cthemielyes rather then to be 

drowned : many with the waves were ſtricken againſt the rocks, ſo that the ſea was bloody, 

and all theſhoar was covered with dead bodies: and whoſoever eſcaped the ſea and got to 

ſhoare,the Roman ſouldiers there ready ſtanding, killed them, There wete four thouſand F27 Þou 
and two hundreth dead bodies caſt upon the ſhoare. So the Romanes having without any huhd:cth bo- 
fight taken che citie,they deſtroyed it: and thus was Joppe taken,and twice deſtroyed by the 4*catt our. 
Romanes in aſhort time, FYeſpaſian builded there a Caſtle, and pl:ced in it ſome tew horſe- ber Joppe 
mea and foormen, te the end that none of the Jews ſhould come thither again ro play the and cncawp- 
Pirates,. and that the foormen might keep the Caſtle, and in the mean time the horſemen 2" ooo

dome, and bles ariſing in'his Kingdome; in the time of his abſence) and {o departed from Czx- 
recrexrers - (areaupon the ſea-coſtiand went unto Czſarea Philippi, where he ſtayed, and refreſhed{his 
and feaſtuh © ſouldiers 20, daies ; and himſelf alſo feaſted; giving God thanks for his proſperous ſucceſſe 
rrnty da, inthe wars. This done he had intelligence that Tiberias and Tarichea were revolted (both 
which cicies belonged unto Agrippa his Kingdome) and fully determining utterly to deſtroy 
the Jews which inhabited thereabouts, he thought it good to lead his army againſt theſe two 
places, eſpecially that he might reward Agripps for his good entertainment, by ſurrendring 
theſe cities unto him. Wherefore he ſent his ſon Tits to Czeſarea to bring the {ouldiers there 
unto. Scythopolis, which was the greateſt of all the ten cities, which alſo1s near unto Tibe- 
rias z whither himſelf being come, he expeRed his ſons coming: and departing from thence K 
with three legions, he pitched his tent in a place called Enabris, where the ſeditious people 
of Tiberias mighc behold his army ; this place was thirty furlongs from Tiberias: .from 
thence he {ent Yalerianys the Decadarch to entreat a peace with them, and. ſent fifty horſe- 
Valecianus mento accompany him : for he underſtood that the people defired peace, and againſt cheir 
peaceably will were forced to war, by ſome of the ſeditious —__ them, Yalerianss coming near 
comnelmen, The City yralls, lighred from his horſe, commanding all his company codothe like, that they

ſally our, and Their Governour and Leader, Yaleriangs not preſuming to fight without authority from his L 
pat the Ro-. General, although he had been certain of the vitory ; again conſidering that it was great 
man 0: >* danger for fo few to fight againſt a whole multitude, and withal terrified with the boldneſle 
of the Jews, contrary to his expeRation, he fled on foot,accompanied onely with five other, 
leaving his horle and the reſt behind him, whom Feſvs and his followers took, and broughr

Agrippa was ſorrowtull, for fear that the City ſhould be deſtroyed , 
and ſo by them Yeſpaſian promiſed the towneſmen pardon, Then Feſus and his aflociates 
thinking it ndt ſafe for them to abide there, fled unto Tarichea, The next day, Yeſpaſian 
ſent betore him Trajanmu with certain horſemen into the Caſtle, to ſee if all the multicude 
deſired peace: and finding the people to bear peaceable rmindes, he with his whole army 
came unto the City, And che inhabitants opening the gates of their City, went to meer

Eſpaſian departed from Tiberias, and pitched his tents berwixtit and Tarictied, Veſps61n be- 
Y an qonged himſelf : foreſceing that there he ſhould haye ſome trouble 7555 Tae 
and long abode: for all rebells that defired warrecame thither; trafting Boch 
to the ſtrength of the city, and the lake adjoynihg unto it called Geneſar, Fot 
this city was fituate like Tiberias,under the mountains : and Foſeph had enelo- 
zed it with a wall on every fide,where it was not compaſſed by the lake. Bur-the wall chough 
it were ſtrong, yet was it not ſo ſtrong as that of Tiberias:tor Foſeph builded' that in the be- 
ginning of the rebellion, having men and money at will ; but that of Tarichea was built one- 
ly by the remainder of his liberality. The Taricheans had great ſtore of ſhips in the lake 'ad- 
joyning, to the end that if they wereovercomie by land, they might flie by water : and there- 
fore they had prepared their ſhips for batrel by water if need ſhould be. ''Whileſt che Ro- The Komanes, 
C manes entrenche themſelves, Feſws 8 his followers not dilmaied either with the multitude {7YErhe Jens 
or military diſcipline of his enemies, iflued our of the city, and flew the-workmen, and de- _ 
ſtroyed a part of the work : and perceiving the Romanes armed and aſſembled together a- 
gainſt him, he fled again unto his company without any loſle orharm received, But the Ro- 
manes purſued them ſo faſt, that they forced them to take their ſhips : and ſo being gone as 
farre from the ſhore, as thar yer they might eaſily reach chem with the ſhort of-an arrow,they 
caſt anchor and diſpoſed their ſhips in warlike manner, and fought againſt the Romanes who 
were on ſhore, Yeſpsſian underſtood that a great multitude of them were gathered togethet

is ſweet and good to drink, and 1s more ſubtil then ordinarily pure water of mariſh 

B places are, anditis very clear near the ſhoare, and more temperate to drink, then either 
that ofthe river or fountain, bur ic isalwayes more cold then one would judge ſuch a lake 

to be of that largeneſſe : for the water being ſet in the Sun, doth nor loſe his coldnefſle: 
which the inhabitants have uſed ro do in ſummer evenings, co allay the natural coldnefſe 
thereof, There are here many ſorts of fiſhes, nothing like to fiſhes of other places, eirher

that one may juſtly ſay, that through che bounty of aatare, ſo different and oppoſite quali- 
ties are here in one united ;. and at onetime, as it were, all difference of ſeafons ofthe year 
conjoyned for purpoſe. And it doth not onely noutiſh cheſe fruits, bur alfo conferverh 
chem for ten whole moneths:there grow figs and grapes, whichtwoone may well call che 
kings of fruits;all other fruics continue all che year long. For befides the temperature of che

another, till at laſt they fled, and arrived upon the ſhore, their ſhips being compaſſed round 
about. So the Romanes kild many upon the lake, and many upon the land, and one might 
then have ſeen all che lake ſtained with blood full of dead bodies, for not one eſcaped alive, 
A few daies afcer in that countrey there was a very odious ſtinch, and a horrible (peQacle - 
for the ſhores were all full of boars that had ſuffered ſhipwrack,and dead bodies ſwollen in the 
water : and thoſe dead bodies taking heat, d1:d putrifie and ſo corrupt the air all abour, thar 
not onely the whole countrey and inhabitants thought ira milerabie aflition, bur alſo the 
Romans who were the authors thereot. And this was the end of that warre by water. And the H 
number of them that were flain here in the cicy, ws 6500, The fight being ended, Yeſpaſian 
fate in a tribunall ſear, and ſeparated the ſtrangers from the inhabitants, for that they 
ſeemed to be the authors of that warre: yet he deliberated with the Captains and Gover- 
nours, whether he ſhould likewiſe pardon them : but they told him that their lives mighc 
endamage him , for ſaid they, if thou ſend thoſe men away and ler themlive, they cannor 
live peaceably,becauſe they want wy wg. {ans z and areable to diſturb and diſquier thoſe 
to whom they ſhall flie. Yeſpaſian for this cauſe judged them unworthy to live z aſſuredly 
knowing that it they were letgo, they would fight againſt chem who pardoned theic lives, 
yet hedeliberated what death to put them to, Bur he thought with himſelf che inhabicants 
would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſlacred, who had fled unto them for ſuccour . 
wherefore he ſought to uſe no violence unto them, becauſe he had promiſed them ſecurity , I 
Bur at laſt he was overcome by the perſwaſton of his friends, who told him thart all things a- 
gainſt the Jews were lawfull, and that profit was to be preferred before honefly, ſeeing both 
could not be had: fo licence being granted unto them to depart, they ſuſpeRing nothing, 
were commanded to take onely that way that leaderh unto Tiberias - and they fearing no- 
thing, willingly obeyed that which was commanded them, not miſdoubting the ſafety of 
their goods or money - but the Romanes had placed themſelves on every fide the way even 
unto Tiberias,to the intent that none might eſcape, and ſo ſhut them all in the cicy.Preſent- 
ly after came Yeſp and encloſed them all in an Amphitheater, and fo killed 1200. of 
them, who wereall old men or young, and unable for ſervice : of the reſ} that were all 

young men, he ſent 6000. unto Neroat Iſthmos neer Corinth. The reſt of the multitude he 
fold in number 30400, beſide others that he gave unto Agripps: for he permitted him to do K 
what he would with thoſe ſorts that were of his kingdome : Bur Agripp ſold allo thoſe thar 
were given him, The reſt of them were fugitives and ſedicious perſons of Trachon, Gau- 
lanitis, and Hippenis, and many of Gadara, whoſe contempr of peace juſtly procured theſe

which countrey is very pleaſant of it ſelf, and famous for thar it emertaineththe ſtream cal» $j han. 
led lictle Iordan,and art the foot of the golden mountain doth driveic into the great Jordan; of Gamals. 
Agrippa in the beginning of the rebellion,united Sagane and Seleucia unto bimſelf:bur Ga- 
mala,by reaſon of the fituation apt to reſiſt, did not yecld unto him,for iris far ſtronger then 
Jorapaca. For, from an exceeding high mountain, there deſcended a hill very difficult for 
any to paſſe,riſing high in the midſt, and then deſcended lower and lower, both before and 
C behind, ſothat it repreſenteth the figure of a Camel, which the Hebrews call Gamal, arfd fo 
thereof it took the name, though the inhabitants do not keep the exaCt fignification. Be- 
forcit, and oneither fide are deep vallics, into the whicha man can hardly deſcend, onely it 
may be taken and affaulted on that fide where it joyneth unto the mountain, which alſo the 
inhabitants have made inacceſſible, by cutting out there a deep ditch. Inchat place the ,,,.... . 
City was very well inhabited on che deſcent of the hill, and cowards the South part it ood Gamalia ine x- 
on ſo ſteep a hill,that it ſeemed as if it would have falne every hour, and the South hill ſer- PR and 
ved the inhabicants inſtead of a Caſtle, being unwalled : for it was an excceding high rock, 
and reached down even1to the bottom of the valley in therown, & at the walls rhercofthere 
was a fountain. Although this city were of his own nature invincible, yet Foſeph compaſling 
D it witha wall, and wich ditches and mynes, made ir ſtronger. Wherelore the 1nhabicancs of 
chis place put far more confidence in their walls, then they of Jotapata did, yer werethey 
fewer in number, and not ſo watlike people as they , bur for the fituarion of the Ciry,they 
eſteemed themſelves more then their enemies: for the ciry was full of men that fled thither 
by 1caſon of the ſtrength of the place : ſo that for ſeven moneths they refiſted chem that 
were ſent by 4grippeto befiege them. "= deparred from Ammaus, and pitched his. _. 
rents before Tiberias, and ſo weat unto Gamala, (Ammaus is interpreted hot waters, for ivy heck 
there is a fountain of hot water which cureth many diſeaſes )and the City was ſofituate, that 
he could not beficge ic round about : wherefore he placed men to keep watch in-ſuch places 
| aSit was paſſable, and obtained the higheſt mountain, where his ſouldiers pirching their 
| E tents, laſtly entrenched chemſelves. On the Eaſt part oſ the City inthe moſt eminent place 
there was a caſtle, where the fifteenth, and fifth legions laboured againſt the rown, and the 
centh legion filled up the dicches and vallies. King Agrippe went unto the walls, and ſpake 
unto them that defended them, willing chemto yeeld co the Romans ; bur ore of chem One with « 
with a ſling ſtroke him on tbe rightarm, and hurt bim, and his familiar friends came abour og —_ 
him to d him. Then the Romans, for anger that the King was hurt, andforfearof © © 
ſuch miſchances to themſelves, now became earneſt to aſſault the town, perſwading them» 
ſelves that they would uſe ſtrangers and their enemies hardly, if it lay in their lor, ſeeing 
they had ſoevil intreated one of their own nation, for perſ[wading them unto what was 
proficable for chem. 
E Having quickly entrenched themſelves by reaſon of the multitude that-labouredin that 
buſineſſe,and by reaſon that they were accuſtomed to ſuch like work, they began.to place 
the engines againſt the crown wals.Ctares & Foſeph were two of the moſt potent men inthe 
crown: they therefore animated and armed their cizizens, and brought them umtothe wals; 
who trembled for fear. And although they well perceived that the city could not long hold 
our, ſeeing they wanted water, and many other things neceſſary ro withſtand a'fiege ; yet 
notw;thftanding,they exhorted the rownſmen to be valiant, and ſo brougtn them gnto the 
wals, and a while chey reſiſted ,notwithſRanding the ſhor:but ar laſt} they weretherewithſo The Roman 
rerrified,that leaving the wals,they ficd into the City. Then the Romans did batter the wals gee _

og them to ſtand upon thoſe high places : and ſo not being able to ſtand, nor to ſee thoſe that 
came againſt them,theRomans aſcended and took the caſtle;ſom reſiſting for their defence, 
others yeelding themſclves. The Romans now call romind their fellowes that. periſhed in 
the firſt aſſaule, and ſo become more cruel, Many defparing of their lives, caſt their wives, 
their children, and themſelves headlong down thoſe high places, into the deep vallies under- 
neath. So that the cruelty that the Romans ſhewed againſt the people of Gamala, was nor 7x 
9000, Iews ſo great aSthat which they uſed againſt themſelves ; for there were onely four thouſand 
mn hare pd thar periſh by the Romans ſword; and the number of them who ſo caſt themſelves down, 
wo women Was found to be five thouſand z and not one eſcaped, but two women that were fiſters, and 
eſcape. daughters to Philip,who was ſonto Toachimns,a worthy man,and Governour over all Agrip- 
p4s army under himzand theſe two were ſaved onely,becauſe at ſuch rimeas the City wasta- 
ken, they hid themſelves : for they ſpared not infants, but many cook them and caſt them 
down from the caſtle. And thus was Gamala deſtroyed the 23 day of ORober, which be. 
gan tOrebel che 21. day of September.

Giſcala and other places that were not able to refiſt;ſeeing that it behoved them all to reſerye 
their vigour and ſtrength to defend their Metropolirane citie, They alſo ſignified unto them I 
how Giſcala was taken by the Romanes, and that they departed in good fort away, though 
ſome reported that tliey fled.

At firſt, the inhabitants one by one robb'd and ſpoiled what th 
her jp Jexuſa- Could; but at laſt in whole troops they joyned together, and robbed openly, and waſted all 
cm, ſpoil the the countrey about : and they in their robberies ſhewed ſuch crueltie, that the harm and in- 
om jury they did unto their own countrey men,was altogether equall to the miſeries which be- 
fell them by means of the Romanes ; and they,who by theſe miſcreants were ſpoiled, wiſhed 
rather to haye faln into the Romanes hands. But chey who kept the city, either becauſe they 
were loth to weary themſelves, or elſe for that they hated the citizens or people, did nothing 
or very litle ſuccour them that fell into theſe theeves hands, Ar laſt the theeves afſembled

And that whict 

increaſed the ſorrow of the citizens, was, that amidſt theſe calamities, their religion was alfo 

contumeliouſly abuſed : for theſe theeves, to try of what ſtrength and: courage the people 

were, and their own forces, did ele by lot a high Prieſt contrary to their law : which as we 

have already ſaid, requireth-that the high Prieſt ſhall be choſen by ſucceſſion. This deed of 

theirs they coloured with an ancient cuſtome, alledging that in time paſt the high Prieſt was 

choſen by lor, bur indeed this their fa was an abrogation of the moſt firm cuſtome that 

was amongſt the people; and was onely a device toget all government into their hands by 
EF eſtabliſhing Magiſtrates at their pleaſure, 

Then calling one of the holy tribes named Eniachin, they caſt lots,8 it ſo fell out that the ,, 
lot fell upon one, whereby their iniquitie was diſcovered. This man whoſe lot it was to be ic£y clown 
high Prieſt was named Phanes, who was the ſonne of Samuel, a man not onely unworthy of _-_ a high 
that dignitie. but who had been ſorudely brought up,that he never knew what 'the high 
Prieſt meant : this Phanes was borniina village called Apthaſis, Him, againſt his will chey 
fercht out of the field, and as it had been in'a ſtage-play they graced him with another mans 
perſon, and preſently gave him inſtrutions how he ſhould behave himſelf, putting upon 
him the ſacred attire of the high Prieſt, as though that ſo great impietie had been bur a ſport. 

Therefſt of the Prieſts, beholding a farre off the holy laws to be (corned, ſcarcely contained

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A<« violated they our ſacred laws and caſtomes,. but alwayes reverenced the Sanctuary, be= Ws” 
holding ir onely afarre off: yer now ſome born and brought up amongſt us who are called The yter of thi 
* < Jews, tremblenot to walke in the Sanuary, having their hands bathed in the blood of yy rey _—_ 
« their countrey men and brethren, Who will now tear forrain warres, ſeeing theſe civill natirtie 50. 
© broils areſuch ? Much better were it for us to fall into our enemies hand: yea, if you will COW Ie 
+ call every thing by ſuch a name as it 'deſerveth, we ſhall find that the Romanes have 
© not violated our laws, but have been the confirmers thereof, and they within our walls 
« are our enemies, Trae it is,that thoſe that have thus tyrannized over us,deſerve death,and 
< that no puniſhment can be deviſed great enough for their offence: and all of you were ſo 
< perſwaded beforel ſpoke of it, and you were incited againſt him by that which you have 
© endured at their hands : but yer you fear the multitude of them and their courage; and 
* moreover that they are in a higher place then you 2 yet as all this came by your negligence 
** ang ſuffering,ſo by your delaying they will grow ſtronger. For their number is daily increa- An anſwer e 
« {ed,and every wicked perſon flieth unto his like 5 and they are ſo much the more embold- OO 
<« ned;for that as yet no man did once offer to reſiſt their enterprizes : and be ſure that if they objcR the 
< have time,they will make uſe of the higher place, and that to your damage. But(beleeye number and 
« me) if you would but once offer to goagainſt them, their very conſciences would abate regard 
© their haughty minds,and the remembrance of their miſdeeds would put them fo far out of 
© rune,that they will not make any benefit of the higher place. Perhaps God in his vengeance 
< will turn their own darts againſt them for their impiety, and conſume them therewith, Let The Epilogue 
«us but onely ſhew our (elyes,and we ſhall diſmay them,yer it is an honour for us, if need be, 5 anon 2 
« to ſacrifice our lives fo the defence of the holy Temple. My (elf will afſiſt you with hand peopl;, : 
&« and advice, and you ſhall ſee that you (hall neither want counſel, nor that 1 will ſpare my 
* own body to detend you from their treacheries, 
Ananus thus exhorted the people againſt the Zealous, yet he knew well that it was great 
difhcultie to overcome them, being laſtie young men, many in number, of great courage, 
and the mare deſperate for the remorſe of conſcience of the horrible crimes, and execrable 
deeds whiich chey had committed; for they deſpaired of all hope of pardon for their miſ- 
deeds, Yet Ananus thonght it altogether intolerable,thit the commoa-wealth ſhould be ſo 
over-ruled, After this exhortation the people cried out, that they were ready to go againſt 
the cheeves, aud to do as rhey were requeſted, Whileſt that Anas: ſeleQed out the moſt ananus diſye- 
able men for ware, and ſer chem in order, the Zealous came and iſſued out upon him, and erh hi, ſoul- 
(having intelligence of all his intents and proceedings by certain ſpies which =_ had ap» 7 gs 
pointed upon purpoſe) being enraged (allied out, and in companies, ſometime all at once, 
other tines in ambuſhes ; ſparing none that they met wth. Ananss quick.y gathered toge- 
ther the people, who were more in number then the theeves:yet were they not ſo well armed 
as they;bur whar they wanted in arms, their courage did ſupply.For the citizens were armed 
with tury, ſtronger then armour; and they which were gone out of the Temple, with a more 
deſperate boldneſs.chen all che multitude how great faever It was, For the citizens thought 
it no abiding for them in the citie,except they could drive away the Zealous:and the Zealous 
thought that they could not eſcape torments and death it ſelf, except that they were victors, 
So athaſt they joyned battell , each under their Captains and Leaders , and firſt of all both 
parties caſt ſtones one againſt another: and if any part fled, thea the conquergurs purſued 
them with drawn ſwords,and many were wounded and flain on both parts, Thoſe towneſmen 
that were wounded, were by their friends carried into their houles ; but the Zealous thar 
were hurt, went into the Temple, and polluted the ſacred pavements with their bloud : ſo 
cha their Religion was prophaned by their bloud. Alwaies che theeves in making excutſt- 
ons got the upper hand. Hereat the citizens being angry, ſeeing rheir number every day de- 
creaied, reproved the cowards : ſo that if any of their company offered to flie from the Zea- 
lous, they made him ſtand and refiſt whether he would or no, not permitting him to paſſe 
away : and thus they beat all their torces againſt their enemies, Ar laſt, the theeves not 
able to make anie longer reſiſtance, by little and little retired themſelves into the Temple, 
and Ananus with his companie entered the temple bytorce with them, and brake the rank 
of his enemies. Then they in the outer Temple were in great fear and fled into the inner 
Temple; and ſhut the gates with all ſpeed. An«mus would not offer violence to the ſacred The href 
gres, and belide that the enemies caſt darts from aloft : for he thought it a great offence ad Sodans bt 
againſt God, although he might _— the viRorie, to introduce the people not being pu- the Temples 
ed Wherefore he ele&ed fix thouſand of thechief of all his men well armed,and appoint- 
edthem tokeep the porches, andothers -toſucceed in their places while they took reſt, 
And manic of the berter fort ot-the citizens oY by the chiet of the Citie placed my 
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"SIA watch there, hired other poor folks to watch in their ſteads. But Fohn,who as before we have G 
The yeet of tle told, fled from Giſcala, wrought the ruin of all theſe. This man being full of deceit, and 
a= Yriſt above all meaſure deſirous of rule, long ago intended to overthrow the common-wealth. 
Nativity 70, This man from that time counterfeited himſelf to be againſt the theeves, and ſo day and 
LEN. night accompanied Ananus and the reſt, both in their conſultations, and when they went to 
Jono full #t viſit the watch, and he diſcloſed all cheir ſecrets unto the Zealous : and there was nothing de- 
berrayer of creed by the people, bur he gave the theeves intelligence thereof before it was put in pra- 
the Citizens. Qice,yet he ſeemed to be very dutifull unto Azanus, and thereſt of che Nobilicy, hereby 

hoping to conceal his treacherie. But i fell out contrary to his expeRation) for this his too 
much reverence cauſed him to be ſuſpeted , becauſe they noted him to play the paraſite : 
and for that uncalled,he daily intruded himſelf into their conſultations , an was miſdoubred 
tobewray their ſecrets. For Ananys perceived that the enemies kneny all their ſecrets, and 
Fohns deeds did carry ſuſpirion of treaſon, yer could they not eaſily remove him, his craft 
was ſuch: beſides this, he was boulſtered out by many noble men who were employed in 

bo faearech FREE affairs, Wheretore they thought it good to requeſt of him an oath of friendſhip; which 
5 be fazchfalt he denied not, but added moreover that he would be true unto the people, and neither diſ- 
ro the people. cloſe any deed or ſecret counſell of theirs unto the enemies,and that he with heart and hand, 

would truly endeayour to ſuppreſle the Rebels. So Ananus did no more miſtruſt him, be- 
canle of his oath, and admitted him afterward to all their counſels, nothing ſuſpeRing him, 
Nay,they now truſted him fo farre,that they ſent him tor an Ambaſſadour unto the Zealous, 
to perſwade them to peace-for they were very carefull leſt the Temple through their deeds 
ſhould be defiled and prophaned , or that any of the Jews ſhould there be ſlain, Burt he,as 
John conerary chough he had ſworn unto the Zealous and not unto the Citizens, entred boldly amongſt x 
co is 239” them-:and ſtanding in the midſt of them, he recounted unto them that he had often for their 
ſecrers tothe ſakes undergone great danger, in ſuffering none of the rownimens ſecrers ro be concealed 
Zealous from them, but declared unto them all that ever Anenus and his confederates derermined 
againſt them;and that even now he was like together wich them to fall into extream danger, 
Except it pleaſed God as it were miraculouſly to afſiſt them. For, {aid he, now An with- 
out delay will ſend unto Yeſpaſian, and he will ſend his army in all haſte and take the City: 
and that he had appointed the next day following for purification to purifie the people, thar 
ſo under pretence of piety he might let them into the city, or elſe they _ enter in by 
force:and that he could not ſee how either they were able to endure a long fiege, or to en- 
counter with ſo huge an army: adding moreover,that it was Gods providence that he ſhould 
Joho meth be ſent unto them to make a peace, when Anenus purpoled ſo ſoon as they were unarmed to K 
azaint the (et upon them. Wherefore if they had any care of themſelyes, they ſhould either entrear the 
Ciizens. watchmen that beſieged them to be good unto them, orelſe ger ſome ſuccour from ſome 
place without the Temple. For (ſaid he) he that amongſt you hopeth for pardon if you be 
overcome, doth not remember what hath paſt, and what he hath done z bur ler them per- 
ſwade them(elves, they that have been injured, will not forget and forgive ſo ſoon, as- he 
that injured them is ſorry for his fa&, Niy,many times the repentance of malefaRors ma- 
keth chem more hared then before, and the wrath of men that are injured, is increaſed by 
authority, and licence to do what they pleaſe. And they might be ſure that the friends and 
kinsfolks of them that were ſlain, would alwaies lay wait to require the injuries ; and that all 
the people were incenſed againſt chem for breaking che laws : ſo that although ſome few L 
would take pity upon them, yet the greater company being moſt in number would prevail. 
With theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches Fohn terrified the Zealous, yer durſt henor openly tell 
them what he meant by forrain help, notwithſtanding he meant the Idumzans. And that 
he might more enflame the theeves, he went unto the chieteſt of them, and ſecretly told 
them that Ananxs was cruelly bent againſt them, and breathed out many theeatnings againſt 


them in particular.

incurre an infamy worſe then death it fi: True it is, Ithink peace better then warres , yet 
being once provoked to warres , and the fight being begun ,I hadrather die a glorious, death then 
to live in Captivity. - Do they enform you that we have ſecretly ſent the chief of oir City tothe 
Romanes , or that by common conſent of all the people we have done it * If they ſay that we did 
it ſecretly; let them thes tell what friends of ours were ſent , or what ſervants of ours were Mi- 
niſters to effett this treaſon. Did they take any meſſenger of ours and find letters about him ? 
How canthat be hid from all our citizens, with whom we doevery hour converſe * And i it poſſi- 
ble that a few, ſhut up in the Temple, who could not come out intothe City, ſhould know onr ſe- 
crets , ; all the whole City knowing nothing or do they now firſt know it when they are: like to be 
Puniſbed for their impiety* never ſuſpecting any of us to be traitors, ſo long as they were inno 1x 
fear. If they ſay that it was done by common conſent of all the people, -why then all men were 
there when {he ſpeech was made unto the people, to exhort them thereunto, andrequeſt thiir good 
wills, and ſo the news thereof would quickly have come unto your eare : Or what need had we ty 
ſend Embaſſadours, if we had been now already certain to come to compoſition with the kemanes* 
Let them tell you who was appointed for that Embaſſage. Theſe are but devices and excuſes of 
them, who fear to have a death according to.their deſerts, aud a ſhift to eſcape puniſhment. 
If fate had ſo decreed that our City ſhould be betrayed untothe enemy, aſſure your ſelves that 
they, who do thus accuſe us, would have betrayed it themſelves ; who have committed already all 
ſort of impieties, treaſon onely accepted. It is your part, ſeeing you are come hither in armes, ſic(} 
(45 reaſon and juſtice requireth) to aſſift your mother City againſt them who tyrannize over ns, 
and violate our laws: who treading down our lawes , make all that juſtice, which theycan eſſe 1 
with their ſword, And firſt of all they took Noble men and caſt them in priſon, drawirg th:m 
from amidſt the publike aſſembly; and never being accuſed nor condemned, nothing reſpettins 
their entreaties, put them to deah, If «pee you to come in peaceable and not hoſtile manyer in- 
70 our city , your ſelves ſball plainly behold evident tokens of this that 1 ſpeak unto you : to wit, 
bouſes ruinated and made deſolate by their robberies, the wives and families of them that are ſlain, 
in mourning apparell, and howling and crying in every part of the city : for there s no one 4- 
mong ſt us,that hath ot taſted the perſecution of theſe wretched men,ho are gone ſo farre, that not 
content to make this city their refuge (which is the chief, and a ſpeftacle to all others for [anitity) 
after they had robbed and ſpoiled all the countrey and willages, and cities h ereabeut, new laſtly 
they have made the ſacred Temple a refuge and place to carry all their ſpoils, which they have im. 
piouſly gotten in this city unto. This Temple they make their bulwark to iſſue out and to retire K 
wnto ; and from thence they make incurſions upon the Citizens * and this is the place were they pra. 
fiſe all their villanies againſt us. And this ſacred place, which all the world, even the moſt bar. 
barous and ſavage people thereof do reverence, 1s now defiled by the horrible robberies which one 
orn amongſt us committed. And now being in deſperation, they rejoyce to ſee nation againſt 
nation,. and city againſt city, and people againſt peopie, and our own countreymen to turn them- 
hes own bowels : when contrariwiſe, (as I have already ſaid) it had been your 
parts and auties to joyn with us, and help us to exterminate theſe malefators ; and be revenged 
of them for this lie, in that they preſumed to cail youto help them. whom they ha1 juſt reaſon to fear 
as revengers of their impieties : yet if you make account of theſe mens prayers, vonchſafe (laying 
Jour weapons aſide ) to come into our city like friends, and be your ſelves judges betwern us and 
them whom you came to help. And conſider what favour we ſhew them, who permit them toplead 
their own cauſes before yeu, they being guilty of ſo hainous crimes, and having put to death perſons 
of ſuch account, never accuſed nor permitted to ſpeak for themſelves : yet this commoditie we will 
grant them for your ſake. But f oh continue in your anger againſt us, and refuſe this offer to be 
our judges: then let us entreat you that, leaving both parts, you would neither imbrue your 
hands in our blood, nor lend your aid unto theſe miſcreants againſt your mother Citie, And 
if you ſuſpet? any of us to be confederates with the Romanes, you may keep all paſſages, and 
then ſeck to defend your Metropolis, when you have proof of any ſuch matter as is allead- 
ged againſt us, and puniſh the authours of that treaſon, when you have covitted them The M 
enemies cannot prevent you 'being already planted ſo neer the City. If you like of none of 
theſe, marvell not that we ſhut our gates againſt you, coming.in armed and hoſtile manner. 
Jelus ſpake thus unto them. But the Idumeans being angrie, were not mowed herely, andſo 
much the more, for that entrance into the City was denied them, and their Generalls were 
exceeding wroth, thinking it ſlaverie to lay down their armes, eſpecially at the command of

CHAP. VIE 


of the maſſacre of the Fews by the Idumeans. 


Lithe whole multitude agreed with a loud crie unto theſe ſpecches of Sim. And 
Az departed ſorrowful, ſceing that the Idumeans would agree to no reaſon , and 
- -Schat thereby their Ciry ſhould ſuffer double wars. For the Idum#ans wrath was 
not yer aſſwaged, who took the matter in great diſdain that they were not permitted to en- 
terinto the Citi, and alſo for that they thought the Zealous very ſtrong, and rhey rhem- 
ſelves were aſhamed that they could not come to help them,ſo that many repented that they 
E ere come thither. Yer would they not for ſhame return, nothing being done by them: 
and ſo raſhly placing their Tabernacles near untothe Citic wals, they determined to ſtay The Iduws- 
there, But thatnight chere fell a moſt huge tempeſt: for there was a great ſtormy wind, and _ -=_ 
an exceeding great rain mixt with fearful thunder and horrible lightning, and che Earth- near the wats, 
quake wich ſtrange noiſes : whereupon all menthought that chis motion of the earth, did A bugs form, 
fignifie the death of mankind,and portend ſom great marter. The Idumzans andTownſmen 
were both of one mind : for they though that God was angry with them for bearing arms 
againſt their Metropolis, and perſwaded themſelves that they could nor eſcape death if chey 
continued in their purpoſe. C_Ananxs and his followers perſwaded themſelves that they 
had now overcome them without war, and that God had fought far them againſt the Idu- 
mzans. But they were falſe prohetrs, and what they judged to befall their enemies, thar tcll 
upon themſelves. In the mean- while the Idumzans lay as cloſe rogether as they could, and 
covered their heads with theirſhields, ſo that by this means the rain did them not fo much 
harm, The Zealous were penfive for the Idumezans more then for themſelves, and de- Fhe zcalogs 
viſed which way they might ſuccour them. Then the boldeſt amongſt them adviſed the <onſulr ro

chemſelves thereunto in time of need, for the ſafetie of cheir perſons. This Caſtle was taken 
and kept by that ſort of thieves that were called Sicarii, who for fear durſtrob no more. 
Theſe thigyes ſeeing the Romane Army now idle, and the thieves in Jerufalem ar civill 
wars and (edition among themſelves; they rook courage, and again fell co their villanies; Of {thoſe dc- 
And ſo on that day, which is the teaſt of anleavened bread (which the Jews do keep holy, pomnotbck 
in memory of their deliverance out of che Egyptian Captivitie )- deceiving the watchmen, Caſtle of wat: 
they ſeized upon a Fort, called Engaddi : and before the rowaſmen, could arme and unite ***

Embaſſage)and killed him,and for anger beating him after he was dead, they fled ont of the 
. Citie, Now the Romanes Army approaching neer unto the citie, the people of Gadara 
The Gadaren- vent forth and received Yeſpaſian joytully, who alſo confirmed a league betwixt them and 
Veſpaſian him;andleft them a company of horſe and footmen to defend them againſt the incurfions of 
win joy d © thefugitives their enemies: tor they themſelves before the Romans requeſted it, deſtroyed 
mw theCitie walls, that ſochey might ſhew themſelyes to defire peace, in that deſtroying rheir 
walls,if after they defired to rebel, they could not. 
Feſpaſian then ſent Placidus with five hundreth horſemen, and three thouſand footmen to 
rſue thoſe,that were fled out of Gadara, and he with the reſt of his Army returned to Cz- 
begs pa area, - But the fugitives ge 1 7 to be purſued by Placidus, before he could 
fugitives, =Overtake them,got intoa Town called Berthenabris:and finding there many young men, part- 
pl for that they were willing, partly by force they compelled them to arm themſelves, and 
raſhly they came againſt Placidus. Placidus and his Army feemed a little to give back, to 
theintent todraw them further from the wall , and then having compaſſed them abour in a 
fic place,they wounded them afar off with darts and arrows. Then the Jewes ſeeking to flie, 
wereprevented by the horſemen: and they who offered to fight, were by the Romane foot» 
men all put to the ſword, never ſhewing any ſign of valour, For the Jews aſlaulting the Ro- 
mans, being all invironed and quite cal with their ſhields as with a wall, and not being 
able to break into their battel,they were ſlain by the Romans darts: bur their darts could do 
the Romans no harm, and fo like fierce and ſavage beaſts they wilfully ran upon their ene- 
mies ſwords,and ſo werefſlain,ſome having all their face cut with ſwords, ſome killed by the 
horſemen, For Placidys was carefull to intercept their paſſage unto the Town, ang to hinder 
their recourſe unto it, and brought thoſe back again that fled towards it, uſing%uis darts, 
and killing thoſe that were next him;and thoſe who fled afar off for fear,he cauſed to return ; 
till at laſt,the ſtrongeſt amongſt chem brake away, and got unto the town walls: And thoſe 
that were within the Citie knew not what to doe, for they would not ſhut the fugitives of 
Gadara out of the Citie,becauſe they defired to ler their own Citizens in;zand again they per- 
ceived that if they let them in they thereby ſhould work the overthrow of che Citie, as it fell

fort: for the ſtronger fled: ſo the ſouldiers ſacked the houſes,and then fired the rown, They 
who eſcaped thence, incited the whole countrey to flie with them, reporting their calamiries 
with the moſt,and affirming that all the Romane Army was at hand - and fo they pur all the 
inhabitants there in great fear ; and having aſſembled a great multicude, they fled unto Jeri- 
cho,which gw they put their confidence in, for that it was ſtrong and populous, Placidus 
having hor 
and whomſoever he overtook he flew, and at the river he fought with all the multirude 
theregathered together ; and ſtaying,becauſe that the river being waxed deeper by abun- 
dance of rain,that kad lately falne,they could not paſs over it.

but Wiater hindring him, he in the mean time placed garriſons in all Townes and Villages, 
about the whole Countrey, and placed Decurions in every Citie, and repaired many. pla- 
ces which he had before deſtroyed; And firſt of all, he- with his whole Armie that-was at 
Czſarea, went to Antipatris z akd there having ſertled the eſtate of that Citie, after his 
abode there two dayes, the third day he departed; ſpoyling and burning all the Conntrey: 
as alſoall the Countrey about Thanmia the Toparchie; and ſo went into Lydda and Jam- FIRE 
nia, Bur ſeeing that choſe two places ſubmitred themſelves unto him, leaving thereſuch' gcc. alt Ju-

ht good,- he went thence unto Ammays, and placing imſ&fin the dza. 
way to their Metropolicane Citie,. he there entrenched his Armie, and then leaving the- 
D fitrh legion there, he with thereſt went into the'Toparchy' of Bethlepton, firing it and/all 
places thereabour ; as alſo the bordersof Iduamza : but'hereſerved there certain Caſtles in 
fit places,and fortified them. And having taken rwo Townes in the middeſt of Idamxa, ro 
wit, Begabri and Capharropha, he flew there above ten thouſand men, arid took almoſt a 
thouſand, and driving out the reſt of the inhabirants; he left a great part of his Armie there; 
who made incurſions,and waſted all che high places chereabour : and tiewith the reſt return- 
ed to Jarfſiazand from thence by Satnarizand Neapolis;called by the inhabitants Nabortha; 
the ſecond day of June, he came into Corea: and pitching his Tents there, the next day he 
came an 20k where one of his Captains, named Tyr4jay, met him with the ſouldiers he ,, . 
brought from beyond Jordan, which place he had conquered, But the multitude before the comtth © 
E Romanes came, fled from Jericho into the high Countrey over againſt Jeruſalem, and many Jericho. 
that ſtayed behinde, were there ſlain; So he found the Citie deſolate, being (cituate in a 
Plane, under a great mountain that is barren;which is of a huge lengrh : for it reacheth on the 
Northſide,unto the borders of Scythopolis, and on the 'Souch,untothe borders: of Sodome;

reater compaſs of ground then other fountains : and in length it ranneth chorow a Plain 
eventie furlongs long,and twenty broad. There are moſt pleaſant and goodly Orchards, and 
many ſorts of Palm trees growing by brooks ſides, which are divers in the taſte of their truirs; 
the fatteſt whereof being preſled,do yield a juice like hony,nothing inferiour to other hony: 

: yet there is great ſtore of hony in that countrey, and the juice of balm,which is more preci- 
_ - ous then all fruits growing, There grow alſo Cypres trees and Myrobolans - ſo thar one x

CHAP. V. 
The deſcription of the lake Aſphaltites. 'y 


T is worth the labour to deſcribe the lake Aſphaltices, which is.falt and ſterill; yet what- 
ever is caſt into it how weightie ſoever it be, ic ſwimmetrh above the water : ſo that 
one, though he would upon purpoſe, cannot ſcarcely fink unto the botrome. Yeſpaſian 

coming thither to ſee it, cauſed ſome to be taken, who could not (wimme, and their hands 
to be bound behind them, and caſt into the middeſt thereof, and all of them did ſwimme 
aloft, being as it were born up by the power of ſome ſpirit, Moreover, itis admirable, 
how this lake thrice in every day changeth colour; and ſhinerh diverſly, according as the 
beames of the Sunne doe ſundry wayes fall upon it. And in many places it' caſterh up 
pieces of black bitumen, in greatneſs and ſhape like a Bull without a head, and thele float M 
above the water. They that get their living upon this water, finding this bitumen, that 
the Aſphalcire is thus res together, draw it to their boats, and it is ſo tough and clammy, that ha- 
ving filled their boats herewith, it is not eafie for them to ger them away, but their boat 
is as it were faſtened: ſo it hangeth upon the reſt of chat maſſe of bituminous matter till ir 
be ſeparated from it by the terms or urine of his bituminous matter is good for 
L land of ro cloſet ts of ſhips, alſo to cure many diſeaſes. This lake is five hundreth and 
unto the lake Eightie furlongs long, being extended unto Zoar which is in Arabia, and it is a hundreth and 
Aſphaltizes. fiftie furlongs broad.

of his horſemen ; who at the firſt aſſault rook the Citie, and flew 1000. youngmen, who ET 
thought to have fled, and led whole families captive, giving the ſouldiers the ſpoil of their 
oods: and fo firing their houſes, he went to other places adjoyning, They who were able 
fled, and the weaker ſort who could not flie were lain, and whatſoever came in their way, 
they conſumed it with fire, Thus all places both mountains and plains being waſted and 
C Oppreſſed with wars, the inhabitants living acJeruſalem had not whither to go,when they de- 
fired to flie from the Zealous by whom they were kept in. And they who were againſt the 
Romans, were kept in themſelves, the Citie being on every fide incloſed and incompaſſed 
with the Army. 
After that Yeſpaſian was returned uggo Czſarea,and with all his Army purpoſing to go to veſpaſion hath 
Jeruſalem, news was brought him tit Nero was flain, having reigned thirteen yeers, and *4ng50 Ne- 
eight dayes, Touching whom I will not recount how he did-diſhonour, the Empire, com- © 
mitting the whole ſway of all the Common-wealth unto two moſt wicked men, to wir, 
Nymphidius and Tigillinus, and of leaft worth amongſt al! the Libertines :, and how be being 
taken by the treachery of cheſs two men,was forſaken of all his Senators ; -and ſo fled-onely 
D with four truſtie Libercines into;the ſuburbs,and there killed himſelt:and how that longtime 

after,they that depoſed him were puniſhed for that offence:and how the wars ended /in Gallia; 

and that Galba being created Emperour, returned to Rome out of Spain: and how he was Galba. 

accuſed by the ſauidiers, and by them killed in the marker place;as one of baſe condition;:and 

how 0tho was declated Emperour,and led his ſouldiers againſt Yi#ellius his Army : alſo Yitel- os 

ligs his broyles and his fight before the Capitol-and how Antonius Primus,and Mutianys flew ** 

Vitellius, and (o appeaſed the Germane troups and civil wars : Of all theſe I have refuſed to 

ſpeak, becauſe I hope that both the Greeks and Romans have written theſe things at large,

And his Armie did not onely conſiſt in thieves 

and ſlaves, but now many people of the countrie came unto him, reverencing him as their 

Prince and King, So they made excurſions into thegFoparchie of Acrabarena, and into the 

greater Idumza, For he had fortified a town called Nain walld about, which he uſed for his 

defence like a Caſtle. And in the valley called Pharan,he made many caves,and found many 

already made,and in theſe caves he kept his treaſure,and the booties he got: alſo all fruits of 

'theearth that he robbed and ſtole,there he laid up in ſtore ; as alſo munition for divers com- 

panies. And. now no man doubted,but that being thus furniſhed with men and munition,he 

would go to.Jeruſalem, The Zealous fearing this, and defirous to prevent him whom they 

every day did ſee increaſe his number, and to grow more potent againſt them ; they armed 

The fight be- TNAny Of their company,and went out to meer him, $:»»0x was not daunted at this, bur boldly 

rween Simen 'Incountred them, and gave them ſo ſharp a battle, that he flew many of them in fight; and 

ws the Zea- forced the reſt to retire themſelves into the town : yet having men ſufficient, he would not 

| beſiege the crown, bur firſt of all he purpoſed ro ſubdue Idumza, and fo accompanied with 

20000.armed men, he haſted towards the borders thereof. 

The Princes of Idumxa underſtanding this,preſencly aſſembled five and tweatie thouſand 
armed men - and leaving at home ſufficient Garriſons to defend their countrie againſt the in- 
curſion of the Sicarii, which held che fortreſſe of Maſſada, they accompanied with this train, 
went out and expected Sons coming into the borders of their countrie,' where having met 
him they joyned battell, and fought a whole day, yer neither partie got the viRtorie. ' Then 
Simon returned to Nain, and the [dumzans home. Not long after $:7m0p with a greater At- 
mie then before, aflaulted the borders of their countrey, and pitching his tents in a oor 
called Thecue; he ſent one of his companions named Fleazar, to them "that kept the Caſtle 
Herodium notfar from that place,to (olicite them to yield it unto him. The garriſon there 
money received him into the Caſtle, not knowing the cauſe of his coming, But ſo ſoon as

And of this there are yet monuments in the citie,richly wrought in fine mirble.Six furlongs ty ny oh 
from the town there1s an exceeding great Turpentine tree, which they affirm to have endu- continucd 
red ever fince the creation of the world,until this day, OY INT 

Simon having obtained this place, from hence he invaded all Idumza, and not only robbed wah = 
and ſpoyled all cowns and cities thereof, but alſo he waſted and deſtroyed many Territories : 
for beſides his Army,rthere followed him 40-00, ſo that he could not find vituals ſufficient 
for ſuch a multitude, Moreover,befides this calamitie that he brought upon Idumxa, he ex- 
erciſed great crueltie and outrage upon the countrie,and ſo cauſed a great ſpoil therein. And 

C likeas after Locuſts, the trees and woods where they have been are leaves : ſo whereſoever” $;,,,n ſpoiled 
Simon had bcen, all the countrey from whence he came, he leſt deſolate, And either by fire all Manes. 
or oyerthrowing it by ruinating places where he came, or elle by treading upon it wich the 
teet of his Armie,or by devouring (uch as they found, they left nothing ſtanding nor grow- 
ing either in field or town : and onely by paſling thorow fertile places, he made the fields 
harder then barren ground;and left no fign in places which he had deſtroyed, thar ever they 
had been tilled, 

Hereat the Zealous were again moved, yet durſt they not fight with him in open field: but hc zcatous 
placing ambuſhes in the way he was to paſs,they took Simons wife,and many of her ſervants, take Simons 
and ſo came again into the Citie, rejoycing as though they had taken Simon himſelf. For "© 

D they perſwaded themſelves,that Simon would preſently, laying arms apart, come in humble 
wiſe, and intreat them to reſtore unto him his wife. But S:#20z was not moved with com- 
paſſion for the loſs of his wite, but with furie : and coming to the walls of Jeruſalem, like a 
cruel beaſt that had been wounded,and could not come to them that hurt him, he killed and 
flew all he mer, And taking them that went out of the Citie to gather herbs and wood, he 
cauſed them to be whipt to death, whether they were young or old: and this crueltie ſeemed 
onely wanting in him, that hedid not eat the fleſhof the dead bodies, Alſo he took many 
and cut off cheir hands, and fo ſent them into the citie, thereby to terrifie his enemies,and to 
recall the people from the Zealous : and bad them tell the Citizens, that except chey pre- 
ſently reſtored his wife unto him, he ſwore by God who governed all, that he would break 
down their walls, and uſe all that he found in the Citie afcer that faſhion, and that he would 

E ſpare no age,nor reſpect the innocent more then the guiltie, Theſehis threats did not onely / _ 1 gg 
rerrifie the people,bur alſo the Zealous,inſomuch, that they ſent him his wife againz and ſo mon: wite. 
his anger being ſomerhing aſl waged, he ceaſed a while from daily (laughter.

CHAP. IX.

Hen $i»0z had received 3gain his wife from the Zealous,he went into Idumza, 
V \ / to rob and ſpoil that which he had left : and chafing the inhabicants up and 
down, at laſt he forced them to flie unto Ieruſalem, and he him(elt followed x 
them thither;and befieging the walls, he kilied all the workmen he took, chat returned one 
IP of the fields from their labour, Thus Simop without the citie, was more terrib'e to the peo- 
Citie with ini ple then the Romans, and the'Zealous within the Citie crueller then them both, being in- 
quitie, couraged and incited thereto by the counſel of the Galileans, For they had pur Fohy in au- 
thoritie : and Fohy in reward thereof permitted all things to be done which they requeſted. 
There was no end of robbing and ſpoyling rich mens houles ,and of ſlaughtering both of men 
and women;and now to injure any perſon was a paſtime, And having with blood-ſhed obtain- 
ed their prey in ſecuritie, and withour all tear after they had gotten what they liked, they 
now began to laſt after women: yea,they became themſelves efteminate through luxuriouſ-, 
neſs,dreffing their hair,and clothing themſe!ves in womens apparel; and they anointed them- 
ſelves with ſweet ointments,that thei; beautie might be pleaſing, and alluring, their eyes 
wanton like; they now did not onely imitate the attire of women, but alſo their impndencie, 
and became fo ſhameleſs, that they now thirſted after unnatural pleaſures,as though they had 
kept aſtews,and ſo protaned the whole citie with their execrable impurities. Yer _— they 
did effeminate their faces, their hands were prone to blood-ſhed ; and although they lived in 
,ve way of  ignominious maner,as people given over to pleaſure,yer could they quickly become warriers, 
quire cur off, and under the habits of women drawing their (words, they did kill whomſoever they met. 
TM _ Whoſoever eſcaped Fohns hands, Simon cruelier, murthered; and whoſoever eſcaped the ty- 
Zealous & che FANNY Within the Citte, was flain by the Tyrant without. So now there was no way to flie, 
Idumzans. unto the Romans. Furthermore, the Army of Fohn began to be divided,for al: che Idymzans x 
4 ſeparated themſelves from the other people, and there began - a mutiny againſt che Tyrant 
Lhe. -aly partly any his puiſſance, partly hating his cruelty, And ſo affaulting him, they flew many 
with the 1du- Of the Zealous, and compelled thereſt to flie into the Kings houſe, builded by Grapta father 
_ _ of Izata, King of Adiabena, The Idumzans alſo brake in thicher with chem, and draye 
- 1*®PE- them from thence intothe Temple,and (o ſeized upon Fohs treaſure: for Fohy lived in that 
Palace,and thither carried all his ſpoils. Then thoſe Zealous that were diſperſed inthe Citie, 
came unto them that were inthe Temple, and Fohz parpoled to lend them againſt the 
townſmen,and the Idumzans. But they feared not ſo much their forces,although they knew: 
them to be the better warriots, as they did fear that now being deſperate, rhey would ſteal 
out of the Templein the night,and (o flay them, and fire the Citie, Wherefore aſſembling 4 
themſelves, they deliberated with. the Prieſts how to avoid their affaults:but ir pleaſed God 
"ro turn their own counſel to be their deſtruction, and that they ſhould provide a remedie of 
lafetie,far worſe then death it (elf. For to depoſe Fohn,they deviſed tointroduce Simon, and 
as it were tO intreat yet another to tyranaize over them. So this counſel was thought beſt : 
and . Matthias the Prieſt was ſent unto Simon (whom before they ſtood in great fear of) now 
ro requeſt him to come into the Citie. Wirth them alfo came ſuchas had fled from Jeruſa- 
| lem,for fear ofthe Zealous, intreating him inlike manner, becauſe they defired to return to 
5mnon.emers their wives and families, So he entred into the Citie proudly, entry fo them to be their

a great arwy, Lord, and all the people cried withloud voices as he-came into the Citie, that he was their

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A preſerver,and giver of life and libertie. Being now within the Citie, preſently he deliberated WAA 
with.chem about him, to eſtabliſh his dominion, thinking as well them that called him into 7 5*# of the 
the Cirie,as thoſe againſt whom he was called, his enemies.

fide of the Temple;another on the North; the third upon a place oppoſite to the lower 
part of the rown;and the fourth tower they built upon the top ofthe place called Paſtopho- 
rium, where one of the Prieſts do uſe to ſtand before the Sun-ſer, and at break of day,to ſig- 
nifie unto the people with theſound of the Trumpet the beginning of the Sabbath,declaring The office &f 
thereby unto them,ſometimeholy daies,and afterward that they might go about their buſi- ** "apy tp 
neſs, In theſe rowers they placed all kind of Engines to caſt ſtones,and men with ſlings. Then mer che 
Simon,perceiving\many of his ſouldiers languiſh,was more remils in his buſineſs:yet when his ſeventh day by 


number increaſed, he came neerer : for afarre oft many of his men were ſlain with the ſhot of ny =u

C CHAP. VIII 
How Veſpaſian was elefFed Emperour. 


I T this time the Romans were in great danger - for Yitellius was nov arrived out of Vine od 
A Germany with his Army,bringing beſide them an infinite multirade with him ; ſo camps Hyg 
that his Army was ſo great, thit the place appointed for ſouldiers could not contain my in Rome, 
it : inſomuch that his Army occupied all the whole Citie, and every houſe was filled with 
armed men. And they beholding the Romanes wealth greater then ever they ſaw any, and 
admiring their abundance of gold and flyer, nor” able to contain themſelves, they began to 
rob and kill whomſoever that fought to withſtand them. And this was the eſtate of the affairs 
D in caly, Yeſpaſian having waſted all about Jeruſalem, returned unto Czſarea, ind there he 
underſtood of the troubles at Rome, and how Yitellius was Emperour. Hereat, thongh he VeſpaFan 
knew as well to obey,as to be obeyed,yet was he moved to indignation, and diſdained to call _—— 
him Lord, who had as it were invaded and uſurped the Empire, being deſtitute of a Ruler: and bow 
And much grieved hereat,he could not conceal his grief,nor follow warres againſt ſtrangers, ®*?: 
his own Countrey being ſo endangered, But the diſtance between him and Rome did as 
much repreſs him, as anger incited him to ſeek revenge: for he conſidered that fortune 
might cauſe many alterations before ke could get to Rome, eſpecially, it being winter : and 
ſo - ſought to bridle his wrath which dayly increaſed. But his Captains with the ſouldiers 
did now openly conſult of a change, and with indignation did exclaim againſt the ſouldiers at The Capraids 
x Rome,who livedin pleaſure, and never heard ſo much as the report of warz and that not- —_— 
withſtanding this,it was lawfull for them to create whom they pleaſed Emperour;and under openly of a 
hope of gain, they diſpoſed of the Common-wealth at their own pleaſure + where they on the *2vge- 
contrary fide,having overpaſt ſo many labours and dangers, ſtill continuing in Arms till now; 
waxed old and gray-headed,and did ſuffer authoritie due unto themſelves, to be executed by 
others; when notwithſtanding,they had amongſt them one who deſerved the Empire, more 
then any one; and what recompence could they ever afrer make him ? or what occafion 
could they find hereafter to ſhew themſelves gratefull co him for the benefics by him res 
ceived,if they did now omit this occaſion ? 
And they thought that Yeſpaſian was ſo much more worthy of the Empire, then Yitellius, 
by how much they, who created7ztellizs Emperor,were in many very reſpects much inferior veſpatians | 
F unto them. For (ſaid they)we have endured no leſs royle then thoſe that came out of Germa- See 
ny: neither are we leſs valiant then they, who bring a Tyrant with them our of Germany, ** "uns: 
And that no body would reſiſt Yeſpaſian : for the Senate and the people of Rome would not 
rather endure Yitellius his unſatiableluſt,then Yeſpaſians chaſtitie and temperance; hor a cruel 
Tyrant, rather then a good and courteous Emperour , nor the ſon ſhould by them be elected 
Emperour, before the father, For true valour in an Emperour is a great defence of peace, 
Therefore if the Empire were due to aged experience, they had Yeſpaſian; if to valiant youth, 
they had amongſt them Titus : and thar they might reap commoditie by both their ages : 
And that they would not onely affiſt him with the forces of the Empire, having there

*n Emperout- Hi; mfelf indeed to have deſerved it ; yet he rather did chooſe to live a privare life, wherein 
was ſecuritie,then in the height of fortune and honour with perpetual danger. The Captains 
were more earneſt becauſe he refuſed it ; and the ſouldiers locked about him with drawn 
ſwords, threatning his death, except he would conſent {ro live as he deſerved - yet long 
time ſtriving to-avert this their determination,being loth to be Emperour , ar laſt, ſeeing he 
could not avoid it, he accepted their offer. 


CHAP. XL. 
The deſeription of Egypt. 


Ytianwus and the reſt of the Captains that had incited him to the Empire, together T 
M with the whole Armie, cried aloud, willing Yeſpaſian to lead them againſt their 
common enemie, But Yeſpaſian thought ic beſt, firſt ro ſertlethe eſtate of Alexan- 
dria, knowing that Egypt for the (upply of corn was the greateſt and beſt part of the Em- 
pire: - which if he once were ſure of, he hoped thar alchough 73te/lius were ſtronger then he, 
yet he could bring him under perforce, becauſe the people would not endure thar for his ſake 
the Citic ſhould be famiſht : , which would have come to paſs except they had ſupply of corn 
out of Egypt. | 
Moreover, he defired to joyn to himſelf thoſe twolegions that were at Alexandria, He 
alſo thought,that that countrie might be a detence and' refuge for him,if any adverſe fortune 
ſhould betide him:for the coungrie is not eaftly robe entred by an Armie, and the Sea-coaſts 
have no havens, nor harbours toreccive ſhips.

andria and his Empire. Wherefore preſently he ſent letters to Tiberius Alexander, who was Governour 
Ws of Alexandria and Egypt, and told him of the ſouldiers reſolution-:and how that he,ſeeing he 
could not avoid it, but that he was forced to take upon him the Empire now requeſted him 
to help him in what he could. Alexander,receiving Yeſpaſians letters, agreed willingly there- 
to, and preſently cauſed his Armie,and the people alfo ro ſwear unto Yeſpaſian; which both 
of them did willingly, underſtanding Peſpaſians vertue, by reaſon that he governed ſo neer 


them. And ſo he having now leave, prepared all things co furniſh himſelf like an Emperour, 
and to be receivedlike a Prince. |

C bekeptin hold, Andcalling Matianus and the reſt of his friends together, firſt of all herold 
chem how valiant Foſeph had been, and what ado he had to win Fotapata, onely becauſe of 
him;and then his Prophecies, which at that time he eſteemed onely fables, fained upon fear 3 

et now time and event had proved them true. Affirming it an undecent thing, that he,who 
fad been the foreteller of his exaltation, and had been a meſſenger to him from God, ſhould 
ſtill continue in bonds like a captive,and beleft in adverſitie. So calling for Foſeph,'he com- 
manded him to belet looſe. This fa& of his made the Captains under him, hope tor great re- 
ward at his hands,ſeeing he had been ſo kind toa ſtranger.Titus being there preſent, ſaid, 7t is 
meet, O father, that as you acquit Joſeph from captivitie, ſo you alſo take away the ſhame of that 
which he hath already endured.

a mt the mean time he haſted to diſpoſe of all things at Alexandria. Moreover,he ſent his ſon Titus 
his forces with certain choſen men to deſtroy Jeruſalem. Who departed from Alexandria to Nicopolis 
—_ by land,which is diſtant from it 20.turlongs,and chere he did ſhip his men,and fo ſailed along py 
the river Nilus by Medenfia to Thumin, and there landing his men, he came to the Citie 
called Tanis. And the ſecond place he reſted in was the Citie Heraclea, and the third Peluſt- 
um:and there reſting, and refreſhing his ſouldiers two dayes ſpace, the third day hepaſt the 
borders of Peluſium,and having gone one dayes journey thorow the wilderneſs, he piccht his 
rents at the Temple of Fpiter Caſsian,and the next day at Oſtracine, where there is no wa- 
ter, but all that the inhabicants do uſe, they bring trom other places. After that, he reſtedat -

We have already ſufficiently declared who wete the 

Authors and begianers of the taRion of the Zealaus, whoſ: tyranny oyer the city was. the 

ruin thereof: and one may well call this a (edition raiſed owt of 4 edition ; which, like a 

cruel and ſavage beaſt in penury and want of others, turned his cruelty againſt bis own 

bowe's, So Eleazar the ſoone of Simep, wha was the firſt that in the Temple divided the 

Zealous from rhe people, faining himfelt co be diſplgaſed with that which Fohy every day 

did ; yetin truth, for chat he envied that a more tyrant gf later time then himſelf ſhould be 

his ruler, deſirous to obtain the principalicie,: and make himſelf mightie, he revolted from 

the reſt: and with him F444 the fonge of Chelcias, and Sion the ſonne of Ezron,two of the. 

moſt potent amongſt them. Beſides them, was alſo Ezechias the fonne of Chobaras a Noble- 

man, and all theſe had many of the Zealous CE chem : and getting in pofleſſion' the

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1:87, inner part of the Temple, oy ſetaguard in the entrance and in theſacred gates, truſting G 
wor'd.4034. In their abundance of all neceſſaries : for there was great ſtore of {acred proviſion, and they 
efeer Cirilts thouglt it no impiety to uſeit ; yet fearing their ſma}l number, they permitted many of the 
Pam 7** companie that were killed, to remain in the places where they were ſlain. Fohz was ſuperiour 
in multitude and number, bur inferiour by the inequalitie of the place : and having his 
enemies above his head, he could not without danger make incurſions ; and yet for anger 
he would not ceaſe to proſecute his enemie: notwithſtanding that thereby his part had more 
harm then thoſe of Zleazars fide, yet he ſtill aſſaulted them though to his own coſt : thus 
many affaults were continually made, and many darts caſt, and all the Temple was prophaned py 
with murders. And Simoz the ſonne of Goya (whom the people being in deſpair, incited to 
be their leader, in hope that he would have aſſiſted them,having in his hands both the higher 
part of the Citie, and the greater part of the lower) did now more boldly then before afſautr 
RR Fohn and his followers, becauſe they were aſſailed by thoſe above them : yer he being as ir 
and Eicazar, Were beneath Fohn and his adherents, he ſuſtained as much lofle at their hands, as Foh him- 
ſelf did at theirs above him, So Fohn had double warres : and Eleazar harmed him becauſe 
5'mon and. ofthe higher place wherein he was, ſo likewiſe did he damage Simon for the like cauſe; and 
p the Tewple. eaſily withont any labour repulſed all his aſſaults, which he made being on the lower ground, 
and terrified by Engines thoſe that caſt darts at him from the top of the Temple: for he 
uſed all Engines to caſt darts and ſtones, and killed many not onely of his enemies, but alſo 
of them thar were offering ſacrifices. Por although that they were carried headlong. unto x 
all vice, yet they permitted thoſe that would, to offer ſacrifice, watching and diligently 
guarding them of their Nation. For the ſtrangers that came thither tor devotion, were ast 
miſtruſted : yet afterward that they had entreated theſe wicked people to permit them to 
Pe ſacrifice, they when they had done were a prey for them, and conſumed by this ſedition. . 
terinthe * For darts and other ſhot with force of the Engines came into the Temple and Altar, and 
Temple, ſlew the Prieſt at the Altar. And many who came from the uttermoſt parts of the world unto 
that holy place, were flain even as they offered ſacrifice, and (o imbrued the Altar with their 
blood, which all the Greeks and barbarous people did reverence: and ſtrangers and the 
Prieſts being now prophaned, were forced to be amongſt the dead bodies, and the place about 
the Altar ſtood full of blood of men that were ſlain, *O miſerable ciry ! What dicft thou 
« ſuffer at the Romanes hands, to be compared unto this, although they entered wich fire to 
« purge thee from iniquity?For now thou waſt no longer the Houſe of God, neither couldeſt 
<« chou endure being made a Sepulchre of thine inhabitants, and having by thy civill warres 
* made thy holy Temple a grave of dead bodies. Yer maiſt thou once again come into berter 
« eſtate,if firſt chou appeaſe Gods wrath that hath made thee deſolate, But I muſt nor give 
&« placeunto ſorrow, and writea lamentation of my miſerable countrey, ſeeing I have under- 
© taken to writea Hiſtory of all things that paſt there ,Wherefore I will recount the reſidue 
& of the impiety of thele ſeditious,

Titus riding along the high way that went ſtraight ro the 
walls ſaw no man all the way : but turning afide towards the tower Pſephinos with his horſe- 
men, an infinite number preſently iſſued out by the towers of women, at a gate oppoſite to 
Ticusin dan- Helens tombez and brake his rank of horſemen into two parts, and oppoſed themlelves, hin- 
Ker. dring thoſe horſemen that were yet in the high way, to come and joyn with the reſt. that 
had croſt the way,and ſo did fingle out Tit#s accompanied onely with a few men. So he tould 
© no further for the ditch of the town wall on one fide, and for the garden pales on the 
other fide : and there was no hope for him to return unto his ſouldiers,” the enemies being 
between him and home, And many of his ſouldiers not knowing their Generall to be in an y 
danger, but ſuppoſing him to have been amongſt chem ſtill, led away. Titus ſeeing thar he 
had onely his own valour to truſt unto, turned his horſe againſt his enemies, and with a loud 
voice exhorted his followers to do the like,and ſo he brake violently into the midſt of them, 
Tirus Gohrecs DANN £O get Unto his company.It was evident at that time that God giveth the viftory,and 
valiantly with hath a particular care of Kings and Princes and Emperours. For notwithſtanding that an in- 
his cnemic. finite number of darts and arrowes were ſhot at 77tus; and he had no armour at all (for as we 
have already ſaid, he came to eſpy, and not to fight) yet had he not one wound bur all paſt 
him z as though purpoſely every one had ſtriven to have miſt him, Bur Titus with his ſword 
Tirus purreth made way and Cut many upon the face that oppoſed themſelves againſt him, and ſo they fal- 
RES ** ling down, he with his horſe paſt over them. The Iews ſeeing Tiz#s his valour, cried and ex- 
ruras in ſafery horted one another to ſet upon him ; but whitherſoever he turned, the Iews fled, and would 
ro his cavp. qt abide by it : likewiſe thoſe ſouldiers that were in the like danger with him,came of either 
fide him and behind him. For no man had any hope to ſave his lite, but onely by making 
themſelves way with Titus, before they were ſo encloſed and oppreſſed. So, of ewo of the 
moſt valiant.amongſt them one was (lain, and his horſe likewiſe:.the other was flain, and his 
horſe takenby the Iews, And Titus-with the reſt of his followers came (ate into the camp. 
And the Iews getting the firſt victory, raſhly took courage, and that encouragement being 

of moment, made them very confident a long time atter. 


CHAP. III. 


How the Iews did iſſuc out upon the Romanes pitching their Tents. 


CED$O ſoon as the legion that was to paſſe by Ammaus, was joyned to the reſt of the 
fot army that night, Ceſar preſently the next morning removed, and came to SCo- 
pos, where he might perfe&ly view the City and the Temple on the North 
art, where the ground adjoyning unto the City is very low, and is properly cal- 
ah ; ed Scopos, being diſtant ſeven furlongs from the Citie: and there 7Tzt#s com- 
"23 7. ages manded two legions to encamp themſelves, and the fifth legion to retire three furlongs off, 
off rhe city. to the intent that the ſouldiers who were wearied with travelling all night, might entrench 
themſelves without fear or danger; no ſooner had they begun their work, bur preſently the 

tenth legion came, who were to paſſe by Tericho, which 7eſpaſiaz had already ſubdued, and 

had placed their garriſon. This legion was commanded to encamp fix turlongs from Teru- 

(alem, neer mount Olivet, which is oppoſite to the Eaſt part of the City, and is encloled 

with-a deep valley called Cedron. This great and huge army ſo ſuddenly arriving, preſently 

ſtaied the warres within the ciry : and theſe three ſets of ſedicious people beholding with 

The f:4irous admitation the'Romanes camp, became friends, and made agreement amongſt themſelves.

ſelves, they iſſued out of the city, and affaulted the tenth legion, and with a huge cry ſer Law 
upon the Romanes that were entrenching themſelves in the valley. The Romances being [MEM 75ns 
every one appointed to do ſome bufineſle for the furtherance of chat work,and for that c.nle mics. 
the moſt of them having laid down their weapons(for they thought the Jews durſt not have 
made any excurſions, and although they would, that yet they were hindred being at variance 
among themſelves) they were troubled above meaſure, and preſently leaving che work 
B ſomefled ; many arming themſelves to fight, were lain before chey were prepared to reſiſt, 
The multitude of the Jews was daily increaſed, becauſe that at the firſt chey got che upper 
; hand, and notwithſtanding their number was ſmall, yet did chey think themſelves many: and 
ſo did the Romanes think them to be, becauſe of their good fortune, The Romanes who 
were alwaies wont to obſerve military diſcipline and order,at that time by their ſudden aſ- 
ſaulting, were ſo troubled, that they obſerved no order, and fo fled: yet whenſoever they 
turned again upon them that followed them, they eaſily wounded the Jews, partly, becaule Th. jews 
that they were {oecarneſt, that they did not greatly ſeek to defend chemlelves, and alio they driverhe & 
did eafily ſtay the Jews from purſuing them. Yet the number of thern char purſued chem ſtill wt ks 
increaſing, they were alſo more troubled, and ſoar laſt forced to forſake the field, and le.ve 
their tents : and the whole legion had beenin greater danger, had not Titus having preſent 
C news hereof ſpeedily came and ſuccoured them,| and upbraiding their cowardlineſſerecalled 
them from flight, who with them, and the choſen men he brought, encouncring the Tews 
on one fide, he ſlew many of them, and wounded divers, and put the reſt to fight,and forced 
them into the valley. The Iews being now in thelower gronnd, and having endured much 
at the Romanes hands, ſince fortune trowned upon them, turned again, and having the 
valley between them, they tought with the Romanes, And thus the fight continued ill che 
midſt of the day. | | 
Alittle after midday Tieys guarding the reſt with thoſe that he brought to ſuccour them, +4, & 1, &

ro flie into the mountain, But Ttus in the midſt of the fide of the mountain remained alone The Romanes 
having bur a few with him; notwithſtanding his friends, who for the love they bare to their a 
Emperour, ſtaied with him,and abode the danger, did earneſtly perſwade him ro flye from a1d dr ven :0 
the Iews, who deſperately ranne upon their own deaths, and not ro endanger himſelf for ve morncat 
them, who ought rather to abide it then he : And that he ſhould think upon his own eſtate, 
who was not a ſouldier, but Generall of them all, and Lord of the whole world, -and that he 
E ſhould not abide when all others fled o faſt, and in luch danger. But he made as though he 
heard them nor, and oppoſed himſelf againſt chem thar offered to affault him, ſtriking them |. 
upoii the faces, and killed them that made reſiſtance, and he purſued them down the hill, 
and ſo forced them to retire. The Iews amazed at his valour, did not yer flic intothe city, 
but avoided him on both fides,and fled into the valley : then again purſuing them that fled ANG 
from them ; yet Titus crofling them as they wen, hindred their purſuir. In the mean tine zvsinl hs 
thoſe that were encamping themſelves above, ſeeing them beneath put ro A'ght, were dif lew-- 
comfited, and all fled, thinking that they were not able to reſiſt the Tews, and imagining that

For the City could never have been taken by force, if he had finiſhed that wall as ke be- 
gan ir, it being built with ſtones twenty cubirs long, and ten cubirs broad, which could nei- 
ther eaſily be undermined, nor batrered with engines:and this wall was built ten cubits high, 
and nodoubt had been raiſed high:r, had not his liberality who began this building been 
hindred. Yer 2gain by the Jews irduſtry the ſame wall was raiſed wwenty cubirs hizh,the 
butlements hereof were two cubirs high, and the tower three cubits,and in all it was twenty 
four cubirs high, as before. Uponthe wall were three towers twenty cubits broad, and 

The third wall tyenty cubits high, built four-ſquare very ſtrongly, and was builded of as firm a foundstion 
had go.comers. ... the wall it ſelf, which for the buildingand fair ſtone was not inferiour to the Temple 
Pſcphina was - Þ9Ve.

Notwirhftanding theſe three rowers were of ſuch height, yet by reaſon of their ſicuation 
they ſeemed far higher :: for the old wall whereupon they were built was placed upon high 
ground,and the top of the hill whereupon they ſtood was above thirty cubits high, whereby 
their height was much increaſed, [The greatneſle alſo was admirable z for it was not ordi- # 
nary ſtone, which men might bear, ' bur all white marble, whereof every ſtone was twenty C IJ 
cubirs long, and ten cubirs broad, and five cubirs thick, and they were ſo coupled one ro a- þ 
nother,that every ſtone by it ſelf ſeemed a tower, & ſo cunningly conjoyned by workmens The Kings _-— 
hands, that every tower ſcemed one ſtone. And theſe were placed on the North (ide of the 
City z: and adjoyning xo them within the City, was fituate rhe Kings Palace, ſurpaſſing all 
D *barcan be ſpoken of it: | which for greatneſle and excellent work may be compared to all 
that were in the world. It was compaſſed about with a wall thirty cubits high, and adorned 
with goodly xowers round about, every one of like diſtance from other, beautificd;with 
dwelling houſcs and lodgings for a hundred of the Nobility, The variety of che marble ir 
was built withal, was admirable, for all ſorts being there uſed that were never ſo rarc to be 
found: and the tops of” theſe houſes for the length of the beams and the beauty thereof 
paſſed all credit ; and the multitude of rooms, and diverſity of buildings, all filled and 
adorned with houſhold ſtuffe and furniture. And inevery room there were many veſſels 
of gold and filver,and many porches round about, one anſwerable unto anorher, and pillars 
inevery one, Andchere were many pleaſant walks repleniſhed with divers crees,and many 
E walking places,or allies, all beſet with conduits that ſpouted up watcr on high, and ciſterns 
full ot brazen images, from which ran out water, and about the water many dave-houſes 
full oframe pigeons, Bur it is impoſſible ſufficiently to declare the riches and beauty oftne 
| Kings Palace ; anda gricf co think what goodly things, and how rich,the theeves did there |,1;.cpmac 
ſet on fire: for theſethings werenot burnc by the Romanes, but by the ſeditious theeves by the cheev-* 
(as is before.ſaid) at the beginning of this rebellion, who conſumed all with fi. e,cven from 24 rebel, 
the Caſtle Antonia from whence the fire came , and deſtroyed: the Kings Palace, and the 
covers and tops ofthe three rowers, The Temple was, as is before ſaid, built upone hard 
mountain, and at the firſt, the Plain upon therop thereof was ſcarcely big cnough to con- - 
rain itand the Temple yard, the bill being very ſteep.

The building was anſwerable unto theſe foundations. For alſthe porches were double, 
and every one was ſupported þy pillars, each of them being five and twenty cubirs bigh,and 
all of one piece and of white marble: the top whereof was all of Cedar, whoſe natural beau- 
ty for the good cqnjoyning of this wood and poliſhing thereof, did afoniſh all that beheld 
it, beitg adorned neither with painting nor carved works. Theſeporches were” thirty cu«- 
bits broad : and the compaſſe of them altogether, with rhe fort of Antonia, was fix furlongs, 
All the ground whereon ſtood no building, was curiouſly wrought and paved with: all forts te. 
of ſtones, The way to the ſecond Traps was all incloſed with ſtones of lattice wotk, which 
were three cubits high, and moſt beautifully wrought along - in which place alſo were placed 
certain pillars equally diſtant one from another, to ſhew the law of purification ,-fornebeing 
written upon in Latine letters, other ſome in Greek, tor bidding all ſtrangers'to enter into 
the holy place : for the ſecond Temple is called the holy place. To go untothe ſecondfrom 
the firſt, one muſt paſſe up fourteen ſtairs, and it was fourſquare aloft, and encloſed witha 
wall by it ſelf, whoſe outſide being fourty cubits high, was all covered with ſtairs to aſcend 
up unto it; and within, it was five and twenty cubits high:for all the part of the inner” ſide 
was unſeen, becauſe it was built on the deſcent of a hill. After the fourteen ſtairs there was 
4 Plain made levell with the wall of three hundreth cubits : from thence paſſed on five other 
ſtairs which lead unto the gates, whereof on the North fide and the South there were eight, 
four on each fide, and two on the Eaſt. For it was neceſſary that there ſhould be a peculiar 
place for women to exerciſe their devotion in, which alſo was encloſed witha wall. And {oir, 
was neceſſary there ſhould be twodoors: and againſt the firſt gare there was oppoſite unto ic 
one gate on the North fide, and another on the South, both ſeparated from thereſt, where- 
by one entred the place allotted for women ; for it was not lawtfull for any to paſle by any 0- 


..." ther gate unto the women, neither could they go beyond their own door, becauſe of the 


wall: far that place was common both to the women of that nation, alſo coall ſtrange wo- 
men that came for religion ſake. There was no gate on the Weſt part, but a wall that reach- 
eth all along in that place. Between the gates were porches oppoſite one againſt another, 
_— from the wall unto the treaſure houſe, ſupported with great and goodly pillars, be- 
ing as plain,and fully as big as they below, The gate were covered with gold and filyer, as 
alſo the poſts and foreparts thereof were, one onely excepted that was covered with Corin- 
thian braſſe, far ſurpaſſing in beauty the other that were covered with filver and gold, In e- 
very gate there were two doors, each one thirty cubits high, and fifteen cubirs broad » and 
after the entrance where they were made larger, every one had on each fide ſeats thirty cu- 
bits long, and large like a tower, and fourty cubirs high, each one fupported with twopillars 
twelve cubirs thick. And all other gates were of like greatnele; but that which was cover- 
ed with Corinthian brafle, which was the entrance into the place allotted for the women, 
and opened into the Eaſt gate of the Temple, doubtleſle vvas bigger then the reſt : for ic L 
vvas fifty cubits high (the gates vyhereof yvere fourty cubits) and vyas more richly adorned 
then the reſt:for the cover of gold and filver vvas thicker then it vas in thereſt;yvhich A4- 
lexander Tiberius his father had melted,to cover all the nine gates. And there vvere 15. ſtairs, 
that vvent from the vvall rhacſeparated the vvomen, unto the great gate of the Temple: 
for theſe ſtairs vvere ſhorter by five degrees, then thoſe that vvent to other gates. The Tem- 
ple it (elf vvas ſituared in the midſt of all,to vvit,the holy Sanctuary,and had tyvelve ſtairs to 
20 unto it, The forepart vyhereof vvas in height and breadth a hundreth cubits - and behind, 
it was fourty cubits outright: and before it,yvas as it vvere tvvo ſhoulders on each fideriſing 
vp in height ryventycubits. The firſt gates hereof vyas ſeventy cubirs high, and twenty five 
wide, and had no door : for it fignified that heaven was ſpread all over, and might be ſeen in 
every place: and all the foreparts were gilded with gold, and all the firſt building did ap- 
pear and might be ſeen without, and all that yvas vvithin and abour the gate gliſtered vvith 
gold. Theinner part thereof vyas divided into tyvo rooms, yyhereof onely the firſt room 
might be ſeen, vyhich vyas in height fourſcore and ten cubirs, and in length fourty, and in 
breadth tyventy. The inner gate vvas(as is already ſaid)all gilded wvith Gold, and all the vvyall 
about it, and above it : it hada golden vine, whereon were/hanging cluſters of Grapes all of 
gold, every cluſter being as long as a man is high. And becauſe the height was (celed above,

The inner part of the Temple contained 20. cubits which alſo was ſepa- 

rated from the other part by a vail, and nothing was withia it: and this place was the holy cf 

holics, & no man might enter, look into it, nor violate the ſame.On each fide of the lower 

Temple,there were many lodgings and doors to paſle into, every one of them having three 

roofs one above another z and there was a gate which led unto both fides of the Temple, 

and unto theſe rooms: but the higher part of the Temple had not the like rooms on each 

fide, and therefore it was made ſo much narrower then the other, yer was it higitcr then ir 

by 40, cubics,neither was it ſo gorgious as the lower.

The top hereof was all ſet full of rods of 

gold, very ſharpe at the upper end like pikes, leſt the birds ſhould come and fit thereon, and 

ſo defile it : many ſtones wherewithall it was built; were 45.cubits large,5. cifbirs in length, 

and 6, cubirs broad.Before the Temple there ſtood an'Altar 15.cubits bigh,being 42 cubits 

broad, and as many long, and four ſquare, having corners made like horns. The way co this 

Altar was on the South fide,where it by little and little mounted from below even unto the 

Altar. This Altar was builded without Iron, and never Iron did touch it. The Temp'e and 

the Alcar were encloſed with ſtone work, beautiful to behold, which was a cubit high, ſe- 

parating the people from the Prieſts. Thoſe chat were tronbled with a flux of their ſeed,and 

Lepers were expulſed out of the City ; and women alſo having their monerhly courſes,and 

thoſe thar were not unclean, might paſle this foreſaid limit. Likewiſe men that were nor 

purified, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple z and thoſe that were, might 

not come among the Prieſts : thoſe alſo that deſcended from the line of the Prieſts, and 

for blindneſſe did not adminiſter their funion, were nor withſtanding admitted into the 

place appointed for the reſt of the Prieſts that were ſound, and had a ſhare as they hady yet 

did they go artired as lay-men, for onely he that did ſacrifice, might weare Prieſtly at- 

tire, | ;

Upon his head he wore a'miter of 
garment.,, fjſk, which was crowned with Hyacinth:and aloft of it was another Crown of gold;wherin 
was engraven ſacred letters, to wir,the four vowels, He did nor alwayes uſe this garment, 
but another moſt commonly not ſo getgeous - this he uſed when heentred intothe Sanuu- 
atie, which he did onely once every year alone, none elſe going with him, upon which day 
all che nation was wont to faſt. But we will hereafcer ſpeak more atlarge of the Ciry and 
Temple, the laws and cuſtomes, the ordinances and obſervations , for cheſe things cannox 
The deferion. Be briefly declared. The Caſtle Antonia was ficuate in a corner of therwo potches of the 
on of Anccaie, firſt remple, which looked unto the Welt, and the Nonth : and it was built upon a rock'of 
ſtone of fifty cubits high, which on every fide was inacceſſible : this firſt was built by king 
Herod, to ſhew the greamnefſe and magnificence of his mind. For firſt of all the rock at the 
foot thereof was all covered with thin and ſlender ſtones like ſlates. Which did both adorn 
it, and would alſo caſily ſlide down if atty one walked upon theo. Before the battlements 
of the fort there was a wall three cubits high, within which the Caſtle Antonia was buile | 
4. cubits high, being within all furniſhed and contrived like the Palace of a king, having all 
kind of houſcs of office, and other neceffary rooms. For there were porches, bathes, and 
large hals, co place tents in: fo that for all convenient roomes and places it ſcemed to be a 
Anionia nor City,and for the magrificence thereof a kings Palace, In ourward faſhion it was built like 
' muchunlike a a tower, and invironed about with fotir other cowers,at every comer one, whereof they that 
City. were on the South and Eaſt fide were 70 cubits high, the orher two were onely 50. So our 
of theſe two higheſt, one might have perfe& view of the whole Temple. Where it joyncd 
ro the porches of the Temple, there was on either fide of; it a pair of ſtairs for the ſonldiers 
ro come down ont of it into the Temple, For alwayes the Romane fouldiers lodged there, 
—_— the Temple in armour upon feſtival dayes, leſt che people ſhould arrempr any 
rebellion or ſedition. For the Tetiple was a Caſile to keep the rown in awe, and the Ca- K 
file Antonia to overthrow che Temple : there alſo were placed the ſouldiers : likewiſe in 
Heyods Palace, which ſetved for a caſtle over che higher part of che Ciry. The hill Bezcrha 
was divided fram the City, as is before mentioned : which being the higheſt of all, was 
= co part of the new ciry, which did obſcure the view of the Temple onthe North 
fide. And thous I have here ſpoket ſufficiently of the City,and the wall in this place,becauſe 
we mean hereafter ro deſcribe them more at latge.

CHAP. VII. 


How the Fews refuſed te yeeld, bow they aſſanited the Ronoans. 


19000.follov Sar He moſt warlike of all the people joyned wich Sim, being in number ten thou- 
| ſand, beſide the Idumeans : and thoſe tenthouſand had 5 0 Caprains of their own 
fellows, yer all ſubje& unto Simen, The Idumezans that took his part were five 
thouſand, and had ten Captains, the chief of whom were Facob the ſon of Sofas, and Simmer, 
the ſon of Cathla. And Fohn, who kept the Temple,had fix thouſand armed men, over 
whom were twenty Captains: and then came umo him two thouſand of the zcalous, 
and four hundred, who before had followed Zledr and Simon, the ſon of 1airus. So theſe 1 
warring one againſt another, the people was their boory, andche mnulcirude that were nor 
Simons campe ſeditious as they wereywas their prey. Simon keptthe higher parc of che City, and the gres- 
agun(t John. ter wall even unto Cedron ; and all that part of the otd wall whichis berwcean Siloa, and the 
Palace of Monoba7us, who was King of Adiabena, that lieth beyoad the river Euphrates : he 
alſo kept ll the hill Acra (which isthe lower part of the City)unco Helens Palace, who 
was Menoba7ss his mother, But Fohy kept all the Temple and the ſpace about ir, Ophla, 
and the valley Cedrom:and that which was between theſe two places which Simon and 10h» 
kept, was all conſumed with fire, and made a place to fight in. For although the Romans 
tents were pitched nearuntothe walls of the City, yer did not this (edition ceaſc 4 bur ba- 
ving recovered ſome ſecurity a while at the Romanes firſt coming, preſently they returned 
unto their former wont. And dividing themſelves again, every man fought for his own

places, miſtruſted Simon: (o they forgetting their old quarrel, joyned all cogether, and refiſted the 
The ſedirious Romanes, and guarding the walls round , they caſt much fire ypon the Engines of the Ro- 
es, manes,and againſt thoſe that did rule them; and threw darts againſt them wjthour intermit: 
and diſcords fion:and the boldeſt amongſt them in great companies leapt dawn, & deſtrqied that where- H 
joyn in one. © \vith the engines were covered, , and aflaulted thoſe that ſtood to defend themy and ſo did 
the Romanes much harm, by reaſon of their deſperate boldneſſe, more then by their skill, 
Titxs was ſtill at hand to ſuccour them that ſiqod in need: and: placing honſemen -and 
Archers about the engines, he repulſed the Jews who came to caſt fire, and reprefled them 
that caſt darts, and ſhot arrows from the tawers, and fo gave the rams time and opportanity 
The ramme £0 beat the wals. Yet for all this the wall was not ſhaken with rams,ſfave onely that the ram of 
ſhaketh a cor- the fifth legion did ſhake the corner of a tower z but yet the wall ſtood firm, and was nor 
ner of a rower, harmed by the ſhaking of the tower:for it was far higher then the wall,and fo could not draw 
down any part of the wall as it fell. Sq ſoon ag they had a while ceafed from excurſions, they 
perceived that all the Romanes were buſied in one labour or other, and fo diſperſed all ever 
che camp, thinking that the Iews far fear durſt come ng mare, The Jews 3ll ſecretly iſfned Þ 
out of the gate by the tower Hippicos, and caft fire ypon the works, and couragiquſly made 
incurſion upon the Romanes even unto the rampire of their camp. The Romanes ſeeing 
what danger might enſue, preſently aſſembling themſelves, both they that were neer, and 
thoſe that were far off, The diſcipline of the Romanes overcame the fury of the Jews : and 
putting foole to flight that firſt mer them, they aſſaulted thoſe that oppofed themſelves a- 
gainſt them afterward. So there began a grieyous battell about the engines; the Tews Rtri- | 


ing to fire them, and the Romanes fighting to hinder them ; and a doubefull cry. was raifed 
on both parts, and many in the forefront wereflain on both ſides. Bu the Jews audacity gos

Titus underſtanding the matter, cauſed the truth thereaf'to be preſently proclaimed thorow-

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A Thelews valiantly bearing and induring all other dangers, were fore troubled by reaſon of www 
theſe towers which Titus had erected z for they were ſlain and wounded from thence with 7% fer of ths 
ſmall engine ſhot, darts and arrows z neither could they build themſelves any fo high, nor rk 2 
was there any hope to deſtroy them: for neither could they be thrown down for their Naiwiy,72, 
vveight, nor fired, becauſe they vvere covered vvith Iron: and lo they flying our of the reach vg 
of the ſhot, did not ſeek to hinder the ram from battering their vvalls ; vyhich never ceaſing _ | 
at laſt iled ſomewhat, So the great ram, which the Iews called Nicon, becauſe it over- ng wy 
came all, at laſt battered the wall; and the Iews being weary with fighting, tor that they hiad the Romdnes 
watched all the night before, for ſloth, or elſe-becauſe they perſwaded themſelves that the 84 ram. 
B gall was ſuperfluous, they having two more befideit, they all forſook their quarters, and re- 
tired themſelves unto the ſecond wall; and the Romanes entred the firſt, that the ram cal- 
led Nicon had battered. Then the Romanes that had paſſed and entred the firſt wall, went The Romants 
and opened the gates and ler in the whole army. Having thus gotten the wall the ſeventh &"* GY 
day of May, they deſtroyed the greateſt part thereof z and alſo the North fide of the City 
which before Ceſtius had waſted. 
Titus removed his camp trom thence, and went unto the place called the Aſſyrians 
camp, and ſeized upon all between that and Cedron; and being without the ſhot of an atrow 
from the ſecond wall, he began again to aſſault ic. Then the Iews dividing the wall berwixt 
C them to defend each others part, they reſiſted moſt valiancly. And Fohn and his partakers de- 
fended all Antonia, and the North part of the Temple from Alexanders tomb: and Simon TEM. 
defended all from Fohns tomb unto the gate by the tower Hippicos, ' And many times ifſu- the Romances. 
ing out ar the gates,they fought hand to hand with the enemy, being alwaies repulſed by the _ wo 
diſcipline of the Romanes, onely for want of knowledg in warlike affairs ; and ftill in all _ 
fights upon the wall they got the beſt : for the Romanes were aſſiſted by fortune »nd knoyw- 
ledge, and the Tews with deſperate boldnefle which came of fear ; for they are of ſtout coy- 
rage in adverſity, Moreover, the lews were moved to fight, in hope that way to ſave their 
own lives: and the Romanes to get a ſpeedy conquelt. Neither party ws weary, neither 
did they ever ceaſe from afſaulcing one another: all the day long the Iews in whole compa- 
D nies made excurſions againſt the Romanes, and they omitted no kind of fight, beginning 
ar Sun-riſe, and continuing all night long, farre more terrible to them both then in all the 
day before: the Iews feared leſt that the Romanes ſhould get the wall; and the'Romanes 
likewiſe miſdreaded that the Tews ſhould invade their camp,” Thus till all night long being 
armed, early in the morning they were prepared again to fight, The Tews aid one ſtrive with 
another who ſhould undergo the moſt danger, and fo deſerve his Captains favour. Simons -*** 
followers did greatly reverence and fear him, inſomuch as if he ſhonld have 'colnmanded 
any of them to have killed himſelf, he would preſently have done it. The Romanes were ,,, , _ 
encouraged to fight, by their wont and cuſtome in getting the victory, and that they were of the Komars 
not wont to be overcom: again, their frequent and daily warres and continuall exerciſes, © conquer, 
g and large dominions gave the like courage, and eſpecially Titus their Generall ſtil] preſent, 
inall their affairs greatly ſtirred them forward : for every one thought it a hainous crime to 
' be acoward in the preſence of ſuch a Captain as Cſar was: + himſelf beholding and 
looking on, who alſo was a witnefle of their deeds that behaved chemſelyes valiancly, would 
reward every man for his yalour: beſide that, ir was advantage tobe eaſily known unto the 
Prince for a valiant man : ſo that many of them ſhewed thar their alacrity was farre greater 
then their ſtrength. Ac this time Longinus one of the horſemen coming out of the Roman 
army, preſled into the midſt of the Iews forces, and caſting them down that ſtood in his Looginus 
way, by this violence he flew two of the ſtrongeſt of the enemies amongſt them, ſtriking IE. 
one of them over the face, and laying the other with his own dart he took from him * wh cyc tems army 
p {or this deed was greatly honoured, having broken thorow a ſtrong army of the Tews, that ad diſtuc- 
were placed before the walls, and caſt darts at him on either fide. Many of the Romates by ** + 
this his example were inticed to do the like. The Iews now pp not what they ſuffered, 
bur onely deviſed which way to harm their enemy ; nothing eſteeming death, ſo that they 
might kill ſome one of theRomanes, But Titus had as much care to preſerve his ſouldiers, 
as he had to get the victory z affirming theſe raſh aſſaults to proceed of deſperation: and that 
onely was to be accounted for vertne, when one did warily not indanger himlelf to atchieve 
any worthy aRion, and willed them rather to ſhew themſelves men where there was no 
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ty of Chriſt, 7. How Caſtor the Few derided Romanes. 
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«* Hen Titus commanded the ram to be ſet up againſt the rower on the North part on 
the City, wherein a crafty and politike Tew accompanied with ten men had hid him-

f ſelf, all the reſt being fled: this Jew was named Caffor, Theſe men baving lien till 
= polite . while there in their armour, at laſt being afraid,and the tower beginning to ſhake,they ſtart 
; up - and Co ſtretching forth his hand, did as it were humbly crave favour at Ceſars hands, 
and with a lamentable voice beſought him to ſpare him, Titzs leeing' the mans ſimplicicy, as FT 
he thought, and penny himſelf that the Jews did now repent them of their enterprize, 
he cauſed the ram to ceaſe from battery, and the archers to hold their hands; and withall per- 
mitted Caſtor to ſpeak his pleaſure. Caſtor ſaid, that he deſired rocome and make a league of 
peace. And Titus anſwered, that he would grant it, ifſo beall the reſt would do ſo like- 
wiſe, and that he would preſently confirm a league of peace berween him and the city, Five 
of Caſtors fellows ſeemed to be willing, and to requeſt rhelike 5 but the other five counter- 
feited to withſtand them, crying our aloud, that they would never be ſlaves to the Romanes, 
ſeeing they might die in liberty. Whileſt Caſtor and his fellows were debating the matter, 
the battery ceaſed. In the mean time Ca#tor privily ſent word unto Simon,willing him whileſt 
the battery ceaſed, to deliberate what was expedient to be done in this neceſſity : for he a 
while would deceive the Romane Emperour,and hold him in ſuſpence. And in the mean time T 
he ſeemed to exhort his companions,that denied to embrace the kind offer of Titus : and they 
as it were angry hereat, drew their {words and ſtroke upon their corſlets; and chey fo ſtrick- 
en ſeemed to fall down, as though they had been ſlain. Ti#»s and his ſouldiers were amazed ac 
this their obſtinacy , for being on the lower ground, they could not well perceive what was 
done : and ſo they wondred at their deſperation, and alſo pitied their calamity. Ac this time 
one ſtruck Caſtor in the buttock with a dart,and Caftoy pulling it our of his fleſh, ſhewed ir 
unto the Emperour; and complained of it, as being injured. Titus preſently with ſharp 
- words corrected him that ſhot it, and forthwith would have ſent Foſeph ro promiſe Caſtor 
pardon and peace. ,But Foſeph denied'to go,affirming that Caſtor onely diſſembled,and ſo hin- 
dered his friends that would have gone. Art laſt one Aeneas,who had fled unto the Romans, 
offered himſelf rogo. Caſtor invicedhim, as though he would give him ſomething in token 
of his true meaning. Then Aeneas opened the skirt of his garment, thinking Caffor would 
have caſt him down ſomething of worth ; and when he came underneath the rower, Caſtor 
took a great ſtone and threw it down upon him z yet hurt him not, becauſe he was aware 
Marcy in wars of it, and avoided the ſtone 3 bur it wounded another ſouldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar 
hurefull, conſidering this deceit, began to think that piety and mercy in wars. was hurttu), and thar 
cruelty was not ſo eaſily deceived, and (o being very angry ac this deceit, he cauſed the wall 
to be 2k with the ram more then before. Caſtor and his fellows perceiving the tower to 
ſhake, they ſer it on fire, and ſo paſſed thorow the flame, and conveighed themſelves into a 
mine of the tower ; ſo that again the Romanes admired their courage, thinking that they 
had burned themſelves. 
Titus aſſaulting the wall on his part, took it five daies after that he had taken the firſt; and 
: cauſing the Jews to fly from thence, he accompanied with a thouſand choſen men about 
Lf. rar him, entred in where the woolmen, and copper-{miths, and merchaat-tailours dwelc, which 
wall, place was the new city,having onely narrow and ſtreight waies to-go unto the wall, And had 
he preſently beaten down a great part of the wall, or according co the laws of arms deſtroyed 
what he had gotten, he had obtained the victory without any loſſe on his fide. Yet now 
hoping the Iews would yeeld, ſeeing that if he pleaſed he might take them by togce, he gave | 
the more ample and eafie paſſage to retire: for he did not think that they whoſe . good he 
ſought, would have been traicors unto him. |

higher gates, began a batrell ; wherewith the watch men being ſore troubled,fAled from the dy ena] 
wall, and forlaking the towers, they retired themſelves into the camp, The Romane ſoul- *y for cowar- 
diers within the city cryed out, becauſe they were incloſed with! enemies, the gates being 7; rome, 
ſhut, and aflanlted without, by choſe who apprehended their companions to be in great dan- aredriven ouc 
ger. The number of che Tews encreafing, and prevailing, for tha: they knew the waies and Y + 1645. 
turnings of the ſtreets, many of the Romanes were lain, and violently born down, when 
they offered to refiſt in thar neceſſity: for a multitude together could nor Alye,by reaſon of 
the narrowneſle of the ſtreets, that went unto the wall : and all that entred into the city had 
been ſlain, had not Titus ſuccoured them. For placing at the beginning of every ftreet ar- 
chers, and himſelf being where moſt need was, he (o did drive away the lews with darts and 
arrows : and with him Domitins Sabines, whoin that fight was proved a ſtout warriour ; who 
ſo long continued beating the Tews with arrows,till all che ſouldiers were eſcaped away, —rThe tews cx. 
Thus the Romanes having got the ſecond wall, were beaten from ir again : And the citi- rage cn:1ca- 
zens fit for war, were herear encouraged, and were drunken with this good fortune, think- ** 
ing that now the Romanes durſt no more offer to come into the city, ahd thac they could 
C notbe overcome, if they did arm themſelves to fight. For God, becauſe of their iniquity 
had darkned their underſtanding, ſo that they never . conſidered that the Romane forces 
- were farre greater then they that were overcome, nor the famine that preſently inſued: for as 
yet they lived upon the deſtruction of the people, and drank the blood of acitie: bur the 
ood did even now ſuffer famine, and many of them had already periſhed for want of food : The people fn 
yet the ſeditious did rejoyce at the death of the Citizens, as though thereby they were eaſed ey = 
of a great burthen, onely deſiring their lives that bare rebellious mindes, and would joyn with gt. TOO” 
them againſt the Romanes, rejoycing at the death of the reſt, as free from a heavy clogge : 
and this was the affection they bare unto their Citizens. And ſo they armed themſelves 
and reſiſted the Romanes, who now again did attempt to enter che breach: and they 
threw down ſtones and part of the wall upon them as they came up, and ſodrave them back 
D again, and valiantly refiſted them for three daies. Bur the fourth day they were not able to cus -nce 
withſtand Titus his afſaulr,bur were forced to retire,as before: and he having gotten the wall, more ganerh 
deſtroyed all the North part thereof, and placed a garriſon in the towers and fortreſſes of the _

The Romanes Zealous hindred them that made the mounts over againſt Antonia: who nor onely did fight H 


REES with the advantage of the higher ground, but alſo had now learned the uſe of engines : for 

the lews.  continuall uſe by lictle-and little made them skilfull, and they had 3co engines called Bali- 
ſtaes: and 4o engines to caſt ſtones, wherewith they greatly annoyed the Romanes, and hin- 
dred them from their work. 

Titus, foreknowing that fortune would favour him, and that the city was like to periſh, ha- 
ſted totake it, never ceaſing toperſwade the Tews to yeild: and with his deeds he joyned 
counſell. For he knew that many times words prevail more then violence of arms, and ex- 
horted them toſave themſelves, and yeild the city unto him: and rold them of Foſeph, how 

Tirus bounty that he ſhould make a ſpeech untothemin their own language, for he hoped that they would, 
Jews. hear their owncountreymen, 

Then Joſeph,going about the City without the danger of ſhot ,cried unto them to ſpare themſelves, 
loſephs Ora- the city, the Temple, the people, and not become more heard-hearted ants them then ſtrangers were. 
rion tothe For the Romanes did reverence the holy places, notwithſtanding they had no ſociety, or portion 

' in them; and how even till this day they had abſtained from violating them : and they who were 
nowriſht with them, and might onely ſave them, did wilfully cauſe their deſtruttion: and bad them 
conſider that their ſtrongeſt walls were battered down; and onely now the weaker remaining unbat- 
tered, he willed them to conſider, how they were not able to withſtand the Romanes forces. And 
that it was no news to the Þews, nor e, to be ſubjet# unto the Romanes, For althoughit be 
a good and commendable thing, to fight for liberty, yet that was to be done inthe beginning : for 
he that was once ſubject, would rebell, having 4 long time lived under the obcdience of the 
Romanes, ſeemed rather tobe deſirous of a ſhamefull death then a lover of liberty. Moreover, 


that they ſhould diſdain to be ſubjefF unto baſe people , and not unto them whom the whole world K 
Ww 


obeyed, For (ſaid he) what place have not the Romanes that may be inhabited ? . Nay them- 
ſelves might perceive how fortune did ſtill favour them : and that God who guided the Empire 
Forruneand 70 be placed #1) all parts , was nonfin-Ttaly. Alſo that even by the law of nature, as well by the 
Romanes, example of beaſts as men,we are taught to give place unto them that are ſtronger then our ſelves, 
and be contemtedthat they ſhould get the vittory that are walianteſt in arms, And this (quoth he) 
was the cauſe that your anceſtors, who were farre more ſtrong and politike then you, and. had better 
means toreſiſt ; yet did they ſubmit themſelves unto the Romanes: which if God had not been 
pleaſed withall, he would never have permitted them to have done, And how could they hope to 
Famine in the 7eſſt, ſeeing the city was as it were already taken * And that the Citizens ſuppoſing their walls 
Ciry, were whole, yet were they all deſtroied, For the Romanes well knew what famine was amongſt 
them, and how it did every day waſte the people, and would alſo in ſhort time deſtroy the warri- 
ours amongſt them. For ſuppoſe that the Romanes would ceaſe, and wot beſiege the city, nor offer 
with drawn ſwords to aſſault it: yet ts there a civill warre within the City, whichthe Fews can- 
not overcome or avert, it every day increaſing : except they would alſo fight againſt hunger, 
and they alone overcome adverſe fortune. Further, he added, that it was 1 before intolera- 
ble calamities, befell them, to change their opinion, and whileſt they have time, to be connſelled by 
good advice ; and that the Romanes would not youy them ya that which was already paſ#, except 
they per fire obſtinate even unto the end. For they are (quoth he) kind, courteous, and gentle 
to their ſubjetts, and do preferre their commodity before revenge, And they thought 
it advantage to have the City, and the cauntrey inhabited, therefore the Emperonr 
world make a league of peace with them: but if he took the City by force, he would 
not ſpare one , F/ ecially ſeeing that they were willed c for to ſave themſelves, and yet in 
their greateſt nece fy refuſed to obey him, Likewiſe he told them that the third wall would alſo be 
taken very ſhortly, . as well they might perceive by the two walls: ard ſuppoſe that the City 
was inexpugnable, yet the famine would cauſe it to be yeilded into the Romanes hands in deſpite 


of them. 
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A As Fuſeph did thus adviſe them, many ſtanding upon the walls did rail againſt him; many Tur 
upbraided him, and others ſhor at him. Foſeph ſeeing he could not avert them f.om their im- 7h vw of the 
minent calamities, recounted unto them all their own Hiſtories making for his purpoſe. «0 I;

And whoſoever was yet ſtrong of body, and well liking, him The argument 

they preſently killed ;. tor hereby they deemed him to have ſtare of food, or elſe he ſhould of tore of 

not have binin ſo good plight of bodice as he was, And they that were pined with famine, **** 

were by theſe barbarous ſeditious people ſlain, whoeſteemed it no offence to kill them, who 

would ſhortlie after die though they were left alive. Manie both rich & poor ſecretlie exchan- 

ged all that they had for one buſhel of corn, and preſentlie ſhutting themſelves in the ſe- 

creteſt room of their houſe, ſome of them did eat the corn as it was,unground : others, made 

bread thereof as neceſſitie and fear required. No man in the whole Citie ſate down to eat 

his meat on a table, but greedilie caking it not boiled from the fire, they even raw as it was 

did eat it. _ 

Moſt miſerable was this maner of living, and aſpe&acle which none without teares was a miſcravie 
able to behold ; for the ſtrongeſt ſtill got che moſt, and the weakeſt bewailed their miſerie; kind of living 
for now famine was the grogeelt calamitie they indured, And nothing doth arm men more 74.2 8+ 
then ſhame; for during this famine, no reverence was had toyvards any man: for vvives took compativn 
the meat even out of their husbands mouths, and children from their Parents,, and mothiers 
even from their infants, which was the moſt lamentable 196, of all, No body had now any 
compaſhon,neither did they ſpare their deareſt infants, but ſuffered them to periſh evenin 
their armes,taking from them the very drops of life, Yet could they not eat thus in ſach ſe- , 
crecie,but preſently ſome came to take away from them that whereon they fed. Forifin an

Now if any oge had prevented theſe theeves, and eaten their meat before they could 
come at them, then they were more cruel ; and che other, ſo. much more tyrangouſly hand- 
ſed, as having committed ſome greater offence againſt them, They alſo deviſed. moſt bar- 
barous and cruel torments to extort food from others: for they thruſt ſticks or fuch ke into 
rhe cavity of mens yards,and ſharp thornie rods into their fandaments: and it is 'abominable

their nation. They overthrew the City, and forced the Romanes (though againſt their 
wills) to accept of this ſorrowful and heavy vitory, and almoſt drew the fire into the Tem- 
ple, as though it ſtayed from it roo long. Neither did they weep orlament,when they ſaw 
the higher part of the City on fire ; but many among the Romanes did with ſorrow behold 
that ſight which we will ſpeak of hereafter, where we will deſcribe the event of that bufi- 
neſle.

on every ſide the Jews upon the wall caſt an infinite number of darts at him,and rowld down 
upon him huge ſtones, which did ſtrike down ſome of the eleven that followed him. But 
$abinus,meering the darts and peſtering arrows, yet did not remit his force, till ſuch time as 
he had gotten to the top of the wall, and put the enemies to flight : who terrified with his H 
Airengrh and courage, and indeed thinking that more had come up after him,fled. Wherein, 
who may not juſtly blame Fortune, and accuſe herzas envying at vertuous As ? For this 
man failed not of his purpoſe, yet was he ſtricken with a ſtone, and thrown down flat upon his 
face moſt violently with a great noiſe: ſo that now the Jews ſeeing him alone, and lying on 
the ground,returned again, and ſhot at him on every fide: and he kneeling upon his knees, 
and covered himſelf with his ſhield, did firſt of all revenge himſelf upon his enemies, and 
wounded many that came neer him,till with wounding then, he was ſo weary, that he could 
ſtrike no longer ; and ſo at laſt, was ſlain with arrows : A man, who for his valour deſerved 
better fortune,and died as valiantly as his enterprize was couragious. Thoſe that were left of 
his company, having almoſt gotten tothe top of the wall, were ſlain wich ſtones, and the reſt 
being wounded, were carried into the camp. And this was done the third day of Tuly. I 


CHAP. II. 


How the Romanes aſſaulted Antonia, and how they were driven back from 
thence by the Fewes, 


Wo dayes after, twentie of the watchmen which guarded the Mounts, two horſe- 
| men,and one trumpeter, gathered themſelves together : and about the ninth houre 
of the night, they came by the ruines into Antonia without any reſiſtance : and 
finding the firſt Watchmen afleep, they flew them and got the wall, and commanded the 
trumpeter to ſound ; by which ſound che reſt of the Watchmen were awaked, and fled for K 
fear,before they ſaw what company of the Romans was gotten upon the wall: and the ſound 


of the Trumpet perſwaded them, that a great mulcicude of enemies were come yp the wall, 


Ceſar,hearing the ſound of the trumpet,preſencly armed his Tofildiers; and accompanied with 
his chief Captains, and a company of choſen men, he aſcended the wall. The Jewes fled | 
into the inner Temple, and the Romans alſo brake in amongſt them by the myne that Fokn 
had made to deſtroy the mounts of the Romans. And the followers both of Fohn and Simon 
did couragiouſly drive them back - for they thought ic the uccer raine of all that the Romans 
were now gotten into the holy place, which indeed was the beginning of their victory. So 
they began a ſore fight,even in the very entrance, the Romans ſtriving to get the inner Tem- 
ple,and the Jews endeavouring to beat them back rowards Antonia. And now arrows, darts, 


and ſpears, nothing availed either part, but they both fought ir out at handy blows with 


ſwords: and in that conflict no man could diſcern on which fide any one fought; for the ſoul- 
diers on both parts were mingled together, and for the ſtraightneſſe of the place, could not 
keep their rooms : for there was ſuch a noiſe that no man could hear one another, and many 
were {lain on both parts: and the dead bodies of thoſe that wereflain on both parts: and the 
dead bodies of thoſe that were ſlain,and their weapons falling with them,did hurt many that 
trod upon them; and whoſoever had the worſt, preſently cried our pitifully, and the victours 
ſhonted for joy:neither was their any place to flie, or follow; the fight was ſach,that now one 
had thebetter,and now the other. Moreover,they that ſtood in the fore-front of the bartell, 
were either of necefſitie to kill or be killed: for there was no void ſpace left between the two 
Armies, At laſt che Jews courage overcame the Romans skill, and they were all beaten back, 
{having fought from theninth houre of the night, unto the ſeventh hour of che day.) The 
Jewes were encouraged to fight for fear they ſhould be overcome. And that parcell of the

Oſeph having delivered theſe words of Titus to the Jews, the ſeditious thinking that they 
I proceeded not of good will, but of fear,began to be more proud hereat. Then Titus, ſee- 
ing they neither pitied themſelves,nor the Temple, determined again to fight, thongh 
yery loath ſo to do; yet could he not bring all his Armie againſt them, the room was lo Tims che 
little. Wherefore out of every hundreth he made choice of thirtie of the ſtrongeſt among thiric ont cf 
them, and over every thouland he appointed a Colonell, and made Cereals their Captain or _ _ 
Generall, commanding him ar the ninth hour of thenight to aſſault che warchmen of the 9.3 ang 

C enemy, Alſo he himſelf would have gone down with them armed ; but his triends, and the able men, arid 
Caprains about him, foreſeeing the great danger he might fall into, would not permit him : ww _— 
affirming, that he might do more good fitting in Antonia, and encouraging the ſouldiers that defined, 
fought, then ifhe ſhould-goand endanger himſelf: for every man being in the view of the 
Emperour, would fight more couragiouſly. Titus was herewith perſwaded, telling the ſoul- 
diers that the onely cauſe he went not with them was this, that he ſtaied behind to view and 
judge every ones valour and vertue, and to the intent that no one behaving himlelf yaliantly 
ſhould go away unrewarded, nor any coward eſcape unpuniſhed, bur that he himſelf would 
be abeholder of every mans vertue, and a wi ORE who was their Lord eirher to re- 
ward or puniſh. | 

Then went he unto a watch-tower in Antonia, from whence he betteld what was done, 

D But they whom 77tws ſent did not find the watchmen aſleep, 's they hoped, but with a crie; INBT @ >> 
aſſaulted the Romanes that came againſt them : and ar this noiſe they awaked their fellows, Gam 6 aaa 
who came in whole companies to afſiſt them, and made excurſions upon their enemies, So in —_— 
the Romans ſuſtained the violence of their firſt companies : but the ſecond that came, fell = berg 
upon their own tellowes, and uſed them like their enemies: for no man could kaow one 
anothers voice for the noiſe there, neither could one ſee another by reaſon it was night : and 
moreover, ſome were blinded with fury, ſome with anger, ſome with fear: wherefore 
every one ſtruck him that met him, without any reſpe&, And the Romanes received (mall 
damage thereby, becauſe that they were defended with their ſhields, and remembred otte 
anothers watch-word, But the Jews fell on every fide, ſhewing themſelves raſh as weil. in ex- 

E curſions as in their retyring; ſo that many times one of them took the other co be his enemy, 
every one falling upon him that retyred,as though he had been a Romane,aflaulting them in 
the dark, Briefly, more were wounded by their fellows then by their enemies,till day break- 
ing that every one knew his companion z and each one keeping his rank, did then betake 
themſelyes to their darts aud arrows. Neither part gave back, nor was wearied with labour : 
but many Romanes together and apart, did in the view of the Emperour ſhew their courage; 
every man accounting that day the beginning of his preferment, -.ifhe behaved himſelf va- 
liantly. The Jews tought ſtoutly, both for that they feared their own emminent danger, if — 
they were overcome, and thedeſtruQtion of the Temple : and Fohy ſtanding by, encouraged J* ©**n"s © 
them to fight, ſome with blows, otherſome with threatnings. They fought moſt commonly change 4 very 

E with handy blows ; yet fortune often changed: for neither part had either far to flee, or any oily. 

ſpace to follow them that fled. The Romans in Antonia cried unto their fellows that fought 
the battell, Now for the hope of victory : preſently encouraging them to ſtand ro it, when 

they began to give back, ſo it was as it had ben a Theater of warre : for Titus, and they 
with him, beheld all that was done ; ſoar laſt, in the fifth hour of the day the fight ceaſed, 
having continned from the ninth hour of the night, neither party forſaking the place where 

firſt they began battell, neither any part having the victory. Many Romanes there tought

Andthe legions coming unto the wall, preſently began to raiſe mounts, one againſt 
LAS the corner of the inner Temple, which was (cituate North and Eaſt: and another againſt the 
Forr mounts gallery On the North fide betwixt the two porches : and the other two, one againſt the 
the Temple, porch of the Wet ſide of the ourward Temple; the other againſt the North porch. So with 
much toil and labour they finiſht this work, fetching wood to build it withall one hundred 

furlongs off. And many times they were endamaged by treacherie, not being wary by reaſon 

of their vitorie : and the Jews deſpairing of themſelves every houre, more and more were 
encouraged. For many of the horſemen going either to get wood or hay, while they were 

abour it,they took the bridles from off their horſes, and permitted chemo feed till they had 

ATTN” ended their buſineſle; and preſently the Jews iſſuing out in Troups upon them, took them 

ie lewslur- away. 

——_ *"  Titusſeeing thatthis fell out,deemed (as indeed it was) that his mens horſes were ſtolne 
rather by their negligence, then their enemies valour : wherefore he thought by the ſevere 
puniſhment of one, to make others look better to their horſes. And ſo he put to death one 
of the ſouldiers that had loſt his horſe : by whoſe puniſhment the reſt of the ſouldiers being 
terrified, kept their horſes better. For after that,when they went abour any buſineſle, they 
never left their horſes in the paſtures, but kept alwayes with ihem. Thus the Romans aſſaul- 
ted the Temple,and builded there mounts, The day following,certain of the ſeditious, who 
now could get no more booties in the Citie,and now alſo began to taſte of hunger, aſlaulced 
the Romanes that were placed towards mount Oliver about the eleventh houre of the day - 
for they hoped to take them unawares,as being now a: dinner. Bat the Romans perceiving 
their intent,came our of their places, and refiſted them who attempted violently co break in

Pelanive, a 10g Dim about the ankle, he carried him violently away : thereby ſhewing che ſtrength of his 
ſtrong and ex- arm and of the reſt of his body, and his skilful cavilry, and ſo brought the captive uato Ceſar 
pert horſeman, as a preſent, Titus admiring Pedantus his ſtrength, and puniſhing the captive for having at- 
tempted to aſſault the wall, he now haſted co aſſail the Temple, and commanded the work - 
men quickly to diſpatch the mounts. In the mean time the Jews being ill handled in the for- 
mer wars,and war ſtill increaſing £0 the overthrow of the Temple, they did,as the cuſtom is 
in aputrified body, prevent the plague from going any further, by cutting off the corrupted 
members. For that part ofthe porch that reached from the North unto the Eaſt, joyned

He ſeditious that kept the Temple, did now every day openly in fight reſiſt the tThe Jews ll 
| Romanes that kept the Mounts, and the 27. day they deviſed this ftratagem : ©3104 pair 
they filled the void part of the Eaft porch of the Temple with dry wood and brim- perch wich d:y 
ſtone, and bitumen , and then fled our of it as not able longer to reſiſt. Wherefore ma- 1996 -ſulpure 
ny of the Romanes raſhly purſued the Jewes that fled, and with ladders got into the ; 
galleries. But the wiſer ſort conſidering that the Jewes had no juſt occaſion to flie, kept The Romanes 
their place. The porch being now full of Romanes that were got up into it, the Jews gave calamity in the 
fire to the wood and brimſtone, and upon a ſudden all the porch was compaſſed with the "* 
flame : ſo that the Romanes who were out of danger were thereat amazed, and thoſe that 
were amidſt the flames became deſprate : and invironed with the flames, fome ſought to 
run back into the town, otherſome unto the enemies ; others kild themſelyes fo preventing Cx\r bach 
the fury of the fire:and preſently the flame oveitook thoſe that ſought to flie. Ceſar though yokown® 
offended at the ſouldiers for having aſcended into the porch unbidden , yet ſeeing them die rhar were in 
ſo wofully in the flames, he compaſſionated them. And although that the fire could not be Þ* **- 
quenched, yet the poor {ouldiers dying amongſt the flames were hereat comforted, in that 
they perceived him to be ſorrowful for them, for whom they had loſt their lives, For they be- 
held him crying to their fellowes to help to extinguiſh the fire,and he himſelf laboured whac 
he could todo it;ſo that every one eſteemed his ſorrow and lamentation tor them as much as 
a ſumptuous funeral : but ſome eſcaped the fire and got into the largeſt part of the porch : 
yet inviroged round about with Jewes, having long refiſted; though with many wounds ; 
yet in the end they were all ſlain. 
Arlaſt a young man named Zoxgss,was an honour to allthis miſery : and notwithſtanding 
that every one that there periſhed deſerved particularly to be remembred, yet he ſhewed 
himſelf the moſt yaliant of them all. The Jews were deſirous to kill this man for that he 
was ſtrong, and willed him to come gown) them, {wearing unto him to ſpare him. But 
his brother Cornelizss, who ſtood on the other fide, intreated him not to diſcredit his own 
honour and thc Romanes; whom he obeyed: 'and he lifting up his (word on high, that either Longus kill:s 
art might ſee, ſlew himſelf. Yet one Artorivs from par, the fire eſcaped by this device , Þwv{cl. 
ecalled unto him one Zaciws his fellow-ſouldier and chamber-fellow , I will ( quoth he ) 
make thee heir of all my inheritance; if thou wilt catch me inthy armes.

CHAP. IX.

Necighth day of Auguſt, two of the Romane Legions having finiſhed their 
mounts , they began to place their Rammes againſt the Eaſt galleries with- 
out the Temple, having fix daies together without intermiſſion, alreadie bea- 
ten the wall with their ſtrongeſt Rammes , and nothing prevailed , che ſtones being 
ſo ſtrong , that the Rammes could not move them : others of the Romanes labour- 
C eadto dig up the foundations of the Porch, that was on the North fide; and after much 
coil, they onely could pull away the outward ſtones, and the inner ſtones did ſtill ſupport 
the porch. Ar laſt the Romanes ſeeing themſelves not prevail by their javelins and ocher 
inſtruments, they ſer ladders to aſcend. into the galleries, The Jews did not greatly labour 
ro hinder them trom getting up : but when they were within the galleries, then chey came 
and fought with them,and caſt ſome of them down headlong, forcing them toretire, others 
they flew that ſtood in it, and other that were upon the ladders going down, before they 
could defend themſelves with their ſheilds, were with (words ſtricken down, and they allo 
thruſt down fome ladders tull of armed men, So that there was a great Maſſacre of the Ro- x, j.,. . 
D manes, ſome fighting for their enſignes, which the Jews had taken from them, eſteeming vercome the , 
theloſſe thereot a great ſhame unto them. Ar laſt che Jews gor their ancients, and flew Fomncv.and 
them that came up to reſcue them ; and the reſt terrified with their deaths that were lain, ggncs.

And now Alexander, Fronto, and 

Cereals, perceiving Ceſars mind, were of his opinion and (o he diſmiſſed the convocation, 

and commanded the ſouldiers and Capraines to reſt, that they might be more able co fighr 

when need required - and preſently he appointed certain choſen men to make the waies 

even, and eaſe for the army to paſleby the ruines, commanding them to quench the fire; 

and that day the Jews being fearful and weary did make no reſiſtance, * The day following 

taking heart and aſſembled rogether, they -ſfaulted the watchwen that kept without the 

Temple, the ſecond hour of the day. The Romanes valiantly reſiſted their firſt aſſault, ſo de-

A fouldicr [ ble a fa&t , moved with ſome divine fury , and lifted up by his fellow , took 
Corey eg inhis handa flaming firebrand , and caſt it into the golden gate which entred 
Coo muy into therooms on the North part of the Temple, and the flame preſently aroſe : which 
Temple, caſed a great, cry amongſt the Jews, expreſſing their calamity, and every ane haſted 
ro extinguiſh the fire; now neither accounting of :their lives nor forces , having loſt 

that for which they ſo fought, News thereof was preſently brought unto Ti#s, by one 

who came from the fight, who then was reſting in his tabernacle, and he preſently aroſe and 

ran unto the Temple to hinder the fire, and all the Captains after him ; whereat the ſouldiers 

being terrified followed,and there aroſe a great cry and tumult in that army being unordered. 

Ceſar both with his voye and hand made a ſign unto the ſonldiers, that were fighting to 

quench the fire, But they did not hear him , there was ſo great a noiſe, neither did they 

percieve the ſigne he had made unto them with his hand, becauſe that ſome were diſtratted 

with fight, others with anger: and the ſouldiers iſſued in, not reſtrained either by commands 

or threatnings, but every one went whither fury carried him : and rhronging together at the 


entrance, many preſſed one another to death ; and many being amongſt the fiery ruines of 


the galleries, periſhed as miſerably as thoſe that were overcome. When they came unto the 


The burning Temple, every one counterteited himſelf not to hear Ceſars command, and fo, exhorted

of whom was Zames the ſon of Soſe) he put ther in priſon, and alſo kept and guarded the K 
Idumzans, who now having no Governours knew not what to do. yet the guard could nor 
hinder them from fleeing, for although many of them were kill'd , yet divers fled and eſcaped 
and were all received by the Romanes , 7it#s courteſie being ſuch, as that he remembred nos 
his former E 'i& to the contrary, and now the ſonldiers hoping tor gain, and having already 
gotten ſufficient, abſtained from murthers : for leaving onely the common people, they ſold 
the reſt with their wives and children for a ſmall price, many being expoſed to iale, and few 
coming to buy them : ſo that he having made an Edi&t that none ſhould flee unto him alone, 
intending thereby to bring their families with them, yet he now received them alſo, appoin- 
ting ſome to enquire who had deſerved puniſhment, and to infli& it on them.

Preſently newes was 
brought them that all the Weſt wall of the City was beaten down, others affirmed that the 
Romanes had entered, and that they had ſeen the enemies in the rowers, fear dazeling their — 
eyes: and proſtrate on the ground, they bewailed their misfortune ; and as though they q,, ,,...c, 
had been lame, they ſtood ſtill and ſought not to flee. From whence one may chiefly per- infecble thems 
ceive Gods juſtice coward the impious, and the Romanes fortune , for the tyranrs deprived aroma - 
themſelyes of their ſtrong holds, and voluntarily departed out of their towers,whereia they cora furſake 
could never have been eaſefn but by famine: and the Romans having (o much laboured at the ky 
lower walls, . did now by fortune take theſe, which their Engines could never have: ſhaken, Re ng 
tor there wee three inexpugnable towers that could not be battered with the Engines, bur famine _- 
whereot betore we have made mention. So the tyrants having forſaken theſe, or rather be- ___ _ 
ing by Gods willdriyen from thence, preſently they fled unto the valley Siloa: after the fear * 
was paſt, they again took heart, and went unto the wall that was in tha place:yet not uſing 
ſuch courage and violence as their need required, they were beaten by the warchmen that 
guarded it, their ſtrength now failing and wearied with labour, fear, famine and calamity.

Bur before” them 
the King of Babylon deſtroyed it, when he had enjoyed the ſame, athoufand three hundrech 

and threeſcore yours, eight moneths and fix dayes after it was firſt builc:but he char firſt built 

it, was one of the Princes of the Cananeans, in his own language called che juſt King, Fort 
he indeed was ſo, and therefore was the firſt Prieſt that ſacrificed nnto God, and dedicated 
a Temple, called the City Solyma : bur David the King of the Tews having driven out the 
Cananeans, gave it unto his people to be inhabited, and after four hundreth threeſcore and 

four yeers and three moneths, it was deſtroyed by the Babylonians, and from King David 

who was the firſt Jew that reigned there, untill the time that Ttzs deſtroyed ir, were a thou- 

ſand one hundred ſeyenty and nine yeers, and from the time that it was firſt ereted untill it 

was by him deſtroyed, were two thouſand one hundred and ſeventy ſeven yeers: yet nei- 

cher the antiquity, nor riches, nor the fame thereof now ſpread all over the world, nor the 

glory of Religion did any thing profic or hinder ir, from being deſtroyed. Such was the 

end of the beſieging of Jeruſalem. When there was none left to kill, nor any thing remai- 

ning for the ſouldiers to get, and that now there was nothing, againſt which the ſouldiers 

could ſhew their outrage (for they would have ſpared nothing that they could have ſpoyled) ., AFORR 
Ceſar commanded them to deſtroy the city and Tempte, onely yetleaving ſtanding certain * aaron 
rowers, that were more beautifull and ſtconger then the reſt, co wit, Phaſzlus, Hippicos, bocb the cicy 
and Mariamme, and the wall that was on the Weſt ſide ; meaning there to keep a garriſon, *72* Tea

The nation of the Jews 1s mixcd anong 
mixed almoſt amongſt all nations ofthe world, and eſpecially amongſt the Sy- *b< people ot 
rians, by reaſon of their vicinity, and many of them wereat Antiochia, becaule it was a * 
great City, and the Kings that ſucceeded Antiochys, + mary them freely to inhabit there, 
and to enjoy all liberties of the city. For Antzochus ſurnamed Epriphanes, deſtroyed Jeru- 
falem and ſacked the Temple : but the Kings ſucceffors reſtored all the brafle that was ta- 
ken from the Temple unto the Jews, offering it unto their Synagogue in Antiochia, and 
permitted them to have the ſame liberties in the City, that the Greeks enjoyed, and the o-, 
ther Kings alſo of later times uſed them after the like fort: ſo thar their number greatly en- 16 in ag- 
creaſed, and they enlarged their Temple and enriched it with ſundry offerings, oftencimes tioch. 

D winning many Pagans to be of their religion, and ſo asit were made them alſoa part. of their 
nation. Now about the time that the wars began, and Yeſpaſian was newly arrived, the Jews 
began to be generally hated of a!l men: then one of them named Antiochus, reverend for 
parentage, whole father was chief of all the Jews in Antiochia, at ſuch time as the*people of \ tes calte 
Anciochia were aſſembled in the Theater, this man came in amongſt them, and accuſed Aniochus, is 
his own father, and the reſt of the Jews to haye conſpired together to burn the City in the — 
night time, and delivered ſome Iews unto them that were his gueſts, as conſpirators with miſcry in 4a- 
the reſt. The people hearing this, could not repreſle their rage, bur preſently cauſed them 
that were offered unto them, tobe burnt in the Theater, and made great ſpeed to' ſet ——_ 
all the Iews, hoping that by ſpeedy diſpatch they might preſerve their countrey, which 0-

ſacrifice according to the cuſtome of the Pagans, thereby as it were aſſuring the Antiochi- 4nciochus 
ans, that he hated the Tews and their cuſtomes, willing them alſo to compel! allthereft of }; nada 
the Tews to do the like, for whoſoever refuſed (o to do were traitors. The Antiochians fol- Antiochus for- 
lowed his counſell: but few Jews would obey them, yer they that denicd to ſacrifice were 9m ©. 
flain, Then Antiochys receiving a charge of ſouldiers from the Captain of the Romanes, {cy:ach gaps 
became moſt cruel againſt his countreymen, and would not permit them to keep holy che 
ſeventh day; but in it to do all labour and buſinefſe, that they were accuſtomed todo upon 
any other day, and ſo urged them hereto, that within ſhort time the ſeventh day was not 
onely violated among them of Antiochia, bur alſo in other places and Cities round abour. 

F The Iews at Antiochia having then endured the foreſaid miſery, now fell into as great cala- , , 
mity as that was, whereof I intending to ſpeak, was forced to relate the tormer. For it hap- micy ac 4n- 
ned that the fourſquare market was fired, and the publike places, where all Wricings and toc 
Regiſters were kepr, as alſo the Kings Houſes: and the fire ſo encreaſed; that with much 
ado it was hindred from firing the whole City, Of this fa& Antiochus accuſed: the Tews, 
thereby ſufficiently inciting the Antiochians againſt them, alchough that they had not be- 
toreborathem any malice, and making them (o eaſily believe his calumniations, who now 
gave full credit unto his accuſations. by reaſon of that which was paſt : ſo that now they'al- 
moſt perſwaded themſelves, that they did ſee the Tews put fire unto them, and ſo in a great 
rage all of them ſet upon them that were accuſed.

And the vulgar ſort alſo troubled before with civill warres, long expected 
his arrivall, aſſuring themſelves therby to have an end of their calamity, and to recover a- 
gain their wonted a e, Eſpecially he was expected by the ſouldiers, who knowing his 
Skill in martiall affairs, by that which himſelf had already done, and finding their other Cap- 
rains under whom they warred, ignorant and unskilful}, they wiſhed for his coming, there-

Agrippaes Leiatenant, who had been Conſul, meeting them, bade them battel, and fought again®t the 
very valiantly: which done, they went all over the countries adjoyning, waſting, robbing, 
and ſpoiling them, When Yeſpaſiaz heard thereof, and how Meſia was all waſted, he ſenc 
Rubrius Gallus to be revenged upon them 5 who having ſlain many of them in fight, he tor- 
ced the reſt to retire into their own countreys The General ofthe Army having thus end.

Afrer this, gathering together af is army, who were diſperſ 
in divers places of the countrey, he with the tenth legion purpoſed to'war againſt Marhe- 
rus, for he thought it neceſlary to deſtroy that Caſtle, leſt that for the ſtrength ic might 
move many to rebel : for by reaſon of the ſituation of the place, they that were-in it, 
had certain hope of their ſafety, and thoſe that ſought to aſſault ir, were in great danger.

leſt that if they firſt beganto revolt openlie, they might crouble all the Romance Empire 

with wars. Ceſar did not negle&iheſe news,for that the nearneſle of both the Kings coun- 

tries One to another, ſeemed to require that they ſhould be quickly prevented : tor Samoſa- 

eathe greateſt Citic of Comagena is ficuate upon Euphrates, which might both eaſilie re- 

receive the Parthians,and be a ſtrong hold for them, and alſo there might eafilic paſſe over 

the river.

For he did not onely lay all that counſel- 
led that which was good and proficable, as his greateſt enemies, and eſpecially dealing:rhus 
with the citizens,but alſo many wayes injured his countrey, like otie who had impioufly alſo 
contemned God himſelf, For he did cat forbidden meats, and violated his countries tem-

would fight with them,made bridges from their mounts unto the walls,and ſo aſſaulted the 
walls:and ſeeing none of their enemies appear, but all the walls waſted and on fire, . and deep 
fl-nce in every place, they could not conjecture what was done,and at laſt they made a cry 
at once, as though they had been beating the walls with a Ramme, thereby to ſee, if they 
could make any enemies come out.

The chief and Elders of the Jewes ſeeing this, and that they could not repreſſe them The leves 
without danger, they aſſembled all the Jewes together, and declared unco them the reme- *picand. 
ritie of theſe Sicarians, ſhewing them to be the Authours of all the miſerie that had betallen the murche—* 
the Jewes, and that now notwithſtanding they were eſcaped, yet they were not certain of **5- 
their lives ; for that if they were known, the Romanes would preſently pur them todeath, 
and draw them alſo into the like miſerie, who were not partakers of their wickednefle, 
Wherefore, they admoniſhed the multitude to beware leſt they drew themlelves into the 
ſame danger, wherein they were, and to make ſatisfaQtion unto the Romanes for them- 
ſelves, by delivering ſuch people unto them.

their Lawmaker Draco,who lived but 2litcletime before Piptratus tyranny. What need, we 
ſpeak of the Arcades, who'vauat theinſelyes of thei antiquities © For they have learned the 
uſe of lerters with very great-difficulcie,. and ſome tiqe ater this ; whereas therefore there 
was ndt- any wricing publiſhed: before: this time, which: might ſtruct thoſe thas ry 
earn, 
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learn,or reprehend thoſe that publiſhed untruths:from thence it is, that ſo many differences G. 
ACS HO —_— amongſt Hiſtoriographers. A ſecond cauſe is, for that they, who addicted 
recorded by Themſelves to compole Hiſtories, did not buſie themſelyes about the inquiſition of the 
the Grecian 'Truth (notwithſtanding, that each of them didordinarily promiſe no leſſe ) but they la- 
*\ Roriog12- boured to expreſle how eloquent they were,and fixed their ſtudy thereon,as the one- 
wn ly means whereby they hoped to obtain reputation above the: reſt, Some of them there- 
tore addicted their ſtyles to fables, other ſome by Aattering prayſes thought to currie fayour 
with Kings and Cities. Thereſt inforced their ſtudies to accuſations, by obtrecting the 
work of the Writer thereof, nnder tiuſt to get the more credit thereby. In effe they have 
followed thar cour(® in compoſing their Biſforie.thar was every'way differeqt from the true 
The gn of a Nathre thereof, ( For the aſſured ſign of a perfe& and true Hiſtorie is, whereas all men ac- ,, 
true Hiſtoric, eg both in word and writing ia ſetting down the ſame thing:) and they who have wriccen 
diverfly, made men beligye that they. were the trueſt amongſt all the reſt. We ought there- 
fore to grant the ſuperioritieto the Grecians in all that which. concerneth Eloquence, and 
the Ornament of Language, butnot-in that which appertaineth to Antiquirie or truth of 
Hiſtoric, and eſpecially, when the queſtion is, what each man writ as touching his own 
Nation, | 
Seeing therefore that both the Egyptians and Babylonians long time fince uſed all dili- 
gence in writing,inſomuch as their Vrieſts were hereunto enjoyned, who did moſt curiouſly 
intreat of all ſuch points * the ſame alſodid the Chaldees amongſt the Babylonians, and the 
Phoenicians alſo [inhabiting amongſt the Greeks) uſed lawes (both concerning privateand x 
publike affairs) which, becauſe all men confeſſe it, I will omit to ſpeak of, 1 let paſſe alſo 
to recount what care our Nation had of this point (no doubt greater then thoſe Nations 
above mentioned had) charging our high Prieſts and Prophets to execute thus office, which 
cuſtoms? hath been obſe: ved evenuncill this our age : yea ( and if I may preſume ſo farre ) 
will be obſerved in all ſucceeding ages, as by the (cope.of my ſpeech enſuing, I will endea- 
vour to inake manifeſt, For our Nation did not onely depute this office to the moſt juſt men 
amongſt them in the beginning, and unto ſuch as were alwayes readie to appeale the heavie 
diſpleaſure and wrath of God kindled againſt them ; but they alſo provided to preſerve the 
line and deſcent of Prieſts from all impuritie, and from being intermingled with others. For 
no man amongft us can be a Prieſt, who is not born of a waman deſcended from the Prieſts K 
Acutorme line z neither in this caſe is any reſpe& made either of riches or honours : but the partie who 
which the Claimerh the dignitie of Prieſthood, muſt by many wicneſles prove his Genealogie, and thar 
"rielts obſer- he is deſcended from Prieſts, This cuſtome is not onely of force in Jurie,or our own Coun- 
| trey, but wherefoever elſe any of our Nation inhabir,. asin Egypt and Babylon, - and in any 
other place, wli&ts Tvncinually the Prieſts in their marriages have this rel; not to.marry 
with any woman that is not of their own line, and they ſend unto Jeralalem the name and 
pedigree of the woman whom they have married, and all teſtimonie hereof which chey can 
deduce from her anceſtors.Now if wars moleſt our Nation (as often they bave) in the time 
of Antiochus,ſirnamed Epiphanes,of Pompey the great, 2uintilins Varo, and eſpecially in this 
our age, - then thoſe Prieſts who ſurvive make new Genealogies, and pedigrees out of our 
holy writ for the foreſaid womenggh are nor devoured by the furie of warre. For they come L 
unto theſe women,not fearing choESmpany of ſtrangers amongſt whom they live: yea, this 
'  Isanevidenttoken of the Prieſts integritie, that every Prieſt during the revolution of two 
hats thouſand yeers, are regiſtred together wich the names of their fathers, and if any one do erre 
Jennie cvery Or falſifie any of the things before-ſaid, he is then interdited from the Altar, and from exer- 
ave regiltred. ciſtng any Prieſtly fanion. So that in the writings of ſuch men, all things muſt of neceſſi- 
of their farhers tie be truezand as they ought to be, for that neither all men are permitted to write, nor yet 
and this'cu- any diflonance and diſagreement is found in their writings. For ſuch things as paſt in anci- 
Tome hath ent times quite beyond the memory of men, were onely written by our Prophets, who had 
th-uſand yccrs the knowledge thereof by inſpiration from God himſelf + bur other things of later time are 
onely recorded by thoſe who lived in the age, wherein the things they wric of were done. M 
awoand 1., 1 Ne books amongſt us,conraining the Hiſtories of all ages, are neither infinite, nor one re- 
if boly wrs, PUgAant to another - for all our Chronicle is contained in 22 Books, to which books it is im- 
ptetie to deny credit, 3271 
Five of theſe books were written by Moſes, comprehending Genealogies, and the begin- 
ning of mankind, and ſuch notable events as hapned even from the beginning of the world 
untill his death ; which is lictle lefle chen three thouſand Jeers After the death of Moſes, 


untill the time wherein Artaxerxes lived, who was King of the Perſians, and ſon to ca 
fri: the 
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the Prophers of our Nationevery one writ the Hiſtorie of his time wherein he lived, that 
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of theſe mans writings we have thirteen books : the four other books, which'make up the 
number already mentioned, are known .tocontain holy Hymnes dedicated unto God, and 
wholeſome precepts for mans life and converſation, All things which from Artaxerxes, un- 
till our rime have hapned, are alſo ſer down in writing : yet the books wherein they are re- 
giſtred, do not deſerve fo much credit as the former of ancient times, tor that there was no 
certain ſucceſſion of Prophets ia this age, Moreover, it is evident, that to the former works 
we give as great credit 25 to things we our ſelves write ; and notwithſtanding, they h ive 
been ſo long written,yet in all that time no man durſt preſume either to alter or blot out an y 
thing therein contained, For all Jews even from their cradle do believe theſe books to be Ca- 
cred,holy,and divine, and therefore do give all credit poſſible unto them, and ſo would wil- 
lingly ſuffer death,rather then to do the contrarie. Many captives of our Nation have already 
been cruelly cormenreu,and divers wayes put to death in open Theaters, onely tor char they 
would not. commir any thing either in word or deed againſt their lawes, nor violate the wri- 
rings of their forefathers, Now who amongſt the Greeks did ever ſuſtain the like * Ny, 74. Tewes 
they are ſofar from doing it, chat none can be found among them who would ſuffer any and Grecian' 
Joſle: in his goods, or fortunes, thereby to preſerve all the writings of their Nation from ** compared 
perdition: and the reaſon hereof is, that every one eſteemeth the veritie of their Hiſtories ro © 
depend upon the will of the Writer. Aad this they do alſo of their moſt ancient Hiſtorio- 
oraphers,and not without caule : tor they every day ſee men of their own times writing Hi- 
ſtories of matters long paſt before in former ages, whereinneither themſelves were preſent, 
neither yet vouchlafe they to credit the writings of ſuch as, were then ey-wirneſſes thereof: 
yea, ſome among them have divulged Hiſtories of ſuch things, as of late befell our Nation, Some athers 
when themſelves never have bin in the place where ſuch maaccers paſt as, they did. write of hve vrren 
were, nor h:velived in any neighbour place, where they, might have probable report how the F - hg 
matters paſt,bur onely making a tew centones or broken news they moſt impudeatly arro- |

For I was Capcain of the ay or nall 
Galileans amongſt our Nation,ſo long as any reſiſtance could be made, agiinſt the Romanes : the wars of the 
and then it ſo fell our, that I was taken by the Romanes,, and being priſoner uno.

Yeſpaſian,chey cauſed me to be an eye-wirneſle of all chings chat paſt. .' Firſt, in bands and 
fetters,and afterward freed from them, I was brought trom Alexandria with Titus, when he 
went tothe ſiege of Jeruſalem. So that nothing could then paſle whereof I had not notice. 
For beholding the Romane Armie, I committed co writing all things withall poſſible dili- 
gence. My lelf did onely manage all matters diſcloſed unto the Romanes by ſuch as yielded 
themſelves, for that I ogely did perfeRly underſtand them. Liſtly, being at Rome, and loſeph wrir 
having now leiſure,all bufineſle being paſt,I uſed the help of ſome ( tor che privitie of the the Hiflorie of 
Greek tongue) and fo I publiſhed a Hiſtory of all char had happened in the foreſaid warres : * 10 
which Hiſtorie of mine is ſo true,hat I fear not to call Yeſpaſian and Titus Emperors in thoſe Rowe. . 
wars,to witneſſe for them, [ firſt gave a copy of that book to them, afterwards to many no- 
ble Romans,who alſo were preſent in choſe wars; I fold alſo many of them to our own Na- 
tion, to ſuch as underſtood the Greek language, amongſt whom were Fulins, Archelaus, Be- 
rod the honeſt,and the moſt worthy King Azrippa, who all do teſtifie, that my Kiſtorie con- 
rainerh nothing but trurh » Who would not have been filenc, if any thing either for igno- Some do dero 
rance or flatterie I had changed or omitted any particular. Yer notwithſtanding all this, F\k. Hinoric, 
ſome ill diſpoſed perſons endeavour to diſcredit my Hiſtorie, as though they were diſputing ; + -- 
pro and contra amongſt children in ſchooles, being ſometimes on a ſudden to forge a "om, 
acculation,and otherwiſe to feigna ſlanderous and ſudden detraQtion, never conſidering that 
he who promiſerh other mena true relation of things paſt, muſt either be privie uato. them 
by his own knowledg,as having been preſeac in the affairs,or elſ have that which he ſpeaketh 


F from other mens mouthes, by report, of chem who kaow chem: both which I have done. 


For I gathered my other bookes of Antiquitie out of holy Scripture, being my (elf aPrieſt, 
and skilfull in ouc Law z and the Hiſtorie of our wars I have written, my ſelt being an. A- 
gent in many matters therein contained, and an eye-witneſſe of the reſt ; fo that nothing 
was (aid or done whereof I had not notice. How thea can any one excuſe chem from impu- 
dencie and malice, who labour againſt me to prove my relation falſe They perhaps al- 
tedge, that they have. read the Commentarie containing the Emperours acts, yet for 
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all this, they were not preſent in any aftion, repugnant to that, which my Hiſtorie re- 

counteth. | 
Thus have I (as I thought it neceſſarie) made a digreſſion to ſhew how they are able to 
perform their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtorie, promiſe to ler down truth in writing. I 
have alſo ſufficiently ( as 1 think) demonſtrated, that the regiſtring of things is more ancient 
Two things amongſt other Nations, then amongſt the Greeks. I will now firſt of all diſpute againſt thoſe, 
which Joie who with all might and main labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquitie, for that (as they 
© ſay) noGreek Writer maketh any mention ofit, This done, .I will bring forth proof and 
teſtimonie of the Antiquitie hereof out of other Writers, and (ol will ſhew that their 
tongues are no ſlander, who ſeek to diſcredit our Nation. Firſt therefore, our Nation neither 


inhabitech a Countrey bordering upon the Sea,neither are we delighted in Merchandize, nor H 


_ for this cauſe wearied with pilgrimages from place to place, Bur our Cities are ſcituare far 
ht o ngtorgy from the Sea in a moſt fertile ſoyl, which we till with all induſtrie, and our whole endeavors 
their children. are how to get food for our children, and to keep our Countrey Lawes and how to leave 
Jewhal a" unto our poſteritie the knowledge of Pietie, which work we think all our age ought tobe 
need rorraf- employed in, Beſide all this betore mentioned, we have a form of living, differenc from all 
fick with he other Nations * all which concurring together,we had no need to traffick with the Greeks, 
——_— Egy tians and the Phcenicians doe, who give themſelves to bargaining and merchan- 
dize onely tor the covetouſneſſe of money. Neither were our Anceſtours delighted in thefts 
and robberies,nor did our fathers make war upon any Nation,for defire of larger pofleſſions, 
Notwithſtanding, our Countrey was furniſhed with many thouſands of ſtrong warlike men. 
Wherefore the Phcenicians failing unto the Greeks to traffick with them, they were thus 
made known unto them, and by them the Egyprians, and all other Nations, who ſayling 
upon the Seas, brought Merchandize into Greece, The Medes alſo and Perſians were known 
unto thern, after ſuch time as they openly reigned over Afta, and the Perſians warred even 
to the other oppoſite continent, 

Morover, the Greeks knew the Thracians, becauſe they were their neighbours, and che 
Scythians by ſayling to Pontus , and finally, all that were diſpoſed ro write,kney all che Na- 
tions bordering eicher upon the Eaſtern and Weſtern Seas 4, but ſuch as dwelc farre from the 
Sea and Sea-coaſt, were long time vaknown,as alſo appears in Europe: for neither Thucydides, 
nor Herodetas,nor any other of that time, maketh any mention of Rome; notwichſtanding, 
that ſo long ſince it was ſo mightie, and made ſo great wars: yer at laſt, with much adoe the 
Greeks heard of ir, Yea,their moſt curious Writers, and namely Zpheras, were ſo ignorant 

The Romans of the Frenchmen and Spaniards, that they choughr the Spaniards to be a people only deno- 
known to the Minated of one Citie, wherein they inhabited, whereas the whole world now knoweth them 
Greeks, ® ed wn a vaſt Countrey,and a great part of the Weſtern world, Likewiſe,thefaid Greek 
Roriograpbers VVCIteis relate the manners of the foreſaid people to be ſuch, as neither are, nor were ever 
report Spain Uſed among them. And the onely cauſe why they were ignorant of the truth, was the diſtance 
ny of a= place,and theſe writers would ſeem to tell ſomething which others of former time had 
' not ſpoken of, No marvel therefore thongh our Nation was unknown, and none of them 
in their writings made any meation of us,being both ſo far from the Sea, and living after a 

different manner. 

Pur caſe therefore that I denied the Greeks tobe of any antiquirie, and to prove my aſſer- 
tion ſhould conclude their Nation to be modern, for that our Hiſtories made no mention of 
them,would they not laugh at this reaſon, and uſe the teſtimony of their neighbour Nations 

| toprove their Antiquitie ? I therefore willdo the like,and uſe the teſtimony of che Egypri- 
—_ © tians and Phcenicians,whoſe Record,the Greeks cannot denie.For all Egyprians in general, 
lews of more are Our enemies,and among the Phcenicians they eſpecially of Tyre; Which I cannot juſtly 
- IT ſay of the Chaldees,who have been Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their affinitie 
and alliance with our Countreymen, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Jews, Yet 
when I have proved what I now aver, and refell the flanderous reports againſt us,I will then 
alſo ſhew who amongſt the Greeks ſpake of us, that ſothe Greeks may alſo be deprived of 
this ſhift and refuge,to excuſe cheir malicious lies falſly forged againſt our Nation, And firſt 
of all T will begin with the writings of the Egyptians, who as they well know,do nothing at 
all favour us. Wherefore Mathenon, an Egyptian born, skilfall in the Greek rongue, as by 
his works appears (for he writ in Greek)compiling a Hiſtory of the cuſtomes and religion of 
Menethen an his forefathers, colle&ed (as himfelf reporteth) our of the Egyptian holy writings , often

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A Manethon, -in his ſecond book of the Egyptian cuſtomes ſaith thus(I will ſet down his own 
words, becatſe I uſe them as a witneſſe.) We have a King (quoth he) n2med 7immess, in 
whole reign God being angry with us, contrary-to all expeRation, an obſcure people taking 
courage, ' came from the Eaſt, and pitching their tents in our countrey, conquered it by 
force, no man reſiſting them , and committung our Princes to bonds, did finally burn onr 
Cities, and deſtroy the Temples of our;gods, and'behaved themſelves moſt cruelly againſt 
the inhabitants, killing many of them, ' ahd making flaves of the reſt. with their wives and | 
children: finally, they Choſe a King amongſt chemſelyes, who ſhould bethen of our 'coun- Saleis ſubdic1 
trey,his name was Saltis,who coming to-Memphis, made both the higher and lowet Province ** £gypnns. 


tributaries, leaving garriſons in ſtrong holds, and fortify ing thoſe places in the Eaſt : Like-

the King of Thebes , and the King of the reſidue of Egypt; uniting! their forces together, 
invaded the ſaid ſhepheards and held on greac and long watres agaiaſt them, and- that; the 
ſaid ſhepheards were overcotne by the King Alisfrazumthoſts: allo that then chey loſt - all E+ 
gypt which he had in their power, and that they were ſhut up in a place called Ayaris con- 
raining ren thouſand acres of ground, which as Manethon reporteth, theſe ſhepheards envi- 
roned round about with a huge wall,to the end tha all their whole proviſion might be forti- 
fied, and all the preys which they gor, defended. Moreover, that Themafis ſonne of the ſaid 
Alisfrazumthoſis endetyoured by force to ſubdue them, and for this cauſe beſi:ged- them 
with four hundreth and $85bo00 armed men : and at laſt defpairing to take them by firge, he 
covenanted with them that rhey ſhould'ſafely depart our of Egypt whither they would;zand 
that they upon theſe conditions together with all their families and goods, and cattell, de- 
parted out of Egypt into the wilderaefſe, and (o into Syria, being in number cio hundrech 
and fourty thouſand and that fearing the puiſlance of theAfſyrians,who at: that cime reigned 
in Aſia, they builded a city in the countrey now called Judza, which they made- ſolarge 
that it might receive them all, and this city they called Jeruſalem.

- thon in another book of the Egyptian affairs ſaith, that in the holy writings, he fiadech the 


foreſaid ſhepheards called captives, wherein he ſaith moſt true, For our Anceſtors were wonc 
to feed cattUll,and (o leading a paſtoral! life, were called ſhepheards, :neither are they unjuſt- 
ly called captives: for our torefather Foſeph cold the King of Egypt that he was a captive;

Moreover, that Serhoſss having made ready a huge army both of toot and horſe, 
otEgyp', andalſo a Navy at Sea, left the goyernment of Egypt unto his have Armat, and permit- 
ads his _ red unto him all other Kingly authority, onely forbidding him to. wear a Diadem, and to 
Governour of OpPrefſe the Queen, mother to his children, commanding him alſo to abſtain from the reſt 
hs ecunirty. of the kings concubines. And Serhoſss himſelt went to Cyprus;and Pheenicia, againſt the 
Aſlyrians and Medes, and ſubdued them all, partly by the (word, partly by the fear of his 
power and greatneſle:. and being proud of all this his fortunate ſucceſſe, he bent himſelf 
againſt the Eaſtern countrey, and deſtroyed with fire and ſword the cities of that place,with 
whole Provinces: and ſpending much time 1n theſe warres, his brother Armas whom he left 
in Egypt, did without fear commit all that he forbade him to do: for he oppreſſed the 
Queen violently, and daily lay with the reſt of the Kings concubines, and being thereco 
counſelled by his friends, he put a Crown upon his head and rebelled againſt his brother, Al- 
ſo thatihe who was then chief of the Egyptians holy cuſtomes, ſent letters unto Serhofes, 
Whereupon containing all that had hapned, and how Armais had rebelled againſt him , who returning to I 
E,ypt roo  Peluſia, came and enjoyed again his own kingdome which by his name was called Eg ypt: 
| + for Manethon writeth that this Sethoſis was named Zgyptus, and his brother Armais Danaus. 
Thus far Manethoy out of whom it is evident by compuration of the foreſaid times, that 
our nation was delivered out of Egypt, three hundreth ninety and three yeers before Da- 
naus, and inhabited this countrey of Judza ſo long, before Danaus came unto Argos: not- 
withſtanding, the inhabitants of Argos boaſt their city is moſt ancient. Wherefore Maye- 
Manethon thontecounteth two things for us out of the Egyprian letters: firſt, that we came from ano- 
ſhencth he ther place to them, afterwards went out of their countrey again, and thar ſo long ago, as it 
ine Exepe +5 WaSAlmoſt 2 thouſand yeers before the Trojane warres.

i Ko? other to be anſwered. and Solomon in his anſwers appeared moſt witty, as alſo he did in many 
S lomon. things elſe ; and even untill this day, many of the Epiſtles ſent one unto another, are kept 
problems ** , among the Tyrians/And that I do not fear the authority amongſt the Tyrians,I will prove by 
Solomon. the teſtimony of Diys;a man who by common conſent hath fairhfully written the Phoenician 
Hiſtory, wherein he writeth as followeth. | 
| Aﬀeer the deathof Abibalns, Hircanss his ſonne reigned in his ſtead, who encreaſed the 
number of his Eaſtern Cities, and inlarged Jeruſalem, he alſo joyned the Temple of Fuptter M 
olympins, (cituate in an Iland, untoit, filling up the water with earth, adorned it with g 
gitrs. After this aſcending into Libanus,he cut down the waod to build Temples,and that 
the King of Jeruſalem named Solomon, ſent unto him certain riddles to be expounded, and 
he again the like unto him, covenanting together, that he who equld not tell the meaning 
of one anothers riddles, ſhould pay unto the other a ſummme of money, and: that Hircanus 
confeſſing he could not expound Solomons riddles, did pay unto him much money : Laſtly, 
that bne Abdemonys a Tyrian did expound the ſaid riddles, and writ more unto Solomon,

6». * * 
abroad, endeayouring ro make atrue Hiftory out of the writings of every countrey. This, [1< Geneals- 
man writing of the Tyrian Kings, and coming to Hiramss, he ſaith thus of him: Abibalys figg uu 
dying,there ſucceeded in the Kingdome his ſon Hiramms, wholived 34 yeers:and this king 
with a rampire conjoyned Enrychorus,and erected there a pillar of gold in Fupirers Temple, 
and went into the woods, and cut down the Cedars of Libanus to make coverings for the 
remples ; of which, pulling down the old, he ereted new, and dedicated the temple of 
Here ules and Aftartus : but that to Hercules in the moneth of Peritius, and then the other to 
Aſtartus, when he with an atmy wear againſt the Tyrians, who did not pay him cribu.e, 
whom when he had ſubdued, he returned again. 
At this time lived 4bdemonys a ſervant unto the King, who was wont to expound the pa- 
rables, which King Solomon of Jeruſalem ſent unto King Hiramus: now how long it was from 
this Kings time till che building of Carthage, we may thus calculate, After the death of Hi- 
ramus, his ſonne Beleaſtartss, ſucceeded him, who lived fourty and three yeers, and reigned 
ſeven : after him his ſonne Abdaſtartus, who lived twenty years, and reigned nine z but this 
C King was treacheroufly ſlain by the four ſonnes of his nurſe, the eldeſt of whom reigned 
twelve years. Next, whom Aſtartss the ſonne of Feleaſtartss, who lived fifty and four yeers, 
and reigned twelve: after him ruled his brother Aſtarimas, who lived fifty and four yeers, 
and ſate in the Kingdome nine, then he was {lain of his brother Phelletes, 'who reigned eight 
moneths,and lived fifty yeers, and was flain by a.Prieſt of Aſtarta named 1thobalus, who 
lived threeſcore and eight, and reigned thirty two yeers : him ſucceeded his ſonne Bade- 
zorus, Who lived fourty five years, and reigned fix yeers, to him ſucceeded his ſonne 
Mettings, who lived thirty two yeers, and reigned nine, After him Pigmalion who lived £ 
fif y fix yeers, and reigned fourty ; in the ſeventh yeer of whoſe reign, his fiſter , Dido C*rpaze buil 
builded a City in Atrica, and named it Carthage: ſothar from the time of King Hiramus Dido vigwa- 
unto the building of Carthage, is by this computation a hundred fifty five yeers, and two lions biter. 
DO moneths : and foras much as the Temple of Jeruſalem was builc in the tweltch yeer of Hira- 
mns his reign, the compuration of the time fince that yeer untill the building of Carthage

nied with a very few, took his journey to Babylon thorow the Deſart:and finding that the 
Chaldees ruled all, and that their Nobility reſerved the kingdome for him. he was made 
King, and commanded houſes to be built for the captives that were coming, in the: moſt 
convenient places of Babylon, and he of the ſpoil beautified the Temple of Belus and o- 
ther places moſt richly, and built a new city without the wall of the old: and providing 
leſt hereafter the enemies might turnthe River and ſo have acceſle unto the City, he invi- 
roned the inner City with three ſeverall walls, and the ontmoſt City likewiſe. The walls 
whereof were made of brick, but the walls of the inner City were of brick and bitumen: 
this done, he builded moſt ſumptuous gates which might have become Temples: and 14 
moreover, neer unto his tathers palace he builded another farre greater , and more coſtly 
then it was, the pomp whereof it were hard and perhaps tedious to expreſſe. Yet this we 
will rehearſe worth the noting, that this ſo ambitious and above all credit gorgeous Palace 
was builded in fifteen daies : in it he erected racks of ſtone like mountains, beſet with all 
ſorts of trees ; ke alio made a famous garden, all ſupported with pillars, for that his wife 
being brought up in the countrey of the Medes, deſired tohave a proſpe& into the fields 
and mountains. | 

This he relateth of the forementioned King, and many things more in his book of the af- 
fairs of the Chaldees, wherein he reproverh the Greek writers, who falſly affirm that $Se- 
miramis the Afﬀyrian Queen built Babylon, and that they falſly report thoſe wonderfull 
works about Babylon, to have been by her made and finiſhed, We muſt needs think that che I 
Chaldean Hiſtory is true, —_ it agreeth with that of the Phcenicians, which Beroſus writ 
of the King of Babylon, who ſubverted both Phcenicia and all Syria: with them alſo accord- 
eth Philoſtratus in his Hiſtory of the ſiege of Tyria,and Megaſthenes alſo in his fourth book of 
the affairs of India, where he laboureth to prove, that the ſaid King excelled Hercales in 
ſtrength and valour, affirming that he ſubdued the greateſt part of Africk, and Spain,and 
that the temple of Jeruſalem was burnt by the _ onians, and again'reedified by Cyrus ;

having begun the third wall, tell fick and died, when he had reigned fourty three yeers, and 
his fonne Evelmeradochus ſucceeded him, who for his iniquity and luſtfull living, was trea- 
cherouſly ſlain by his ſiſters husband, named Nir:gliſſoroor, atter he had reigned two years, K 
He being dead, the traitor Nirigliſſoroor uſurped the Kingdome, and reigned four years, 
whoſe ſonne then a child was made King, called by name, Laboroſardochus, and he reigned 
nine moneths ; who for that he ſeemed to be of very corrupt manners,was {laig by his own 
friends : after whoſe death, they who ſlew him conſulting-together, did make one Nabonidus 
a Babylonian, King. At this time the walls of Brick and Bitumen about the river of Babylon 
were built. In theeighth year of this Kings reign, Cyrus coming with an army out of Per- 
fia, conquered all Afia, and came with his torces againſt Babylon: but the King of Babylon

C todivers Cities, ſorhat miny of them do now obſerve our cuſtomes, and others eſteeme 


them worth the imitation, as Theophrafus doth witneſſe in his book intituled De legibas : for Theoptraſtus.

Weat that time lived in Aſia, when 
this divine man came unto the place where we were, and began'to conferre with us, and 
with other Philoſophers, making tryall of their knowledge: and for that many learned men 
were aſſembled about him, he at laſt for this cauſe more willingly imparted ſome of his H 
knowledg unto them, Thus farre Ariſtotle in Clearchusz recounting mot eover atlarge the 
admirable abſtinence of the foreſaid Jew from meat, and his chaſtiry :. all which they char 
are defirous to know may read in Clearchus, for Tam loathro write any thing ſuperfluous.

Gre ban- Man elſe. Helikewiſe reporteth that the number of the Iews Prieſts who receive their

' nour, and converſing with us, by the help of ſome about him , declared all things wherein 
we and this Nation differ andſhewed unto us the place of his dwelling, and the maner of his 
converſation, which he had in writing. 

After this, Hecateus ſheweth what manner of people we are,and how religious in our laws, 
and how that we rather will ſuſtain all torments and death it (elf, then violate them in any 
thing, and that we account it a worthy thing {ſo to do:adding moreover,that being much ha- 

Tae Jews ted of our neighbours, and having ſuffered all contumelies both at the hands of the Perfian 
Js 49-4 *- Kings and their officers,yer that we could not be forced to change our opinions, but that we || 
ander,  arecontinually exerciſed to give a reaſon thereof. He alſo recordeth an example of our con- 
ſtant mindes: for Alexander (quoth he) being at Babylon, and purpofing to reedifie the tem- 
ple of Bell, he commanded all his ſouldiers to carry timber to the building hereof, and the 
Jews onely diſobeyed his command, for the which they endured many ſtripes and rorments, 
till ſuch time as the King freed them from it: and they (quoth he) returning to their own 
countrey, deſtroyed all the temples and altars that they found there, and ſome of them were 
by the officers therefore puniſhed, other eſcaped free; adding that we may-juſtly be admired 
for theſe things, and that our nation is exceeding populous , likewiſe that many of us were 
carried captives into Babylon, and there ſerved the Perſians. Moreover, that many more

Marcover, he ſh:wed how our Nation warred under Alexanders ſucceffours,and he repor- 
tech that which he heard of a certainJewin the army,and I will fer down che Authors owa 
words. AsI went (faith he) to the red Seq, a certain Jew;one of the horſmen that congdue- 
ed us, nimed Moſol/amns, who was 2 courageous man, and one who excelled all archers 
B elſe, both Greeks and other Nations; This Jew (every one haſting on forward of his jour- 
ney, and bring willed by a Southſayer to ſtand) asked fr what cauſe the multigude ſtayed 
and went not forward ? Preſently the Southſayer ſhewed him a bird which he diligemily 
viewed,8& told the Iew,that if chat bird did ſtand ill in the place, then it was expedicat for 
chem to ſtand, and if the bird did monnt up and flee, thar then they ought,to march on for- 
ward, bur if ic flew towards the place from whence they came, that then,it was wiſedome ro 
xetire. The Jew hereat was ſilent, yet drawing his, bow,he ſhot an arrowand killed the bird; 
whereat the Southſayer and certain other were offended, and curſed him.: Bur he, raking 
the unhappy bird in his hand,faid umio them: Are ye ſo mad, as to think that this DIrGyoc 
having the foreſight to preſerve her (elf from this death,is able ro direR us in the ſucceſle of 
our journey £ Had this bird forcknown fucure events, ſhe would have eſchewed this place, 
for dread,that Moſollamus, a Tew ſhould have ſtrucken her with an arrow, But we will now, 
C leavethereſtimony of Heratens : for every one thax liſt may read his. book, and there under- ha teflicscy 
ſtand this morear large. I will not omit the teſtimony of 4gatarchides, a man of no cyil in of the Lens: 
his own opinion, yet indeed one who hath uſed detraction to our own Nation. This man 
ſpeaking of Srr«tonice, how leaving her husþand Demetrias, ſhe came into Syria, and how 
Seleacus would not marry her as ſhe hoped (who having an army at Babylon, warred againſt 
Antioch, and had takenthe City) and that ſhe fled into Seleucia, whereas ſhe might have 
made a ſpeedier eſcape by water, but that ſhe was forewarned inaſleep foro do, and that 
ſhe was there taken and died, &c. Agatarchides, having uſcd this preface, and inveighed a- 
gaigſt Stratonices ſuperſticion,uſech an example of ourNation on this manger; the people thac 
arccalled Iews,inhabir a moſt ſtrong City, which they call Jeruſalemztheſe people are wont The 1: 
D to reft upon the ſeventh day, and do neither bear arms, nor till their grounds, nor do any o- 5>>=ih. 
ther buſineſſe on that day, but their cuſtomeis co remain in their Temple, and there with 
ſtrerched out armes continue in prayer till night. And ſo upon a time they, perſevering in thar 
foolery, whileſt they ſhould have defended their City, Pro/omens Lagus catred it wich many 
people and a great army : whogreatly tytannized over them z and ſothey found by expe- 
rience, that the ſolemaity appointed by their Law, was prejudicial unto chem: ſuch like 
Churches as this, did ceach them and all Nations elſe roflec unto dreams, which their law 
reacherh; neicher conſidering that hamanc policy canaot prevail againſt chat which, muſt 
neceſſarily happen, Agatarchides thought this which he reports of us to be ridiculous , but 
they that weigh ic with indifferency, ſhall perceive, char ic is greater commendation to our 
E nation, who rather ſuffer their countrey and our ſafery to-be loſt and eadamaged,then to vio- 
late the Laws of God. 

I chink, I am thus able to ſhew, that many Wricers omitted to make mention of our Na- Gs 
tion,not for that they knew us not,but for envy. For Ferowe, who writ a book of ſucceſſion, writers omic 
in the ſame time that Heeatess lived, who was a friend unto King Amizonns, and being Pre- © ſpeak of 
ſident of Syria, never mentioneth us in all his Hiſtory ; notwithſtanding he was beoage OP 
almoſt in our countrey. But Hecatevs writ a book of us ; ſo different are the minds of men: 
for one of them thought our nation worthy to be diligently recorded, the other through 
malice was hindred from ſpeaking the bob ; yer the Hiſtories of the Chaldees, A zyptians 

k and Phceaicians, may ſuffice to prove our antiquity, rogerher with the Greek W riters: for 
bcfides thoſe beſore mentioned, Theephraſtas alſo, Theodotws, Manaſeas, Ariphants, Hermoge- 
wes, Euemeus, Conon, Lepyrion,and many others z no doubi( for I have nor peruſed all mens 
books) have manifeſtly teſtified of us. For many of the foreſaid men were blinded with 
errors, as not having read our holy Scriptures, yer they all joyntly ceſtifie our antiquity, for 
which I now alleadge them. Truly Demerrins Phlerexs, Philon the elder, and Eupolemas did 
not much erce from che cruth, and therefore reaſon it is they ſhould be bora wichall : for 
they were not ſo skilfull as to reach our writings with ſo much curiolity. Being come

—_—_ one poitt viore, whereof T.mde mention inthe be- G 
t Ideclare the detractions and flanderous reports of divers, 


&s, For ſome of the Gentiles, have artempred to deface the honour and reputation of 


the moſt renowned Cities, and rodefame the matmers of their inhabitants, Thus did Thee- 


s ro Athens, and Potjcrates ro Lacedzmon;and the Author that werit 754rolariturs (tor 
it was not Theopowpns as ſome ſuppole)uſed theCity Thebes very hardly: and Timess in his 
Hiſtories of rhe foreſaid places, doth many times dertaRt both therh and others, And this 
they rarer the moſt excellent that are, ix ſomething 6r dtherzſom for envy & ni4- 
lice, others, that their fond babbling may make them famous, and ſo indeed it doth among 
fools, that are knownto have no ſound judgenent, but wiſe men will condemn their ma- 


lice. To be ſhort, this is the cauſe of ſo many flanderous reports forged againſt our nation: 
ſome ro pots che Egyptians have attempted to deprave the erith, and ſo have neſther 1c- 


porred t 


e yarietie concerning our anceſtots coming into Egypt, nor touching their depar- 
tiire from thence, and they have had many cauſes of malice and envieurging them hereto, 
Add chiefly for that our progenitory ih their countrey waxed mightie, and ſo departing to 
their own countrie; were made happie and fortunate. - Secondly, the diverfitic of our two . 
Religions made great diſcord and variance amongſt us, our Religion ſo far excellingcheirs.q _ 
if pieric, as rhe divine eſſence GOD excellerh unreaſonable creatures ( for the y.commonly. 
worſhip ſuch brute bedfts for Gods, and every one worſhippeth divers kinds: ) vain and 
fooliſh men, who From the beginning have been accuſtomed co ſuch ſottiſh OP1NonS, 45 
would not permic them to imitate ts ih our divine Religion, and conformable to reaſon: 
and yet ſeeing many fayourand follow oar Religion, they were hereby incited to ſuch ha- 
ered. that to derogare from ns, they feared not to falſific their own ancient records, not con- 
fidering that in ſo doing they were led through a blind paſſion, to write againſt them(clves. 
Moreover, I will prove all I have ſpoken to be true, by one mans words, whom a little 
before ( being a famous Hiſtoriographer) we have produced as a wirneſſe of our Antiqui- 
tie. _ . 

Manethon therefore,who confeſſerh himſelf to Have gathered the Egyptian Hiforie our 
of their holy writings, having by way of a Preface recounted how our predeceſſors came in- 
to Egypt with maiy thouſands, and there conquered the inhabitanrs, he afterward confeſ» 
ſeth thatloſing all their polſeſſidhs inEpypr,they got the countrey which is now called Jew- 
ry,and in it builded a city named'Jeruſalem,and a Temple; and thus far he imitarerh ancienc 
Wriers: And chen uſurping to himſclf authotitic to lie, proteſting that he will inſert into 
his Hiſtorie certain reports divulged amongſt the common people, he reports things of the 
Jews altogether incredible, intending to mixe with our Nation the lepers of the Egyprians, 
and other fick people of other countries, who ( as he ſaith.) being abominable co the 
Egyptians, made ancſcape from thence , affirming alſo that they had a King named Anmene- L 
phis, which is a fained name, and therefore'he durſt not preſume to ſpeak determinarely of 
the time of his reign : whereas he ſpeaketh exaQly of the reign of all other Kings. Here- 
upon alſo he addes certain fables, forgetting himſolf that he reported the ſhepheards depar- 
rure out of Egypt to Jeruſalem, to have beef almoſtfive hundred ind cighteen years before 
his time : for King Themsſis reigned when they departed out of Egypt, from whom the 
timethat other Kings did reign, untillthe ewo brethren, Serhow and Hermeus, accompliſhed 
the terme of three hundred fourſcore and thirteen years. He alſo faith, that the eldeſt of 
theſe two, Sethon, was called Egypros,and the orhtr Herwmens, was called Danans, whom his 
brother Serhonexpelled, and afterward reigned fiftic nine years ; and after him Rampſes, his 
eldeft ſon, reigned threeſcore and fix years. Having therefore confeſſed, our anceſtors to 
have departed out of Egypt ſo many yeats befote,now laſtly he addeth, that Amenophis was 
their King,who was a cohtemplator of the Gods, as Grus their King before him was, and 
that one Amenophis a Prieſt,the ſon of Papins, did in all things moſt excellently accompliſh 
bis defire : which Prieſt ſeemed to participate of ſorne divine nature, for he excelled in 
wiſedome , and could forerell things ro tome, and that he eave the King his firname, 
that he might alſo ſee the gods, if (o be he would endeavour to cleanſe the countrey from 
lcpers, and other unclean people, Whereat the King rejoycing gathered together " 
the 
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A the impotent people of his land, amounting to the number of 85000, and ſent chem; and 
other Egyptians appointed to this work, inthe Eaſt part of Nilus, there to hew and ſquare 
ſtones. And that amongſt them there were alſo certain learned Prieſts infeted with lepro- 
fie ; alſo that this divine Prieſt Amenophis, greatly feared, leſt the indignation of the gods 
would fall upon the King and himſelf ( who had perſwaded and couricelled the King to do 
violence tothe forcſaid lepers) likewiſe that he ſaid char becauſe he uſed the help of unclean 
perſons, they ſhould obtain dominion over Egypt for thirtees years z yer durſt he nor pre- 
fume to ſignificthis co the King, bur he kild himſelf, leaving this written in a book, where 
men might find it - and the King, having notice hereof, fell into great ſorrow and heavi- 
neſſe. This done,he ſp eaks as followerh: So the King, being requeſted for their quietnefſe 
and defence to aſſign them a city to inhabir, appointed unto them a deſolate place called As 
B yaris, which had been the ſhepheards city (his city the ancient Divines call Triphonis) bar 
they,. having got the poſſeſſion of this place fit for rebellion, made choice of one of the gr,,q,u,p 
Prieſts of Hcliopolis to be theirCaptain, whoſe name was, Oſarſiphus,and bound themſclves Caprain of 
. with an oath to obey him in all things: and he preſently made alaw,that they ſhould neither 3"*"*+ 
worſhip the Gods of the Egyptians, nor that they ſhould abſtain from thoſe beaſts which 
the Egyptians count holy,and that they ſhould marry with none but ſach as they judged to 
be their friends. 
Having ordained this and many things elſe contraty to the Egyprians religion, hecom- 
manded them with great labour to inviron their city with a wall, & ro make preparation to 
war againſt King Amenophis:and he himſelf making choice of ſome Prieſts,2nd a few other Their of he 
unclean perſons,ſent 0 Jorafilen tothe ſhepherds which were driven out ofEgyprt by King painſt the 
C Themuſis, declaring unto them their own and their fellows injuties, and requeſted them to Feyrdans 
levic an army to fighe with chem againſt E2ypr, promiſing them free entrance into Avaris, 
the countrey where their fore- fathers inhabited, and that he would furniſh them wich all ne* 
ceſlaries,teling chem that-they ſhould now fight in ſo happy a time,as that withour al doubx 
they might coaquer the countrey. The ſhepherds herear rejoycing, all of them armed them- 
ſelves ro the number of rwo hundred thouſand, andleaving their city, they cameto Avaris. 
But Amenephis, King of Egypr, hearing of their invaſion, and remembring what Amesophis, 
the ſon of the Prieſt Papivs, had leftin writing was in great fear, and preſently aſſembling 
together the people of Egypr, and conſulting with-the Princes of his coumrey, he ſent all 
holy beaſts, and all that the Prieſts eſteemed before him,giving the Prieſts eſpeciall charge 
D *9 hidecheir idols: and he commanded his ſon Serhones (who alſo by his father Kampſes was 
called nyſe ) being. but five years old, unto the cuſtody of a friend of his: and then 
accompanied with three hundred fighting men, he mer his enemies, but would nor fight  _ 
with them, fearing leſt he ſhould fighe againſt che pleaſure of the Gods z and ſo hererired 7* Layied 
bimſelf ro Mcmphis-: /and taking Apis and the reſt of the Egyprian Gods, he, with all his £c6/opia,and 
croups of Egyptians took ſhip, 'and fled into Athiopia. Forthe King of Athiopia upon was by che E- 
courtefic obeyed him,and for this cauſe he entertained him and his followers,and provided ns 11) "hy 
all neceſſaries for them, for that faral thirteen years baniſhment,and this was done in Athio- emcrrained; 
pia. Inthe mean time, the inhabitanrs of Jeruſalem came down into the countrey with the 
unclean Egyptians ,and did ſo tyrannize over the inhabicants, chat all their beholders judg- 
E ed their victory to be full of cruelty:for not content to fire the ciries and towns, and to com- 
mit all manner of ſacriledge, and ro deſtroy the idols of the Gods, they did alſo moſt cruel- 
ly tear in pieces the ſacred Beaſts, and forced the Prieſts and Prophets to lay violent hands 
upon them, and kill them: after which deed they drave them out of the coumrey naked. It rae 
is therefore reported, that a Heliopolitan Prieſt, Oſarſiphus by name, made laws for them, Tar A 
and ſtatutes to govern them. This Prieſt was called 0ſarſiphus, taking his name from the cal'q Moſes. 
God of Heliopolis,called 0firis, who being now thus converſant with this people, changed 
his name, and called himſclt Moſes. © | DES Y 
Thus the Egyptians report of the Jews,and many things elſe, which for brevity ſake I 0- 
mit. Manethon furthermore writeth, chat afterward, Amenophis the King came with a great 
F power out of Athiopia,and his ſon Rewpſes with him accompanied with a great atmy; and 
that joyaing batcel with the ſhepheards and polluted perſons, hegaverhem an overthrow, 
& purſued them unto the borders of Syria. And this is Maverhoxs report: but for as much as 
be wriceth old wives tales,dotages and lies, I will by manifeſt reaſon-convince himyfirſt di- 
ſtinguiſhing that whereof I am to ſpeak hereafter.

And why had Amenephis this defites Forſooth, becauſe 
a certain King one of his predeceſſors had ſeen chem z he therefore knowing by him whar 
things they were, and how he came to the fight of them, needed no new device toaccom- 
pliſhbis deſire:bur perhaps the foreſaid Propher was a man of great wiſdom,by whom the 
King bad confidence to attain his defire: but if ſo he had been, how chancerh it thar 
he was ſo unwiſe he could nor perceive, that it was an impoſſible thing co ſarisficche Kings 
defice? for that which he promiſed was not brought to-paſſe.Or what reaſon moved him ro 
think that the Gods were inviſible, becauſe of lepers and weak people ? The Gods are of- 
fended withmens impicries, not with rhe defects of their bodies. And how was it poſſible 
that at one inftam ſo many thouſand lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be garhered rogerber? 
or wherein did not the King'obry the prophet £ He commanded that the lepets and infirm 
perſons ſhould be exiled the countrey,and the King did nor baniſh them the countrey, bur 
ſent them to hew ſtones,as though he had needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe 
the counttey from lepers. Laftly, hefaith, rhat the Propher foreſecing that Egypt was to 
ſuffer, and fearing rhe wraib of che gods, killed himſelf, and left his mindin a book writen 7 
untothe King. How chanced ir then that the Prophet did not at firſt foreſee his own deat: h, 
and (a oppoſc himfelf ro the Kings defireto ſee the gods © or wherefore did he fear ſuch 
calamitics as were not to fall-in his life £ or what great miſery hanged over his head, which

and calamitie himſelf,he would ſurelic have been more providetit,and more merciful co fuch 
as ſhould have been afflited with chat diſcaſe. 

He did nox onelie make theſe ſevere laws againſt lepers, but he alſo interdited all that 
wanted any joynt or parcel of the bodie, from being Prieſts, or exerciſing anie office at the 
Altar:yea he alſo appointed, that if anie Prieſt ſhould have anie of theſe defeRts beride him 
afterhe was a Prieſt, that then he ſhould be deprived of the dignitie.. How carl ic then be

tar forth as I was warranted by truth, both proteſted and approved the 
Antiquity of our nation, out of the writings of the Phanicians, Chat- 
aces and Egyptians: and for the further confirmation theredt,I have pro- 
duced the — ack of givers Greek Aythours. Furthermore,I have op- 
poled my ſelt againſt, Mayethon and Cheremon, and diyers others. At this 
time hkewiſe I will uadertake to contradict all the reſt of thoſe writers, 
that have publiſhed any thing aganſt us ; for in reſpe&t of Apron, who pretendeth himſelf 
to be learned, I grow halt ſuſpicious,wherher it be a matter antwerable to my diſcretion and 
judgement, to vouchlate him any reply at,all. For as touching the one part of that which 
he hath written, it ſeemeth to be «ne, and the ſame with that which the reſt have written : 
and as touching the other, it is very cold and barren, The greater part thereof is tarced with 
follies and detraCtions, and betrayeth his ignorance,approving him to be a man both looſe in 
condition, and turbulent iqhis life, And foraas much as divers mea are ſo disfurniſhed of x 
judgement that they rather iaffer themſelves to be won by theſe tollies, then to be wearied 
and wrought by that which is written with better conſideration, vainly doating on detrafti- 
ons, and growing diſcontent to give ear to other mens well deſeryed praiſes : I have thought 
it neceſlary to exunine {uch a mans labours, the rather, for that he hath written againſt us, 
as if he intended to accuſe us betore a Tribunal, aud convie us by a publick trial, For I ſee 
that it is an ordinary courſe for the moſt part of men, to hugge and take hearty pleaſure, 
when as he that begianeth to blame another man, is himielt convicted and tonnd guilty of 
thoſe defaults, which he imputerh and objecerh againſt another. 

Truly it is no eaſte matter to lay open the ambiguous and doubtful ſpeeches which Apior 
uſeth, neither tounderſtand perfe&ly what he intendeth ro expreſſe. But like a man that 
is grievoully diſtracted, and confuſed in his fooliſh lying, he growerth almoſt to that point 
to recapitulate that, which hath been heretofore ſer out, and ſearchr for, as rouching the de- 
parture of our forefathers out of Egypt : and afterwards he talleth ro accuſe the Jews that 
inhabited Alexandria - and thirdly, he intermixeth his blametul blaſphemies againſt the 
Ceremonies accuſtomed in our Temple, and depraverh our laws, = ordinances likewiſe. 
Now, that our predeceflours have not taken their original our of Egypt: neither have been 
driven from thence tor any infirmity, or deformity ot their bodies, orfor any wound, ulcer, 
or pollution ; I ſuppoſe that I have nor onely ſufficiently approved the ſame, bur alſo pro- 
duced far more then was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report and repeat that which 
Apion alleadgeth : For in the third book of tus Egyptian Hiſtory, he writ thus : Moſes, as M 
I have heard it trom moſt ancient Egyptians, was born at Heliopolis, who oeng inſtructed 
in the taſhions of his countrey,converted luch prayers which were wont to be (aid in open 
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places and abroad, and cauſed them to be praftiſed and accuſtomed in private Cloyſters, 
luch as were within the City, and ordained that in praying they ſhould turne themſelves 
towards the riſing Sun, For ſuch is the ficuacion of the city Heliopolis,and in ſtead of obeli[. 
ques or Pyramides,he erected cert ain pillars,under which there were certain ingraven Baſons, 
on which the thadow hapning to fall ( the place wherein they ſtood being diſcovered and in 
open alr) they obierved the ſame courlie that the Sun doth ia the firmament, See here what 
eloquence this learned man uſed,

Egyprians whom he hateth and raileth aFainſt, for if he had not been perſwaded that the 
Egyptians were wicked baſe people, he would never have denied hinfdlt ro be their coun- 
treyman: for ſuch as prondly boaſt of thetr famous countrey ,  eſttem ira credit to bear 
the denomination thereof, and reprehend ſuch as withour juſt cauſe-make themſelves of rheir 
Nation, Wherefore the Egyptians are one of theſe two wayes affe&ed rowardsus Tews, for 
either rhey claim ns to be their countreymen, as glorying of us and their countrey 4 or elſe | 
for that, they and their countrey being infamous, they defire that weſhould be parcakers 
of their ignominy. But indeed this worthy Apron ſeemerh {o to inveigh againft us, as there- 
by rewarding the Alexandrians for beſtowing their cities npon him : and knowing rhem 
to be at yanance with the Jews at Alexandria, he as it were caſterh a bone between thetn, 
and railerh not onely on the Tews of that City, but on all wherefoever : but he beliech'bock 
them moſt impudently. Bur.let us examine thoſe hainons and enormons-marters, (and- as 
he ſaith) ſuch as are nor to beſuffered, of which he accuſeth the Alexandrian Tews. Com- 
ing (quoth he) out of Syria, they ſeated themſelyes near the Sea-coaſt, where there was no 
Haven near unto the ſurges of the water.

they could never ſince be'driven out of it: it is no diſcredit to them, but rather an argument 
of thier yalour, But Alexander gave them that place toinhabit, and the Macedonitins did 
allot them as great priviledges as the Alexandrians had. I know not what Apion would have 
ſaid, ifthe Tews had dwelt, about Necropolis, and not abont the Kings ſeat: their Tribes 
being even at this tine called Macedonians. If therefore Apzon have read the Epifttes of 
King Alexander, and Ptolomeus Lagas, or others their ſacceflours Kings of Egypt, or ſeen 
the pillars that are ereQed in Alexandria, containing the priviledges that Cefar the great 
anted anto the Jews; if ſay he knew of theſe, and yerdid preſume rowrite the-contrary. 
chef he was a bad fellow : bur.if he was ignorant hereof, he ws then an unlearned” perſon, 
The likeſgnorance alſo difcovereth he, where he wonders that the Jews'that were (in Alex- 
andriz called Alexandrians. For all chat are one Colonie, though very different people, 'yer 
do they alt bezr thenatiie of their founder: and that I may ſhun prolixiry, the Jews of Anti- 
octvarecalted Atitiochiahs ; for Seleucis'the founder made them Aſo Citizens: the like may 
be alſo (aid of the Jews ot Epheſus, and at the other Jonia , whoby the Kings gifts enjoy 
the fame priviledges with the teſt of the Citizens. The'Romand alfo of their clemiency have 
granted the name of their nation, which is no ſmall gift, nor onely toprivate perſons , buc-

Prolommans allo 
ſurnamed Philometor and his wife Cleopatra, committed the rule of his whole kingdome unto 
the Jews, and 0xias and Doſithews, both Jews, were Generals of his armny,whoſe credit Apion 4: Protowzus 
detra&s:. whereas he rather ought to have admired them; and have thanked them for deli- * not. 
vering Alexandria,whereot he maketh himſelt a cirizen. | 
For when there was a rebellion in Cleopatyas _ and all was in perill ta be deſtroy- 
ed, theſe-trwo men delivered Alexandria from civill warre: Bur Aptos (aich that after this 
Onizs came and broughta little army into the City at ſuch time as Termus, the Romane 
Embaſladour was there preſent, True it is, and that fa& of his was moſt juſt. For Prolomeys 
Phyſcon atter the death of his father Prolomeus Philometor, coming out of Cyrene,endeavour- 5. Ptolomeus 
ed to expell the Queen Cleopatra, and the Kings ſonnes, to the end that he (contrary to all or paging 
juſtice) might poſleſle rhe Kingdome: and this was the cauſe why Onias took armes againſt cute the Ieas. 
C him in Clcopatras behalfe, not forſaking his fidelity unto Kings in the time of neceſſity : yer 
God hitmſelt did manifeſtly wicnefle his juſtice in this ation. For when Ptolomans Phyſcop 
preſumed ro light againſt 0=»z2c his army, and took all the Jews, their wives and-children 
that were inthe city and bound them, and ſtripping them naked, caſt them before Ele- 
phanes to be deſtroyed, (and to the intent that the Elephants mighe;the rather tread 
them, made the (aid beaſts drunken) all which fell our contrary cohis expeRation: for the 
Elephancs forſaking the Jews which were caſt before chem, did: fall upon Prolomens his 
friends that ſtood by, and ſlew many of them ; which done there appeared unto Pto/omens 4 
moſt horrible viſion torbidding him to harm the Jews : and his chieteſt beſt beloved concu- 
D binefalſo whom ſome call 7thaca,other Herexe) came unto him and beſought him to auſtain 
from ſuchimpiety : whereupon he be.ng ſorry, did penance for that he had already commit- 
ted, and that which he thought ro commitzſo that the Iews of Alexandria celebrate this da 
in remembrance that uponit God did manifeſtly deliver them z yer Apion (who, i a 
well of no man)accuſeththe Jews of impiety for bearing a:mes againſt Phyſcon, whereas in- 
deed he ought rather to have commended them for it.But Apion excolleth Cleopatra the laſt 
Queen of Alexandria, onely for that ſhe was unjuſt, and ingratefull unto us ; when he rather of Cleopura 
ought to have reproved her, in whom all impiety and wickednefſe reigned, both concer-*1* ft Queen 
ning her own kindred and her husbands who loved her, and alſo generally againſt all. cheRg- TH 
manes, and the Emperours his benefactors,who killed her own ſiſter Arſinoe in-che Temple, 
E who had not any waies offended her:ſhe alſo treacherouſly flew her own brother,and deſtroy- 
ed her anceſtors ar and ſepulchers :and receiving the kingdome from the firſt Ceſars gitr, 
the ingracefully rebelled againſt his ſonne and ſucceſſour; and infe&ting Amonie with her 
poyloned drinks and amarous inchanements, ſhe made him rebell againſt his counrey, and 
to be unconſtant untohis own triends, depriving ſome of Kingly dignity, and compelling 0- 
thers to be inſtruments of her impiety: And what elſe ſhall we ſay of her, who in the batte! 
by fea forced Antorius her own hasband (whoalſo had many children by her) to yeild him- anconythe 
felf, the Empire, and army nnto her, and became one of her followers * Laſtly, when Alex- hu-baod of 
andria was taken by Czſar, ſhe was ſo cruelly minded, that not remembring her own eſtate, nn 
ſhe accounted this her (atery, if with her own hand ſhe might kill the Jews,that ſhe might be 
F cruell and crothleſſe co every body. |

vo Antiochus Epiphanes (poyled that temple, who found that afſes head being of maſſie gold, 
of great value.. To this firſt ſlander I firſt anſwer, that were that true which he reporteth, 
yet an Egyptian ought not to have ſpoken againſt us for it: ſeeing thar an afle is ot no lefle 
worth then a Goat, and other brute beafts that they honour for Gods. Was it poſſible that 
he knew not the contrary of his own affirmations, by our deeds and Scriptures * For we 
uſe the ſame laws that at the firſt we did, and remain in them without change, and or 
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A allthac our City (as others alſo have) hath by the variable event of wars

troubled, and that Antiochus firnamed the god, and Pompey the Great, and Liſinins Craſſus 
and now laſtly Tit#s Ceſar have all vanquiſhed our Temple, yerdid they never find in it ar y 
thing as Apion afficmerh, but fincere piety, not lawful for us to diſcloſe to ſtrangers... And 
a$touching Antiochus, many writers of good credit report that he never had any juſt cauſe 
to ſpoil our Temple, but that he was drawn unto this fa& for want of money ; Not for thae 
he was our enemy, bur for that as from his friends and fellows, he ſought ſupply,and found 
nothing in that place that was worthy of derifion :' and thus do Polybins HMegapolitanns 
Strabs the Cappadocian, Nicholanws Demaſcene, Timagenes Caſtor the-Chronicler, and Apollo- 
dorus avow, who all do witneſſe; that Antiechus wanting money, brake the league be had 
with the Jews, and rob'd and ſpoiled their Temple being full of gold and filver, Apron ought. 
to have conſidered this, had he not had an Aſſes heart,and a dogs impudency, which he and 
his Countreymen worſhip for gods. As for us, we do neither honour nor reverence Aſles;

he adored him as though he hoped for great help from the King, falling down at his fcer, 
and with a ſtreched out arm, craving licence to ſpeak :- which the King granting, and wil- 
ling him to declare what he was, and why he dwclt in the Temple, and the cauſe of his 
meats before him ; the man with ſighs and tears bewailed unto 4nieches his calamity, ſay- 
ing, © He was a Grecian; and thattravelling in the countrey to get his living, he was ſud- 
««Jealy ſcized upon by certain out-landiſh men, and brought untothe Temple, and ſhut up 
*rherein, and that no man might ſee him, & that he was there fed or farted with all dainties 
«hat could be providedzand that at firſt this daintie fare made him joyful, but afterward he 
«began to ſuſpeRit,and laſtly,he was hereart amazed; and then demanding of a Jew that ad- 
**miniſtred unto him,for what cauſe he was there kept,he underſtood tha Jews purpoſe, and 
«Jaw not £o be revealed, for the fulfilling whereof he-was there nouriſhed, and that the Jews 


*were wontto do the like every year upon a day appointed : and to take a Grecian ſtranger, ,,_

Into the fourth, 
might onely the Prieſts cnter,, who were cloathed with Prieſtly Stoles, and into the ſecrex 
p.rt ofthe Temple might onely the high Prieſt come, atrited with a Stole proper eo hitn 
onely : yea we are inall things ſo carcful of piery,that our Prieſts are appointed hours when 
ro enter intothe Temple, ; 
For i the morning when the Temple was 0 , the Prieſts that were to ſacrifice the 
hoſtes which were given them,cntred into the Templezand at noon again when it was ſhurg 
'Wharwas in yea it was not lawful to carry any veſſel intorhe Temple. but there was onely there an Al- 
the Tewple. 117. a Table,1 Cenſer, and a Candleſtick, asis in our law mentioned, and there is no ocher 
ſecret or hidden myltery done, neither is there in that place any cating, and all the people 
can teſtifie this which 1 have here ſer d5wn, and our writings do the like. For notwith- 
Four Tribes *f fanding char there arc fouretites of Prieſts, and every Prieſts eribe containeth above five 
Eve thouſand men: yer every one waiteth on certain appointed dayes in their turn, and their 
more then fire time of waiting being expired, others ſccceed themin ſacrificing z and the day before the 
thouſand men. 1. 10 finiſh heir waiting, they deliver up unto their ſucceſſours the keyes of the Temple, 
and all veſſels belonging thereto, inthe tull number that they received them : and nothing 
is brought into the Temple, pertaining eicher ro meat or drink: yea and are forbidden to be 
offered ar our'Altar, thoſe things onely excepred, whereof we make our ſacrifice. What K 
then ſhall we ſay of Apion, who examining nothing of all theſe, hath raiſed ſuch incredible 
reports of us ? How ignominious a thing i is for a Grammarian, not to be able ro deliver 
the rrath of a Hiſtory 2 Well, he knew che piery uſed in oar Temple, bat he purpoſely omic- 
ted it: yet cold heremember to tell a fained rale of rhe ſacrificing of the Greek, his dain- 
tie fare, #rd ther hidden food, that all men alſo that would, paſſed thorow our Temple: 
whereas the'tmoſt noble zmong our whole Nation, are-not permitted to come there, except 
they be Prieſts. 
this cherefore is grear impicty, and a voluntary forged lie, to ſeduce them that will nor 
examine the truth. For they have attempted to ſlander us by thoſe tmpicties before mentio- 
ned not tobe ſpoken of. And again, like one full of all piety, he derideth the vanity of thefe L 
fables, and reporrech thar at ſuch time as the Jews for a longtime together, warred ag2inſt 
4Anher rale _ the Idnme3ns, Zabidys departing out of a City of Idumaea where Apolis was worſhipped,

thing to leave them open, Is it then credible that this candle-bearer could eaſily open

another gccaſion of lying. Healſo belieth us concerning the oath which he ſaith we Jews apions tie 


dotake, Iwearing by the God of heaven and ear:h, and fea, never to favour any ſtranger, 
and eſpecially the Greeks, This lier might better have ſaid, not to favour any ſtranger, 
and eſpecially the Egyptians, and ſo his formerlies, and thefe ſhould have had betrer cor- 
reſpondence, with the beginning, if our anceſtors had been expelled by their predeceſſours 
out of Egypt, not for their wickedaeſfe, bur for their own calamiry. Bur we ate ſo far 
Cc fromebe Greeks, chat we ſcarcely ever think of them : ſo that no man can ſay that there 
is any enmity berween us and the Greeks. But conttariwiſe, many of them have embraced 
our religion, md fome of them therein perfevered ; others again have forſaken ir ; yet none 
of them will ſay chat he heard this oath ſpoken of among us : bur ir ſhould ſeem that onely 
Apion heard of it, it that he himſelf indeed forged it. Truly his wifedome and great pro- 
vidence is worthy to be admired ( as ſhall hereafrer appear: ) for he, toprove theſe his lies 
co be true, ſairh, that is a certain reftimonie char the laws we obferve sre moſt nnjuſt, and 
that we worſhip not God as we onghc to, do, in that we are ſubje@to divers Nations, and

Yer have they not indeed had one dayes liberty fince the begin- 
ning of the world, neither under the government of their own Princes, nor under ſtran- 


Sx will nor ſtand co reckon how often rhe Perfians have waſted their City,deftroyed their 
Temples, and ſlain their ſuppoſed gods. For it is nor decent that T ſhould imitate herein 
Apions fooliſhneſfe : neither am I calling co memory whar befell che Athenians and Lace- 
dzmonians, the laſt of which, are recarded to have been moſt valiant,and firſt to have been 
E moftdevour and religious: neither will I reckon up thoſe moſt Godly kiogs,amongft whom 
Creſus was one, who notwithſtanding fell inco great calamities. Moreover, T will not re- 
count how the caſtle of Achens was fer on-fire,and the temples of Ephefus & Delphos like- 
wiſe,and many others. There is now one Apion, a newaccufer of the Jews, who upbraiderh 
chem with their calamicies, forgetting quire all miſery char harh befallen his countreymen 
the Egyptians : bat he was blinded with the fable of Seſoſtris ( whom he faith ro have been 


wich capriviry- 


King of Egypt, )We could report and boaſt of our Kings, Davi#and 4p frm Davide ns 


matty Nations unto them : but it isnot fir here ro'ſpeak'of them. Bur Apion was ignorantot |... 


that which all the world knoweth, co wit, that the Egyptians have ſerved firſt the Perftans, 
p andafterwardsthe Macedonians, and ther as bondflaves : where weremaining in free liber- 
tie, reigned over all Cirirs round abotit us 120. years, cven'mmcothe'time of Pompey the 
Great; and'when all the other kings were ſubdued by he Romans, onely our kings/for 
their fidelitie and friendſhip cowards them, were dexr unto them. O but his ſtickerh'upon 
Apions ſtormack ! thit'we have'not had any famous men of our Nation, whohaveinvented 
Arts andSciences, atid beeh excellent in wifetotne, ſuchas Soryares, Zeno, Cleanthes, and 


others, wtrorti he ſerceth'down,were : und which is moſt robe adttrired, 4p/ow purs himſelf Apion praſeth 
imothenumberof cheſe famons men': and faith,'thar Alexandria is bleſſed 'and happy,thar' ut 


bach deſerved to tive ſacha Citizenas be is : and prear reaſon'tharbe himſelf ſhoulgl refti-' 


fie thatofhiniſelf, which'afl men elſe perceive in'him, ro wit, tharhe is an impudenr _—

ſorry that they ever had any better opinion of him. But that our Nation had'inen equal ar leſt 
unto thole whom he ment;onerh, all men know thar pleaſe to read the book of our Anti- 
quity. The reſt that bis accuſation containeth, it is not amiſle ro ler paſſe without anſwer, 
for that it rather impeachech the Egyptians, his own countreymen, then us : forhe doth: 
complain of us for ſacrificing ordinary beaſts, and from abſtaining to ear ſwines fleſh, and 

Why the lews preatly laughed at cireumcifion. Touching the ſacrificing of theſe beaſts, we do as all na- 

a—_— tionselſe do: and Apion, preighing againſt our ſacrificing,ſhewerh himſelf to be an Egyp- 

and donotent tian ; for were he cicher a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith offended - 

ſwines ficſh. fr both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to ſacrifice Hecatombes to their gods, and uſe 
Prieſts in the banquets ; and yer for all this, the world is nor deſolate of living creatures, as H 
Apion feareth, ; 

Bur were all men ſo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be deſolate of men, and filled 
with cruel beaſts, which rhey (ſuppoſing them ro be Gods)do diligently nouriſh, It any man 
ſhall ask of Apion, whom of allthe Egyptians he judzed to be a wiſe man, and moſt religi- 
ous towards their gods, no doubt he would anſwer that the Prieſts are. For they ſay,thac 
their firſt Kings in the beginning gave them theſe two commandements in charge ; firſt, ro 
ſeck wiſedome ; and next, to worſhip the gods: they alſo areall of them circumciſed, and 
abſtain from ſwines fleſh, and no orherEgyprian ſacr:ficeth with them unto their gods. A- 
pion therefore was ſurely blind, when,inſtead of derracting us,he ſpeakerh ill of them,to gra- 

The Epyprian tifie whom, he took all this pains, For the Egyptians do not onely uſc thoſe cuſtomes which 
Priefts circum- 41:97 in us diſallowerh, but alſo do teach others to circumciſe themlelves, as Herodetas re- 
no ſerines fcſ. porteth, Sothat I verily think, that Apion was juſtly punifhed for blaſpheming his couu- 
trey laws and religion. For being forced co circumciſe himſelf to avoid a great diſcaſe, he 
was hereby nothing helped, but for all this, his privy member rotting, he in extreme grief 
Apions death. and miſery gave up the ghoſt, For wiſe men ought to perſevere in their countrey laws in 
all piery,and not to deride and detra®t others : but 4pien forſook his own religion, and flan- 
dered and belied ours. And this was Apions end: and here alſo ſhould end this book, 
The defence of but that 4; ollonins, Molon and Lyſameshus, and certain others, partly for ignorance, partly for 
_ "aint aadncfle, have moſt injuriouſly belied our Law-maker Moſes, and the Laws he made, de- 
pollonius . d . [--, 4 , "4 
and LyGima- tracting him as a deceitful Magician,and then as the author of all malice and impiety amongſt K 
cus, us and for ſuch as teach no vertue nor goodneſſe at all. 1 will therefore, as far as in me 
lyerb, declare both our converſation in general, and in patticular : for if my judgement be 
any thing, our laws are moſt forcible both co piety, and to all humanity in general, as alſo. 
ro juſtice, pains taking, and contempt of death. I onely requeſt this favour of the Rezder, 
that he will not with a prejudicate or malicious opinion, peruſe theſe writings: for I donor 
write this as a praiſe and vain oftentation of our nation, bur as a juſt Apology, refuting the 
wherein 4. {landerous reports that ſome have uſcd againſt us. 
pollonius ac- Apollonins doth not continually inveigh againſt us as Apion doth, but onely here aud there , 
cuſcthrhe ſometime affirming us to be ſomewhiles hated both of God and man, ſometime to be co- 
"_ wards, other ſometimes contrariwiſe complaining of our Nations boldnefle. Saying more- 
over, that we are more ſottiſh then any barbarous Nation; and that therefore we onely have 
had none of our Nation founders of Arts or Sciences, which are proficable for mans life , 
all which objeRions are eaſily refuted, if we ſhew the contrary co all theſe hy him reported; 
both that we have obeyed:our laws, and lived in all integrity. Iftherefore I be forced to 
ſhew that other Nations have made contrary laws, not I, but they areto be blamed, who 
comparing ours with them of other Nations, affirm ours to be the worſe : neither of which 
can charge us, either that theſe laws which I will briefly ſer down are not ours, or elſe thar 
The lovers of \we have not perſiſted in them as we ought. Making therefore this beginning, I affirm, thar 
common taws they who have framed themſelves to live together under certain Rules and Ordinances, and 
are cxcellent kept them inviolate, and were the firſt founders of chem, were more to be commended for yy 
m qecknells humanity and vertue, then they who live under no rule nor ordinance at all : and every 
Law-maker endevourcth ſo to challenge antiquity for their own ordinances, as that they 
may not be thought co imitate others,but to be themſelves the firſt Authors thereof, and 
guides to direR other mens lives. Which being ſo, it is the duty of a good Law- maker 
ro make choice of that which is beſt, and moſt conveniem for them, who are to obey 
theirlaws, anda (atisfic them as much as may be, in proving their laws to be good and 
right, and both.ia wealth and wo,calamity and felicity, to remain inthem, never changing 
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A nor altering them. TI therefore aver that our lawmaker is more ancient then any lawmaker Molcs more

are modern, of late times in reſpect of him, as it is well known. For the Greeks themſelves makers, 
confeſſe, that in times paſt they wanted the name of law, This Homer can witneſſe, who Pj 
in his whole works never mentioneth this word, law, for the people ot thoſe times were not law, is nor in 
governed by laws, bur by indefinite ſentences, and the Princes pleaſure, uſing cuſtomes but Moner. 
not written, and altering and changing chem alſo as occaſion ſerved. 
Bur our lawmaker being very ancient ( for this is every way manifeſt, even by our adyer- 
{aries own confeſſions) ſhewed himſelt both a good Prince and counſeller unto his people - The Lfc of 
for making lawes to dire and govern mens lives, he perſwaded them voluntarily, to im- Moſes. 
brace them, and firmly to perſiſt in them with all wiſdome. And firſt of all, let us conſider 
the works of his greatnefle. For he undeitaking the conduct of many thouſand of our fore- 
fathers out of Egypt into our own countrey, he delivered them trom many calamities, al- 
moſt impofhible to be avoided : for they being to paſſe through a place wherein was no wa- 
ter, and a very ſandy ground, being alſo to war and to keep their wives and childrea, and 
| for the variable event of wars, he in all theſe ſhewed himſelf a moſt wiſe and pru- 
ent counſeller, and a true patron and guide unto them all. For he made all the multicude 
ſo to depend upon him, that he might per{wade them whatſoever he pleaſed,and yet in none 
of all theſe did he uſurpe any authority over them : and in that time and place wherein all 
men of authority aſſume power unto themſelves, and uſe tyranny, at fuck time as the peo- 
ple do oftentimes offend, and live in all manner of impiety; he then being in authority did 
contrariwiſe uſe all lenity and mildneſle, to the intent that he might be a pattern of vertue 
and juſtice toall the reſt, giving all thoſe that willingly followed him moſt affured ſafety; , - M 
uſing in all accidents moſt ſtrange works. And for this cauſe he rightly deemed God to G.4 his aide 
be his captain and counſeller : and firſt examining himſelt, and finding that all the laws he ard counlull-r, 
had ſer down were agreeable to the will and pleaſure of God, the chieteſt care he now had »» 
was hovw to perſwade his people the ſame,which he himſelf now knew : for they who direct »» 
their lives according to the will of God, avoid all fins as our lawmaker did, being neither »» 
Magician nor deceiver as his enemies injuriouſly report, but ſuch a one as the Greeks do »» 
boaſt Mines and others after him to have been : for ſome of them affirmed their laws to be 
made by F»piter, others by Apollo and Delphes Oracle ; either ſo _— themlelves, or 
elſe thinking that the people would be eaſily ſo perſwaded. Now who of all the lawmakers The origen of 
made the beſt law, and who did moſt rightly think of God,he that comparerh all their laws Ro 
together may eafily know ; for now occaſion is offered to ſpeak of them : there are there- * 
fore an infinite company of nations and laws amongſt men, and ſome nations are ruled by 
Monarches, otherſome by the common conſent | the people. But our lawmaker doing 
neither of theſe, did as one (ſhould ſay therein declare his Common-wealth to be Divine, 
chiefly aſſigning all power and principality over us to God, caufing all men to fix their 
minds and cogitations on Him, as the onely Giver and Author of all goodneſle, giving them 
to underſtand, that whatſoever in their neceffity they entreate him for, He heareth their 
prayers,and underſtandeth what every man doth in private, yea, his very cogitations;and that 
he is One, Unbegorten, and in all times Immutable and Ecernal.differing in a moſt excellent 
ſhape from all mortal creatures : and this we knew, bur we are altogether ignorant what 
God is as touching his Subſtance and Eſſence. 
And thus the wiſeſt Greeks that ever were, judged of God, who how learned they were The o;tnion of 
( he giving the ground of all their knowledge)I now omit to rehearſe: and that thele things the wie: 
afore rehearſed are beſt and moft agreeable to the nature and magnificence of God, many onties 1op 
do witnefle, as Pythagoras, Anaxagoras, and Plato, and atter them the Sroicks, and almo : 
all ether Philoſophers have ſo thought of the Divine nature. Burt they delivering this their +ofcs compa. 
Philoſopby in ſhort ſpeech, durſt not publiſh the truth of cheir dotrine among the peo- [44 vik over 
ple, already ſeized upon by ſuperſtitious opinions.But our lawmakers works and words io ; 
agreed, that he ſatisfied ar large all his people, and they that were to be born of them, and 
their ſucceſſours, inſpiring as it were a certain conſtancy into them to perſevere in the lame 
ſtill referring the cauſe of his laws to their profit and commodity, For he did not aftirme 
the worſhip of God onely to be part of vertue, bur he aſſigned other parc thereof, co wit, 
fortitude, juſtice, and mutual concord of all his citizens. For all our actions, ſpeeches, and = 
what elſe ſoever, are all referred to divine piety. Which he left not rouched without any 0 
more diſcourſe of it. For theſe two are the methods of all giſcipline ard morality, m_ and diſcipline. 
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of one framerh and direReth the ſpeech, the other the manners and ations; which being G 


ſo, other lawmakers were indeed wiſe in advice and counſel, and yet they made choice of 
one of theſe methods, and left the other, for the Lacedemonians were inſtruted in man- 
ners andnot in words, as alſo they of Creet were: but the Athenians and almoſt all the 
Greeks were directed and trained up by lawes in every thing they were to do, yet never 
could rhey put their written laws in practiſe. But our lawmaker very induſtriouſly did con- 
j yn both thele together, for he neither omitted the training them up in manners and 
good exerciſes, neither did he ſarceaſe to leave them written laws, And firſt of all, making 
his entrance from the very meats, and preſcribing to every one a conventent diet, heleft no 
man liberty amongſt us to dire& himſelf in the leaſt matter concerning his meat, but he by 
Jaws defined , both from what meats we were to abſtain, and what toeate, and what 
ought to be our ordinary diet, as alſo when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from 
work; ſo that we as it were under the government of a father or maſter, might neither 
fin willingly , nor for ignorance : for he did not appoint puniſhnent for them that were ig- 
norant of 1t , but by law enacted a moſt neceſſary and milde chaſtiſement tor the voluncary 
offenders : and for this cauſe he did not onely will, that we ſhould once or twice or often 
hear the lawes, but that once every week we all, omitting other buſineſle, ſhould come 
to hear the laws, and (o learn them perte&ly, which things all other lawmakers as it is well 
known 9 nitted ; All which laudable cuſtomes all other lawmakers have negle@ed,and the 
moſt part of men are fo far from living according to their own laws, that they are altoge- 
ther ignorant 0! the-n z and having offended cheir laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens mens, that they have made breach of their laws , yea, the chiefeſt and 
moſt eminent men a-nongſt them, do proteſle herein thit they are ignorant, cauſing thoſe 


that are learned and $k:ltu! in their laws, to fic as1t were in commiſſina with them to direc + 


them. Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our laws, can aniwer as readi- 
ly as he can tell his own name - for every one of us learning them as it were ſo ſoon as we 
come to the ule ot reaſon, we have them as it were written and printed in onr minds, and 
by this meanzs both we offead mare ſeldoame, and when we offend we are ſure to be 
puaiſhed, 

And this eſpecially is that which hath caqſed ſuch an unity and concord amonyſt us. For to 
worſhip one Gad all after the ſame manner, and nothing differ in manner and converſation

one from another, is the onely way to eſtabliſh amity and concord in a Common-wealth, x 


For onely amongſt us n9 man ſhall hear any different ipeeches and opinions canceraingGod, 
which thing amongſt all Nations elſe is moſt trequent and ordin:ry : tor among(t chem noc 
onely every one of the common people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this po:nt, but divers Phi- 
loſophers alſo preſume todo it, ſome of them with theic blaſphemous ſpeeches alcogether 
deſtroying the nature of God, and others with the like impudency denying him to have any 
care of me ; neicher is there any difference amongſt us of affairs pertaining ro mans lite,buc 
all men w:th us f >!low one common expreſſe labour , and we all joyncly affirm the Son of 
G9d, and that he hach care of humane affurs,and all our aRions and exerciſes: yea, any one 
may learn of our wanea and children, that all chings whatſoever are to be reduced to piety, 
Hence it groweth that ſome detra@t our nation;for that amongſt us were no men 1nvencers of 


new matters and a&s:to whom we will thus anſiver, that other nations accouat it a glory not L 


to perſiſt in any thing that their forefachers uſed, and hold them of moſt account amongſt 
them, that can beſt tranſgreſſe their forefathers wiſdom. But we contrariwiſe do account it 
the chieteſt point of wiſdom and virtue,neither to do, nor think any thing contrary to that 
which our anceſtors have decreed, which is a token that our law was eſtabliſhed by as'good 
advice as was poſlible. For thoſe laws that in all points are not as they ought to be,are often 
by experience foand faulty.But amongſt us who believe that our law was firſt eſtabliſhed by 
the will and pleaſure of Almighty God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any 
wiſe impugne the ſame, For who can take away any title thereof, or add better in the ſtead? 
or who 1s he that can transfer and carry us from the obſervance of them, and ordain for us 
better laws to govern our Common-wealth:Or what law can be more juſt and berter, then 


that which the wiſdom of God(who is the Lord of all things hath cſtabliſhed? he firſtof all M

Aga'nſt theſe It is allo not amiſle to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining of 
and uſurie. ſtrangers amonglt us : For he ſeemeth ſo to have provided, that ro our knowledge We neicher 
corrupt our owne Lawes, nor denie'to impart ther to others : but he enterrainerth all libe- 
rally,that will come and live under'our Lawes, judging the communitie of mans life , not ſo 
much to conſiſt in the Nation whereof we come, as inthe unitie of our minds and converſa- 
tion, He forbiddeth others thar are ſtrangers, and come not with that intent to be admirred 
ro our ſolemnities - yet he commanded us to exhibire unto them all other things neceſſary : 
and that we ſhould give unto all men;fire,water,mear, ahd burie them being dead. He hath 
alſo moſt mildly determined how we ought to deale with our enemies, that we neither de- 
ſtroy their countrey with fice,not cut downe their fruit-trees, Wearealſo forbidden to rob 
and ipoyle thoſe that are flain in fight, and deale injuriouſly with our captives;and eſpecially, 
if they be women: yea,he-ſo endeavoured to teachus hamanity and mildnefle, that he provi- 
ded,chat we uſe even unreaſonable beaſts courteouſly, and onely imployed them to ſerye our 
lawfull need,and no further: for he forbidderh us to kill any tame thing bred in houſes, and 
How we ouphr ©Nat We ſhould not kill the old Birds' and their young together; and although many wilde 
co uſe our cne- heaſts,enemies to inankind,do afſiit vs in our labours, yer he commanded to ſpare them alſo. 
xp And in every point he eſtabliſhed humaririe and mildeneſfe,amonglt vs, uſing (as is before- 
ſaid)Laws to dire us therein.enaQing alfo other, how they who infringe the fareſaid Laws, 
may be with all (everitie puniſhed-for the puniſhment :lorred to the violators hereof, is for 
the moſt part death-as it any man commit adultery,raviſh a Virgin, uſe the fin againſt nature 
with another,or ſuffer himſelt to be ſo abuſed, We alſo have Laws concerning our feryants, 
and our meaſures and weights,and unlawfull bargains and fales,or deceit, if either one take 
any thing that is another mans,or which is not his owne ; all theſe are robe puniſhed nor as 
other, Nations puniſh them, but mach more grievouſly, But whoſoever either injurerh his 7, 
A repetici-n of Parents,or commitrerh impierie againſt God, he ſhall preſently be deſtroyed - bur they thar 
che precepts of obſerve this L :w are rewarded, not with gold or filver, nor with a Crown befer with preci- 
te Law. ous ſtone : but every one having his Conicience ro witneſſe, doth greatly profit, and gain 
Eternitie z as both our Law-maker propheſteth, and God himfelt doth moſt affuredly pro- 
miſe to them that obſerve them, And if it Chance that we be forced to ſuffer death for them, 
yet doe we joyfully goe to execution, nothing doubting but that we ſhall ſo exchange this 
life for a becter: I ſhould be loth to report this, if -our deeds did not make it manifeſt : for, 
many of our forefathers,onely for that they refuled to fpeak againſt onr Lawes, or orherwiſe 
then our Lawes permitted, have moſt manfully, and conftantly'indured all corments and 
The reward of JEALN it {elf It our Nation were unknown to all the world, and chat this our voluntarie ob- M 
ſuch a» keep ſervation ot our Laws were not manifeſt toall che people, it any man ſhoald report gnto the 
the Law, Greeks, that either he had read this which I have'd , orelſe that he had found people 
ina ſtrange land, ſuch as we be,having ſopious and honeſt opinions concerningGod,and who 
had for many ages perlevered therein ; I doubt not but'they would all admire and wonder 
hereat,confidering the great mintabilicie amongſt themfelves. Tobe ſhort, there are ſome, 
The continu- who ſticke not roderide them who have lately written of the' government of Common- 
pace of ne i WEalths and Lawes, as though'they had written things fabulous and alrogerher impoſſible, 
<2 1ews, And thatI ſpeake nothing of ocher Philoſophers that have written of this Argument, thar 
! divine 
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A divine Plato amongſt the Greeks, a man who in honeſt life, veredous ſpeech, and ſound Phi- 
loſophie excelled all others. This man is almoſt continu;lly (coffed at by chem,who in their 4 ___ 
own conceit are skilfull in civill affairs, and brought in as a Vice in a Comedie, Whereas, Grcks, | 
whoſocver conſidereth his Writings with diligence, ſhall often and eaſily find matter agree- 
able with moſt mens manners: yea this Plato himſelf confeſſeth,thar he dare not by reaſon of 
the common peoples ignorance ſet down the true opinion of God. But many think Plato's t.ycurgus the 
words full of vanitie,and licentiouſneſſe,and admire Zycarzus,and every one commendeth the Law-maker 
Citie of Sparta, for thar itſolong time perſevered in his Laws, Ir is therefore an evident 372 gt 
demonſtration of Vertue to remain in cheir Laws. But if thoſe who ſoadmire the Lacede- ans. —- 
demonians, doe compare them with us, and the time during the which their Lawes were in 
B force,with the time of our Common-wealth : they ſhall fiade that ours hath continued more 
then two thouſand yeers. They ſhall alſo finde char the Lacedemonians did onely perfealy 
obſerve their Laws,during ſuch time as they were in proſperitie and libertie, and that when 
their fortune changed,they then became unmindfull of their Laws. 
But we, who have felt many thouſand miſ-haps, by reaſon of the often change of Princes 
in Aſia, have not in theſe our laſt miſeries and evils forſaken our Law. Neither can any man 


ſay, thar libertie and licentious life is the cauſe, why we ſo diligently obſerve them, ſeeing, 


that whoſo po may (eeſ{ufficient proof, that they tie us to more ſtrict life and laborious, 
then thoſe 0 


| the Lacedemonians did them. For they neither rilled the earth, nor uſed any 
handy-crafr, bur ceaſing from all labours and pains-raking, lived in thei Citie fat and fair- The Tews com- 
© liking, hoying both their me.t and all other necef{aries provided and prepared for them by | 
others, and eſteemed that only their felicicie ro do and endure any thing, {© that they might 12m 
prevail againſt thoſe againſt whom they enterprized wars : and that they failed alſo herein, , 
omit to rehear(s.. For not onely one or two of them art once, but oftentimes whole compa- 
nies of them, forgetting their own Laws, yeelded themſelves to their enemies. And can any 
one tell of; I (ay not ſo many, but of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own 
Lawes, or tht feared to die for them 2 I mean not a common death, ſuch as ſouldiers are 
ſabje& unto, but ſuch a deith as is afte&ted by all rorments and tortures that can be deviſed. 
Which I think thoſe that-prevailed againſt us,impoſed upon us,not for hatred,but that they 
defired to ſee if {o admirable a matter; and to ſee we being but men,and ſuch who eſteemed it 
D the greateſt impietie poſſible ro do it, cculd be compelled by them to ſpeakor do any thing nab 
contrarie to our laws. Yertit isno wonder that we for our Law to die with ſuch conſtancy, y - Lace 
rather then any other Nation : for other Nations cannot abide to endure that which we 
Account a. trifle, to wit, labour and {imple fare, and that'no man eat whacſoever,or whar he 
defireth, to lie with them whom he ought.not, or tobe idle, / except he be of noble birth) 
or go gallantly attired: and weare alwayes carefull that when we fight againſt our enemies, 
we obſerve ,our Lawes concerning our meats, And thus we take pleaſure to obſerve and 
keep our Lawes and to exerciſe fortitude in obeying them, | 
Let now Lyſimachus or Molonns paſle,and ſuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, and So- 
phiſters,deceivers of young men, and detradcters of our own Nation, as though we were the

Againſt theſe vanities all ex- The fable of 
cellent and wiſe men do-worthily inveigh,- who befide this already rehearſed, in derifion Jupicer ”__ 
adde, how {ome of the gods are young, and ſome old, and ſome iritants, others are gods of 
Arts and Sciences,and one is-2 Smith, another a Weaver,another a Pilgrime, and is at vari- 
ance with mortall men, others delight in mufick, orhers in ſhooting: moreover, that they 
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are at variance one with another amongſt themſelyes,8 that they fall out one with another qo 
in mens behalf, and that not onely one of them layeth violent hands upon the other,but that 
alſo they are wounded by mortall men, and ſorrow and feel grief for the wonnds, and thac 
which is moſt Pcar-at'r ofall, do uſecarnal copulation with mankind, and that moſt 
undecent]y, that their unbridled luſt is extended both to men and women. Then that their 
* chief god of all, whom they call father, contemned and drowned certain women whom 
Pet he himſelf had deceived and gotten with child, and that he could not deliver the children 
born of theſe women from calamity, for that deſtiny had _— him, nor ſee their deaths 
without tears. This is all good ſtuffe, as alſo is that which followeth, to wit, adulteries 
committed in Heaven, ſo openly, and impudently amongſt the gods, that ſome profeſſe 
themſelves to envy their fellow gods and goddeſles tied together in ſuch filthinefſe, And H 
what ſhould the reſt of them do, when as their King and the moſt ancienteſt amongſt them, 
could not refrain his luſtful licenciouſnefle from the company of women? Moreover, 
ſome of them became ſervants unto men, and ſome built houſes for money, and others be- 
came ſhepheards, others like malefators were chained in hell, What man then that ever 
was accounted wiſe, would not bluſh at theſe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and 
the fooliſh believers alſo ? Others preſumed to fain both terrour, and fear, and madneſle, 
and ſuch ſimplicity, as that they might be deceived, and all other naughty paſſions to be 
found in the nature of their gods, and have perſwaded whole cities to offer ſacrifice to the 
moſt noble amongſt them, And they are in great perplexity, thinking that ſome of the 
gods are the givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and ſo ſeek to | 
pleaſe them with gifts as they would do wicked men; and they are verily perſwaded, that 
they ſhall ſaſtain great damage by their meanes, except they do daily pacifie their wrach 
1... by frequent gifts. What is the cauſe of this ſhamefull ignorance, and erroneous iniquity 
Ve ih Concerning God ? Truely I am perſwaded, for that their firſt Law-makers were themſelves 
error concern- herein to ſeek, * and ignorant of the nature of God, and that they did not fairhfally deliver 
ing God. yuntotheir Common-wealth, ſo much as themſelves knew concerning this point : bur as 
though it had been a thing of leaſt moment, did wiltully letir paſſe, giving licence co po- 
ets, and permitting them to deifie and make gods whom they pleaſed, and that the Ora- 
tors ſhould write of the Common-wealths affairs, and tell what them liked of ſtrange gods, 
Pocts ang — MIOreOVer, the painters and image-makers amongſt the Greeks, hada great hand in makin 
painteiscauſe Of gods, it being lawſul for them every one to frame what ſhape heliſt, and hoy he liſt, 
che multitude ſme of earth, others of colours: and the chiefeſt god-makers amongſt them uſe Ivory 
Wh and Gold to make their god of; a true argument of their mutable novelry. And then the 
ancient gods whom they firſt ſo honoured and reverenced as they could poflibly deviſe 
being now withered with age, areout of credir, and other pew gun poſlefle their places, 
and honours - their Temples alſo ſome are deſolate, others newly ereted, as men pleaſe. 
Whereas contrariwiſe, they ought moſt conſtantly to keep their opinion of God, and his 
religion. 
p -+.- Molon was one of theſe proud fooles : but thoſe Grecians that follow true 
Philoſophie, knew all that is alreadie ſaid, and the cold reaſons of this allegory, and there- L 
fore did juſtly deſpiſe them, and agreed with us in the true and decent opinion of Gods na- 
Plato decreed Ore. Which Plato well ſeeing, aftirmeth that Poers are nor tobe permitted in a Common- 
tharno Peet Wealth, and ſendeth Homer away ny honourably crowned and anointed, left that he with 
ſhould be per- his fables ſhould deſtroy or deprave the trueopinion of God, For Plato of all others eſpeci- 
Common- ally imitated our Law-maker, as he did herein alſo, commanding all his Citizens that all of 
wealth, them ſhould perfectly learn his laws , and that for no caſualty, any ſtrange forrain cu- 
ſtome ſhould be admitted into their city , but that their Common-wealth ſhould be pure, 
and they perſiſt in the obſervation of their lawes, But Apollonins Molon nor reſpeting this, 
enveigheth againſt us, for not receiving into our ſociety men of ſtrange opinions or religi- 
The Lacede. ON, Whereas not onely we do ſo, but commonly all Greeks, yeaand the moſt prudent a- 
monians did mongſt them, The Lacedemonians did expel all ſtrangers and did not permit their citi- M 
expeltatl. zensto travel into other countries, fearing thar by both their waies their lawes might be 
""s" corrupted. They therefore are to be ſpoken againſt rather then we, ſceing they neither 
admit ſtrangers to converſe with them, nor to inhabite amongſt them, no nor impart their 
religion unto them z but we, though not defirous to learn other Nations religion , yet do 
The ftheni- we not deny to impart outs to ſtrangers that deſire to embrace it : which if I be not decei- 
om ved isatokenof magnanimity, and clemency inus - but this ſhall ſuffice concerning the 
Lacedemonians, Apolſonius was ignorant how matters ſtood with the Achenians, who boaſt 
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A that their Citie is free from all Nations : for they did moſt ſeverely and without all mercy ' 
puniſh thoſe that did but ſpeak any word againſt their God, For what was the cauſe of Socy.4- Socrates « Cl- 
res his death ? he neither betrayed the Citie to enemies, nor deſtroyed their Temples, "og _ 
but onely (wore by a ſtrange oath, which as he ſaid (whether in jeſt or in earneſt) a Divell, 
taught him,and for this offence he was put todeath, by drinking hemlock : his accuſers al- 


ledging,thar he corrupted young men, and contemned the lawes and religion ofhis countrey, 
And this Socrates ſuſtained being a Citizen of Athens. 


Anaxagoras was of Clazomenta : and for that he affirmed the Sun which the Athenians 2n22goris. 
worſhipped for God, tobe a fiery ſtone, he was by the ſentence of ſome few condemned to 
die. m—_ alſo proclaimed that whoſoever would kitl Diagor as of Melus, ſhould be rewarded 
with a talent for his labour, onely for that this Diagoras was ſaid to deride their myſteries : 
Protagoras alſo had been by them taken and pur to Sa had he not made quick eſcape, A talent is 
onely for that they ſuppoſed him to have wricten certain doubts of the Athenian gods, And 599-<9mmb. 
whar wonder is it that they ſo uſed theſe famous men, who ſpared not to aſerhe like crueltie 
upon women ? For they killed a Prieſt, for that ſome acculed her to worſhip ſtrange gods : 
and their Law appointed, that who ſo did introduce ſtrange gods into their Citie, ſhould be 
puniſhed with death. It is therefore evident that they who enaRted ſuch ſtraight laws, be- 
lieved not the gods of other Nations to be gods : for had they believed in them,they would 
not have deprived themſelves of the benefit of = = The very Scythians (who des ,,,. Scythians 
lighted in man ſlaughter, ſo that they very lirtle differ from bruit beaſts ) yet doe they 
think themſelyes bound to maintain their own lawes, as beſt, ſo that they ſlew Anacharſis a 
famous Greek, that came unto them onely for that he ſeemed to attribute too much unto 
the Grecian gods z yea,thou mayeſt find many among the Perſians, who for this cauſe have 
been tortured, And it is evident that Apollonius approved the Perſian lawes : for when RIG as 
the Greeks admired their fortitude and concord of opinions concerning God, I mean the 
fortitude they ſhewed in burning of their Temples, this Apollonixs in all things imitated 
the Perſtans, violating other mens wives, and putting out their childrens eyes 3 wheteas 
our Lawes adjudge him to death rhat ſo uſeth unreaſonable beaſts: And neither the fear 
and terrour of Potentates, nor the fayour of them whom all men reverence, could ever cauſe The Jeoes, © 
us to forſake or abandon theſe Lawes: neither do we exerciſe fortitude, to the end to de- conflancie in 

D prive other menof their goods and fortunes by warre, but ro keep our own Lawes : and »bcir Lawes, 

we who patiently put up all other injurie, yer if any man doe in our Religion provoke us, 
we preſently ſeek revenge, not reſpeing our own abilicie , yea, though thereby we work 
our owne utter ruine, and calamitie. t cherefore ſhould move us to imitate the Lawes 


of other Nations, when they that made thoſe Lawes ( yea even the law-makers them- 

ſelves ) did tranſgreſſethem * or how can the Lacedemonians avoid reproach for their , . _ ._. 
inhoſpitalitie, and negleRing marriage? Or the Elians and Thebans for accompanying 2 <a wth 
with men contrarieto the Law of Nature, which fa& moſt ſhamefull, they deemed good of the Geuiles 
and neceſſarie. Yeanot content to doe (o them(elyes, they alſo aſcribed the like unto their 

gods to be done by them (which the Greeks alſo now of late have done ) and for this cauſe 

phey refuſed to marry with their own women, judging their ſatisfation to be contrarie to +, bnjuſtice 
the preſcript of Nature : But I will ſpeak no more of puniſhment, neither how great ma- of Law-mak-

ſily forſake them, whereas we doe maintain ours even with our own lives ? But ſceing anti- 
quitie of Lawes is the greateſt argument to prove their goodnefſe, I will ſet down of what x1. tewes. 
antiquitie our lawes are, together with our Law-makers opinion of the Deitie , if therefore Lawe are of 
any one compare our Laws with the Laws of all Nations, he ſhall fiud that ours are of more _ angqu> 
antiquitie then theirs by many ages.

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others,communion of lite,and converſation: yea, the common people did long fince imitate ; 
our Pietie . neither is rheir any Nation either Greeks or Barbwians, who have not after ſome 
manner obſerved a Sabbath as we do,and faſting dayes,and cand'eſticks with light, all which 
they kearned of us, yea many do alſo obſerve our cuſtomes concerning their meats, and 
our unitie and concord, wherein we excell all other Nations, our communitie alſo 
2nd induſtrie in Arts and labours, and ſufferance for our lawes. And which is moſt to be 
admired, our Law, not having any to force us toobſerve it, hath fo obliged our hearts, that 
as God is of all the world honoured without compulſion, ſo are otr Lawes amongſt usall, we 
not forced thereunto: And whoſoever doth diligently confider his own Nation and family;

Am at the inſtant requeſt of Polybizs of M is,to put in writing the 
conſtant ſuffering of the M , worthy all admiration, not in a Rhe- 
corical and pleaſing ſtile,bur rather after our own Countrey faſhion,there- 
by to exhort our Nation to patience in their calamities. But firſt of all, ir 
is neceſſary for us to ſpeak ſomething of Reaſon, and aſſign unto it the 
Reaſon hath power and vertue to deliberate, For he who hath once fally determined 
cnt cr to ſuffer all miſery for Gods ſake, is in my opinion already a Martyr - it is ;- 
out pation. therefore a great merit once to have ſo determined and therefore, as is above-ſaid, Reaſon 
beareth therule of all inferiour paſſions ; and then if deſtiny deny us opportunitie to ſuffer, 
yet have we ſuffered all, becauſe we = re to ſuffer all. Whoſo therefore will renounce 
the world,and aſpire onely to celeſtiall things, he muſt exerciſe ſobrietic, baniſh glactonie, 
with his page laſciviouſneſſe, andall other ſuch like vices as may poſſeſſe and captive the 
minde: he muſtlikewiſe mount up to the top of Vertnes Tower, that , after he may 
from thence war againſt the'vices of his body, grief and fear z the firſt whereof aſſaulterh us 
when we begin, the laſt when we have begun. There are many examples of the valiant 
ſouldiersof God,which I would uſe, bur that the Ornaments ſpruog from the wombof one 
woman may ſuffice me, which ſhe brought forth, not atone birth, but with the ſame pietie 
and zeal. And firſt,I will ſpeak of Zleazer,the cauſe and example of their paſſion, and then I x, 
Thedcath of WIll relate what tortures and torments their mother endured: yet cannot man, but onely 
the ſeven bre= God determine, » ho amongſt them was firſt, and who laſt in this noble agony: Bay there- 
cn. and = fore,being all ſerrled in one opini reſembling one another morein mind then t ey did 
' in body, duely conſidered the frac of this life , and therefore neither delighted 
in the flatteries of the world, nor any alluring + enchantments thereof . They 
ſhewed themſelves not 'to' eſteeme of rorments , fetters , nor no other ſorts of 
cortures impoſed upon them'': and to return to our firſt ſaying , they premedi- 
rated patience,to endure whatſoever the Judges crueltie could deviſe.” will therefore, what 
I may, praiſe the fortitude of theſe brethren, or rather I will with all cruth rehearſe che 
moſt worthy agonie of theſe holy men, which deſerves all commendations , and ſetting all M 
—— apart, proſecute with a bare Hiſtoricall narration, the manner of their martyr- 
ome. 
: But before I begin to declare the death of nobilicie,T will a lictle entreat of Reaſon, which, 
L4... deſcrip- 25 I have affirmed,is no mall motive to Martyrdome.Reaſon it is, that makerh us obſerve 
andWiſedome. faſts,and uſe abſtinence,it is Reaſon that makes us deſpiſe money,and by it weare tanght noc 
to account of dignities and honours, which all men generally aim at, yea Reaſons gift it 1s 
chat wedo reſiſt the heat of luſtfull defires. Hence cometh ir, chat having once overcome 
ſuch things as the fleſh delights in, we finde our (elyes a lictle able to refit, we alſo learn 
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A todeſpiſe pains and torments, and fo reſolute to ſuffer all things that ſhall be impoſed upon 
us. Which, that it may more plainly appear, let us ſearch out the cauſe of this order, and 
we ſhall find wiſedomie to be the cauſe hereof. For no man can deterinine and diſtinguiſh 
good from evil, that is not endued with wiſedome ; this wifedome is alwayes accompanied 
with juſtice, and juſtice is ſtill joyned with vercuc, and vertue and temperance cannot be ſe- 
parared;ſo that this wiſedome confifteth upon four parts. Beſides theſe, there arc two things Gticf and pain 
that eithet do cauſe or hinder paſſion, to wir, pain and pleaſure; one of which we do al- or __ 
ways refuſe, and the other we do alwaics defirez yet where pleaſure ariſech,and is preſently 
by reaſons rule put away,the mind is there ſtrengrhened, and pain compared with glo.y, is 
through hope of a greater reward contemned before ir come ; and being come; our minde , 
is aſhamed not to ſuffer that which before it was reſolved to do. Reaſon therefore is the vic a «ria 
guid; of all our ations, and by it we deſpiſe corments,and deteſt vice, which like a $kilful gardiner. 
husbandman pruneth and cuttech away ſuperfluous branches, and killeth the heat of all 
corrupt and hurtful humours, onely leaving that to remain in uſe, which may ſome way be 
profitable to us, 

Thus reaſon purificth us by paſfion,encouraging to ſuffer,and in our ſuffering and agony 
ſtrengrthenerh us. Who is not deſirous to ear of the fleſhof wilde beaſts and fiſhes? And who 
luſterh not to eat of feathered fouls ? nay, donor the dainty difhes got either in ſea or land 
invite us to ear of them 2 What then cauſcth-us to abſtain from them ?that all men defire 
them, yerno man cats them ? even in this thing the mind is taught to overcome ir (elf in 
d:lightful objeas, and ro bridle all pleaſure, that when occaſion of Martyrdome is offered, 
the mind ſecting afide all vanities, will not fora little pleaſure forger his accuſtomed ver- JR 
cue, 

For this cauſe was Foſeph juſtly praiſed in that he was not overcome by luſt, which reign- An inſtance of” 
eth in a youthful body : this reaſon ſo workerh with ſound advice and maturecounſel, that -——q_ _ 
it again recovereth loſt friendſhip, and getterh new, and ſuffertb'no crueleyro be commir- 7" 
red. Ofthis we have alfo the example of Moſes, who had he notjuſt occaſion to be angry 
againſt Dathen and Abiram, reaſon (no doubt) would have cauſed him ro have ſmothered 
all grief of mind. Did not our father Facob with great vehementy reprove his ſons Sim», 
and Levi, that without reaſon they had uſed ſuch cruelty, ſaying/ Curſed be your anger ? 

Which anger and wrath of theirs had it beea bridled -with reaſoni, neither had they been 
curſed, nor the.other had periſhed, For this cauſe, God, the maker of mankind, when he 
faſhioned os and our manners, having finiſhed all lincaments of the body, he now placed the 
mind to bein it,and to rule ir, leaving it certain precepts to obſerveand keep,to wit, tempe- 
rance,and to imbrace and follow that which is good, and cleave unto juſtice; and rule and 
bridle all paſſions in the body ſubjeRunto it, and obſerve the precepts of God, 

But ſome will aske me wherefore we offer to commir wickedeſle, ſeeing that reaſon rus 
lech our paſſion * Bac is a ridiculous thing to think char reaſon fo ruleth; for reaſons rule 
cannot hinder the appetite from defire,but onely corre defire, and fo prevail, that ic ſuffer 
wich paticnce the loſſe or abſtinence from ſuch things as ir deſired. For example ſake;reaſort 
cannot hinder thee from being angry,bur ic can ſo work thatthou commir no impicty when 
chou art angry : in like manner, it cannot hinder thee from defiring filthy pleaſure, yer cart 
it cauſe thee not to yeeld unto it, | | p23 at. 

Wicneſſe in this the An inftaiee 6f 
example of holy David, who fighting againſt ſtrangers with grear ſucceſſe,and bring at even- Pavids thiſt. 
ing weary and faint, he came unto his Princely tybermele; that was guarded by his ſouls 
diers, where he found them all at meat: yet himſelf being thitſty,durſt nor drink; notwichs,* "0 
ſtanding water was hard by,onely for that religion diſſwaded him, for he had vowed not to 
drink before he had conquered his enemies. He alſo forbade his men to drink, ſo that they 
might fight more couragiouſly, if not-for that they were valiant, ar leaſt for that ſo they 
might have drink. Whileſt thus his thirſt encreaſed, three young men of ſNrong bodies ar- 
med themſelves, and taking with them a veſſcl to put water in, they went unto their enc- 
mies camp, and there aſſaulted che warchmen, who for fear of death fled, and fo thiey paſt 
thorow the camp, till ſuch time as they came where che water was, and taking ſome fromi 
thence,they brought ir tothe King.

For one Simon, 
Simona reac DACINS Ebe bigh Prieſt Onias, and fading no wayes or means to be revenged of him in his 
to his country, OWN COUALTEY, Went unto pet gary yo governour of Syria, Phoenicia and C,licia, and 
before him in a publike afſembly cold him, that he could help the King to an infinite trea- 
ſure, for (quoth he) there is hidden ia Jeruſalem an infinite deal of gold and filver, which 
by right belongeth unco King Selewus. Appollonins hearing this,. praiſed and commended 
Appillonius ca. $i08m, and confiſcated the gold and filyer to the treaſure-houſe of Selexcus ; and having au-

- $4895 being permitted to ſpeak, thus replied to Antiochus, who bothexhorted and forced rome Un 
hins to breach of his Lawes, We, Antiochus, doe not follow a vain report, but we obſerve the __— 
weritie of Religion which our fathers kept, and fear of tormeats canndt make us embrace another 
Religiogz and for ſake our own: yea, ſuppoſe our Religion deliveredto us by our fathers had no firm 

, Jet. would 1 in nothing no not compelled by torments, forſake it. Do wt eſteem it a ſmall 
matter to eat impious meat, and to taſte of that which is ſacrificed to Idols, for it is a profaye thing 
zo touch things that arc prophane. Our Law condemmneth your Philoſophit wherein he is moſt irna- 
rant that thinketh himſelf moſt wiſe. 

We are tanght to embrace ſobrietie, to ſubdue in us all inordinate appetite, to keep our bodies 
chaſte, and to Toffer with patience whatſoever for @v#; ſake is inflited upon us,and not to denit the 
Truth, Fuſtice or Pietie, or God, who alone is tre: w1d therefore I refuſe this profane meat, well 
knowing what 1 ought to eat, as warranted thereMbthe Precept of the Almightie God,whoſe Laws 
1 have learned to obey,and eſchew all meats ſacrificed to Idols, and embrace with all my force that 
which is expedient for the ſoul : It is open Tyrannie to compell any one to that which Religion for- 
biddeth, aud to command that which is contrarie to Fuſtice. 

Doe what thou wilt, mock at thy pleaſuge, yet ſhalt thou be more derided, then thou thy ſelf des 
rideſt, 1will perſiſt in the holy ſteps of my forefathers 1 notwithſtanding, thou therefore with Ty- 
rannous hands pluck out mine eyes, and with 4 ſharp knife rip up my entrails, thou ſhalt never con- 
quer me. 1 will die ſafe and ſound, and patient in the love of God, neither flatter thy ſelfe for 
that 1 am aged, and that my body is now feeble : «6 need be.that I muſt be ſacrificed for Gods ſake, 
thou ſhalt finde me in theſe yeers as lnſtie as a chilae, as conſtant as a youne man, yea,and moſt joy- 
full in torments: and prepare an extraordinarie fire for me,or what elſe ſoever thoa ſhalt finde me 
more conſtant amiddeſt torments then now 1 am, before I come to them.

him,and whileſt on either {ide he was beaten, a crier wich an impfous voice ſtill cried unto 
him, Obey the Kings pleaſure and command, But worthy Eleazar was not overcome by tor- 
ment. bur ſaffered all rortures,as though he had been in reſt and ſleep, and did manfully, and 
without feare endure all rorments : and fixing his venerable eyes upon Heaven, he knew in 
whom he beleeved,and to whom he ſactificed his ſoul ; and beholding the fleth on each fide 
rent and torn from his body, and the bloud ifluing out in great aboundance, he aumired his 
own patience, and thanked God the Authour thereof. Ac laſt, ſeeing in himſelf che frail- 
tie of all fleſh ( which isſcarcely able to endure foſharp torments ) he fell upon his face, 
which with ſtripes was all reat and torn, ſtill glorifying God, as he did before his fall, Then 
one of the ſouldiers, to gratifie the King, did like a mad man fpurn and tread upon him, 
thereby to increaſe his torments'more. But Eleazar, both ftrong in body and mind, did like 
a right champion of the true G O D, never ſhrinke at thoſe pains, bur chis patient old man 
did by patience overcome the crueltie of his corturers, ſo that even rhe torturers themſelves 
admired,that he endured ſo many torments, Then the Kings Officers comming uato him, 
ſaid : 

How long Eleazar, wilt tho neglet# to obey the King, and to free thy ſelf from torments ?

Reaſons vifio- ſhip of his body from all ſhipwrack that might ariſe, by the tempeſtuous ſtorms of vanitie, 
ric, and ſuffered himſelf with no contrary wind co be driven trom the right courſe: yea, though 
it was tofled upon the waves of Tyrannie, yet did it remain ſound and unbroken, and keep. | 
ing adire& courſe, arrived in the hayen of falyation. Never any man did ſeek fo ralencly 
to defend his Citie from an enemy, as this holy old man did his ſoul, who amongf ſtripes, 
croſles and flames, was ſtill the ſame man he was before, For as the top of a high rock 
ſtandeth ſafe; and reſiſteth che wave without any dammage unto it ſelf;even ſo did the rock 
of Reaſon in this man beat back the rage of choſe tempeſtuous waves that did beat againſt his K 
body, nor permitting them to break in and pearce the Celeſtiall and Divine power of the 
Aſiwilitude ſoul. O happy old man, more bleſſed then all of thy age, O Prieſt more ſacred then all other 
caken from the Prieſts, who didſt not pollute thy ſacred lips with profane meats ; impietie found no ente- 
_ rance that way, from » hence ſo many prayers to God had proceeded, The Tyrants cru- 
eltiecould not prevail againſt thee ; Thou therefore art made an example for all Prieſts of 
Ea Godto imitate. Such a one bthoved ir a Prieſt to be more ſtrong then torments, more 
praiſc, able to ſuffer,then the torturers to inflict puniſhment,more forcible then Princes commands, 
yea, and more potent then the fire, wherein thou didſt periſh: and figally, thou waſt or- 
dained to be crowned with the Lawrel of Martyrdome for thy ſufferance, Thou haſt ſur- 
paſſed all Antiquitie, thou ſhalt be an example toall poſteritie. If then feeble old age,where- E 
in all ſtrength and heat of body was extinguiſhed,now unfit to ſuffer torments ( as being al- 
ready broken with age ) could by the | advice of reaſon endure ſo many torments, ſo many 
miſeries, who dare deny reaſon to be the chiefe cauſe of our ſufferance * We have ſeen thar 
all crueltie hath been overcome by a determination to perfiſt in the ſervice and fear of God : 
yet many affirme, that not all men who uſe the advice of reaſon are able to undergo ſuch 
agonies z bur their aſſertion is vain, and of no force - for moſt evident it is,that he onely is 
overcome by pain, whom wiſedome hath not Armed with patience. And no marvel if he, 
who raſhly enterpriſeth ſo weightie a matter, and without due conſideration, doe ar laſt for- 
ſake and repent himſelf of that which he ſo unadviſedly underrook, Bur it we with due ad- 
vice and deliberation arme our ſelves, it is not an eafie marter to remove us by any misfor- M 
rune from our determination; when we make account that misfortune will betide us , we are 
not eaſily diſmayed thereat, when it doth beride,for that nothing befell us chat we expected 
not. 
Therefore,he that is wiſe and valiant,is able to conquer his paſſions, for that he doth well 
deliberate, and when he commeth to his agonie, can pur his determination in execution. 
Neither,is the wiſedome of this olel man, ſo much to be admired, (ceing children, andas' ic 
were infants, have ſo deſerved commendations in this point, that they did worke aſtoniſh- 
ment 
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A ment in.their tormentors; tor the courage and crueltie of Antiochus,. bei 
wiledome of old age,was now the more increaſed; and by wicked cou 
thie children of the Hebrewes to be branght unto Antioch, our of cheir Caſtle Soſandrum, 
wha being young in yeers,and (o as he thoughe weak and unable to ſuffer tormeats, his hope 
was, that either þy perſwaſtons, or terrours, or torrures, he mightforce them. $0 
their Religion, He therefore commanded theſe ſeven rogerher,with their mather 


were brought, being of excellent beauty, and warthy children of ſo vertuous 4 mother; ©, 
they reſembled Angels, their faces ſhining like the clear light of the Sun, their:eyes ſparkled 
in moſt comely and decent maner;as teſtifying, that they (urpaſled in vertue-all ather of hu- 
mane:xace and condition, She was deſcended of moſt vertuaus and noble parentage, and (0 
ſhe her (elf had continued and lived, but that excellent feature of body, enriched with nobi- 
litie of blood and dignitie, was now alſo made morenoble by vertue and fortitude, wherein 
ſhe paſſed all gther things that cogld be (aid in her commendations. The Tyrant beholding 
them, and their mother amongſt chem, with merry ang gladſoime countenance, he thus crafti- 
ly fpake-unto the children : 


I wiſh your good (0 admirable ung men) for ſa hath your beautie of hody and yoble Parentage 1c Kings ex- 
men reſiſt my command, avoid not onely torments but death horcacion

pans: for theſe are the names which we find, For that which 1 term bellows, was a thinne 
plate of iron to kindle or blow the fire with, like a fanne, and far more horrible devices of 
Foremenes "_ ſhewed unto them, roo long to rehearſe : whereof they having had a ſight,

young youths inflamed with a divine ſpirit and ſenſe, coatemned ſo many kinds of cormenes, 
and deſpiſed the Tyrants threats and Ratteries ; and moſt godly ( for they gave him no 
juſt occaſion) they did drive the Tyrant into a great rage. And by this it is evident how 
reaſon is maſter over paſſion : for if any ſlothfull man not before trained up toit, ſhould of a 
ſudden cometo ſuch a puſh, at the very fight of ſuch rorments, his minde would have been 
troubled, and his countenance appalled, his l-gs under hin would have trembled, and he 
w.th fear confounded : ſo that he would {pee haye ſtepr back from ſuch an agony, and 
would forthwith have alledged himſelf unable robear ſo many and ſo grieyous corments,; 
ſaying :

But where. reaſon and 
advice taketh place,and hath well trained the mind to perfeion, the other conſequently fallaweth :

The death of As he thus ſpake, a fire was kindled, and he, as he was upon the wheel racked, was ſo 
the eldeſt bro- thrown into the fire:and thus he was by flames and torments fo burned, that his bowels ap- 
"_ peared; his mind nothing moved when his fleſhFielded overcome with pains ,who amid his 1 
cried thus unto his brethren : 0 beloved brethren, learn of me an example of vertue, 
conſider the ſtrength of an invincible courage, contemme and deſpiſe the alluring baits of this 
world, and rather obey God then this Tyrant, who can if he pleaſe humble the proud and mightiz, 
and exalt the lowly and dejeffed, As thus he ſpake, he was taken out of the flame, and lain 
alive, his rongue was pulled our. of his mouth, and he pur into a frying pan, and ſo he de- 
parted out of this life,to the great admiration of all that beheld him, and the joy of his bre- 
thren and mother; and went before them to Heaven, there to prepare a Kingdome for himſelf 
and them, 
The ſcc-nd After him, theſecond brother, called Aber, was haled by the ſouldiers - and before the 
_— tyrant asked him whether he would relent, he cauſed all theſe rorments to be ſhewed him, 
_ thereby toterrifie him- but he nothing thereat moyed, anddenying to eat of that foreſaid 
ſacrifice, / his hands were bound with iron chains, and he being hanged up by them,the skin 
of his body was fluin from the crown ot his head unto his knees : to that the entrails in his 
breſt appeared naked , yet in ſuch manner as yet he might abide grezter corments. For he 
was Caſt before a cruel Libard, thirſting moſt extremely after blood, to the intent that he 
might devour with his teeth thereſt of his body,but the beaſt ſmelling of him (no doubt by 
the great handy work of Almightie God) forgor his crucltie, and turning away his face, he 
did no hurt to the Martyr. 
But hereat the Tyrants rage increaſed z and the Martyr by ſuffering ſuch torments, was 
made more conſtant, crying aloud : L 
O how pleaſant is that death unto me, which is cauſed by all ſorts of torments for Gods ſake ! 
yea, ſo much the more pleaſant, for that 1 aſſuredly hope to finde reward for it in Heaven. Let 
theſe torments inflifted upon me ( 0 Tyrant ) ſatisfie thy crueltie, for my paine is not by thy tor- 
tures increaſed, but rather my pleaſure, as thou ſhalt finde by my patience in this agonie. More 
willing am I to ſuffer, then thou to puniſh, yet my pain in ſuffering, is leſs then thine by inflifting 
the ſame upon me. I am tormented for vertue and obſerving the Law, and the Fuſtice of God 
ſhall baniſh thee from thy Regall ſeat : Thou by tormenting art tormented, and almoit conſumed, 
thy wrath and furie being almoſt ſpent upon me in vain,thou ſhalt not eſcape the day of judgement :

C hearing this,was much moved, and leapt down from his chair to torment this martyr him- 
ſelf, that ſo he might overcome him, and in his fury commanded his tongue to be cur forth - 
but he hereat not terrified, ſaid to Antiochus, This cruelty will nothing ayail thee, neither c« 
ſhalr thou hereby, tyranc, as thou ſuppoſeſt, conquer me. Our God needs not by voice to be cc 
awakened, but rather by ſecret cogitation to be praied unto to help his ſervants:he provideth « 
for them that hold their peace, and hearerh the prayers of ſuch as do call upon him, if they « 
deſerve to be heard, and enely requireth purity of ſoul.

ration of Antiochus died, 

Behold how evident it is, that reaſon can rule our affeQions, ſeeing that children hereby, __.... 
ſhewed more conſtancy then the tyrant could ſhew cruelty, For, it was reaſons force that cfour at.&i- 
wrought in them that determination to ſuffer all rorments, rather then to forſake the way 9n. 
of ſalvation. Theſe conſtant young men do fitly reſemble inexpugnable towers ; and them, 
who after a great tempeſt and ſhiprack, do ſafely enter the harbour of Salvation, who guid- 
ing their courſe amidſt the boyſterous waves, art laſt obtain the wiſhed ſhoar, For every one a Gmilirude * 
of them ſtrengrhened the other by advice and good counſel, and none of them was like an gf we waves, 
effeminate perſon, loth to ſuffer Martyrdome. None uſed delay herein, but one followed gate 
anothers example. Let us therfore die for our Law,and imitate the three. children whom the horr one ano. 
Aſſyrians fury condemned to the fiery furnace, whoſe patience ſpread their fame even unto 37 *2 futer 
heaven. Whileſt thus one of them exhorted the other, it came to paſle, that none of them {,u,, 
offended, but each one reſolute in his religion, took example of the virtue, courage and con- 
ſtancy of their forefather 1ſaac, who underſtanding that it was Gods will that he ſhould be 
facrificed, he refuſed not to ſubmit his body to his fathers (word. Let us (quoththey) yeeld 
our ſouls to him of whom we received both ſoul and body : Ir is a (mall matter for us to 
ſuffer loſle of theſe members, ſeeing that we ſhall in lieu of chem receive everlaſting bliſſe. 

Abraham, Iſaac, aud Facob do jeyfully expect us, as co-heirs of their Kingdome: let us glori- 

fie that won.be wherein we were for ten n.onerths ſpace, Jet none of us be more coward 

then the other, nor none of us degenerate from the other, We that were all begotten of one 7ruc brocher- 
father, and ſucked of one milk, muſt in allthings reſemble one another : we had one teach- *** 
er,and one law inviolate, And in this golden bond of concord were theſe brethren linked to- 

gether, and none of them mourned to ſee the other tormented, bur all rejoyced at the others 

death. O children, whoſe dignity ſurpaſſerh the royalty of Kings and Princes, whoſe glo- 

ry and virtue is unſpeakable !' None of you were terrified with fear , bnt you ſo haſtened 

ro your deaths, as though you had onely been to go to bliſle and felicity: you were tru- 
ly away who even by death were linked together. God hath greatly in you magnified , Medice aid 
our Nation, and in you ſhewed us all one example of fortitude: whom therefore T think 6a + Þ;o- 
he cauſed to be ſo many innumber, as Suro 4 dayes wherein he created the world, fo therl amiry, 
that theſe ſeven brethreg may reſemble the ſeven dayes wherein all things were made. And 

why ſhould we ſo admire this fortitude in theſe young mien, when a woman armed her 

ſelt with contempt ef death? Who indeed is not to be call&d a mother, but to be honourd 

with a higher title then humane frailty can afford, who'bare into this world ſo many tri- 

umphs, | | 

For the mother ſeeing her children dead, was with a kind and Godly zeal inflamed alſo Th: mothers 
to ſuffer: and no marvel, ſeeing that the very bruite beaſts if they perceive violence offered gricf, 
to their young, do expoſe themſelves to perils in their defence, and protec them with their 
wings, teeth, and tallons ; yea, and every one that is any way able to make reſiſtance, op- 
poſeth her ſelf ro the enemy to defend her young, And not onely bruite beaſts do this, buc 
even Bees do defend nor onely their young, bur alſo their honey, threatning their ſtings co 
them thar offer to taſte thereof, and more eſteeming the good of their young, then their 
own lives. Burt this zealous mother directed by the Spirit of God, and reaſons lore, haſted 
that her children might die before her ; whonot being to live deprived of her children, 
choſe rather toſee them die joyfully then ba 8 in care and ſorrow. Therefore when 
all her family had ſaffered, ſhe then che laſt and glory of them all came to her agony, delpi- 


ſing the tyrants threats, and offering her motherly breſt to thoſe torments which her chil- 

dren had ſuffered, ' O bleſſed ſtock and bleſſed increaſe of the (elf ſame wombe ! Why 

thould I not affirm thar inall lineaments and feature of the body you are like your mother 7 

aud if this be a commendation in them, that beſide the ſhape of body receive nothing gt 
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of their mother, I will ſay more of you, that you are like your mocher in fortitude, virtue, G 
and religion z andthat you ſo in all things reſemble her, that you are every way equal unto 
her, ſave onely. herein, that ſhe with her cies beheld the immaniry of your torments, being 
alſo as conſtant in her own martyrdome, as you in yours..She therefore herein excelled you, 
that ſhe ſuffered ſeven terments before ſhe came to ſuffer in her own perſon, and feared in 
every one of them left ſhe ſhould be overcome, But O thou example of all women, I cannot 
tell, whether thou bare theſe children in thy wombe, or created them, who could with dry 
eyes look upon them whileſt they were torne in peeces - yea, I ſay little, affirming that thou 
patiently didſt behold theſe fights, for even thou thy ſelf didſt exhort them . chereunto, 
thou rejoycedſt to ſee one of them torne in peeces wich fleſhhooks, the other co be racked 
upon the wheele, and the third to be bound and beaten : thou joytully admired(t the others H 
burning, and exhorted(t the reſt not to be terrified herewith, aud although whileſt thou be- 
heldeſt their torments, thy grief was greater then that which chou had(t in childbirth, yer 
didſt thou frame a lightſome and merry countenance, as thoughit had been one triumph- 
ing.

Can I delcribe how every one periſhed, ſeeing thou 
their mother didſt laugh at their deaths, aud when their ſinews were cut in two, their heads 
Aaied, their tongues pores forth by the roots, -their hands broken, their bodies in the fire, 
and caſt upon iron plates red hot, and upon wheeles, and cheir ribs pulled in ſunder, and. [ 
many other torments for which we want names ? Never was any Swan, which (by report 
of Antiquity ) ſung (o [weet a note before her death (ſweeter then the moſt melodious har- 
mony, and the molt pleaſant voyce) as were the funeral verſes of thoſe thy children that pe- 
riſhed, 

You children were not overcome by the fabulous Syrens enchantments, who to honour 
God, doubted not to leave your mother without children : And ſhe ſprung of noble ſtock, 
choſe rather to want you for a ſhort time, then to incur eternal damnation, wiſhing rather 
that the bodies of her children ſhould be rormented chen their fouls, Well ſhe knew, thac 
nothing was more fraile aud infirme then our bodies; which choagh perſecution be wanting, 
are often killed with agues, and abundance of blood or fluxes : And who is ignorant of ſhip- K

that live at eaſe ? ſadden caſualty by fire, and by the hands of theeves, and a thouſand 
other waies todiſpatch our lives ? Seeing then that our mortal bedies are ſubje ro ſo many 
tmiſeries tobring us to our end, who would not make choiſe of a quick diſpatch,whereby we 
loſe goods of this world and gain life everlaſting * O chou moſt reverend of all women, the 
credit of thy Nation, and honour of our religion, who like the Ark of Noe didſt perſiſt invi- 
olate amongſt ſuch ſtormy waves ! for as it withſtood the force of the deluge, and being 
buile: ſtrongly with farm boards , did nor ſuffer any thing within it to periſh: ſo thou ſuffer- 
edſt not the Tyrant to overcome the holy Ghoſt which thou hadſt received inthy heart, 
Behold of what force and efficacy reaſon is! which oftentimes makech us men inferiour to x 
women. For neither was Dapiet-o terrified at the fight of the Lions,nor the three children 
with the fiery furnace, as this woman was grieved at the death of all her children, before 
ſhecame to her own agony, What would another woman and mother have done in this 
cale,but wept and with pitiful lamentations have cryed: Ah wretch that I am,moſt unhappy 
and miſerable of all that breath , wko therefore bare ſo many children into this world, that 
ther ſeveral deaths might be ſo many ſeveral occaſions of my grief and ſorrow ! ſhe would 
have iterated her frequeat births,and her toile in her ten moneths bearing them, ſhe would 
have bewailed her hapleſſe fortune who brought forth ſo many. deaths end dangers, ſhe 
would have recounted the milk wherewith ſhe fed them, and their meat ſhe had prepared 
tor them, the pains ſhe had taken with them, how ſhe had carried chem in her arms,and ſung 
to them and-taught chem to ſpeak ; her cares, her watchings, her fear, leſt any miſ-hap M 
ſhould betide them: and with weeping tears would have ſa:d, Shall I a grandmother em- 
brace your children ? who a while ago was too fruitfula mother, and am now deprived of 
you all : It this day I die, I have-none to bury me.
